AN  ACT  to  authorize  John  Finlayson  &  Co.  to  keep  a  hoom  across  the 
mouth  of  Beaver  creek,  in  Floyd  county,  and  to  provide  [fees  for 
hoomage,  etc. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  OeneraZ  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
TnonweaUh  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  John  Finlayson,  George  M.  Hatcher,  Jas. 
Batcher,  Thomas  J.  Allen  and  John  D.  Mays,  and 
their  assigns,  heirs  and  survivors,  are  authorized  to 
erect  and  keep  a  boom  in  and  across  the  mouth  of 
Beaver  creek,  in  Floyd  county,  for  the  purpose  of 
catching  and  securing  such  loose  saw  logs  as  may 
.  come  against  said  boom  ;  and  they  are  authorized  to 
charge  the  owners  of  the  logs  five  cents  per  log  for 
1 — Local  Laws^  vol.  S. 
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catching  and  holding  the  same,  and  shall  have  a  lien 
on  the  said  logs  for  the  charges ;  and  when  it  becomes 
necessary  to  open  said  boom,  if  any  of  the  owners  of 
the  logs  should  not  be  present  and  able  to  take  care 
of  their  logs,  or  being  present  should  fail  and  refuse 
to  do  so,  then  the  owners  of  the  boom  are  authorized 
to  raft  said  loose  logs  and  take  care  of  said  rafts  as 
they  may  deem  best  and  charge  a  reasonable  compen- 
sation therefor,  and  shall  have  a  like  lien  on  the  logs 
for  rafting  and  caring  for  as  is  given  herein  for  catch- 
ing ;  said  liens  shall  be  enforced  by  action  in  any  of 
the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth  under  the  general 
laws  regulating  liens. 

§  2.  Said  boom  shall  be  so  <Joil^tructed  as  to  permit 
rafts  and  flat-boats  to  pst^\bn  the  demand  of  the 
owners  of  such  rafts  .oV  •Tb^iats,  other  persons  having 
control  of  said  raf W»0r.  Itoats :  Provided,  That  noth- 
ing  in  this  sectioo,  srhkn  authorize  the  owners  of  said 
rafts  or  boato,  ti^ose  having  control  of  the  same  for 
said  own^rS^**t6  open  said  boom  whenever  it  would 
endan^rHhe  losses  of  said  loose  logs  then  held  by 
said  boofn'by  floating  them  out  of  said  creek. 

^  ^:3.^  I'he  owners  of  said  boom  shall  use  reasonable 
diligence  in  holding  the  same  by  having  attached 
thereto  bull- wheel  chains,  wire  and  grass  ropes  of 
sufficient  capacity  of  strength  to  make  said  boom 
reasonably  secure :  Pi^ovided^  however.  That  the  own- 
ers and  keepers  of  said  boom  shall  not  be  held  respon- 
sible for  unavoidable  accidents. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
its  passage.

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CHAPTER  683. 


AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  incorporate  the  Adair 
County  Agricultural  Association,"  approved  April  28,  1884. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwedUh  of  Kentvx^ky : 

§  1.  That  the  jurisdiction  of  the  marshals  named  in 
the  sixth  section  of  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  incor* 
porate  the  Adair  County  Agricultural  Association," 
approved  April  28,  1884,  shall  extend  two  miles  in 
every  direction  from  the  grounds  of  said  association. 

§  2.  That  for  and  during  the  days  on  which  said  as- 

• 

sociation  may  hold  its  fairs,  no  person  shall,  without 
the  consent  of  the  board  of  directors  first  had  and  ob- 
tained, erect  on  any  lot  or  land,  road,  street  or  alley, 
within  the  distance  of  four  hundred  yards  of  the 
boundary  of  the  grounds  owned  or  leased  by  said 
association,  any  booth,  stall,  shed  or  table,  or  station 
any  stand,  wagon,  cart  or  other  vehicle  for  the  sale  or 
gift  of  any  refreshments,  confections,  cakes,  cider, 
fruits,  melons  or  drinks  of  any  kind.  Any  person 
who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  ten 
dollars  for  each  separate  act  of  selling,  to  be  recovered 
by  warran:  before  any  magistrate  of  Adair  county. 

§  3.  The  board  of  directors  of  said  association  shall 
have  power,  through  its  marshals  and  agents,  during 
the  days  of  said  fairs,  to  remove  any  booth,  stall, 
shed,  table,  stand,  wagon,  cart  or  other  vehicle,  on  or 
at  which  any  refreshments,  confections,  cakes,  cider, 
fruits,  melons  or  drinks  are  sold  or  offered  to  be  sold, 
within  the  distance  aforesaid  of  the  grounds  of  said 
association,  without  the  consent  of  the  board  of  direct- 
ors aforesaid  first  had  and  obtained. 

§  4.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  said  association  to 
allow  or  permit  to  be  carried  on,  within  its  inclosed 
grounds,  any  shooting  gallery,  stand,  table  or  contriv- 
ance of  any  kind  whatever,  at  which  any  game  may 
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be  played,  or  any  shooting  or  throwing,  or  any  other 
thing  may  be  done  for  pay,  wherein  the  amount  paid 
for  the  privilege  of  doing  the  said  shooting,  throwing 
or  other  things  done,  shall  depend  upon  the  skill  of 
the  person  so  shooting  or  playing,  or  who  is  engaged 
at  any  such  game  or  contrivance. 

§  5.  That  for  the  violation  of  the  foregoing  section 
of  this  act  the  said  association,  upon  indictment,  may 
be  fined  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  two  hundred 
dollars. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  684. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Citizens'  Gas-light  Company  of  Mayaville. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Gev.eral  AsseTribly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  Wm.  B.  McDonough,  Wm.  S.  Moores, 
Chas.  H.  White,  Samuel  S.  Riley  and  Gilbert  S. 
Judd,  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  created  a  body- politic  and  corporate, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  Citizens'  Gas-light  Com- 
pany, and  are  made  capable  of  contracting^  and  being 
contracted  with  ;  and  by  the  said  name  are  made 
capable  in  law  .to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  to  be 
impleaded,  in  any  court  in  this  Commonwealth  or 
elsewhere  ;  and  to  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  and 
to  alter  the  same  at  pleasure :  and  also  to  adopt, 
amend  and  put  in  execution  necessary  by-laws  for 
the  government  of  the  said  corporation,  not  incon- 
sistent with  this  charter  nor  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  con- 
sist of  sixty  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  each  ;  and  when  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
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dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed,  the  said  company 
may  organize  by  the  election  of  five  directors,  and 
said  directors  shall  from  their  number  elect  a  presi- 
dent, vice-president,  secretary  and  treasurer  ;  the  last 
two  offices  may  be  held  by  the  same  person  ;  the  said 
officers  and  directors  to  hold  their  offices  for  one  year 
and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  quali- 
fied ;  and  after  the  first  organization  the  election  shall 
be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  July  of  each  year,' in 
which  elections,  and  upon  all  questions  upon  which 
the  stockholders  shall  have  a  right  to  vote,  they  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  held 
by  them  respectively ;  and  they  may  authorize  their 
votes  to  be  cast  by  proxy.  The  forms  of  the  certifi- 
cates of  stock  and  the  manner  of  their  transfer  shall 
be  fixed  by  the  directors. 

§  3.  The  business  of  said  com  pany  shall  be  to  fur- 
nish gas  and  gas-light  to  the  city  of  Maysville  and 
the  town  of  Chester,  and  the  citizens  and  inhabitants 
thereof,  by  contract  with  them,  for  public  and  for 
private  use,  and  for  this  purpose  shall  have  the  right 
to  acquire  and  hold  and  to  dispose  of  real  and  per- 
sonal property,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
prosecution  of  its  business,  and  may  take  same  in 
part  or  in  full  payment  of  subscriptions  of  stock  ; 
and  for  this  business  and  purpose  the  company  shall 
have  the  right  to  construct  and  operate  gas-works 
within  or  adjacent  to  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Mays- 
ville, and  shall  have  the  right  to  lay  down  its  gas 
mains  and  gas  pipes,  and  make  the  necessary  excava- 
tions for  so  doing,  through  or  under  any  street,  or 
alley,  or  road,  or  pass  way,  within  the  city  of  Mays- 
ville and  town  of  Chester,  Kentucky. 

§  4.  The  company  hereby  incorporated  may  borrow 
money,  when  needed  in  its  business,  not  to  exceed 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  which  shall  be  its  maximum 
amount  of  indebtedness,  and  may  mortgage  its  prop- 
erty to  secure  the  payment  thereof,  and  may  issue  its 
bonds  therefor,  with  six  per  centum  interest  coupons 
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attached,  said  interest  to  be  paid  semi-annually,  and 
make  the  same  payable  at  such  times  and  places  as 
the  directors  deem  most  advisable. 

§  5.  The  liability  of  the  stockholders  shall  extend 
to  and  be  limited  by  the  amount  of  stock  held  by 
them  respectively,  and  their  private  property  shall  be 
exempt  from  the  corporate  debts. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  beMn  force  from 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  685. 

AN  ACT  to  establish  a  system  of  public  graded  schools  in  district  Nu. 

47,  East  Point. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  all  the  territory  now  embraced  within  the 
Boundary.  limits  of  common  school  district  number  forty-seven 
(47),  being  a  fractional  district  composed  of  territory 
of  the  counties  of  Floyd  and  Johnson,  shall  be,  and 
is  hereby,  incorporated  as  the  East  Point  Public 
Graded  School,  including  in  said  district  so  formed 
the  persons  and  their  families,  and  the  houses,  together 
with  the  farms  owned  by  said  persons,  or  on  which 
said  dwellings  and  houses  are  situated.  The  public 
school  affairs  for  white  children  of  pupil  age  residing 
within  the  limits  of  said  district  shall  hereafter  be 
Trustees  to  be   uuder  the  coutrol  and  management  of  five  trustees,  to 

elected 

be  elected  by  the  qualified  white  voters  of  said  school 
district ;  and  any  white  widow  or  alien  residing  there- 
in, who  is  a  tax-payer  therein,  or  who  has  a  child  or 
children  to  be  educated  within  the  ages  of  six  and 
twenty  years,  shall  be  deemed  a  qualified  voter  under 
this  act. 
§  2.  That  the  trustees  so  elected  shall  constitute  and 
porated.         be  styled  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  East  Point  Public 
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Graded  Schools,  and  by  that  name  be  a  body-cor- 
porate, with  power*  to  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  acquire  by  purchase,  gift  or  de- 
vise or  otherwise,  any  real  or  personal  property  for 
public  school  purposes,  sell  and  convey  the  same ;  and 
the  title  of  such  property  acquired  by  said  trustees 
shall  vest  in  them  and  their  successors  in  office  for- 
ever. 

§  3.  That  said  live  trustees  shall  be  first  elected  at  Election  of 
the  school-house  in  said  district  No.  47,  at  an  elec- 
tion on  the  first  Saturday  in  June,  1 886,  to  be  held  by 
the  common  school  superintendent  for  Johnson  county, 
between  the  hours  of  six  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and 
six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon;  written  or  printed  no- 
tices of  the  time,  place  and  object  of  said  election 
shall  be  posted  by  said  superintendent  in  three  or 
more  conspicuous  places  in  said  district  for  at  least 
ten  days  prior  to  the  day  of  said  election. 

§4.  That  said  trustees  shall  hold  their  offices  f  or  Term  of  ooce. 
two  years  from  their  election  and  until  their  succes- 
sors are  duly  qualified ;  and  an  election  for  trustees 
shall  be  held  every  two  years  after  the  first  election, 
on  the  first  Saturday  in  June,  between  the  hours 
aforesaid.  Each  board  of  trustees  so  elected  shall 
select  from  their  number  a  chairman,  who  shall  pre- 
side over  their  deliberations  and  give  the  casting 
vot«  in  case  of  a  tie ;  after  the  first  election  the 
board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  the  officers  and  des- 
ignate the  place  of  holding  all  subsequent  elections ; 
but  in  case  they  fail  or  refuse  to  discharge  said  duty 
until  less  than  ten  days  before  the  holding  of  said 
election,  the  said  common  school  superintendent 
shall  make  such  appointments  and  designate  the 
place  for  holding  such  election.  The  officers  of  said 
election  shall  consist  of  two  judges,  a  clerk  and 
sheriff,  who  duties  shall  be  similar  to  those  of  like 
officers  under  the  general  election  laws  of  this  State. 

§  5.  That  said  trustees,   before  entering  upon  the  TmBteee  mnm 
discharge  of  their  duties,  shall  take  an  oath,  before**"* 
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some  oflScer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths,  to 
faithfully,  honestly  and  impartially  discharge  the 
duties  required  of  them  under  this  act  and  the  laws 
of  this  Commonwealth  regulating  public  schools ; 
and  when  the  first  board  of  trustees  elected  under  this 
act  have  been  thus  qualified,  the  terms  of  office  of  the 
present  trustees  of  said  common  school  district  shall 
expire. 
§  6.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  trus- 
who  eligible     tee  under  this  act  unless  he  has  been  a  continuous 

for  trii»tee. 

ho7ia  fide  resident  of  said  district  for  one  year  next 
preceding  his  election,  and  is  qualified  as  provided  in 
section  1  of  this  act.  A  majority  of  said  trustees  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  business ;  and  they 
shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  board  until 
the  next  regular  election,  to  appoint  a  secretary, 
treasurer,  assessor  and  collector,  and  to  require  and 
take  bonds  with  approved  security  from  the  same  for 
the  faithful  discharge  by  them  of  their  duties ;  to 
make  all  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  themselves,  their  appointees,  agents  and 
teachers  employed  by  them,  and  for  the  management, 
control  and  government  of  the  public  schools  for 
white  pupils  in  said  district,  and  for  the  protection 
and  preservation  of  the  property  of  said  school  cor- 
poration. They  shall  cause  to  be  kept  a  journal  of 
all  their  official  acts  and  proceedings,  which  shall  be 
open  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  any  citizen  inter- 
ested in  said  school. 
§  7.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  all 
Appointment  of  teachers  and  other  persons  necessary  to  carry  on  said 

teachers.  »         i  -i  -i  -i  i       •  -i 

schools  and  regulate  their  salanes  and  compensation, 
and  may  suspend  or  dismiss  any  teacher  or  other 
appointee  whenever  they,  in  their  discretion,  deem  it 
for  the  best  interest  of  said  schools  to  do  so ;  but  no 
teacher  shall  be  employed  in  any  public  school  for 
white  pupils  in  said  district  by  said  board  of  trustees 
who  has  not  received  a  certificate  of  qualification 
from  the  State  or  county  boards  of  examiners  of  said 
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counties  for  examining  teachers  for  common  schools. 
They  shall  grade  said  school  or  schools  and  prescribe 
the  branches  df  education  to  be  taught  in  said  schools 
and  classes,  and  the  necessary  qualifications  for,  and 
mode  of  examination  of,  pupils  or  persons  applying 
for  admission  into  the  different  grades  of  said  schools, 
and  also  for  the  punishment,  by  expulsion  or  other- 
wise, of  all  pupils  or  other  persons  for  a  violation  of 
the  rules  of  government  ot  said  schools. 
§8.  That  all  white  children  over  six  and   under  chudron  admis-

twenty  years  of  age,  residing  within  the  limits  of  said 
district,  shall  have  eaual  rights  of  admission  to  the 
public  school  or  schools  instituted  by  said  board  of 
trustees  therein ;  but  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
power  to  require  such  pupils  to  atten(i  the  grade  or 
school  to  which  they  may  be  respectively  assigned 
under  the  rules  made  for  the  government  of  said  pub- 
lic schools  ;  but  it  is  expressly  enacted  that  the  school 
or  schools  provided  for  by  this  act  shall  be  exclusively 
for  white  children  of  pupil  ag**  in  said  district,  and 
shall  always  be  kept  and  taught  entirely  separate 
from  the  school  or  schools  now  or  that  may  hereafter 
be  provided  by  law  for  colored  children  in  said  dis- 
trict 

§  9.  That  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  powers 
and  rights  in  addition  to  those  expressly  granted 
herein  and  not  inconsistent  therewith,  which  pertain 
to  trustees  of  common  school  under  the  common  school 
laws  of  this  State ;  they  shall  make  all  enumerations 
and  census  reports  or  returns  as  may  be  required  by 
law  to  common  school  superintendent  of  said  county, 
and  shall  have  the  right  to  receive  and  appropriate  to  common  icho*  i 
the  white  public  school  or  schools  in  said  district  the 
fund  due  or  to  become  due  from  the  State  under  the 
common  school  law  to  the  white  pupils  of  said  district ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  common  school  super- 
intendent to  pay  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  said 
board  of  trustees  on  its  order,  to  be  by  him  disbui-sed 
to  the  teachers  of  said  public  schools  as  required  by 
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law.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  regu- 
late and  determine  the  length  of  time  such  schools 
shall  be  taught  in  each  school  year,  which  year  shall 
be  held  to  begin  on  the  first  Monday  in  August  in  each 
year. 
§  10.  That  said  board  of  trustees  shall  also  regulate 
•Other  pnpiiB     thc  teruis  and  conditions  on  which  other  white  pupils 

jnay  attend. 

besides  children  of  pu[)il  age  residing  in  said  district, 
or  who  are  over  pupil  age  in  or  out  of  said  district, 
may  become  pupils  in  said  schools ;  and  all  sums  re- 
ceived for  tuition  from  such  pupils  so  admitted  shall 
constitute  a  part  of  the  school  fund  of  said  district 
for  the  benefit  of  school  or  schools  instituted  therein 
for  white  pupils. 
§  11.  That  said  trustees,  at  end  of  each  school  year, 

Annual  report,  shall  cause  to  bc  made  out  and  published  in  some 
newspaper  of  said  counties,  if  there  be  one,  a  report 
showing  the  condition  and  amount  of  property  or 
funds  belonging  to  said  corporation,  the  amount  and 
source  of  school  funds  received  and  disbursed  for  the 
year,  and  such  other  facts  and  information  regarding 
the  said  schools  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  pub- 
lish for  the  advancement  of  public  education. 

§  12.  That  no  catechism  or  other  form  of  religious 

No  poiitice  nor  oi  political  belief  shall  be  taught  or  circulated  in,  nor 
shall  any  class  books  be  used  or  adopted  for  said 
schools  which  shall  reflect  upon  any  religious  denomi- 
nation, nor  shall  any  class  or  schools  be  so  conducted 
as  to  interfere  with  the  religious  belief  of  parents  or 
pupils. 

§  13.  That  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power 

May  collect  an  to  assess,  Icvy  aud  collect  an  annual  tax  upon  the 
fair  market  value  of  all  the  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty owned  by  white  persons  situated  in  or  embraced 
by  said  district,  including  money  and  choses  in  ac- 
tion owned  by  white  persons  residing  therein,  taxa- 
ble under  the  laws  of  this  State,  of  not  exceeding 
fifty  cents  upon  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of 
said   property,   money  and   choses  in   action  so   as- 


awessor. 
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sessed,  and  a  capitation  tax  of  not  exceeding  two 
dollars  upon  each  qualified  white  voter  in  said  dis- 
trict as  defined  by  the  first  section  of  this  act ;  and 
the  fund  realized  from  said  taxes  shall  be  used  only 
for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  school  grounds  and 
buildings  or  erecting  the  same  and  providing  suita- 
ble furniture,  teachers,  paying  the  other  necessary 
costs  and  expenses  of  conducting  and  carrying  on 
said  public  schools ;  and  said  extra  school  fund  so 
raised  by  such  local  taxation  shall  be  used  and  ex- 
pended in  said  district  under  the  orders  and  direc- 
tion of  said  board  of  trustees  by  its  treasurer  for 
the  purposes  aforesaid,  in  such  manner  and  in  such 
proportions  as  they  shall,  in  their  discretion,  deem 
necessary  and  proper  to  promote  the  welfare  and 
prosperity  of  said  public  school  or  schools  for  the 
education  of  white  pupils. 

§  14.  That  the  assessor  appointed  by  said  board  of  JJ^Jj,^*®' 
trustees  to  assess  th«  property,  money,  choses  in  ac- 
tion of  said  district,  as  provided  by  last  preceding 
section,  shall  receive  a  compensation  not  exceeding 
ten  cents  for  each  list,  and  in  making  such  assessments 
shall  have  the  same  powers  and  duties  and  be  under 
the  same  responsibilities  as  county  assessors  under  the 
l^eneral  laws  ;  and  he  shall  make  said  assessment  and 
make  return  thereof  to  said  board  of  trustees  at  such 
time  OS  thev  mav  direct.  After  the  return  of  said  as- 
sessment  the  board  of  trustees  shall  give  ten  days'  no- 
tice, by  printed  or  written  notices  posted  in  three  or 
more  conspicuous  i)lace8  in  said  district,  of  the  fact 
that  s;iid  assessment  has  been  returned,  and  giving 
the  tax-payers  ten  days  after  the  expiration  of  said 
notice  in  which  to  appear  before  said  board  of  trus- 
tees, who  shall,  during  that  period,  sit  as  a  board  of 
supervisors,  and  have  power  to  correct,  by  increasing 
or  decreasing  any  list  on  said  assessment ;  bat  no 
increase  shall  be  made  till  after  actual  notice  to  the 
tax-payer  interested,  or  if  a  non-resident,  to  his  agent, 
if  any  in  the  county,  and  a  reasonable  opportunity  to 
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be  heard ;  and  the  action  of  said  board  of  supervisors^ 
shall  be  final.  The  collector  appointed  by  said  board 
of  trustees  in  the  collection  of  said  local  school  tar' 
shall  have  the  same  powers  and  be  under  the  same  re- 
sponsibilities as  sheriffs  in  the  collection  of  the  State 
revenue.  He  shall  have  the  same  power  to  sell  prop- 
erty for  taxes  as  sheriffs  now  have  in  like  cases,  and 
for  his  compensation  for  collecting  such  ad  valorem 
and  capitation  tax  he  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  so 
collected  a  commission  of  not  exceeding  five  per  cent.

§  1.  That  a  fee  of  ten  cents  for  each  suit  entered  on 
the  general  and  cross-index  to  suits  in  the  Lewis 
quarterly  court,  commencing  at  the  time  said  cross 
and  general  index  was  accepted  by  the  county  judge, 
and  which  fee  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  county  levy  of 
Lewis  county.

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  prohibit  the  ^ 
sale,  bartering  and  disposing  of  spirituous,  vinous 
and  malt  liquors  and  mixtures  of  same  in  school  dis- 
trict No.  17,  in  Hickman  county,  including  the  town 
of  Clinton,"  approved  March  31,  1880,  be,  and  is 
hereby,  amended  by  inserting  immediately  after  the 
words  "malt  liquors,"  in  the  third  line  of  said  act, 
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the  following,   namely:    "or  any  mixture  of   such 
liquors,  or  any  fluid  or  drink  which  intoxicates."

CHAPTER  688. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  **An  act  to  provide  for  the  pay. 
ment  of  debts  contracted  in.  building  and  furnishing  a  school-house 
and  for  maintaining  a  school  in  district  No.  1,  in  Pendleton  coun- 
ty,"  approved  March  28,  1884. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  school  district 
No.  1,  in  Pendleton  county,  are  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  borrow  live  thousand  dollars  for  the  pur- 
pose of  discharging  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  said 
district,  for  which  they  may  issue  bonds  payable  at 
any  time  not  exceeding  fifteen  years  ;  said  bonds 
shall  not  bear  more  than  six  per  cent,  per  annum 
interest,  and  they  can  not  be  sold  by  said  trustees  at 
less  than  par ;  the  proceeds  of  said  sale  shall  be  ap- 
plied only  to  the  payment  of  the  present  bonded  in- 
debtedness of  said  district. 

§  2.  The  trustees  of  said  school  district  shall,  before 
executing  or  selling  these  bonds,  execute  bond  with 
good  and  sufiicient  security  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  their  duties  so  as  to  secure  a  faithful  per- 
formance thereunder ;  said  bond  must  be  approved 
by  the  county  superintendent  of  common  schools 
and  county  judge  of  said  county. 

§  3.  That  if  any  of  said  trustees  of  said  school 
district  misappropriate,  conceal,  loans  or  otherwise 
wrongfully  or  fraudulently  dispose  of  said  bonds  or 
the  proceeds  thereof,  for  his  or  their  own  use  or  for 
the  use  of  another,  with  intent  to  deprive  the  said  dis- 
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trict  of  the  same  or  any  portion  thereof,  for  the  ben- 
efit of  the  wrong-doer  or  any  other  person  or  persons, 
such  person  or  persons  so  offending  shall,  upon  in- 
dictment and  conviction  therefor  in  a  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction,  be  confined  in  the  penitentiary 
not  more  than  three  years  nor  less  than  one  year.

§  2.  That  if  said  turnpike  road  company  can  not 
purchase  such  passway  as  is  provided  for  in  section 
1  hereof,  and  same  is  necessary  to  enable  it  to  reach 
and  use  said  quarry,  it  is  hereby  further  authorized 
and  empowered  to  have  such  a  passway  condemned 
and  established  as  provided  in  section  2,  chapter  94,  of 
the  General  Statutes. 

§  3.  That  this  act  take  effect  from  and  after  its- 
passage.

the  Walton  precinct,  in  Boone  county.

§  1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  or  persons  to  sell  by  retail,  by  the  drink,  or 
any  other  quantity,  any  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt 
liquor,  or  the  mixture  of  either,  in  the  Walton  vot- 
ing precinct,  in  Boone  county. 

§  2.  If  any  person  shall  violate  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  he  or  she  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  on  conviction  shall  be  fined  in  any 
sum  not  less  than  twenty  dollars  nor  more  than  sixty 
dollars  for  each  offense,  and  the  proceedings  under 
this  act  may  be  by  indictment  in  the  circuit  court,  or 
by  warrant  of  arrest  or  summons  before  any  justice 
of  the  peace  of  said  county ;  and  the  judgments  ren- 
dered under  this  act  may  be  collected  and  enforced  as 
now  provided  by  general  laws  in  similar  cases. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  not  become  a  law  until  it  is  rati- 
fied by  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  said  Walton 
voting  precinct,  who  may  vote  for  or  against  it  at  the 
regular  August  election,  1886.

Dipp,  J.  M.  Shive  and  J.  B.  JJenham,  as  a 
board  of  trustees,  and  their  successors,  shall  be  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of

§  6.  The  principal  shall  have  power  to  regulate  the 
course  of  study,  and  to  charge  such  rates  of  tuition 
as  he  shall  deem  proper.  He  may  also  appoint  a 
board  of  visitors  and  examiners  for  said  institute,  who 
shall  constitute  an  advisory  board  of  officers,  subject 
to  change  or  removal  by  the  principal.  ' 

§  7.  That  the  authority  of  the  principal  to  hold 
students  amendable  for  their  moral  conduct  during 
the  entire  term  for  which  their  names  are  registered 
is  hereby  recognized. 

§  8.  The  principal  of  said  institution,  with  the  con- 
currence of  the  others  members  of  the  faculty,  and  of 
the  majority  of  the  board  of  examination,  shall  have 
the  power  to  grant  diplomas  and  issue  certificates  of 
proficiency  in  the  respective  branches,  signed  by  the 
principal  and  chairman  of  the  board  of  examination : 
Protided^  That  no  degree  shall  be  conferred  upon  any 
student  who  is  wanting  in  business  power  or  good 
moral  character. 

§  9.  For  the  benefit  and  further  protection  of  said 
institute  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell 
any  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors  in  the  follow- 
ing boundary  of  about  two  miles  around  the  Summer 
Shade  Institute :  Beginning  on  the  Barren  county  line 
where  the  Glasgow  and  Burksville  road  crosses  the 
same  ;  thence  with  said  line  to  Nobob  creek ;  thence 
up  the  same  and  south  fork  thereof  to  the  Pikeville 
road,  including  A.  D.  Hodges  ;  thence  with  said  road 
to  the  Tompkinsville  and  'Horse  Cave  road  ;  thence 
with  the  Horse  Cave  road  to  Mt.  Moriah  Church  ; 
thence  to  the  beginning,  including  S.  R.  Vetuzat  and 
Joel  Sartin  ;  and  any  person  who  shall  sell  any  such 
liquors  in  said  boundary  shall, .  upon  conviction,  be 
fined  the  sum  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense ;  and 
any  person  who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this

and  docks,  and  may  issue  its  coupon  bonds  not  in 
excess  of  the  amount  of  capital  stock  hereby  author- 
ized, upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  directors 
may  stipulate  in  the  body  of  the  bonds,  and  secure 
the  payment  of  said  bonds  by  executing  one  or  more 
mortgages,  therein  conveying  the  franchises  of  the

county,  Kentucky. 

§  2.  Any  one  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall,  upon  conviction  therefor,  be  fined  for  each  and 
every  violation  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars.

down  the  waters  of  the  Rolling  Pork  on  either  side 
thereof  to  the  town  of  Bradfordsville,  or  the  vicinitv 
thereof,  to  wit :  To  intersect  the  present  Bradfords- 
ville and  Hustonville  Turnpike,  so  as  to  give  thereby 
a  continuous  line  of  turnpike  road  from  Junction 
City  to  Bradfordsville. 

§  13.  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  in  case  the  corpo- 
oondomnanon.  ratlou  shall  uot  bc  able  to  acquire  the  title  to  the 
lands  over  which  the  road  is  desired  to  be  laid,  by 
purchase  or  voluntary  cession,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
said  corporation  to  appropriate  so  much  of  said 
lands  as  may  be  necessary  to  its  own  use  for  the  pur- 
poses contemplated  by  this  charter,  on  complying 
with  the  provisions  of  the  six  following  sections.

day  or  night  riding,  leading  or  driving  any  horse, 
mule  or  oxen,  or  driving  any  cattle,  sheep,  hogs, 
wagon,  cart,  buggy,  rockaway  or  any  other  carriage 
of  burden  or  pleasure,  from  passing  thi'ough  said 
gate  or  over  said  turnpike,  until  they  shall  have 
paid  toll  agreeable  to  the  following  rates,  viz :  For  »»*•■  <>'  ton.

§  22.  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  if  any  body  liable

Nor  shall  any  tolls  be  imposed  upon  citizens 
of  the  county  while  going  to  or  from  the  general 
elections  in  their  county  ;  nor  upon  the  militia  on 
days  of  muster  or  attending  courts  of  assessment  in 
pursuance  of  their  duty ;  nor  upon  persons  going  to 
or  from  public  worship  on  the  Sabbath ;  nor  upon 
pupils  or  children  going  to  or  returning  home  from 
school ;  nor  upon  persons  passing  to  or  from  mill 
with  grain  to  be  ground  for  their  own  family  use  at 
their  homes;  but  all  such  i>ersons  shall,  with  their 
horses  and  vehicles,  pass  through  the  gate  or  gates 
of  said  company  free  of  toll. 

§  31.  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  if  the  construction 
of  the  road  provided  for  by  this  act  shall  not  be  com- 
menced within  three  years  from  the  passage  hereof, 
the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted  shall  be  void 
to  all  intents  and  pui-poses.

CHAPTER  721. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Lizzie  Rutledge,  wife  of  Thomas  Rutledge, 

of  Shelby  county. 

Whereas,  Lizzie  Rutledge  is  an  infant  married 
woman,  and  the  owner,  by  inheritance,  of  tract  of 
seventeen  and  one-quarter  acres  of  land  on  South 
Long  Run,  in  Shelby  county,  Kentucky ;  and  whereas, 
by  reason  of  her  disability  she  can  make  no  valid 
title  to  said  land  without  invoking  the  aid  of  the 
courts  at  an  expense  greatly  disproportional  to  the 
value  of  said  land ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  KerUucky : 

§  1.  That  said  Lizzie  Rutledge  be,  and  she  is  heieby, 
BO  far  relieved  of  all  disability  as  will  authorize,  and 
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she  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  sell  and 
convey  said    land    as   though    she  were  a    married 
woman  over  twenty-one  years  old. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

[Became  a  law  without  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  April  15, 1886.]

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That  no  person,  except  the  first  directors,  shall  be  a 
director  in  said  corporation  who  is  not  a  stockholder : 
Andjyrovidedfurthery  That  the  first  seven  (7)  directors 
shall  be  A.  C.  Ferris,  J.  S.  L.  Cummins,  H.  D.  Clapp, 
J.  H.  Goflf,  D.  L.  Howard  and  W.  W.  Hedges,  who 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  and  until  others  are  elected 
in  their  place ;  and  the  principal  office  of  said  company 
shall  be  in  Paris,  Kentucky.

directors  for  the  time  being  shall  continue  to  hold 
their  office  until  new  ones  shall  be  chosen  in  their 
place. 

§  5.  And  be  it  enacted,  that  the  said  company  may  objects. 
engage  in  the  general  business  of  producing,  buying, 
selling,  refining,  distilling,  manufacturing,  storing 
and  transporting  petroleum,  coal  and  other  gas,  salt 
and  other  minerals  and  their  products  ;  and  also 
in  erecting  refineries,  manufactories,  buildings  and 
plants,  and  aU  structures  appertaining  to  the  above 
kinds  of  business,  and  buying  or  selling  and  leasing 
oil,  gas,  coal  and  other  mineral  lands,  and  laying  pipe 
lines  and  providing  other  means  of  transportation  for  '^ 

the  above  business  and  operations,  tanking,  storing 
and  distributing  oil,  gas,  coal  and  other  mineral  sub- 
stances and  the  products  thereof,  exercising  the  powers 
granted  by  this  charter  by  themselves  as  a  corpora- 
tion alone,  or  in  connection  with  other  persons,  firms 
or  corporations,  and  also  to  store  and  warehouse  all 
such  minerals  and  their  products  owned  by  themselves 
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or  others,  with  the  power  to  insure  such  property  so 
stored  or  warehoused  for  others,  and  to  charge  and 
collect  premiums  for  such  insurance,  and  to  advance 
money  on  goods  so  stored  for  the  parties  or  corpora- 
tions, not  charging  more  than  legal  rates  of  interest 
therefor  and  commissions. 
§  6.  That  said  company,  after  being  first  duly  or- 

condemn  lands,  gauized,  shall  have  power  to  condemn  rights  of  way 
through  the  land  of  other  persons  or  corporations 
for  the  laying  of  conduit  pipes  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  such  products  as  it  is  by  this  act  authorized  to 
vend.  Such  pipes  shall  be  laid  under  the  surface  of 
the  ground  and  in  such  manner  as  not  to  interfere 
with  the  use  thereof.  The  proceedings  for  such  con- 
demnation shall  be  in  conformity  with  the  provisions 
of  law  now  regulating  the  condemnation  of  rights  of

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for  the  purposes  of  the  company,  to  borrow  money, 
from  time  to  time,  and  to  make  and  deliver,  or  cause !«««« »>ondi. 
to  be  delivered,  the  bonds  or  other  obligations  of  the 
company,  executed  as  the  directors  may  direct,  bear- 
ing interest  as  expressed  .thereon,  not  exceeding  six 
(6)  per  cent,  per  annum,  or  in  coupons  attached  or 
otherwise,  with  interest,  the  principal  and  interest 
payable  at  such  times  and  places,  in  or  out  of  this 
State,  and  in  such  manner  as  said  board  may  direct,

AN  ACT  for  the   benefit  of  W.  A.  Thompson,  late  sheriff  of  Elliott 

county.

Whereas,  on  the  twenty  second  day  of  June,  1881, 
a  judgment  was  rendered  in  the  Franklin  circuit 
court  in  favor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky 
against  W.  A.  Thompson  and  others,  on  his  revenue 
bond,  for  the  sum  of  sixteen  hundred  and  ten  dollars, 
with  interest  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  cent,  per  annum 
until  paid,  and  costs  of  suit;  and  whereas,  on  the 
thirty-first  day  of  August,  1882,  an  execution  for  the 
sum  of  eleven  hundred  and  forty-eight  dollars  and 
twenty  cents,  balance  due  on  said  judgment,  was 
issued,  which  execution  was  levied  upon  a  tract  of  one 
hundred  and  thirty-seven  acres  of  land  in  Elliott 
county,  belonging  to  said  W.  A.  Thompson,  which  was 
sold  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  October,  1882,  for  the  fall 
amount  of  said  balance,  and  purchased  by  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky ;  therefore. 

Be  it  endcted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
TnonweaUh  of  Kerducky : 

§  1.  That  the  said  W.  A.  Thompson  shall  have  the 
further  time  of  two  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act 
to  redeem  the  land  sold  as  recited  in  the  preamble  of 
this  act.  And  the  Auditor  of  State  is  authorized  to 
accept  the  principal  sum  due  this  Commonwealth  in 
full  satisfaction  for  the  claim  due  for  said  W.  A. 
Thompson,  and  upon  paying  of  said  principal  sura 
the  Auditor  shall  give  him  a  receipt  showing  the 
redemption  of  said  land. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

property,  including  a  residence  for  the  occupancy  or 
behoof  of  the  pastor  in  charge,  which  property  shall 
be  exempt  from  taxation  to  the  amount  of  three 
thousand  dollars.

second  one  thousand  dollars,  and  two  per  cent,  on  the 
third  and  succeeding  one  thousand  dollars.     It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  collector  to  list  property  for  tax- 
ation omitted  by   the  assessor.     The  said  collector 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  levy  upon 
and  distmin  the  goods,  chattels,  lots,  lands  and  tene- 
ments of  the  person  bound  therefor  for  the  collection 
of  the  taxes  herein  imposed  when  due ;  upon  failure 
of  the  person  bound  therefor  or  his  agent,  or  the  ticket 
or  station  agent  of  any  railroad  or  street  railroad  com- 
pany,  or  the  toll-gate  keeper  of  any  turnpike  company 
or  bridge  company  to  pay  the  same  ;  but  he  shall  first 
notify  such  persons  or  agents  or  toll-gate  keeper  of 
the  amount  of  said  taxes,   and  of  his  intention  to 
distrain  therefor.      If  he  fail  to  give  such  notice,  he 
and  his  sureties  shall  be  liable  to  double  the  amount 
of  such  taxes  in  damages.    If  the  collector  can  find  no 
personal  property  in  said  district  upon  which  to  levy 
for  the  collection  of  taxes  in  his  hands  imposed  by  this 
act,  then  he  may  give  to  the  person  or  his  agent,  or  the 
ticket  agent  or  station  agent  of  any  railroad  company 
or  street  railroad  company,  or  to  the  toll-gate  keeper 
of  any  turnpike  company  or  bridge  company  owing 
the  taxes,  if  in  said  district,  and  to  any  person  be- 
lieved by  the  collector'  to  be  indebted  in  money  or 
property  to  the  person  or  company  owing  the  taxes, 
when  he   may  be  found,  or  cause  the  same  to  be 
done  by  any  person  authorized  by  law  to  execute 
notices,  written  notice  of,  first,   the  amount  of  the 
tax  and  the  company  or  person  owing  it ;  second, 
not  to  pay  or  deliver  to  such  company  or  person 
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any  money  or  property  to  that  amount  which  he 
now  owes  or  may  hereafter  owe  to  such  person 
or  company ;  third,  to  appear  before  the  Lawrence 
county  court  on  the  first  day  of  its  next  term  to 
show  cause  why  he,  it  or  they  shall  not  be  adjudged 
to  pay  said  taxes  and  the  costs  of  the  proceeding. 
This  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  collector,  and  such 
proceedings  shall  be  had  thereon  as  are  authorized  by 
article  9,  chapter  92,  of  the  General  Statutes.  If  the 
collector  can  find  no  personal  property  out  of  which 
to  make  said  taxes,  then  he  is  empowered  to  levy- 
therefor  upon  any  land,  lot,  or  other  real  estate  or  in- 
terest therein  owned  by  the  person  or  company  owing 
such  taxes,  situated  in  said  district,  as  sheriflFs  are 
empowered  to  do  under  chapter  92  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  Kentucky ;  and  thereupon  the  same  pro- 
ceedings shall  be  had  in  advertising  and  making  sale 
and  report  and  return  thereof,  and  to  redeem  the  prop- 
erty sold,  in  giving  a  certificate  of  sale  to  the  pur- 
chaser, and  the  clerk  of  the  Lawrence  county  court 
shall  perform  such  services ;  and  the  records,  certifi- 
cates and  returns  shall  be  evidence  as  provided  in 
chapter  92  of  the  General  Statutes  ;  and  the  collector 
and  clerk,  etc.,  shall  receive  the  same  fees  and  be 
under  the  same  liabilities  as  therein  provided  and  im- 
posed, except  as  to  time  when  said  levj-  may  be  made. 
For  any  failure  in  collecting  said  tax  or  payment 
thereof,  or  any  installment  thereof,  the  said  collector 
and  his  sureties  shall  be  liable  therefor,  with  interest 
from  the  datfe  on  which  was  due  from  the  collector 
and  for  costs,  for  which  said  board  of  education  is 
authorized  to  bring  suit  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction. 

§  19.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  the 
Treaaurer.  board  of  educatiou  to  receive  and  stifely  keep,  and 
pay  out  on  the  order  of  the  board  of  education,  and 
keep  a  just  and  true  account  of  all  school  funds  ;  to 
make  such  reports  of  amounts  on  hand,  received  and 
paid  out,  as  the  board  of  education  may  from  time  to 
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time  require  ;  to  settle  his  account  with  said  board  an- 
nually, and  when  called  upon  to  receipt  to  the  proper 
authorities  for  all  sums  cominc:  into  his  hands  ;  to  col- 
lect all  drafts,  checks  and  warrants  for  school  funds  ; 
and  to  do  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
necessary  and  proper  for  the  efficient  discharge  of  his 
duties.  For  any  failure  to  discharge  any  of  the  duties 
herein  imposed  the  treasurer  and  his  sureties  shall  be 
liable  to  an  action  upon  his  official  bond  for  all  dam- 
age occasioned  thereby  ;  for  any  failure  to  account  for 
and  pay  over  any  sum  in  his  hands,  upon  the  order  of 
the  board  of  education,  attested  by  the  secretary,  he 
shall,  together  with  his  sureties,  be  liable  to  an  action 
for  the  amount  thereof,  together  with  interest  from 
the  day  of  demand  of  payment  of  such  order  in  the 
name  of  the  owner  of  said  order  or  fund. 

Examiners  of  Teachers. 

%  20.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  examiners  of  teach-  Bxaminers  of 
ers  to  at  once  thoroughly  examine  all  applicants  for  ^^  *"' 
positions  as  teachers  in  said  schools  who  may  be  re- 
ferred to  them  by  the  board  of  education  in  all  the 
branches  taught  in  said  schools,  giving  a  certificate 
showing  the  proficiency  in  branches  of  study  and  the 
average  standing  in  all ;  to  not  give,  withhold  or  re- 
fuse a  certificate  to  or  from  any  teacher  on  account 
of  his  or  her  religious  or  political  belief  or  opinion, 
or  wealth  or  poverty,  or  for  fear  or  favor  or  affection ; 
not  to  give  a  certificate  to  any  person  known  to  him 
or  them,  or  either  of  them,  to  be  guilty  of  any  lewd, 
lascivious,  unbecoming,  immoral,  disorderly  or  un- 
lawful conduct,  and  to  do  such  other  duties  as  may 
be  prescribed  for  them  from  time  to  time  by  the  board 
of  education. 

Examiner  of  Pupils. 

§  21.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  examiners  of  pupils  Examiners  of 
to  thoroughly  and  speedily  examine  all  pupils  pre- 
sented to  them,  for  examination  by  the  board  of  edu- 
cation, or  by  any  teacher  under  orders  of  the  board  of 
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education,  upon  the  studies  in  which  they  have  been 
last  taught,  and  give  to  them  a  certificate  showing 
their  proficiency  in  such  studies,  and  their  average  in 
all,  and  their  qualifications  to  pass  from  the  grade 
or  school  in  which  they  have  been  taught  to  a  higher, 
grade  or  school ;  to  not  give,  refuse  or  withhold  a 
certificate  to  or  from  any  pupil  on  account  of  any 
religious  or  political  opinion  or  belief,  or  wealth  or 
poverty,  or  from  fear  or  favor  or  aflfection,  or  for  any 
reason,  except  for  proficiency  or  want  of  same  in 
learning,  and  to  do  and  perform  such  other  duties 
as  may  be  required  of  them  by  the  board  of  educa 
tion. 

Teachers. 

§  22.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  teachers  to  faith- 
Te^chera.  f ully,  and  without  fear  or  favor,  teach  and  control  the 
pupils  in  their  charge ;  to  be  punctual  in  attendance 
and  in  having  recitations ;  to  teach  the  time  required 
by  law ;  to  make  known  to  the  pupils  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  school ;  to  report  upon  the  highest, 
lowest  and  average  attendance,  the  number  of  days 
taught,  and  in  case  of  the  principal  teacher,  the  whole 
number  of  pupils  enrolled,  to  the  board  of  education, 
and  upon  such  other  matters  as  the  board  may 
require  ;  to  not  teach  any  denominational  or  sectarian 
tenet  or  doctrine  in  the  schools ;  to  not  be  guilty  of 
lewd,  lascivious,  immoral  or  disorderly  conduct ;  to 

do  such  other  duties  as  the  board  of  education  may 

■ 

require. 

Janitors. 

§  23.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  janitor  to  keep  the 
Janitors.  school  buildiugs,  grounds,  rooms  and  furniture  and 
property  clean  and  in  good  order ;  to  eject  intruders 
and  loafers  from  the  premises  ;  to  keep  up  the  fires  ; 
to  report  necessary  repairs  and  such  other  matters  as 
the  board  of  education  may  require ;  to  protect  the 
books  and  apparatus  of  the  school  and  pupils  when 
the  school  is  not  in  session ;  to  preserve  the  wraps  and 
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property  of  teachers  and  pupils  when  the  school  is  in 
session ;  and  to  do  such  other  duties  as  the  board  of 
education  may  require.  In  employing  janitors,  the 
board  of  education  shall  give  preference  to  pupils  of 
the  schools,  when  competent,  and  among  pupils  to  the 
most  needy  and  worthy. 

Assessor, 

§  24.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessor  to  assess  AwoMor. 
all  the  property  subject  to  taxation  under  this  act, 
and  when  the  owner  or  operator  thereof  or  agent 
therefor,  or  station  agent  or  ticket  agent  of  a  rail- 
road company  or  street  railroad  company,  or  toll-gate 
keeper  of  a  turnpike  company  or  bridge  company, 
fails  or  refuses  to  list  the  same  or  any  part  there- 
of for  taxation,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  summons 
three  sober,  honest  and  discreet  men,  residents  of 
said  district,  to  determine  and  report  to  him  the 
amount  and  value  of  said  property  in  said  district ; 
and  the  said  assessor  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  summon  said  persons,  and  said  persons 
to  act  and  report  as  herein  required.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  assessor  to  make  and  return  to  the  board 
of  education,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  of 
each  year,  a  fair  and  legible  assessor's  book,  show- 
ing the  amount  and  kind  and  value  of  property  in 
said  district  subject  to  taxation  under  this  act,  and 
by  whom  owned  and  operated ;  he  shall  be  allowed 
a  reasonable  compensation  therefor. 

Taxation. 

§  25.  The  board  of  education  of  Louisa  shall  annu-  Taxation.

Collection  of  Taxes.

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CHAPTER  726. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Methodist  Mutual  Aid    As^o* 

elation. 

Whereas,  It  is  proposed  to  add  certain  new  feat- 
ures to  the  business  of  the  Methodist  Mutual  Aid 
Association, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
Tooriwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.   The  busiiiess  of  said  association  may  hereafter  original 

-  departni6at. 

be  done  in  one  or  both  of  two  departments,  the  first 
of  which  shall  be  called  the  ''Original  Department," 
and  shall  embrace  all  the  business  that  shall  hereafter 
be  done  under  the  original  charter,  approved  March 
24,  1880,  with  the  amendment  thereto,  approved  April 
15,  1882.  The  second  of  said  departments  shall  be 
called  the  ''Specific  Department,"  and  shall  include 
the  business  authorized  to  be  done  by,  and  that  may 
hereafter  be  done,  including  memberships,  and  all 
liabilities,  rights,  privileges  and  benefits  growing  out 
of  such  memberships  under  the  provisions  of  this 
amending  act. 

§  2.  Membership  in  the  "specific  department "  shall  Membership. 
be  subject  to  the  same  qualifications,  requirements 
and  acceptance  as  to  applications,  medical  examina- 
tion and  approval,  as  in  the  original  department. 
Certificates  of  membership  shall  be  issued  to  all  ap- 
proved applicants  upon  the  payment  to  said  associa- 
tion of  the  contributions,  fees  and  dues  hereafter 
provided  for  in  the  act.  The  board  of  directors  may, 
in  their  discretion,  waive  the  payment  of  membership 
fees  by  applicants  for  membership  in  said  "specific 
department,"  who  are  or  have  been  members  in  good 
standing  in  either  the  "original"  or  " specific  depart- 
ment."

The  mortuary  fund  and  the  re- 
serve fund  shall  be  created  by  assessments  collected 
from  each  member,  on  the  basis  of  each  one  thou- 
sand dollars  specified  in  the  certificate,  according  to 
a  graded  rate  of  assessment  to  be  fixed  by  the  by- 
laws of  said  association,  and  in  the  mode  and  man- 
ner therein  provided. 

§  4.  Eighty  per  cent,  of  all  moneys  arising  from 

Mortnary  fund.  Said  assessmeuts  shall  constitute  the  mortuary  fund, 
and  shall  be  held  sacred,  and  shall  only  be  applied  to 
the  payment  of  benefits  accruing  to  beneficiaries  from 
^  death  among  the  members  of  said  association,  and  to 
the  payment  of  the  pro  rata  part  of  the  expense  of 
collecting  said  assessments,  and  for  protecting  said 
fund  against  suspected  fraudulent  claims.  Said  mor- 
tuary fund  shall,  as  collected,  be  deposited  in  such 
national  or  chartered  State  bank  as  may  be  selected 
by  the  board  of  directors  as  the  depository  of  said 
fund  ;  and  it  shall  only  be  withdrawn,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  on  checks  signed  by  the  president  or  vice-presi- 
dent of  the  board  of  directors,  and  countersigned  by 
the  secretary. 
§  5.  Twenty  per  cent,  of  said  assessments  shall  be 

R«seivefnnd.  Set  apart  as  said  reserve  fund,  subject  to  ^prorata 
part  of  the  expense  of  collecting  and  protecting  the 
same,  and,  shall  be  carefully  invested  for  the  benefit 
of  the  persisting  members  of  the  association ;  and 
the  interest  as  ii  accrues  shall  be  transferred  to  the 
mortuary  fund ;  but  no  part  of  the  principal  of  the 
reserve  fund  shall  be  used  to  pay  death  benefits,  ex- 
cept in  paying  losses  that  shall  occur  in  excess  of 
the  American  experience  table  of  mortality,  and  then 
by  transfering  from  the  reserve  fund  to  the  mortuary 
fund  only  an  amount  sufficient  to  meet  said  excess ; 
and  also,  as  hereafter  provided  for,  namely  :  After  the 
expiration  of  five  years  during  the  continuance  of  a 
certificate  of  membership,  a  bond  shall  be  issued  to 
the  holder  of  such  certificate  for  an  equitable  pro 
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portion  of  the  reserve  fund,  and  the  principal  of  said 
bond  shall  be  available  after  ten  years  from  its  date 
towards  paying  future  dues  and  assessments  under 
said  certificate ;  and  should  membership  under  said 
certificate  cease  to  exist  from  any  cause,  said  bond 
shall  at  once  become  null  and  ^void,  and  the  v^hole 
or  any  part  of  said  bond  not  thus  used  shall  be 
applied,  to  increase  the  bonds  issued  at  the  next 
apportionment  to  persistent  members  of  the  asso- 
ciation holding  certificates  issued  prior  to  the  date  of 
said  certificate. 

§  t>.  The  expense  fund  of  said  "specific  depart- Expense fun^. 
ment''  shall  accrue  from  membership  fees  and  an- 
nual dues  collected  from  the  members  in  such  sums,  at 
such  times,  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  the  by-laws  of  said  association  ;  the  fees  and  dues 
being  rated  on  the  basis  of  each  one  thousand  dol- 
lars of  benefits  written  in  each  certificate;  and  the 
amount  of  annual  dues  shall  be  written  in  each  cer- 
tificate and  shall  not  be  increased  thereafter.

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  and  malt  liquors,  and 
mixtures  of  same,  in  the  Cayce  precinct,  in  Fulton  county,  and  to  au. 
thorize  a  vote  thereon. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaith  of  Kefntucky  : 

%  1.  That  after  the  passage  of  this  a<;t  it  shall  be  un-  unUwibi  to 
lawful  for  any  person  to  sell,  barter  or  traffic  any'*  ' 
whisky,  brandy,  wine,  gin,  beer,  alcohol  or  other  spir- 
ituous, vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or  any  mixture  of  same, 
or  any  intoxicating  drink  or  beverage,  or  in  anywise 
dispose  of  same  in  any  quantity,  for  gain,  in  the  Cayce 
precinct,  in  Pulton  county,  being  voting  district  No.  2 
in  said  county. 

§  2.  Any  i>erson  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  Penalty, 
shall,  upon  trial  and  conviction  in  any  couil;  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction,  be  fined  not  less  than  one  hundred    ' 
dollars  and  not  more  than  five  hundred,  and  shall  be 
imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  until  said  fine  is  paid  or 
replevied.    This  act  shall  not  be  enforced  until  the 
same  shall  be  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters 
of  said  district,  voting  at  an  election  to  be  held  on 
the  first  Monday  in  August,  1886,  in  said  district ;  and 
the  county  clerk  of  Fulton  county  shall,  in  preparing

shall  propound  to  each  voter  the  question,  ''Do  you 
vote  for  or  against  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  or 
malt  liquors  in  this  district?"  and  his  vote  shall  be 
recorded  as  he  may  vote.  Said  polls  shall  be  com- 
pared and  certified  to  as  other  polls  for  said  county ; 
and  if  it  be  found  that  a  majority  of  those  voting  at 
said  election  voted  against  the  sale  of  such  liquors  in 
said  district,  said  fact  shall  be  certified  by  the  clerk 
of  Fulton  county  and  recorded  in  his  oflice  ;  then  this 
act  shall  be  of  full  force. 

§  3.  A  copy  of  the  certificate  mentioned  in  this  act 
shall  he  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  regular  adoption 
of  this  act  in  all  prosecutions  for  violations  of  this 
act.

§  1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  per- 
son or  persons  to  sell,  directly  or  indirectly,  any  spir- 
ituous,, vinous  or  malt  liquors,  wine,  ale  or  beer,  or 
other  intoxicating  liquors,  or  a  mixture  thereof,  or  of 
either,  in  the  Somerset  magisterial  or  civil  district, 
the  Price  voting  precinct,  and  the  Buncombe  voting 
precinct,  in  Pulaski  county.

precincts,  upon  the  written  ajiplication  of  at  Jeast 
fifteen  citizens  of  said  precinct  or  civil  district:  and 
said  election  shall  be  held  onlv  in  such  districts  or 
precincts  as  have  presented  the  petition  herein  men- 
tioned.

PrMeriptioM  scription,  except  the  person  for  whom  it  is  made  is 
actaally  sick,  and  sach  liqaor  is  absolately  reqaired 
as  a  medicine,  and  any  physician  who  shall  make  or 
sign  any  prescription  for  such  liqaors,  except  as  pro- 
vided for  in  this  act,  shall  be  gailty  of  a  violation  of 
this  act,  and,  on  conviction,  fined  twenty-five  dollars 
for  each  offense.

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  liquors  within  one  mile  of  the  church  in 

the  town  of  Clayville,  in  Webster  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genial  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
montoeaJth  of  Kentucky  ; 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell 
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spirituons,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or  any  mixture 
thereof,  within  one  mile  of  the  church  in  the  town  of 
ClayviUe,  in  Webster  county,  Kentucky. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  distillers  or  whole-  wtuiiew. 
sale  dealers  who,  in  good  faith,  and  in  the  regular 
course  of  business,  sell  by  wholesale,  nor  to  bona  fide 
druggists  who  shall  sell  for  medicinal  purposes,  on  the 
written  prescription  of  a  practicing  physician,  who 
shaU  only  prescribe  the  same  when  necessary  as  a 
remedy  in  and  for  a  case  of  actual  sickness  ;  and  each 
prescription  shall  be  written  on  a  separate  piece  of  pa- 
per, signed  by  the  physician,  and  state  what  disease  it  is 
prescribed  for  ;  and  the  druggist  shall  take  in  and  keep 
said  prescrijjtion  on  each  selling.  Any  doctor  who 
shall  give  a  prescription,  except  as  hereinbefore  in- 
dicated, shall  be  fined  from  fifty  to  one  hundred  dol- 
lars for  each  offense  ;  and  any  druggist  who  shall  sell 
without  such  prescription,  or  who  shall  fail  to  take  in 
and  keep  such  prescription,  on  each  selling,  shall  be 
fined  from  fifty  to  one  hundred  dollars  for  each 
offense. 

§  3.   Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of    this  Penalty, 
act  shall  be  fined  from  fifty  to  one  hundred  for  each 
offense,  to  be  recovered  (all  fines  herein  imposed)  on 
warrant  and  conviction  before  a  justice  of  the  peace 
in  and  for  said  Clayville  magisterial  district. 

§  4.  Before  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  sections  siectfou. 
shall  be  in  force,  an  election  shall  be  held  in  the  ter- 
ritory embraced  in  the  boundary  herein  before  set 
forth  to  take  the  sense  of  the  legal  voters  of  said 
territory  on  the  question  whether  spirituous,  vinous 
or  malt  liquors,  or  any  mixture  thereof  that  will  in- 
toxicate, shall  be  sold.  Said  election  shall  be  held 
after  ten  davs'  written  or  printed  notice  posted  at 
iive  places  in  said  territory,  at  a  place  in  Clayville 
to  be  designated  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  said 
town,  and  by  ofBcers  appointed  by  the  said  board. 
The  board  of  trustees  shall  furnish  a  poll-book  with

CHAPTER  733.

§  2.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined'  for  each 
offense  not  less  than  twenty-five  or  more  than  fifty 
dollars. 

§  3.  That  no  part  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  the  city 
of  Frankfort.

§  1.  That  George  Wolf,  George  W.  GriflSths,  L.  H.  oorporatori. 
B»*ll,  Mich.  Webb  and  George  Rieger,  and  their  asso- 
ciates, successors  and  assigns,  who  shall  hereafter 
become  srtockholders  in  the  company  hereby  incor- 
porated, be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  and  made  a 
body-corporate  and  politic,  under  the  name  of  the 
Louisville  Real  Estate  and  Trust  Association,  and  by 
such  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  sue  and  be 
sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and  have  all 
the  powers  hereinafter  given ;  and  may  have  and  use 
a  common  seal,  which  may  be  changed  at  pleasure.

and  such  other  officers  and  employes  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, and  may  fix  the  compensation  and  the  duties  of 
each.  Every  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote 
for  each  share  of  stock  held  by  him  ;  but  no  person 
shall  be  eligible  for  director  who  does  not  hold  at 
least  ten  shares  of  stock.

It 
may  receive  and  hold  in  trust  estate,  real  and  personal, 
including  the  notes,  bonds,  obligations  and  accounts, 
of  estates  and  individuals,  of  companies  and  corpo- 
rations, private  or  public,  and  may,  in  its  fiduciary 
capacity,  purchase,  collect,  adjust  and  settle,  sell  and 
dispose  of  the  same,  in  this  State  or  elsewhere.  It  Agent,  attorney 
may  act  as  agent  or  attorney  in  the  leasing,  conveying 
and  mortgaging  real  and  personal  estate,  receiving  and 
collecting  rents  and  other  moneys,  in  the  issuing  and

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Harrison  Eaton,  of  Barron  county,  and  to 
change  the  line  between  the  counties  of  Barren  and  Metcalfe. 


Whereas,  Harrison  Eaton,  being  an  old  man,  and 
formerly  living  in  Metcalfe  county,  near  the  Barren 
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line,  and  has  recently  moved   into   Barren  county, 
about  fifty  yards  from  the  line;  and  whereas,  it  is

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  line  between  Barren  and  Met- 
calfe counties  be,  and  the  same  is,  so  changed  so  as 
to  include  in  Metcalfe  county  the  residence  of  said 
Harrison  Eaton ;  but  the  other  lands  of  said  Eaton 
shall  be  listed  in  Barren  county,  and  taxes  paid  on 
same,  which  lands  adjoin  the  Gill  place. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  eflEect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  738. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Russell vilie  Turnpike  Company 
and  reduce  into  one  the  several  acts  relating  thereto. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

Article  I. 
Organization. 

%  1.  That  the  management  and  control  of  the  affairs 
of  the  "  Russellville  District  Turnpike  Company"  are organiMtion. 
vested  in  a  board  of  five  directors,  to  be  appointed  as 
follows :  Two  of  said  directors,  who  shall  be  citizens 
and  householders  of  the  town  of  Russellville,  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  mayor  and  council  men  of  said  town, 
and  the  other  three,  who  shall  be  citizens  and  house- 
holders of  Russellville  distiict,  of  Logan  county,  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  judge  of  the  Logan  county  court 
and  the  two  magistrates  of  said  Russellville  district, 
by  an  order  entered  of  record  in  the  Logan  county 
court  clerk's  office. 

§  2.  Of  the  first  two  directors  appointed  on  behalf  of 
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the  town  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  one  shall  serve 
one  year  and  the  other  two  years,  or  until  their  succes- 
sors are  appointed  and  qualified ;  and  annually  there- 
after one  director  shall  be  appointed  by  the  town,  as 
provided  for  in  the  first  section  of  this  article,  to  serve 
for  two  years,  or  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and 
qualified. 

§  3.  Of  the  first  three  directors  appointed  on  behalf 
of  Russellville*district,  one  shall  serve  one  year,  one 
two,  and  the  other  three  years,  or  until  their  successors 
are  appointed  and  qualified  ;  and  annually  thereafter 
one  director  shall  be  appointed  on  behalf  of  said  dis- 
trict in  the  manner  set  forth,  who  shall  serve  three 
years,  or  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified. 

§  4.  Said  appointments  shall  be  made  in  the  month 
of  May  in  each  year  that  their  respective  terms  expire ; 
but  a  failure  to  appoint  them  then  shall  not  prevent  a 
subsequent  appointment. 

§  5.  Before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  said  directors  shall  take  an  oath  before  the 
county  clerk  to  faithfully,  honestly  and  to  the  best  of 
their  ability,  administer  the  affairs  of  said  company. 
The  same  shall  be  certified  by  the  clerk  to  the  secre- 
tary of  company,  who  shall  copy  it  upon  their  min- 
ute book,  and  file  it  with  the  treasurer's  settlement 
hereinafter  provided  for. 

§  6.  The  respective  appointing  powers  mentioned  in 
the  first  section  of  this  article  shall  fill  any  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  said  board  by  reason  of  death, 
resignation,  failure  to  act,  or  from  any  other  cause. 

§  7.  The  board  of  directors  shall  keep  a  minute 
book,  in  which  shall  be  recorded  all  their  proceedings. 
The  same  is  hereby  made  a  public  record. 

Article  II. 

President, 

§  1.  (1.)  The  board  of  directors  shall  annually,  during 
President.       the  mouth  of  Juue,  elect  one  of  their  number  presi- 
dent. 
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(2.)  If,  from  any  cause,  a  failure  to  elect  a  presi- 
dent, as  provided  for  in  the  first  clause  of  this  section, 
should  occur,  said  election  can  be  held  subsequently. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  settle 
with  the  collector  of  this  company  annually  on  or 
before  the  first  of  October. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  thfe  ^duty  of  the  president  to  settle 
annually  with  the  tr^surer  of  this  company  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  November. 

§  4.  The  settlements  mentioned  in  the  last  two  sec- 
tions shall  be  recorded  in  the  minut-^  -book,  and  then 
tiled  in  the  county  clerk's  ofl5ce,  but' not*  recorded 
therein.  ••.••• 

Article  III. 
Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

§  1.  The  directors,  at  their  first  meeting  after  the  secretary, 
passage  of  this  act,  and  every  three  years  thereafter,  ''®*'"*^  * 
shall  elect  a  competent  person  to  serve  three  years,  or 
until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified,  as  secre- 
tary and  treasurer,  one  person  to  fill  both  offices. 

§  2.  The  i)erson  elected  secretary  and  treasurer  shaU, 
before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as 
such,  make  oath  before  the  county  court  clerk  to 
faithfully,  honestly  and  to  the  best  of  his  ability  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  his  said  office  ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  county  clerk  to  certify  the  same  to  the 
president,  who  shall  cause  said  certificate  to  be  copied 
on  the  minute  book. 

§  3.  (1.)  The  secretary  and  treasurer,  before  entering 
upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  from  time  to 
time  as  the  board  of  directors  may  require,  shall  exer 
cute  to  this  company  a  bond,  with  approved  security, 
in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  upon 
the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty. 

(2).  The  board  of  directors  have  the  approval  or 

rejection  of  the  secretary  and  treasurer's  bond.     If 

approved,  it  shall  be  recorded  in  the  minute  book 

and  filed  by  the  president  in  the  county  clerk's  office. 
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§  4.  The  secretary  and  treasurer  can  be  removed 
from  office  by  the  board  of  directors  for  incompetency, 
neglect  of  duty,  or  malfeasance. 

§  5.  The  secretary  and  treasurer  shall  attend  the 
meetings  of  the  board  of  directors,  and  keep  on  its 
minute  book  a  fair  and  just  record  of  their  proceed- 
ings, and  do  such  other  writing.'

§6.  The  secretary  a!!ftd/. treasurer  shall  receive  all 
moneys  paid  ovpr\6.  hini  as  such  by  the  collector  or 
other  parties;  aiid  I'^ceipt  to  them  for  the  same. 

§  7.^.'BJie\sja*teretary  and  treasurer  shall,  under  the 
dii:Qefii35p*  ^f  the  board  of  directors,  attend  promptly 
.  I  '-^Q  tthe  paying  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  the 
'•.  Company's  indebtedness. 

§  8.  The  secretary  and  treasurer  shall  annually,  in 
the  month  of  November,  publish  in  a  newspaper  pub- 
lished at  Russell  ville  a  statement  of  the  financial 
condition  of  said  company,  showing  : 

1.  The  amount  of  the  assessment  for  the  fiscal  year 
just  ended ; 

2.  The  amount  of  exonerations  allowed  by  the 
county  court; 

3.  The  amount  of  delinquents  allowed  ; 

4.  The  total  amount  received  from  the  collector ; 

5.  The  amount  of  commission  paid  the  collector  ; 

6.  The  amount  of  commission  paid  the  secretary 
and  treasurer ; 

7.  The  other  expenses  and  expenditures  paid  ; 

8.  The  total  indebtedness  of  the  company  at  the 
date  of  the  last  published  statement ; 

9.  The  amount  paid  since  ; 

10.  The  balance  of  the  principal  debt  or  debts  out- 
standing ; 

11.  The  amount  of  interest  paid  ;  and 

12.  The  amount  of  cash  on  hand  from  that  year's 
assessment. 

§  9.  (1.)  The  secretary  and  treasurer  shall  settle 
with  the  president,  as  required  in  section  3,  article 
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2  hereof,  which  shall  be  in  lieu  of  all  settlements 
required  of  him,  except  those  mentioned  in  this  act. 

2.  If  the  board  of  directors  demand  a  settlement  of, 
or  turning  over  of  the  books  and  property  of  the  com- 
pany in  his  possession  by  the  secretary  and  treasurer, 
at  any  other  time  than  that  mentioned  in  the  first 

mi 

paragraph  of  this  section,  he  shall  promptly  comply 
with  said  demand,  and  the  said  settlement  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  minute  book  and  filed  in  the  clerk's 
office. 

§  10.  The  secretary  and  treasurer  shall  receive  for 
his  services  not  more  than  one  per  centum  of  the 
amount  paid  out  by  him,  which  shall  be  in  lieu  of  all 
fees  for  the  services  required  of  him. 

§11.  If  the  settlements  of  the  secretary  and  treas- 
urer are  approved  by  the  board  of  directors,  all  the 
bonds  and  coupons  therein,  representing  the  interest 
or  principal  indebtedness  of  this  company,  shall  be 
burned  in  the  presence  of  the  county  judge,  the  pres- 
ident and  the  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  company, 
or  any  two  of  whom  may  act.  A  certificate  thereof 
shall  be  made  on  the  minute  book  and  signed  by 
them. 

Article  IV. 
Hevenue, 

§  1.  The  revenues  of  this  company  shall  consist,  Reveune 
as  heretofore,  of  funds  derived  from  an  ad  valorem 
tax  levied  upon  the  taxable  property  in  the  bounds 
of  Russellville  district,  in  Logan  county,  as  they 
existed  on  the  twenty-eighth  of  March,  1868.  Said 
fund,  when  so  collected,  shall  be  faithfully  applied 
to  the  payment  of  the  interest  and  principal  of  the 
bonded  debt  of  said  district,  known  as  the  Russell- 
ville District  Turnpike  Company's  debt,  after  pay- 
ing the  necessary  expenses  thereof. 

§  2.  (1.)  Said  tax  shall  be  levied  by  the  county 
court  at  the  time  the  levy  is  made  for  what  is  known 
as  the  Owensboro  and  Russellville  railroad  tax. 
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(2.)  The  rate  of  taxation  shall  be  fixed  by  resolu- 
tion of  the  board  of  directors,  and  certified  to  the 
county  court ;  but  at  no  times  shall  it  exceed  one  per 
centum  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  taxable  prop- 
erty of  said  district. 

§  3.  No  separate  assessment  of  the  property  of  the 
Russellville  district  shall  be  made  for  the  purposes 
of  taxation  herein  provided  for.  The  collector  of 
said  tax  shall  have  access  to  the  copy  of  the  asses- 
sor's books  on  file  in  the  clerk's  oflice  of  Logan 
county,  and  may  make  a  copy  of  the  assessment  for 
said  district  for  his  own  use  in  making  said  collec- 
tion. No  compensation  shall  be  allowed  any  person 
for  making  said  copy. 

Article  V. 

Collector. 

§  1.  The  tax  herein  provided  for  shall  be  collected 
Collector.  by  au  officer  to  be  known  as  "collector  of  the  turn- 
pike tax;"  he  shall  be  chosen  as  follows:  During 
the  month  of  April  of  the  year  1886,  and  as  often 
thereafter  in  the  month  of  April  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, the  board  of  directors  of  said  company  shall 
advertise  in  some  newspaper  published  in  Russell- 
ville, by  two  weekly  insertions,  for  sealed  proposals 
for  the  collection  of  said  tax ;  said  advertisement 
shall  state  the  probable  amount  to  be  collected,  the 
terms  of  payment  of  the  same  to  the  company,  the 
amount  of  bond  required  of  the  collector,  and  the 
number  of  years  for  which  the  collection  is  to  be  let ; 
it  shall  also  specify  the  time  to  which  said  bids  will 
be  received  and  the  person  to  whom  they  shall  be 
delivered. 

§  2.  The  person  making  the  lowest  and  best  bid 
shall  be  declared  elected  collector  of  the  turnpike 
tax,  and  he  shall,  within  ten  days  after  receiving 
notice  thereof,  execute  to  the  company  his  bond  with 
security,  to  be  approved  by  the  board,  in  the  sum  of 
ten  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  upon  the  faithfui 
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discharge  of  his  duties  as  collector  aforesaid.  Should 
he  fail  within  that  time  to  execute  said  bond,  the 
board  may,  in  their  discretion,  either  grant  him  not 
exceeding  five  days  additional  time,  or  choose  the 
next  lowest  bidder,  or  advertise  for  one  week,  as 
aforesaid,  to  reopen  bids  within  not  less  than  five 
days  after  the  publication  of  said  advertisement.  In 
the  latter  case  choice  shall  be  made  as  before.  Should 
the  person  so  chosen  fail  to  give  bond  as  aforesaid,  the 
next  lowest  bidder  may  be  chosen  ;  and  should  he  fail 
to  give  bond,  then  the  sheriff  of  Logan  county  shall 
be  declared  the  collector  of  the  turnpike  tax,  and  he 
shall,  after  executing  bond  as  aforesaid,  collect  the 
same. 

§  3.  The  term  of  years  for  which  a  collector  is  to  be 
chosen,  which  shall  not  exceed  four,  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  board  of  directors  before  he  is  chosen,  and  shall 
be  stated  in  the  advertisement  for  bids. 

§  4.  All  bids  shall  be  sealed  and  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  president  or  secretary  of  the  board  before  the 
meeting  thereof  for  the  opening  of  bids.  All  bids 
shall  be  opened  simultaneously,  and  no  bid  shall  be 
considered  that  shall  be  offered  after  any  of  the  bids 
shall  have  been  examined. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  a  misdemeanor  for  any  person  to 
open,  or  by  any  art  or  device  to  read  the  contents  of, 
any  bid  after  it  shall  have  been  delivered  to  the  presi- 
dent or  secretary  of  the  company  as  aforesaid  until 
the  same  shall  have  been  opened  in  the  presence  of 
the  board.  The  penalty  for  the  violation  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred 
dollars. 

§  6.  The  compensation  to  be  allowed  for  the  collec- 
tion of  said  tax  shall  not  exceed  six  per  centum  of 
the  amount  collected. 

§7.  Before  any  collector  shall  proceed  to  perform 
the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  take  an  oath  before 
the  county  clerk  to  faithfully,  honestly  and  to  the 
best  of  his  ability,  perform  the  duties  of  said  office. 
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which  shall  be  certified  by  the  clerk,  and  copied  on 
the  minute  book  of  the  company. 

§  8.  "The  collector  of  the  turnpike  tax"  shall  pay 
to  the  treasurer  forty  per  centum  of  the  amount  levied 
on  or  before  December  30,  and  forty  per  centum  on  or 
before  June  20  thereafter,  and  the  balance  of  the  levy 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October,  at  which  time  he 
shall  make  a  full  and  final  settlement  vrith  the  presi- 
dent for  the  levy  of  the  preceding  year.  The  sums  so 
due,  if  not  paid  at  the  time  specified,  shall  draw  inter- 
est thereafter  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  centum  per  an- 
num ;  and  should  the  same  remain  unpaid  thirty  days, 
the  board  of  directors  may  declare  the  oflice  of  col- 
lector vacant,  and  proceed,  as  herein  prqvided,  to 
choose  another  person  for  that  office,  to  serve  for  such 
time  as  they  may  designate,  not  exceeding  four  years. 

§9.  The  ''collector  of  the  turnpike  tax"  shall  be 
subject  to  all  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  applica- 
ble to  sheriffs  and  other  collectors  of  public  revenues, 
and  liable  to  all  the  pains  and  penalties  to  which 
sheriif s  are  liable.  He  shall  have  the  same  powers  of 
garnishment,  distraint,  advertising  and  selling  thai 
sheriffs  have  in  the  collection  of  the  State  revenue, 
and  the  tax-payer  shall  have  the  same  rights  as  to  the 
redemption  of  property  sold. 

§  10.  The  taxes  due  by  corporations  shall  be  paid 
direct  to  the  secretary  and  treasurer  on  or  before  the 
first  of  January  of  each  year ;  and  if  not  so  paid,  five 
per  centum  thereon  shall  be  added  to  their  lists,  and 
the  same  turned  over  to  the  collector  for  collection. 

Article  VI. 
Rights. 

§1.  The  title  to  the  roads  originally  macadamized 
Rights.  by  this  company,  and  those  ceded  to  it,  is  hereby 

vested  in  said  company. 

§  2.  This  company  can  sue  and  recover  for  any  dam- 
age heretofore  or  hereafter  sustained  by  said  roads. 
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and  is  hereby  substituted  to  all  the  rights  that  Logan 
county  has  or  may  have  to  recover  such  damage. 

§  3.  Any  sum  or  sums  recovered  on  any  action 
under  the  foregoing  section  shall  be  used  in  recon- 
structing or  repairing  the  road  or  roads  so  damaged. 

§  4.  If  any  company  or  companies  are  formed  to 
build  turnpikes  on  any  of  the  various  roads  radiating 
from  Russellville,  parts  of  which  had  been  macad- 
amized by  this  company,  the  board  of  directors  is 
authorized  through  its  president  to  subscribe  for  stock 
in  such  company  or  companies  to  the  extent  of  the 
present  worth  of  their  own  macadamized  road  on  part 
of  the  road  said  companies  propose  to  improve  ;  pro- 
vided it  has  assurances  that  said  companies  are  bond 
fide  organizations,  and  have  sufficient  subscribed  to 
macadamize  said  roads  for  a  continuous  distance, 
including  the  roads  this  company  subscribes,  of  five 
miles  or  more. 

§  5.  The  value  of  the  roads  of  this  company,  to  be 
subscribed  as  provided  for  in  the  last  section,  shall 
be  determined  by  three  commissioners,  to  be  selected 
as  follows :  One  to  be  selected  by  the  county  judge, 
one  by  the  mayor  and  councilmen  of  Russellville, 
and  the  other  by  the  board  of  directors.  The  judge 
and  mayor  shall  certify  the  selection  of  the  com- 
missioners on  behalf  of  the  district  and  town  to  the 
board  of  directors,  who  shall  have  them  copied  on 
the  minute  book  of  the  company,  also  note  their  own 
selection  thereon. 

§  6.  (1.)  The  commissioners  selected  as  provided  for 
in  the  last  section,  before  entering  upon  their  duties, 
shall  take  an  oath  before  the  county  clerk,  who  shall 
certify  the  same  to  this  company,  and  it  shall  be 
spread  upon  its  minute  book,  that  they  will —  . 

(a.)  Carefully  examine  into  the  condition  of  said 
roads,  make  careful  investigation  as  to  what  would 
be  the  present  cost  of  the  construction  of  the  same ; 

(6.)  What  deterioration  they  have  suffered  ; 

(c.)  The  amount  of  travel  thereon  ; 
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(d.)  Determine  the  value  of  the  same  at  the  time 
they  are  acting ;  and 

(e.)  Rei)ort  to  the  board  of  directors  in  writing  their 
conclusions  and  proceedings. 

(2.)  The  report  of  the  commissioners,  mentioned  in 
the  foregoing  paragraph,  shall  be  copied  on  the  min- 
ute book  and  in  the  county  clerk's  office. 

§  7.  Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  as  authoriz- 
ing this  company  to  contract  a  debt,  or  to  appropriate 
its  revenues  to  the  purchase  of  stock  in  said  com- 
panies. 

§  8.  The  title  to  this  company's  road  or  roads  sub- 
scribed as  provided  for  shall  vest  in  the  company  sa 
subscribed  to,  so  soon  as  five  miles  of  macadamized 
road  shall  have  been  finished. 

§  9.  The  stock  received  in  return  for  the  subscrip- 
tions that  may  be  made  under  this  act  can  only  be 
held  as  part  of  the  company's  sinking  fund  or  sold  at 
public  auction,  and  after  paying  the  expenses  of  said 
sale  the  proceeds  applied  to  the  extinguishment  of  its 
own  debt ;  but  if  it  is  so  sold,  it  shall  be  advertised 
for  at  least  twenty-one  days,  by  no  less  than  three 
weekly  insertions  in  a  newspaper  published  at  Rus- 
sellville,  specifying  the  amount  to  be  sold,  and  the 
time,  place  and  terms  of  sale. 

Article  VII. 
Miscellaneous  Provisions. 

§  1.  For  services  required  of  the  several  officers  and 
HiBceiianeonB  persous  mentioned  herein,  such  compensation  shall 
be  allowed,  payable  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  com- 
pany, as  is  now  allowed  by  law  for  the  same  or  similar 
services,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided. 

§  2.  The  commissioners  to  value  the  roads  of  the 
company  shall  receive  for  their  services  two  dollars 
and  fifty  cents  for  each  day  they  are  so  engaged. 

§  3.  All  papers,  documents,  reports  and  settlements 
provided  for  herein  shall  be  copied  in  the  minute 
books  of  the  company,  and  shall  be  filed  annually 


provifllons. 
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with  the  treasurer's  settlement  in  the  county  court 
clerk's  oflBce,  but  none  of  them  shall  be  recorded  in 
said  ofBce. 

§  4.  When  the  affairs  of  said  company  shall  have 
been  finally  wound  up,  its  record  books  and  all  doc- 
uments of  every  chacracter  shall  be  deposited  in  the 
county  court  clerk' s  oflSce. 

§  5.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

CHAPTER  739. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  and  empower  W.  W.  Robertson,  late  judge  of 
the  Marshall  circuit  court,  to  sign  certain  orders  made  by  him  as  such 
judge. 

Wherkas,  W.  W.  Robertson,  late  judge  of  the 
Marshall  circuit  court,  omitted  and  neglected  to  sign 
certain  orders  and  judgments,  made  and  entered  by 
him  as  such  judge  on  June  18,  1880 ;  and  whereas,  his 
term  of  oflSce  as  circuit  judge  expired  in  September, 
1880 ;  and  whereas,  said  orders  and  judgments  stand 
recorded  in  order  book  No.  8  of  the  Marshall  circuit 
court,  from  page  123  to  148  inclusive  ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaMh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  said  W.  W.  Robertson  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  sign  said  orders  and  judgments, 
and  when  so  signed  by  him  shall  be  as  valid  and  bind- 
ing, and  have  the  same  effect  as  if  signed  by  him  while 
in  office  and  during  the  term  of  court  at  which  they 
were  entered,  and  the  same  effect  as  if  signed  by  him 
as  required  by  law. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
its  passage.

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CHAPTER  740. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  J.  K.  Reynolds,  of  Graves  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
TTumweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  J.  K.  Reynolds,  of  Graves  county,  is 
hereby  relieved  of  the  disabilities  of  nonage,  so  far 
as  to  authorize  and  empower  him  to  practice  law  in 
the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  he  is  hereby 
invested  with  every  legal  right  and  privilege  neces- 
sary to  the  full  and  perfect  prosecution  of  his  said 
profession,  and  is  placed  under  all  legal  responsibili- 
ties as  an  attorney  at  law  ;  but  before  so  practicing  he 
shall  first  obtain  license  to  do  so  in  the  usual  way. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Corinth  and  Gaines  Fork  Turnpike  Com- 
pany. 

Whereas,  The  Corinth  and  Lusby  Mills  Turnpike 
is  located  in  the  counties  of  Grant  and  Owen,  and  the 
portion  in  each  county  was  built  exclusively  by  sub- 
scriptions of  the  residents  of  their  respective  counties  ; 
and  whereas,  the  subscribers  and  stockholders  of  the 
Corinth  and  Lusby  Mills  Turnpike  Company  have 
consented  and  agreed  that  said  road  may  be  severed 
at  the  line  dividing  said  counties,  and  the  subscribers 
to  that  portion  of  said  road  in  Grant  county  may  be 
created  a  separate  corporation,  to  take  charge  of  that 
portion  of  said  road  ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
momcealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1/  That  the  subscribers  to  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Corinth  and  Lusby  Mills  Turnpike  Company,  whose 
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subscriptions  were  used  in  the  construction  of  that 
portion  of  the  Corinth  and  Lusby  Mills  turnpike  road 
which  lies  in  Grant  county,  extending  from  the  Cor-  j 

inth  turnpike  road  to  the  Owen  county  line,  a  distance  i 

of  about  two  and  three-fourths  miles,  are  hereby  in-  incorporation.  I 

corporate  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Corinth  | 

and  Gaines  Fork  Turnpike  Company,  and  in  that 
name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  this 
State  ;  and  may  have  and  use  a  corporate  seal. 
§  2.  The  prudential,  fiscal  and  business  affairs  of  Eiertion  of

said  company  shall  be  controlled  by  three  directors, 
who  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  stockholders  at 
a  meeting  to  be  held  in  the  town  of  Corinth  in  the 
first  Saturday  in  April,  notice  of  which  shall  be  given 
ten  days  before  by  the  president  to  the  stockholders  : 
Provided,  That  notice  shall  be  delivered  to  the  clerk  Notice  to  dork. 
of  Grant  county  court,  if  Grant  county  is  a  stock- 
holder :  And  provided  further^  Notice  for  the  first 
election  under  this  act  may  be  given  by  any  one  of  the 
stockholders. 

§  3.  Said  board  of  directors  shall  elect  one  of  their  Elect  prwiuent. 
number  president  of  said  board,  and  shall  elect  a 
treasurer,  and  shall  require  such  bond  of  him  as 
they  may  deem  sufficient  to  protect  the  interests  of 
said  company,  and  may  by  by-laws  prescribe  the 
duties  of  said  officers. 

§  4.    Said  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  Power  to  con-

construct,  complete,  control  and  keep  in  repair  said  control.

Gaines  Fork  Turnpike ;    to  erect  toll-house  and  gate 
thereon,  and  to  charge  and  collect  toll  not  exceeding 
the  rate  allowed  by  the  general  laws  of  the  State. 

§  5.  The  president  of  said  road  is  required  to  make  President  make

a  settlement  of  the  affairs  of  said  company  annually 
with  the  Grant  county  court,  and  make  a  detailed 
statement  of  its  fiscal  affairs,  which  shall  be  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  county  clerk  on  the  first  day  of  the 
April  term  of  said  court. 
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§  6.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as 
Not^jffwt  affecting  the  rights,  privileges  or  franchises  of  the 
Corinth  and  Lusby  Mills  Turnpike  Company  as  to 
that  portion  of  the  road  which  lies  in  Owen  county. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  not  be  construed  as  repealing, 
changing  or  modifying  the  act,  entitled  '^An  act  to 
empower  the  county  court  of  Grant  county  to  make 
subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  turnpike  roads 
in  said  county,"  approved  May  5,  1880,  nor  amend- 
ments thereto  ;  but  such  act,  in  so  far  as  it  is  applica- 
ble, shall  be  construed  as  a  part  of  this  act. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  742. 

AN  ACT  to  empower  the   Boyle  county  court  to  subscribe  stock  to  a 
turnpike  road  leading  from  Mitchellsburg  to  Rolling  Fork. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Boyle  county,  in  this 
State,  the  county  judge  and  justices  of  said  county 
constituting  said  court,  are  hereby  empowered  and 
authorized  to  subscribe  for  stock,  at  the  rate  of  one 
thousand  dollars  per  mile,  to  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Mitchellsburg  Knob  Turnpike  Road  Company,  said 
subscription  to  be  limited  to  that  part  of  said  road 
running  from  the  Lebanon  and  Danville  Turnpike  at 
Mitchellsburg  across  said  Knob  to  the  Rolling  Fork. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  743. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Mt.  Zion  Turnpike  Company,  in  Jb'ranklin 

countv. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  J.  C.  Tharp,  F.  B.  Dodson,  B.  W.  Rodg- corporato™. 
era,  David  Hall  and  T.  B.  Haydon,  and  their  succes- 
sors, be,  and  are  hereby,  incorporated  as  a  com- 
pany, for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike 
road  from  the  line  between  Shelby  and  Franklin 
counties,  commencing  at  the  most  practical  point  Boundary, 
on  said  line  near  the  Residence  of  T.  D.  Kesler  (who 
lives  near  the  line  in  Franklin  county),  and  from 
there  to  run  the  most  practicable  route  to  intersect 
the  road  of  the  Benson  Turnpike  Road  Company  at 
the  most  convenient  point  in  the  direction  of  Frank- 
fort, Kentucky.  The  company  hereby  incorporated 
may  exercise  all  the  powers,  rights,  immunities  and 
privileges  which  are  granted,  designated  or  enu- 
merated in  section  2,  chapter  56,  title  '*  Incorpo- 
rate Company,"  of  General  Statutes  of  Kentucky, 
pages  546  and  547 ;  and  also  all  powers  ordinarily 
exercised  [by]  turnpike  companies  in  this  State,  in- 
cluding the  right  to  condemn  land  for  right  of  way 
and  material  for  construction  of  said  road.  The 
name  of  the  corporation  shall  be  Mt.  Zion  Turnpike 
Road  Company,  and  its  principal  place  of  transact- 
ing business  shall  be  Mt.  Zion  school-house,  in  the 
county  of  Franklin. 

§  2.  The  business  proposed  to  be  transacted  is  the 
construction  of  a  turnpike  road  from  the  point  above 
designated,  on  the  county  line  between  Shelby  and 
Franklin  counties,  to  intersect  the  Benson  Turnpike 
Road  as  above  specified. 

§  3.  The  amount  of  capital  stock  of  said  company  capiui  stock. 
shall  not  be  more  than  enough  to  construct  said  road,

say  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars  per  mile ;  it 
shall  be  paid  in  at  the  times  and  in  the  proportions 
designated  by  the  board  of  directors. 

§  4.  The  corporation  shall  commence,  on  or  before 
stock  shall  have  been  subscribed,  to  build  one  mile  of 
said  road.

They  shall  be  elected  by  the  stockholders 
who  have  paid  up  their  stock  at  the  end  of  every 
twelve  months  after  the  first  board  shiill  have  gone 
into  existence ;  but  until  a  board  shall  have*  been  fully 
elected  and  qualified  under  the  prov^isions  of  this  act, 
the  old  board  shall  remain  in  office. 

§  6.  The  corporation  shall  be  conducted  in  its  affairs 
Five  directora.  by  a  board  of  directors,  any  three  of  whom  may  act. 
The  board  shall  consist  of  five  persons,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  the  president.  Three  of  the  board  shall  con- 
stitute a  majority,  and  they  shall  be  annually  elected 
by  the  stockholders  who  have  paid  up  their  stock. 

§  7.  This  corporation  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed 
an  indebtedness  of  two  thousand  dollars  per  mile  for 
each  mile  that  may  be  made  or  put  under  contract. 

§  8.  That  private  property  shall  be  exempt  from 
corporate  debts. 

§  9.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  744. 

AN  ACT  to  establish  an  additional  voting  precinct  on  the  North  Roll- 
ing Fork,  at  Minor's  store,  in  Boyle  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com* 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  an  additional  voting  place  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  created  and  established  on  the  North 
Rolling  Fork,  at  Minor's  store,  in  the  first  magisterial 
distract  of  Boyle  county. 

§  2.  That  at  all  elections  the  voters  in  the  said  dis- 
trict may  vote  at  the  voting  place  now  fixed,  or  at 
the  voting  place  fixed  by  this  act,  and  the  said  votes 
shall  be  legal  and  valid. 

§  3.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  746. 

AN  ACT   to  incorporate  the  Sacramento  and   Central   City  Railway 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  John  R.  Vickers  and  James  T.  Morehead,  corporat< 
James  Woodbum,  T.  C.  Dupont,  Joseph  H.  Short, 
John  K.  Sullivan  and  Joseph  Brown,  their  associates, 
successors  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  in- 
corporated, by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Sacramento 
and  Central  City  Railway  Company,  and  shall  by 
such  name  have  perpetual  succession,  with  all  the 
rights  and  privileges,  politic  and  corporate,  includ- 
ing the  right  to  purchase,  hold,  sell  and  convey  real 
estate ;  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  change 
and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  said  company  may  acquire  the  right  of  Bund  railroad. 
way  and  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a  line  of 
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railway,  single  of  double  track,  broad,  standard  or 
narrow  gauge,  together  with  all  the  necessary  ap- 
pendages, including  a  line  of  telegraph,  from  the 
town  of  Sacramento,  in  McLean  county,  to  Central 
City  or  South  CarroUton,  in  Muhlenberg  county,  Ken- 
tucky, and  to  connect  the  lines  of  said  railroad  and 
telegraph  so  constructed  with  any  other  line  or  lines 
of  railway  or  telegraph  which  may  have  been  or  may 
hereafter  be  constructed  in  the  two  counties  in  the 
State  herein  above-named. 

§  3.  That  the  said  railway  company  is  hereby  in- 
vested with  all  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges  nec- 
essary to  construct,  complete,  equip  and  operate  said 
road,  culvert,  trestle  or  bridge  any  stream  its  line 
may  cross,  in  such  manner  as  to  allow  unobstructed 
passage  of  water  or  craft ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
said  company,  by  its  agents  or  directory,  to  procure 
by  gift,  donation  or  purchase  the  right  of  way,  tim- 
bers, rock,  gravel,  locations  for  depots,  switches, 
turn-tables,  and  the  erection  of  same ;  and  upon 
failure  of  such  rights  and  titles  as  set  forth  in  this 
third  article,  shall  have  the  right  to  condemn  an<J 
take  possession  of  any  property  to  carry  out  the  man- 
agement and  operation  of  said  railw^ay  company.  Said 
condemnation  shall  be  conducted  as  like  proceeding 
are  under  the  general  laws  of  the  State  of  Kentucky. 

§  4.  And  in  the  name  of  said  company  to  have  full 
and  complete  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  implead, 
manage  and  operate,  the  personal  and  real  estate  of 
the  individual  stockholder,  never,  in  any  sense,  to  be 
liable  for  the  company's  indebtedess,  contracts  or 
damages  in  law  or  equity. 

§  5.  Said  company  shall  have  the  right  at  any  time 
to  lease  said  road  and  its  appurtenances,  or  any  part 
of  the  same,  or  to  operate,  manage  their  railway  sep- 
arate or  in  conjunction  with  other  railroads  that  may, 
by  the  directors  of  the  said  railwayss,  be  considered 
best  and  advisable. 
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§  6.  That  the  said  company  shall  have  full  power  to 
operate  and  run  said  railway  by  any  motive  power 
that  the  directors  may  deem  safest  and  best,  with 
powt^r  to  use  any  kind  of  cars  for  passengers  and 
freight  that  may  be  safe  and  practicable. 

§  7.  Said  company  shall  be  managed  and  controlled  ^ujinw  how 
by  a  president,  vice-president,  secretary,  treasurer 
and  three  other  persons,  all  of  whom  shall  be  stock- 
holders and  constituting  the  board  of  directors  of  said 
corporation,  and  who  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the 
stockholders  of  said  corporation,  each  share  of  stock 
being  entitled  to  one  vote  at  such  meeting ;  and  for 
every  twenty-five  dollars  in  stock  taken,  the  holder 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  additional.  That  said 
board  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  make  such 
by-laws  as  they  deem  best  for  the  entire  management 
of  the  corporation,  with  power  to  alter  and  amend  the 
same,  upon  notice  of  not  less  than  twenty  days,  posted 
in  the  oflBice  of  said  corporation.  In  case  of  death  or 
resignation  of  either  one  or  more  of  the  directors, 
upon  notice  to  the  stockholders,  such  vacancy  shall 
be  filled  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  stockholders  voting, 
either  in  person  or  by  proxy.  Said  board  of  directors 
shall  have  power  to  appoint  or  elect  such  other  officers 
as  are  necessary  to  conduct  the  business  of  the  cor- 
poration, fixing  the  salaries  and  designating  the 
duties,  taking  bonds  from  the  officers  or  employes  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  respective  duties ; 
to  appoint  an  engineer,  who  shall  have  the  power  to 
determine  all  grades  and  angles,  also  ,the  kind  of 
rails  the  company  shall  use.  Said  directors  may  pur- 
chase or  lease  engines  and  all  rolling-stock,  as  they 
may  deem  requisite  and  proper;  may  issue  bonds  in laane bond*. 
amount  not  to  exceed  the  amount  of  stock  subscribed, 
bat  shall  not  issue  until  stock  to  the  amount  of  ten 
thousand  dollars  is  subscribed,  and  may  increase  such 
stock  and  bonds,  approximating  same  in  amount,  with 
the  privilege  to  commence  work  on  said  road  when  a 

tock  of  five  thousand  dollars  is  subscribed.     All  of 
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said  bonds,  deeds  or  mortgages  of  conveyance  of 
stockholders'  title  shall  be  signed  by  the  directory  and 
countersigned  by  the  president.  Said  bonds,  if  any 
sold,  shall  draw  interest  at.  a  rate  not  to  exceed  seven 
per  cent,  interest  per  annum,  payable  at  such  times  as 
the  directory  think  best,  not  to  exceed  twenty  years, 
and  redeemable  sooner  than  date  of  maturity  at  the 
pleasure  of  stockholders,  less  the  interest  from  time 
paid  until  date  of  maturity.  No  sale  of  bonds  to  be 
made  by  the  company  or  representatives  for  a  less 
sum  paid  them  than  their  face  value. 

§  8.  The  stockholders  of  this  company  may  make 
sale  of  their  road,  and  all  appurtenances  thereto, 
through  their  authorized  agents,  by  deed  or  mort- 
gage, or  issue^companies'  bonds,  under  this  specific 
proviso :  that  the  "directory  and  president  deeming  it 
a  necessity  to  effect  the  purposes  of  this  charter,  shall 
have  given  all  the  stockholders  written  notice  by  regis- 
tered letter,  the  receipt  for  which  is  to  be  placed  on 
file  as  vouchers,  showing  discharge  of  his  or  their 
official  duty.

trustees  have  the  right  to  grant  such  right  of  way  and 
use  and  occupation  of  its  streets,  alleys  and  prox)erty 
to  said  corporation  as  they,  the  said  council  or  trus- 
tees, may  consider  best  and  to  the  interest  of  said 
towns  or  Central  City. 

§  10.  That  said  directors  shall  not  pass  or  enact  any 
by-laws  that  are  inconsistent  with  this  charter,  or  with. 
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the  laws  of  Kentucky  or  United  States;  and  unless 
organization  is  effected  and  work  commenced  on  either 
broad,  standard  or  narrow  gauge  railway,  within  five 
years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  then  this  aqt  will 
confer  no  power.  Whenever  the  seven  directors  shall  2n5"^iorof 
have  been  elected,  as  above  stated,  they  shall  proceed  **"'*'•• 
to  organize  by  electing  from  among  their  number  a 
president,  vice-president,  secretary  and  treasurer.  The 
president  shall  take  bond,  with  good  security,  from 
the  treasurer  for  an  amount  suflBicient  to  secure  the 
company  as  to  all  amounts  coming  into  his  (the  treas- 
urer s)  hands. 

§  11.  And  said  corporation  shall  have  right  and»»*«« 
power  to  charge  for  carrying  persons  at  the  rate  of 
not  exceeding  five  cents  per  mile  for  one  person,  and 
to  charge  for  carrying  freight  (not  explosive  or  com- 
bustible) at  the  rate  not  exceeding  twenty  cents  per 
hundred  pounds  for  the  whole  line  of  its  proposed 
road  :  Provided^  That  said  charges  shall  be  at  all 
times  subject  to  amendment  or  modification  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  13.  That  said  company  shall  have  right  to  makesubseriptioaor 
a  reasonable  charge  for  carrying  express  and  for  stor- 
ing and  forwarding  express  and  freights.  It  shall  be 
lawful  for  said  company,  by  its  agents,  to  procure 
subscriptions  to  its  capital  stock,  payable  in  real, 
personal  estate,  cash,  notes,  material  or  bonds,  situ- 
ated in  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  to  take  a  deed  or 
deeds  for  the  real  estate  in  fee-simple,  and  to  issue 
certificates  of  stock  thereon  ;  and  the  real  estate  thus 
acquired  may  be  held  or  used  and  conveyed  by  the 
company  as  a  natural  person.  All  lands  acquired 
under  this  act  not  necessary  to  the  business  of  said 
corporation  shall  be  sold  or  disposed  of  by  it  within 
ten  years  from  the  completion  of  its  said  road.  All 
deeds  and  mortgages  given  by  the  company  shall  be 
signed  and  acknowledged  by  the  president  of  said 
company,  and  "recorded  in  the  county  in  which  the 
property  is  situated.     All  deeds  accepted  by  the  com- 
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pany  shall  be  recorded  in  the  county  court  clerk's 
oflSce  of.  the  respective  county  in  which  such  property 

of  ufnS"****""  ^^®^-  ^^^  ^^  ^  f  iilly  understood,  that  in  condemning 
lands  to  procure  right  of  way  for  said  road,  the  com- 
pany shall  have  the  right  to  condemn  land  of  not 
less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  seventy-five  feet  in 
width.  Said  condemnation  shall  be  proceeded  with 
according  to  the  provisions  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
the  State  of  Kentucky. 

§  13.  The  payment  of  principal  and  interest  of  all 
bonds  issued  by  the  company  shall  be  secured  by  such 
hypothecation  of  the  property  of  said  company  as 
may  be  necessary  ;  may  change  the  gauge  of  said  road 
if  as  they  deem  proper  ;  may  lease  or  sell  said  road  to 
any  other  railroad  company  or  individual ;  connect 
with  or  lease  other  roads,  so  as  to  form  connecting 
lines,  so  as  to  regulate  a  uniform  rate  of  fare  and 

General  office,  freight.  The  general  oflice  of  the  company  may  he 
located  at  Sacramento,  Central  City  or  South  Carroll- 
ton  ;  one  or  the  other  of  the  last  two  points  named  to 
be  terminus  of  the  road  ;  to  be  decided  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  stockholders,  when  organized  under  char- 
tered authority.  The  salaries  of  all  officers  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  by-laws. 

§  14.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the 
date  of  its  passage.

CHAPTER  747. 

AN  ACT  to  constitute  and  crente  Hayden's  Corner  "local  option  dis- 
trict,'' in  Clark  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  ITie  C(ym- 
monweaUh  of  Kentvcky : 

%  1.  That  that  portion  of  Germantown  precinct,  in 
Clark  county,  known  as  Hayden's  Corner  voting  pre- 
cinct, be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  creatM,  constituted 
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and  declared  to  be  a  local  option  district,  and  said 
district  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  vote, 
at  any  regular  election,  on  the  question  as  to  whether 
spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,  shall  be  sold  within 
one  mile  of  Mt.  Zion  Church,  situated  therein,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  "An 
act  to  regulate  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  and  malt 
liquors  in  this  Commonwealth,"  approved  January  26, 
1874  ;  and  the  provisions  of  said  hereby  extended  and 
made  applicable  to  said  district. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  748. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  W.  J.  Webb,  of  Graves  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
ToonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§1.  That  W.  J.  Webb,  of  Graves  county,  Ken- 
tucky, is  hereby  so  far  relieved  of  the  disabilities 
of  nonage  as  to  enable  him  to  practice  law  in  this

§  15.  The    individual   or  private   property  of-  the  Prirate 
stockholders  shall  not  be  liable  for  the  debts  or  lia- 
bilities of  the  said  company  or  corporation. 

§  16.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  full  power  toQ*M»i 
do  all  other  acts  and  things  that  is  necessary  to  be 
done  to  locate,  establish  and  co:nplete  said  turnpike 
road. 

§  17.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Covington  City  Street  Sprinkling  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUJt  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Clem  Bloemer,  M.  Heines,  Charles  J.  Fos- corpor»toM. 
ter,  A.  M.  Bush,  and  John  Nash,  Jr.,  or  those  of 
them  who  shall  act,  their  associates,  successors  or  as- 
signs, be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  and  declared 
a  body- corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Covington  City  Street  Sprinkling  Company,  and  by 
that  name  and  style  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  they  are  hereby  vested  with  all  the  powers  inci- 
dent  to  corporations  not  contrary  to  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  or  the  State  of  Kentucky. 
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§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall 
Capital  itock.  coiislst  of  Dot  more  than  fifty  shares  of  one  hundred 
doUara  each :  Provided^  That  by  a  majority  vote  of 
all  the  stock  the  said  company  may  from  time  to  time 
increase  the  capital  stock  to  any  amount  not  exceeding 
ten  thousand  dollars,  and  each  share  of  stock  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote.  The  manner  of  subscription 
and  the  time,  terms  and  condition  of  payment  shall 
be  determined  by  the  corporators  named  herein,  or 
those  of  them  who  shall  act  as  their  successors  or 
assigns. 
§  3.  That  certificates  of  stock  in  said  company  shall 
certiflcates  of  be  issucd  uuder  the  seal  of  said  corporation,  signed  by 
the  president  and  secretary  of  said  company  ;  and  all 
assignments  of  stock  to  be  valid  shall  be  made  upon 
the  books  of  the  company. 
§  4.  That  said  company  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  author- 
Fire  plage  and  ized,  uudcT  the  supervision  of  the  superintendent  of 
the  water  works,  or  the  proper  city  authorities  of  Cov- 
ington, to  locate  and  erect  and  maintain  ''fire  plugs'' 
or  ''fire  hydrants,"  including  valves  and  valve  boxes 
and  necessary  pipe,  under  the  streets,  to  connect  the 
same  with  the  water  mains  in  the  city  of  Covington, 
and  at  such  places  where  said  company  may  designate, 
and  at  the  expense  of  said  company,  and  near  the  curb 
of  any  public  street  or  pavement  in  the  city  of  Cov- 
ington of  which  said  city  is  owner  in  fee ;  and  said 
company  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  place  or  put  the 
streets  and  pavements  dug  up  by  it  in  as  good  condi- 
tion as  they  were  found,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
city  council  of  Covington. 

§  5.  That  said  company  shall  pay  for  the  water  used 
by  it  in  sprinkling  streets  such  sum  per  month  as 
may  be  ordained  by  the  city  council  of  Covington, 
or  the  water  works  commissioners  company  or  trus- 
tees. But  no  greater  sum  per  month  shall  be  charged 
said  company  than  is  charged  other  parties  per  month 
that  may  be  engaged  in  the  same  business  in  the  city 
of  Covington. 
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§  6.  That  in  consideration  of  the  free  use  hereby  RiRht«  and 
granted  by  this  company  unto  the  city  of  Covington, 
at  any  and  at  all  times  for  fire  purposes  of  all  the 
"fireplugs"  or  "fire  hydrants,"  valves,  valve  boxes 
and  pipe  owned  and  hereafter  located,  erectea  and 
maintained  at  the  expense  of  said  company  as  herein 
mentioned,  and  for  the  improvement  of  the  health, 
cleanliness,  comfort  and  ornament  of  the  city  of  Cov- 
ington, there  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  granted  unto  the 
said  "Covington  City  Street  Sprinkling  Company" 
all  the  rights  and  privileges  mentioned  in  this  act,  and 
the  right  and  privilege  of  sprinkling  the  following 
named  streets  in  the  city  of  Covington  herein  men- 
tioned, or  any  portions  thereof,  during  the  months  of 
March,  Aprils  May,  June,  July,  August,  September, 
October  and  November,  as  follows :  Madison  avenue, 
from  Fourth  to  Tenth  street ;  Pike  street,  from  Madi- 
son avenue  to  Main  street ;  Scott  street,  from  Second 
to  Robbins  street ;  Main  street,  from  Pike  to  third 
street ;  Court  avenue,  from  Second  to  Fourth  street ; 
Greenup  street,  from  Second  to  Robbins  street ;  Seventh 
street,  from  Scott  to  Washington  street ;  Fourth  street, 
from  Scott  to  Main  street;  and  said  company  may 
charge  therefor  such  price  or  compensation  a&  may 
be  agreed  upon  between  said  company  and  the  firm, 
individual  or  corporation  contracting  with  it  in  order 
to  keep  said  streets  in  the  front  of  their  respect- 
ive places  of  business  or  residence,  as  near  as  can  be, 
free  from  dust  and  for  their  health  and  comfort  and 
ornament  of  the  city  of  Covington,  during  the  months 
of  April,  May,  June,  July,  August,  September  and 
October  in  each  year. 

§  7.  That  any  person  or  persons,  except  the  city  of  penalty  for 
Covington,  for  fire  purposes  as  mentioned  in  this  act, 
who  shall  use,  injure,  deface,  or  destroy  in  any  way 
the  "fixe  plugs"  or  "fire  hydrants"  or  part  of  same, 
or  valves  which  may  be  owned,  erected,  'and  main- 
tained at  the  expense  of  said  company,  shall,  upon 
conviction  in  the  mayor' s  court,  be  fined  fifty  dollars 
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for  each  oflFense,  and  said  fine  shall  be  collected  and 
applied  as  other  fines  are  now  collected  and  applied  in 
the  mayor' s  court  of  said  city. 

§  8.  That  said  company  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized 
to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  city  of  Covington  to 
keep  the  streets  in  said  city,  or  any  portion  of  same, 
free  from  dirt,  ashes,  &c.,  by  removing  the  same  there- 
from ;  and  said  company  may  charge  therefor  such 
price  and  compensation  as  may  be  agreed  upon  be- 
tween said  company  and  the  city  of  Covington  con- 
tracting with  it,  and  the  work  to  be  done  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  city  council  of  Covington. 

§  9.  That  said  company  shall  have  power  to  borrow 
money  and  execute  such  evidence  of  indebtedness  as 
it  may  deem  proper,  and  secure  the  same  by  mortgage 
upon  its  franchise,  property,  or  otherwise,  as  it  may 
deem  expedient. 

§  10.  That  the  business  of  said  company  shall  be 
conducted  by  a  board  of  directors  of  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  five  in  number,  who  shall  of  their 
number  elect  a  president,  and  have  power  to  declare 
dividends  ;  and  that  one  person  may  be  elected  secre- 
tary, treasurer  arid  superintendent  by  the  board  of 
directors,  whose  duties  and  compensation  shall  be  pro- 
vided by  the  board  of  directors ;  and  that  they  may 
commence  business  when  twenty  shares  shall  have 
been  subscribed  for,  and  that  their  place  of  business 
shall  be  in  Covington,  Kentucky. 
.  §11.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power 
to  make  all  rules  and  by-laws  which  they  may  con- 
sider necessary  for  the  government  of  the  corporation, 
not  inconsistent  with  law ;  and  thev  shall  also  have 
power  to  buy,  sell  and  hold  real  and  personal  property, 
and  to  do  any  and  all  things  not  especially  provided 
for  herein  which  they  may  regard  as  beneficial  to  the 
corporation :  Provided  always,  Such  acts  shall  not  be 
in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States  or  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the 
State  of  Kentucky. 
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§  12.  That  the  corporators  na-med  herein,  or  those  of  riwt  directow. 
them  who  shall  act  as  their  successors  or  assigns,  shall 
constitute  the  first  board  of  directors  ;  they  shall  hold 
office  until  their  successors  are  elected,  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  by-laws  which  may  be  provided. 

§  13.  That  the  private  property  of  the  stockholders  Private 
shall  not  be  liable  for  the  corporate  debts  of  the  com- 
pany. 

§  14.  That  this  act  shall  t^ke  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  768. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  oi  F.  M.  Spurrier,  lately  a  deputy  sheriff  of 

Grayson  county. 

Whkreas,  In  the  n\onth  of  May,  1883,  the  office  ofvnt^mhu, 
sheriff  of  Grayson  county  was  declared  vacant  by  an 
order  of  the  Grayson  county  court,  caused  by  the 
defalcation  and  departure  from  the  State  of  James  B. 
Hackette,  who  was  then  sheriff  of  said  county,  and 
who  had  been  sheriff  thereof  during  the  years  1881 
and  1882,  with  F.  M.  Spurrier  as  one  of  his  deputies ; 
and  whereas,  at  the  time  said  office  was  declared 
vacant  said  James  B.  Hackette,  as  sheriff,  was  largely 
indebted  to  the  State  of  Kentucky  and  to  Grayson 
county,  on  account  of  the  taxes  for  the  years  1881 
and  1882,  which  indebtedness  has  since  been  dis- 
charged by  the  sureties  of  said  Hackette ;  and  where- 
as, there  remains  uncollected  a  large  amount  of  taxes 
for  said  years,  owing  by  persons  who  listed  property 
in  said  county  for  taxation  ;  therefore, 

J^e  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  said  F.  M.  Spurrier  be  empowered  to  uncollected 
collect  all  of  said  uncollected  taxes  due  from  the 
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property  owners  of  said  conirty  for  the  years  1881 
and^l882,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes  are  col- 
lected under  existing  laws  in  this  State. 
§  2.  Said  taxes  when  collected  shall  be  for  the  ben- 
tor  benefit  of    efitof  the  sureties  of  the  said  James  B.  Hackett<3,  in 
proportion  to  the  amount  each  has  paid  as  surety. 
§  3.  Before  entering  upon  the  collection  of  said  taxes, 
Execute  bond.  Said  F.  M.  SpurHcr  shall  execute  bond  in  the  county 
court  of  said  county,  with  sufficient  security,  to  be 
approved  by  said  court,  binding  himself  to  faithfully 
account  for  and  to  pay  over  to  the  persons  entitled  to 
receive  the  same  all  money  collected  by  him  under 
this  act ;  and  he  may,  by  order  of  said  county  court, 
appoint  one  or  more  deputies  or  agents  to  aid  him 
in  the  collection  of  said  taxes,  who  shall  have  the 
same  power  herein  conferred  on  him. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage,  and  shall  continue  in  force  for  two  years 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  759. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Lancaster 
Cemetery  Company,"  approved  December  15,  1868,  increasing  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  trustees  of  the  company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  one 
of  their  number  treasurer,  who  shall  execute  a  bond 
in  such  sum  as  the  board  may  designate,  payable 
to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  conditioned  that 
he  shall  well  and  truly  pay  over  all  moneys  that 
may  come  to  his  hands  as  such  treasurer,  at  such 
times  and  in  such  manner  as  the  board  may  direct ; 
said  bond  shall  be  executed  before  the  Garrard  county 
court,  with  two  or  more  sufficient  securities,  to  be  ac- 
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cepted  and  approved  by  the  county  judge,  and,  when 
executed,  be  kept  by  the  clerk  of  the  county  court 
as  part  of  the  records  of  his  office,  upon  which  any 
parties  interested  may  sue. 

§  2-  All  moneys  belonging  to  the  company,  or  that 
may  hereafter  come  into  its  possession  by  gift,  do- 
vise,  sale  of  lots  or  otherwise,  shall  be  paid  over  to 
the  treasurer,  to  be  held  by  him  subject  to  the  order 
of  the  board  of  trustees. 

§  3.  The  board  of  trustees  may  receive  any  moneys 
by  gilt,  devise  or  otherwise,  from  any  person  or  per- 
sons, to  be  loaned  at  interest  by  the  said  board,  the 
interest  to  be  used  in  improving  and  keeping  in  re- 
pair any  lot  or  lots  in  the  cemetery  that  may  be  des- 
ignated by  the  donor  or  donors,  devisor  or  devisors, 
according  to  the  directions  of  the  board  of  directors ; 
and  in  the  event  the  accruing  interest  on  any  such 
donations  should  be  more  than  sufficient  to  improve 
and  keep  the  designated  lot  or  lots  in  repair,  the  sur- 
plus shall  be  expended  in  improving  the  cemetery 
grounds. 

§  4.  In  the  event  the  fund  arising  from  the  sale  of 
lots  should  at  anytime  be  more  than  is  needed  for 
immediate  improvements  on  the  cemetery  grounds, 
the  board  may  lend  such  fund  at  interest  until  a  suffi- 
cient fund  may  be  raised  to  make  any  more  expen- 
sive improvement  that  the  board  may  see  proper  to 
make. 

§  5.  The  treasurer  appointed  in  accordance  with 
this  act  shall  hold  his  office  during  the  term  of  office 
of  the  board  of  trustees  which  appointed  him,  and  be 
subject  to  removal  by  the  board  for  cause  at  any  time. 
He  shall  renew  his  bond  every  two  years  from  its  exe- 
cution, and  make  a  written  report  of  his  actings  and 
doings  as  treasurer,  and  of  the  state  of  his  accounts 
as  treasurer,  to  the  board  on  the  first  Saturday  of  July 
of  each  year. 

§  6.  The  board  of  trustees  may  permit  any  portion 
of  the  cemetery  grounds  not  laid  off  in  lots  to  be 
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grazed  in  such  manner  and  under  such   restrictions 
as  not  to  interfere  with  or  endanger  the  improvements 
and  ornaments  on  the  grounds. 
§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  and  reduce  into  one  act  the  act  incorporating  the 
Hardinsburg  and  Cloverport  Turnpike  Road  (Company  and  t^e  sev- 
eral acts  amendatory  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Asserribly  of  the  CaTn- 
monweoMh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  whereas,  under  a  judgment  and  decree  of 
Corporate  the  Breckiuridge  circuit  court,  the  Hardinsburg  and 
Cloverport  Turnpike  Road,  with  all  its  rights,  privi- 
leges, franchises,  easements  and  powers,  as  conferred 
by  the  charter  thereof  and  the  amendments  thereto, 
was  sold,  and  R.  L.  Newsom,  Frank  Fraize  and  James 
E.  Chapin  became  the  purchasers  thereof,  and  are 
now  in  possession  of  the  same ;  therefore,  be  it  en- 
acted, that  said  purchasers  are  hereby  created  a  body- 
politic,  under  the  name  of  the  Hardinsburg  and 
Cloverport  Turnpike  Road  Company,  and  as  succes- 
sors of  the  former  company  incorporated  under  the 
same  name,  and  as  such  body-politic  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with ;  shall  be 
capable  of  taking  and  holding  the  said  turnpike 
road,  its  franchises,  privileges,  easements,  rights  and 
powers  of  taking,  holding,  buying,  selling,  transfer- 
ring and  conveying  any  and  all  real  estate,  lands, 
tenements  and  all  property,  real  and  personal,  nec- 
essary or  incident  to  the  work  of  said  company,  the

§  3.  The  capital  stock  shall  be  the  purchase  price  capital  stock. 

paid  therefor,  namely,  the  sum  of dollars,  and 

the  same  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  each.  The  capital  may  be  increased  at 
any  time  in  the  discretion  of  the  stockholders. 

§  4.  The  said  purchasers,  as  a  body-politic  andj~»j;^"** 
corporate  as  aforesaid,  shall  succeed  to  and  enjoy 
all  the  franchises  and  privileges  heretofore  conferred 
by  law  on  the  Hardinsburg  and  Cloverport  Turnpike  , 
Road  Company  by  the  original  charter  and  all  the 
amendments  thereto,  and  the  body-politic  and  cor- 
porate hereby  created  shall  not,  by  reason  of  the 
non-user  or  non-exercise  of  any  of  the  rights,  privi- 
leges or  franchises  granted  to  its  predecessor,  forfeit 
or  lose  any  such  rights,  franchises  and  privileges,  but 
may  hereafter  use,  exercise,  enjoy  and  havfe  all  the 
said  rights,  franchises  and  privileges,  including  the 
right  of  way  not  exceeding  seventy-five  feet  in  width, 
namely,  thirty-seven  and  one -half  feet  from  the  center 
of  the  road  as  it  now  is  constructed,  and  may  at  any 
time,  when  deemed  by  the  company  necessary,  take 
and  use  such  right  of  way  as  if  the  same  had  been 
used  by  its  predecessor. 

§  5.  The  acts  of  the  purchasers  since  they  acquired  confirmation 
possession  of  said  road  are  hereby  ratified  and  de-®*»»""- 
clared  legal,  as  if  done  under  a  grant  of  power  by  the 
General  Assembly,  provided  the  same  are  consistent 
with  the  original  charter  and  amendments  thereto. 

§  6.  The  said  purchasers  shall  elect  one  of  their  Prwident  and

number  president,  one  vice-president  and  treasurer,  dirwtor.. 
and  one  secretary,  and  shall,  by  by-laws,  fix  the 
period  or  term  of  office  of  each  and  their  duties,  the 
manner  of  issue  and  transfer  of  stock,  and  the  man- 
agement and  conduct  of  the  company,  provided  no 
by-law  shall  be  inconsistent  with  this  act  or  the  law 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky. 
§  7.  That  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  an  act 
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incorporating  the  Hardinsburg  and  Cloverport  Turn 
pike  Road  Company,"  approved  February  23,  1860, 
which  act  was  approved  January  29,  1861,  is  hereby 
declared  a  part  of  this  act,  and  as  binding  and  obliga- 
tory upon  all  persons  as  if  its  provisions  were  set  out 
specifically  herein. 

§  8.  The  original  charter  of  the  Hardinsburg  and 
Cloverport  Turnpike  Road  Company,  and  the  several 
amendments  thereto,  namely,  one  approved  May  18, 
1861;  one*  approved  March  14,  1862;  one  approved 
March  6,  1867 ;  one  approved  March  6,  1878,  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby,  declared  a  part  of  this 
act,  and  as  binding  on  aU  persons  as  if  their  pro- 
visions were  set  out  specifically  herein,  except  in  so 
far  as  any  of  the  provisions  thereof  are  inconsistent 
with  this  act ;  and  the  purchasers  herein  incorpo- 
rated shall  have,  use,  enjoy  and  exercise  all  the 
rights,  privileges  and  franchises  therein  granted,  as 
if  the  same  had  been,  may  have  been,  or  were  used 
and  exercised  by  the  original  company. 

§  9.  The  rates  of  toll  to  be  charged  at  each  of  the 
two  gates  on  said  road  shall  be  the  same  as  is  now 
allowed  under  the  Greneral  Statutes  of  the  State  of 
Kentucky. 

§  10.  The  provisions  of  chapter  110,  General  Stat- 
utes, "Turnpike,  Gravel  and  Plank  Roads,"  except 
sections  three  (3),  five  (5),  six  (6),  seven  (7)  and  eight 
(8)  thereof,  so  far  as  said  chapter  is  applicable  to  and 
not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  act,  and  are  as 
binding  and  obligatory  upon  all  persons  as  if  the  pro- 
visions of  said  act  were  set  out  specifically  herein. 

§  11.  The  company  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  pen- 
alties, and  be  prosecuted  in  the  same  manner,  for 
suffering  or  permitting  the  road  to  be  or  remain  unfit 
for  public  travel,  or  for  failing  to  put  and  keep  said 
road  in  good  order,  as  surveyors  of  public  road  are 
now  subject  under  the  General  Statutes. 
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§  12.  If  any  person  shall  willfully  break,  deface,  pull  Defacing  miie- 
down  or  destroy  any  mile-stone  or  other  post  which 
the  company  may  erect  or  set  up  on  tlie  side  of  said 
road,  or  shall  break,  deface  or  tear  down  any  sign- 
board, or  obliterate  any  letters  or  figures  thereon,  or 
obliterate,  deface  or  tear  down  the  rates  of  toll  set  up 
on  or  near  any  turnpike  gate,  snch  person  so  offending 
shall  forfeit  or  pay  to  the  company  any  sum  not  less 
than  two  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars,  to  be  recov- 
ered by  suit  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the 
county,  or  before  any  court  of  similar  jurisdiction. 

§  13.  If  any  person  shall  belt  or  deaden  timber  and  D^tdentng 
leave  it  standing  to  rot  or  decay  within  one  hundred 
and  fifty  feet  of  said  road,  so  that  the  lives  of  passen- 
gers on  said  road  may  at  any  time  be  endangered,  such 
person  so  offending  [shall  forfeit]  and  pay  to  the  com- 
pany the  sum  of  ten  dollars  ;  and  the  owners  of  land 
along  said  road  are  hereby  required  to  cause  to  be 
cut  down  all  such  dead  timber  as  may  be  standing 
within  the  distance  of  the  road  as  above  si)ecified, 
under  penalty  of  one  dollar  for  every  dead  tree  thus 
suffered  to  stand  ;  said  sums  may  be  recovered  by  the 
company  by  action  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  or 
any  court  of  similar  jurisdiction  in  the  county  of 
Breckinridge. 

§  14.  No  person  shall  be  exempt  from  paying  toll  Exemption. 
on  said  road  except  those  who  may  be  exempted  by 
the  company. 

§  15.  The  company  may  place  the  two   toll-gates  Toii-g»tea.

§  16.  Any  person  having  a  fence  or  other  obstruc-  obftmcting 
tion  on  the  right  of  way  of  said  road,  namely, 
within  thirty  seven  and  one-half  feet  of  the  center 
of  said  road,  who  shall  fail  to  remove  the  same  after 
ten  days'  written  notice  to  do  so  from  the  company, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  company  the  sum  of  two 
dollars  per  day  for  each  day  the  same  may  remain

after  the  expiration  of  said  notice,  to  be  recovered  by 
action  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

§  17.  Any  person  who  shall  drive  any  vehicle  so  as 
to  throw  a  wheel  or  wheels  off  the  metal  on  the  road, 
for  the  purpose  of  locking  or  impeding  the  velocity 
of  the  vehicle  in  descending  a  hill,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  to  the  company  a  sum  not  less  than  two  nor  more 
than  twenty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  action  in  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

§  18.  Necessary  offices  and  officers  may  be  created 
and  elected  by  the  stockholders  of  said  company,  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  company, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  law  governing  turnpike 
roads  in  this  Commonwealth. 

§  1 9.  All  persons  owning  or  occupying  lands  adjoin- 
ing said  road,  and  having  or  opening  road-ways  or 
passways  to  and  from  said  road,  shall  place  culverts 
or  bridges  or  stone  gutters  over  and  across  the  ditches 
of  the  turnpike  road  so  as  to  avoid  destroying  or  ob 
structing  said  ditches  and  the  free  flowing  of  water 
therein,  and  upon  failure  so  to  do  shall  be  liable  to 
the  company  for  such  damages  as  may  be  caused 
thereby. 

§  20.  Private  property  of  the  stockholders  shall  be 
exempt  from  all  corporate  debts  and  liabilities. 

§  21.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  762. 


AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  George  M.  Miller,  county  attorney  of  Mon- 
roe county, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Asserribly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  KenttLcky : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and 
he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  pay  Q-^orge 
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M.  Miller,  county  attorney  of  Monroe  county,  nine 
dollars  and  fifteen  cents,  being  the  amount  of  money 
paid  out  by  T.  P.  Evans,  trustee  of  the  jury  fund  of 
Monroe  county,  at  the  July  term  of  the  circuit  court  of 
said  county,  which  money  belongs  to  said  Miller  as 
fees  in  certain  cases,  and  which  had  been  paid  to  said 
trustee  by  J.  H.  Bevill,  circuit  clerk  of  said  Monroe 
countv. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  763. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  and  change  the  name  of  the  Dorseyville 

Turnpike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
TuonweaUh  of  Kerducky : 

§1.  That  the  corporate  name  of  the  '*  Dorseyville  change  of  name 
and  Concord  Turnpike  Road  Company"  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  changed  to  the  name  of  the  Carlisle 
and  Concord  Turnpike  Road  Company,  and  in  the 
said  latter  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  do 
all  such  things  pertinent  to  the  objects  and  purposes 
of  its  creation  which  a  natural  person  might  lawfully 
do,  and  as  authorized  by  the  charter  of  said  company, 
which  is  continued  in  force  and  in  no  manner  modi- 
fied or  changed  as  to  powers  and  rights  by  it  con- 
ferred, except  as  herein  expressly  indicated  and 
stated. 

§  2.  Said  company  shall  have  power  to  construct  its  Route  and 
road,  after  reaching  Concord  Church,  to  any  point  **"^"^""' 
within  the  county  of  Nicholas,  as  it  may  determine, 
and  may  construct  a  branch  or  branches  of  its  road  to 
any  one  or  more  points  within  the  county  of  Nicho- 
las. 

10 — Local  LawSy  t^oI.  ^. 
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§  3.  Said  company  may,  at  any  time  after  the  con- 
struction of  as  much  as  two  miles  of  its  road,  erect 
and  maintain  a  toll-gate,  and  collect  toll  agreeably  to 
the  rates  fixed  by  the  general  law  of  the  State. 

4.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

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CHAPTER  764. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  and  reduce  into  one  the  several  acts  concerning  the 
town  of  Stephensport,  in  Breckinridge  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  fiscal,  prudential  and  municiiDal  con- 
cerns of  the  town  of  Stephensport,  in  Breckinridge 
county,  with  the  government  and  control  thereof, 
shall  hereafter  be  vested  in  a  board  of  trustees, 
five  in  number,  to  be  annually  elected  by  the  quali- 
fied voters  thereof,  on  the  first  Saturday  of  June  in 
each  year.  No  one  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of 
trustee  who  has  not  reached  the  age  of  twenty-four 
years,  who  is  not  at  the  time  of  his  election  the  owner 
of  real  estate  situated  in  said  town,  and  who  is  not  a 
resident  thereof  for  six  months  next  preceding  his 
election. 

g  2.  The  said  board  of  trustees,  and  their  succes- 
sors in  oflBce,  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate, 
and  shall  be  known  and  designated  by  the  name  and 
style  of  "The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Town  of 
Stephensport,"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  per- 
petual succession,  and  shall  be  capable  in  law  of 
contracting  and  being  contracted  wath,  of  suing  and 
being  sued,  of  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  in  all 
courts  and  places  ;  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  may  alter  the  same  at  pleasure. 

^  3.  The  said  trustees  shall  hold  their  offices  for 
one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  qualified.     Be- 
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fore  proceeding  to  act  they  shall  take  an  oath  before 
some  oflScer  authorized  to  administer  oaths  in  this 
Commonwealth  that  they  will  faithfully  and  impar- 
tially discharge  the  duties  of  trustees  according  to 
law  during  their  continuance  in  office.  This  oath 
shall  be  in  addition  to  the  general  oath  prescribed 
in  the  Constitntion  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  4.  The  present  trustees  of  the  said   town  shall  PreBcnt  trustee* 
hold  their  offices,   and  continue  to  discharge  their 
duties  as  such,  as  heretofore  provided  by  law,  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified  under  this 
act. 

§  6.  The  trustees  elected   under  the  provisions  of  i>""ej!  of 

"  -^  president. 

this  act  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  president, 
who  shall  preside  during  their  meetings ;  and  in  his 
absence  they  may  appoint  another  of  their  number 
president  for  the  occasion  ;  the  officer  presiding  shall 
sign  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting ;  he  shall 
put  all  questions,  preserve  order,  and  give  the  casting 
vote  in  case  of  a  tie.  In  all  cases  where  the  police 
judge,  hereinafter  provided  for,  shall  be  absent  or  can 
not  properly  preside  in  a  cause,  the  president  of  the 
board  of  trustees  shall  preside  in  his  stead,  and  exer- 
cise all  the  powers  and  privileges  conferred  by  law 
upon  said  judge. 

§  6.    The    board   of    trustees  shall,   by  ordinance,  nw^  and  puce 
regulate  the  time  and  place  of  their  meetings,  the°  "^"^  "^''' 
manner  in  which  they  may  hold  call  meetings,  and 
their  mode  of  proceedings. 

S  7.  They  shall  appoint  a  treasurer,  who  shall  hold  ^"*y  «^ 
his  office  for  one  year,  and  until  his  successor  is  duly 
qualified,  and  shall  be  required  to  give  bond,  with 
good  and  sufficient  surety,  to  be  approved  by  the 
board  of  trustees,  in  such  penalty  as  they  may  direct, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 
He  shall  be  called  and  known  as  the  treasurer  of  the 
town  of  Stephensport.  He  shall  be  the  custodian 
of  the  moneys  and  funds  of  said  town,  and  shall  give 
his  receipt  for  all  moneys  and  funds  coming  into  his 
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hands,  and  shall  pay  out  the  same  upon  warrant,  and 
by  order  of  the  board  of  trustees.  The  warrant 
drawn  and  signed  by  the  clerk,  by  order  of  the  board, 
and  under  the  town  seal,  shall  be  a  sufficient  voucher 
for  moneys  paid  out  by  him.  The  tax  collector  and 
all  town  officers,  and  all  other  persons  required  to  pay 
money  to  said  town,  shall  pay  the  same  to  the  treas- 
urer and  take  his  receipt  for  the  same.  He  shall  keep 
just  and  true  accounts  of  his  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments, and  shall  render  the  same  to  the  board  once  in 
every  year,  and  as  often  as  required  by  the  board. 

§  8.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  one  of  their 
DutieB  of  ci«rk.  uumber,  or  another,  in  their  discretion,  clerk  of  said 
town.  He  shall  be  styled  clerk  of  the  town  of  Ste- 
phensport,  and  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year  or 
until  his  successor  is  duly  qualified.  He  shall  take 
the  oaths  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties, 
similar  to  those  required  of  the  trustees  herein,  be- 
fore entering  upon  his  duties.  He  shall  be  the  cus- 
todian and  keeper  of  the  town  seal  and  all  the  books 
and  records  of  the  town.  He  shall  record  in  a  suita- 
ble book  the  proceedings  of  all  meetings  of  the  board, 
and  perform  such  duties  as  clerk  as  may  be  required 
of  him  by  the  board.  They  shall  fix  his  compensa- 
tion as  to  them  seems  proper. 

§  9.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  annually  appoint  a 
suitable  person  as  assessor,  who,  before  entering  upon 
his  duties,  shall  take  the  oaths  similar  to  those 
required  of  other  officers  of  said  town.  He  shall 
faithfully  assess  the  property  of  and  in  the  said 
town  under  such  directions  and  in  the  modes  pre- 
scribed by  ordinance  of  the  board  of  trustees.  His 
compensation  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board.  He  is 
hereby  invested  with  power,  and  he  may  require  any 
or  all  persons  owning  property,  real  or  personal,  in 
said  town,  subject  to  taxation,  to  make  out  his  list, 
in'',writing,  and  verify  the  same  by  affidavit. 

§  10.  The  assessor  shall  record,  in  a  suitable  book, 
the  lists  of  all  the  tax-payers  in  said  town,  and  when 
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he  shall  have  completed  the  same,  shall  deliver  said 
book  to  the  clerk,  and  it  shall  be  safely  kept  by  him 
among  the  records  of  the  said  town.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  board  of  trustees  to  supervise  and  equalize 
the  same  in  a  manner  and  mode  to  be  ordained  by  the 
board,  so  as  to  make  the  taxation  just  and  as  unifo  m 
as  may  be.  In  supervising  the  same,  if  they  deem  it 
proper  to  raise  the  list  of  any  tax-payer,  they  shall 
give  such  tax-payer  reasonable  notice  thereof  by  cita- 
tion before  a  future  stated  or  called  meeting  of  the 
board  to  show  cause,  if  any  he  can,  why  his  list  shall  not 
be  raised.  Notice,  in  writing,  served  by  the  marshal, 
or  any  person  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  board, 
upon  the  tax-payer  or  his  agent,  shall  be  deemed  suffi- 
cient. 

§  11.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  annually  appoint  Tax  collector. 
some  suitable  person  as  tax  collector.  It  shall  be  his 
duty  to  collect  the  taxes  due  said  town  under  such 
directions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance  of  the 
board.  The  clerk  shall,  from  the  lists  of  the  assessor, 
after  they  have  been  supervised  by  the  board  of  trus- 
tees, make  out  ^nd  deliver  to  the  collector  the  tax 
books  containing  all  the  lists,  but  shall  retain  a  copy 
thereof,  and  shall  keep  an  account  with  the  tax  col- 
lector of  the  amount  of  taxes  listed  with  him,  and  the 
amount  paid  by  the  collector  to  the  treasurer,  as 
shown  by  the  receipts  of  the  treasurer,  and  any  de- 
linquent list  which  may  be  claimed  by  the  collector. 
At  the  end  of  the  term  of  the  collector,  he  shall  settle 
and  balance  accounts  with  the  collector,  and  report 
the  same  to  the  bo^rd  of  trustees  for  their  approval  or 
rejection.  No  settlement  so  made  shall  be  binding 
upon  the  town  until  ratified  by  the  board.  They  shall 
supervise  such  settlement  and  the  delinquent  list,  and 
make  all  proper  and  just  corrections.  The  tax  col- 
lector shall  be  required  to  execute  bond,  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  board  of  trustees,  with  good  and 
sufficient  surety,  in  such  penalty  as  the  board  may 
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direct.  They  shall  fix,  in  their  discretion,  the  com- 
pensation of  the  collector. 
§  12.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  control  of 
fiSanws''^  the  finances,  and  of  all  the  property  belonging  to  the 
town  of  Stephensport,  both  real  and  personal ;  and  in 
addition  to  other  powers,  both  general  and  special, 
they  shall  have  power  to  make  and  receive  all  neces- 
sary contracts  and  conveyances  in  relation  to  said 
town  ;  to  make  and  ordain  all  necessary  by-laws  and 
ordinances  for  the  regulation  and  good  government  of 
said  town,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  the  State  of  Kentucky ;  to  assess  and  collect 
annually  an  ad  valorem  tax,  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property, 
real  and  personal,  in  said  town,  and  a  poll-tax  of  not 
exceeding  one  dollar  on  each  tithe  in  said  town  ;  to 
provide  by  ordinance  the  manner  and  means  for  the 
assessment,  levy  and  collection  of  said  ad  valor  em 
and  i)oll-tax  ;  to  order  the  sale  of  sufficient  property, 
real  and  personal,  to  pay  such  taxes  assessed  and 
levied  upon  any  person  who  shall  refuse  or  fail  to  pay 
the  same,  such  sale,  if  any,  to  be  advertised  and  made 
and  to  be  governed  by  the  general  laws  regulating  and 
governing  such  sales  for  State  and  county  revenue  ; 
to  grant  licenses  for  the  following  business  and  to  the 
following  persons,  and  to  provide  penalties  for  doing 
business  without  license,  to-wit :  tavern-keepers,  inn- 
keepers, keepers  of  houses  of  private  entertainment, 
saloons,  coffee-houses,  beer  saloons,  and  any  saloon  or 
place  of  business  wherein  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt 
liquors  are  vended,  retailers  of  cider,  soda,  tobacco  or 
cigars,  billiard,  pool  or  any  like  tables,  ten-pin  alleys, 
bowling  saloons  or  places,  shows,  theatrical  entertain- 
ments, concerts,  menageries,  circuses,  and  all  other 
exhibitions  and  entertainments  for  money  or  other 
reward  required,  asked  for  or  attempted,  in  any  way 
or  by  any  device,  to  be  collected  at,  during  or  before 
or '  after  such  exhibition  or  entertainment ;  fortune- 
tellers, clairvoyants,  astrologers,  necromancers,  sleight 
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of  hand  performers  or  performers  of  tricks  of  ledger- 
demain,  auctioneers,  other  than  officers  of  the  law  in 
performance  of  their  duties,  commission  merchants, 
dealers  in  tobacco,  builders,  architects,  insurance 
agents,  express  agents,  telegraph  and  telephone  com- 
panies, attorneys  at  law,  physicians,  surgeons,  dent- 
ists, dealers  in  live  stock,  butchers,  livery  and  sale 
stable  proprietors,  dealers  in  hay,  cattle  or  pro- 
duce, keepers  of  scales  where  a  charge  is  made  for 
weighing,  warehouses  where  charge  is  made  for  stor- 
age or  other  use  thereof,  houses  for  the  manufact- 
ure or  sale  of  dry  goods,  groceries  or  other  mer- 
chandise, wharfmasters,  keepers  of  ferry  across  Ohio 
river  in  front  of  said  town,  itinerant  venders  of  goods, 
wares  or  merchandise  of  any  kind  whatever,  peddlers, 
itinerant  venders  of  patent  rights,  keepers  of  studs, 
jacks  or  bulls,  who  stand  them  for  reward  in  the  town, 
or  exhibit  them  in  the  town  and  let  them  to  their 
females  at  stands  or  places  near  said  town ;  drug 
stores  or  apothecary  shops,  teamsters,  hacks  and 
cabs  or  like  vehicles  which  are  run  for  hire  or  reward. 
In  granting  said  licenses,  the  board  of  trustees  shall 
impose  such  conditions  and  terms  as,  in  their  opinion, 
the  ^ood  order  and  general  interest  of  the  town  may 
require,  and  may  fix  the  sum  to  be  paid  into  the  town 
treasury  by  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  granted  ; 
they  may  impose  penalties  for  violations  of  the  condi- 
tions of  said  licenses  ;  may  provide  for  the  annulment 
or  suspension  of  the  license  privileges,  for  violation 
of  the  conditions  or  terms  of  the  license  or  of  the 
ordinances  governing  the  same ;  and  such  licenses 
may  be  granted  for  a  long  or  short  time,  as  in  their 
discretion  mav  seem  fit,  such  terms  to  be  fixed  and 
declared  by  ordinance :  Provided^  however.  No  license 
shall  be  granted  for  a  longer  period  than  one  year. 

§13.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  andBy->a*«a»»d 
authority  to  make  all  prudential  by-laws  and  ordi- 
nances for  the  good  government  of  the  said  town  not 
inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this 
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State,  embracing  ordinances  to  buy  and  sell  any  prop- 
erty needed  by,  or  useless  to,  the  town,  or  as  the 
public  good  may  require ;  all  sanitary  regulations 
conducive  to  health ;  laws  for  the  control  and  abate- 
ment of  nuisances ;  for  the  punishment  and  suppres- 
sion of  riots,  routs  and  breaches  of  the  peace ;  dis- 
orderly conduct ;  for  the  control  of  tippling-houses, 
saloons,  coffee-houses  and  all  places  where  spirituous, 
vinous  or  malt  liquors  are  sold  ;  billiard,  pool  or  like 
tables;  hotels  and  all  places  of  public  business,  so 
that  the  same  shall  be  kept  in  an  orderly  manner, 
and  may  provide  penalties  for  any  infraction  thereof; 
laws  for  the  suppression  and  prevention  of  gaming 
for  money  or  other  things  of  value,  betting,  selling 
or  giving  or  furnishing  liquor  to  minors  or  inebri- 
ates ;  selling  intoxicating  liquors  on  the  Sabbath 
day  or  other  violations  of  the  Sabbath  day ;  sell- 
ing liquor  without  license  and  providing  penalties 
for  the  infraction  thereof ;  laws  providing  penalties 
for  drunkenness ;  for  the  suppression  of  tippling- 
houses,  bawdy-houses,  houses  of  ill-fame,  disorderly 
or  disreputable  houses  of  any  nature,  and  providing 
for  the  punishment  of  the  keepers  and  inmates  there- 
of ;  laws  for  the  protection  and  preservation  of  public 
and  private  property ;  laws  to  suppress  and  punish 
vandalism,  vagabondage,  vagrancy,  adultery,  fornica- 
tion, lewdness  or  other  disorderly  conduct  or  behavior ; 
willful  disturbance  of  the  worship  of  God,  and  gen- 
erally to  make  and  ordain  all  laws  they  may  deem 
necessary  for  the  good  of  society  or  the  protection  of 
the  morals  or  interests  of  said  town. 
§  14.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  all  needful 
Penalties.  power  aud  authority  to  provide  by  ordinance  the 
manner  and  means  for  the  enforcement  of  the  by- 
laws and  ordinances  of  the  said  town,  and  the  penal- 
ties and  punishments  thereundeE,  which  shall  not  be 
inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky.  They  may  provide,  that  in 
all  cases  where  fines  are  imposed  for  violation  of  the 
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ordinances  of  the  town,  that  the  defendant  be  com- 
mitted to  the  city  prison  or  work-house  until  such 
fines  are  paid  or  replevied.  They  may  likewise  pro- 
vide that  such  prisoners  be  employed  at  labor  on  the 
streets,  alleys  or  public  works  of  said  town,  and  com- 
j)el  such  service  at  a  rate  per  day  to  be  fixed  by  ordi- 
nance, not  less  than  one  dollar,  until  the  fine  imposed 
is  liquidated. 

§  15.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  and  ^fj;j>**«  »°^ 
supervision  over  the  streets,  alleys,  sidewalks,  public 
squares,  public  lots,  wharves  and  landings  of  said 
town,  and  are  authorized,  and  it  is  made  their  duty, 
to  open  roads,  streets  and  alleys  wherever  and  when- 
ever the  same  are  required  for  the  public  wants  and 
cimvenience ;  and  may  do  this  by  purchase  from  or 
consent  of  the  owners  of  the  land,  or  by  writ  of  ad 
quod  damnum  sued  out  by  the  board  of  trustees  in 
the  county  court  of  Breckinridge  county,  as  provided 
for  the  opening  of  public  roads  in  the  county ;  and 
the  said  county  judge  is  hereby  clothed  with  the  juris- 
diction thereof,  and  the  same  proceedings  may  be  had 
as  are  provided  for  opening  public  roads ;  and  when 
such  highways  are  opened  they  shall  vest  in  the 
board  of  trustees  as  such  and  be  controlled  by  them. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  keep  the  streets 
and  alleys  and  sidewalks  in  the  town  in  good  repair, 
and  for  a  failure  to  do  so  they  may  be  prosecuted 
individually  by  indictment  in  the  Breckinridge  cir- 
cuit court,  under  the  laws  governing  overseers  of  the 
public  roads. 

§  16.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power,  and  improvement 
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it  is  made  their  duty,  as  the  wants  of  society  require 
and  the  means  in  the  treasury  will  allow,  to  grade, 
pave,  macadamize  or  gravel  the  streets  of  said  town ; 
and  after  any  street  shall  have  been  thus  graded  and 
paved,  macadamized  or  graveled,  if  the  board  deem 
it  advisable  or  necessary,  they  shall  have  the  power 
and  authority  to  cause  the  sidewalks  or  walks  of 
such  street  to  be  graded  and  paved  with  any  mate-

rial  chosen  by  them,  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  or 
owners  of  lots  abutting  on  the  same ;  and  if  any  owner 
of  such  lot  refuses  to  do  so  himself  or  herself,  after 
a  reasonable  notice  is  ^iven,  the  board  may  cause  the 
same  to  be  done,  and  the  cost  thereof  may  be  listed 
and  collected  as  other  town  taxes  are  collected,  and 
lien  shall  be  given  by  reason  thereof,  to  the  said  town 
for  the  payment  of  the  same,  and  the  said  lot  may 
be  sold  for  the  payment  thereof,  in  the  same  manner 
as  is  provided  for  the  sale  of  real  property  for  other 
taxes. 

§  17.  The  same  right  of  redemption  for  real  estate 
sold  for  town  taxes,  or  under  the  last  foregoing  sec- 
tion, shall  exist  as  exists  under  the  general  law  in 
sales  for  State  and  county  revenue,  and  the  law  so 
provided  shall  govern  hereunder. 

§  18.  The  board  of  trustees  may  erect  or  provide  a 
town  prison  or  work-house,  and  regulate  the  manage- 
ment thereof.  As  the  public  necessities  require,  they 
may  erect  or  provide  such  other  buildings  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  for  public  use  or  advantage. 

§  19.  The  board  of  trustees  may  regulate  the  buy- 
ing and  selling  of  articles  of  food  and  provender, 
and  the  weighmg,  measuring,  gauging  and  inspection 
of  such  articles  sold  anywhere  within  the  town,  and 
may  impose  penalties  for  fraud  or  misrepresentation 
of  quality  or  quantity  of  the  same,  or  for  the  sale  of 
any  adulterated  article  or  an  imitation  of  the  genuine 
as  genuine. 

§  20.  The  first  election  of  trustees  under  this  act 
shall  be  held  by  two  persons,  citizens  of  Stephensport, 
to  be  appointed  by  the  present  board  of  trustees  or 
the  board  in  office  by  virtue  of  the  charter  to  which  this 
act  is  an  amendment.  They  shall  open  a  poll  within 
said  town,  and  receive  and  record  the  votes  of  the 
qualified  voters  of  said  town,  and  shall  certify  the 
vote  to  the  trustees  then  in  office.  The  five  persons 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  de- 
clared by  ordinance  as  the  new  board,  and  shall  be 
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authorized  to  qualify  and  enter  upon  the  discharge  of 
their  duties  under  this  act.  The  said  board  shall  pro- 
vide by  ordinance  for  the  holding  of  all  subsequent 
elections  for  trustees  of  said  town.  The  persons  ap- 
pointed to  hold  said  election  shall  take  an  oath  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties. 

§21.  Any  male  person  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  Quaiificatioa 
years  and  upwards,  who  shall  have  been  a  continuous 
resident  of  the  said  town  for  a  period  of  six  months 
next  preceding  the  election,  may  vote  at  any  town 
election  for  any  officer  elective  by  the  people  of  said 
town,  provided  he  has  and  possesses  the  legal  qualifi- 
cations otherwise  of  a  voter  under  the  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Kentucky.  All  elections  by  the 
people  shall  be  held  at  some  convenient  place  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  said  town,  to  be  selected  by 
the  oflBcers  who  hold  the  same. 

§  22.  The  police  court  and  the  oflSce  of  police  judge  Poiiee  jndge. 
existing  under  previous  laws  in  said  town  are  hereby 
continued,  and  the  police  judge  now  in  oflSce  shall  con- 
tinue to  exercise  and  perform  the  duties  of  the  same 
until  his  term  of  oflBce,  under  his  present  incumbency, 
shall  expire,  and  until  his  successor  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act  shall  be  duly  qualified  and  installed. 

§23.  The  first  election  for  police  judge  under  this  K:«ction  or 
act  shall  be  held  at  the  general  election  for  State  and  '**'  **^*  "^  ^' 
county  officers  on  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1888, 
and  shall  be  conducted  by  the  officers  who  hold  the 
State  and  county  elections  at  the  voting  place  at  which 
such  elections  are  held  in  the  said  town.  He  shall 
hold  his  office  for  four  years,  and  until  his  successor 
is  duly  qualified  and  installed.  An  election  shall  be 
held  every  four  years  thereafter,  in  the  same  manner 
as  herein  provided  for  the  first  election  under  this  act. 
The  officers  of  such  elections  shall  certify  the  poll- 
books  for  the  election  of  police  judge  of  said  town, 
and  he  shall  be  given  a  certificate  of  election  and  re- 
ceive his  commission  as  police  judge  of  said  town  as  is 
now  provided  by  the  Constitution  and  general  laws  in 
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the  cases  of  county  judges  of  this  Commonwealth.  Na 
person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  police  judge 
unless  he  be  a  qualified  voter  and  a  citizen  of  said 
town. 

§  24.  The  police  judge  shall,  before  he  enters  upon 
Oath  of  judge,  the  dutles  of  his  office,  before  the  Breckinridge  county 
court,  take  an  oath,  in  addition  to  the  oath  prescribed 
by  the  Constitution,  faithfully  and  impartially  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  his  office,  and  shall  execute  bond 
similar  to  bonds  required  by  law  of  justices  of  the 
peace,  to  be  approved  by  said  court. 

§  25.  The  said  police  court  is  hereby  declared  to  be 
a  court  of  record,  and  shall  be  provided  with  a  seal, 
and  all  copies  and  transcripts  from  the  proceedings 
and  records  of  said  court  under  the  seal  thereof,  and 
properly  attested,  certified  and  signed  by  the  police 
judge,  shall  be  received  as  evidence  of  the  matters 
therein  contained  in  all  the  courts  of  this  Common- 
wealth. 

§  26.  The  said  court  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdic- 
tion of  all  causes  arising  from  the  breaches,  infrac- 
tions and  violations  of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances 
of  said  town,  and  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction 
with  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  Breckinridge  county, 
either  as  now  conferred  by  the  general  law  or  may 
hereafter  be  conferred  upon  them,  in  all  civil  suits  and 
actions  and  in  penal  and  criminal  causes.  The  plead- 
ing and  practice  in  all  causes,  suits  and  actions  in  the 
police  court  wherein  said  court  has  concurrent  juris- 
diction with  justices  of  the  peace,  shall  be  the  same  as^ 
is  now  or  hereafter  may  be  conferred  on  and  provided 
for  courts  of  justice  of  the  peace  in  Breckinridge 
county. 

§  27.  The  police  judge  shall  have  the  same  power  to 
hold  examining  courts  inquiring  into  charges  of  felony 
and  misdemeanor,  and  in  committing,  bailing  and 
recognizing  defendants  and  witnesses  therein,  as  two 
justices  of  the  peace  now  have. 
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§  28.  The  police  judge  shall  have  power  to  issue  and  procew  and 
enforce  all  processes  for  the  proper  exercise  of  his 
jurisdiction  as  a  court,  granted  by  law  to  courts  of 
similar  jurisdiction  in  this  Commonwealth.     He  may 
and  is  empowered,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  as  examiners 
are  now  empowered,  to  take  depositions.     He  shall 
have  power  to  grant,  hear  and  determine  writs  of  in- 
junction and  habeas  corpus^  and  herein  his  powers 
shall   be  the  same  as  those  of  the  county  judge  of 
Breckinridge  county.    He  shall  have  power  to  grant 
writs  of  attachment  as  the  circuit  clerk  is  now  empow- 
ered to  do :  Provided^  That  when  the  attachment  is 
for  a  sum   exceeding   one  hundred  dollars  he  shall 
return  the  same,  and  the  record  of  the  suit  in  which 
such  attachments  are  granted,   to  the  Breckinridge 
circuit  court  for  all  further  proceedings.      He  shall 
have  power  to  enforce  order  in  his  court  and  authority 
in  cases  of  contempt,  such  as  is  conferred  on  courts  of 
similar   jurisdiction  by  the  laws  of    this  Common- 
wealth. 

§  29.  For  the  trial  of  civil  causes  the  police  court  civii  causes. 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month,  and 
its  term  shall  be  ten  juridical  days.  Said  court  shall 
be  open  at  all  times  for  the  trial  of  penal  and  crim- 
inal causes,  the  examination  of  felonies,  and  for  trials 
of  ordinance  warrants.  Said  court  shall  hear  and  de- 
termine all  causes  for  violations  of  the  by-laws  and 
ordinances  without  the  intervention  of  a  jury,  unless 
a  jury  be  demanded  by  the  defendant,  in  which  case, 
if  the  jury  convict,  the  court  shall  tax  in  the  bill  of 
costs  against  the  defendant  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for 
each  juror. 

§  30.  In  all  civil  causes  in  the  police  court,  the  pro- 
ceedings and  laws  governing  similar  causes  in  courts 
of  justices  of  the  peace  shall  govern. 

§  31.  The  said  police  judge  shall  act  as  clerk  of  his  pohc©  judge  hss 
own  court ;  but  he  is  authorized,  if  he  chooses,  to  ap- 
point a  suitable  person  as  clerk  of  his  court,  who  shall 
take  an  oath  faithfully  to  perform  his  duties  as  such. 
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The  judge  shall  make  a  record  of  any  such  appoint- 
ment and  of  the  qualification  of  the  person  so  ap- 
pointed. 

§  32.  The  fees  of  said  police  judge  shall  be  the 
same  as  are  now  allowed  by  law  or  may  hereafter  be 
allowed  to  justices  of  the  peace  for  similar  services. 

§  33.  All  appeals  from  the  said  police  court  may  be 
taken  to  the  circuit  court  of  Breckinridge  county, 
where  the  amount  in  controversy,  exclusive  of  costs 
and  interest,  exceeds  ten  dollars.  Appeals  shall  be 
taken  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  Is 
provided  by  law  for  appeals  from  the  courts  of  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  in  Breckinridge  county. 

§  34.  All  revenues  arising  from  prosecutions,  fines 
and  forfeitures  in  said  police  court,  for  violation  of 
the  ordinances  of  said  town,  and  of  offenses  commit- 
ted within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town,  shall 
belong  to  the  said  town,  and  shall  be  paid  to  the 
treasurer. 

§  35.  The  police  judge  shall,  as  often  as  required,  by 
the  board  of  trustees,  and  at  the  end  of  his  term, 
make  out,  verify  under  his  oath,  and  return  to  the 
trustees,  a  list  of  all  the  fines  imposed  and  forfeitures 
adjudged  in  his  court ;  he  shall  pay  over,  as  they  come 
to  his  hands,  to  the  treasurer  all  the  funds  and  moneys 
arising  therefrom,  and  all  other  assets  or  property  of 
said  town  in  his  hands.  If,  upon  such  settlement,  it 
be  found  that  he  has  not  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  all 
such  money,  funds  and  property,  and  shall  fail  or 
refuse  to  do  so  upon  demand  of  the  treasurer,  whose 
duty  it  is  hereby  made  to  do  so,  he  shall  be  liable  on 
his  bond  for  any  balance  or  sum  found  due,  to  be 
prosecuted  by  petition  in  the  Breckinridge  quarterly 
or  circuit  court. 

S  86.  All  officers  of  the  said  town,  at  the  end  of 
their  respective  terms,  and  whenever  required  by  the 
board  of  trustees,  shall  report,  settle  with,  and  account 
for  all  moneys,  funds  and  assets  received  by  them 
belonging  to  the  said  town  ;  and  upon  failure  to  prop- 
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eriy  account  for  and  pay  over  such  moneys  or  funds, 
they  may  be  prosecuted  on  their  bonds,  as  provided 
in  the  case  of  the  police  judge  as  hereinbefore  set  out. 

§  ';n.  The  board  of  trustees  may,  at  any  time  they  New  bond. 
deem  advisable,  require  of  any  officer  a  new  bond,  or 
additional  security  on  their  bonds. 

§  38.  A  town  marshal  shall  be  elected  at  the  general  Town  mawhai. 
election  on  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1888,  and 
every  two  years  thereafter.  He  shall  hold  his  office 
for  two  years  and  until  his  successor  is  duly  qualified. 
The  vote  for  said  office  shall  be  certified  and  be  gov- 
erned by  the  same  regulations  as  are  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided for  the  electioQ  of  police  jud^e  of  said  town. 
He  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  his  duties,  take  the 
oath  prescribed  by  the  general  laws  in  relation  to  town 
marshals,  and  shall  execute  bond  before  the  Breckin- 
ridge county  court  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties,  such  as  are  required  by  law  of  constables  in 
this  Commonwealth,  with  the  addition  that  he  will 
discharge  his  duties  as  town  marshal  to  the  best  of  his 
ability  according  to  law.  Said  bond  shall  be  approved 
by  said  county  court  and  filed  among  its  records. 

§  39.  The  town  marshal  shall  have  all  the  powers  Powers  of 
and  jurisdiction  of  constables  in  the  county  of  Breck-  "* 
inridge.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  execute  all  processes 
and  precepts  issued  from  the  police  court  of  said 
town,  and  to  preserve  order  in  said  town,  and  gener- 
ally to  do  and  perform  all  duties  usually  incumbent 
upon  town  marshals  and  other  peace  officers  in  this 
Commonwealth. 

I  40.  The  i)olice  judge  shall  have  exclusive  juris- juriediction 
diction  to  try  and  punish  all  offenses  against  the^^^^*""^^""**^' 
penal  and  misdemeanor  laws  of  this  Commonwealth, 
where  the  fine  does  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars 
fine  and  fifty  days'  imprisonment.  He  may  sit  as  an 
examining  court,  as  justices  of  the  peace  are  author- 
ized to  do,  in  all  cases  of  misdemeanor  where  the  fine 
and  imprisonment  exceed  the  jurisdiction  of  justices 
of  the  peace.     This  section  applies  only  to  offenses 
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committed  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  said 
town. 
§  41.  All  property  shall  be  listed  for  taxation  as  of 
^*J*ert  ^^®  tenth  day  of  January  in  each  year,  except  stores, 

which  shall  be  returned  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner 
provided  for  State  and  county  taxation. 

§  42.  The  police  court  of  said  town  shall  be  styled 

stjie  of  court,    ''the  pollcc  court  of  Stephensport,"  and  the  marshal 

shall  be  called  and  known  as  the  "marshal  of  Ste- 

phensport ;"  and  all  prosecutions  shall  be  by  warrant 

or  summons,  and  those  for  violations  of  the  ordinances 

shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  "town  of  Stephensport." 

§  43.  This  act  is  a  public  act,  and  shall  be  liberally 

coDBtructiou  of  construed  and  judicially  noticed  in  all  the  courts  of 

ftCt. 

this  State ;  it  shall  not  be  necessary,  in  pleading  under 
this  act  in  any  court  of  this  State,  to  recite  the  ordi- 
nances, but  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  plead  the  date, 
title  and  section  of  said  ordinances. 

§  44.  The  present  incorporation  of  the  town  of  Ste- 
phensport shall  exist  and  continue  in  force,  and  the 
various  provisions  thereof,  until  and  to  the  extent 
that  they  are  supplanted  by  this  act. 

§  45.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  765. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  creating  a  new  charter 
for  the  city  of  Owensboro,"  approved  March  18,  1882. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  section  1  of  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act 
creating  a  new  charter  for  the  city  of  Owensboro,  " 
approved  March  18,  1882,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended,  and  the  boundary  of  the  city  of  Owensboro 
changed   by  striking  out  after  the    words   "James 
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Weir"  the  following  words,  viz:  "Thence  east  along 
that  line,  and  continuing  in  that  direction  to  the  Hart- 
ford road,"  and  by  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  these 
words,  viz:  ''Thence  along  that  line  to  Frederica 
street  extended  ;  thence  north  81,  east,  to  the  intersec- 
tion of  Maryland  and  Lewis  streets,  on  the  north  mar- 
gin of  Maryland  street,  to  the  Hartford  road." 

§  2.  That  section  38  of  the  said  act  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby,  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "the 
first  Monday"  in  said  section,  and  by  inserting  in 
lieu  thereof  "the  fourth  Monday." 

§  3.  That  section  48  of  said  act  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  amended  by  striking  out  and  repealing  the 
following  words  in  the  eighth,  ninth  and  tenth  lines 
thereof  these  words,  viz:  "The  treasurer  shall  charge 
the  collector  said  additional  jier  centum  each  month, 
and  shall  settle  with  him  on  that  basis,"  and  by  in- 
serting in  lieu  of  said  words  the  following  words,  viz : 
"Said  collector  shall  be  charged  said  additional  per 
centum  each  month,  and  shall  settle  with  said  city  on 
that  basis ;"  and  further  amended  by  striking  out  and 
rei>ealing  the  last  four  lines  of  said  section,  viz. :  "  But 
no  delinquent  list  can  be  credited  by  the  council,  un- 
less made  out  by  the  collector  and  presented  by  the 
third  Monday  in  December  in  the  year  the  taxes  are 
assessed/'  and  by  inserting  where  said  words  occur, 
and  in  lieu'  thereof,  these  words,  viz:  "But  no  de- 
linquent list  shall  be  credited  by  the  council  unless 
made  out  and  verified  by  the  collector,  as  required, 
and  presented  on  the  third  Monday  in  March  next 
after  his  election  (for  the  year  for  which  he  was 
elected)  to  the  council,  if  in  session,  and  if  not,  then 
filed  with  the  city  clerk  on  said  day." 

§  4.  That  section  54  of  said  act,  by  adding  after  the 
word  "way,"  at  the  end  of  said  section,  the  following 
words,  to  wit :  "  It  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  such 
collector  to  pay  all  taxes  or  other  funds  collected  by 
him  to  such  treasurer  each  month  the  amount  he  col- 
11 — Local  Laws.  vol.  ^. 
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lects,  less  his  commission,  and  make  final  settlement 
and  payment  of  all  moneys  that  have  been  or  ought  to 
have  been  collected  by  him  by  the  second  regular 
meeting  in  April  next  after  his  election  for  the  year 
for  which  he  was  elected,  and,  at  the  same  time,  make 
written  itemized  report  to  it  of  all  his  collections 
and  payments  to  the  treasurer  at  other  periods  of  all 
moneys  that  have  been  or  ought  to  have  been  collected 
by  him ;  and  no  collector  of  taxes  shall  be  eligible 
for  another  election  until  he  shall  have  paid  to  said 
city  all  moneys  that  have  been  or  ought  to  have  been 
collected  by  him,  and  has  obtained  a  discharge  in  full 
from  the  council." 

§  5.  That  so  much  of  section  82  as  provides  that  the 
common  council  shall  elect  a  collector  at  the  first  regu- 
lar meeting  of  the  council  after  they  shall  have  been 
elected  and  qualified,  and  as  provides  that  the  col- 
lector may  be  elected  for  a  longer  jjeriod  than  one 
year,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed.  The 
mayor  and  council  shall,  at  the  first  regular  meetini^ 
in  May  of  each  year,  elect  a  collector  of  taxes  for 
said  city,  whose  term  of  oflftce  shall  expire  on  the 
first  day  of  May  following  his  election. 

§  6.  Tliat  said  act  be,  and  the  same  is  further  hereby, 
amended  as  follows,  viz :  It  shall  be  the  dutv  of  the 
common  council  of  the  city  of  Owensboro  each  year  to 
assess  in  lieu  of  ad  valorera  tax  a  specific  tax  of  forty 
cents  upon  each  hogshead  of  tobacco,  except  stems 
put  up  in  said  city  for  the  current  year  beginning  and 
ending  September  1,  to  be  due  September  1  each  year. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  person  or  firm  putting  up 
tobacco  in  said  city  to  file  with  the  auditor  of  said 
city  a  written  statement  on  September  1  of  each  year, 
showing  the  number  of  hogsheads  of  tobacco  put  up 
by  such  person  or  firm  during  the  preceding  year ; 
said  statement  shall  be  sworn  to  by  such  person  or 
firm,  and,  upon  their  failure  to  so  file  it,  the  collector 
of  taxes  shall  ascertain  the  niunber  as  best  he  can,  and 
proceed  to  collect  said  ^ax  as  other  taxes  are  to  be 
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collected.  Said  city  shall  have  a  lien  on  the  said 
tobacco  for  said  taxes  ;  and  if  said  tobacco  shall,  before 
September  1,  be  about  to  be  removed  from  the  city,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  collector  to  ascertain  the  num- 
ber of  hogsheads,  and  immediately  levy  and  collect 
said  taxes  which  shall  then  be  due  and  payable.  The 
assessment  provided  for  in  this  section  shall  apply  to 
the  year  1886,  and  all  future  years.  Thirty  per  cent, 
of  the  taxes  assessed  and  collected  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  school 
board  of  said  city  for  the  benefit  of  the  public  schools 
thereof. 

§  7.  That  the  common  council  of  said  city  of  Owens- 
boro  shall  have  power  to  make  all  needful  ordinances 
regulating  the  assessor  and  the  assessment  of  property 
and  taxes,  and  for  the  correction  of  assessments  of 
property,  so  as  to  include  all  property  omitted  in  pre- 
vious assessments,  and  put  the  proi)erty  omitted  to  be 
assessed  in  a  list  for  the  person  or  corpomtion  omitted 
accordins]^  to  the  value  of  that  year,  and  to  authorize 
the  collector  to  collect  such  taxes  as  other  taxes  of 
said  city  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  council  to  so 
correct  all  incorrect  lists,  and  assess  all  property  not 
assessed  with  the  assessor  or  supervisors  for  the  year 
of  the  assessment,  or  any  previous  year,  not  exceeding 
four  years ;  and  said  city  is  authorized  to  collect,  by 
suit  in  the  Daviess  circuit  court,  any  taxes  for  any 
years  that  property  was  omitted  to  be  assessed  at  the 
time  required  by  the  charter  of  said  city,  and  also 
any  taxes  that  can  not  otherwise  be  collected  ;  but  this 
section  shall  not  apply  to  any  taxes  omitted  or  not 
assessed  for  a  longer  period  than  four  years  before 
the  passage  of  this  act. 

§  8.  That  so  much  of  section  27  of  the  charter  of 
said  city  of  Owensboro  as  confers  exclusive  jurisdic- 
tion upon  the  Owensboro  city  court  of  certain  offenses 
in  said  section  27  mentioned,  be,  and  the  same  is,  so 
far  repealed  and  amended  that  hereafter  the  Owens- 
boro city  court  and  the  Daviess  circuit  court  shall 
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have  concurrent  jurisdiction  of  all  such  offenses  as 
may  be  prosecuted  by  indictment :  Promded^^  howeoer^ 
That  in  all  such  cases  a  trial  and  judgment  in  either 
of  said  courts  shall  be  a  bar  to  a  prosecution  for  the 
same  offense  in  the  other  court. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  766. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  and  reduce  into 
one  the  several  acts  in  relation  to  the  town  of  Danville,"  approved 
March  10,  1873. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  amend  and  re- 
AmeDdment.  duce  luto  oue  the  several  acts  in  relation  to  the  town 
of  Danville,"  approved  March  10,  1873,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  amended  as  follows : 
§  2.  The  collector  of  the  taxes  of  the  town  of  Dan- 
Tax  collector,  ville,  and  back  tax  collector,  may  enforce  a  lien  for 
town  taxes  and  levy  on  choses  in  action  by  delivering 
a  tax  receipt  to  the  debtor  of  any  one  from  whom 
taxes  are  due  for  the  amount  of  taxes  due,  or  any 
part  thereof,  and  the  same  shall  be  a  valid  receipt  to 
such  debtor  against  the  person  owing  such  taxes  for 
the  amount  due  and  paid  by  the  debtor  to  the  col- 
lector. If  the  debtor  refuse  to  pay  the  collector  the 
amount  of  taxes,  or  such  part  thereof  as  he  may  owe 
to  him  who  owes  the  tax,  on  the  offer  by  the  collector 
to  give  him  such  receipt  after  being  notified  that  his 
creditor  owes  such  taxes,  the  collector  may  sue  such 
person  and  recover  said  taxes  to  the  extent  of  his 
indebtedness  to  the  party  owing  the  taxes  in  any 
court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount,  making  the 
tax-payer  a  party.     If  the  collector  shall  so  collect 
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taxes  which  are  not  due,  he  and  his  sureties  shall  be 
liable  to  the  person  from  whom  the  collection  is  made 
in  double  the  amount  so  collected,  with  costs,  recov- 
erable in  any  court  having  jurisdiction. 
§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  collector  of  taxes  couector 

^  '^  report 

to  report  to  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  tnistees  all 
property  omitted  by  the  assessor  for  any  year,  and 
said  clerk  shall  value  the  same  and  enter  it  upon 
the  assessor's  book  for  the  year  it  is  so  reported, 
and  then  copy  same  upon  tax  book  in  the  hands  of 
the  collector  or  back  tax  collector,  as  the  case  may 
be;  and  said  collector  shall  have,  as  compensation 
for  said  assessment,  twenty -five  per  cent,  on  the 
taxes  realized  by  said  assessment. 
§  4.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  allow  the  collector  credit  for 

delloqaenU. 

of  taxes  a  credit  for  delinquents  whose  tax  can  not 
be  collected,  but  not  until  he  shall  have  rendered  a 
delinquent  list,  showing  by  his  statement,  appended 
to  each  list  and  sworn  to  by  him,  that  he  has  used 
proper  diligence  to  collect  and  has  failed  to  collect ; 
and  in  no  case  shall  he  be  credited  by  resident  delin- 
quents, unless  it  appears  from  his  affidavit  that  he 
has  visited  his  or  their  place  of  abode  and  found 
nothing  to  distrain  and  no  choses  in  action  to  gar- 
nishee ;  and,  after  carefully  examining  such  list,  it 
may  be  allowed  by  the  trustees ;  but  no  delinquent 
list  can  be  credited  by  the  trustees  unless  made  out 
by  the  collector  and  presented  by  the  third  Thurs- 
day in  March  in  the  year  after  the  taxes  are  as- 
sessed. 

§  6.  The  board  of  trustees  may  from  time  to  time  stj-eet*  »»»* 
cause  any  of  the  streets  or  alleys  to  be  graded  and 
macadamized,  graveled  or  otherwise  improved,  in  such 
manner  as  the  board  of  trustees  shall  deem  most  con- 
ducive to  the  welfare  of  the  town ;  but  one-half  of 
the  cost  of  such  grading,  graveling,  macadamizing  or 
other  improvements  shall  be  borne  and  paid  by  the 
lot  owners  fronting  on  such  street  or  alley  where  the 
work  is  done,  to  be  paid  by  them  respectively,  accord- 
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ing  to  the  number  of  front  feet  where  such  work  may 
be  done :  Provided,  That  no  such  assessment  or  charge 
shall  be  made  against  any  lot  or  lot  owner  in  excess  of 
one-fourth  the  value  of  such  lot,  and  any  excess  over 
one-fourth  the  value  of  any  lot  which  may  be  charge- 
able against  the  same  for  improvements  shall  be  paid 
by  the  town,  and  the  trustees  may,  by  ordinance,  pro- 
vide that  the  town  will  collect  said  assessments,  and 
be  responsible  to  the  person  doing  such  work,    in 
which  case  the  town  shall  have  a  lien  as  for  other 
taxes,  or  that  the  person  doing  the  work  shall  have  a 
lien  on  the'  adjacent  lots  for  the  respective  amounts 
due  from  the  owners  thereof.     The  value  of  the  adja- 
cent lots  shall  be  determined  by  the  assessor's  books, 
showing  their  value  at  the  last  assessment  previous  to 
the  passage  of  the  ordinance  requiring  the  work  to  be 
orado  sidewalks  doue.     The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  cause 
the  sidewalks  in  said  town  to  be  graded,  paved  or  im- 
proved in  such  manner  as  they  may,  by  ordinance,  di- 
rect, at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  lot  owners  fronting 
on  the  side  of  such  street  or  alley  where  such  side- 
walk is  so  improved,  to  be  apportioned  between  the 
lot-owners  fronting  thereon,  as  in  the  preceding  sec- 
tion, and  a  lien  is  hereby  given  to  the  town  upon  such 
lots  for  the  payment  of  the  costs  and  expenses  of  im- 
provements provided  for  in  this  and  the  next  preced- 
ing section  on   all  lots,   houses    and   improvements 
fronting  thereon,  which  lien  shall  attach  at  the  pas- 
sage of  the  ordinance  directing  said  improvements  to 
be  made,  and  shall  have  priority  over  all  other  liens 
upon  the  same  property,   whether  created  before  or 
after  that  time,  except  liens  for  State  and  other  town 
taxes :   Provided,  however.  That  the  i)roperty  ow^ner 
may  have  the  option  to  pave  in  front  of  his  property 
in  accordance  with  the  direction  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees, and  notice  of  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  shall 
be  given  by  two  insertions  of  same  in  some  newspaper 
published  in  Danville,  Kentucky. 
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§  6.  The  cost  and  expenses  of  making  the  improve-  Tax  for  im- 
ments  provided  for  in  the  two  preceding  sections  shall 
be  a  tax  upon  the  lot-owners,  and  due  and  payable 
to  the  town  or  contractor  thirty  (30)  days  after  the 
work  shall  be  completed  and  received,  and  shall  be 
co]lect43d  and  accounted  for  by  the  town  collector  as 
other  taxes  are  collected  and  accounted  for ;  and  the 
trustees  shall  ascertain,  by  ordinance,  how  much  is 
payable  by  each  lot  owner,  and  the  sums  for  which  a 
lien  is  held  upon  each  lot ;  place  a  copy  of  the  ordi- 
nance in  the  hands  of  the  town  collector,  who,  if  it  is 
not  paid  when  done,  shall  proceed  to  levy  and  collect 
the  same  in  the  same  manner  that  other  town  taxes 
are  collectible ;  and  if  he  shall  not  find  personal 
property  belonging  to  the  person  owning  it  to  pay 
said  t^x,  he  may  proceed,  after  advertising  the  same, 
to  sell  the  lot  or  lots,  or  so  much  as  will  pay  the 
amount  due  thereon,  to  the  highest  bidder,  for  cash  in 

hand,  the  sale  to  be  made  at  the  court-house  door  on 
the  first  day  of  a  county  or  circuit  court,  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  sales  are  by  the  charter  of  the  town 
of  Danville  and  its  amendments  directed  to  be  made 
for  other  town  taxes. 

§  7.  There  may  be  an  ad  valor enn  tax  levied  and  Ad  valorem  tax 
collected  each  year  of  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  taxable  property. 
For  any  tax  or  back  tax  levied  under  this  act,  or  the 
act  to  which  this  is  amendatory,  or  any  former 
act,  there  shall  exist  a  lien  in  favor  of  the  trustees 
upon  all  property  of  the  tax-payer,  real,  personal  and 
mixed,  and  choses  in  action,  until  the  tax  is  paid, 
which  shall  not  be  defeated  by  gift,  devise,  sale,  alien- 
ation, or  any  means  whatever  ;  and  in  case  the  owner 
of  any  taxable  property  shall  fail  to  pay  his  taxes  on 
or  before  the  first  dav  of  October  in  each  year,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  tax  collector  to  sell,  for  cash  in 
hand,  at  the  court-house  door  in  said  town,  so  much 
of  the  personal,  mixed  or  real  property  of  the  person 
so  in  default  as  will  pay  off  and  discharge  the  taxes

of  said  defaulter  due  the  trustees,  and  ten  per  centum 
damages  thereon  for  the  tax  collector,  beside  expenses 
of  sale,  which  sale  shall  vest  the  purchaser  with  the 
title  and  right  to  hold  the  same  ;  and  personal  aod 
mixed  property  so  sold  shall  be  delivered  at  once  to 
the  purchaser.  In  such  sales  he  shall  be  governed 
by  the  law  regulating  the  sales  of  real  property  by 
sheriffs  under  execution,  except  that  he  shall  sell  for 
cash  and  no  valuation  need  be  made,  nor  shall  anv 
homestead  be  exempt.  He  shall  deliver  to  the  pur- 
chaser a  certificate  thereof,  describing  the  property, 
showing  the  amount  of  taxes  assessed  and  coste 
thereon  for  which  it  was  sold,  the  amount  bid  by 
the  purchaser,  which  certificate  the  purchaser  shall 
deliver  to  the  clerk  of  the  Boyle  county  court, 
who  shall  record  the  same  in  the  deed  book  in  his 
office,  indexing  the  same  as  deeds  are  indexed, 
and  he  shall  receive  fifty  CQUts  for  recording  same. 
The  owner  of  said  property  may  redeem  same  at 
any  time  within  two  years  from  the  day  of  sale,  by 
paying  to  the  purchaser  the  amount  bid  by  him  and 
costs  of  recording  said  certificate,  and  any  taxes  paid 
by  him  thereon  after  said  sale,  and  at  the  rate  of  fif- 
teen per  centum  per  annum  thereon  from  the  sale  to 
the  date  of  redemption.  The  certificate  so  recorded, 
after  the  lapse  of  two  years  from  the  day  of  sale,  shall 
operate  to  transfer  a  perfect  title  to  the  purchaser,  and 
the  collector  shall  convey  same  in  all  respects  as  sher- 
iffs now  convey.  The  chairman  of  the  board  shall 
attend  all  sales  of  property  for  taxes  due  the  town, 
who  shall,  if  no  other  person  bids,  bid  an  amount 
sufficient  to  pay  the  taxes  due  the  town,  and  costs 
and  penalties  accrued,  bid  in  the  property  for  the 
town,  and  the  town  shall  hold  the  property  thus  bid  in 
as  any  other  person  purchasing  same,  and  hold  it  sub- 
ject to  the  same  rights  and  restrictions.  The  collector 
can  only  make  sale  of  real  estate  when  he  can  find  no 
personal  estate  of  the  assessed  and  delinquent  out  of 
which  to  make  the  taxes. 
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§  8.  That  the  police  judge  of  said  town  shall  receive 
a  salary  of  four  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable 
quarterly  by  the  board  of  tnistees,  but  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  receive  any  fee  from  said  board  for  issuing 
warrants  or  other  services  as  police  judge,  but  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  as  are  now  allowed  by 
law  to  justices  of  the  peace  when  sitting  for  the  trial 
of  civil  causes  or  as  any  examining  court.  The  civil 
jurisdiction  of  said  court  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars :  and  the  time  of  holding  said 
court  for  the  trial  of  civil  causes  shall  not  be  oftener 
than  once  in  every  three  months.  The  judge  of  said 
co'iit  shall  keep  an  oflBceat  or  near  the  court-house  in 
the  town  of  Danville.  The  office  of  police  judge  shall 
be  incompatible  with  any  other  office  or  employment 
of  the  town  of  Danville. 

§9.  The  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Danville  seai. 
may  procure,  have  and  use  a  corporate  seal,  and  alter 
and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  10.  The  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Danville  Loan  on  good 

■ecaritx 

are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  loan  on 
good  security,  or  invest  in  good  interest-bearing  bonds 
or  stocks,  any  surplus  money  that  may  at  any  time 
be  in  the  treasury  of  the  said  town ;  but  out  of  said 
surplus  money  so  invested  any  and  all  bonded  in- 
debtedness of  the  said  town  and  said  board  of  trus- 
tees must  be  met,  paid  and  liquidated  as  such  bonded 
indebtedness  may  fall  due,  and  to  the  extent  of  such 
surplus.  Said  surplus  money  shall  never  be  loaned 
to  anv  trustee  or  officer  of  the  town. 

§  11.  All  acts  or  portions  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
or  in  conflict  with  this  act  are  repealed. 

§  12.  This  act  shall  take  eflfect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

%  1.  That  the  State  road  in  Crittenden  county,  Ken- 
tucky, leading  from  Weston,  on  the  Ohio  river,  to  the 
Caldwell  county  line,  passing  Bart  Moore's  and  J.  W. 
Cook,  Sr.'s  places,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  made 
and  declared  subject,  in  every  respect,  to  the  jurisdic- 
tion and  control  of  the  county  court  of  Crittenden 
county,  as  are  county  roads  in  said  county. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 


sage.

CHAPTER  768. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Mackville  and  Bethel  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany, in  "Washington  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created  a  body -politic  and 
corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Mackville  and 
Bethel  Church  Turnpike  Road  Company,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  constructing  a  turnpike  road,  bridges,  etc., 
from  a  point  in  the  Chaplin,  Willisburg  and  Mack- 
ville Turnpike  Road,  at  the  toll-gate  on  same,  north 
of  Mackville  via  Perkinsville,  Royalty  school-house, 
across  Chaplin  river  at  a  point  near  E.  W.  Royalty's, 
Bethel  Church,  J.  W.  Reed's,  J.  W.  Robinson's,  Zach 
Robinson's  and  Warren  A.'  Cammack's,  and  thence 
the  most  practicable  route  to  a  point  in  the  Lawrence- 
burg  and  Fox  Creek  Turnpike  Road  near  William 
Edwards',  in  Anderson  county  line,  at  the  aforesaid 
county  line. 
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^  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
fifteen  hundred  dollars  to  the  mile  of  chartered  road, 
and  may  be  increased  or  diminished  at  the  pleasure 
of  said  company,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of 
twenty -five  dollars  each. 

S?  3,  That  Uriah  Shewmaker,  Wm.  Moore,  Sr.,  G. 
W.  Foster,  P.  H.  Head,  T.  J.  Royalty,  James  Kays, 
J.  H.  Kinsey,  J.  W.  Reed,  J.  W.  Robinson,  Zach 
Robinson  and  T.  N.  Edwards  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
appointed  commissioners  to  open  books  and  solicit 
subscriptions  to  stock  of  said  company;  but  before 
said  commissioners  or  any  number  shall  proceed  to 
solicit  or  procure  such  stock  subscription,  written 
notice,  signed  by  at  least  three  of  them,  shall  have 
been  posted  along  the  line  of  said  proposed  turnpike 
road  tor  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the  time  of  meet- 
ing, stating  when,  where  and  at  what  time  of  day  such 
meeting  shall  be  held.  One  of  their  number  present 
at  such  meeting  shall  be  chosen  as  chairman,  who 
shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  secretary ;  and  a  ma- 
jority of  those  present  may  elect  who  and  how  many 
of  their  number  shall  solicit  and  receive  to  said  road 
company ;  and  when  one  thousand  dollars  has  been 
subscribed,  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners aforesaid  may,  by  written  notice  posted  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  stockholders,  call  the  same  to- 
gether, when  they  shall  proceed  to  elect  five  directors, 
who  shall  then  proceed  to  elect  one  of  their  number 
president,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  competent 
to  do  business,  and  to  do  all  things  authorized  by 
this  act  to  be  done  by  the  president  and  board  of 
directors ;  and  the  management  of  the  fiscal  and  pru- 
dential affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  confided  to 
said  president  and  directors  and  their  successors  in 
office,  to  be  chosen  annually  af  such  time  and  jjlace 
as  said  president  and  directors  may  from  time  to 
time  appoint,  and  who  shall  hold  their  oflice  for  one 
year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  quali- 
fied. 
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§  4.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  as  president  or 
director  who  is  not  the  owner  of  one  or  more  shares 
of  stock  in  said  road ;  and  in  the  electiop  of  said 
directors  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
vote  for  each  share  of  stock  so  owned,  and  may  be 
cast  in  person  or  by  written  proxy. 

§  5.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  a  treasurer,  gate-keeper  and  all  other  oflScers 
or  agents  which  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  effect 
the  purposes  of  this  act,  and  to  remove  them  at  pleas- 
ure. They  may  require  the  treasurer,  and  all  other 
oflScers  and  agents  appointed  by  them,  to  execute 
bond  and  security  in  such  sum  as  they  may  deem 
proper,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  duties  incumbent  on  them  as  such. 

§  6.  The  commissioners  appointed,  as  provided  in 
section  3  of  this  act,  shall  purchase  a  book  or  books, 
and  the  subscribers  to  the  stock  of  said  company 
shall  enter  into  the  following  obligation  in  said  book, 
viz:  "We,  whose  names  are  hereto  subscribed,  do 
promise  to  pay  to  the  president  and  directors  of  the 
Mackville  and  Bethel  Turnpike  Road  Company  the 
sum  of  twenty -five  dollars  for  each  and  every  share  of 
stock  in  said  company  set  opposite  our  names,  in  such 
manner  and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  by  them  re- 
quired, and  as  set  forth  in  an  article  of  subscription, 
hereby  waiving  rights  of  homestead  and  other  exemp- 
tion laws  in  collection  of  same.  Witness  our  hands 
this day  of ,  18—." 

§  7.  The  width  of  grade,  the  width  and  depth  of 
metal  on  said  grade,  as  well  as  the  size  of  broken 
metal,  also  the  degree  of  elevation  to  which  said 
road  not  to  exceed,  shall  be  determined  by  the 
president  and  board  of  directors ;  and  whenever  as 
much  as  two  consecutive  miles  of  said  road  is  com- 
pleted the  company  may  erect  a  toll-gate  thereon 
and  collect  toll  pro  rata  as  now  allowed  by  Gen- 
eral Statutes,  and  shall  have  the  right  without  fur- 
ther enactment  to  remove  and  locate  toll-gate  and 
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erect  toll-house  as  shall  best  subserve  the  interest 
of  said  company. 

§  8.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  road  shall 
have  power  to  acquire  the  right  of  way  for  said 
road,  to  lay  out  the  same,  and  may  take  steps  au- 
thorized by  the  general  laws  to  condemn  the  land 
over  which  the  same  may  run,  not  to  exceed  thirty 
feet  in  width,  and  for  toll-gate  house  site,  not  to 
exceed  in  area  one  acre  of  land,  as  also  material 
from  adjacent  lands  for  constructing  and  repairing 
same. 

§  9.  That  said  president  and  board  of  direct- 
ors shall  have  power  to  execute  bonds,  known  as 
the  Mackville  and  Bethel  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany bonds,  payable  to  the  owner  thereof  at  ma- 
turity on  presentation  to  the  president  or  other 
officer  set  apart  for  the  paying  of  such  bond  or 
bonds,  said  bond  or  bonds  not  to  exceed  in  value 
five  thousand  dollars,  the  proceeds  of  the  execution 
and  sale  of  said  bonds  to  be  applied  to  the  con- 
struction of  said  road  in  the  event  it  is  necessary 
to  fully  complete  the  said  line  of  road  according  to 
the  provisions  herein  set  forth ;  said  bond  or  bonds 
so  issued  and  sold  to  be  payable  in  from  five  to  ten 
years  from  date  of  execution,  drawing  interest  after 
the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  annu- 
ally: Provided^  That  no  such  bond  be  issued  and 
sold  by  said  president  and  board  of  directors  ex- 
cept by  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  stock- 
holders, to  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  said  stock- 
holders in  the  same  w^ay  of  the  election  of  officers 
of  said  road  company ;  the  holding  of  said  election 
to  he  by  proper  notice  to  all  the  stockholders  in 
said  road  company. 

§  10.  That  this  act  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§1.  That  the  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  and 
reduce  into  one  the  several  acts  in  reference  to  the 
town  of  Auburn,"  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended 
so  that  the  office  of  marshal  of  the  town  of  Auburn 
shall  not  be  incompatible  with  the  office  of  constable 
of  the  magisterial  district  in  which  said  town  is  situ- 
ated, and  that  both  of  said  offices  of  constable  of  the 
district  and  marshal  of  the  said  town  mav  be  held, 
and  the  duties  of  both,  as  now  made  and  provided, 
performed  by  one  and  the  same  man  ;  and  all  acts  in 
conflict  with  this  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

Whkrkas,  It  is  represented  to  this  General  Assem- 
bly that  the  Breckinridge  Company  (limited),  a  cor- 
poration created  and  existing  at  London,  England, 
ander  the  laws  of  Great  Britain,  has  made  an  agree- 
ment for  the  purchase  of  the  entire  capital  stock  of 
the  Cloverport  Oil  and  Coal  Company,  a  corporation 
created  and  organized  nnder  an  act  of  the  General

%  1.  That  the  said  Breckinridge  Company  (limited) 
be,  and  is  hereby,  created  and  declared  to  be  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate  in  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and 
as  such  may  have  and  exercise  the  same  rights,  fran- 
chises, privileges  and  immunities  which  are  confer- 
red upon  said  Cloverport  Oil  and  Coal  Company,  and 
shall  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  imposed  upon 
it  or  applying  to  it  by  or  under  the  said  act  of  in- 
corporation, and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof. 

§  2.  Said  Breckinridge  Company  (limited),  and  said 
Cloverport  Oil  and  Coal  Company  may,  by  agreement 
between  them,  become  consolidated  as  to  all  their 
property,  franchises,  rights,  privileges  and  immuni- 
ties under  either  of  the  foregoing  titles,  upon  such 
terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  them :  Pro- 
rided,  however.  That  such  consolidation  shall  be  au- 
thorized and  approved  by  all  the  stockholders  of  both 
companies :  Provided^  That  said  Breckinridge  Com- 
pany (limited),  of  London,  England,  shall  have  and

exercise  in  this  State  no  powers,  privileges,  immnni- 
ties  or  franchises  except  such  as  are  conferred  on  the 
said  Cloverport  Oil  and  Coal  Company  by  its  charter, 
and  that  it  shall  hold,  use  and  exercise  the  same  sub- 
ject to  the  laws  of  this  State  and  the  United  States. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  772. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  *' An  act  to  regulate  voting  at  pri- 
mary elections,  and  prevent  fraud  therein,  for  the  benefit  of  Harrison, 
Bourbon,  Campbell  and  Kenton  counties,"  approved  April  19,  1880, 
and  apply  the  provisions  thereof  to  Woodford,  Jessamine  and  Simp- 
son counties*. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
Tnonwealth  of  KeTvtucky : 

§  1.  That  the  provisions  of  the  act,  entitled  '*  An  act 
to  regulate  voting  at  primary  elections,  and  prevent 
fraud  therein,  for  the  benefit  of  Harrison,  Bourbon, 
Campbell  and  Kenton  counties,"  approved  April  19, 
1880,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  applied  to  Woodford, 
Jessamine  and  Simpson  counties. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  tbe  Chaplin 
and  Rockbridge  Turnpike  Road  Company  in  Washington  county," 
approved  April  19,  1882.

§  1.  That  section  1  be  amended  by  adding  after  the

CHAPTER  774. 

AN   ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Bards- 
town  and  Chaplin  Turnpike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweoMh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  tolls  on  the  Bardstown  and  Chaplin  Turn- 
pike Road  shall  be  in  proportion  to  the  distances 
traveled  on  said  road,  and  may  be  collected  at  such 
toll-gates  as  may  be  designated  by  the  president  and 
directors  of  said  company  for  the  collection  of  same. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  776. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  "  Breckinridge  County  Kunning  and  Trot- 
ting Horse  Association." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genei^al  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  KentucTcy : 

That  whereas,  it  appears  that  Samuel  Hovions,  Pwambie 
William  Smith,  Charles  A.  Fisher,  D.  S.  Duncan, 
Christopher  Ahl,  William  May  and  James  May  have 
united  themselves  and  formed  an  association  for  the 
improvement  of  the  Breed,  speed  and  serviceability 
of  horses ;  therefore,  be  it  enacted, 

§  1 .  The  said  above-named  seven  persons,  and  such 

other  i)ersons  as  they  may  associate  with  them,  and 

their  successors,  be  incorporated,  and  they  are  hereby 

created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name 

li— Local  Laws^  vol.  2, 
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and  style  of  the  Breckinridge  County  Banning  and 
Trotting  Horse.  Association,  and  by  that  name  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  and  have  all  the  powers  incident  to  cor- 
porations for  limited  purposes ;  may  acquire  and 
hold,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  any  land  or  lands, 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  acres,  in  the  county  of 
Breckinridge,  and  may  improve,  sell  the  same,  or 
any  parts  thereof,  at  pleasure,  and  acquire  other  land 
or  lands,  so  that  at  no  time  shall  they  hold  more 
than  one  hundred  acres ;  may  acquire  the  use  and 
occupancy  of  lands  by  contract,  lease  or  otherwise, 
and  may  acquire  and  hold  and  dispose  of  all  such 
real  and  personal  property,  or  other  estate  or  prop- 
erty, as  the  president  and  directors  of  the  associa 
tion  may  deem  proper  or  necessary,  and  do  all 
other  act  that  will  contribute  to  advance  the  intent 
and  object  of  the  association ;  the  deed  or  deeds  of 
conveyance  in  case  of  sale  or  sales  of  real  estate  to 
be  signed  by  the  president  or  vice-president  and  the 
secretary. 

§  2.  Said  association  shall  have  a  corporate  seal 
and  may  alter  or  change  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  gf  this  association  shall  be 
capiui  Block,  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000),  which  may  be  in- 
creased to  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand 
($50,000)  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  stockholders 
voting  in  person  or  by  proxy  at  any  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  share-holders,  a  quorum  being  present  and 
voting. 

§  4.  The  capital  stock  shall  be  divided  into  shares 

Shares.  of  tweuty-five  dollars  each,  and  shall  be  held  to  be 

personal  property,  and  shall  be  transferable  on  the 

books  of  the  company  only  in  such  manner  as  the 

board  of  directors  may  direct. 

§  5.  That  the  share-holders  of  said  corporation  shall 

stockholder.,    be  entitled  to  one  vote  in  all  their  meetings  for  the 

election  of  officers  or  on  questions  of  any  nature

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arising  before  them ;  for  each  share  of  capital  stock 
votes  may  be  cast  in  person  or  by  written  proxy. 

§  6.  That  the  share-holders  of  said  corporation  shall 
have  power  to  elect  a  president,  secretary  and  such 
other  officers  as  may  seem  to  them  necessary  for  the 
management  of  their  business,  and  may  also  elect  a 
board  of  directors,  five  in  number,  and  by  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations  prescribe  the  powers,  duties  and 
obligations  of  the  officers  and  directors  for  their  terms 
of  office,  and  all  necessary  or  proper  management  of 
the  business  and  affairs  of  the  corporation. 

§  7.  The  private  property  of  the  stockholders  shall 
not  be  liable  for  any  corporate  debt  or  liability. 

§  8.  The  board  of  directors  may  fix  the  amount  of 
entrance  fees  to  the  grounds,  premiums  or  purses,  per- 
centage for  entrance  into  any  contest  of  speed  or 
endurance,  and  make  all  prudential  rules  for  the  pros- 
perity, good  management  and  conduct  of  the  business 
of  the  asssociation  ;  but  any  such  rule  or  rules  may  be 
abrogated  or  changed  by  a  majority  of  the  stock- 
holders at  any  regular  meeting. 

§  9.  That  the  board  of  directors  of  said  corporation  Po"ce 
shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  such  number  of 
special  police  as  shall  to  them  seem  necessary  for  the 
purpose  of  preserving  order  and  enforcing  the  rules 
of  said  corporation  during  such  public  exhibition  as 
said  corporation  shall  hold.  Such  special  police  shall 
be  paid  by  the  association,  and  shall,  during  said 
exhibitions,  have  all  the  power  of  constables  to  pre- 
serve order  and  enforce  the  rules  of  the  association

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  section  23  of  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to 
amend  and  reduce  into  one  all  the  acts  concerning  the 
town  of  Edmonton,"  approved  March  18,  1871,  be  so 
amended  that  the  county  judge  shall  have  concurrent 
jurisdiction  in  all  cases  of  misdemeanors  with  the  po- 
lice judge  of  Edmonton,  and  that  the  word  exclusive 
jurisdiction,  in  the  second  line  of  said  section  23,  be 
stricken  out. 

§  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after 
its  passa£:e.

CHAPTER  778. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  and  reduce  into 
one  all  the  acts  in  relation  to  the  town  of  Junction  City." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  amend  and 
reduce  into  one  all  the  acts  in  relation  to  the  town  of 
Junction  City,"  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended 
as  follows : 

§  2.  The  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Junction 
City  may,  by  ordinance  entered  upon  its  journal, 
cause  new  streets,  lanes,  avenues  or  alley  ways  to  be 
opened  or  old  ones  to  be  widened,  altered,  straight- 
ened or  extended,  when  in  their  opinion  the  interest 
of  the  public  demands  such  action,  and  may  cod- 
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demn  land    or  property  for  said    puiposes  or  any 
manicipal  purposes. 

§  3.  Whenever  the  said  board  of  trustees  desire  to  streeti. 
exercise  the  powers  hereinbefore  given  to  alter,  widen, 
straighten,  extend  or  open  and  lay  oflf  new  and  ad- M«witwu. 
ditional  streets,  alleys,  lanes  or  avenues,  or  condemn  condemn  una. 
land  or  property  for  municipal  purposes,  and  shall  be 
unable  to  contract  with  the  owner  of  any  land  or  ma- 
terial necessary  for  its  use  for  the  purchase  thereof, 
they  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  Boyle 
county  court  a  particular  description  of  the  land  and 
material  sought  to  be  condemned,  and  may  apply  to 
the  Boyle  county  court  to  appoint  commissioners  to 
assess  the  damages  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  may 
be  entitled  to  receive ;  and  thereupon  the  said  court 
shall  appoint  three  impartial  housekeepers  of  Junc- 
tion City,  who  shall  be  sworn  to  faithfully  and  impar- 
tially perform  their  duties  under  this  article. 

§4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  to  commiBsionen* 
view  the  land  and  material  and  to  award  to  the  owner 
or  owners  the  value  of  the  land  or  materials  taken, 
which  shall  be  stated  separately  ;  and  they  shall  also 
award  the  damages,  if  any,  resulting  to  the  adjacent 
lands  of  the  owner,  considering  the  purposes  for 
which  it  is  taken ;  but  shall  deduct  from  such  inci- 
dental damages  the  value,  if  any,  of  the  advantages 
and  benefits  which  will  accrue  to  such  adjacent  lands 
from  the  construction  of  said  improvements  pi\>posed 
to  be  constructed  and  made.  They  shall  return  aaeport. 
report,  in  writing,  to  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  said 
court,  stating  their  award,  and  shall  describe  in  their 
report  the  land  and  material  condemned,  giving  the 
names  of  the  owners,  and  whether  non-residents  of  the 
State,  infants,  or  unsound  mind  or  married  women. 

§  6.  Upon  the  application  of  the  said  board  of  trus-  rmng  »ffld»TitB 
tees,  and  upon  filing  such  affidavits  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, the  clerk  of  said  court  shall  issue  process  against 
the  owners  to  show  cause  why  the  said  report  shall 
not  be  confirmed,  and  shall  make  such  orders  to  non- 
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residents  as  are  required  by  the  Civil  Code  of  Practice 
in  actions  against  them  in  the  circuit  court. 

§  6.  At  the  first  regular  term  of  the  county  coart 
after  the  owners  shall  have  been  summoned  the  length 
of  time  prescribed  by  the  Civil  Code  of  Practice  before 
an  answer  is  required,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court 
to  examine  said  report,  and  if  it  shall  appear  to  be  in 
conformity  to  this  act,  and  to  the  extent  that  no  ex- 
ceptions have  been  filed  thereto  by  either  party,  it 
shall  confirm  said  report  as  against  the  owners  not 
excepting. 

§  7.  When  exceptions  shaU  be  filed  by  either  party, 
the  court  shall  forthwith  cause  a  jury  of  twelve  men, 
housekeepers  of  Boyle  county,  to  be  empaneled  to 
try  the  issues  of  fact  made  by  the  exceptions.  In 
assessing  the  damages,  the  jury  shall  be  governed  by 
the  rules  prescribed  in  the  fourth  section  of  this  act, 
and  upon  the  request  of  either  party  may  be  sent  by 
the  court  in  charge  of  the  sheriff  to  view  the  land  or 
material.  If  sufficient  cause  be  not  shown  for  setting 
aside  the  verdict,  the  court  shall  render  judgment  in 
conformity  thereto,  and  shall  make  such  orders  as  may 
be  proper  for  the  conveyance  of  the  title  upon  the 
payment  or  tender  of  the  damages  assessed  and  costs, 
and  may  appoint  a  commissioner  to  convey. 

§  8.  Either  party  may  appeal  to  the  circuit  court, 
or  other  court  of  similar  jurisdiction  of  the  county, 
within#  thirty  days,  and  the  appeal  shall  be  tried  de 
novo, 

§  9.  Upon  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  the 
commissioners  by  the  county  court,  or  by  the  assess- 
ment of  damages  of  said  court  as  herein  provided, 
and  the  payment  or  tender  to  the  owner  or  owners  of 
the  amount  due  as  shown  by  the  report  of  the  com- 
missioners when  confirmed,  or  as  shown  by  the  judg- 
ments of  the  county  court  when  the  damages  are 
assessed  by  said  court,  and  all  costs  adjudged  to  the 
owner,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  be  allowed  to  take 
possession  of  said  land  or  materials,  and  to  use  and 
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control  the  same  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
condemned,  as  fully  as  if  the  title  had  been  conveyed 
to  them  ;  but  when  an  appeal  shall  be  taken  from  the 
judgment  of  the  county  court  by  the  board  of  trustees, 
it  shall  not  be  entitled  to  take  possession  of  the  land 
or  material  condemned,  unless  it  shall  execute  to  the 
owner  or  owners  a  bond,  with  surety  to  be  approved 
by  the  county  court,  in  double  the  amount  of  damages 
assessed,  conditioned  to  perform  the  judgment  of  said 
court,  and  of  any  court  to  which  the  case  may  there- 
after be  appealed,  which  bond  shall  be  filed  with  the 
papers  of  the  case. 

§  10.  The  appeal  from  the  county  court  shall  beAppeaii. 
taken  by  filing  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  to  which 
the  api)eal  lies,  to  wit,  the  Boyle  circuit  court,  a  state- 
ment of  the  parties  to  the  appeal,  and  a  transcript  of 
the  orders  of  the  county  court  that  said  appeal  has 
been  file<l  ;  and  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  shall 
immediately  transfer  the  original  papers  to  the  clerk 
of  the  court  in  which  the  appeal  is  pending. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  779. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  and  reduce  mto 
one  the  acts  incoqjorating  the  town  of  Louisa." 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
TfionweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  section  1  of  chapter  1646,  approved  May 
8,  1884,  be  amended  by  inserting  the  words  ''original 
and"  after  the  word  "have"  and  before  the  word 
"concurrent,"  in  the  fourth  line  of  section  1  of  said 
act,  and  by  inserting  the  following  after  the  word 
"dollars,"  in  the  eighth  line  of  said  section:  "If  the 
amount  in  controversy  be  less  than  fifty  dollars,  then 
the  warrant  shall  be  returned  before  a  justice  of  the 
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peace  of  the  district  in  which  the  defendant  resides ; 
but  the  defendant  may  consent  in  writing  that  the 
warrant  may  be  returned  before  the  said  police  court. 
In  that  event,  said  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  try 
such  case.  In  all  other  cases  above  fifty  dollars  and 
not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars,  exclusive  of  inter- 
est and  cost,  the  warrant  or  summons  shall  be  returned 
before  said  police  court  when  issued  by  said  court."

CHAPTER  780. 

AN  ACT  to  regulate  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  and  malt  liquors  in 

Allen  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gen^eral  AsseTribly  of  the  Com- 
ToonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  of  the 
Allen  county  court,  upon  a  written  petition,  signed 
by  at  least  one  hundred  legal  voters  of  his  county,  to 
make  an  order  on  his  order  book,  at  the  next  regular 
term  of  his  court  after  he  receives  said  petition, 
directing  the  sheriff,  or  other  ofRc^^rs,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  hold  an  election,  to  open  a  poll  in  said 
county  on  December  6,  1886,  for  the  purpose  of  tak- 
ing the  sense  of  the  legal  voters  in  said  county,  upon 
the  proposition  whether  or  not  spirituous,  vinous  or 
malt  liquors  shall  be  sold  therein. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  clerk 
to  give  to  the  sheriff,  or  other  officer  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  hold  the  election  mentioned  in  section  1 
of  this  act,  a  certified  copy  of  the  order  of  the  judge 
of  the  county  court,  as  it  appears  on  his  order  book, 
within  ten  days  after  said  order  is  made. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff,  or  other 
officer  whose  duty  it  may  be  to  hold  the  election 
mentioned  in  section  1  of  this  act,  to  have  the  order 
of    the   judge  of   the   county  court   advertised  by 
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printed  hand* bills,  posted  in  one  or  more  conspic- 
uous places  in  each  election  precinct  in  said  county, 
within  ten  days  after  he  receives  the  order,  of  the 
county  judge,  and  twenty  days  before  the  election. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff,  or  other 
officer  whose  duty  it  may  be  to  hold  the  election 
mentioned  in  section  1  of  this  act,  to  open  a  poll  at 
each  election  precinct  in  said  county  ;  and  the  elec- 
tion officers  shall  propound  to  each  voter  who  may 
vote  the  question,  "Are  you  in  favor  of  the  sale  of 
spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors  in  this  county  ? ' ' 
and  his  vote  shall  be  entered  for  or  against,  as  he 
directs.  The  poll  shall  be  returned  as  other  polls  in 
said  election,  and  shall  be  examined  and  compared  by 
the  same  officers. 

§  5.  If  it  shall  be  found  that  a  majority  of  the  legal 
votes  cast  at  the  election  provided  for  were  given 
against  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors 
in  the  county,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  examining 
board  to  certify  the  fact,  which  certificate  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court,  and  by 
him  safely  kept  until  the  next  regular  term  of  the 
county  court,  at  which  term  the  judge  thereof  shall 
have  the  same  spread  on  the  order  book  of  his  court ; 
and  said  entry  of  the  certificate  in  the  order  book,  or 
a  certified  copy  thereof,  shall  be  prima  fade  evidence 
in  all  proceedings  under  this  act. 

§  6.  After  the  entry  of  the  certificate  of  the  exam- 
ining board,  as  above  provided  for,  in  the  order  book 
of  the  county  court,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  per- 
son to  sell  any  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors  in 
the  county  of  Allen ;  and  any  person  who  shall  sell 
any  such  liquors,  or  mixtures  thereof,  in  said  county, 
shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  in  the  sum  of  not  less 
than  twenty  five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars  for  each  offense. 

§  7.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to 
any  manufacturer  or  wholesale  dealer  who,  in  good 
faith,  and  in  the  usual  course  of  trade,  sells  by  the 
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wholesale,  nor  a  druggist  who  sells  for  medicinal  pur- 
poses on  a  prescription  made  and  signed  by  a  regiilar 
practicing  physician  ;  but  no  physician  shall  make  or 
sign  any  such  prescription,  except  the  person  for 
whom  it  is  made  is  actually  sick  and  such  liquor  is 
absolutely  required  as  a  medicine  ;  and  any  physician 
who  makes  or  signs  any  prescription  for  such  liquors, 
except  as  provided  for  in  this  act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
violation  of  this  act,  and,  on  conviction,  fined  fifty 
dollars  for  each  offense. 

§  8.  The  county  judge  shall  not  make  the  order  for 
the  election  until  the  persons  signing  the  petition 
have  deposited  with  him  in  money  an  amount  suffi- 
cient to  pay  for  printing  and  posting  the  advertise- 
ments  as  provided  for,  and  the  fees  of  the  clerk  for 
making  entries  on  the  order  book  and  other  legal  fees. 

§  9.  If  it  shall  be  found  that  a  majority  of  the 
legal  votes  cast  at  said  election  are  in  favor  of  the 
sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,  in  the 
county,  then  in  that  event  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to 
sell  any  such  liquors  in  any  of  the  districts  or  lo- 
calities in  said  county  in  which  the  sale  of  said  liq- 
uors is  prohibited  by  law  at  the  time  of  this  election, 
but  such  law  shall  remain  and  be  in  full  force  in  said 
districts  or  localities,  just  as  if  no  vote  under  this  act 
had  been  voted. 

§  10.  The  election  herein  provided  for  shall  not  be 
held  oftener  than  every  two  years. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  781. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Maysville. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Ccrni^ 
ToonweaZth  of  KeJitucky : 

§  1.  That  there  shall  be  for  the  city  of  Maysville  an 
officer,  to  be  styled  the  city  attorney,  who  shall  be 
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apx)ointed  annually  by  the  mayor ;  but  such  appoint- 
ment shall  be  subject  to  approval  by  the  board  of 
councilmen  of  said  city. 

§  2.  That  the  city  attorney  shall  hold  his  oflBce  for 
the  term  of  one  year,  or  until  his  successor  shall  have 
duly  qualified,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  board  of 
councilmen  in  exercise  of  the  right  hereby  granted  it 
to  remove  him  for  just  cause.  That  the  city  attorney 
shall  perform  such  appropriate  legal  duties  and  serv- 
ices as  the  board  of  councilmen  may  from  time  to  time 
direct,  through  the  enactment  of  its  laws  and  ordi/- 
nances.  That  the  city  attorney  shall  receive  a  just 
compensation  for  his  services,  which  shall  not  exceed 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  city  levy,  and  not  to  exceed  fifteen  per  cent, 
of  the  fines  in  cases  in  which  he  has  personallj^  ap- 
peared at  and  prosecuted.  That  no  one  shall  be 
eligible  to  the  oflBce  of  city  attorney  who  shall  not 
have  been  two  years  a  practicing  attorney  and  a  resi- 
dent citizen  of  Maysville. 

§  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Cowan  Station  and  Licking  Valley  Turnpike 

Eoad. 

Be  it  ewacled  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweatth  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for,  and  the  presiding  capital  Btock 
judge  of  the  Fleming  county  court  is  empowered  and 
directed,  by  order  made  at  a  term  of  the  county  court 
of  said  county  of  record  in  the  proceedings  thereof, 
to  subscribe  for  and  on  behalf  of  said  county  of 
Fleming  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  Cowan  Station 
and  Licking  Valley  Turnpike  Road  Company,  not  to 
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exceed  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  mile,  to  aid  in 
building  said  road  in  said  county. 

,  §  2.  The  county  judge  making  said  subscription 
Lerytax.  shall  levy  a  tax  upon  the  property  of  said  county 
subject  to  taxation  for  State  revenue  purposes,  which 
shall  be  collected  and  accounted  for  bv  the  sheriff  of 
said  county,  who  shall  have  like  powers  and  be  re- 
sponsible in  like  manner  as  is  provided  for  by  law 
with  reference  to  the  collection  and  accounting  for 
by  the  sheriff  of  taxes  levied  for  State  revenue  pur- 
poses. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  785. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  Bale  or  gift  of  vinous,  spirituous  or  malt  liq* 
uora  within  two  miles  of  Green  Briar  Baptist  Church,  in  Daviess 
county,  or  within  two  miles  of  New  Bethel  Methodist  Church,  in 
Ohio  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  hereafter  no  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt 
tele  of  liquor.  Uquors  shall  be  sold  or  given  away  within  two  miles 
of  Green  Briar  Baptist  Church,  or  within  two  miles 
of  New  Bethel  Methodist  Church,  in  either  of  the 
counties  of  Daviess,  Ohio  or  McLean,  of  Kentucky, 
except  it  be  upon  the  written  prescription  of  a  legally 
authorized  physician,  which  prescription  shall  state 
specifically  the  cause  or  reason  why  it  is  that  such 
liquors  are  necessary  to  be  used  as  a  medicine  by  the 
party  obtaining  such  prescription. 

§  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the 
county  courts  of  either  Daviess,  Ohio  or  McLean 
counties,  or  any  other  authority,  either  county,  muni- 
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cipal  or  State,  to  grant  any  license  to  any  person  or 
persons  to  sell  or  to  give  any  such  liquors,  in  any 
quantities,  to  any  person  or  persons,  except  as  pro- 
vided for  in  section  1  this  act,  within  the  said  bound- 
ary or  territory  as  above  described. 

§  3.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  anj-  of  the  pro-  vioiationi. 
visions  of  this  act,  either  by  granting  license,  as 
herein  prohibited,  or  by  selling  or  giving  any  such 
liquors  as  above  mentioned,  or  any  physician  who 
shall  give  any  false  or  fraudulent  prescription,  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  oflfense  ;  and  each 
selling  or  giving  or  fraudulent  prescription  shall  con- 
stitute a  separate  offense. 

§  4.  Said  fine  may  be  recovered  by  indictment  in  tum. 
criminal  courts  of  either  Daviess,  Ohio  and  McLean 
counties,  or  upon  the  warrant  of  any  justice  of  the 
peace,  police  judge  or  county  judge  of  either  Daviess, 
Ohio  or  McLean  counties,  either  upon  the  personal 
knowledge  of  the  said  peace  officers,  or  upon  informa- 
tion given  by  any  citizen  of  the  Commonwealth  upon 
his  written  affidavit :  Provided,  That  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  held  to  prohibit  any  housekeeper 
with  a  family  from  keeping  spirituous  or  vinous 
liquors  at  his  residence,  or  prohibit  such  housekeeper 
from  extending  to  any  guest  of  his,  of  full  age,  the 
usual  Kentucky  hospitality,  nor  prohibit  any  such 
housekeeper  from  accepting  from  any  such  guest  any 
such  token  of  friendship ;  also  exempting  any  trav- 
eler passing  through  this  boundary,  who  may  unknow=. 
ingly  violate  the  provisions  of  this  bill,  by  having  with 
him  and  giving  away  spirituous  or  malt  liquors. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

county.

§  1.  That  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office 
of  police  jud^e  or  marshal  of  the  town  of  Montgomery, 
in  Trigg  county,  by  death,  resignation  or  removal,  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  said  town  shall,  by  a  vote  of 
the  said  trustees,  elect  suitable  persons  to  fill  the  said 
offices  until  the  next  general  election  therefor,  and  the 
persons  so  elected  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  the 
said  oflSces,  respectively,  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

%  1.  That  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Economic  Heat- 
ing Company  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  as 
follows:  That  section  5  of  said  act  be  amended  by 
striking  out  the  word  "ten,"  where  it  occurs  imme- 
diately after  the  words  "  not  less  than  twelve  nor 
more  than,"  in  said  section,  and  inserting  the  word

and  National  Turnpike  Companies,  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby,  so  amended  as  to  authorize  said  company  to 
build,  maintain  and  operate  a  branch  turnpike,  begin- 
ning at  the  junction  of  Third  avenue  and  Shipp  street, 
and  along  Shipp  street  to  the  present  line  of  the  road 
of  the  Ash  Bottom  Turnpike  Road,  and  along  or  near 
thereto,  to  or  near  the  lands  of  N.  Bonville,  and  thence 
80  as  to  strike  the  main  line  of  said  company  in  the 
direction  of  Cox's  Knobb,  in  as  direct  a  line  as  can 
conveniently  be  obtained. 
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§  2.  Said  branch  road  shall  not  be  built  by  said  com- 
pany except  by  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  stock 
of  said  Ash  Bottom  Turnpike  Company,  and  by  like 
consent  of  said  stockholders,  and  the  stockholders  of 
said  New  National  Turnpike  Company.  The  two  com- 
panies may  be  consolidated,  and  when  so  consolidated,, 
the  new  company  shall  be  known  as  the  New  National 
Turnpike  Company,  and  by  that  name  it  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and  have  all 
the  powers,  rights,  franchises  and  privileges  of  said 
several  turnpike  companies.

§  1.  That  R.  B.  Southworth,  B.  L.  Glass,  Thomas 
Bell,  William  Pulliam  and  James  Southworth,  and 
their  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted 
a  body-corporate,  to  be  known  and  designated  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  "Caney  Fork  Baptist  Church 
in  Owen  county,  Kentucky,"  and  by  that  name  shall 
have  pei'petual  succession  and  a  common  seal,  with 
power  to  alter  and  change  the  same  at  any  time ;  and 
as  a  body-corporate  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and 
be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  any  of  the 
courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  2.  They  may  acquire  and  hold,  either  by  purchase,

and  Licking  river;  thence  east  across  the  Kentucky 
Central  Railroad  to  a  point  on  the  John  K.  Lake  land, 
about  two  hundred  feet  north-east  of  where  the  Cyn- 
thiana and  Falmouth  pike  crosses  the  Kentucky  Cen- 
tral Railroad ;  thence  in  a  southeasterly  direction 
along  the  eastern  line  of  the  Kentucky  Central  Rail- 
road, across  the  culvert  over  Flat  Run  to  John  R. 
Madison's  line;  thence  east  with  John  R.  Madison's 
line  to  the  line  of  F.  T.  Reynolds ;  thence  south  on 
said  line  to  the  northern  line  of  the  Claysville  Turn- 
pike Road  ;  thence  with  the  northern  line  of  said  turn- 
pike road  to  a  point  opposite  the  eastern  line  of  R.  M. 
Collier's  property ;  thence  south  to  the  south-eastern 
corner  of  A.  J.  Ashbrook's  property,  on  the  Millers- 
burg  Turnpike ;  thence  due  south  to  Fish-pond  run ; 
thence  west  on  said  run  to  the  Abdallah  Park  Turn- 
pike Road  ;  thence  south  along  the  eastern  line  of  said 
turnpike  to  the  point  where  it  crosses  the  old  county 
road ;  thence  west  to  low- water  mark  on  the  river  ; 
thence  down  the  river  with  the  low-water  mark  to  a 
13 — Local  Laws^  vol.  2. 
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point  opposite  the  north-eastern  corner  of  the  land  of 
Burk ;  thence  across  the  river  to  the  said  comer  of 
Burk  ;  thence  with  Burk's  line  to  the  line  of  Abe 
Renaker  ;  thence  with  Renaker's  line  to  the  old  Fair- 
ground Turnpike  Road ;  thence  with  said  turnpike 
road  to  the  north-west  corner  of  Mrs.  Rankings  lot ; 
thence  with  a  straight  across  the  river  to  low-water 
mark  on  the  east  side  of  the  river,  about  five  feet 
south  of  the  abutment  of  the  iron  bridge ;  thence 
down  the  river  with  the  low- water  mark  to  the  place 
of  the  beginning. 

§  2.  All  lands  included  in  said  boundary,  when  used 
exclusively  for  agricultural  or  pasturage  purposes, 
can  not  be  taxed  for  city  purposes,  but  may  be  taxed 
for  school  purposes.

perpetual  succession ;  and  may  purchase,  take  by  de- 
vise, gift  or  deed  any  personal  or  real  estate  or  prop- 
erty, not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars  in  value, 
and  the  same  to  hold  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said 
church,  according  to  the  discipline  and  economy  of 
the  same ;  and  by  that  name  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  so  far  as  it  may  be  neces- 
sary to  protect  the  property,  rights,  privileges  and 
immunities  of  the  church  and  to  secure  any  demands 
due  to  said  church,  and  to  use  said  property  solely 
for  the  use  and  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  religious 
interest  of  said  church. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  793. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  administrator  of  B.  F.  PuUen,  deceased, 

late  sheriff  of  Bourbon  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AsserrMy  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  KentucJcy  : 

§  1.  That  the  administrator  of  the  estate  of  B.  F. 
PuUen,  late  sheriff  of  Bourbon  county,  is  hereby 
emj)owered  and  authorized  to  collect,  by  distraint  or 
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otherwise,  all  uncollected  back  taxes  of  all  kinds, 
and  fee  bills  due  the  said  late  sheriff,  which  have 
not  been  due  for  a  greater  time  than  seven  years: 
Provided^  That  the  administrator,  before  receiving 
the  benefit-s  of  this  act,  shall  execute  bond  before  the 
oounty  court,  with  approved  security,  to  save  all  i)er- 
sons  harmless  from  loss  or  daniage  because  of  illegal 
and  unlawful  distraint  in  the  attempt  to  collect  taxes 
or  fee  bills  under  this  act.  The  administrator  shall 
have  the  benefit  of  all  general  laws  extending  th 
time  for  the  collection  of  taxes  and  fee  bills  now  in 
force  in  this  Commonwealth. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  794. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  '*An  act  to  incorporate  the  Fidelity 

Trust  Company,  of  Louisville." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com-

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  incorporate 
the  Fidelity  Trust  Company,  of  Louisville,"  approved 
April  22,  1882,  be  amended  by  adding  to  the  ninth 
section  of  said  act  these  words :  "  Subject  to  the  limi- 
tations named  in  this  section,  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company  (the  name  of  which  corporation  was  changed 
to  Fidelity  Trust  and  Safety  Vault  Company  by  act 
approved  March  4,  1884)  shall  also  be  taken  and 
accepted  as  the  only  surety  or  security  required  by 
law  on  any  bond  or  bonds  required  or  necessary  to  be 
executed  by  said  company  as  guardian,  committee  of 
person  or  persons  of  unsound  mind,  in  proceedings  to 
sell  the  real  property  of  persons  under  disability,  as 
provided  by  the  Civil  Code  of  Practice,  title  10, 
chapter  14,  or  upon  any  other  bond  or  bonds  required 
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or  necessary  to  be  executed  by  said  company  as  guard- 
ian, trustee,  committee  or  otherwise,  or  upon  any  bond 
of  indemnity  or  other  bond  or  bonds  that  may  be 
required  of  said  company  in  the  course  of  any  judicial 
proceeding,  or  in  the  prosecution  of  any  remedy  al- 
lowed by  law  to  it  in  any  of  its  fiducial  capacities." 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  795. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Central  Market  of  Louisville. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Jacob  Krieger,  Sr.,  A.  L.  Schmidt,  Edward  incorporation. 
Fulton,  A.  R.  Cooper  and  J.  H.  Eglehoflf,  and  their 
associates,  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  created  a  body -corporate  and  politic,  with 
perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
''Central  Market  of  Louisville,"  to  be  located  in  the 
city  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  with  power  and  author- 
ity to  contract,  and  to  sue  and  to  be  sued  ;  to  have  and 
use  a  common  seal  if  the  directors  so  determine,  and 
with  power  to  change  or  alter  the  same  at  the  pleas- 
ure of  the  directors  ;  and  with  power  to  purchase  and 
hold  in  fee  or  by  lease  real  estate  in  the  city  of  Louis- 
ville for  a  market-house  and  other  necessary  append- 
ages and  buildings  in  connection  therewith,  and  with 
power  to  purchase  or  to  do  anything  necessary  or 
useful  in  the  construction,  carrying  on,  furnishing 
and  maintaining  said  market-house ;  and  said  cor- 
poration may,  if  a  majority  of  the  stockholders  shall 
so  determine,  construct  said  market-house  so  that  the 
second  story  may  be  fitted  for  a  concert  hall. 

§  2.  The  capital  of  said  corporation  shall  not  exceed  o^pitai  .tock. 
one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be 
divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each.     The 
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shares  shall  be  personal  property,  and  be  transferable 
upon  the  books  of  the  company  ;  and  each  share  shall 
entitle  the  holder  to  one  vote  at  all  elections  for  oflB- 
cers  and  at  all  meetings  of  the  stockholders  in  connec- 
tion with  the  business  of  the  corporation. 

§  3.  That  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June,  1886, 

Elect  diwctors.  the  stockholders  shall  meet  and  elect  five  directors, 
who  shall  choose  one  of  their  body  president,  and 
shall,  by  their  by-laws,  provide  for  annual  elections  of 
directors.  The  directors  shall  hold  their  office  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  and  none 
but  stockholders  shall  be  either  president  or  directors 
of  the  corporation. 
§  4.  The  persons  named  in  section  1,  or  any  two  of 

oommiMionerB.  them,  may  act  as  commissioners  to  receive  subscrip- 
tions to  the  stock  of  the  company.  The  stockholders, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  may  at  any  time  change  the 
name  of  the  corpomtion  ;  and  by  whatever  name  they 
may  assume,  by  that  name  the  corporation  may  exer- 
cise all  the  corporate  privileges  according  to  the  terms 
of  this  charter. 

§  5.  The  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  borrow 

Borrow  money,  mouey  ou  Its  Credit  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
capital  stock,  and  to  secure  the  same  by  mortgage  on 
its  property  and  franchises.  Said  corporation  may, 
whenever  deemed  expedient  by  its  directors,  sell  and 
convey  such  property  held  by  it.  In  all  such  cases 
the  president  shall,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  corpora- 
tion, and  in  its  name,  execute  such  deed  or  bill  of  sale, 
and  the  title  of  the  corporation  shall  thereby  pass  to 
the  purchaser. 

§  6.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  corporation 

offlciai  power,  shall  have  power  to  divide  the  market-house  into  as 
many  stalls  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  may  sell  or 
let  for  a  term  of  years  said  stalls,  or  any  portion 
of  them,  or  any  ground  owned  or  controlled  by  said 
corporation. 
§  7.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to 

By  lavs.         make  by-laws  for  the  government  of  the  corporation,

market- house  and  grounds  and  use  thereof,  and  amend 
the  same  at  pleasure.  They  may,  by  said  by-laws, 
provide  what  conduct  on  the  part  of  any  lessee  shall 
authorize  a  forfeiture  of  the  lease  or  annulment  of 
any  deed  to  any  stall  or  any  part  of  said  market- 
house  or  grounds.

CHAPTER  796. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  to  authorize  the  Pendleton  county  court  to 
issue  and  sell  bonds  and  provide  means  of  redeeming  and  regulating 
the  manner  of  executing  sale  of  bonds  and  disbursement  of  funds, 
approved  March  31,  1886. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
Tnonwealth  of  Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the 
Pendleton  county  court  to  issue  and  sell  bonds  and 
provide  means  of  redeeming  and  regulating  manner 
of  sale  and  disbursement  of  funds,"  approved  31st 
day  of  March,  1886,  be,  and  the  same  is,  amended  as 
follows :  That  the  county  court  of  Pendleton  shall 
have  power  and  is  hereby  authorized,  in  their  discre- 
tion, out  of  the  proceeds  received  from  the  sale  of 
said  bonds,  to  take  up  the  turnpike  bonds  of  said 
county  now  outstanding.  The  remainder  of  said  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  used  for  no 
other  purpose  than  that  specified  in  first  section  of 
the  said  act. 

§  2.  The  said  county  court  shall  have  the  power, 
when  composed  of  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  said 
county  and  concurring  therein,  to  make  not  exceed- 
ing a  levy  twenty-five  cents  on  all  the  real  and  per- 
sonal property  owned  in  said  county,  which  shall  be 
collected  by  the  sheriff  and  accounted  for  by  him  as 
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other  taxes  ;  and  he  and  his  sureties  shall  be  account- 
able on  his  county  levy  bond  for  a  failure  to  collect  or 
pay  over  the  taxes  so  collected  by  him  for  said  turn- 
pike purposes. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

person  or  persons  of  unsound  mind,  in  proceedings  to 
sell  the  real  property  of  persons  under  disability,  as 
provided  by  the  Civil  Code  of  Practice,  chapter  14, 
or  upon  any  other  bond  or  bonds  required  or  neces- 
sary to  be  executed  by  said  company  as  guardian, 
trustee,  committee  or  otherwise,  or  upon  any  bond 
of  indemnity  or  other  bond  or  bonds  that  may  be 
required  of  said  company  in  the  course  of  any  judi- 
cial proceeding  or  in  the  prosecution  of  any  remedy 
allowed  by  law  to  it  in  any  of  its  fiducial  capaci- 
ties." 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  798. 

AN  ACT  relating  to  the  clerks  of  the  general  council  of  the  city  ot 

Louisville. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  tJie  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  aldermen  shall, 
as  soon  as  practicable  after  each  session,  prepare  an 
accurate  report  of  the  proceedings  of  his  board,  and 
present  the  same  under  his  signature  to  the  city  prin- 
ter for  publication,  and  shall  keep  a  journal  in  a  plain,  Reports 
legible  hand  of  the  proceedings  of  his  board,  and  fur- 
nish a  correct  index  thereto,  and  keep  a  record  and 
enter  therein  all  ordinances  which  have  passed  the 
general  council  and  have  become  operative  by  the 
signature  of  the  mayor  or  otherwise,  and  furnish  a 
correct  index  thereto ;  he  shall  file  and  preserve,  in 
bundles  of  convenient  size,  properly  marked  with 
dates,  all  ordinances,  contracts,  apportionments  and 
bonds ;  he  shall  be  clerk  of  the  general  council  when 
in  joint  session,  and  clerk  of  the  street  improvement 
committee;  he  shall  attest  copies  of  all  records  or 
papers  in  the  custody  of  the  clerks  of  the  general 
council  to  be  used  in  courts  of  law  or  by  the  city  ;  he 
shall  make  out  notices  of  garnishments  of  rents  for 
taxes  as  reported  to  him  by  the  receiver  of  city  taxes, 
in  accordance  with  an  act  to  revise  and  amend  the  tax 
laws  of  the  city  of  Louisville  and  laws  amendatory 
thereof,  and  when  a  claim  has  passed  the  general 
council  and  been  approved  by  the  mayor,  or  become 
valid  otherwise,  he  shall  attest  the  duplicate  and 
deliver  the  same  to  the  Auditor. 

§  2.  That  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  councilmen  shall.  Proceedings, 
as  soon  as  practicable  after  each  session,  prepare  an 
accurate  report  of  the  proceedings  of  his  board,  and 
present  the  same  under  his  signature  to  the    city 
printer  for  publication ;  and  shall  keep  a  journal  in 
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a  plain,  legible  hand  of  the  proceedings  of  his  board, 
and  furnish  a  correct   index  thereto  ;    and   keep  a 
record  and  enter  therein  all  resolutions  which  have 
passed  the  general  council  and  become  operative  by 
the  signature  of  the  mayor  or  otherwise,  and  furnish 
a  correct  index  thereto ;  and  to  furnish  to  the  differ- 
ent departments  copies  of   all  such  resolutions  per- 
taining to  their  departments,  and  keep  a  record  in 
alphabetical  order  of  each  claim  and  pay-roll  that  has 
passed  the  general  council  and  received  the  signature 
of  the  mayor,  giving  the  dates  it  passed  each  board 
and  the  date  it  was  approved  by  the  mayor.     He  shall 
file  and  preserve,  in  bundles  of  convenient  size,  prop- 
erly marked   with  dates  for  each  month,   all   reso- 
lutions,   claims  and   pay-rolls,   and  shall  notify  all 
keepers    of   taverns    and    coffee-houses    when    their 
licenses  have   been  granted  by  the  general  council, 
and  file  said  petitions  in  bundles  of  convenient  size. 
He  shall  attest  copies  of  all  records  or  papers  in  the 
custody  of  the  clerks  of   the  general  council,  to  be 
used  in  courts  of  law  or  by  the  city ;  to  issue  all  ap- 
portionment warrants  against  owners  of  property  for 
grading  or  paving  streets,  alleys  or  sidewalks,  or  for 
digging  and  walling  cisterns,  or  constructing  wells,  and 
keep  a  record  and  enter  therein  all  of  said  warrants 
issued,  and  furnish  a  correct  index  thereto  ;  to  make 
out  all  distraint   warrants  for  taxes  as  reported  to 
him  by  the  receiver  of  taxes,  in  accordance  with  an 
act  to  revise  and  amend  the  tax  laws  of  the  city  of 
Louisville  and  laws  amendatory  thereof. 
§  3.  That  said  clerks  shall,  after  each  meeting,  sign 
•Signatures.      all  papcrs  that  have  passed  the  general  council,  and 
procure  the  signature  of  the  presidents  of  each  board 
to  same,  and  immediately  thereafter  deliver  the  same, 
except  the  vouchers  and  pay-rolls,  to  the  city  attorney, 
who  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  mayor  of  said  city 
after  examination.     The  mayor  shall  indorse  on  every 
paper  the  time  it  was  presented  to  him,  and  the  city 
attorney  shall  report  to  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  alder- 
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men  the  time  of  delivery  of  the  paper  by  him  to  the 
mayor,  and  the  clerk  shall  record  such  report. 

§  4.  The  said  clerks  shall  give  bond,  to  be  approved 
by  the  general  council,  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  duties. 

g  5.  Tlie  salaries  of  said  clerks  shall  be  fifteen  hun- 
dred dollars,  and  shall  not  exceed  sixteen  hundred 
dollars  each  per  annum,  to  be  paid  in  monthly  install- 
ments. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

with  said  act.  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed, 
and  in  lieu  thereof  the  same  are  conferred  upon  the 
county  judge  of  Campbell  county.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Lewisburg,  in    Logaa 

county.

Be  it  enacted  'by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com-

§  1.  That  all  persons  convicted  of  violation  of  the 
law^  or  ordinances  of  the  town  of  Lewisbarg,  and 
adjudged  to  pay  a  fine  in  default  of  payment,  shall 
be  compelled  to  work  on  streets  in  said  town,  or 
employed  at  such  other  work  as  the  police  judge  may 
prescribe  until  said  fine  and  costs  are  paid,  at  the 
rate  of  one  dollar  per  day ;  and  the  said  police  judge 
may  also  prescribe  what  task  shall  constitute  a  day's 
work. 

§  2.  That  all  fines  for  violation  of  the  laws  of  the 
State  inside  of  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town,  as 
well  as  those  for  violation  of  the  by-laws  or  ordinances 
of  said  town,  shall  be  paid  into  the  town  treasury  for 
the  benefit  of  said  town. 

§  3.  To  repeal  a  part  of  section  3  of  charter :  where- 
ever  it  now  reads  "to  elect  town  marshal,"  that 
it  may  read,  ''trustees  appoint  marshal  at  the  time 
a  new  board  go  into  oflSce  or  organize."

Wherkas,  Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  H4  of 
the  General  Statutes  W.  B.  Edwards,  of  Hart  county, 
was  appointed  and  qualified  and  acted  as  elisor  for 
seventy-two  days,  and  was  allowed  therefor  by  an 
order  of  the  Hart  circuit  court  two  hundred  and  six- 
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teen  dollars,  and,  under  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney 
Oeneral,  the  Auditor  failed  to  pay  fifty-seven  doUaTs 
of  said  claim  ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaZth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  draw  his 
warrant  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  for 
fifty-seven  dollars  in  favor  of  W.  B.  Edwards,  and 
that  the  Treasurer  pay  same  out  of  any  money  in  the 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

§  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  802. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  school  district  No.  9,  in  Nelson  county. 

Whereas,  A  judgment  was  rendered  by  the  Nel- 
son circuit  court  at  its  October  term,  1886,  in  favor 
of  the  Bardstown  and  Louisville  Turnpike  Company 
against  school  district  No.  9,  in  said  county,  for  the 
sale  of  the  school-house  and  lot  on  which  it  stands, 
to  pay  a  debt  of  about  one  hundred  dollars,  of  which 
about  one-half  is  due  the  State  ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
Ttionwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Commonwealth  hereby  releases  to 
school  district  No.  9,  in  Nelson  county,  whatever 
may  be  due  the  State  in  consequence  of  a  suit  lately 
decided  in  the  Nelson  circuit  court,  in  which  the 
Bardstcwn  and  Louisville  Turnpike  Company  was 
plaintiff  and  school  district  No.  9  was  defendant. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

[Became  a  law  without  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  April  24,  1886.] 
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CHAPTER  804. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  re-charter  the  town  of  I 

London,  Laurel  county." 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
Tnonwealth  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  re-charter  the 
town  of  London,  Laurel  county,"  approved  April  24, 
1884,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  as  follows, 
viz: 

First.  By  inserting  after  the  word  "absence,"  and 
before  the  word  "  the,"  in  the  twentj^- third  line  of  sec- 
tion 17  of  said  act,  the  following  words  :  "or  if  he  can 
not  properly  preside  in  the  case." 

Second,  By  striking  oat  the  words  "justices  of  the 
peace  of  Laurel  county,"  in  the  thirtieth  line  of  sec- 
tion 17,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following 
words :  "  The  judge  of  the  Laurel  quarterly  court." 

Third.  By  striking  out  between  the  word  "trial," 
in  the  thirty-second  line  of  said  section  17,  and  the 
word  "in,"  where  it  occurs  in  the  thirty- fourth  line 
of  said  section,  the  following  words :  "  And  some  speci- 
fied day  to  be  set  by  said  police  judge  in  the  months 
of  April,  July,  October  and  January  of  each  year," 
and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following :  "A  reg- 
ular term  of  the  said  police  court  shall  be  held 
monthly,  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  the  judge  thereof, 
and  said  court  may  continue  from  day  to  day  if  the 
business  require  it." 

Fourth.  By  inserting  after  the  word  "county,"  and 
before  the  word  "the,"  in  the  fortieth  line  of  said 
section,  the  following:  "provided  they  have  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  amount  in  controversy." 

Fifth.  By  striking  out  after  the  w'ord  "  Kentucky," 
in  the  seventy-seventh  line  of  said  section,  and  before 
the  w^ord  "said,"  in  the  eighty-fifth  line  of  said  sec- 
tion,  the  following :  "  P^ither  party  may  appeal  to  the 
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quarterly  court  in  civil  actions,  and  to  the  circuit  court 
of  Laurel  county  in  criminal  or  penal  actions,  in  any 
case  where,  under  the  Civil  Code  of  Practice,  each 
party  would  have  the  right  to  an  appeal  to  the  quar- 
terly court  from  justices'  court,  or  from  quarterly 
court  to  circuit  court,  which  appeal  shall  be  taken  in 
the  same  manner  and  time,  and  then  on  the  same  con- 
ditions as  from  Justices'  or  quarterly  court,"  and  in- 
serting in  lieu  thereof  the  following:  ''Appeals  may 
be  teken  from  the  said  police  court  to  the  circuit  court 
of  Laurel  county,  in  any  case  where,  under  the  Civil 
Code  of  Practice,  each  party  would  have  the  right  to 
an  appeal  from  the  quarterly  court  to  the  circuit 
court,  which  appeal  shall  be  taken  in  the  same  man- 
ner and  time,  and  on  the  same  conditions,  as  from  the 
quarterly  court." 

Sixth.  By  striking  out  the  word  ''may,"  in  the 
ninety-fifth  line  of  said  section,  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  word  "shall." 

Seoenth.  By  adding  at  the  close  of  section  17  the 
following,  viz:  "The  judge  of  said  court  shall  have 
concurrent  power  with  the  judge  of  the  county  court 
of  Laurel  county  to  grant  injunctions,  attachments, 
writs  of  habeas  corpus  and  orders  for  the  sale  of  at- 
tached property  in  the  absence  of  the  circuit  judge 
from  said  county.     In  all  cases  in  which  he  may  issue 
a  writ  of  habeas  corpus^  same  shall  be  returned  for 
trial  before  him  if  all  the  officers  mentioned  in  sub- 
section 1,  section  399,  of  the  Criminal  Code  of  Prac- 
tice, be  absent  from  the  county  at  the  time  of  trial. 
The  judge  of  said  court  shall  be  the  clerk  thereof,  and 
shall  issue  all  processes,  and  do  all  other  acts  as  such 
that  may  be  necessary  to  effectuate  the  jurisdiction  of 
said  court  in  the  same  manner,  and  under  the  same 
restrictions,  as  are  imposed  by  law  on  judges  of  quar- 
terly courts  ;  but  he  may,  by  an  order  on  the  records 
of  said  court,  appoint  a  clerk  thereof,  who  shall,  in 
the  absence  of  said  judge,  or  in  case  of  his  inability  to 
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act,  do  and  perform  all  the  clerical  duties  of  said 
judge  to  the  same  extent  as  if  done  by  the  judge. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  805. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  spirituous  liquors  in  the  county  of  Liv- 
ingston. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assewbly  of  the  Com- 
Toonwealth  of  KentucTcy : 

§  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell,  bar- 
seiiiDguquore.  ter  or  loau  any  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or 
any  mixture  of  either,  or  any  intoxicating  drink,  in 
Livingston  county,  Kentucky :  Prodded^  This  act 
shall  not  prohibit  a  regular  druggist  from  selling  vin- 
ous or  spirituous  liquors  on  the  prescription  of  a 
resident  physician  of  good  standing  for  medicinal 
Penalty.  purposes  ;  aud  any  one  so  offending  shall,  for  the  first 
offense,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  fifty  nor 
more  than  two  hundred  and  fiftv  dollars  ;  and  for  the 
second  offense,  and  all  subsequent  offenses,  upon  con- 
viction, shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, to  be  recovered  by  indictment  in  the  Livingston 
circuit  court,  or  by  warrant  before  any  justice  of  the 
peace  in  Livingston  county.  The  fines  collected  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer 
of  Livingston  county,  and  be  applied  by  him  in  pay- 
ment of  Livingston  county  indebtedness. 
§  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  county  judge  of 
Liquor  licente.  Livlugstou  couuty,  or  the  trustees  or  board  of  council 
of  any  town  in  said  county,  to  grant  or  issue  license 
to  any  person  to  sell  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors 
in  said  county,  or  town  in  said  county,  and  any  license 
issued  shall  be  void. 
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^  3.  Before  the  provisions  of  the  foregoinof  sections  Liquor  election. 
shall  be  in  force  an  election  shall  be  held  in  the  county 
of  Livingston,  to  take  the  sense  of  the  legal  voters  of  Election  uw. 
said  coxinty  on  the  question  whether  spirituous,  vinous 
or  malt  liquors  shall  be  sold  therein  ;  said  election  shall 
be  held  at  the  several  voting  precincts  in  said  county  on 
the  first  Monday  in  August,  1886,  and  the  officers  of 
election  appointed  by  the  county  judge  to  hold  the  elec- 
tion, and  holding  the  election  for  county  officers  at  that 
time,  shall  take  the  vote  on  the  question.     The  county 
court  clerk  shall  furnish  poll-books  for  each  precinct, 
with  two  columns,  one  to  be  headed,  '*For  the  sale  of 
spirituous,  vinous  and  malt  liquors,"  and  the  other 
headed,  ''Against  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt 
liquors,"  and  in  these  columns  the  vote  on  the  question 
shall  be  entered  as  polled.   Those  voting  against  the  sale 
of  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors  shall  be  construed 
as  voting  in  favor  of  this  act.     The  officers  conducting 
said  election  shall  certify  the  result,  and  cause  the 
poll-book  to  be  returned  in  three  days  after  said  elec-

which  certificate  shall  be  entered  of  record  in  the  order 
book  of  the  Livingston  county  court,  and  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act  shall  then  be  in  force. 
§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  make  Big  Barron  river  a  lawful  fence  from  Allen  coudIt 

line  to  Bowling  Oreen. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Asserably  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Big  Barren  river,  from  where  it  cross^ 
the  Allen  county  line  and  enters  Warren  county, 
until  it  reaches  Bowling  Green,  is  hereby  made  and 
declared  a  lawful  fence,  as  to  the  i)ersons  owning  land 
adjoining  Big  Barren  river. 

§  2.  That  this  law  is  not  applicable  to  any  person  or 
persons  except  those  who  own  land  that  adjoins  Big 
Barren  river,  or  extends  across  both  sides  of  Big  Bar- 
ren river. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  after  August  1,  1886.

CHAPTER  807. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Sand  Hill  and  Concord   Turnpike  Road 

Company,  of  Lewis  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monioealth  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  incorporated  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  road  from  Sand 
Hill  to  the  town  of  Concord,  in  Lewis  county.  The 
name  and  style  of  said  company  shall  be  the  Sand 
Hill  and  Concord  Turnpike  Road  Company  ;  by  that 
name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  with  power  to 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  and 
all  other  powers  incident  to  corporations  of  this  char- 
acter. 

§  2.  The  following  persons  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners  t/O  open  books  and  receive  subscrip- 
tions to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  viz :  Jack- 
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son  Norris,  B.  L.  Wells,  John  M.  Freemax,  Greo.  S. 
Doyle  and  W.  S.  Jeffers,  any  three  of  whom  may 
act. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  and 
the  entire  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not 
exceed  the  amount  necessary  to  <5onstract  said  road 
and  erection  of  toll-houses  and  gates  and  other  neces- 
sary buildings  and  appliances. 

§  4.  When  a  sufficient  amount  of  stock  has  been 
subscribed  to  justify  the  beginning  the  work  on  said 
road,  the  commissioners,  or  such  of  them  as  may  act, 
shall,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  deem  proper, 
call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  and  hold  an  elec- 
tion for  a  president  and  four  directors  for  one  year  or 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

§  5.  The  width  of  the  road  or  the  width  of  that 
part  covered  with  metal,  and  the  depth  of  the  broken 
metal,  the  size  thereof,  and  the  grade  of  said  road,  as 
also  the  elevation,  shall  be  determined  by  the  direct- 
ors, a  majority  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to 
transact  business. 

§  6.  Said  directors  shall  locate  said  road  on  the 
most  practicable  route  for  that  purpose ;  may,  with 
their  engineers,  chain  carriers  and  other  hands,  enter 
upon  the  lands  and  highways  along  said  route,  and 
lay  oflf  and  locate  the  same.  Said  company  may  also 
go  upon  the  lands  and  highways  along  said  route, 
and  lay  oflE  and  locale  the  same.  Said  company 
may  also  go  upon  the  lands  or  inclosures  contig- 
uous or  near  to  their  road  to  examine  any  land,  quar- 
ries of  stone ;  and  if  the  directors  and  owner  or 
owners  of  said  land  or  other  necessary  material  to 
construct  said  road  or  any  part  thereof,  any  bridge 
or  culvert  thereon,  fail  to  agree  to  the  value  thereof, 
the  president  of  said  company  may,  in  the  name  of 
the  company,  apply  to  and  obtain  from  the  county 
court  of  the  county  in  which  the  land  or  material  is 
situated  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum  to  assess  the 
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damages  to  the  land  or  value  of  material  to  be  ased, 
and  after  a  tender  of  the  amount  of  damages  assessed 
to  the  owner,  the  company,  with  every  appliance  neces- 
ssry  in  the  construction  of  said  road,  enter  upon  such 
lands  and  make  said  road. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  di- 
rectors to  appoint  one  of  their  number  treasurer,  who 
shall  execute  bond  with  approved  [security],  and  shall 
be  responsible  for  all  moneys  of  the  company.  He 
shall  keep  an  accurate  [account]  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  said  company  in  a  book  kept  for  that 
purpose,  which  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any 
stockholder  at  any  time. 

§  8.  The  judge  of  the  Lewis  county  court  shall  issue 
bonds  to  the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars  per  mile 
for  each  mile  of  said  road  as  soon  as  the  company  is 
organized,  and  any  one  mile  of  said  road  under  con- 
tract to  responsible  parties. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

§  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  810. 


AK  ACT  to  prevent  stock  from  running  at  lare^e  in  magisterial  districts 

Nos.  5  and  6,  in  Todd  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
mauweaZth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1 .  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  owning  or 
having  care  of  any  stock,  of  any  kind  whatever,  to 
permit  the  same  to  run  at  large  in  either  of  the  magis- 
terial districts,  Nos.  5  and  6,  in  Todd  county,  after 
this  act  takes  effect ;  and  any  person  or  persons  so 
offending  shall  be  liable  to  such  penalties  and  dam- 
ages as  are  herein  prescribed  and  provided  for  in  this 
act. 

§  2.  That  whenever  any  stock  of  any  kind  shall  be 
found  running  at  large  in  either  of  said  districts,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  or  his 
deputies,  or  any  constable  of  either  of  said  districts^ 
or  any  marshal  of  the  same,  when  said  stock  is  found 
or  presented  to  him,  to  take  and  impound  or  confine 
said  stock,  and  provide  for  their  feeding  and  safe- 
keeping until  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  stock  shall 
have  redeemed  the  same  by  the  payment  of  all  fees 
and  costs  of  every  kind  incident  to  such  taking,  feed- 
ing and  keeping;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
oflicers  taking  or  having  said  property  to  notify  the 
owner  or  owners  thereof,  if  living  in  either  of  said 
districts  or  the  county  (if  known  to  him),  within  five 
days  from  the  taking  thereof;  and  if  stock  found 
offending  agaiilst  the  provisions  of  this  act  is  not 
redeemed  within  five  days  after  said  notice,  said  ofli- 
cers  shall  advertise  (ten  days  before  the  day  of  sell- 
ing) such  stock  for  sale  at  the  voting  place  where 
said  stock  was  taken.  The  sale  shall  be  proceeded 
with  in  the  same  manner  as  sales  are  conducted  under 
executions  for  the  recovery  of  debt.  The  sale  shall 
be  made  on  a  credit  of  three  months,  the  purchaser 
giving  bond  with  good  security,  payable  to  the  oflBcer 
making  the  sale,  who  shall  for  sale  and  advertisement 
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receive  the  same  commissions  and  fees  that  are  allowed 
for  sales  of  similar  property  under  execution. 

§  3.  Whenever  any  stock  of  any  kind  shall  be 
found  upon  the  premises  or  trespassing  upon  the 
premises,  possessions  or  inclosures  of  any  person, 
within  either  of  said  districts,  whether  owner,  lessee 
or  tenant,  the  owner  of  said  stock  shall  be  liable 
for  all  damages  and  dues,  and  for  all  costs  incident 
to  such  damage,  recoverable  before  any  officer  hav- 
ing  jurisdiction  thereof  in  said  district ;  and  the  party 
injured  shall  have  a  lien  on  said  stock  so  trespass- 
ing or  doing  injury  for  all  damages,  costs  and  fees, 
and  may  also  have  execution  levied  upon  said  stock 
and  the  same  sold  in  satisfaction  thereof,  notwith- 
standing it  may  be  exempt  from  sale  under  execu- 
tion. Any  person  finding  any  stock  upon  his  prem- 
ises or  upon  premises  under  his  control  shall  have  the 
right  to  take  up  and  turn  the  same  over  to  any  of  the 
officers  named  in  this  act. 

§  4.  For  taking  up  stock  running  at  large  or  com- 
mitting trespass,  the  officer  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
following  fees  :  For  each  horse,  jack,  jennet,  mule, 
colt,  bull,  cow,  heifer  or  calf,  over  six  months  old, 
one  dollar  ;  and  for  each  hog,  pig,  sheep  or  other  cat- 
tle, under  six  months  old,  twenty-five  cents. 

§  6.  When  the  bond  hereinbefore  mentioned  in  this 
act  shall  be  collected,  after  all  the  costs  and  expenses 
connected  with  the  taking,  keeping  and  sale  shall  be 
paid,  the  officer  collecting  the  same  shall  pay  the  re- 
mainder, if  any,  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  over  to 
the  owner  of  said  stock,  and  the  sheriff  or  officer, 
whoever  he  may  be,  shall  be  responsible  on  his  official 
bond  for  his  acts  or  shortcomings  under  this  act. 

§  6.  That  any  of  the  officers  mentioned  in  this  act 
who  shall,  on  his  own  knowledge,  or  information  given 
by  others,  fail  to  take  up  such  stock  as  may  be  found 
running  at  large,  fails  to  perform  his  duty  required 
by  this  act,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for 
each  offense. 
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§  7.   This  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the   qualified 
voters  of  each  of  said  districts  on  the  first  Saturday 
in  Jane,  1886,  and  it  shall  -be  the  duty  of  the  various 
officers  who  held  the  election  in  August,  1885,  at  the 
voting  places  in  said  districts,  to  hold  said  elections,  if 
they  can  be  had,  and  if  not,  then  those  that  can  be 
are  to  appoint  in  place  of  the  ones  not  to  be  had, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  open  a  poll  at  each  voting 
place  in  said  precincts  and  propound  to  each  voter  who 
may  offer  to  vote  at  said  election  the  question  :  "Are 
you  for  or  against  the  stock  law  ? "  and  record  his  vote 
in  accordance  with  his  response  to  said  question.    The 
vote  shall  be  certified  and  returned  and  compared  as 
required  in  elections  for  State  and  county  officers  ;  and 
in  each  of  said  districts,  when  it  shall  appear  by  the 
certificate  of  the  examining  board  that  a  majority 
of  those  voting  in  said  district  voted  in  favor  of  said 
law,  then  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  in 
said  district ;  and  when  it  shall  appear  that  a  major- 
ity voted  against  it,  it  shall  not  apply.    It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  examining  board  to  make  out  a  certificate, 
under  oath,  of  the  number  of  votes  cast  at  said  elec- 
tion under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  giving  the  num- 
ber ca^t  at  each  voting  place  in  each  district  for  and 
against  the  stock  law,  and  [deliver]  the  same  to  the 
county  judge  of  said  county,  who  shall  cause  the  same 
to  be  entered  of  record  by   the  county  court  clerk. 
Said  districts  are  to  pay  all  the  costs  and  expenses  of 
said  election. 

§  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  Todd 
county,  at  least  thirty  days  before  said  election,  to 
advertise  by  printed  notices,  stuck  up  at  three  or 
more  public  places  in  each  of  said  districts,  that  a 
vote  will  be  taken  on  the.  first  Saturday  in  June, 
1886,  at  the  various  voting  places  in  said  districts 
for  and  against  said  stock  law.

§  9.  This  act,  so  far  as  taking  the  vote  as  provided 
herein,  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 

its  passage.  Approved  April  26,  1886.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  James  L.  Plummer,  late  sheriff  of  Simpson 

county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
Toonwealth  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  draw  his 
warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Kentucky 
for  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  and  twenty-six  cents,  in 
favor  of  James  L.  Plummer,  amount  of  taxes  paid  into 
the  Treasury  of  this  State  by  said  Plummer  as  sheriff 
upon  property  listed  but  not  owned  by  the  party  as- 
sessed.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  Henry  C.  Wells  to  erect  a  mill-dam  across  DaniaVs 

creek,  Johnson  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  Heniy  C.  Wells  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
authorized  to  erect  a  mill-dam  in  and  across  Danial's 
creek,  Johnson  county.  Said  dam  shall  be  so  con- 
structed as  not  to  interfere  nor  obstruct  the  navigation 
of  said  creek  for  the  purpose  of  drifting  and  floating 
logs  and  staves  out  of  said  creek.

§  1.  That  sections  5,  6,  7  and  9  of  an  act,  entitled 
''An  act  to  amend  the  several  acts  incorporating  the 
town  of  Williamstown,  in  Grant  county,"  approved 
Januaiy  31,  1878,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  re- 
pealed, and  the  oflSice  of  chairman  of  the  board  of 
trustees  as  therein  provided  for  is  abolished. 

§  2.  That  sections  11,  16  and  18  of  the  act  approved 
March  9,  1868,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  several 
acts  incorporating  the  town  of  Williamstown,  in  Grant 
county,"  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  re-enacted,  and 
the  office  of  police  judge  of  said  town  as  therein  pro- 
vided for  is  hereby  re-established. 

§  3.  That  hereafter  there  shall  be  but  five  trustees 
lor  said  town,  who  shall  be  elected  annually  and  con- 
stitute the  board ;  and  said  board  of  trustees  shall 
elect  one  of  their  number  as  president  of  said  board, 
and  he  shall  have  and  may  exercise  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  a  member  of  said  board,  preside  at  its 
meetings,  sign  orders  and  do  and  perform  any  and  all 
the  acts  and  duties  pertaining  to  his  said  office  of 
president. 

§  4.  That  any  and  all  of  the  provisions  contained  in 
the  said  acts  approved  March  9,  1868,  and  approved 
January  31,  1878,  which  are  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  are  hereby  repeated :  Provided^ 
That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  deprive 
the  present  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  from 
discharging  the  duties  imposed  on  said  oflice  until  the 
election  and  qualification  of  a  police  judge  under  this 
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act ;  but  said  chairman  of  this  board  of  trustees  shall 
continue  to  discharge  those  duties  until  that  time.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
Tnonwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  section  3  of  an  act,  approved  March  14, 
1872,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  Bry- 
antsville, and  further  amend  an  act  approved  February 
14,  1871,"  is  hereby  re-enacted  and  amended  as  fol 
lows :  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  the 
power  to  license  hotels,  coffee-houses,  groceries  or 
drug  stores  in  said  town  where  spirituous,  vinous 
or  malt  liquors  may  be  sold,  and  shall  have  the  power 
to  collect  from  any  person  or  persons  to  whom  they 
have  granted  such  privileges  an  annual  tax  not  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  dollars,  the  tax  always  to  be 
paid  in  advance.  The  trustees  shall  have  power 
to  prescribe  rules  for  the  government  of  such  saloons, 
hotels,  coffee-houses,  drug  stores,  etc.,  and  may,  at 
any  time,  for  a  violation  of  the  rules,  suspend  such 
persons  from  the  right  to  sell  or  vend  spirituous, 
vinous  or  malt  liquors.  That  the  applicant  for  the 
license  provided  in  this  section  shall  pay  the  State 
tax  and  give  bond  as  now  required  by  law. 

§  2.  That  all  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Ay   ACT  to   amend   the  charter  of  the  Georgetown  and  Dry  Ridge 

Turnpike  Company,  in  Scott  county. 

Whereas,  The  Georgetown  and  Dry  Ridge  Tarn- 
pike  was  constructed  under  an  act  of  this  Greneral 
Assembly,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  a  company 
to  construct  a  turnpike  road  from  Covinojton  through 
Williamstown  and  Georgetown  to  Lexington,  in  Fay- 
ette county,"  approved  February  22,  1834,  and  under 
an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the 
Covington  and  Lexington  Turnpike  Road  Company, 
and  to  incorporate  the  Georgetown  and  Dry  Ridge 
Turnpike  Road  Company  as  a  separate  and  independ- 
ent corapan\%"  approved  March  22, 1851 ;  and  whereas, 
under  the  general  statute  law  of  the  State  then  in 
force,  the  board  of  internal  improvement  had  the 
power  and  authority  to  supervise  the  construction  of 
turnpikes  ia  which  the  State  was  a  stockholder,  and 
to  change  the  grades,  width  and  manner  of  construct- 
ing said  roads  from  those  prescribed  by  the  charters 
of  said  turnpike  road  companies;  and  whereas,  the 
Georgetown  and  Dry  Ridge  Turnpike  was  constructed 
according  to  the  plans  and  specifications  prescribed  by 
and  under  the  supervision  of  the  board  of  internal 
improvement,  which  road,  when  completed,  was  ac- 
cepted and  received  by  the  State  and  by  said  turnpike 
company  as  thus  constructed,  and  has  been  in  use  for 
more  than  thirty  years ;  and  whereas,  the  plan,  speci- 
fications and  rules  so  prescribed  by  the  board  of  in- 
ternal improvement  under  which  said  road  was  built 
and  accepted  have  been  lost  or  destroyed ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Georgetown  and  Dry  Ridge  Turnpike 
Road,  as  constructed  and  built  from  Georgetown  to 
the  Grant  county  line,  be  declared  to  be  constructed 
:according  to  the  provisions  of  the  acts  of  General 
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Assembly  recited  in  the  above  preamble,  as  modified 
and  changed  by  the  State  board  of  internal  improve- 
ment, and  from  the  passage  of  this  act  said  turnpike 
road  company  shall  be  deemed  to  have  complied  with 
all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  laws  under  which 
the  same  was  built  and  constructed. 

§  2.  That  for  all  violations  of  the  laws  applicable 
to  turnpike  roads  said  company  shall  be  proceeded 
against  in  the  manner  and  be  subjected  to  all  the 
penalties  prescribed  by  the  General  Statutes. 

§  3.  None  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  con- 
strued as  releasing  said  turnpike  company  from  lia- 
bility for  failure  to  keep  said  road  in  a  safe  and  proper 
condition  for  travel. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  a  new  charter  for 
the  town  of  Elkton,  in  Todd  county,**  approved  April  21,  1884. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  section  9  of  article  3  of  an  act,  entitled 
"An  act  to  establish  a  new  charter  for  the  town  of 
Elkton,  in  Todd  connty,"  passed  April  21,  1884,  be 
amended  as  follows :  Strike  out  all  of  the  first  sentence 
of  said  section  after  the  word  ''by,"  in  the  third  line 
thereof,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following  words : 
*'The  board  of  trustees,  until  the  next  regular  town 
election,  when  said  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  election." 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  817. 

AN    ACT  to  establish  an  additional  magisterial  district  in  Todd  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
'monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  there  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  established 
in  Todd  county,  an  additional  magisterial  district,  the 
same  to  be  a  voting  precinct,  and  have  all  the  rights, 
povwers  and  privileges  of  the  other  magisterial  dis- 
tricts in  said  county,  and  be  known  and  designated  as 
district  number  eight  (8),  and  bounded  as  follows: 
Beginning  in  the  center  of  the  public  road  leading 
from  Elkton  to  Grreenville,  where  said  road  crosses  the 
line  between  the  counties  of  Todd  and  Muhlenberg,

creek,  a  fork  of  Clifty  creek ;  thence  up  said  Sulphur 
Lick  creek,  with  its  meanders,  to  a  spring  called  the 
head  of  said  creek,  at  what  is  called  the  Narrows,  and 
near  the  Elkton  and  Greenville  road,  at  a  point  oppo- 
site Martin  Black's  residence,  including  him  ;  thence 
a  northwardly  course  to  J.  R.  Lathan's  ;  thence  same 
course  to  Mrs.  Susan  Willis';  thence  same  course  to 
A.  G.  Roper's,  including  all  of  them  in  said  district;

hereby  empowered  to  build  and  operate  a  branch 
road,  leading  from  its  main  road  at  a  point  between 
the  corner  of  E.  L.  Porter  and  Bros,  and  Charles 
Burnam  and  the  farm  of  Warner  Lamastus;  thence 
over  the  most  practicable  route,  passing  Bristow  Sta- 
tion, on  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad,  to  the 
Louisville  and  Nashville  Turnpike. 

§  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  said  company,  through 
its  board  of  directors,  is  hereby  empow^ered  to  build 
and  operate  a  branch  road  leading  from  its  main  road, 
at  a  point  between  the  corner  of  E.  L.  Porter  ;nul 
Bros.'  and  Charles  and  Warner  Lamastus'  farm ; 
thence  over  the  most  practicable  route,  crossing  B:ir- 
ren  river  at  or  near  Ewing's  ford  ;  thence  with  the 
general  direction  of  the  Ewing  ford  road  in  the  direc- 
tion of  Bowling  Green  to  where  said  road  intersects 
the  lower  Scottsville  Turnpike. 

§  8.  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  said  company, 
through  its  board  of  directors,  is  hereby  empowered 
to  build  a  bridge  across  Barren  river  at  the  point 
where  said  last  named  branch  road  crosses  said  river, 
and  said  directors  may  obtain  other  subscriptions  of 
stock,  and  provide  for  the  collection  of  same.  The

CHAPTER  831. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Auburn  to  issue  bonds 
for  street  purposes,  and  to  levy  a  tax  to  pay  the  interest  and  to  create  a 
sinking  fund  for  the  redemption  of  said  bonds. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweoMh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Au- 
burn are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue 
bonds  of  said  town  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  nine 
thousand  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  macadamizing, 
paving  and  otherwise  improving  the  streets  and  side- 
walks of  said  town.  Said  bonds  may  be  of  any  de- 
nomination not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  each, 
and  shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman  and  clerk  of 
the  board  of  trustees.    The  coupons  for  the  interest 
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shall  be  signed  by  the  clerk  alone.  Said  bonds  shall 
be  issued  in  three  separate  series  of  three  thousand 
dollars,  and  to  bear  six  per  cent,  interest  from  dale. 
'The  first  series  of  said  bonds  shall  run  for  twenty 
years,  but  be  redeemable  at  the  pleasure  of  said  town 
:at  any  time  after  five  years;  the  second  series  shall 
run  for  twenty  years,  but  shall  be  redeemable  at  the 
pleasure  of  said  town  at  any  time  after  ten  years ;  the 
third  series  of  said  bonds  shall  run  for  twenty  years, 
but  be  redeemable  at  the  pleasure  of  said  town  at  any 
time  after  fifteen  years,  and  said  bonds  shall  be  non- 
taxable by  said  town. 

§  2.  Said  bonds  shall  not  be  issued  by  the  trustees  of 
said  town  until  the  question  shall  have  been  submitted 
to  the  legal  voters  in  said  town,  and  a  majority  of  the 
legal  voters  shall  have  voted  in  favor  of  issuing  said 
bonds.  Notice  of  the  intention  to  submit  said  ques- 
tion to  the  voters  of  said  town  shall  be  given  by  printed 
or  written  hand-bills  posted  up  in  at  least  five  conspic- 
uous places  iji  said  town  thirty  days  before  any  such 
election. 

§  3.  The  board  of  trustees  shall,  annually,  set  apart 
six  hundred  dollars  as  a  sinking  fund  for  the  payment, 
at  or  before  maturity,  of  the  bonds  provided  for  in  the 
first  section  of  this  act. 

§  4.  The  board  of  trustees  shall,  annually,  levy  a 
tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds,  and  to 
pay  over  into  the  sinking  fund  the  amount  required 
in  section  3  of*  this  act. 

§  5.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

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CHAPTER  833. 


AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Dren- 
non  Springs  Company,  in  Henry  county,"  approved  April  4,  1884. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  tJie  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  section  4  of  said  act  be  so  amended  as  to 
read  as  follows,  to  wit:  Said  Drennon  Springs  Com- 
pany shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  acquire 
and  hold  by  purchase,  gift  or  otherwise  any  real  or 
personal  property  necessary  to  a  successful  prose- 
cution of  a  general  hotel,  watering  place,  manufactur- 
ing and  shipping  business,  including  the  right  and 
power  to  erect  or  purchase  all  necessary  buildings  or 
machinery ;  to  have  tavern  and  coffee-house  licenses 
upon  application  to  the  county  judge  of  Henry  county, 
and  the  payment  of  the  State  tax  to  the  proper  offi- 
cers: Provided^  howeoer^  That  if  at  any  time  the 
property  of  said  company  shall  be  or  become  located 
in  a  local  option  magisterial  district,  then  said  com- 
pany, their  lessees  or  assigns,  shall  have  no  right  to 
sell,  lend  or  give  any  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors 
to  any  person  who  is  a  resident  of  said  district,  and 
shall  be  subject  to  all  the  tines  and  penalties  imposed 
by  said  local  option  law  for  any  vending,  selling  or 
giving  to  persons  whose  home  residence  is  in  said  dis- 
trict. That  said  privilege  to  sell  spirituous,  vinous 
and  malt  liquors  shall  not  be  exercised  until  the  said 
company  has  erected  a  hotel  worth  at  least  two  thou- 
sand dollars  ($2,000) ;  the  liquors  to  be  sold  only 
during  watering  seasons. 

§  2.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  a  marshal  or  policeman,  who  shall  take  the 
oath  provided  by  law;  shall  have  the  rights  and 
powers  of  a  sheriff  to  make  arrests  of  all  persons 
violating  the  criminal  and  penal  laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth ;  his  jurisdiction  to  make  said  arrests  shall 
extend  to  the  grounds  of  this  company,  aU  public 
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roads  running  through  same,  and  to  any  point  within 
a  mile  of  Drennon  Chapel.  The  said  oflBcer  is  to  be 
paid  a  salary  by  the  company,  to  be  fixed  by  the  board 
of  director,  and  there  is  to  be  no  charge  for  his  serv- 
ices against  tlie  State  or  county. 

§  3.  All  laws  in  conflict  with  this  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

§  4.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  834. 


AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Burks ville  and  Leslie  Turnpike  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Asserribly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  R,  M.  Alexander,  J.  W.  Williams,  John 
Incorporators,  jj.  Ritchcy,  Jas.  McMurty  and  G.  B.  McGee,  of 
Cumberland  county,  State  of  Kentucky,  and  their 
associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  "Burksville  and  Leslie  Turnpike 
Company;"  and  by  said  name  and  style  shall  have 
power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be 
sued,  answer  and  be  answered,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
in  all  courts  and  places  in  this  Commonwealth,  and  to 
have  and  to  use  a  common  seal,  and  break,  alter  or 
amend  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  construct  a  turnpike  or  macadamized 
road  from  Burksville,  Cumberland  county,  to  Leslie, 
in  aforesaid  county  ;  to  be  constructed  over  the  Bi^ 
Hill  by  the  most  convenient  and  practicable  route,  to 
be  selected  by  the  company,  to  intersect  the  present 
public  road  leading  over  said  Big  Hill  to  Leslie,  at  any 
point  between  the  dwelling  of  Gran.  B.  McGee' s  and 
Burksville,  Kentucky ;  thence  with  the  present  big 
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road  leading  to  crossing  the  Marrowbone  creek  at 
the  present  town  ford,  near  Mat.  Lynn's  residence ; 
thence  with  such  parts  and  distances  of  the  present 
big  road,  as  the  company  shall  deem  best,  to  its  ter- 
minus, Leslie.  In  order  to  secure  the  moneys  neces- capital  itock. 
sary  to  construct  the  same,  said  company  shall  have 
the  power  to  raise  a  sum  by  the  issue  and  sale  of  cap- 
ital stock,  not  exceeding  six  thousand  dollars,  to  be 
divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  3.  The  books  for  the  subscription  of  slock  shall  subBcHptioM. 
be  opened  in  such  places  as  may  be  deemed  best, 
under  the  direction  of  the  persons  hereafter  named, 
all  of  whom  are  hereby  made  commissioners  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock 
of  said  company,  and  shall  provide  books  or  book, 
which  shall  contain  the  following  obligation,  to  be 
signed  by  every  person  who  shall  take  stock  in  said 
corporation,  viz:  "We,  whose  names  are  hereto  sub- 
scribed,  bind  ourselves  to  pay  to  the  president  and 
directors  of  the  Burksville  and  Leslie  Turnpike  Com- 
pany the  sum  of for  each  and  every  share  of 

stock  set  opposite  our  respective  names,  in  such  man- 
ner and  proportion  and  at  such  time  as  shall  be  re- 
quired by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  com- 
pany." When  the  president  and  directors  shall  bepowewof 
chosen  as  hereafter  provided,  they  shall  have  full 
control  of  said  books,  and  may  cause  the  same  to  be 
opened  from  time  to  time  until  the  entire  amount  of 
stock  herein  authorized  is  subscribed. 

§  4.  So  soon  as  a  majority  of  said  commissioners  organisation, 
shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  a  sufficient  amount  of 
stock  is  subscribed  to  justify  the  commencement  of 
said  road,  they  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders, and  hold  an  election  for  president  and  four 
directors,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year, 
and  until  their  successors  are  chosen  :  Promded^  That  vacancies, 
should  a  vacancy  occur,  the  remaining  directors  shall 
fill  the  same  by  appointment  made  by  the  president, 
with  the  consent  or  by  an  election  by  a  majority  of 
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the  remaining  directors  and  president ;  and  should  the 
offices  of  all  the  directors  become  vacant,  any  three 
stockholders  may  call  a  meeting  to  fill  by  election  the 
vacancies.  The  directors  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
a  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary ;  and  the  treasurer,  before 
he  enters  on  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  shall  execute 
a  bond,  with  approved  security,  to  said  company,  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty. 

§  5.  The  company  shall  have  power  to  acquire,  hold 
or  sell  real  and  personal  estate,  as  the  same  may  be 
deemed  necessary  in  the  construction  or  operation  of 
said  road,  and  to  all  other  acts  and  things  necessary 
in  the  exercise  of  the  power  herein  conferred.  The 
width  of  said  road  shall  not  exceed  thirty-three  feet, 
nor  be  less  than  twenty-five  feet,  and  the  macadam- 
ized part  thereof  shall  not  exceed  fourteen  feet ; 
the  depth  of  the  metal  shall  be  six  inches  ordina- 
rily. The  grade  shall  not  exceed  four  degrees ;  but 
where  the  nature  of  the  hills  and  ground  requires  it^ 
the  directors  may  order  a  grade  of  six  degrees.  So 
soon  as  two  miles  of  said  road  shall  have  been  com- 
pleted from  Burksville,  the  company  shall  have  the 
privilege  to  charge  toll  for  travel  over  same ;  charg- 
ing half  toll  on  all  animals,  stock,  vehicles,  etc.,  and 
at  the  rate  prescribed  in  the  General  Statutes;  and 
when  the  company  shall  have  put  a  bridge  across 
Marrowbone,  at  the  town  ford  aforesaid,  and  shall 
have  also  extended  the  road  to  said  creek,  they  shall 
have  the  right  to  charge  as  for  five  miles,  as  prescribed 
by  the  General  Statutes  regulating  tolls  on  other  turn- 
pikes. No  gate  shall  be  established  nor  toll  charged, 
however,  till  two  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  county 
shall  file  with  the  secretary  of  the  company,  to  be 
spread  upon  the  books  of  the  company,  their  certifi- 
cate that  the  road,  in  their  judgment,  complies  with 
the  requirements  of  this  act.  The  coanty  court  of 
claims,  by  a  majority  of  its  members  present,  at  its 
regular  session,  or  at  a  called  session,  are  hereby  em- 
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powered  to  subscribe  stock  in  said  company  not  to 
exceed  one  thousand  dollars'  worth :  Provided^  That 
the  county  shall  have  a  prior  lien  on  the  property  and 
franchises  of  the  company  herein  granted,  or  which 
by  the  company  shall  be  hereafter  acquired.  Should 
the  company  fail,  in  good  faith,  to  carry  out  and 
fulfill  and  discharge  all  of  the  duties  incumbent  on  it, 
and  shall  have  power  to  take  by  proper  proceedings 
the  tolls  to  reimburse  or  indemnify  for  any  breach 
of  the  company  hereby  imposed. 

§  6.  The  provision  of  the  General  Statutes  regulating 
turnpike  companies  not  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  part  hereof. 

§  7.  In  locating  said  road,  the  company  shall  not  be 
confined  to  any  part  of  the  old  public  road  as  at  pres- 
ent established,  but  may  select  the  most  practicable 
route  over  and  through  the  premises  of  the  land- 
owners, and  may,  for  that  purpose,  enter  and  survey, 
or  cause  to  be  surveyed,  the  route.  Said  lands  of 
private  owners  to  be  taken  as  to  compensation  there- 
for in  the  mode  and  manner  and  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  court  Code  and  General  Statutes  of 
Kentucky  relative  to  the  establishment  of  public 
roads. 

§  8.  The  toll-gate  may  be  established  so  soon  as  two 
and  one-half  miles  of  said  road  has  been  completed 
and  certified  as  above  set  forth  by  two  justices  of  the 
peace  at  any  point  on  said  road  within  two  and  one- 
half  miles  of  the  court-house  in  the  town  of  Burks- 
ville. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

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CHAPTER  835. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  D.  E.  Phillips,  of  Jefferson  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  disabilities  of  D.  E.  Phillips,  of  Jeffer- 
son county,  a  young  man  now  over  nineteen  years  of 
age,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  removed,  and  he  is 
hereby  empowered  to  act  and  transact  any  and  all 
kinds  of  business  as  if  he  were  of  full  age,  and  such 
acts  and  transactions  shall  be  binding  and  in  full 
force:  Provided,  Jiow'ever^  That  this  act  shall  not  be 
construed  to  empower  said  Phillips  to  vote  at  any 
election. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  KentucJcy : 

g  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  and 
reduce  into  one  the  several  acts  relating  to  the  incor- 
poration of  the  town  of  Pikeville,  Pike  county,"  be 
amended  by  striking  out  the  word  ''two,"  in  the 
twelfth  line  of  section  six  of  said  act,  and  by  adding 
in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "one,"  and  by  striking  out 
the  words  "  real  estate  "  in  the  thirteenth  line  of  said 
section,  and  by  adding  in  lieu  thereof  "all  property 
which  is  subject  to  taxation  for  revenue  purposes  un- 
der the  laws  of  this  State ;"  and  by  striking  out  the 
words  "one  dollar,"  in  the  fourteenth  line  of  said  sec- 
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tion,  and  by  adding  in  lieu  tliereof  the  words  "twenty 
cents  ;"  also,  by  striking  out  the  words  ''Yeal  estate" 
in  the  second  line  of  section  eleven  of  said  act,  and  by 
adding  in  lieu  thereof  the  words,  "all  property  sub- 
ject to  taxation  under  the  laws  of  this  State  for  reve- 
nue purposes. 

§  2.  That  in  case  the  police  judge  shall  be  absent 
from  the  corporation  for  any  purpose,  or  unable  to  act 
as  judge,  or  the  office  becomes  vacant  by  death,  resig- 
nation or  otherwise,  the  duties  of  said  office  shall  be 
discharged  by  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees 
of  said  town ;  and  he  shall  have  the  same  power,  and 
shall  discharge  the  same  duties,  and  be  under  the  same 
responsibility  as  would  the  police  judge,  until  the 
office  be  filled  by  another  judge,  as  the  case  may  be ; 
and  the  trustees  may  require  him  to  execute  bond  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  trustees  of 
said  town  to  levy  the  taxes,  as  herein  provided  for, 
unless  at  a  regular  election  for  police  judge  or  town 
marshal  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  residing  in  the 
corporation  of  said  town  shall  vote  in  favor  of  said 
taxes;  and  the  number  of  vears  said  taxes  is  to  be 
levied  shall  be  made  known  to  the  voters  when  voting ; 
also,  shall  be  advertised  at  least  ten  days  before  tak- 
ing said  vote,  by  posting  public  notice  in  three  pub- 
lic places  in  the  town  corporation,  specifying  the 
amount  to  be  levied  ;  and  the  trustees  shall  have 
power  to  levy  said  taxes  as  many  years  as  is  specified 
in  the  notices,  and  ratified  by  the  legal  voters  of 
said  town  of  Pikeville. 

§  4.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  837. 


AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled.  "An  act  to  amend  and  reduce  into- 
one  the  several  acts  incorporating  the  town  of  Falmouth,  Pendleton 
county." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  KervttLcky : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  and  re- 
duce into  one  the  several  acts  incorporating  the  town 
of  Falmouth,  Pendleton  county,"  approved  April  5, 
1878,  be  amended  by  declaring  the  boundary  of  said 
town  to  be  as  follows :  Beginning  at  a  point  on  South 
Licking  river,  so  that  a  line  run  from  said  point  in  a 
southerly  direction  will  run  parallel  with  Riggs  street 
and  one  hundred  and  forty  feet  west  of  said  street ; 
thence  from  said  point  on  South  Licking  river  with 
said  line  one  hundred  and  forty  feet  west  of  Riggs 
street,  and  parallel  thereto,  to  the  olcj  Woodson  ferry 
road ;  thence  in  a  straight  line  to  the  intersection  of 
the  old  Claysville  and  Livingood  Station  road ;  thence 
along  the  west  side  of  the  old  Claysville  dirt  road  to 
the  Claysville  pike ;  thence  in  a  straight  line  to  the 
intersection  of  Licking  street  and  the  Lick  branch 
dirt  road ;  thence  along  said  road  to  a  point  where  a 
line  run  north  twenty-three,  east  eighty-seven,  will 
strike  the  old  town  corner  on  Licking  river,  as  named 
in  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Kentucky,  ap- 
proved February  1,  1811  ;  thence  with  said  line  so  run 
to  said  old  corner  on  Licking  river;  thence  along^ 
Licking  river  to  the  mouth  of  South  Licking  river ; 
thence  up  South  Licking  river  to  the  place  of  begin- 
ning. 

§  2.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  are  em- 
powered and  authorized  to  appropriate  any  sum  of 
money,  not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  in  the 
manner  they  may  deem  best,  to  aid  in  constructing  a 
pike  from  Falmouth,  or  a  point  on  the  Falmouth  and 
Mil  ford  pike,  within  one  mile  of  Falmouth,  in  the 
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'direction  of  Foster's  Landing;  but  said  appropriation 
shall  not  be  made  until  the  proposition  to  make  said 
appropriation  has  been  submitted  to  the  legal  voters 
of  said  town,  and  said  proposition  voted  for  by  a  ma- 
jority of  those  voting  at  said  election.  The  said  board 
of  trustees  shall  call  said  election  at  any  time,  but 
must  give  at  least  twenty  days'  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  said  election  by  printed  posters,  or  notices 
in  at  least  two  issues  of  some  newspaper  published  in 
^aid  town. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  838. 

AN  ACT  io  amend  the  charter  of  the  Newport  and  Dayton  Street  Rail- 
way Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
vionmeaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  section  2  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to 
amend  the  charter  of  the  Newport  and  Dayton  Street 
Railway  Company,  approved  April  19,  1873,"  be,  and 
tha  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

§  2.  That  the  Ne\^Tport  and  Dayton  Street  Railway 
Company  shall  have  the  right  to  run  its  line  of  street 
railway  by  the  way  of  the  Newport  and  Cincinnati 
railroad  bridge  to  Fifth  street,  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and 
to  that  end  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
either  to  sell  or  consolidate  its  said  line  of  railway  to 
or  with  any  other  company  or  companies. 

§  3.  .That  said  Newport  and  Dayton  Street  Railway 
Company  is  hereby  empowered  to  issue  its  bonds  in 
any  amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, in  denominations  of  one  hundred  dollars  each, 
with  interest  coupons  attached  at  six  per  cent.,  pay- 
able semi-annually,  and  payable  in  not  exceeding 
thirty'years,  to  be  determined  by  the  majority  vote  of 
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its  stockholders;  and  to  secure  the  same,  its  entire 
stock,  property  and  franchises  shall  be  pledged  for 
said  bonds. 

§  4.  Said  street  railway  company  shall  construct 
and  operate  its  said  line  of  street  railway  to  Fountain 
Square,  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  to  Third  and  Benham 
streets,  in  Dayton,  Kentuckj^  within  two  years  from 
tlie  thirtieth  day  of  April,  1886,  and  may  construct  a 
double  track  in  Newport,  Kentucky  ;  and  the  rate  of 
fare  shall  be  not  to  exceed  ten  cents  cash  or  twelve 
tickets  for  one  dollar  fro?n  Dayton  and  Bellevue  to 
Fountain'  Square. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  839. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  Hartford  graded  school,  known  as  Hartford 

College. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1 .  That  the  five  trustees  of  Hartford  College  to  be 
elected  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May,  1886,  shall  hold 
their  said  office  of  trustee  for  from  one  to  five  years 
respectively  ;  that  is  to  say,  one  shall  hold  office  for 
one  year,  one  for  two*  years,  one  for  three  years, 
one  for  four  years,  and  one  for  five  years,  and  said 
trustees  shall  determine  by  lot  their  respective  terms; 
and  annually  hereafter  the  qualified  white  voters  of 
said  town  shall  elect  one  school  trustee,  which  election 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May  by  such 
officers  of  election  as  the  town  trustees  of  said  town 
may  designate  for  the  purpose,  consisting  of  a  clerk 
and  two  judges,  who  shall  take  an  oath  to  honestly 
and  faithfully  perform  their  duty,  and  who  shall, 
within  three  days  after  the  election,  certify  the  result 
to  the  board  of  school  trustees,  and  admit  as  a  mem- 
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ber  of  their  board  the  person  receiving  the  highest 
number  of  votes,  or  in  case  of  a  tie  vote  between  two 
or  more  candidates,  said  board  shall  prescribe  the 
mode  of  determining  the  choice  between  them. 

§  2.  Said  school  trustees  shall,  before  entering  upon 
the  discharge  of  their  duties,  severally  take  an  oath  to 
honestly  and  faithfully  discharge  their  duty  as  such 
trustees. 

§  3.  The  board  of  school  trustees  shall  have  exclu- 
sive conti'ol  over  the  school  building  and  grounds,  and 
it  shall  be  their  duty  to  keep  them  in  good  condition 
and  repair ;  and  they  shall  have  all  the  power  to  lev j^ 
and  collect  taxes  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Hartford 
graded  school,  known  as  Hartford  College ;  that  the 
town  trustees  under  the  act  approved  March  16,  1878, 
entitled  "An  act  to  maintain  a  graded  school  in  the 
town  of  Hartford,  and  to  provide  for  the  erection  of 
school  buildings  therein,"  and  the  acts  amendatory 
thereof,  but  in  their  discretion  they  may  levy  and 
collect  in  any  one  year,  for  the  purpose  of  maintain- 
ing the  school,  only  so  much  tax  as  may  be  sufBcient, 
when  added  to  the  public  school  fund  to  which  said 
school  may  be  entitled  under  existing  law,  to  provide 
for  the  teaching  of  the  common  school  course  of 
instruction  for  ten  months  of  the  year  ;  and  said  trus- 
tees may  prescribe  a  rate  of  tuition  to  be  paid  (by 
patrons  whose  children  or  wards  are  taught  in  studies 
above  the  common  school  course  of  instruction,  and 
may  enforce  the  payment  of  such  tuition  by  suit ;  and 
in  the  event  of  failure  or  refusal  of  any  patron  to  pay 
such  tuition,  the  board  may  suspend  the  pupil  on  whose 
account  such  tuition  is  demanded  from  the  classes  in 
which  such  higher  studies  are  taught. 

§  4.  The  board  may  fill  by  appointment,  till  the 
next  regular  election,  any  vacancy  occurring  in  the 
board  by  death,  resignation,  removal  or  failure  to 
qualify. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  inc(»rporat€  the  London,  Manchester  and  Wfaitesburg  Tele- 
phone and  Telegraph  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General'  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentiocky : 

%  1.  That  H.  C.  Eversole  and  W.  R.  Ramsey,  of 
Laurel  county  ;  C.  B.  Lyttle,  W.  J.  Caudill  and  B.  P. 
White,  of  Clay  county  ;  Jesse  Boggs  and  John  Lewis, 
of  Leslie  county ;  J.  C.  Eversole  and  John  Campbell, 
of  Perry  county ;  W.  G.  Caudill  and  W.  H.  Nickles, 
of  Letcher  county,  and  their  associates,  successors 
and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body- 
corporate  and  politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the 
'*  London,  Manchester  and  Whitesburg  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company,"  with  power  under  said  name  to 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  to 
have  perpetual  succession  and  a  common  seal,  and 
such  other  powers  as  herein  granted. 

§  2.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  and  author- 
ity to  construct,  maintain,  equip  and  operate  a  tele- 
phone or  teleocraph  line,  or  both,  from  London,  in 
Laurel  county,  to  Manchester,  in  Clay  county ;  to 
Hyden,  in  Leslie  county ;  to  Whitesburg,  in  Letcher 
county ;  to  Woodbine,  in  Whitley  county  ;  and  such 
branch  lines  to  and  from  said  points  to  other  points 
in  said  counties  or  adjoining  counties  as  the  company 
may  deem  necessary. 

§  3.  Said  company  may  acquire  rights  of  way  for 
their  main  or  branch  lines  in  the  same  manner  as  now 
provided  by  the  law  of  this  Commonwealth  for  the 
acquisition  of  rights  of  way  by  turnpike  road  com- 
panies. 

§  4.  Said  company  may  fix  the  rate  of  charges  for 
the  transmission  of  messages  over  their  lines. 

§  6.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  five 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  ten 
dollars  each. 
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§  6.  The  business  of  said  company  shall  be  managed 
by  a  board  of  five  directors,  to  be  chosen  annually  by 
a  Tote  of  the  stockholders,  at  which  election  each 
share  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote. 

§  7.  The  board  of  directors  shall  choose  one  of  their 
number  president,  whose  duties  shall  be  those  inci- 
dent to  that  office  and  provided  by  said  board.  They 
shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  secretary  and  treasurer, 
and  such  other  ao:ents  as  may  be  deemed  necessary 
for  the  interests  of  the  business,  and  may  pay  them 
such  compensation  as  they  may  deem  reasonable ;  and 
said  company  may  acquire  and  hold  all  property  neces- 
sary to  enable  them  to  carry  out  the  purposes  and 
provisions  of  this  act. 

§  8.  Said  company,  by  its  board  of  directors,  may 
make  all  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  to  carry  on 
its  affairs,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  9.  Said  company  may  organize  and  begin  the  con- 
struction of  said  main  lines  when  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  of  the  capital  stock  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed and  paid  in.  Each  of  said  incorporators  are 
authorized  to  solicit  and  take  subscriptions  of  stock 
to  said  company.  When  two  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars shall  have  been  subscribed,  then  th,e  incorporators 
shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  at  which 
time  a  board  of  directors  shall  be  elected  to  serve 
until  the  first  regular  election,  and  until  their  succes- 
sors are  elected  and  qualified. 

§  10.  The  private  property  of  stockholders  in  this 
company  shall  not  be  subject  to  nor  in  any  way  liable 
for  the  debts  of  the  company. 

§  11.  No  person  not  a  stockholder  in  said  company 
shall  hold  any  office  therein,  nor  shall  any  stockholder, 
who  has  not  paid  all  calls  made  by  the  president  and 
board  of  directors  on  stock  subscribed  or  held  by 
him,  vote  at  any  election  or  in  any  matter,  and  all 
16 — Idocdl  Law8^  "ool.  S. 
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officers  appointed  by  said  board  of  directors  may  be 
removed  at  the  pleasure  of  said  board. 

§  12.  Two  members  of  the  board  of  directors  and 
the  president,  or  three  without  the  pi-esident,  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

§  13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  842. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Great  Western  Stock  Breeders*  Association. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  created  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Great  Western  Stock  Breeders' 
Association,  of  McLean  county,  Kentucky,  for  the 
purpose  of  protecting  and  perpetuating  of  the  purity 
in  high  blooded  stock  of  all  names  and  grades ;  and 
said  company  may  organize,  being  now  stockholders, 
as  charter  members,  W.  L.  Bland,  of  Sacramento, 
Kentucky,  president;  Rush  Griersby,  of  Fayettevilie, 
Tennessee,  John  R.  Bland,  of  McLean,  as  two  of  the 
directory,  and  Dr.  Frank  Rhea,  of  Union  county, 
Kentucky,  secretary,  and  E.  H.  Bland,  of  Nelson 
county,  Kentucky,  treasurer ;  the  five  persons  herein 
named  being  the  board  of  directory ;  the  name  and 
style  of  the  company  to  be  perpetual.  An  election 
may  be  held  annually  for  the  election  of  officers  of 
the  company,  commencing  with  the  date  of  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  the  company  being  five 
thousand  acres  of  land,  valued  at  twenty  dollars  per 
acre ;  may  sell  bonds  of  said  company  not  to  exceed 
seventy-five  thousand  dollars,  securing  their  payment 
under  such  contracts  or  mortgage  as  are  granted  by 
the  statutory  law  of  Kentucky  ;  and  may  increase  the 
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company' s  facilities  for  the  purposes  stated  in  article 
1  by  purchase  of  other  lands  and  otherwise ;  all  bonds, 
deed,  mortgages  or  shares  sold  by  the  company  shall 
be  signed  by  the  president  and  countersigned  by  the 
secretary  of  said  company. 

§  3.  The  principal  office  of  this  company  shall  be  in 
the  town  of  Sacramento,  and  may  erect  and  build  on 
their  lands  such  buildings,  saw-mills,  put  in  or  add 
to  such  machinery,  engines  and  fixtures  as  may  be 
deemed  convenient  and  proper  for  establishing  and 
conducting  any  and  all  appropriate  business  under 
this  act  said  company  may  see  proper  to  their  interest 
to  engage  in  ;  that  is,  within  the  limit  of  a  strict  con- 
struction of  the  statutory  laws  that  now  exist.  The 
individual  property  of  the  stockholders  of  this  com- 
pany shall  not  be  liable  for  the  debts  of  said  company. 

§  4.  Said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  a  common 
seal  upon  organization  by  chartered  authority  ;  may 
make  such  by-laws  for  the  government  and  control  of 
their  business  as  they  may  see  proper,  and  alter  or 
amend  at  pleasure,  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  stock- 
holders, each  one  hundred  dollars'  stock  entitling  the 
holder  to  one  additional  vote  ;  may  build  tramways  to 
any  railroad  or  water  course,  not  exceeding  six  miles, 
for  carrying  coal,  timber,  products,  manufacture  or 
supplies ;  and  in  building  said  tramway,  should  it  run 
through  the  lands  of  others  not  belonging  to  the  com- 
pany, upon  condition  such  right  cannot  be  bought 
for  a  fair  cash  value,  it  may  be  condemned  and  paid 
for  as  the  statutory  law  of  Kentucky  defines. 

§  6.  Said  company  may  deed  to  the  purchaser  of 
shares  of  stock  an  interest  pro  rata  with  the  amount 
to  the  whole  as  set  forth  in  article  2. 

§  6.  Said  parties  as  named  in  article  1,  their  associ- 
ates, successors  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
constituted  a  body-corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name 
and  style  Great  Western  Stock  Breeders'  Association, 
of  McLean  county,  Kentucky,  with  power  to  contract 
and  be  contracted  with ;  to  own  property,  both  real 
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and  personal,  and  to  sue  and  be  sued  in  all  courts 
«,nd  places,  and  to  do  other  acts,  and  have  all  other 
powers  needful  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  their 
business,  and  for  the  execution  of  the  powers  herein 
granted ;  and  that  W.  L.  Bland  aad  E.  H.  Bland  are 
authorized  commissioners  to  make  sale  of  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars,  in  one  hundred  dollar  shares,  of  com- 
pany's real  estate.  Said  company's  secretary  shall 
keep  a  book  of  all  accounts,  which  shall  be  at  any 
and  all  times  accessible  to  the  inspection  of  all  stock- 
holders. 

§  7.  Said  corporation  is  not  asking,  nor  is  this  act 
to  so  be  construed,  as  granting  any  privileges  in  viola- 
tion of  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  Kentucky  or  of 
the  United  States.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  there  is  herebv  established  a  bank  of  dis- 
count  and  deposit  in  the  city  of  Owensboro ;  and  the 
subscribers,  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns, 
shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  the  Citizens'  Bank,  and  shall  be  capable  of 
contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and 
being  sued,  of  impleading  and  being  impleaded,  and 
of  answering  and  defending,  in  all  courts  and  places 
whatever ;  it  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  change 
and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  That  said  bank  may  be  under  the  control  and 
direction  of  three  or  more  directors  to  be  elected  by 
the  stockholders,  and  shall  serve  one  year,  or  until 
their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  The 
directors  may  select,  annually,  a  president  from  their 
number.  The  stockholders  may  meet  and  elect  the  Directore. 
said  three  or  more  directors  when  five  hundred  shares 
shall  be  subscribed,  and  fifty  i>er  cent,  thereof  paid. 
R.  Monarch,  G.  H.  Simmons,  M.  V.  Monarch,  Fred  W. 
Clarke,  P.  E.  Payne,  T.  H.  Guthrie,  J.  Quint  Haynes 
and  Chas.  W.  Swiney,  or  any  two  of  them,  may,  at 
such  time,  place  and  in  such  manner  as  suits  their 
convenience,  open  books  for  subscription  for  the 
capital  stock,  which  shall  be  in  shares  of  fifty  dollars  c«pit«i  itock. 
each ;  and  said  corporation  may  commence  business 
so  soon  as  the  said  fifty  per  cent,  of  five  hundred 
shares  have  been  paid  in,  and  the  president  or  cashier 
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directors. 
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shall  have  made  oath  to  the  fact  of  such  payment 
before  some  judge,  justice  or  notary. 

§  3.  That  the  directors  shall  have  power  to  receive 
subscriptions  for  so  many  shares  of  the  stock  of  said 
company  remaining  unsold  as  they  may  at  any  time 
choose  to  sell ;  to  .declare  dividends  of  the  profits 
arising  out  of  the  business,  and  to  appoint  such  offi- 
cers, agents  and  servants  as  they  may  deem  necessary 
to  conduct  the  business  of  the  bank,  and  pay  them 
such  sums  as  wages  and  salaries,  and  take  from  them 
such  bonds  to  secure  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
duty,  as  they  may  think  reasonable  and  proper.  In 
case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  director,  the 
vacancy  can  be  filled  by  the  board  of  directors.  The 
stock  shall  be  deemed  personal  property,  and  shall  be 
assignable  only  on  the  books  of  the  bank,  upon  such 
rules  as  the  board  of  directors  shall  from  time  to 
time  establish ;  but  said  corporation  shall  have  a  lien 
on  the  stock  to  secure  any  unpaid  balance  thereon. 
For  the  contracts  of  the  corporation,  each  stockholder 
shall  be  individually  responsible  to  the  amount  of 
Capital  stock,  stock  held  by  him  in  said  corporation.  The  capital 
stock  of  said  bank  may  be  increased  from  time  to 
time  to  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  as 
the  president  and  board  of  directors  may  deem  advisa- 
ble and  proper,  but  not  to  exceed  that  amount. 

§  4.  That  said  bank  may  transact  business  as  a  natu- 
ral person  ;  may  loan  money,  discount  promissory 
notes  or  bills  of  exchange ;  may  buy  and  sell  gold 
and  silver  coin,  exchange,  stocks  or  other  securities, 
and  all  other  evidences  of  indebtedness ;  and  may  do 
a  general  banking  business,  except  that  it  shall  not 
have  power  to  make  or  issue  notes  of  its  own.  The 
promissory  notes  and  the  bills  of  exchange  made 
negotiable  and  payable  at  its  banking  house,  or  at 
any  other  banking  house,  when  discounted  by  this 
bank,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  put  upon  the 
same  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange,  and  like 
remedy  may  be  had  thereon,  jointly  and  severally, 
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against  the  makers,  drawers  and  indorsers.  The  said 
bank  shall  have  the  power  to  make  advances  on  ap- 
proved securities,  upon  agricultural  products,  includ- 
^fi  growing  crops,  and  upon  all  manufactures  and 
fixtures  as  personal  property.  It  may  receive  in 
pledge,  or  as  security  for  money  loaned  or  debts 
owing  it,  bonds,  stocks,  produce  and  merchandise. 
United  States  vouchers,  certificates  or  bonds  of  in- 
debtedness, or  the  bonds  of  this  or  any  other  State, 
city  or  county  or  company  incorporated  by  the  United 
States  or  any  State,  and  sell  the  same  on  the  non-pay- 
ment of  the  debt  or  demand  by  ordinary  course  of 
judicial  proceedings. 

§  5.  That  said  bank  may  receive  deposits  of  gold, 
silver,  bank  notes  or  other  notes  which  may  be  circu- 
lating as  money,  and  repay  the  same  in  such  manner, 
at  such  times,  and  with  such  interest  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  with  the  depositors  by  special  or  general  con- 
tract. Said  bank  may  receive  deposits  from  minors 
and  married  women,  and  the  receipts  and  acquittances 
of  such  minors  and  married  women  shall  be  valid. 

§  6.  That  the  said  bank  may  acquire,  hold,  possess,  Beai  estate. 
use,  occupy  and  enjoy  all  such  real  estate,  goods  and 
chattels,  as  may  be  convenient  for  the  transaction  of 
its  business,  or  to  further  the  objects  of  its  creation, 
or  which  may  be  conveyed  to  it  as  surety  for  any  debt 
or  purchased  to  aid  in  the  satisfaction  of  any  debt, 
judgment,  or  decree:  Provided,  Said  bank  shall  not 
hold  such  real  estate  longer  than  five  years,  and  sell 
and  convey  the  same ;  and  said  bank  may  make  such 
by-laws  for  their  government  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary :  Provided^  The  same  be  not  contrary  to  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United 
States. 

§  7.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  bank  to  issue 
any  note  or  bill  to  be  passed  or  used  as  currency.

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Homestead  Building  Association,"  approved  March  8, 
1886,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  as  follows, 
namely :  That  in  lieu  and  stead  of  the  persons  named 
in  the  first  section  of  said  act  as  corporators,  Lou 
Straus,  Jas.  B.  Ferguson,  Paul  Coulon  and  John 
Ready,  be,  and  are  hereby,  made  the  corporators  of 
said  association,  and  the  officers,  with  the  exception 
of  the  board  of  directors,  shall  be  elected  by  the 
directors;  and  officers  other  than  members  of  the 
board  of  directors  shall  be  elected  by  the  stockhold- 
ers ;  officers  and  members  of  the  board  of  directors 
shall  be  elected  annually. 

§  2.  This  association  shall  have  the  right  to  unite 
and  consolidate  with  any  other  association  now  exist- 
ing or  hereafter  formed  in  the  city  of  Lexington, 
uniting  with  any  such  association  so  desiring  to  unite, 
under  the  name  of  this  association  or  of  that  associa- 
tion so  united  with;  and  the  consolidated  associa- 
tion shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  rights,  powers  and 
privileges  held  and  enjoyed  by  either  or  both  of  the 
associations  so  consolidated. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  859. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  enlitled  ''An  act  to  prevent  the  sale  of  spirit- 
uous, vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or  any  mixture  thereof,  within  one  and  a 
half  miles  of  Hinton  Station,  in  Scott  county,"  approved  April  6, 1880. 

Be  it  €7vacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  prevent  the 
sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or  any 
mixture  thereof,  within  one  and  a  half  miles  of  Hin- 
toD  Station,  in  Scott  county,"  approved  April  6,  1880, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereb3%  repealed,  so  far  as  it  ap- 
plies to  the  building  now  occupied  by  Matt  Slalton  as 
a  tavern. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 


sage.

CHAPTER  860. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  American  Mutual   Benefit  Association  of 

Mexican  War  Veterans. 

Wherkas,  It  has  been  represented  to  the  present 
General  Assembly  that  the  Legislatures  of  twenty  eight 
States,  including  this  Commonwealth,  have  requested 
their  Senators  and  Representatives  in  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States  to  procure  the  passage  by  that 
honorable  body  of  a  law  granting  pensions  to  the 
surviving  soldiers,  sailors,  marines  and  officers  who 
served  the  United  States  in  the  war  against  Mexico  in 
the  years  1846,  1847  and  1848,  but  that  efforts  made 
by  the  Kentucky  members  of  Congress  during  the 
past  ten  years  to  obey  said  instructions  have  been 
unsuccessful.  That  the  veterans  of  said  war,  by  their 
endurance  in  said  campaigns  upon  foreign  soil,  and  by 
their  patriotism  and  valor  on  the  memorable  battle- 
17 — Local  Laws^  vol.  2. 
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fields  of  Palo  Alto,  Resaca  de  la  Palma,  Monterey, 
Buena  Vista,  at  Vera  Cruz,  Tobasco,  Cerro  Gordo, 
Cherubusco,  Chepultepec,  Molino  del  Rey,  Sanpascual, 
and  the  City  of  Mexico,  conquered  an  honorable  peace 
between  Mexico  and  the  people  of  the  United  States, 
and  acquired,  as  the  result  of  said  war,  the  terjitory 
and  mineral  wealth  embraced  in  California,  N^w 
Mexico,  Nevada,  Utah,  Arizona  and  the  valuable  por- 
tion of  Colorado  ;  whereas,  it  has  also  been  repre- 
sented that  the  Stat«  of  Texas  has  established  the 
precedent  of  awarding  grants  of  land  and  money  to 
the  citizen  soldiery  who  participated  in  her  struggle 
for  independence  against  Mexico.  And  it  is  believed 
to  be  eminently  just  and  proper  that  all  the  surviving 
soldiers,  marines,  sailors,  volunteers  and  officers  who 
served  the  United  States  in  said  war  of  1846  and*  suc- 
ceeding years,  and  the  children  of  those  veterans  who 
fell  in  battle  or  have  since  died,  should  receive  from 
their  fellow-countrymen  and  government  some  distin- 
guished evidence  of  gratitude  and  honor,  as  well  as 
material  aid,  sustenance  and  solace;  and  whereas,  it 
has  been  further  represented  that  the  benefits  of  the 
United  States  Soldiers'  Homes  have  been  practically 
denied  to  many  meritorious  veterans  of  the  war  against 
Mexico  during  the  past  twenty  years,  and  in  that  time 
many  of  said  veterans  have  been  buried  in  pauper 
graves  ;  that  many  wealthy  and  philanthropic  persons 
in  California,  Colorado  and  other  parts  of  the  country 
are  now  desirous  and  willing  to  aid,  by  donations  of 
money  and  property,  the  building  and  maintenance  of 
a  separate  Soldiers'  Home  and  Industrial  Establish- 
ment, to  .be  used  and  occupied  by  said  Mexican  war 
veterans  and  their  dependents,  and  the  surviving  male 
relations  of  those  of  said  veterans  who  have  died  or 
were  killed  in  battle ;  but  no  such  Home,  Industrial 
Establishment,  Asylum,  Association,  or  organization 
has  ever  been  incorporat^^d,  or  made  capable  in  law  to 
take  and  hold,  or  to  apply  such  donations  to  the  pur- 
poses named  ;  and  it  is  believed  an  institution  of  that 
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kind  can  be  established  and  successfully  maintained 
in  Kentucky,  and  that  its  success  will  prove  to  [be]  a 
benefaction  to  the  indigent  and  disabled  veterans,  and 
redound  to  the  lasting  honor  of  our  State  and  every 
patriotic  American  who  fosters  it:  Provided^  An  act 
of  incorporation  be  passed  by  the  present  General 
Assembly,  with  adequate  powers  to  carry  out  said 
objects ;  wherefore, 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kerducky : 

§  1.  That  S.  W.  Cloyd,  R  G.  Wigginton,  J.  H.  mcorpomtors. 
Huber,  Edward  T.  Woolfolk,  Oliver  H.  Strattan,  Wil- 
liam White,  Gen.  John  S.  Williams,  Gen.  Frank  L. 
Wolford,  John  W.  Read,  W.  F.  McLean  and  Wm. 
H.  Taulbee,  and  Phil.  B.  Thompson,  Sr.,  Speed  S. 
Fry,  W.  J.  Landrum,  C.  M.  Clay,  W.  T.  Withers, 
and  A.  R.  Shacklett,  and  their  successors,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  incorporated  and  constituted  a  body-cor- 
porate and  politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  The 
American  Mutual  Benefit  Association  of  Mexican  War 
Veterans,  and  by  that  corporate  name  shall  have  per- 
petual succession  under  the  provisions  of  this  act; 
and  said  corporation  is  hereby  made  capable  in  law  to 
receive  and  hold  by  donation,  gift,  bequest,  devise 
and  purchase,  and  to  sell  and  convey  real  and  personal 
property,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  its  said  corporate 
name  in  any  court  in  this  Commonwealth,  the  same  as 
a  natural  person ;  also  to  make  and  use  a  corporate 
seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure ;  to  pay  death  iniurance. 
benefits  to  the  dependents  of  its  deceased  members, 
and  to  ordain,  establish,  enforce,  amend  and  repeal 
such  rules,  by-laws  and  regulations,  not  in  conflict 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act  nor  in  conflict  with  the 
Constitution  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States,  as 
a  majority  of  its  trustees  may  judge  necessary  and 
proper  from  time  to  time  in  order  to  conduct  its  busi- 
ness operations. 
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§  2.  Said  American  Mutual  Benefit  Association  of 
Acquiring  Mexicau  War  Veterans  is  hereby  specially  authorized 
and  empowered  to  acquire  and  hold  permanently,  by 
gift,  donation,  bequest  and  purchase,  not  to  exceed 
one  thousand  acres  of  land,  in  one  body  or  tract,  ar 
an  eligible  site  within  the  State  of  Kentucky,  but  ou:- 
«ide  the  corporate  limits  of  any  city  or  town.  It  may

ture, implements,  machinery,  tools,  books,  papers, 
periodicals,  etc.,  for  the  employment  of  its  members 
Permanent  ^ud  iumatcs,  and  for  their  use  and  comfort.  Said 
association  is  also  authorized  to  acquire  and  hold  a 
permanent  fund,  not  to  exceed  two  million  dollars, 
and  to  loan  and  invest  the  same  from  time  to  time  on 
mortgage  or  mortgages  of  unincumbered  and  pro- 
ductive real  property,  at  such  rate  of  interest,  not  to 
exceed  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  between  the  borrower  or  borrowers  and  a  ma- 
jority of  its  board  of  trustees,  and  to  apply  said  inter- 
est to  the  support  and  maintenance  of  its  inmates 
and  beneficiaries ;  but  its  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
no  power  to  expend  any  portion  of  the  principal  of

or  loans  its  trustees  may  issue  the  coupon  bonds  of 
said  association ;  but  no  loan  shall  be  made  which 
would  involve  said  association  in  a  debt  or  liability 
beyond  its  assets  or  means  of  payment.  Under  the  certmcatea  of 
discretion  and  sound  judgment  of  its  trustees  certifi- 
cates of  its  stock  may  also  be  issued  and  sold,  in 
shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  but  not  to  exceed,  in  the 
aggregate,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

§  3.  It  is  hereby  declared  as  the  object  of  this  act,  soidiere'  home. 
among  the  other  things  specially  authorized,  to  em- 
power said  American  Mutual  Benefit  Association  of 
Mexican  War  Veterans  to  erect  and  maintain  a  cen- 
tral  soldiers'  home  and  industrial  establishment  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  under  the 
general  name  and  title  of  Mexican  War  Veterans' 
National  Home;  to  fully  empower  its  trustees  to  do 
and  perform  any  and  all  the  acts,  and  to  exercise  all 
the  powers  and  privileges  genf^rally  and  specially  au- 
thorized by  this  act,  and  to  do  and  perform  all  lawful 
acts  which  in  their  judgment  they  may  deem  necessary 
and  proper  to  afford  and  supply  food,  shelter,  rai- 
ment, nursing  and  medical  care  therein,  to  all  the 
aged,  disabled  and  invalid  soldiers,  volunteers,  sail- 
ors, marines  and  officers  (and  their  dependents),  who 
served  in  either  of  the  armies  or  navy  of  the  United 
States,  under  Generals  Zachary  Taylor,  Winfield  Scott 
and  Commodore  Perry,  in  the  war  against  Mexico, 
during  the  years  1846,  1847  and  1848,  or  any  portion 
of  either  of  said  years,  who  may  apply  and  be  admit- 
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ted  to  participate  in  said  benefits,  under  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  a  majority  of  the  trustees  of  said 
corporation  may  from  time  to  time  enact  or  establish. 
Also  to  enable  all  the  acceptable  able-bodied  soldiers, 
volunteers,  sailors,  marines  and  oflBcers  who  at  any  time 
served  the  United  States  in  said  war,  and  their  sons 
and  nearest  male  relatives,  and  the  sons  and  nearest 
male  relatives  of  all  American  soldiers,  volunteers, 
sailors,  marines  and  oflicers  who  died  during  said 
campaigns,  or  who  were  killed  in  either  of  said  battles, 
or  who  have  since  died,  to  obtain  at  said  Soldiers' 
Home  and  Industrial  Establishment  remunerative  em- 
ployment, or  to  learn  some  art,  trade  or  useful  calling. 
Fees  and  dnea.  uuder  the  auspiccs  of  said  board  of  trustees.  Said 
latter  named  classes  of  members  of  said  association 
shdll  be  denominated  active  members,  and  may  be 
admitted  as  members  thereof,  upon  the  payment  of 
an  entrance  fee,  not  to  exceed  ten  dollars  each,  and 
their  membership  may  be  continued  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  annual  dues,  not  to  exceed  three  dollars  each  ; 
and  upon  the  death  of  either  of  such  active  members, 
a  mortuary  fee,  not  to  exceed  five  dollars,  may  be  col- 
lected from  each  of  the  survivors,  and  the  net  pro- 
Mortuary  fee.  ceeds  arising  from  the  payment  of  said  mortuary 
fees,  not  to  exceed  in  the  aggregate  two  thousand 
dollars  for  each  death  benefit,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
female  dependents  of  such  deceased  member,  or  to 
whomsoever  he,  in  life  shall  have  designated  or 
named,  with  the  approval  of  the  president  and  seere- 
tarv  of  said  association. 

§  4.  The  said  American  Mutual  Benefit  Association 
of  Mexican  War  Veterans,  and  all  its  property,  fran- 
chises, business  transactions  and  affairs  of  every  kind, 
shall  be  managed,  directed,  supervised  and  controlled 
by  a  board  of  eleven  trustees,  who  shall  be  elected 
every  three  years  by  the  active  members,  donors, 
stockholders  and  life  members  of  said  association, 
and  all  votes  for  trustees  maj'  be  cast  in  person  or 
by  proxy.     The  eleven  persons  named  in  section  1  of 
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this  act,  to  wit :  S.  W.  Cloyd,  E.  G.  Wigginton,  Gen. 
John  S.  Williams,  Wm.  White,  Oliver  H.  Strattan, 
Edward  T.  Woolfolk,  J.  H.  Huber,  Gen.  Prank  L. 
Wolford,  John  W.  Read,  W.  F.  McLean  and  Wm.  H. 
Taulbee  and  Phil.  B.  Thompson,  Sr.,  Speed  S.  Pry,  W. 
J.  Landruni,  C.  M.  Clay,  W.  T.  Withers  and  A.  R. 
Shacklett  shall  be  the  trustees  of  said  association,  and 
may  exercise  the  powers  granted  by  this  act  for  three 
years  next  succeeding  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this 
act,  and  until  their  successors  are  chosen  as  herein  pro- 
vided. A  vacancy  in  said  board  of  trustees  caused  by  vacanci««. 
resignation,  refusal  to  act,  death  or  otherwise,  shall 
be  filled  by  the  remaining  trustees  or  a  majority  of 
them  until  the  next  ensuing  triennial  election  of 
trustees  for  said  association.  Six  of  said  trustees 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  the 
business  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
The  triennial  election  of  said  trustees  shall  be  held  Election  of

after  at  least  one  month's  notice  thereof  shall  have 
been  given  by  publication  made  in  a  newspaper 
printed  in  Kentucky,  which  notice  may  be  given  by 
any  trustee  or  officer  of  said  association,  and  the 
eleven  veterans,  0^  members  of  said  association,  who 
shall  receive  the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  at 
such  elections,  shall  be  the  trustees  of  said  associa- 
tion for  the  three  years  next  succeeding  the  date  of 
the  election  held  as  aforesaid.  In  case  of  a  tie  vote 
between  two  or  more  members,  the  president,  or 
in  his  absence,  the  vice-president  of  said  association 
shall  give  the  casting  vote.  But  a  failure  to  elect 
trustees  on  the  day  named  in  said  notice  shall  not 
thereby  cause  the  seats  of  the  trustees  then  in  office 
to  become  vacant.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  elect  omcers. 
a  president,  vice  president,  secretary  and  business 
manager  from  their  own  number,  and  prescribe  their 
respective  duties ;  but  they  maj^  elect  a  treasurer, 
resident  physician,  and  such  other  officers,  agents 
and  employes  oatside  of  their  own  body,  but  -active 
or  life  members  or  donors  of  said  association,  as  in 
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their  judgment  may  be  necessary  and  proper  from 
time  to  time.  All  officers,  agents  and  employes  of 
said  association  shall  hold  their  respective  positions 

offlcer.'  bondi.  durfng  the  pleasuFe  of  said  board  of  trustees ;  and 
they  may  be  required  by  said  board  to  give  bond 
for  the  faithful  and  efficient  discharge  of  duty. 
Said  officers,  agents  and  employes  may  be  paid  such 
compensation  for  their  time  and  services  as  may  be 
agreed  upon,  and  evidenced  by  written  contract  be- 
twreen  them  severally,  and  said  board  of  trustees. 
But  said  trustees  shall    not  be  paid    compensation 

proccedinjfa      for  their  services  as  trustees.     Said  board  of  trustees 

and  basiiiesS' 

shall  keep  and  preserve  records  of  their  proceedings 
or  business  transactions.  The  secretary  of  said  asso- 
ciation shall  keep  and  preserve  a  detailed  account 
vs^ith  each  officer,  agent  and  employe  of  said  associ- 
ation ;  also  a  list  of  all  donations,  bequests  and  de- 
vises made  to  said  asseciation,  and  a  complete  roll 
of  honorary  life  and  active  members,  donors  and 
beneficiaries  of  said  association,  which  rolls  and  ac- 
counts shall  be  a  part  of  its  permanent  records.  The 
necrology,  biographical  and  historical  war  records 
shall  be  prepared  and  kept  under  the  supervision 
of  the  resident  physician  and  such  authors  as  said 
board  of  trustees  may  designat^e  from  time  to  time.

shall  report  once  every  two  years  to  the  Gov- 
ernor of  this  Commonwealth  a  complete  list  of 
all  donations  made  by  private  persons  and  appro- 
priations and  gifts  made  by  private  corporations, 
States  and  governments  to  said  Association  and  Mex- 
ican War  Veterans-  National  Home ;  said  president 
and  secretary  shall  also  at  the  same  time  report  a 
descriptive  list  of  all  property  and  assets  to  which 
said  association  may  be  entitled,  and  the  amount  of  its 
Land  on  credit,  debts,  if  auy.  Said  board  of  trustees,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  have  power,  and  they  are  hei'eby  author- 
ized, to  purchase,  for  and  in  behalf  of,  and  in  the 
name  of  said  association,  on  a  credit  not  to  exceed  ten 
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years'  time,  with  or  without  interest,  the  tract  of  one 
thousand  acres  of  land  on  which  the  said  Soldiers' 
Home  and  Industrial  Establishment  and  its  appurte- 
nances are  authorized  to  be  built  and  maintained  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act.  Said  board  of  trustees, 
through  their  president  and  secretary,  may  execute  the 
note  or  notes  of  said  association  for  the  purchase 
money  of  said  tract  of  land,  at  such  price  and  upon 
such  terms  cf  payment  as  a  majority  of  said  board  of 
trustees  and  vendor  or  vendors  may  aeree  upon.    Said  subordioate

board  of  trustees  shall  also  have  power  to  divide  the 
members  of  said  association  into  such  number  of  sub- 
ordinate associations  as  they  may  judge  proper  to 
represent  the  respective  States  of  the  United  States, 
and  necessary  for  the  convenience  of  its  members,  and 
best  calculated  to  secure  success  in  the  business  trans- 
actions of  said  association  as  conteuiplated  and  author- 
ized under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  But  no  power  is 
granted  to  erect  or  maintain  more  than  one  central 
Soldiers'  Home  and  Industrial  Establishment,  and  that 
one  shall  be  located  and  maintained  in  Kentucky. 

§  5.  To  enable  said  board  of  trustees  of  said  associa- 
tion to  purchase  and  pay  for  said  tract  of  one  thou- 
sand acres  of  land,  and  to  provide  the  means  to  erect 
thereon  the  necessary  buildings,  residences,  cottages, 
offices,  lecture  and  library  rooms,  armory,  polytech- 
nic building,  machine  and  workshops,  and  to  furnish 
and  maintain  the  same,  also  to  raise  said  permanent 
fund  of  two  million  dollars,  and  to  meet  and  defray 
the  current  expenses  of  said  Soldiers'  Home  and 
Industrial  Establishment,  as  authorized  by  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  said  trustees  may  receive  and  Donations. 
solicit  from  any  person  or  persons,  corporations  and 
governments,  donations,  gifts,  bequests  and  appro- 
priations for  and  on  behalf  of  said  association,  of 
money,  bonds,  notes  and  securities  for  money,  real 
property,  machinery,  tools,  implements,  books,  papers, 
periodicals,  furniture,  building  materials,  labor  and 
personal  services,  and  apply  the  same  to  the  erection

and  maintenance  of  said  Soldiers'  Home  and  Indus- 
trial Establishment.  They  shall  also  have  power  to 
acquire,  own  and  publish,  in  the  name  of  said  associa- 
tion, a  paper  or  periodical  journal ;  the  net  proceeds 
arising  therefrom  they  shall  use  and  apply  to  defray 
Manufactories,  the  curreut  expcuses  of  said  soldiers'  home.  They 
shall  also  set  apart  and  expend  for  said  purpose  of 
meeting  current  expenses  from  time  to  time  the  net 
profits  arising  from  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  goods, 
wares  and  merchandise  that  may  be  produced  in  said 
industrial  establishment,  or  in  any  work-shop  or  build- 
ing attached  thereto  ;  or  said  board  of  trustees,  in  the 
exercise  of  sound  discretion,  may  (iistribute  a  portion 
of  said  net  proiits  ratably  between  the  active  members 
of  said  association  who  shall  have  performed  the  work, 
the  association  and  its  patrons  or  customers.  Said 
board  of  trustees  may  also  employ  orators  and  lectur- 
ers, and  maintain  or  give  courses  of  lectures  annually 
on  scientific,  historic,  political,  artistic,  commercial  or 
literary  subjects ;  the  net  proceeds  arising  therefrom 
they  shall  apply  and  expend  to  discharge  the  debts  or 
expenses  of  said  soldiers'  home. 

§  G.  Tn  consideration  of  the  valuable  and  distin- 
guished public  services  rendered  by  the  veterans  and 
soldiers  engaged  in  said  war  against  Mexico,  and 
because  the  people  of  the  United  States  still  enjoy  the 
products  and  results  of  said  war,  no  State,  county  or 
municipal  tax  shall  be  assessed  or  levied  against  said 
one  thousand  acres  of  land  or  its  said  improvements, 
nor  the  permanent  fund  or  franchises  of  said  associa- 
tion until  after  the  lapse  of  ten  years  from  the  date  of 
the  passage  of  this  act :  Provided^  That  nothing  con- 
tained in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  exempt 
from  taxation  any  property  which  said  association 
may  acquire,  and  which  is  not  included  in  nor  located 
on  said  one  thousand  acres  of  land  ;  but  any  property 
located  elsewhere  and  owned. by  said  association,  and 
which  may  remain  unsold  or  unapplied  to  the  erection 
of  said  soldiers'  home  or  the  maintenance  thereof  for 
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the  space  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  its  acquisition, 
may  be  assessed  and  taxed  as  other  property  is  now 
taxed  by  law.

CHAPTER  861. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  and  for  the  conditional  repeal  of  an  act,  entitled 
"An  act  to  incorporate  the  now  existing  Louisville  Gas  Company,  and 
to  grant  it  a  new  charter,"  approved  April  30,  1884. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentiicky : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  '*An  act  to  incorporate 
the  now  existing  Louisville  Gas  Company,  and  to 
grant  it  a  new  charter,"  approved  April  30,  1884,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed,  unless  the  said  com- 
pany shall  release,  abandon  and  disclaim  any  and  all 
exclusive  rights  and  privileges  to  erect  gas  works,  and 
to  make,  vend  and  supply  gas  in  Louisville,  claimed 
by  it  through  any  act  of  4;he  General  Assembly,  mu- 
nicipal ordinance  or  resolution,  or  through  any  con- 
tract of  any  character,  other  than  the  exclusive  right 
and  privilege  to  make  and  vend  that  kind  of  gas 
known  as  coal  gas  in  the  city  of  Louisville. 

§  2.  Said  relinquishment  shall  be  made  by  deed 
regularly  executed  by  the  president  of  said  company 
to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  and  acknowledged 
b«*fore  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  Jefferson 
county,  and  recorded  by  him  within  thirty  days  from 
the  passage  of  this  act ;  and  when  this  shall  have 
been  done,  the  repeal  jirovided  for  herein  shall  cease, 
and  the  said  act  of  thirtieth  April,  1884,  shall  remain 
in  full  force  and  effect. 

§  3.  Should  said  deed  of  covenant  named  herein  be, 
within  the  time  prescribed,  executed,  acknowledged 
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and  delivered  to  said  clerk,  he  shall  record  it  as  other 
deeds  are  recorded,  and  transmit  the  original  to  the 
Secretary  of  State  of  this  Commonwealth  for  safe- 
keeping. Copies  of  said  deed,  when  recorded,  shall 
be  evidence  in  any  court  of  this  Commonwealth. 
§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  862. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  American  Mutual  Aid  Society. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
Tnonweallh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  said  society  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue 
certificates  of  endowment,  by  which  the  said  society 
shall  pay  to  its  members  designated  sums  of  money 
upon  their  reaching  certain  agreed  ages.  The  said 
society,  in  computing  the  annual  payments  for  such 
endowment,  shall  use  the  same  table  of  mortality  as 
is  used  by  it  for  fixing  its  charges  for  paying  death 
losses.  To  such  premium  the  board  ol  directors  or  its 
executive  committee  may  add  such  percentage  for 
cost  of  collection  and  management  as  may  be  deemed 
fair  and  necessary.  The  premiums  so  received  from 
time  to  time  shall  be  invested  only  in  such  securities 
as  are  provided  for  by  the  insurance  laws  of  this  Com- 
monwealth. The  society  shall  not  issue  an  endowment 
certificate  to  any  one  whose  life  is  not  insured  in  said 
society,  nor  shall  it  issue  a  certificate  for  any  greater 
sum  than  that  for  which  the  said  member's  life  is 
insured.  This  fund  shall  likewise  be  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Insurance  Commissioner,  and  at  each 
examination  of  the  affairs  of  this  society  it  shall  be 
his  duty  to  see  that  the  said  society  has  charged, 
received  and  has  on  hand  the  sums  necessary  under 
this  charter  to  fulfill  its  contracts.  Should  he  find 
that  they  have  not  so  charged,  received  and  have  on 
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hand  ns  above,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  require  the  said 
society  within  one  hundred  and  twenty  (120)  days  to 
make  good  such  deficiency,  and  failing  to  do  so,  the 
said  society  shall  have  no  further  power  to  make  such 
endowment  contracts  :  Promded^  That  each  net  endow- 
ment premium  shall  be  deposited  with  some  trust 
company,  or  other  similar  institution,  to  be  held  in 
trust  by  it  until  invested  in  accordance  with  the  insur- 
ance laws  of  this  Commonwealth  as  above  provided, 
and  to  be  applied  and  used  only  in  carrying  out  the 
contract  made  between  the  society  and  any  member 
holding  an  endowment  certificate.     With  the  original 
certificate,  and  on  every  renewal  receipt  for  same,  the 
trust  company  aforesaid  shall  certify  on  said  original 
certificate  or  receipt  that  they  have  on  deposit,  subject 
to  investmen*,  as  hereinbefore  described,  the  net  pre- 
mium called  for  in  such  certificate  or  receipt.     Should 
any  person  holding  both  a  life  and  an  endowment  cer- 
tificate forfeit  his  life  insurance  in  said  society,  he 
shall  also  forfeit  his  endowment  certificate ;  but  in  such 
a  case  the  said  society  shall  give  to  such  member  a 
paid-up  endowment  certificate  (if  he  shall  have  made 
two  or  more  payments)  for  as  many  proportionate 
parts  of  his  original  certificate  as  he  shall  have  made 
payments,  which  paid-up  certificate  shall  be  payable 
upon  same  terms  and  conditions  as  the  original  certifi- 
cate.    The  endowment  funds  and  mortuary  funds  of 
said  society  shall  be  entirely  separate  and  distinct, 
and  shall  not  be  liable  for  the  claims  of  each  other. 

§  2.  The  board  of  directors  of  said  society  hereafter 
shall  be  divided  into  two  classes,  so  that  at  each 
biennial  meeting  of  the  society  in  which  the  election 
of  directors  occurs,  as  provided  in  the  original  charter 
of  said  society,  one-half  of  the  s^id  board  of  directors 
shall  be  elected,  who  shall  hold  for  a  term  of  four  (4) 
years,  or  till  their  successors  are  elected  ;  and  the 
board  shall  be  limited  in  number  to  ten  (10)  members, 
and  five  (5)  of  them  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business.     And  the  said  board  shall 
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have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  in  their  number  till  the 
next  general  election  of  directors.  The  present  board 
shall  designate  by  vote  or  by  lot,  before  the  general 
election  of  January,  1888,  the  five  (5)  members  who 
shall  hold  over  for  two  years  from  the  date  of  said 
election,  and  the  other  five  (5)  shall  be  then  elected  as 
herein  above  directed. 

§  3,  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 


sage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Grange  City,  in  Fleming  county. 

lie  it  endcted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Grange  City,  in  Fleming  coun- 
ty, be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  inc^orporated,  with  such 
boundaries  as  the  trustees  may  hereafter  lay  off,  with 
such  streets  and  alleys  as  now  exist  or  shall  hereafter 
become  necessary,  and  such  other  public  grounds  as 
may  be  laid  out  and  defined  by  the  trustees  in  a  plat 
of  survey  of  said  town,  which  plat  and  survey,  when 
made,  shall  be  recorded  in  the  county  clerk's  office  of 
Fleming  county. 

§  2.  That  W.  R.  Howard,  J.  M.  Newman  and  Boone 
Kissick  are  hereby  appointed  trustees  of  said  town; 
that  W.  Gr.  Phelps  is  appointed  police  judge  and  F. 
if.  Cashman  marshal  of  said  town,  all  of  whom  shall 
hold  their  office  until  the  first  Saturday  in  May,  1887, 
and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  quali- 
fied ;  that  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May,  1887,  and  an- 
nually thereafter,  there  shall  be  an  election  held  by  the 
legal  voters  of  said  town  to  elect  not  less  than  three  and 
not  more  than  five  trustees  for  the  government  of  said 
town,  and  a  police  judge  and  town  marshal  to  serve 
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each  for  two  years  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified. 

§  3.  The  trustees  created  by  this  act,  and  their  suc- 
cessors in  oflSce;  are  hereby  created  a  body-corporate 
and  politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  trustees 
of  the  town  of  Grange  City,  and  under  that  name  they 
may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all 
the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  4.  All  qualified  voters  living  inside  the  limits  of  voting. 
said  town,  or  owning  real  estate  therein,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  vote  in  the  election  of  trustees  and  all  other 
town  oflBcers. 

§  5.  That  said  trustees  shall  be  legal  voters  in  said  Qa»iiflc«tion.. 
town,  and  shall  tiike  an  oath  before  some  judge  or 
other  oflicer,  authorized  by  law  to  administer  an  oath 
in  Fleming  county,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
their  office,  that  they  will  faithfully,  and  to  the  best 
of  their  ability  perform  the  duties  of  trustees  of  said 
town, 

§  0.  Said  trustees  shall  have  power  over  the  streets,  Powers  of 

trust^ea. 

alleys  and  sidewalks  of  said  town,  and  may  direct  and 
order  the  improvement  of  the  same  as  they  may  deem 
best  for  the  interest  of  said  town.  They  shall  have  Town  tax. 
power  to  levy  and  collect  an  ad  valorem  tax  on  the 
property  of  said  town,  not  exceeding  twenty -five  cents 
on  the  one  hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year ;  also 
one  dollar  poll-tax  on  each  male  citizen  over  twenty- 
one  years  of  age.  They  shall  have  power  to  tax  all 
auction  sales,  shows  and  exhibitictis  for  money  or 
profit  such  sums  as  they  may  deem  just,  or  as  they 
may  provide  in  their  by-laws.  They  shall  have  power 
to  declare  what  are  nuisances  and  to  abate  or  remove 
the  same,  and  to  pass  all  by-laws  and  ordinances  nec- 
essary to  give  effect  to  all  the  po",5ers  herein  granted. 
It  shall  be  the  dutv  of  said  trustees  to  appoint  a  clerk  cwk  and

and  treasurer,  one  of  their  own  number  or  other  suit- 
able citizen,  and  by  ordinance  define  their  duties,  and 
shall  require  the  'treasurer  to  give  bond  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  his  duties.

collected  by  said  trustees,  and  all  fines  and  forfeitures 
lor  the  violation  of  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said 
town,  and  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  for  the  ben- 
efit of  said  town.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  board 
of  trustees  they  shall  choose  one  of  their  own  num- 
ber as  chairman.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from 
the  treasury  except  by  order  of  the  chainnan,  in 
pursuance  of  an  order  passed  by  the  board  of 
trustees.  The  trustees  of  said  town  may  annually 
appoint  an  assessor  to  take  a  list  of  all  the  taxable 
property  in  said  town,  and  agree  with  him  as  to  com- 
pensation for  said  service. 

§  7.  That  the  trustees  shall  provide  and  keep  a  book, 
and  keep  therein  a  full  and  complete  record  of  all  their 
acts  as  trustees,  and  submit  the  same  to  the  inspection 
df  the  citizens  of  said  town  whenever  requested  by 
them,  and  shall,  as  often  as  once  a  year,  make  out  in 
writing  a  statement  of  their  acts,  so  far  as  to  show  the 
moneys  collected  bv  them  in  taxes  and  from  other 
sources,  and  how  appropriated,  and  post  the  same  at 
two  or  more  public  places  in  said  town  for  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  citizens  of  said  town. 

§  8.  The  police  judge,  when  elected,  shall  hold  Us 
oflSce  for  two  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected 
and  qualified.  Said  police  judge  shall,  by  virtue  of 
his  office,  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace,  and  before  he 
enters  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties  shall  execute 
bond  as  required  by  law,  and  take  an  oath  before  the 
county  judge  of  l^'leming  county  to  faithfully  and  im- 
partially execute  all  the  duties  of  police  judge  of  said 
town,  and  shall  take  such  other  oaths  as  are  required 
of  justices  of  the  peace.  The  police  judge  shall  have 
concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  justices  of  the  peace 
in  Fleming  county,  and  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees. 
The  police  judge  shall  have  jurisdiction  within  the 
limits  of  said  town  of  all  infractions  of  the  by-laws 
and  ordinances  of  said  town.  A  vacancy  in  the  oflSce 
of  police  judge  or  town  marshal  shall  be  filled  by  the 
trustees  of  said  town,  recommending  a  suitable  person 
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to  the  county  judge  of  Fleming  county,  the  appointee 
to  hold  his  office  until  the  succeeding  regular  election. 

§  9.  The  town  marshal  shall  hold  his  office  for  two  Town  manhai. 
years,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified  ; 
and  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  shall 
take  the  same  oath  required  of  constables  of  Fleming 
county,  and  in  the  county  court  of  Fleming  county 
execute  bond,  with  good  security,  the  same  as  required 
of  constables,  with  the  further  covenant  that  he  will 
perform  all  the  duties  of  marshal  of  said  town  accord- 
ing to  law.  The  marshal  shall  have  concurrent  juris- 
diction with  constables  in  Fleming  county  and  be 
entitled  to  the  same  fees  for  his  services.  It  shall  be 
the  especial  duty  of  said  marshal  to  execute  all  pro- 
cess issued  for  alleged  violation  of  the  by-laws  and 
ordinances  of  said  town,  and  to  promptly  collect  all 
taxes,  fines  and  forfeitures  and  pay  the  same  to  the 
treasurer  of  said  town. 

§  10.  The  trustees  authorized  by  this  act  must  reside  Qnaiincations. 
within  the  town  limits ;  but  persons  who  reside  outside 
the  town  limits,  and  own  real  estate  in  said  town  sub- 
ject to  taxation,  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  at  all 
elections  for  officers  for  said  town  ;  but  no  real  estate  Farmlands. 
used  for  farming  purposes  extending  within  the  cor- 
porate limits  of  said  town  shall  be  listed  for  taxation 
for  town  purposes. 

^11.  All   male  citizens  of    the  town  of   "  Grange  voter.. 
City,"  who  are  legal  voters  under  the  statutes  of  Ken- 
tucky regulating  elections,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at 
all  elections  held  under  the  provisions  of  this  charter. 

§  12.  The  trustees,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  elec-  Election.

written  posters  placed  in  at  leabt  three  public  places 
in  said  town,  stating  time  and  place  and  purpose  of 
said  election.

CHAPTER  864. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  tLe  Owensboro  Banking  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cam- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created  and  established  a 
savings  and  deposit  bank  at  Owensboro,  Kentucky, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  The  Owensboro  Banking 
Company,  with  a  capital  stock  of  not  less  than  ten 
thousand  dollars  ($10,000),  divided  into  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  ($100)  each,  and  the  subscribers,  their 
associates  and  assigns,  are  hereby  created  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  under  the  above  name  and  style, 
and  as  such  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead,  answer  and 
defend,  in  all  courts  of  this  and  other  States  and  of 
the  United  States ;  acquire,  buy,  rent,  sell,  use  and 
dispose  of  real  and  personal  estate  ;  receive  on  deposit 
gold,  silver,  money  and  valuables ;  loan  money,  bny 
and  sell  and  discount  promissory  notes,  bills  pf  ex- 
change, stocks,  bonds,  securities  and  evidences  of 
debt,  and  do  a  general  banking  business  ;  have  all  the 
rights  of  a  natural  person ;  use  and  adopt  a  common 
seal  and  amend  or  alter  the  same. 

§  2.  George  V.  Triplett,  W.  P.  Kent  and  R.  S.  Trip- 
lett,  Jr.,  are  hereby  constituted  a  board  of  commis- 
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sioners  to  open  books  for  subscription  to  stock  in  said 
bank,  and  when  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000)  of  stock 
shall  have  been  subscribed  and  paid  in,  said j  bank 
may  organize  and  proceed  to  business. 

§  3.  Said  bank  shall  be  under  the  management  and 
control  of  five  (5)  directors,  who  may  adopt  by-laws 
for  the  management  of  said  bank.  Said  directors 
shall  elect  a  president,  vice-president,  and  such  other 
officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

§  4.  Said  bank  may  receive  the  deposits'  of  married 
women  and  minors. 

§  6.  The  private  property  of  the  stockholders  shall 
not  be  liable  for  the  debts  of  said  corporation. 

§  6.  Promissory  notes  and  bills  of  exchange,  or 
drafts  made  negotiable  and  payable  at  said  bank  or 
any  other  bank  or  banking  house  organized  under 
the  laws  of  this  State  or  the  United  States,  when  dis- 
counted by  said  bank,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby^ 
placed  on  the  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange, 
and  like  remedy  may  be  had  thereon  against  the 
makers,  drawers  and  indorsers,  severally  and  jointly, 

§  7.  Each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote 
for  each  paid-up  share  of  stock  held  by  him. 

§  8.  Said  Owensboro  Banking  Company  may  estab- 
lish a  depository  at  any  incorporated  town  in  Daviess 
county,  Kentucky,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  de- 
posits, cashing  checks,  and  transacting  other  business 
not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  charter. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved  April  28,  1886. 


CHAPTER  865. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  county  court  of  Fayette  county  to  issue  bonds. 

Whereas,  The  county  court  of  Fayette  county, 
under  the  above  recited  act,  caused  one  hundred 
bonds  of  said  county,  of  the  denomination  of  one 
thousand  dollars  each,  to  be  issued,  bearing  date  the 
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first  day  of  October,  1882;  and  whereas,  sixty  of 
«aid  bonds  have  already  been  paid  or  provided  for, 
leaving  still  outstanding  twenty  due  on  the  first  day 
of  April,  1886,  and  twenty  due  on  the  first  day  of 
April,  1887;  and  whereas,  it  is  deemed  oppressive 
on  said  county  to  pa j^  the  whole  of  said  bonds  at 
the  time  of  their  maturity;  therefore,  to  extend  the 
time  of  a  portion  of  said  bonds. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cam- 
Tnonwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Fayette  county,  com- 
posed of  the  county  judge  and  a  majority  of  the 
justices  of  said  county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
authorized  and  empowered  to  cause  to  be  issued  and 
sale  made  of  twenty  bonds  of  like  denomination, 
with  interest  coupons  attached,  in  the  same  form  as 
the  said  outstanding  bonds ;  and  which  bonds  shall 
bear  such  date  and  be  payable  at  such  time  and 
place  as  said  court  may  prescribe;  the  interest  cou- 
pons payable  semi-annually  from  the  date  of  said 
bonds,  and  not  to  exceed  the  rate  of  six  per  cent, 
per  annum ;  and  if  said  bonds  shall  be  sold,  it  must 
be  in  the  same  manner  as  was  prescribed  in  said 
first  recited  act,  and  provided  for  as  though  they 
had  been  issued  under  the  said  act ;  all  the  provis- 
ions of  which,  so  far  as  needed  to  carry  out  the 
objects  of  this  act,  shall  apply  to  this  act  and  the 
bonds  to  be  issued  thereunder,  just  as  though  they 
had  been  issued  under  said  first  recited  act;  the 
only  object  of  this  act  being  to  enable  said  court  to 
have  longer  time  for  the  payment  of  a  portion  of 
said  forty  thousand  dollars. 

§  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  proceeds  of  said 
new  bonds,  which  may  be  issued  under  this  act,  shall 
be  wholly  applied  to  the  payment  of  such  portion  of 
fiaid  forty  bonds  as  the  court  may  deem  advisable. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its 

passage.  Approved  April  28,  1886. 
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CHAPTER  866. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Standard  Normal  University. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  O.  R  McHargue  and  W.  H.  Bloom,  alone 
or  jointly,  with  not  more  than  five  other  persons  to  be 
by  them  appointed,  if  they  shall  so  elect,  and  their 
successors,  be,  and  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic 
and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  title  of  the  board 
of  trustees  of  the  Standard  Normal  University,  and  by 
such  corporate  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract 
and  be  contracted  with ;  may  have  a  common  seal,  and 
alter  the  same  at  pleasure ;  may  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession ;  may  make  all  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws 
necessary  for  the  transaction  of  business  and  for  the 
government  of  said  university  not  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth  or  of  the  United  States ; 
and  may  acquire,  hold  and  convey  property  for  the 
benefit  and  use  of  said  university,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  General  Statutes  in  force  at  the  incor- 
poration of  the  Madisonville  Normal  School  and  Busi- 
ness College,  this  incorporation  being  intended  to  take 
the  place  of  that  of  the  said  Madisonville  Normal 
School  and  Business  College. 

§  2.  That  ihe  president  and  teachers  of  said  univer- 
sity may  confer  degrees  and  grant  diplomas  signed  by 
the  president  and  teachers  and  bearing  the  seal  of  the 
university. 

§  3.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Madisonville 
Normal  School  and  Business  College  may,  by  an  order 
entered  upon  its  record  book,  accept  this  act  as  its 
charter,  and  when  so  done,- this  act  shall  become  its  act 
of  incorporation,  and  take  the  place  of  the  articles  of 
incorporation  granted  to  the  said  Madisonville  Normal 
School  and  Business  College  on  January  21,  1884. 

§  4.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  867. 


AN  ACT  to  protect  the  health  of  citizens  on  the  lines  of  railroads  in 

Grayson  county. 

Be  iilenacied  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  railroad  com- 
pany in  Grayson  county  to  allow  any  ponds  of  stag- 
nant or  foul  water  to  be  formed  on  their  right  of  way 
in  said  county  by  reason  of  the  construction  or  exca- 
vations for  the  construction  of  any  railroad. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  companies  now  op- 
erating railroads  in  said  county  to  drain  and  keep 
drained  any  such  ponds. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  justices  of  the  peace 
of  Grrayson  county  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  this 
act  are  complied  w^ith  ;  and  any  justice  of  the  peace 
may  notify  any  authorized  agent  of  said  company  to 
drain  such  pond  within  ten  days  from  the  service  of 
such  notice ;  and  upon  the  failure  of  said  company  to 
remove  said  ponds  or  to  provide  for  their  drainage  in 
ten  days  after  the  service  of  this  notice  herein  provided 
for,  such  company  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  upon  indictment  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum 
not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

§  4.  Any  company  or  corporation  violating  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  in  any  particular  shall  be  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  indictment  and  conviction 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  868. 


AN  ACT  to  legalize  the  payment  of  the  officers,  agents  and  general 
expenses  of  the  Householders'  Mutual  Benefit  Association  of  Ken- 
tucky. 

Whereas,  The  said  association  was  incorporated 
by  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  by  the  Gov- 
ernor on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  May,  1882,  author- 
izing said  association  to  pay  its  oflScers  and  employes 
a  reasonable  salary  for  their  services,  and  said  act  of 
incorporation  failing  to  state  from  what  fund  or  funds 
said  salaries  should  be  paid  ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  the  payments  heretofore  made,  and  that 
may  hereafter  be  made,  to  the  several  officers  and 
agents  of  said  association,  and  the  other  necessary 
expenses  of  the  association,  from  the  fund  known  as 
the  association  or  expense  fund,  as  set  forth  in  section 
four,  article  two,  of  the  by-laws  adopted  by  the  direct- 
ors of  said  association,  is  hereby  declared  lawful 
under  said  charter :  Provided  always^  That  said  sala- 
ries and  fees  shall  be  reasonable  compensation  for  the 
work  performed, 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage. 

Approved  April  28,  1886. 


CHAPTER  869. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  estahlish  a  system  of 
public  graded  schools  in  the  city  of  Mt.  Sterling,"  approved  April  16, 
1884. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  establish  a  sys- 
tem of  public  graded  schools  in  the  city  of  Mt.  Ster- 
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ling,"  approved  April  16,  1884,  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  amended  by  striking  out  from  the  first  section 
of  said  act  the  first  seventeen  and  one-half  lines,  be- 
ginning at  the  word  'Hhat,"  in  the  first  line,  and 
ending  with  the  word  *' situated,"  in  the  eighteenth 
line,  and  by  Inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following 
words,  namely  :  "That  the  boundaries  of  the  common 
school  district  No.  1 ,  in  the  county  of  Montgomery, 
shall  embrace  the  city  of  Mt.  Sterling,  and  shall  be 
limited  to  said  city,  and  be  bounded  by  the  limits  of 
said  city." 

§  2.  That  section  13  of  said  act  be  amended  by  strik- 
ing out  the  word  ''market,"  after  the  word  ''fair,"  in 
the  second  line  thereof,  and  by  inserting  after  the 
word  ''value,''  ''which  shall  not  exceed  the  value 
fixed  by  the  county  assessor  in  his  assessment  for 
county  and  State  purposes,  as  equalized  by  the  State 
Board  of  Equalization,,  if  said  board  remains  in  exist- 
ence ;  and  if  not,  then  as  fixed  by  county  board  of 
supervisors  and  assessor;"  and  that  said  section  be 
further  amended  by  adding  after  the  words  "this 
act,"  in  the  eleventh  line,  "but  said  board  of  trustees 
shall  list  any  property  liable  to  assessment  under  the 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth  in  said  district  not  listed 
by  the  county  assessor." 

§  3.  The  pupils  residing  outside  of  the  city  limits 
and  the  district  as  formed  by  this  act,  but  inside  of 
the  district  as  formed  by  the  act  of  1884,  to  which 
this  is  an  amendment,  shall  be  entitled  to  attend  the 
school  contemplated  by  this  act  for  the  term  of  one 
scholastic  year,  in  consideration  of  the  payment  by 
said  district  of  the  tax  of  thirty  cents  on  each  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  the  poll-tax  levied  in  the  year 
1885 :  Provided^  Said  pupils  attend  said  school  the 
first  year  after  its  organization  and  commencement. 

§  4.  That  section  13  of  the  said  act  be  amended  by 
adding  the  following  proviso  thereto,  namely  :  Pro- 
mded^  That  whenever  the  board  of  trustees  of  Mt. 
Sterling  public  graded  schools  shall  be  authorized  by

the  provisions  of  this  act  and  a  majority  of  the  quali- 
fied votes  Qast  at  an  election  held  in  pursuance  to  sec- 
tion 15  thereof,  to  assess,  levy  and  collect  an  ad 
talorem  and  capitation  tax,  and  to  issue  bonds  of  said 
district,  it  shall  be  th«  duty  of  said  board,  and  they 
are  hereby  required,  to  set  aside  annually  for  the 
number  of  years  said  bonds  are  to  run,  and  said  taxes 
are  to  be  assessed,  levied  and  collected,  one- sixth  part 
of  the  gross  sum  derived  from  such  ad  valorem  and 
capitation  taxes  so  assessed,  levied  and  collected  in  said 
disirict  in  each  year,  which  one-sixth  of  said  taxes 
shall  constitute,  and  is  hereby  constituted,  a  sinking 
fund  with  which  to  pay  off  the  bonds  of  said  district 
which  may  be  issued  by  said  board  ;  and  said  sinking 
fund  shall  be  held  sacred  for  that  purpose  and  used 
for  no  other ;  but  until  it  becomes  necessary  to  use 
the  same  for  said  purpose,  the  said  fund  shall  be 
safely  and  profitably  invest^id  or  loaned  out  by  the 
treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  said  board  entered  on 
its  journal ;  and  all  such  investments  or  Ipans  shall 
bear  a  rate  of  interest  not  less  than  six  per  cent,  per 
annum,  and  be  for  a  period  not  exceeding  one  year  at 
a  time,  and  shall  be  secured  by  first  mortgage  on  un- 
incumbered real  estate  of  double  the  value  of  the 
investment  or  loan,  and  situated  in  Montgomery 
county,  in  this  State ;  the  obligations  for  said  invest- 
ments and  loans  to  be  made  payable  to  the  board  of 
trustees  of  Mt.  Sterling  public  graded  schools  or 
order ;  and  whenever  a  sufficient  sum  has  so  accumu- 
lated to  pay  one  or  more  of  said  bonds,  the  said  board 
may  purchase  at  the  market  value  (not  to  exceed, 
however,  par  and  a  premium  of  five  per  cent,  there- 
on), one  or  more  of  said  bonds  and  destroy  the  same, 
and  continue  to  do  so,  from  time  to  time,  until  all  of 
said  bonds  are  paid  off  ;  and  the  remainder  of  said 
sinking  fund,  if  any,  after  the  payment  of  the  bonded 
debt  of  said  district,  shall  be  returned  to  the  general 
fund  to  be  used  for  other  school  purposes  set  forth  in 
the  foregoing  section. 
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§  5.  That  the  assessor  of  said  school  district,  at  the 
time  he  returns  his  tax  book,  shall  also. return  the 
names  of  all  delinquents  who  fail  or  refuse  to  give  a 
list  of  their  taxable  property  when  called  on  by  said 
assessor  for  that  purpose,  or  give  a  false  or  fraudulent 
list;  and  said  assessor,  as  to  fraudulent  delinquents, 
shall  state  in  what  the  falsehood  or  fraud  consists. 
On  the  filing  of  said  list  of  delinquents  with  said 
board,  they  shall  direct  their  secretary  to  issue  a  writ- 
ten notice  to  each  delinquent  resident  in  said  county, 
or  to  the  apjent,  if  any,  of  such  person  who  is  a  non- 
resident of  said  county,  to  appear  before  said  board 
on  a  day  to  be  named  in  said  notice,  not  less  than 
three  days  from  the  service  of  said  notice,  and  to  show 
<*ause,  if  any  he  can.  why  he  shall  not  give  in  a  list  of 
his  taxable  property,  money  and  choses  in  action  as 
required  by  said  act,  and  be  fined  for  making  default. 
The  said  board  may  examine  such  delinquent  on  oath, 
and  shall  hear  and  determine  the  case ;  and  if  the 
delinquent  shall  be  adjudged  to  have  been  willfully  in 
default,  he  may  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding 
fifteen  dollars,  to  be  assessed  by  said  board  on  their 
.  journal,  and  recovered  by  warrant  in  behalf  of  said 
board  before  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the 
amount,  and  when  collected  shall  form  a  part  of 
the  general  school  fund  for  white  pupils  in  said  dis- 
trict. The  said  board  shall  have  power  to  take  the 
list  of  any  delinouent  or  nonresident  of  said  county, 
who  has  no  agent  therein,  and  to  fix  the  fair  value  of 
his  taxable  propertj^  upon  the  statement  of  such 
delinquent  on  oath,  or  on  such  other  evidence  as  may 
be  obtained  by  said  board,  which  list,  when  so  taken, 
shall  be  filed  and  certified  by  the  secretary  to  the  col- 
lector, to  have  the  same  effect  and  validity  as  if  em- 
braced by  the  assessor's  tax-book  after  being  super- 
vised by  said  board.  When  it  shall  be  known  to  the 
collector  of  said  district  that  any  person  has  failed  to 
give  in  a  list  of  his  taxable  property  in  any  year, 
or  that  the  same  has  been  omitted  by  the  assessor, 
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wheD  it  shall  be  liable  for  taxation  for  school  purposes 
in  snid  district,  he  shall  report  such  person  to  the 
board,  to  bed^aalt  with,  fined  and  listed  for  taxation 
as  a  delinquent  reported  by  the  asBewor, 

§  6.  That  said  board  shall  have  power  to  grant  ex- 
onerations to  persons  who  have  been  improperly  as- 
sessed or  whose  property  has  been  assessed  higher 
than  prescribed  in  section  2  of  this  act,  for  taxation 
in  said  district ;  but  shall  have  no  power  to  exempt 
from  taxation  any  property  not  exempt  by  section 
3,  article  1,  chapter  92  of  the  General  Statutes,  en- 
titled ''Revenue  and  Taxation;"  and  the  same  prop- 
erty exempt  from  State  taxation  by  said  section  shall 
be  exempt  from  taxation  for  school  purposes  in  said 
district. 

§  7.  That  the  provisions  of  this  amendment  in  pro- 
viding for  said  sinking  fund  shall  apply  to  any  taxes 
assessed,  -levied  or  collected,  or  that  may  hereafter  be 
assessed,  levied  or  collected,  and  to  any  bonds  of  said 
district  that  may  be  issued  which  are  authorized  by 
any  election  of  the  qualified  voters  heretofore  held  in 
said  district,  as  v^ell  as  to  any  taxes  or  bonds  that 
may  be  authorized  by  any  such  election  hereafter  held 
therein.  This  act  shall  not  aflPect  the  right  of  said  board 
of  trustees  to  collect  the  ad  valorem  and  capitation  tax  Tax  of  irss 

not  affected. 

assessed  and  levied  for  the  year  1885  on  the  tax-payers 
and  property  within  said  district,  as  defined  by  said 
act  of  1884  ;  and  this  amendment  shall  not  in  any  man- 
ner affect  the  validity  of  the  vote  of  the  qualified  voters 
of  said  common  school  district  heretofore  taken  on 
the  proposition  to  levy  and  collect  an  ad  valorem,  and 
capitation  tax,  and  to  issue  and  sell  the  bonds  of  said 
district ;  and  the  said  board  shall  have  the  power  to 
assess,  levy  and  collect  an  annual  tax  of  thirty  cents 
on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  taxable  prop- 
erty, money  and  choses  in  action,  as  defined  in  section 
2  of  this  act,  within  said  district,  as  defined  by  section 
1  of  this  act,  for  the  period  of  fifteen  years,  commenc- 
ing with  the  year  1885,  and  a  capitation  tax  of  two 
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dollars  on  each  qualified  white  voter  therein  for  the 
Bonds  same  period,  and  to  issue  and  sell  the  bonds  of  said 

district  as  bounded  by  the  limits  described  in  section 
1  of  this  act,  for  not  exceeding  twelve  thousand  dol- 
lars, to  run  fifteen  years  from  the  date  they  are  issued, 
payable  to  bearer,  with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of 
six  per  cent,  per  annum  from  their  date  until  paid, 
payable  semi-annually ;  the  said  ad  valor  em  and  capi- 
tation tax,  and  the  proceeds  realized  from  the  sale  of 
said  bonds,  to  be  used  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the 
act  of  1884,  and  to  provide  a  sinking  fund  to  meet  the 
principal  of  said  bonds  in  the  mode  defined  by  section 
4  of  this  act.  The  lands  and  premises  of  Jas.  H. 
Bean,  Owen  Laughlin,  and  Maria  L.  Glover  are  ex- 
empted from  the  operations  of  this  act,  and  are  hereby 
included  in  the  school  district  as  formed  bv  this  act. 
§  8.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  870. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate   the   National   Railroad  Agents'  Assc>ciation. 

Whereas,  Certain  railroad  station  agents  have 
associated  together  and  organized  the  National  Rail- 
road Agents'  Association ;  and  whereas,  a  meeting 
was  held  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  June  10,  1885,  at 
which  a  constitution  was  adopted  and  officers  and  an 
executive  board  elected ;  and  whereas,  said  officers 
and  board  desire  to  procure  an  act  of  incorporation 
whereby  they  and  their  successors  in  office  shall  be 
made  a  body -corporate  under  the  name  of  National 
Railroad  Agents'  Association  ;   therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  J.  C.  Downing,  George  Petry,  G.  L.  Spink, 
Incorporators.  W.  K.  Jamisou,  Brent  Arnold,  B.  W.  Briggs,  C.  B. 
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Coolv,  J.  E.  Brawner,  J,  L.  Teflft  and  J.  G.  Barry,  and 
their  suijcessors  and  assigns,  b3,  and  they  are  hereby, 
created  a  body-corporate,  under  the  name  of  National 
Railroad  Agents'  Association,  and  by  that  name  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  may  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  sue  and  be  sued,  and  may  acquire  and  ^^^^H^f 
hold  property,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  and  transact 
business  in  its  corporate  name  ;  and  may  have  and  use 
a  com  rnon  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure,  and  do 
any  and  all  lawful  acts  necessary  to  carry  out  the  ob- 
jects for  which  said  association  is  organized. 

§  2.  The  particular  object  and  business  of  the  said  object,  of  the 
association  shall  be  to  render  the  railroad  companies 
the  best  standard  of  agents  by  improving  the  quality 
of  their  service ;  also  to  assist  worthy  members  in 
obtaining  employment ;  to  guarantee  the  bonds  or 
undertakinsrs  of  members  ;  to  establish  a  fund,  by 
assessments  or  otherwise,  which  shall  be  collected, 
held  and  used  for  the  benefit  of  members  in  case  of 
accident,  sickness,  or  being  out  of  employment,  and 
for  the  benefit  of  families  of  deceased  members,  or 
their  heirs,  or  such  persons  as  such  deceased  members 
may,  while  living,  direct,  and  to  promote  any  other 
worth}'  objects  that  may  from  time  to  time  be  intro- 
duced. 

§3.  The  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  under  Busineeg

the  control  and  management  of  a  board  of  managers 
consisting  of  ten  persons,  one  of  whom  shall  be  presi- 
dent and  another  vice-president ;  a  majority  of  the 
board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business ;  and  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section 
of  this  act  as  incorporators  shall  be,  and  they  are  here- 
by, constituted  the  first  board  of  managers  for  said 
corporation.  The  board  shall  have  full  power  to  fill 
vacancies.  A  majority  of  the  board  of  managers  shall 
reside  in  or  be  in  easy  access  to  the  principal  place  of 
business  of  said  association.  The  persons  herein  named 
as  incorporators,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  constitute 
a  board  to  do  business,  and  may  proceed  at  pleasure

to  organize  and  may  receive  as  members  any  railroad 
agent  or  his  assistant,  in  good  standing,  and  such 
other  persons  as  may  be  lecommended  by  a  member  in 
good  standing ;  but  no  member  shall  be  entitled  to 
share  in  the  relief  or  benefit  funds  contemplated  here- 
in until  he  shall  have  passed  a  satisfactory  medical  ex- 
amination and  be  shown  to  be  in  good  health,  or  until 
he  shall  have  complied  with  all  by-laws,  rules  or 
regulations  of  the  association  in  regard  to  members  or 
their  admission  into  this  association  or  its  benefits. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  corporation  to  create, 
hold  and  disburse  a  beneficiary  fund  or  funds  for  the 
relief  of  members  and  their  families,  and  to  establish 
a  benefit  fund,  from  which,  on  satisfactory  evidence  of 
the  death  of  a  member  who  has  complied  with  the 
legal  requirements  of  the  association,  a  sum,  to  be  fixed 
by  the  board  of  managers  or  the  association,  shall  be 
paid  to  the  family  or  heirs  of  such  member,  or  be  paid  in 
such  manner  or  to  such  person  as  said  member  may 
have  directed.  The  manner  of  raising  and  disbursing 
such  relief  or  benefit  fund  or  funds  shall  be  controlled 
and  regulated  by  such  by-laws,  rules  or  regulations  of 
the  said  corporation  as  it  may  be  necessary  to  adopt ; 
and  all  of  said  funds  shall  be  exempt  from  execution, 
and  not  liable  to  seizure  or  appropriation  by  any  legal 
or  equitable  process  for  any  debt  or  debts  of  the  living 
or  deceased  members  of  said  association. 

§  5.  The  said  corporation  may  also  establish  a  guar- 
antee department,  and  by  a  system  of  membership 
fees,  dues  and  assessments  upon  members  applying 
for  membership  in  or  belonging  to  said  department, 
may  provide  for  all  expenses  and  liabilities  incurred 
in  organizing  or  operating  said  department.  Upon 
the  organization  of  such  department  as  herein  pro- 
vided, the  corporation  may  execute  bonds  of  surety- 
ship or  guaranty  for  members  of  said  department  of 
said  association,  and  may,  upon  the  legal  require- 
ments of  said  corporation  being  complied  with,  be- 
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come    surety  or  guarantor   upon   the    bond   of    any 
member  of  said  department  of  satd  association. 

^  6.  The  guarantee  department  shall  constitute  a 
separate  department  of  the  association,  and  all  the 
business  of  said  department,  together  with  all  the 
funds,  securities,  investments  or  property  of  said  cor- 
poration pertaining  or  belonging  to  said  department, 
shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart  from  the  other 
business  or  funds  of  the  association.  The  associa- 
tion shall,  by  proper  by-laws,  fix  the  rates,  terms  and 
conditions  upon  which  the  association  will  become 
surety  or  guarantor,  as  well  as  the  length  of  time  or 
amount  for  which  the  corporation  will  become  liable 
on  bonds  or  obligations  of  suretyship  or  guaranty, 
and  also  shall,  by  such  by-laws,  fix  the  amount  each 
member  of  said  department  shall  be  assessed  upon 
any  bond  executed  for  such  member,  and  the  amount 
members  of  the  department  shall  be  assessed  to  meet 
the  current  expenses  or  any  liability  of  said  corpora- 
tion on  any  of  the  undertakings  or  bonds  contem- 
plated and  authorized  by  this  act.  Thf^  amount  of 
any  and  all  assessments  on  members  shall  be  regu- 
lated by  the  amount  of  the  liability  assumed  by  the 
corporation  on  the  respective  bonds  of  members  ;  that 
is,  where  a  member  is  assessed  upon  a  bond  beini? 
executed  for  such  tnember,  the  amount  paid  shall  be 
in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  such  bond,  and  the 
ratio  of  assessments  on  members  to  meet  liabilities 
shall  be  fixed  and  controlled  by  the  amount  of  the 
.respective  bonds  executed  for  members  ;  except,  when 
the  association  is  not  liable  on  any  bond  for  a  member 
of  said  department,  such  member  shall  pay  a  mini- 
mum assessment  to  be  fixed  by  the  association. 

§  7.  The  incorporators,  or  a  majority  of  them  named 
in  this  act,  shall  have  power,  at  any  time  within  two 
years  after  this  act  shall  become  a  law,  to  organize  as 
a  separate  department  the  guarantee  department  con- 
templated herein,  and  for  this  purpose  they  may  re- 
ceive as  members  of    said  department  any   station 


fees. 
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agents  or  their  assistants,  or  such  other  person  or  per- 
sons as  may  be  recommended  by  a  member  in  good 
standin<i^,  upon  any  such  agent,  assistant  or  person 
having  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  as  to  his 
moral  character,  integrity  and  standing,  and  having 
paid  the  membership  fee  required  by  the  regulations 
Membership  aud  by-laws  of  the  association.  Upon  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  guarantee  department,  each  person  be- 
coming a  member  thereof  shall  pay  a  membership  fee 
of  not  less  than  five  dollars  ($5) ;  and  when  as  much 
as  five  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed  to 
the  permanent  fund  contemplated  herein,  or  when  one 
thousand  members  shall  have  been  admitted,  the  man- 
agers may  organize  the  guarantee  department  contem- 
plated herein.  Subject  to  the  limitations  named 
herein,  the  sums  received  as  membership  fees  and 
annual  dues  in  said  guarantee  department  shall  form 
a  permanent  fund,  which  shall  be  invested  in  good  se- 
curities and  kept  separate  and  apart  from  the  other  in- 
vestments of  said  guarantee  department  or  of  said 
corporation,  and  such  investments  shall  be  specially 
and  primarily  liable  for  the  obligations  of  said  corpo- 
ration as  suretv  on  the  bonds  of  members  of  said  de- 
partment  as  authorized  herein  ;  and  such  investment 
shall  not  be  liable  for  any  other  debt  or  liability  of 
said  corporation  until  all  of  its  liabilities  on  such  un- 
dertakings or  obligations  shall  have  first  been  met 
and  discharged.  The  membership  fees  shall  consti- 
tute the  permanent  fund  of  said  department  of  said 
association,  and  shall  not  be  used  for  any  other  pur- 
pose than  as  specified  above :  Provided^  That  when 
said  fund  shall  reach  seventy-five  thousand  dollars,  the 
managers  may,  in  their  discretion,  apply  any  excess  or 
surplus  over  said  sum  to  defraying  expenses  or  liqui- 
dating any  liability  or  obligation  of  the  said  guaran- 
tee department  of  the  said  corporation.  All  of  the 
obligations  or  indebtedness  of  said  guarantee  depart- 
ment, of  every  kind  and  character,  shall  first,  be  dis- 
charged before  any  of   its  funds   shall   be   in  any 
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manner  liable  for  any  other  debt  or  obligation  of  said 
corporation. 

§  8.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  presi-  oflicer.. 
dent,  vice-president,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  such 
other  officers,  agents  or  employes  as  may  be  pro- 
vided for  herein,  or  such  as  the  managers  may  deem 
necessary  and  convenient  for  the  proper  prosecution  of 
the  business  of  the  association.  The  office  of  secretary 
and  treasurer  may  be  held  by  the  same  person.  The 
board  of  managers  and  the  officers  elected  shall  hold 
their  office  for  one  year  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified.  The  election  of  a  new  uiections. 
board  of  managers  shall  take  place  within  one  year 
after  the  organization  of  the  association  under  this 
incorporation,  and  until  such  election  the  incorpora- 
tors are  to  constitute  the  board  of  managers,  and  J. 
C.  Downing  shall  be  president,  and  Greorge  Petry 
vice-president,  and  G.  L.  Spink  secretary  and  treas- 
urer. 

§  9.  The  board  of  managers   may  fix  the  salaries  saiadei. 
and  compensation  of  officers  and  employes,  and  pre- 
scribe in  the  by-laws  the  duties  of  officers  and  the 
amount  and  condition  of  such  bonds  as  may  be  re- 
quired of  them. 

§  10.  The  board  of  managers  shall  make  all  by-laws  Buies  and 

^  r>  ^  by- laws. 

necessary  for  conducting  the  business  of  the  corpora- 
tion. The  by-laws  shall  regulate  the  time  and  manner 
of  holding  all  regular  or  called  meetings  of  the  board 
or  of  the  association,  and  shall  fix  the  membership 
fees  and  assessments,  and  the  rules,  principles  or 
terms  on  which  members  may  be  admitted ;  and  also 
the  terms  upon  which  memberships  or  benefits  may 
be  forfeited  or  members  expelled ;  and  may  make  such 
other  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  proper 
conduct  or  management  of  the  business  of  the  associa- 
tion or  any  of  its  departments. 

§  11.  The  principal  place  of  business  of  the  associa-  riace  of 
tion  shall  be  Louisville,  Kentucky ;  but  the  corporation 
19 — Local  Laws,  vol.  2. 
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may,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  shall  be 
adopted,  constitute  and  establish  offices,  branches, 
sections  or  local  boards  of  the  association  at  other 
places. 

§  12.  The  president  and  managers  shall  cause  to  be 
made  annually  a  full  report  of  the  business  of  the 
association,  subject  to  the  inspection  of  its  members. 

§  13.  The  private  property  of  the  members  shall  be 
exempt  from  the  corporate  debts  or  liabilities. 

§  14.  That  so  much  of  the  act  of  April  19,  1884, 
relating  to  Assessment  Insurance  Companies  of  other 
States,  as  may  be  applicable  to  this  corporation,  shall 
be  held  and  deemed  to  apply  thereto,  except  so  much 
thereof  as  taxes  the  premium  receipts  of  such  corpo- 
rations. 

§  15.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  871. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  J.  M.  Baker,  of  Knott  county. 

Whereas,  J.  M.  Baker,  of  Knott  county,  taup^ht 
acceptably  and  in  good  faith  the  common  school  iu 
district  No.  24,  Letcher  county,  during  the  school 
year  1884-85,  holding  a  certificate  of  qualification 
under  the  late  school  law,  but  having  ignorantly  and 
unintentionally  failed  to  procure  a  certificate  of  qual- 
ification under  the  present  school  law ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  A  ssemhly  of  the  Cotti- 
monwealth  of  Keivbucky : 

%  1.  That  the  Superintendent  of  Pablic  Instruction 
is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  his  draft  on  the  Auditor 
of  Public  Accounts  in  favor  of  S.  C.  Tyree,  superin- 
tendent of  common  schools  for  Letcher  county,  for 
the  sum  of  sixty-three  dollars  and  ninety-six  cents. 
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payable  out  of  the  surplus  of  Letcher  county,  for  the 
school  year  ending  June  30,  1885,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  said  J.  M.  Baker. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  872, 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  hoard  of  councilmen  of  Newport,  Kentucky, 
when  sitting  as  a  court,  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the 
giving  in  of  testimony. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweoMh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  mayor  and  board  of  councilmen  of  the 
city  of  Newport,  when  organized  under  its  charter  as 
a  court  for  the  trial  and  determination  of  contested 
elections  for  elective  city  officers  and  members  of  the 
board  of  education  and  of  the  board  of  councilmen,  or 
to  hear  and  determine  charges  that  may  be  preferred 
against  the  official  conduct  of  any  of  the  officers  of 
said  city,  are  hereby  vested  with  the  authority  now 
vested  in  the  circuit  court  to  compel  the  attendance 
of  witnesses  and  the  giving  in  of  testimony,  and  may^ 
for  contempt,  fine  and  imprison  the  witnesses  in  the 
same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  that  circuit  courts 
may  now  do. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  873. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  **An  act  to  amend  an  act,  enti- 
tled 'An  act  to  amend  an  act  incorporating  the  town  of  Munford- 
ville,  in  Hart  county,'"  approved  May  12,  1884. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  an  act, 
entitled  *An  act  to  amend  an  act  incorporating  the 
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town  of  Munfordville,  in  Hart  county,' "  approved 
May  12,  1884,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by 
<;ontinuing  said  act  and  this  amendment  in  force  for 
two  years  longer,  except  that  part  of  section  6  of  said 
act  which  follows  after  the  word  ''cease,"  in  the 
fourth  line  of  said  section,  which  last  part  of  said 
section  that  follows  the  said  word  ''  cease"  is  hereby 
repealed. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage ;  and  all  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed.

CHAPTER  874. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  city  of  Newport  to  issue  bonds  for  refunding 
bonds  issued  under  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  authorizing  the  city  of 
Newport  to  issue  bonds  for  certain  purposes,"  approved  February  12, 
1880. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Asserribly  of  the  Com- 
TnonweaUJi  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  city  of  Newport  may  issne  bonds  to 
the  amount  of  eighty-eight  thousand  dollars  for  the 
purpose  of  refunding  and  taking  up  her  bonds  now 
outstanding  and  issued  under  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act 
authorizing  the  city  of  Newport  to  issue  bonds  for  cer- 
tain purposes,"  approved  February  1*?,  1880.  Said 
bonds  shall  be  of  the  denomination  of  five  hundred 
dollars  each,  dated  on  the  first  day  of  July,  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-six,  and  payable  twenty  years 
after  date,  with  interest  thereon  at  any  rate  not  more 
than  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually 
by  coupons  attached.  Said  bonds  shalL  bear  the  rate 
of  interest  at  five  per  cent,  or  less  as  the  city  council 
shall  determine  by  ordinance,  and  shall  be  numbered 
consecutively,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and 
clerk  of  said  city,  and  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than 
par  value. 
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§  2.  Said  bonds,  when  issued,  shall  be  a  lien  upon 
all  the  property  of  the  city  of  Newport,  and  skall  be 
exempt  from  taxation,  except  for  State  purposes,  and 
shall  be  payable  at  the  oflSce  of  the  treasurer  of  the 
city  of  Newport. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  875. 

A^  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Southern  Contract  Comj)any. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  John  M.  Robinson,  John  H.  Leathers,  W. 
T.  Grant,  Ed.  H.  Bo  wen  and  Stephen  E.  Jones,  their 
associates  and  successoi's,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
made  a  body-corporate,  under  the  name  of  the  South- 
ern Contract  Company,  and  under  that  name  may  sue 
and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and 
have  and  possess  all  the  rights  and  powers  incident  to 
corporations. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  the  said  corporation  shall 
be  (8125,000)  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each  ;  and  all  stock  subscribed  for  shall  be  paid  in  at 
par  into  the  treasury  of  the  company.  The  above 
named  incorporators,  or  their  survivors,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  shall,  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may 
determine,  open  books  for  subscription  to  such  capital 
stock. 

§  3.  The  affairs  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  man- 
aged by  a  board  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
seven  directors,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  stock- 
holders to  serve  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors 
shall  be  elected.  The  above  named  incorporators  shall 
act  as  a  board  of  directors  until  the  stockholders  shall 
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elect  a  board  ;  and  whenever  the  above  named  capital 
shall  have  been  subscribed,  or  sooner,  if  the  said  in- 
corporators shall  so  determine,  they  shall  call  a  meet- 
ing of  the  subscribers  or  stockholders,  to  be  held  at  a 
fixed  time  and  place,  for  the  election  of  a  board  of 
directors  and  the  transaction  of  other  business.  The 
board  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  to  be  president, 
and  may  select  or  provide  for;  the  election  or  appoint- 
ment of  such  subordinate  officers  as  they  may  deem 
expedient.  At  all  meetings  of  the  stockholders  each 
«hare  of  stock  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  which 
may  be  cast  in  person  or  by  proxy. 

§  4.  The  said  company  shall  have  authority  to  enter 
into  and  perform  any  contract  or  contracts  with  any 
company  authorized  to  build  a  railroad  in  the  State  of 
Kentucky,  for  the  location,  construction  or  equipment 
of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  such  railroad ;  and  in 
order  to  make  and  carry  out  the  same  may  acquire, 
own  and  dispose  of  any  property,  real  or  personal, 
which  it  may  deem  necessary  therefor,  and  do  all 
things  needful  or  proper  for  the  location,  construction 
and  equipment  of  any  such  railroad ;  and  may  con- 
tract for  and  receive  in  payment  from  any  such  com- 
pany, and  dispose  of  the  bonds,  choses  in  action,  or 
shares  of  the  capitaFstock  of  such  company. 

§  5.  The  said  company  may  borrow  money  and 
pledge  or  mortgage  its  assets ;  and  may  buy  or  invest 
in  the  bonds  or  stock  of  any  railroad  company  which 
it  is  authorized  to  contract  with,  and  may  advance 
money  to  its  stockholders  on  such  securities  or  upon 
its  own  capital  stock,  but  not  exceeding  fifty  per  cent, 
of  the  amount  paid  thereon. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

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CHAPTER  876. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  county  of 
Mason  to  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  railroad  companies/'  ap- 
proved March  29,  1886. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oenerol  Assembly  of  the  Oom- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  authorize  the 
county  of  Mason  to  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of 
railroad  companies,"  approved  March  29,  1886,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  adding  to  sec- 
tion 3  of  said  act  the  following,  namely :  Provided^ 
That  said  court  may  pay  such  subscription  at  once 
by  issuing  and  selling  bonds  of  the  county  at  par,  in 
sums  of  not  less  than  five  hundred  nor  more  than 
one  thousand  dollars,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  ex- 
ceeding six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-an- 
nually at  such  place  or  places  as  the  court  may 
designate,  with  coupons  for  the  interest  attached, 
signed  by  the  clerk  of  said  court ;  the  bonds  to  be 
signed  by  the  presiding  judge  and  attested  by  the 
clerk  of  said  court  under  the  seal  thereof,  and  they, 
or  any  number  of  them,  to  run  for  such  time  or 
times  as  the  court  in  its  order  may  prescribe,  not 
exceeding  fifteen  years  for  the  longest  of  them ;  the 
taxes  authorized  by  said  act  to  be  levied,  collected 
and  paid  over  by  the  order  of  the  court  to  meet  the 
interest  and  bonds  as  the  same  fall  due,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  amendment  and 
under  the  orders  of  said  court. 

§  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  877. 

AN   ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Clinton,  in  Hickman 

county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1,  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate 
the  city  of  Clinton,  Hickman  county,"  approved  Janu- 
ary 22,  1884,  and  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend 
the  charter  of  the  city  of  Clinton,"  approved  April 
15,  1884,  be  amended  as  follows,  to  v^it : 

1st.  That  section  3,  article  2,  be  amended  bv  strik- 
ing  out  the  word  "  two,"  where  it  occurs  in  the  seventh 
line  of  said  section,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
word  "one." 

2d.  That  subsection  3,  section  1,  article  5,  be  so 
amended  as  to  read :  To  employ  a  competent  police 
force,  and  to  fix  their  fees  and  emoluments  ;  to  fix  the 
fees  and  emoluments  of  the  mayor  for  his  services  as 
clerk  of  the  council,  but  no  power  is  conferred  to 
allow  any  salary  for  such  services  ;  to  fix  the  fees  and 
salary  of  the  marshal  for  his  services  as  such  marshal : 
Promded^  That  the  salary  of  said  marshal  shall  not 
exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  a  year,  and  also 
to  fix  the  compensation  of  the  marshal  for  his  services 
for  assessing  and  collecting  the  taxes  for  said  city, 
and  to  fix  the  compensation  of  the  treasurer  and  the 
officers  of  the  election  for  their  services. 

3d.  That  section  3,  entitled  "Miscellaneous,"  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  "no  lands  or  other  j)roperty 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city,  used  entirely 
for  farming  purposes,  shall  be  subject  to  taxation.  If 
there  is  a  dwelling-house  upon  same  within  the  corpo- 
rate limits  of  said  city,  then  the  dwelling-house  and 
two  acres  of  ground  thereto  shall  be  subject  to  taxa- 
tion for  city  purposes  like  all  other  real  estate  in  said 
city  limits.  But  whenever  said  lands  are  laid  oflf  into 
lots,  they  shall  be  subject  to  taxation." 
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§  4.  That  section  5  of  said  charter,  under  title 
''Miscellaneous,"  and  an  act  amendatory  thereto,  ap- 
proved April  15,  1884,  are  amended  so  as  to  read  : 
"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  council  to  annually 
assess  a  tax,  not  to  exceed  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents, 
on  each  dog,  both  male  and  female,  in  said  city, 
owned  or  kept  by  a  resident  of  said  city,  which  shall 
be  assessed  by  the  marshal  as  other  property  subject 
to  city  taxes ;  and  if  the  same  is  not  paid  by  the 
owner  or  keeper  upon  proper  demand  of  the  city 
marshal,  the  marshal  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall 
be  his  duty,  to  kill  said  dog  or  dogs. 

§  5,  That  this  act  shall  take  elBfect  from  and  after  its 
passage ;  and  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  here- 
with are  hereby  repealed. 

Approved  May  1,  1886. 


CHAPTER  878. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  circuit  court  clerks  of  MasjofRn  and  Morgan 
counties  to  make  a  cross-index  to  the  judgment  books  of  said  counties. 

Whkrjcas,  The  record  of  judgments  in  the  clerk's 
oflSce  of  the  Morgan  and  Magoffin  circuit  courts  have 
not  been  cross-indexed  by  the  former  incumbents  of 
those  offices ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assenihly  of  the  Com- 
Tnorvwealth  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  present  clerks 
of  the  Magoffin  and  Morgan  circuit  courts,  or  their 
successors,  to  make  or  cause  to  be  made,  full  and  com- 
plete cross-indexes  to  the  record  of  the  judgments  in 
said  courts. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  courts  of 
each  of  said  counties  respectively  to  make  an  allowance 
to  said  clerks  for  the  labor  performed,  not  to  exceed 
fifteen  cents  for  each  judgment  so  cross-indexed. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.  Approved  May  i,  1886.

CHAPTER  880. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Manchester,  Crooked  Creek  and  Cove  Dale 
Turnpike  Koad  Company,  of  Lewis  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assernbly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  created  a  body-poli- 
Mame.  tic  and  coi'porate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  "The 

Manchester,  Crooked  Creek  and  Cove  Dale  Turnpike 
Road  Company,  of  Lewis  county,"  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  a  macadamized  turnpike  road  from  a 
point  of  the  Concord  and  Tollesboro  Turnpike,  near 
Cove  Dale  post-office,  thence  the  most  practicable 
route  down  Doyle's  Fork  and  Crooked  creek  to  a 
point  near  the  store  of  James  G.  Wilson,  tapping 
the  Manchester  and  Sand  Hill  Turnpike  at  said  point. 

§  2.  The  capital    shall    not   exceed    two    hundred 

^tock.  thousand  dollars,  to  be  made  up  by  the  subscription 

stock  from  Lewis  county  now  authorized  by  law  of 

one  thousand  dollars  per  mile,  and  private  stock  in 

shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each. 
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§  3.  The  following  citizens  shall  constitute  the  in-  incotporaton. 
•corporators  and  commissioners  to  solicit  stock,  or  so 
many  of  them  as  will  act:    A.   M.   Long,  John  M. 
Myers,   Amos  Means,   George  S.   Doyle,   James    H. 
Garrett  and  James  G.  Wilson. 

§  4.  The  commissioners  (or  any  three  who  will  act) 
shall  procure  suitable  books  in  which  the  stockhold- 
ers shall  enter  into  the  following  obligation,  to  wit : 
"We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  annexed,  promise* 
to  pay  to  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Man- 
chester, Crooked  Creek  and  Cove  Dale  Turnpike  Road 
Company  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and 
every  share  of  stock  set  opposite  our  names,  in  such 
proportions  or  sums  and  at  such  times  and  places 
as  the  said  directors  and  president  may  direct." 

§  fi.  That  the  stockholders  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
vote  for  every  share  of  stock  paid  up  held  by  them, 
and  when  any  stockholder  desires,  he  may  vote  by 
proxy  in  writing  at  any  and  all  elections  for  oflScers 
on  said  road. 

*  §  6.  That  a  board  of  five  (5)  directors  shall  be 
elected  to  conduct  the  business  of  said  turnpike 
company ;  the  election  to  be  held  at  some  con- 
venient point  along  the  line  of  said  road  after  ten 
days'  public  notice ;  the  said  board  of  directors  to 
immediately  organize  for  business  by  the  election  of 
one  of  their  number  for  president  and  a  secretary 
and  treasurer,  the  treasurer  to  give  a  good  and  suf- 
ficient bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties. 

§  7.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power 
to  fix,  grade,  locate,  build  and  establish  said  road 
between  the  points  designated,  and  may  acquire  by 
purchase,  gift,  relinquishment,  writ  of  ad  quod  dam- 
num^ deed  or  otherwise,  the  right  of  way  for  the 
road ;  the  width,  metal,  etc.,  to  be  fixed  by  said 
board  of  directors  and  the  aid  of  a  practical  en- 
.gineer. 
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§  8.  That  the  county  court  of  Lewis  county  shall 
subscribe  stock  at  the  rate  of  one  thousand  dollars  per 
mile,  as  per  provisions  of  the  law  authorizing  said  sub- 
scription.

sons traveling  on  said  road  at  the  rates  now  fixed  by 
law  on  other  turnpikes  in  this  (Lewis)  county. 

§  11.  That  said  turnpike  road  company,  when  so 
organised,  shall  have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  defend 
and  be  defended,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and 
make  such  by-laws  as  may  be  necessary  which  do  not 
conflict  with  the  Constitution  of  either  the  State  of 
Kentucky  or  the  United  States. 

§  12.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  full  power  to 
do  all  other  acts  and  things  necessary  to  be  done  to 
locate  and  establish  and  complete  said  turnpike  road. 

§  18.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  881. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Yoder  J.  Jewell,  of  Fayette  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  disabilities  of  Yoder  Jewell,  of  Fay- 
■  ette  county,  a  young  man  now  over  nineteen  years  of 
age,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  removed,  and  that 
he  is  hereby  empowered  to  act  and  transact  any  and 
all  kinds  of  business  as  if  he  were  of  full  age,  and 
such  and   transactions  shall  be  binding  and  in   full 
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force :  Provided^  however^  That  this  act  shall  not  be 
construed  to  empower  said  Jewell  to  vote  at  any  elec- 
tion. 

§  2.   This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  prevent  trespass  in  the 
county  of  Woodford,"  approved  April  17,  1884.

%  1.  That  the  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  prevent  tres- 
pass in  the  county  of  Woodford,"  approved  April  17, 
1884  (being  chapter  840  of  the  Acts  of  the  sessions  of 
1883-4),  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  amended  by  striking 
therefrom  section  3  of  said  act.

CHAPTER  883. 

AN  ACT  to  further  regulate,  the  conduct   of  elections  in  the  city  of 

Covington. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
Tnonwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1 .  The  officers  of  all  elections  hereafter  held  in  oiHcers  of 
the  city  of  Covington,  national.  State,  county  and 
municipal,  shall  be  two  judges,  a  clerk  and  a  marshal, 
all  of  whom  shaU  be  intelligent  housekeepers  of  good 
repute,  and  duly  qualified  electors  in  the  precinct 
where  they  are  appointed  to  serve.  The  judges  andjees. 
marshal  shall  each  receive  three  dollars  per  day  for 
their  services  as  such,  and  the  clerks  shall  receive  five 
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Fines.  dollars  each  per  day  for  their  services ;  and  when  duly 

appointed  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty-live 
dollars,  upon  conviction  in  the  Kenton  criminal  court, 
for  failure  to  serve,  unless  excused  by  the  power 
appointing  them,  for  sickness,  death,  or  other  calam- 
ity in  their  families,  certified  to  by  a  practicing  phy- 
sician in  good  standing,  resident  of  said  city. 
§  2.  The  voting  or  election  precincts  for  all   such

§  3.  Wo  poll  or  voting  place  for  any  such  election

or  property  used  for  saloon  purposes,  or  where  intoxi- 
cating liquor  is  retailed. 
§  4.  The  board  hereinafter  provided  for  shall  have 

Location  of  poll  aud  Is  hereby  given  power  and  authority  to  name  and 
designate  such  places  for  the  location  of  polls  or  vot- 
ing places  in  the  various  voting  or  election  precincts  of 
said  city,  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  as  to  it  shall  seem  most  convenient  and  proper, 
and  shall  give  at  least  ten  days'  notice  of  their  selec- 
tion to  the  owner  or  occupant  of  such  place  or  prem- 
ises, who  shall,  on  the  day  appointed  for  election, 
admit  the  officers  of  election  thereto,  and  permit  such 

Fines  election  to  be  there  held  ;  and  for  any  refusal  of  such 

owner  or  occupant  to  permit  the  use  of  such  premises 
for  such  election  purposes,  he  shall  be  fined  fifty  dol- 
lars, to  be  recovered  by  warrant  in  the  mayor's  court 
of  said  city.  The  owner  or  occupant  of  such  premises 
so  used  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  as  compensation 
for  the  use  thereof  not  less  than  three  dollars,  to- 
gether with  compensation  for  any  damage  occasioned 
by  putting  said  premises  in  proper  condition  to  con- 
veniently hold  said  election. 
§  5.  The  poll-books  used  at  all  such  elections  shall 

poiNbooke.  have  a  space  or  column  of  sufficient  width  imme- 
diately following  the  place  therein  for  recording  the 
name  of  each  voter,  wherein  the  clerk  shall  record 
the  name  of  the  street  and  the  number  or  situation  of 
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the  house  in  which  said  voter  resides,  so  that  his  place 
of  residence  can  be  readily  ascertained ;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  all  officers  of  elections  to  see  that  the 
place  of  residence  of  each  voter  is  properly  recorded, 
and  to  refuse  to  accept  or  record  the  vote  of  any  per- 
son who  shall  refuse  to  give  his  place  of  residence ; 
and  any  officer  of  election  who  shall  permit  the 
recording  of  any  such  vote  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  or 
imprisoned  not  more  than  ten  days,  or  both  so  fined 
and  imprisoned,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  the  Kenton 
criminal  court. 

§  6.  All  officers  of  such  elections  shall  be  appointed  Ei«ction  board. 
annually  by  a  board,  to  be  styled  the  Election  Board 
of  the  City  of  Covington,  which  shall  consist  of  the 
presiding  judge  of  the  Kenton  county  court,  the  county 
court  clerk,  the  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Covington, 
the  president  of  the  city  couucil  of  Covington,  and 
the  mayor  of  said  city.  Said  board  shall  make  their 
appointments  of  such  officers  annually,  at  least  ten 
days  before  each  August  election,  and  immediately 
notify  the  appointees  thereof  by  written  or  printed 
notices  delivered  to  one  or  more  constables  or  other 
officers  authorized  by  law  to  execute  process,  and  by 
one  of  them  served  upon  said  appointees  in  person 
forthwith,  and  not  less  than  three  days  before  the 
election,  and  shall  file  the  return  thereon  with  the  city 
clerk  of  Covington,  who  shall  preserve  the  same  in 
his  office.  If  any  officer  so  appointed  be  excused, 
said  board  shall  immediately  appoint  another,  and 
notify  him  as  above  not  less  than  two  days  before  the 
election  ;  and  if  any  officer  so  appointed  fail  to  serve, 
the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  electors  present  at 
the  opening  of  the  polls.  The  judges  appointed  by 
said  board  or  chosen  at  the  polls  shall  be  as  near  as 
possible  equally  divided  at  each  precinct  between  the 
political  parties  then  existing,  and  the  clerk  and  mar- 
shal shall  be  likewise  divided  politically  at  each  pre- 
cinct. 
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§  7.  The  pay  of  all  election  officers  appointed  under 
Feesof  this  act,  and  the  necessary  expense  of  printing  and

serving  notices  on  them,  and  the  cost  of  providing 
polling  places  and  poll-books,  shall  be  certified  by  said 
board  to  the  Kenton  county  court  and  the  city  coancil 
of  Covington,  and  paid  one-half  by  said  county  and 
one-half  by  said  city,  except  that  in  city  elections  the 
entire  expense  shall  be  paid  by  said  city.  The  mem- 
bers of  said  election  board  shall,  upon  conviction  in 
the  Kenton  criminal  court  of  any  neglect  of  duty 
under  this  act,  or  of  any  corrupt  or  fraudulent  or 
willful  violation  thereof  by  commission  or  omission, 
be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more 
than  two  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  less  than 
ten  days  nor  more  than  one  year,  or  both  so  fined  and 
imprisoned. 
§  8.  It  sliall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  other  than

than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars, 
or  imprisoned  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  fifteen 
days,  or  both  so  fined  and  imprisoned :  Provided^  That 
this  section  shall  not  apply  to  persons  ordinarily  pass- 
ing along  in  streets  where  polling  places  are  situated, 
or  on  the  opposite  sides  thereof  from  such  polling 
places,  or  along  streets  intersecting  such  streets,  nor 
to  persons  living  or  doing  business  within  said  dis- 
tance of  any  polling  place  and  ordinarily  passing  to 
and.  from  their  residences  and  business  places.  The 
marshals  of  such  elections  shall  distinctly  mark  and 
indicate  a  point  sixty  feet  distant  from  their  respect- 
ive polling  places,  so  that  the  same  may  be  seen  and 
known.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  said 
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county,  and  the  mayor  or  other  head  of  the  police 
force  of  said  city,  to  see  to  the  enforcement  of  this 
section,  and  a  sufficient  number  of  said  police  shall 
be  detailed  near  each  polling  place  and  remain  on 
duty  there  for  that  purpose.  Two  persons,  other  than 
the  election  officers  and  of  opposite  political  parties, 
may  remain  within  each  polling  place  with  the  said 
election  officers  during  the  progress'  of  the  election 
and  of  the  count  of  the  votes  c^st,  for  the  purpose  of 
watching  the  election  and  count  and  challenging  votes. 

§  9.  The  poll-books  containing  the  votes  for  officers  Betuming the 
of  said  city  shall  be  returned  to  the  city  council  of^°** 
*said  city,  and  the  poll-books  and  ballots  containing 
the  votes  for  State,  county  and  United  States  officers 
shall  be  returned  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court,  as 
required  by  existing  law. 

§  10.  All  laws  governing  or  relating  to  elections  in 
the  city  of  Covington  and  the  qualification  of  voters, 
or  a  synopsis  thereof,  shall  be  printed  and  attached  to 
each  poll-book  used  at  elections  in  said  city,  for  the 
information  of  the  officers  of  election. 

§  11  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage  ;  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  are,  so  far  as  the  same  con- 
flict herewith,  repealed.

CHAPTER  884. 

AN  ACT  to  abolish  District  No.  12,  in  Harlan  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
TnonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  the  magisterial  and  voting  district  known 
as  Youcom's  Creek  District  No.  12,  in  Harlan  county, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  abolished. 

§  2.  Hereafter,  all  that  portion  of  said  district  on 
the  waters  of  Clover  Fork,  above  the  farm  of  Wm.  B. 
20—LocaZ  LawSj  vol.  2. 
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Kelley,  Sr.,  also  all  that  portion  of  Youcom's  creek 
above  the  farm  of  D.  M.  Setser,  shall  form  and  consti- 
tute a  part  of  Clover  Fork  District  No.  3 ;  the  balance 
of  said  district  shall  hereafter  form  and  constitute  a 
part  of  district  No.  1  in  said  county. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  not  interfere  with  the  ])resent 
constitutional  term  of  the  magistrates  of  said  district. 

§  4.  That  after  the  next  regular  election  for  justice 
of  the  peace  in  said  county,  the  records  and  books  of 
S.  W.  Kelley,  J.  P.,  shall  be  turned  over  to,  and  be- 
come a  part  of,  the  records  of  the  nearest  magistrate 
in  district  No.  3,  and  the  books  and  records  of  John 
G.  Farle3%  J.  P.,  shall  be  turned  over  to,  and  become 
a  part  of,  the  records  of  the  nearest  magistrate  in  dis- 
trict No.  1  in  said  county. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  885. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  colored  common  schools  of  Floyd  county,  and 
to  authorize  the  superintendent  and  board  of  examiners  of  c(>mmon 
schools  of  said  county  *' to  i?sue  special  license  to  persons  to  teach  col- 
ored common  schools  of  said  county." 

Whereas,  The  colored  people  of  Floyd  county 
Lave  been  unable  to  obtain  teachers  to  teach  their 
public  schools  in  said  county  since  the  revised  com- 
mon school  law  went  into  effect,  caused  by  there  being 
no  colored  teachers  who  was  living  in  said  counfy,  or 
near  thereto,  who  could  obtain  certificates  under  the 
rigid  examination  which  the  present  common  school 
law  requires ;  and  whereas,  it  is  right  that  they 
should  have  common  schools,  as  ^now  provided  for 
other  citizens  under  existing  laws,  that  they  may  be- 
come cultured  and  enabled  to  more  fully  discharge 
their  duties  as  such  citizens  ;  therefore, 
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Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kerducky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  superint/endent  of  common 
schools  of  Floyd  counter  and  his  board  of  examiners 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered 
to  issue  special  license  to  a  person  who  cannot  have 
the  examination  required  by  the  common  school  law, 
for  the  purpose  of  teaching  any  colored  common 
school  in  any  common  school  district  in  said  county, 
when  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  super- 
intendent and  his  said  board  of  examiners  that  said 
person  so  licensed  is  qualified  to  teach  the  colored 
pupils  residing  in  said  common  school  districts,  and 
there  cannot  be  a  qualified  teacher  had  to  teach  the 
same. 

§  2.  That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  only  apply 
and  extend  to  and  including  the  school  year  ending 
June  the  thirtieth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  (1888). 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  886. 

AN   ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Lexington  Savings  Association. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
mo-nweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  charter  and  act  of  incorporation  of  the 
Lexington  Savings  Association  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  amended  and  extended  as  follows,  to  wit: 
That  said  association,  by  a  vote  of  its  stockholders  or 
of  its  board  of  directors,  may  at  any  time  increase  its 
capital  stock  and  number  of  shares  to  such  an  amount 
or  amounts,  in  the  aggregate,  as  may  be  deemed  proper, 
not,  however,  to  exceed  in  all  the  sum  of  three  millions 
of  dollars  ;  but  this  shall  not  be  done  by  adding  an  ad- 
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ditional  number  of  shares  to  the  class  now  in  existence 
xipon  which  weekly  dues  or  installments  are  being  paid, 
hut  shall  be  done  only  by  subscriptions  to  shares  in 
new  classes  to  be  hereafter  opened  and  offered  for 
:8ubscription.  * 

§  2.  A  new  class  or  classes  may  be  opened,  and  de- 
posits or  dues  paid'in  thereon,  at  any  time  the  stock- 
holders or  board  of  directors  may  determine,  either 
before  the  shares  now  held  bv  stockholders  shall  have 
been  fully  paid  up  or  thereafter,  as  may  be  determined ; 
the  board  of  directors  and  officers,  as  heretofore  pro- 
vided, shall  be  elected  by  the  stockholders  of  the  class 
longest  in  existence,  and  there  shall  be  but  one  board 
of  directors,  and  these  shall  have  the  government  of 
all  the  affairs  of  the  association.  Each  class  shall  be 
known  and  designated  by  a  letter  of  the  alphabet, 
beginning  with  the  letter  *'A"  and  thence  on,  allot- 
ting one  letter  in  succession  to  each  class.  No  part 
of  the  profit  or  loss  of  any  one  class  shall  be  credited 
to  or  charged  against  any  other  class,  but  in  all 
things,  except  as  herein  provided,  each  class  shall 
be  treated  as  separate  and  distinct ;  two  or  more 
classes  may  be  opened  and  conducted  at  the  same 
*  time. 

§  3.  No  class  shall  consist  of  less  than  one  hundred 
shares  nor  more  than  two  thousand ;  no  weekly  or 
other  due  or  payment  shall  be  greater  than  two  (i) 
dollars  or  less  than  twenty-five  cents.  Installments  or 
dues  may  be  required  daily,  weekly,  semi-monthly 
or  monthly,  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  board  of  direct- 
ors. Shares  may  be  fixed  at  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred and  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  par 
value.  Shares  may  be  required  to  continue  for  a  cer- 
tain time,  or  until  the  net  accumulations  will  enable 
the  shares  of  a  class  to  realize  a  designated  sum ;  in- 
terest on  loans  may  be  charged  and  deducted  in  ad- 
vance, but  no  usurious  interest  or  price  for  the 
privilege  of  borrowing  shall  be  charged. 
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§  4.  Provision  may  be  made  in  the  by-laws,  if 
deemed  expedient,  for  allowing  stockholders  in  any 
particular  class  to  withdraw  from  any  such  class  or 
from  the  association,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be 
regarded  as  fair  and  just ;  and  the  board  of  directors 
may  open  a  building  class  if  they  deem  it  expedient, 
in  which,  with  a  borrowed  or  paid-up  fund,  lots  may 
be  purchased  and  buildings  erected  to  be  sold  to  the 
members  of  such  class  or  others,  and  paid  for  in  such 
manner  and  on  such  payments  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

§  5.  Said  association  may  unite  with  and  consolidate 
with  any  other  association  of  similar  character  upon 
such  terms  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon  between 
this  association  and  any  other  uniting  with  it ;  and  all 
stock  in  all  classes  formed  and  opened  under  this  act, 
and  the  stock  of  any  association  uniting  and  con- 
solidating with  this  association,  shall  be  in  all  respects 
on  the  same  footing,  entitled  to  the  same  privileges, 
rights  and  immunities  as  is  the  stock  and  shares  of 
this  association  already  subscribed  for,  except  as  is 
herein  otherwise  provided. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  888. 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  distillers  from  emptying  their  slop  and  offal  into 

Hickman  creek,  in  Jessamine  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  per- 
mit the  slop  or  oflfal  from  his  distillery  to  flow  into 
the  stream  known  as  Hickman  creek,  in  Jessamine 
county,  between  the  first  day  of  April  and  the  first 
day  of  November,  of  each  year. 

§  2.  Any  person  violating  this  act  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  be  fined  not  less  than 
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fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hnndred  dollars  for 
each  day  he  shall  commit  said  offense. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  both  the  county  attor- 
ney and  the  Commonwealth's  attorney  for  Jessamine 
county  to  see  that  this  act  is  enforced  ;  and  they  are 
allowed  each  fifteen  per  cent,  of  the  fines  imposed 
under  this  act  for  their  services. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  be  given  in  charge  by  the  circuit 
judge  to  the  grand  jury  of  said  county. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  the  first  day  of  June,  1886. 

Approved  May  1, 1886. 


CHAPTER  889. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Logan  County  Bank. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Logan 
County  Bank  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to 
reduce  the  capital  stock  of  said  bank  to  any  sum  not 
less  than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars. 

§  2.  Said  reduction  may  be  made  by  purchase  and 
retirement  of  stock,  by  a  pro  rata  reduction  of  the 
amount  held  by  each  stockholder,  or  by  both. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved  May  1,  1886. 


CHAPTER  890. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Louisville  Detective  Agency. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assernbly  of  the  Ci/nt- 
mumwealth  of  Keniucky : 

§  1.  That  Gus  Rosenberg,  Thomas  Shepard  and 
Wm.  Coffey  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  incorporated, 
under  the  name  of  the  Louisville  Detective  Agency. 
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§  2.  Said  corporation  shall  exist  for  the  period  of 
twenty-five  years,  and  during  that  time  shall  have 
the  right  to  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  and  have  all  the  powers  incidental  to 
corporate  bodies. 

§  3.  The  business  of  said  corporation  shall  be  the 
searching  for  and  arresting  criminals,  ferreting  out 
crimes,  and  other  detective  work  of  a  general  nature 
and  pertaining  to  the  administration  of  law  in  all  or 
any  of  its  branches. 

§  4.  The  principal  office  of  said  corporation  shall 
be  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  Kentucky ;  but  said  cor- 
poration shall  have  power  to  arrest  criminals  in  any 
part  of  the  State  of  Kentucky :  Provided^  JLowever^ 
They  shall  be  governed  in  all  respects  by  the  laws 
for  such  purpose  in  all  such  cases  made  and  pro- 
vided. 

§  5.  The  original  incorporators  shall  serve  as  di- 
rectors for  said  corporation  for  the  term  of  one 
year,  and  thereafter  a  board  of  three  directors  shall 
be  elected  by  the  stockholders  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  May  of  each  year,  who  shall  serve  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  installed.

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CHAPTER  89X. 


AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  and  malt  liquors 
within  two  miles  of  Glenville  school-house,  in  district  No.  16,  McLean 
county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  OeneraZ  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell 
to  another  person  any  quantity  of  spirituous,  vinous 
or  malt  liquors,  or  a  mixture  thereof,  within  a  bound- 
ary of  two  miles  north,  east,  south  and  west  of  Grlen- 
ville  school-house,  in  McLean  county,  Kentucky, 
school  district  No.  16,  atfd  any  person  who  shall  so 
sell  any  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or  a  mix- 
ture thereof,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  lined  in  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100),  upon  indictment 
of  the  grand  jury  of  said  county,  or  upon  the  warrant 
of  any  justice  of  the  peace  for  said  county. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  Isah  Short  and  Samuel  H.  Burton  to  erect  a  mill- 
dam  across  Brushy  Fork  of  Blaine.

Tnonwealth  of  KentucTcy : 

%  1.  That  Isah  Short  and  Samuel  H.  Burton  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  erect  a  mill-dam  across 
Brushy  Pork  of  Blaine,  at  or  near  the  old  Short  farm 
on  said  creek  where  Isah  Short  now  lives. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT    to  divide  precinct    No.  (1)  one,  in  Pendleton  county,  into 

two  voting  placea. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  precinct  No.  1,  or  the  Falmouth  precinct, 
in  Pendleton  county,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
divided  into  two  voting  districts  by  the  following 
line :  Beginning  at  the  South  Pork  of  Licking  river, 
at  the  foot  of  Main  street  in  the  town  of  Palmouth ; 
thence  with  Main  street  to  the  Levengood  road  ;  thence 
with  said  road  to  South  Licking  river ;  thence  with 
said  river  to  the  south  line  of  said  precinct.  That  the 
east  and  south  of  said  line  shall  be  known  and  desig- 
natipd  as  precinct  No.  1,  East  Division,  and  the  west 
and  north  of  said  line  shall  be  known  and  designated 
as  precinct  No.  1,  West  Division.  That  the  county 
court  of  said  county  shall  provide  suitable  voting 
places  in  each  of  said  divisions  in  the  town  of  Pal 
mouth. 

§  2.   That  the  Double  Beech  voting  place,  in  said 
precinct  No.  1,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  abolished.

CHAPTER  896. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  "The  West   Kentucky  Improvement  Com- 
pany." 

Be  it  encLcted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  KentucJcy : 

%  1.  That  E.  C.  Gordon,  C.  C.  Harris,  W.  T.  Mulli- 
gan, W.  S.  Gordon  and  John  T.  McClenden,  and  their 
associates  and  successors,  be,  and  are  hereby,  created 
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a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and 
style  of  The  West  Kentucky  Improvement  Company, 
and  by  that  name  may  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer 
and  defend,  in  all  courts  and  places  as  natural  persons ; 
to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  or  change 
the  same  at  pleasure ;  to  establish  by-laws  and  make 
all  rules  and  regulations  deemed  expedient  for  the 
management  of  its  affairs,  and  to  conduct  its  business 
and  execute  contracts  in  relation  thereto,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  or 
of  the  United  States. 

§  2.  Until  the  election  of  a  board  of  directors  as 
hereinafter  provided,  the  corporators  herein  named 
shall  constitute  the  board  of  directors  of  said  com- 
pany, and  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers 
herein  conferred  upon  the  West  Kentucky  Improve- 
ment Company;  and  may  elect  one  of  their  number 
president  and  appoint  a  secretary  and  treasurer. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  may  be  fixed 
by  the  corporators  or  board  of  directors,  but  shall  not 
exceed  one  million  of  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  the  par  value  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each,  and  shall  be  held  to  be  personal  estate. 

§  4.  The  said  West  Kentucky  Improvement  Com- 
pany shall  have  power  to  contmct  with  any  individual 
or  corporation  for  the  construction  of  railways,  rail- 
roads, elevators,  or  for  opening  or  development  of 
coal  mines,  iron  mines,  stone  quarries,  the  construc- 
tion of  blast  furnaces,  erecting  coke  ovens,  or  any 
internal  improvement  in  or  out  of  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky ;  and  is  authorized  to  receive  in  payment  for 
any  work  so  done  the  capital  stock,  or  the  mortgage 
bonds,  either  or  both,  or  other  securities  or  property 
of  any  such  corporation  or  individual,  or  any  bonds 
or  other  property  which  such  corporation  may  have 
acquired,  and  hold,  transfer,  assign,  or  dispose  of  the 
same  to  corporations  or  individuals,  in  such  manner^ 
the  board  of  directors  of  the  West  Kentucky  Im- 
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prorement  Company  may  deem  expedient  and  proper. 
And  the  capital  stock  of  any  corporation  so  secured 
and  accepted  by  said  West  Kentucky  Improvement 
Company,  from  such  corporations  or  individuals  hav- 
ing subscribed  the  same  in  payment  for  the  construc- 
tion or  equipment  of  any  railway,  or  the  development 
of  any  mining  or  other  property,  or  other  service  per- 
fonned  for  any  of  the  purposes  named  herein,  shall 
be  deenied  and  held  as  fully  paid  and  non-assessable. 
The  said  West  Kentucky  Improvement  Company  may 
receive  subscriptions  to  its  capital  in  lands  and  other 
property,  or  may  purchase  the  capital  stock  or  bonds 
of  other  corporations  with  its  own  capital  stock  and 
bonds,  upon  such  terms  and  upon  such  conditions  as 
may  be  agreed  upon  between  the  parties. 

§  5.  The  said  West  Kentucky  Improvement  Com- 
pany may  also  accept  subscriptions  to  its  capital 
stock,  payable  in  lands  and  other  property  as  well  as 
in  money,  and  may  acquire  by  purchase  or  donation 
real  estiite,  including  coal  and  iron  and  timbered 
lands,  in  or  out  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  may 
acquire,  hold,  own  and  operate  coal  mintfs,  iron  mines, 
blast  furnaces,  lumber  mills,  barges  and  steamboats, 
build  and  equip  such  tramways,  railroads  or  other 
roads,  as  may  be  expedient,  needful  or  desirable  in  the 
development  of  the  said  company's  mining  and  timber 
interests,  and  for  the  purpose  of  connecting  said 
mines  and  mills  with  existing  lines  of  railway  or  nav- 
igable streams  in  the  State  of  Kentucky. 

§  6.  When  not  less  than  fifty  shares  of  the  capital 
stock  have  been  subscribed  in  bona  fide  subscriptions, 
the  subscribers  may  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as 
the  president  or  a  majority  of  the  directors  may 
appoint,  and  elect  a  board  qf  directors,  consisting  of 
not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven  in  number,  to 
serve  for  twelve  months,  or  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified,  who  shall  choose  one  of  their 
number  president.     The  board  of  directors  may  also 
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elect  a  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  sach  other  officers 
and  agents  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

§  7.  The  directors,  or  a  majority  of  those  remaining, 
shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  death  or 
resignation  among  their  members,  and  such  person  or 
persons  elected  shall  hold  oflBlce  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified. 

§  8.  If  it  should  become  necessary  or  expedient  for 
said  company  to  borrow  money  in  order  to  carrj'^  oat 
the  purposes  contemplated  by  this  act,  then,  in  that 
event,  the  West  Kentucky  Improvement 'Company 
shall  have  the  right  to  mortgage  any  portion  or  all  of 
its  property,  franchises  and  rights,  including  lands, 
mines,  mining  rights,  blast  furnaces,  tramways,  rail- 
ways, barges  and  steamboats,  or  other  property  which 
the  said  corporation  may  have  acquired,  and  which,  at 
the  time,  it  may  own,  and  may  issue  thereupon  such 
mortgage  bonds,  in  such  amount  and  bearing  such 
rate  of  interest,  not  exceeding  seven  per  cent,  per 
annum,  as  the  board  of  directors  or  a  majority  of 
them  may  deem  expedient,  and  may  sell  the  said 
bonds  at  less  than  par. 

§  9.  The  private  property  of  the  stockholders  shall 
not  be  liable  for  the  corporate  debts. 

§  10.  The  principal  oflBce  of  said  company  for  the 
transaction  of  business  shall  be  in  the  city  of  Hop- 
kinsville  until  otherwise  fixed  by  the  board  of  direct- 
ors. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  f rem- 
and at  the  time  of  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Covington. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

i  1.  That  from  and  after  the  first  Saturday  in  Janu- Mayor  chief

ary,  1887,  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Covington  shall  be 
the  chief  executive  of  said  city.  It  shall  be  his  duty 
to  see  that  the  bv-laws,  ordinances  and  resolutions  of 
the  cit}^  council  of  said  city,  and  all  contracts  made 
with  said  city,  are  faithfully  obeyed,  executed  and  en- 
forced. He  shall  exercise  a  general  supervision  over 
the  affairs  of  said  city  and  over  all  the  executive  and 
ministerial  officers  of  said  city,  and  see  that  their  duties 
are  faithfully  performed  ;  and  he  shall  annually  require  »«port8. 
from  them  a  detailed  statement  in  writing  of  the  busi- 
ness and  condition  of  their  respective  offices,  which 
annual  statement  may  be  ordered  printed  by  the  city 
council:  ani  should  any  of  said  officials  fail  to  dis- 
charge their  duties,  the  mayor  shall  report  the  same  to 
the  city  council.  He  shall  keep  the  public  seal  of  the 
city ;  shall  sign  all  orders,  bonds,  contracts  and  con- 
veyanoei*  when  directed  by  the  city  council,  and  shall 
from  time  to  time  communicate  to  the  council  such 
information  and  recommend  such  measures  as  in  his 
opinion  may  tend  to  the  improvement  of  the  finances, 
police,  health,  cleanliness,  comfort,  ornament  and  se- 
curity of  said  city. 
§  2.     All  legal  process  and  notices  of  every  kind  to  Proceeses to b©

or  against  the  city  of  Covington  shall  be  executed 
upon  the  mayor  thereof,  who  shall  communicate  the 
same  to  the  city  council  of  said  city  at  the  next  meet- 
ing thereof  after  the  service  of  said  process  or  notices, 
and  shall  also  communicate  the  sime  to  the  proper 
legal  officers  of  said  city  upon  their  reception  by  him. 
If  said  process  or  notices  be  of  such  a  character  as  to 
require  immediate  action  on  the  part  of  the  council  of 
said  city,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  forthwith    . 
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to  notify  the  president  of  the  council  of  said  city,  so 
that  a  meeting  of  the  council  may  be  called  for  the 
consideration  thereof. 

§  3.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of 
mayor  of  said  city  until  he  shall  have  arrived  at  the 
age  of  thirty  years,  nor  unless  he  be  a  citizen  of  the 
State,  and  have  resided  in  said  city  for  three  years 
next  preceding  his  election  as  mayor,  and  be  a  house- 
keeper in  said  city ;  nor  shall  any  one  be  eligible  to 
said  office  who  holds  any  other  civil  offic-e,  or  is 
directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  contract 
wherein  the  city  is  a  party ;  and  if,  after  election  to 
said  office,  the  incumbent  thereof  shall,  from  any  of 
the  foregoing  causes,  become  disqualified,  his  office 
shall  thereupon  become  vacant.  The  city  council  of 
said  city  shall  have  the  power  to  try  and  determine 
all  questions  relating  to  the  eligibility  or  disqualifica- 
tion of  said  officer,  and  to  order  a  new  election  to  fill 
a  vacancy  in  said  office,  if  it  shall  determine  that  the 
person  elected  to  said  office  is  not  eligible,  or  has  be- 
come disqualified  after  his  election  to  said  office. 

§  4.  Every  proposed  ordinance  or  execution  of  a 
contract  passed  by  the  city  council  shall  be  approved 
by  the  mayor  before  the  same  shall  be  obligatory. 
Upon  the  approval  of  the  same  by  said  mayor,  the 
said  ordinance  or  contract  shall  forthwith  become 
obligatory.  The  mayor  may  approve  of  a  pari  or 
portion  of  an  ordinance  for  the  appropriation  or  ex- 
penditure of  money  without  approving  of  the  whole 
or  of  all  of  the  items  or  portions  thereof.  If  the 
mayor  disapprove  of  any  ordinance  or  the  execution 
of  a  contract,  or  of  any  part  or  items  of  an  ordinance 
for  the  appropriation  or  expenditure  of  money,  he 
shall  return  the  same  with  his  objections  in  writing 
to  the  said  city  council  at  the  next  regular  meeting 
thereof;  and  if,  upon  reconsideration,  two-thirds  of 
the  members-elect,  upon  a  call  of  the  yeas  and  nays, 
concur  in  adopting  it  again,  the  said  ordinance  or  con- 
tract, or  the  part  or  items  of  an  ordinance  for  the  ap- 
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propriation  or  expenditure  of  money  disapproved  of 
by  said  mayor,  shall  be  obligatory.

§  15.  The  said  city  solicitor  shall  pay  over  to  the 
city  treasurer  all  moneys  which  may  come  into  his 
hands  belonging  to  the  city,  or  which  may  come  into 
his  hands  by  way  of  fines,  forfeitures,  costs  or  other- 
wise, as  soon  as  the  same  are  received  by  him,  and 
take  the  treasurer's  duplicate  receipt  therefor,  one  of 
which  he  shall  file  with  the  Auditor  of  said  city ;  and 
he  shall  also  make  report,  in  writing,  to  said  council 
of  the  amount  so  collected  and  paid  by  him  to  said 
treasurer,  whenever  and  as  soon  as  the  same  may  be 
collected,  stating  in  said  report  the  source,  case  or 
proceeding  from  which  said  money  was  received. 

§  16.  If  the  said  prosecuting  attorney  or  the  said 
city  solicitor  shall  become  interested,  directly  or  in- 
directly, in  any  contract  with  the  city,  he  shall  forth- 
with be  removed  from  office,  and  the  contract  shall  be 
held  and  considered  null  and  void.  The  city  council 
of  said  city  shall  have  the  power  to  try  and  determine 
all  questions  relating  to  the  eligibility  or  disqualifi- 
cations of  said  officers,  and  to  order  a  new  election 
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to  fill  vacancies  in  said  offices,  if  it  shall  determine 
that  the  persons  elected  to  said  offices,  or  either  of 
them,  is  not  eligible  or  has  become  disqualified  after 
his  election. 

§  17*  The  said  prosecuting  attorney  and  the  said  8»iwriee. 
city  solicitor  shall  receive  for  their  respective  serv- 
ices an  annual  salary  of  seven  hundred  and  twenty 
($720)  dollars  and  twenty-four  hundred  ($2,.400)  dol- 
lars respectively,  payable  monthly  out  of  the  treas- 
ury of  said  city ;  and  neither  of  them  shall  receive 
any  fees,  commissions  or  percentages  whatever :  Pro- 
vided  howeoer^  That  the  city  council  may,  by  ordi- 
nance, allow  to  the  city  solicitor,  in  addition  to  his 
amuual  salary,  a  commission  not  exceeding  ten  per 
cent,  upon  the  amount  which  he  may  actually  col- 
lect by  suit  up<N[i  all  delinquent  tax  bills  placed  in 
his  hands  by  council  foe  collection. 

§  18.  The  city  solicitor  shall  make  a  report  in  writ-  Jj"^*{**''" 
ing  annually  to  the  council,  at  their  last  regular 
meeting  in  each  year,  of  the  business  of  his  office 
and  the  moneys  by  him  collected  during  the  pre- 
ceding year,  and  such  other  matters  as  he  may 
deem  proper  to  promote  the  good  government  and 
welfare  of  the  city,  and  shall  also  report,  whenever 
council  may  order  him  so  to  do,  as  to  any  matters 
pertaining  to  the.  business  of  his  office. 

§19.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  solicitor  tio  Duties  ot 

,  _  ..T.i.  •  solicitor. 

apply  to  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  for  an 
order  of  injunction  to  restrain  the  misapplication  of 
funds  of  the  corporation  or  the  abuse  of  its  corporate 
powers  or  the  execution  or  performance  of  any  con- 
tract made  in  behalf  of  the  corporation  in  contraven- 
tion of  the  laws  or  ordinances  governing  the  same,  or 
which  Avas  procured  by  fraud  or  corruption. 

§ 20.  In  case  he  fail,  upon  the  request  in  writing  of  Taxparers 
any  tax-payer  of  the  corporation  to  make  the  appli- 
cation provided  for  in  the  preceding  section,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  such  tax-payer  to  institute  suit  for  such 
purpose,  in  his  own  name,  on  behalf  of  the  corpora- 
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tion :  Provided^  That  no  such  suit  or  proceeding  shall 
be  entertained  by  any  court  until  such  request  shall 
have  first  been  made  in  writing  to  said  city  solicitor ; 
and  in  the  event  such  tax-payer  should  prosecute  said 
suit  successfully,  he  shall  be  allowed  his  costs,  includ- 
ing a  reasonable  compensation  to  his  attorney,  to  be 
fixed  by  the  court  in  which  said  case  is  heard,  and  to 
be  paid  by  the  said  city  of  Covington. 

§  21.  That  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  city  of  Coving- 
ton, the  council  thereof,  in  and  by  the  board  of  trus- 
teeshereinafter  provided,  is  authorized  and  empowered, 
at  a  cost  to  the  city  not  to  exceed  six  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  and  the  interest  thereon,  to  build  a  water 
reservoir  or  reservoirs  in  or  out  of  the  corporate  limits 
of  the  city  of  Covington,  and  either  in  Kenton  county 
or  in  any  county  adjacent  thereto,  the  approaches 
thereto  and  the  connections  thereof  by  pipes  or  mains 
with  the  present  water-pipe  system  of  Covington,  and 
to  acquire,  by  purchase  or  condemnation,  in  fee-sim- 
ple, in  or  out  of  the  corporate  limits  of  Covington, 
and  either  in  Kenton  county  or  in  any  county  adja- 
cent thereto,  such  land  or  lands  as  may  be  necessary 
for  said  reservoir  or  reservoirs,  the  approaches  thereto 
and  the  connections  thereof  with  the  present  water- 
pipe  system  of  Covington  ;  to  build  a  pumping  house 
and  to  provide  the  same  with  all  necessary  machinery 
and  appliances  for  pumping  water  into  said  reservoir  or 
reservoirs,  the  said  pumping  house  to  be  located  near  or 
Water  supply,  adjaceut  to  the  Ohio  river,  and  the  wat^r  supplied  to 
the  reservoir  or  reservoirs  to  be  taken  therefrom,  and 
to  acquire  by  purchase  or  condemnation,  in  fee-simple, 
such  land  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  site  of  said 
pumping  house  and  the  connection  thereof  by  pipes 
or  mains  with  said  reservoir  or  reservoirs,  and  for  all 
necessary  appendages,  appurtenances  and  road-ways 
to  the  end  that  the  city  of  Covington  and  the  citizens 
thereof  may  be  provided  with  an  ample  supply  of  pure 
water  for  all  purposes,  and  to  provide  the  sum  of 
money  which  the  said  council  by  said  board  of  tms- 
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tees  is  herein  authorized  to  expend  for  the  purpose 
herein  mentioned.     The  said  board  of  trustees  is  au-  Bondi. 
thoiized  and  empowered  to  issue  and  sell,  in  the  name 
and  under  the  corporate  seal  of  the  city  of  Covington, 
the  bonds  of  said  city  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  six  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  denomina- 
tions of  one  thousand  dollars  each,  or  of  five  hundred 
dollars,  or  part  of  one  thousand  and  part  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars,  as  said  council  may  determine,  payable 
in  not  more  than  forty  years  from  and  after  the  date 
of  said  bonds,  and  bearing  interest  at  a  rate  to  be  fixed 
by  council  not  exceeding  five  per  centum  per  annum, 
payable  semi-annually.     The  said  bonds  shall  be  de- 
nominated Covington  City  Bonds ;  shall  be  payable  at 
such  place  or  places  as  the  council  may  designate; 
may  have  coupons  or  interest  warrants  thereto  attach- 
ed ;  shall  be  and  remain  exempt  from  city  taxation ; 
shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  of  Covington,  the  presi- 
dent of  said  board  of  trustees,  and  the  president  of 
the  city  council,  and  attested  by  the  city  treasurer, 
who  shall  keep  a  register  thereof;  and  the  just  and 
full  payment  of   said  bonds  is  hereby   secured  by 
the    pledge  of    the    faith    and   credit  of    said  city. 
The  said  bonds  shall  be  dated  either  January  first 
or  July  first  of    the  year  in  which  they  are  issued, 
according  as  they  may  be  issued  after  the  first  of 
January  or  after  the  first  of  July  in  said  year ;  they 
shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  their  par  value  with 
any  accrued  interest  thereon,  and  the  interest  on  said 
bonds  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  tax  required  to  be 
levied  to  pay  interest  on   the  bonded   debt  of  the 
city :  Provided^  howeoer^  That  said  bonds  shall  not  be  submisaion  to 
issued  and  sold  until  the  question  of  issuing  the  same,  ^^  " 
and  whether  the  said  reservoir  or  reservoirs  shall  be 
located  above  or  below  the  city  of  Covington  shall 
have  been  first  submitted  to  the  qualified  voters  of 
Covington  at  an  election  to  be  held  for  that  purpose  ; 
which  election  shall  be  ordered  and  at  least  thirty  Election. 
days'  notice  given  thereof  by  the  city  council,  at  such 
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time  and  in  such  mode  as  the  council  shall  direct ;  and 
council  shall  prescribe  the  manner  of  holding  said 
election  and  of  ascertaining  the  result  thereof ;  and  if 
a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  the  election  so  held  be 
in  favor  of  issuing  said  bonds,  and  of  the  proposed 
location  of  said  reservoir  or  reservoirs,  the  said  bonds 
shall  be  printed  or  engraved,  but  not  signed,  and  be 
deposited  for  safe-keeping  in  some  one  of  the  banks 
of  the  city  of  Covington,  to  be  designated  by  the 
council  as  a  depository  for  that  purpose ;  and  they 
shall  be  signed  and  be  issued  as  hereinafter  provided, 
from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  needed  for  the  purposes 
in  this  act  mentioned,  and  for  no  other  purpose. 

§  22.  That  the  judges  of  the  Kenton  circuit  and 
chancery  courts,  and  the  mayor  of  the  city,  shall,  any 
two  of  them  agreeing,  nominate  and  appoint,  within 
not  exceeding  sixty  days  from  and  after  the  election 
in  section  21  of  this  act  provided  for,  five  suitable  per- 
sons, qualified  voters  of  the  city,  who  are  hereby  made 
and  constituted  a  board  of  trustees,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  Trustees  of  Covington  Reservior,  for  and 
on  behalf  of  the  city  and  of  the  council  thereof,  with 
full  power  and  authority  to  make  and  execute  all  con- 
tracts and  agreements  pertaining  to  the  purchase  and 
condemnation  of  land  for  the  purposes  herein  pro- 
vided, to  the  selection  of  the  site  or  sites  of  said  reser- 
voir or  reservoirs  and  pumping  house,  the  construction 
of  the  same,  the  construction  or  laying  of  all  mains 
leading  to  or  from  the  same,  the  equipment  of  the 
pumping  house  with  all  proper  machinery,  and  to  such 
other  things  as  ar^  in  this  act  committed  to  their  care ; 
and  they  and  their  successors  shall  continue  in  office 
until  said  reservoir  or  reservoirs,  the  approaches 
thereto,  the  connections  thereof  with  the  pumping 
house  and  with  the  water  pipe  system  of  Covington, 
the  said  pumping  house  and  machinery  therein  are 
fully  completed  and  in  actual  operation,  and  for  not 
longer  than  two  months  thereafter ;  and '  any  va- 
cancies occurring  in  said  board,  before  the  time  pro- 
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vided  for  the  termination  thereof,  shall  be  filled  by 
appointment  in  like  manner  as  the  first  trustees  are 
appointed,  and  they  and  their  successors  shall  be  the 
trustees  of  all  real  and  personal  pr9perty  acquired  in 
any  way  for  or  in  connection  with  said  reservoir  or  res- 
ervoirs, pumping  house,  approaches  and  connections, 
and  of  the  proceeds  of  said  city's  bonds  for  said  uses 
and  purposes.     To  this  end  they  shall  have  the  capac- 
ity and  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  to  appoint,  en) ploy  and  pay  officers, 
agents  and  employes,  to  do  and  perform,  or  cause  to 
be  done  and  performed,  all  acts  and  deeds  necessary 
for  said  uses  and  purposes,  and  proper  for  the  loca- 
tion and  construction  of  said  reservoir  or  reservoirs, 
pumping  house  and  said  approaches  and  connections, 
and  the  machinery  in  said  pumping  house :  Provided^ 
That  as  to  the  location  of  said  reservoir  or  reservoirs, 
whether  above  or  below  the  city  of  Covington,  they 
shall  be  governed  by  the  choice  expressed  at  the  elec- 
tion held,  as  provided  in  section  21  of  this  act ;  they 
shall  be  severally  responsible  to  the  city  for  all  their 
official  acts  and  omisssions ;  they  shall  have  power  to 
take  any  sufficient  surety  deemed  expedient,  and  this 
through  one  of  their  own  number,  from  any  contractor, 
agent,  officer  or  employe  selected  by  them  ;  but  said 
trustees  are  hereby  declared  incompetent  to  become 
such  surety  ;  and  they  shall  not  be  personally  inter- 
ested, directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  contract  or  work 
connected  in  any  way  with  their  said  duties  or  the 
purposes  for  which  they  are  appointed.     On  or  before  Bonds  of

entering  upon  their  duties  the  trustees  shall  appear 
before  the  judge  of  the  Kenton  circuit  court,  and  sev- 
erally execute  bond  to  the  city,  with  one  or  more 
sufficient  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  said  judge,  con- 
ditioned for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  trust ; 
and  the  bond  so  taken  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
city  treasurer  for  safe-keeping. 

§  23.  For  the  purpose  of  acquiring  lands  necessary  May  condemn 
for  the  construction,  location  and  maintenance  of  said  ^^^^' 
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reservoir  or  reservoirs,  pumping  house,  road-ways,  ap- 
proaches, pipes,  mains  and  appurtenances,  the  said 
trustees,  in  the  name  of,  and  for  and  on  behalf  of  the 
city  of  Covington,  may  condemn  said  lands  by  pro- 
ceedings in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  either 
in  the  county  of  Kenton,  or  in  any  county  adjacent 
thereto,  wherever  said  lands  may  be  situated,  in  the 
manner  provided  in  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly, 
entitled  "An  act  to  prescribe  the  mode  of  condemning 
land  for  use  of  railroad  and  turnpike  companies,"' 
which  act  was  approved  April  11,  1882. 

§  24.  For  the  purpose  of  constructing,  laying  and 
maintaining  the  pipes  and  mains  connecting  the 
pumping  house  with  the  said  reservoir  or  reservoirs, 
and  the  said  reservoir  or  reservoirs  with  the  water 
pipe  system  of  Covington,  the  said  trustees  may  use 
and  occupy  any  road,  street,  aUey  or  other  public 
ground  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  said  trustees  and  the  municipal 
corporation  or  private  corporation,  persons  or  indi- 
viduals owning  or  having  charge  of  the  same ;  and  if 
no  terms  or  conditions  can  be  agreed  upon  for  the  use 
and  occupation  of  such  street,  road,  alley  or  other 
public  ground,  the  said  trustees  may  use  and  occupy 
the  same,  paying  therefor  to  the  municipal  or  other 
corporation,  person,  or  individual  owning  or  having 
charge  thereof,  such  damage  as  may  accrue  to  it  or 
them  from  the  use  and  occupation  thereof  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid,  the  damage  to  be  ascertained  and 
determined  in  the  mode  provided  by  law  for  the  con- 
demning of  land  for  the  use  of  railroad  and  turnpike 
companies,  as  in  preceding  section  hereof  set  out. 
The  city  of  Covington  shall  save  harmless  such  mu- 
nicipal or  other  corporation,  person  or  individual  from 
any  damages  it  or  they  may  thereafter  sustain  or 
become  liable  to  pay,  growing  out  of  the  use  and 
occupation  of  said  street,  alley,  road  or  other  public 
ground  for  said  purposes. 
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§  26.  The  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  contract 
with  any  bridge  company  having  a  bridge  across  the 
lacking  river  for  the  use  and  occupation  of  its  bridge, 
or  of  any  part  thereof,  by  the  pipes  and  mains  con- 
necting said  reservoir  or  reservoirs  with  the  water- 
pipe  system  of  Covington. 

§  26.  Prom  time  to  time,  as  said  trustees  may  require 
funds  for  the  purposes  in  this  act  provided,  they  shall 
have  the  power,  by  an  order  entered  upon  the  minutes 
of  their  proceedings,  to  direct  the  sale  of  so  many  of 
the  said  bonds  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  be  sold 
for  the  due  and  proper  prosecution  of  the  work  com- 
mitted to  their  care.     Upon  the  making  of  said  order, 
the  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  invite  proposals 
for  the  number  of  bonds  specilied  in  their  said  order, 
and  to  dispose  of  and  sell  said  bonds  to  the  highest 
and  best  bidder  or  bidders  therefor  :  Promded^  That  ii»y  wn  bonds. 
the  same  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  .their  par  value 
with  any  accrued  interest  thereon  :  And  provided  also^ 
That  not  less  than  thirty  days'  notice  of  the  sale  of 
said  bonds  shall  be  given  by  said  trustees  in  not  less 
than  two  newspapers  in  general  circulation  in  the 
cities  of  Covington,  Kentucky,  and  Cincinnati,  Ohio, 
and  in  one  newspaper  printed  and  circulated  in  Cov- 
ington, Kentucky,  which  notices  shall  be  inserted  in 
said  newspaper  during  said  period  at  intervals  not 
more  than  five  days  apart,  specifying  denomination 
and  number  of  bond,  etc.     Immediately  upon  the  sale 
of  said  bonds,  the  said  trustees,  by  an  order  entered 
upon  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  one  copy  of 
which,  certified  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  said 
board  of  trustees,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  mayor  of 
said  city,  and  one  copy  certified  as  aforesaid  to  the 
city  treasurer  of   said  city,   shall  require  the  said 
mayor  and  said  city  treasurer,  and  the  president  of 
said  board  of  trustees  to  proceed  to  the  depository  in 
which  said  bonds  have  been  deposited  for  safe-keep- 
ing, and  there  sign  and  attest,  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided, so  many  of  said  bonds  as  have  been  sold,  and 
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affix  the  seal  of  said  city  thereto,  and  deliver  the  same 
to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  thereof,  and  receive 
and  collect  from  said  purchaser  or  purchasers  the  pur- 
chase price  thereof,  and  forthwith  deposit  the  same  in 
said  designated  depository  to  the  credit  of  said  tnis- 
tees  of  Covington  reservoir ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  mayor,  of  said  city  treasurer,  and  said  presi- 
dent of  said  board  of  trustees,  upon  the  making  and 
entry  of  said  order  as  aforesaid,  and  the  delivery  of 
said  copies  thereof  to  said  mayor  and  city  treasurer, 
forthwith  to  do  and  perform  the  several  matters  and 
things  herein  required  to  be  done  in  reference  to  the 
signing  and  delivering  of  said  bonds  and  the  collec 
tion  and  deposit  of  the  proceeds  of  sale  thereof. 
§  27.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  a  presi- 

^«t2'  dent  and  secretary  of  their  own  number,  to  be  chosen 
by  a  majority  of  the  board  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  ap{)ointment  of  said  trustees,  who  shall 
hold  their  respective  offices  for  one  year  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  The  pres- 
ident sfhall  be  the  acting  or  officiating  trustee,  with 
such  power,  not  inconsistent  herewith,  as  the  said 
board  may,  from  time  to  time,  by  resolution  or  by 

Board  meeting.,  law  direct.  A  majority  of  the  trustees  shall  be  a 
quorum  to  do  business,  and  the  board  shall  liold 
regular  meetings  at  their  office  in  the  city  of  Coving- 
ton for  the  transaction  of  the  same.  No  payments 
or  appropriations  of  money  for  any  purpose  shall 
be  made,  except  in  i)ursuance  of  the  order  or  orders 
of  said  board,  at  a  regular  meeting  thereof,  which 
order  or  orders  shall  be  entered  upon  the  minutes 
of  said  board,  and  said  board  shall  keep  a  record  of 
their  proceedings  and  a  full  and  accurate  account 
of  their  receipts  and  disbursements,  which  shall 
show  for  what  purpose  all  said  disbursements  are 

voachingfor  made  and  to  whom  made.  For  all  payments  made 
by  said  board  they  shall  take  receipt  or  vouchers, 
which  shall  be  numbered  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  taken,  and  carefully  filed  and  preserved ;  and  all 
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said  payments  shall  be  made  by  checks  upon  the  said 
designated  depository,  which  checks  shall  be  num- 
bered, in  the  order  in  which  they  are  given,  and  in  the 
same  order  in  which  the  vouchers  or  receipts  are  num- 
bered ;  and  they  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  of 
said  board  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  thereof. 
The  said  board  shall  make   monthly  reports  to  theBaporu. 
city  council  of  said  city,  showing  in  detail  all  receipts 
and  disbursements  during  the  time  covered  by  the  re- 
port, and  for  what  purposes  said  disbursements  were 
made ;  and  they  shall,  in  addition  thereto^  make  an 
annual  report,  showing  in  detail  all  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements for  the  year  covered  by  said  report,  and 
for  what  purpose  said  disbursements  were  made.     ItBookaand

shall  be  thet  duty  of  the  city  council  of  said  city  to 
appoint  a  committee  from  its  body  every  three 
months,  consisting  of  three  members  of  its  body, 
the  attorney  for  said  city,  and  the  city  treasurer, 
which  committee  shall  carefully  examine  into  all  the 
receipts  and  disbursements  of  said  board  and  compare 
the  same  with  the  vouchers  therefor,  and  shall  also 
examine  into  all  the  books  and  accounts  kept  by  said 
board,  and  make  a  report  to  the  said  council  of  the 
result  of  its  said  examination.  The  said  trustees  shall  salaries. 
receive  a  compensation,  to  be  proportioned  according 
to  their  respective  services,  to  be  ascertained  and 
allowed  by  the  judge  of  the  Kenton  circuit  court  in 
open  court,  ten  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
said  application  having  been  first  given  to  the  city  of 
Covington,  so  that  it  may  have  the  opportunity  to  be 
heard,  and  to  offer  proof  as  to  the  services  rendered 
by  said  trustees  and  the  value  and  nature  thereof ;  and 
said  trustees  shall,  in  like  manner,  have  the  right  to 
oflFer  proof  at  said  hearing  as  to  their  services,,  the 
nature  and  value  thereof :  Provided^  That  no  one  of 
said  trustees  shall  receive  a  greater  allowance  or 
compensation  than  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars 
per  annum  for  each,  and  said  compensation  shall 
be  paid  from  the  fund  herein  provided  for  the  building 
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of  said  reservoirs,  etc.  No  person  holding  any  oflBce 
of  honor,  trust  or  prolit  under  the  city  government 
shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  trustee.

reservoirs,  pumiring  house,  machinery,  pipes,  mains, 
and  appurtenances  of  every  description  shall  be  con- 
trolled and  managed  by  the  commissioners  of  water 
works  for  the  city  of  Covington,  in  like  manner  in  all 
respects  as  provided  by  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to 
amend  the  charter  of  Covington,"  approved  January 
31,  1879,  and  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  and  pro- 
visions of  said  act. 

§  28.  If,  at  any  time,  the  said  city  council  of  Cov- 
ington shall  have  reasonable  cause  to  believe  that  any 
surety  or  sureties  on  the  bond  or  bonds  of  any  one  or 
more  of  said  trustees  has  or  have  become  or  are  insuffi- 
cient, or  that  any  one  or  more  of  said  trustees  has  or 
have  become  unfaithful  or  incapable,  the  council  may, 
by  resolution,  instruct  the  city  attorney  or  proper 
legal  officer  of  said  city,  and  it  shall  become  his  duty 
to  apply,  by  petition  in  writing,  to  the  judge  of  the 
circuit  court  for  the  removal  of  such  trustee  or  trus- 
tees ;  and  said  judge  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  hear 
and  determine  the  question  as  to  insufficiency  of  said 
surety  or  sureties ;  and  in  case  of  insufficiency  of  any 
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surety  or  sureties,  he  shall  remove  the  said  trustee  or 
trustees  whose  sureties  have  become  insufficient,  unless 
a  uew  and  sufficient  bond  or  bonds  be  forthwith  exe- 
cuted and  delivered  as  hereinbefore  provided  ;  and  the 
said  judge  shall  also  have  jurisdiction  to  hear  and 
determine  whether  any  one  or  more  of  said  trustees  is 
an  improper  person  for  the  trust,  and  to  remove  any 
one  or  more  of  said  trustees  who  may  api>ear  to  be  an 
improper  person  or  persons  for  said  trust ;  and  a  suc- 
cessor or  successors  to  the  person  or  persons  so  re- 
moved shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner  as  the  first 
trustees  were  appointed ;  and  for  any  criminal  act  on 
the  part  of  any  one  or  more  of  said  trustees,  such  as 
is  defined  in  sections  1  to  7,  inclusive,  of  article  12, 
chapter  29,  of  the  General  Statutes  of  this  Common- 
wealth, he  or  they  shall  be  liable  to  be  indicted,  con- 
victed and  punished  as  provided  therein. 

§  29  If  a  surplus  of  bonds  issued  under  this  act  re-  Borpim  bonds. 
main  unsold  after  the  completion  of  said  reservoir  or 
reservoirs,  pumping  house,  pipes,  mains,  appurte- 
nances, etc. ,  the  same  shall  be  returned  to  and  canceled 
by  the  city  council  of  said  city  in  open  council,  in  like 
manner  as  bonds  redeemed  by  said  city ;  and  any  sur- 
plus of  money  remaining  shall  be  carried  to  the  sink- 
ing fund  of  said  city,  to  be  used  in  the  purchase  and 
cancellation  of  the  bonds  of  said  city  as  provided  in 
section  2  of  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  the 
charter  of  Covington,"  approved  February  3,  1880. 

?  30.  If  any  T)erson  shall  willfully  deface,  destroy  winiui  i^iury

or  injure  the  reservoir,  reservoirs,  pumping  house, 
machinery,  pipes,  mains  or  any  property  used  in  con- 
nection therewith,  either  during  the  construction  of 
the  same  or  after  the  same  are  completed,^ such  person 
shall  be  liable  therefor  to  the  city  of  Covington  in 
triple  damages,  to  be  recovered  in  a  civil  proceeding 
before  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount 
claimed,  either  in  the  county  of  Kenton  or  in  any 
county  adjacent  thereto,  wherever  said  offense  may  be 
committed ;    and,  in  addition  thereto,  shall  be  fined 
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not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars, 
before  the  county  judge  or  any  justice  of  the  county 
within  which  such  offense  may  be  committed,  and 
shall  be  liable  to  be  imprisoned  until  the  fine  shall 
have  been  paid.

of  the  question  of  providing  a  reservoir  or  reservoirs, 
etc.,  for  the  city  of  Covington,  as  herein  provided,  it 
shall  not  exercise  the  power  herein  conferred  upon  it 
as  to  procuring  for  itself  a  reservoir  or  reservoirs, 
pumping  house,  etc.,  until  within  such  time  before 
the  expiration  or  termination  of  said  contract  as  will 
enable  it  to  provide  itself  with  a  reservoir,  reservoirs, 
pumping  house,  machinery,  connections  and  mains, 
etc.,  as  herein  provided,  in  ample  time  to  procure  a 
supply  of  water  upon  the  termination  or  expiration  of 
said  contract. 
,  §  33.  The  city  council  of  Covington  shall  have  power 

Vehicle  liceoM,  to  require  the  owners  of  all  vehicles  used  upon  the 
streets  of  said  city  to  pay  an  annual  license  to  said 
city,  and  it  may  graduate  the  license  so  charged 
according  to  the  number  of  horses  or  animals  used  in 
drawing  said  vehicles.  It  shall  have  power  to  enforce 
the  collection  of  said  license,  either  by  fine  or  impris- 
onment, until  said  fine  be  paid,  or  by  a  civil  suit  in  the 
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mayor's  ccfurt,  or  before  any  justice  of  the 7 peace 
within  said  city  ;  and  in  civil  proceedings  to  collect 
said  license  against  non-residents,  their  property  may 
be  attached  in  like  manner  as  provided  by  the  laws 
of  Kentucky  with  reference  to  attachments  against 
non-residents :  Provided^  however^  That  the  city  of 
Covington  shall  not  be  required  to  give  any  attach- 
ment bond  in  such  cases.  The  owners  of  vehicles  pay- 
ing said  license  fees  shall  not  be  liable  to  pay  an  ad 
valorem  tax  to  the  city  of  Covington  upon  the  vehicle 
or  vehicles  for  which  they  have  paid  said  license  fee 
or  fees. 

§  34.  All  officers  of  city  elections  held  in  the  city  of 
Covington  shall  be  house-holders,  and  no  person  shall 
serve  as  an  officer  of  a  city  election  in  said  city 
oftener  than  once  in  each  year. 

§  35.  No  member  of  the  city  council  or  of  the  school 
board  of  said  city  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  or 
appointment  filled  or  to  be  filled  by  the  body  of 
which  he  is  a  member ;  nor  shall  such  member  be 
eligible  to  any  such  office  or  appointment  which 
may  have  been  created  by  said  council  or  school 
board,  or  the  emoluments  of  which  have  been  in- 
creased while  he  was  such  member,  until  one  year 
after  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected  to  said  coun- 
cil or  school  board. 

§  36.  Any  person  desiring  to  have  a  cistern  located 
near  any  street  in  said  city  upon  which  no  water 
main  has  been  laid,  filled  with  water  from  the  city 
fire-i)lugs  or  hydrants,  shall  be  entitled  to  have  the 
same  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  chief  of  the 
fire  department,  by  complying  with  the  terms  pro- 
vided for  such  cases  by  the  city  council  or  water- 
works commissioners  or  trustees. 

§  37.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

%  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  charter  the 
Cabin  Creek,  Sand  Hill  and  Manchester  Turnpike  Road 
Company,"  approved  March  14,  1870,  chapter  685,  be 
amended  so  as  to  authorize  the  president  and  board  of 
directors  to  build  a  branch  road,  commencing  at  Thos. 
M.  Rea's,  running  by  the  way  of  "Bink"  Gilbert's 
and  the  branch  of  Mrs.  L.  Crawford's,  intersecting 
the  Cabin  Creek  pike  at  John  McCarrahan's. 

§  2.  The  county  court  of  Lewis  county  is  hereby 
authorized  to  issue  bonds  of  one  thousand  dollars  per 
mile  for  each  mile  of  said  branch  put  under  contract. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

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CHAPTER  902. 


-A.N  ACT  in   robition  to  the  moving  of  traction  and  portable  engines 
over  and  along  the  roads  and  passways  of  Union  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  Every  person  using,  operating  or  moving  any 
tmction  engine  or  any  portable  engine  weighing  more 
than  live  thousand  pounds,  on  or  over  and  along  any 
public  road  in  this  State,  shall  provide  and  use  at  and 
on  every  bridge,  over  and  across  which  said  engine 
tnay  pass,  timbers  three  inches  in  thickness  by  twelve 
inches  in  vindth,  which  timbers  shall  be  laid  the 
entire  length  of  such  bridge,  and  the  wheels  of  said 
engine  and  the  wheels  of  any  machine,  mill  or  vehicle 
connected  therewith,  shall  pass  on  and  along  such  tim- 
bers in  crossing  such  bridge  ;  and  every  person  who 
shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  lined  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than 
fifty  dollars  for  each  offense. 

§  2.  Any  person  using,  operating  or  moving  any 
traction  or  portable  engine  on  or  along  any  public 
road  or  private  passway  or  lane  in  this  State,  who 
shall  suffer  or  permit  the  whistle  of  such  engine  to 
blow  while  on  said  road,  lane  or  passway,  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars 
for  each  offense. 

§  3.  Every  person  using,  operating  or  moving  any 
traction  or  portable  engine,  moved  or  hauled  in  whole 
or  in  part  by  steam  power,  on  or  along  any  public 
road  of  this  State,  shall  send  and  keep  a  messenger  at 
least  one  hundred  yards  in  advance  of  such  engine,  to 
warn  all  persons  of  its  approach  ;  and  any  person  fail- 
ing to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  lined  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars 
for  each  offense. 
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§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  using, 
operating  or  moving  any  traction  or  portable  engine^ 
which  is  moved  or  hauled  in  whole  or  in  part  by 
steam  power,  on  or  along  any  public  road  or  private 
lane  or  passway  in  this  State,  to  immediately  stop 
such  engine  on  the  approach  of  any  wagon,  carriage, 
buggy  or  other  vehicle,  and  if  requestea  by  the  driver 
or  occupant  of  such  vehicle,  to  assist  him  or  them  in 
passing  the  engine.  And  for  failing  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  this  section,  the  person  so  offend- 
ing shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  fifty 
doHars  for  each  offense. 

§  5.  Any  person  who,  in  violation  or  disregard  of 
the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall  move  any  traction 
engine  or  any  portable  engine  weighing  over  five 
thousand  pounds  over  or  across  any  bridge  on  any 
public  road  in  this  State,  whereby  such  bridge  is 
broken  or  torn  up,  shall,  for  each  offense,  be  liable 
to  county  wherein  such  bridge  is  situated  for  damage 
done  to  the  bridge,  to  be  recovered  by  action  in  the 
name  of  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  county  court  in  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

§  6.  All  prosecutions  for  violations  of  sections  1,  2, 
3  and  4  of  this  act  shall  be  by  warrant  issued  by  and 
returnable  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  any  police 
judge,  or  the  county  judge  of  the  county  wherein  the 
offense  was  committed. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage,  and  shall  apply  only  to  the 
county  of  Union.

CHAPTER  904. 

AN  ACT  to  charter  the  Supreme  Lodge  Colored  Brotherhood  of  Honor. 

Whereas,  Certain  persons,  citizens  of  Kentucky, 
have  formed  a  corporation  to  promote  benevolence, 
morality  and  economical  industry  among  the  colored 
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citizens  and  their  families  ii^  said  State  and  through- 
out the  United  States  ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  Enoch  C.  Dinning,  supreme  adviser ;  John  incorpomtora. 
B.  Montague,  supreme  secretary ;  J.  Wes  McClana- 
han,  supreme  treasurer,  and  Charles  U.  Milliken, 
Eli  H.  Blewitt,  James  B.  McLean,  William  B.  Booker, 
John  A.  Norris  and  Henry  G.  Booker,  managers, 
and  their  successors,  be,  and  are  hereby,  created  a 
body-politic,  to  be  known  by  the  name,  style  and 
title  of  Supreme  Lodge  Colored  Brotherhood  of 
Honor ;  and  by  such  name  and  title  shall  have  per- 
I)etual  succession,  and  be  capable  in  law  of  suing  . 
and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  and  ^J^/^*'"*'* 
of  purchasing,  leasing,  holding,  granting  and  receiv- 
ing, in  its  corporate  name,  property,  real,  personal  and 
mixed,  and  of  instituting  subordinate  lodges  as  it 
may  see  fit,  under  such  laws,  rules  and  regulations 
as  the  Supreme  Lodge  may  enact,  not  in  conflict  with 
the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  2.  The  object  of  the  corporation  shall  be  to  unite  objects. 
fraternally  all  acceptable  colored  men  of  every  profes- 
sion, business  and  ocbupation,  to  give  all  possible 
moral  and  material  aid,  and  to  cultivate  and  instill 
into  its  members  and  those  dependent  on  them  habits 
of  industry,  frugality  and  economy ;  by  holding  moral 
ahd  instructive  lectures,  by  encouraging  each  other 
in  business  and  assisting  each  other  in  obtaining  em- 
ployment ;  to  promote  benevolence  and  charity,  by 
establishing  a  widows'  and  orphans'  benefit  fund,  from  Benefit  fund. 
which,  on  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  death  of  a  mem- 
ber of  the  order  who  has  complied  with  its  lawful 
requirements,  a  sum,  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, shall  be  paid  to  his  family  or  as  he  may  direct, 
which  sum  shall  not  be  subject  to  levy  or  distress  by 
execution,  attachment  or  other  process,  for  any  debt 
or  liability  of  his ;  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  the 
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colored  people  in  every  possible  manner  consistent 
with  the  purposes  of  the  order. 

§  3.  The  said  Supreme  Lodge  Colored  Brotherhood 
Df  Honor  shall  have  a  common  seal  for  the  making 
and  delivering  of  all  legal  acts  and  proceedings,  the 
same  to  break  or  alter  at  pleasure. 

§  4.  Said  Supreme  Lodge  may  provide  for  holding 
annual  meeting  at  such  time  and  place  as  a  majority 
of  its  members  select. 

§  6.  The  ])rivate  property  of  the  members  of  the 
corporation  or  Supreme  Lodge  shall  be  exempt  from 
the  coi-porate  debts. 

§  6.  The  Supreme  Lodge  shall  provide  for  the  elec- 
tion of  such  officers  as  it  may  deem  necessary  to  trans- 
act the  business  of  the  corporation  and  to  further  its 
objects,  who  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are 
duly  elected  and  installed  into  office. 

§  7.  The  Supreme  Lodge  shall  have  power  to  create, 
hold  and  disburse  the  funds  named  in  the  objects  of 
the  corporation  for  promoting  benevolence  and  charity, 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  it  may  deem 
necessary  to  adopt ;  and  said  funds  shall  be  exempt 
from  the  laws,  rules  and  regulations  governing  the 
Insurance  Bureau  of  this  State,  and  shall  not  be  sub- 
ject to  seizure  by  any  process  of  law  or  equity  for  any 
debt  or  liability  of  a  member  while  living  or  after 
death. 

g  8.  Said  Supreme  Lodge  shall  have  power  to  make 
such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  as  may,  from 
time  to  time,  be  deemed  necessary  by  its  members  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  objects  herein  stated. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

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CHAPTER  905. 


AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  propagation  and 
protection  of  food-fishes  in  the  waters  of  the  State  of  Kentucky," 
approved  March  20,  1876f  and  all  acts  amendatory  thereto,  so  far  as 
the  same  applies  to  the  counties  of  Warren,  Edmonson  and  Butler. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweallh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  for  the  propaga- 
tion and  i)rotection  of  food-fishes  in  the  waters  of 
the  State  of  Kentucky,"  approved  March  20,  1876, 
and  all  acts  amendatory  thereto,  be  amended,  so  far 
as  the  same  applies  to  the  counties  of  Warren,  Ed- 
monson and  Butler,  so  that  it  shall  not  be  unlawful 
for  any  one  to  catch  fish  with  a  seine  in  the  waters  of 
the  counties  of  Warren,  Edmonson  and  Butler. 

§  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage,  and  shall  only  apply  to  Warren,  Edmonson 
and  Butler  counties.

CHAPTER  906. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Stony  Run  and  Ford  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  Hyram  Shearer,  R.  C.  Boggs,  Thos.  Phelps,  R. 
P.  McChord,  Jacob  Hughley  and  James  Smith,  and 
their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  here- 
by, created  a  body-politic  and  corpoi'ate,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Stony  Run  and  Ford  Turnpike 
Road  Company,  and  said  corporation  by  that  name 
shall  have  the  right  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
and  to  do  all  necessary  acts  to  effectuate  the  purpose 
for  which  they  are  incori)orated. 
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§  2.  The  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  con- 
LocAtion  of  the  struct  a  tumpike,  macadamized  or  ffravel  road,  in  its

discretion,  from  the  terminus  of  the  Richmond  and 
Otter  Creek  Tumpike  Road,  near  the  mouth  of  Stonv 
Run,  to  a  point  on  the  KentucKy  river  opposite  to 
the  railroad  station  known  as  Ford ;  said  road  shall 
be  located  on  the  best  practicable  route  between 
these  points  which  can  be  obbiined  ;  and  in  order  to 
'  obtain  the  funds  with  which  to  build  said  road,  the 
incorporators   are  authorized  to  open  books  for  the 

suhwription  of  subscription  of  stock.  All  the  persons  heretofore 
named  as  incorporators  are  hereby  made  commis- 
sioners for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  capital  stock 
of  said  company.  They  shall  insert  an  obligation 
in  the  subscription  list  substantially  as  follows :  We, 
whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  severally 
promise  to  pay  to  the  Stony  Run  and  Ford  Turn- 
pike Road  Company  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for 
each  share  of  stock  in  said  company  set  opposite 
our  names,  in  such  manner  and  proportion  and  at 
such  time   as  shall  be  required  by  said  company. 

Witness  our  honor  this  —  day  of ,  1886.   When 

the  sum  of  twenty- five  hundred  dollars  shall  have 
been  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company, 
by  solvent  persons  or  corporations,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  commissioners  named  in  this  act  to  give  notice 
in  such  manner  as  they  deem  proper  of  a  meeting  of 

organiBation.  the  stockholders,  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  specified, 
for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  president  and  three  di- 
rectors, one  of  the  directors  to  be  elected  the  presi- 
dent. One  vote  shall  be  allowed  for  each  share  of  stock, 
and  the  officers  elected  shall  hold  their  office  for  one 
year  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  quali- 
fied. The  time  and  place  of  all  elections  after  the  first 
shall  be  in  Richmond,  Kentucky,  on  the  first  Monday 
in  June  of  each  year.  A  majority  of  the  board  shall 
be  competent  to  transact  business  ;  and  said  board 
shall  have  the  control  and  management  of  all  affairs 
of  the  company. 
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§  3.  Said  board  of  directors  shall  have  the  right  to  Power  of 
fix  and  regulate  the  grade  of  the  road,  and  the  width 
and  part  thereof  to  be  covered  by  metal ;  and  they 
shall  have  the  right  to  fix  the  rate  of  toll  and  change 
same  at  pleasure  ;  but  said  rates  shall  not  exceed  the 
rate  prescribed  by  the  General  Statutes.  They  shall 
have  the  right,  however,  when  said  road  shall  have 
been  completed,  to  erect  a  toll-gate  on  same,  and  col- 
lect half  the  rates  now  allowed  by  law  upon  roads 
which  have  been  built  five  miles  in  length. 

§  4.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  road  and  Bight  of  way. 
their  employes  are  hereby  authorized  to  take  the  con- 
sent, in  writing,  of  all  persons  who  may  give  the  right 
of  way  to  said  road,  and  the  iise  of  materials  for 
building  and  repairing  same,  and  the  site  for  a  toll- 
house ;  and  when  either  the  right  of  way  or  any 
material  necessary  for  the  construction  or  repair  of 
said  road  can  not  be  acquired  by  agreement  or  pur- 
chase, said  president  and  directors  may  apply  to  the 
judge  of  the  Madison  county  court  for  a  writ  of  ad  May  condemn 
quod  damnuTn  to  assess  the  damages  which  may  be 
sustained  by  the  owners  of  said  land ;  and  the  jury  in

construction  of  the  road  ;  and  upon  the  payment  of 
the  damages  assessed  or  the  tender  thereof,  it  shall  be  Damages, 
lawful  for  said  company  and  its  employes  to  make 
said  road,  and  to  dig  and  carry  away  any  stone  or 
material  necessary  for  the  construction  or  repair 
of  the  road ;  and  said  company  may  acquire  ground 
for  a  toll  house  in  the  same  way. 

§5.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  company  DividendB. 
may  make  and  declare  equitable  dividends  from  any 
surplus  earnings  of  the  road  among  the  stockholders, 
after  paying  the  expenses  of  said  company. 
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§  6.  Certificates  of  stock  in  said  company  shall  be 
rertiflcates  of  signed  by  the  president  and  countersigned  by  the 
secretary,  and  shall  be  transferable  on  the  books  of 
the  company  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed. 

§  7.  The  private  property  of  stockholders  shall  not 
be  liable  for  the  debts  of  the  company,  except  to  the 
extent  of  their  stock. 

§  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  directors  of  this 
company  to  keep  the  road  in  good  repair.

Incorporators.  John  Alexander,  Samuel  Merchant,    Isaiah  Bryant, 

Dennis    Riley,    Isaac    Hawkins,    Allen    Buford    and 

Benjamin  Hardin,  and   their   associates,  be,  and  are 

hereby,  created  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  and 

style  of  the  '*The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent 

Order  of  Kuights  of  Honor,  colored,  of  the  United 

States,"  at  Lexington;  and  they  and  their  associates 

and  successors  shall  so  continue  and  have  perpetual 

succession  ;  and  by  that  name  are  made  capable  in 

law  as  natural  i)ersons  to  sue  and'  be  sued,  plead 

and  be  impleaded,  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 

answer  and  be  answered,  in  all  courts  of  law  and 

equity  in  this  Commonwealth  ;  to  make,  have  and  use 

a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter  or  amend 

at  pleasure. 

§  2.  They  may  make  and  ordain  regulations  and 

Subordinate     bv-laws  for  their  government,  and   may  change  and

power  of    creating  subordinate   lodges   in   this   and 
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Other  States,  and  prescribe  by-laws  and  regulations 
for  their  government:  Promded^  That  all  by-laws 
and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  such  subordinate  lodges  as  it  may  create, 
shall  not  be  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  State  nor 
of  the  United  States. 
§  3.   That  the  said  corporation  shall  have  power  .v^y  ftcquiro

and  authority  to  acquire  and  hold  real  estate,  and, 
in  its  discretion,  to  employ  its  funds  for  the  erection 
of  buildings  in  the  city  of  Lexington  or  elsewhere 
in  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  shall  have  the  power 
to  sell  and  convey  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  and 
in  its  discretion  hold  the  proceeds,  with  its  other 
moneys,  in  trust  for  the  order,  or  dispose  of  the  same 
bv  reinvestment. 

§  4.  Said  incorporators,  or  such  of  rhem  as  may  act,  offlcere. 
shall  have  thei)ower  to  name  and  aj) point  all  necessary 
officers  for  carrying  out  the  objects  of  the  corporation  ;

§6.  That  said  incorporators  and  their  successors  siMter«  of 
shall  have  the  power  to  organize  and  create  and 
charter  lodges  of  females,  to  be  known  as  "The 
Sistei^s  of  Honor,"  and  prescribe  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations for  their  government  as  said  incorporators  and 
their  successors  may  deem  proper ;  but  said  female 
lodges  shall  not  have  the  power  of  holding  real  estate, 
ex(rept  through  the  grand  lodge  as  trustee. 
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§  7.  That  the  objects  of  the  corporation  herein  ere- 
objecta  oi  the  at^cl,  and  of  such  subordinate  lodees  as  it  may  estab- 
lish,  are  declared  to  be  the  diffusion  of  the  principles 
of  benevolence  and  good  will ;  the  promotion  of  broth-

console  them  in  the  hour  of  death,  and  the  brother- 
hood is  pledged  to  the  constant  exercise  of  the  highest 
virtue  of  charity. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  Carter  county  court  to  levy  and  collect  a  poll 
or  (apitation  tjix  of  not  exceeding  one  dollar  on  each  male  person 
over  the  age  of  Iwenty-one  years,  and  an  ad  valorem  tax  of  uoi 
exceeding  ten  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  taxable  properl? 
in  said  county,  each  year,  to  pay  the  ordinary  expenses  of  said  county 
each  year. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Keifduxaky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Carter  county  be,  and 
it  is  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  levy  and 
collect  a  X)oll  or  capitation  tax  of  not  exceeding  one 
dollar  on  each  male  citizen  of  said  county  each  year, 
and  a  tax  of  not  exceeding  ten  cents  on  each  one 
hundred  dollars'  worth  of  taxable  property  in  said 
county,  subject  to  taxation  for  revenue  purposes,  ea<;h 
year,  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  and  paying  the  ordi- 
nary expenses  of  said  county  each  year. 

§  2.  The  taxes  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act 
shall  be  laid  at  the  court  of  claims  of  said  county  of 
Carter  each  year,  and  shall  be  in  lieu  of  all  taxes  now 
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autliorized  by  law  to  be  laid  for  county  purposes 
ordinary. 

§  8.  All  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act,  and  all  laws 
now  in  force  authorizing  and  empowering  the  laying 
of  any  greater  I'ate  of  taxation  than  that  authorized 
by  this  act  in  said  county,  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  4.  This  a(»t  shall  take  eflFect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  i)assage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Ciratz,  in  Owen  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaWi  of  Kentucky : 

§  1 ,  That  the  incorporate  liniitn  be  and  are  defined 
as  follows:  Beginning  at  the  mouth  of  Clay  Lick 
creek ;  thence  in  a  straight  course  to  the  north-west 
corner  of  lot  3S ;  thence  with  the  northern  boundary 
of  the  original  survey,  and  continuing  beyond,  to  the 
western  terminus  of  Minish  street,  in  the  suburb  of 
Minishville ;  thence  with  said  street  eastward  to  its 
intersection  with  First  street,  in  said  suburb ;  thence 
with  said  First  street  to  the  Owenton  and  Clay  Lick 
Turnpike  Road ;  thence  with  the  southern  border  of 
said  pike  to  the  county  road  leading  into  Clay  Lick 
flat ;  thence  with  said  county  road  to  the  Cave  Spring 
branch  ;  thence  in  a  direct  line  to  the  Kentucky  river, 
at  the  mouth  of  Lowdenbach's  branch,  and  then  with 
the  river  to  the  beginning. 

§  2.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  town,  ten  days  or 
more  before  every  election  for  officers  of  the  town, 
shall  appoint  a  clerk  and  two  judges  to  serve  at  such 
elections,  who  must  be  citizens  of  the  town  and  owners 
of  real  estate  within  the  incorporate  limits. 

§  3.  The  treasurer  of  the  town  shall  execute  bond 
in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  safe-keep- 
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ing  of  all  moneys  or  other  valuables  that  may  come 
into  his  possession  as  treasurer  ;  and  failure  on  the 
part  of  the  board  of  trustees  to  take  a  good  and  valid 
bond  shall  render  them,  each  and  severally,  resiK)n- 
sible  and  liable  for  any  loss  or  damage  to  the  town  by 
reason  of  such  neglect. 

g  4.  That  the  board  of  trustees  who  shall  accei)t  any 
bond  for  monevs  due  the  town  on  account  of  wharf  or 
ferry  rental,  shall  be  liable  for  said  rental  in  case  of 
the  bond  being  insufficient. 

§  5.  All  license  for  shows  or  other  purposes  granted 
by  the  town  shall  be  issued  by  the  town  clerk,  on 
order  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  the  fee  for  same, 
as  provided  by  ordinance,  paid  to  the  town  treasurer. 

§  6.  The  wharf  and  ferry  shall  be  rented  to  the 
highest  bidder  annually,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  Feb- 
ruary in  each  year,  and  the  lessee  take  possession  on 
the  first  day  of  March  following. 

§  7.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  conflicting  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  8.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Blakeman  Mills  and  Buckeye  Turnpike 
Road  Company,  in  Madison  and  Garrard  counties. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Vm- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Nathaniel  Cotton,  N.  B.  Coy,  William 
Tevis,  W.  C.  Blakeman  and  Cal  East,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  incorporated  as  a  body-politic  and  cor]X)- 
rate  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Blakeman  Mills 
and  Buckeye  Turnpike  Road  Company  ;  and  by  «iid 
name  and  style  shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  and  are  hei'eby  in- 
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vested  with  all  the  powers  incident  and  usual  to  such 
corporations,  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  turnpike 
road  in  Garrard  and  Madison  counties,  from  a  point 
near  Buckeye  Church,  in  Garrard,  int^ersecting  the 
Lancaster  and  Buckeye  Turnpike  Road  at  that  point ; 
thence  in  the  direction  of  Blakeman's  Mill,  on  Paint 
Lick  creek,  crossing  the  latter  below  said  mill ;  thence 
u])  said  cret^k  some  mile  and  a  half  to  near  Doc 
Long's  ;  thence  up  a  branch  to  a  convenient  crossing  ; 
thence  in  a  south  easterlv  direction  to  the  intersection 
of  the  Kirksville  and  Poosey  Turnpike  Road,  near 
Samuel  Schooler  s,  upon  the  most  practical  route,  as 
mav  be  determined  on  by  the  board  of  directors. 

g  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  and 
the  entire  capital  stock  shall  not  exceed  the  amount 
necessarv  to  construct  said  road  and  toll-houses  for 
same. 

^  3.  The  persons  named  in  this  act  are  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  the  present  board  of  directors  of  said 
comi)any,  and  shall  hold  their  office  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  duly  elected  and  qualified.  Said  directors 
shall  elect  one  of  their  number  president,  one  treas- 
ui'er,  and  one  secretary  of  said  company;  and  all  of 
said  persons  are  appointed  commissioners ;  and  any  of 
said  persons  are  hereby  appointed  and  authorized 
commissioners  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company. 

§  4.  That  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  said  road, 
the  directors  may  receive  grants  of  right  of  way  and 
material  for  the  construction  of  said  road ;  and  in  the 
event  they  cannot  agree  with  the  owners  of  the  soil 
and  material,  they  may  proceed  and  have  the  same 
condemned  as  provided  by  law.  For  the  purpose  of 
locatins:  said  roai,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president 
and  directors  to  enter  with  their  surveyor,  chain-car- 
riers and  engineers  upon  the  land  and  inclosures  and 
roads  through  which  the  intended  road  passes,  to  ex- 
amine and  survey  grounds  suitable,  and  to  examine 
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quarries,  gravel  and  other  material  suitable  for  tlM 
construction  of  said  road. 

§  5.  Said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  ereet  i 
toll-gate  as  soon  as  it  has  completed  two  miles  ol 
consecutive  road :  and  upon  its  completion  may  erec| 
one  gate  for  each  five  miles,  or  if  they  desire,  maj 
establisli  half  fare  gates  for  each  two  and  one-hall 
miles  of  road  completed;  but  the  rates  of  toll  shaB 
at  no  time  be  greater  than  is  now  provided  by  the 
General  StatatevS  of  Kentucky. 

^  6.  The  annual  election  of  officers  for  said  com- 
pany shall  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May; 
and  the  treasurer  elected  shall  give  bond  with  good 
surety,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  ol 
his  duties,  and  that  he  will  pay  out  and  account  for 
all  money  that  may  come  to  his  hands  as  such  treas- 
urer, presented  to  the  order  of  the  board  of  directors, 

§  7.  That  the  width  of  said  road  shall  not  exceed 
thirty  feet ;  that  the  width  of  gravel  or  stone  on  said 
road  shall  not  exceed  sixteen  feet  nor  be  less  than 
ten  feet,  and  of  such  thickness  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  board  of  directors ;  and  the  average  grade  of 
the  road  shall  not  exceed  five  degrees. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
its  passage.

may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  and 
Amend  tl'e  same  at  pleasure,  and  establish  by-laws  for 
Its  government  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  this  State  nor  of  the  United  States. 

§  2.  The  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  managed 
by  a  board  of  five  or  more  directors,  as  the  stockhold- 
ers shall  determine  in  the  by-laws,  one  of  whom  shall 
be  elected  the  president  of  said  company.     The  above 
named  persons  shall  constitute  such  board  until  others 
are  elected  by  the  stockholders  and  qualified.    Should 
any  of  the  said  persons  fail  to  qualify  as  directors, 
his  or  their  places  may  be  declared  vacant  and  others 
chosen  in  their  stead  by   those  qualifying.     In  all 
elections  of  oflBicers  by  the  stockholders  and  the  trans- 
action of  other  business  by  them,  each  stockholder 
shall  have  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  he  or  jshe 
may  own,  and  may  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy,  as  may 
be  determined  by  the  by-laws. 

§  3.  Any  two  of  said  directors  may  open  books  for 
the  subscription  of  stock  in  said  company,  and  when 
ten  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed  and 
live  thousand  dollars  paid  in,  the  company  may  begin 
business.  The  capital  stock  may  be  increased  from 
time  to  time  by  a  vote  of  the  stockholders,  to  such 
sum  as  the  necessities  of  the  company  shall  require. 
The  stock  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each ;  and  the  board  of  directors  shall  determine  the 
time  and  manner  of  payment  of  the  stock  subscrip- 
tions. 

§  4.  The  business  of  said  company  shall  be  that  of 
keeping  a  general  hotel  and  watering  place,  and  the 
raising,  manufacturing  and  selling  mineral  waters ; 
and  for  that  purpose  may  acquire  and  hold,  by  pur- 
chase, lease,  gift  or  otherwise,  all  real  and  personal 
estate,  and  property  necessary  for  the  prosecution  of 
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said  business,  and  may  erect  or  purchase  all  necessary 
buildings  and  machinery,  and  may  obtain  tavern  or 
coffee-house  license  as  a  natural  person  may  law- 
fully do. 

§  5.  Said  company  may  borrow  money  for  its  use  in 
such  sums  as  may  be  required  ;  and  may  issue  its 
bonds  therefor,  secured  by  mortgage  or  mortga^?es 
upon  its  property  and  franchises,  any  or  all  at  such 
rate  of  interest  as  shall  be  agreed,  not  exceedinj?  six 
per  cent,  per  annum,  bonds  and  interest  to  be  paid  at 
such  time  and  place  as  the  stockholders  may  authorize. 
Such  bonds  may  be  sold  and  disposed  of  afe  the 
directors  shall  determine. 

§  6.  The  ))r)ard  of  directors  may  appoint  such  secre- 
taries, treasurers,  cashiers,  clerks  and  agents  as  the 
business  of  the  company  in  their  estimation  may 
require,  and  may  require  bonds  of  them  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  several  duties,  in 
such  penalty  as  the  board  may  deem  proper.  Three 
members,  until  otherwise  provided  by  the  by-laws^ 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  business,  and  in 
the  absence  of  the  jjresident  may  declare  one  of  their 
number  president  pro  tern.

of  the  same  religious  denomination,"  and  amend  sec-

§  3.  That  police  officers  appointed  by  the  board  of 
trustees  of  said  town  shall  hold  their  offices  subject  4k) 
the  will  of  said  board,  and  that  said  police  officers 
shall  have  the  same  po^yers  that  are  conferred  in  said 
act  on  the  marshal  of  said  town :  Promded^  however^ 
£3 — Local  Laws,  vol.  2. 
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That  said  police  officers  shall  execute  a  like  bond  as 
required  to  be  executed  by  the  marshal  of  said  town 
before  entering  upon  their  duties. 

§  4.  That  all  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  for  the  government  of  political  primary  elections,  mass  meet- 
ings and  conventions  held  under  the  provisions  thereof,  in  Kenton 
county. 

Be  it. enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  any  primary  election  or  mass  meeting  or 
delegate  convention  hereafter  held  by  any  voluntary 
political  party  or  association  in  Kenton  county,  for 
the  choice  of  any  dele^^ate,  managing  committeeman 
or  candidate  for  public  office,  may  be  ordered  and 
held  under  this  act  by  the  controlling  or  exeinitive 
committee  of  such  party  or  association,  whenever 
such  committee  elects  to  accept  the  provisions  hereof. 

§  2.  Such  committee  shall  by  i)ublication  thereof, 
in  the  English  language,  and  when  practicable  in  the 
German  language  also,  by  at  least  four  insertions  and 
for  at  least  four  weeks  in  one  or  more  newspapers  of 
general  circulation  among  the  adherents  of  such  party 
or  association,  in  the  city,  county  or  district  immedi- 
ately concerned,  give  notice  of  such  election,  meeting 
or  convention,  which  notice  shall  state  the  time,  place 
and  purpose  thereof,  the  manner  of  conducting  the 
same,  the  authority  for  the  order  and  notice,  the 
names  of  the  officers  of  election,  and  the  qualifica- 
tions of  voters  thereat,  and  X>t  delegates  to  be  chosen 
thereat,  as  prescribed  by  such  committee. 
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^  3.  The  qualifications  of  all  such  officers  and  dele-  Quaiiflcationi. 
gates,  and  of  all  proxies  and  persons  chosen  to  fill 
delegates'  vacancies,  shall  be  the  same  as  those  of 
voters  at  such  election  or  meeting,  and  no  qualifica- 
tions inconsistent  with  any  provision  of  this  act  shall 
be  prescribed  for  any  such  vote. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  vote  at  who  may  «rv© 

•^  "^    -^  ae  delegate. 

such  primary  election  or  mass  meeting,  or  act  as  an 
oflBcer  thereat,  or  serve  as  a  delegate  chosen  thereat, 
who  will  not,  in  the  common  course  of  events,  be  a 
legally  qualified  elector  for  the  office  for  which  a 
nomination  is  to  be  made  at  the  next  ensuing  regular 
election  to  fill  such  office,  and  who  does  not  possess, 
at  the  time  of  such  primary  election  or  mass  meeting 
or  convention,  all  the  qualifications  prescribed  in  the 
call  therefor.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
vote  more  than  once  at  any  such  primary  election,  or 
more  than  once  on  the  same  question  at  any  such  mass 
meeting  or  delegate  convention.  Any  person  violating  Penalty. 
any  provision  of  this  or  the  next  i)receding  section 
shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  and 
imprisoned  in  the  city  or  county  jail,  and  kept  at  hard 
labor,  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  sixty  days. 

§  5.  All  vacancies  in  election  officers  appointed  under  vacanciee. 
this  act  shall  be  filled  by  the  committee  ordering  such 
election,  and  in  default  thereof  by  the  qualified  voters 
at  the  polls  when  such  vacancies  appear ;  and  all  vacan- 
cies in  delegations  chosen  under  this  act  shall  be  filled 
by  the  other  delegates  present  when  such  vacancies 
occur.  All  persons  who  act  as  officers  at  such  primary 
election  shall,  before  so  acting,  take  an  oath,  before 
some  officer  of  the  county  authorized  to  administer 
oaths,  that  they  will  faithfully  discharge  their  duties 
as  such,  refusing  all  illegal  votes,  keeping  a  correct 
record  of  the  votes  polled,  casting  them  up  accurately 
and  certifying  them  truly,  and  sending  the  poll-books 
containing  them,  under  seal,  by  one  of  their  own  num- 
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ber,  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  within  three  days 
after  such  election. 

§  6.  Any  officer  of  such  election  who  shall  violate 
any  provision  of  section  6  of  this  act,  or  any  obligation 
of  the  oath  prescribed  therein,  shall,  on  conviction,  be 
fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars,  and  imprisoned  in  the  city  or 
county  jail  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  six  months. 

§  7.  Said  county  clerk  shall  keep  said  books  safely 
in  his  office  for  two  years,  and  so  long  as  any  prosecu- 
tion in  which  they  may  be  used  as  evidence  may  be 
pending. 

§  8.  Said  books,  so  made  and  kept,  shall  be  com- 
petant  evidence  concerning  all  facts  involved  therein, 
and  shall  be  accessible  in  said  office  at  all  reasonable 
times  to  all  persons  having  business  therewith. 

§  9.  Any  person  who  shall,  by  himself  or  another, 
directly  or  indirectly,  influence  or  offer  to  influence 
the  vote  of  another  at  any  such  primary  election, 
mass  meeting  or  convention,  by  the  use  of  money, 
property  or  other  inducement  of  value  or  profit,  and 
any  person  who  shall  accept  or  consent  to  profit  by 
any  such  reward,  inducement  or  offer,  shall,  on  con- 
viction, be  fined  not  less  than  twenty -five  dollars  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  imprisoned  in 
the  city  or  county  jail  and  kept  at  hard  labor 
not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  three  months ;  and 
if  a  candidate  for  a  nomination  at  such  election, 
meeting  or  convention,  shall  be  disquaUfied  from 
holding  such  office  during  the  next  ensuing  term  or 
vacancy. 

§  10.  Any  person  prosecuted  under  this  act  shall 
have  the  right  to  testify  in  his  own  behalf. 

§  11.  The  political  or  party  committee  ordering  any 
election,  mass  meeting  or  convention  under  this  act, 
may  have  and  determine  contests  concerning  the  re- 
sult thereof,  and  may  make  rules  of  procedure  there- 
for not  inconsistent  with  any  provisions  of  this  act. 
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§  12.  The  laws  of  this  Commoowealth  relating  to 
the  government  apd  purity  of  elections  required  by 
law  shall,  so  far  as  applicable,  and  so  far  as  consistent 
with  this  act,  govern  elections,  meetings  and  conven- 
tions called  and  held  hereunder. 

§  13.  No  expense  shall  be  incurred  by  any  city, 
town,  district  or  said  county,  or  by  the  State,  under 
this  act. 

§  14.  The  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  votipg 
at  primary  elections  and  prevent  fraud  therein  for 
the  benefit  of  Harrison,  Bourbon,  Campbell  and  Ken- 
ton counties,"  approved  April  19,  1880,  is  hereby  re- 
pealed in  so  far  as  it  applies  to  Kenton  county. 

§  15.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  916. 

AN  ACT  changing  and  defining  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of 

Scottville,  in  Allen  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
Trionwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Scottville,  Allen 
county,  shall  be  as  follows :  Said  town  shall  be  in  the 
form  of  a  rectangle,  the  northern  and  southern  sides 
of  which  shall  be  two  straight  lines  running  parallel 
with  the  main  east  and  west  street  in  said  town  as 
originally  laid  oflf,  and  shall  be  two  thousand  yards 
in  length,  and  the  nearest  point  of  each  of  said  two 
lines  frcJm  the  center  of  the  court-house  shall  be  iive 
hundred  yards ;  the  nearest  point  of  the  western 
boundary  line  from  the  center  of  the  court-house 
shall  be  eight  hundred  yards,  and  the  nearest  point 
of  the  eastern  boundary  line  from  the  center  of  court- 
house  shall  be  twelve  hundred  yards. 
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§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  of  said  t<5wii 
to  designate  the  boundary  of  said  tqwn  by  appropriate 
corner-stones  and  marked  lines. 

§  3.  All  acts  and  jmrts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  918. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Gary  Chandler,  of  Adair  county. 

Whereas,  Gary  Chandler,  a  minor,  of  Adair  county, 
has  a  small  sum  of  money  in  the  hands  of  her  guar- 
dian ;  and  whereas,  it  is  necessary  for  her  to  have 
possession  of  said  amount  of  money ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
Toonwealth  of  KentucJcy : 

§  1.  That  said  Cary  Chandler  be,  and  she  is  hereby, 
released,  from  all  the  disabilities  of  an  infant,  and 
vested  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges,  liabilities 
and  responsibilities  of  an  adult. 

§  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  919. 

AN    ACT  to  amend  an"  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  town 
of  Pleasureville,  alias  North  Pleasureville,  in  Henry  county." 

Whereas,  The  people  of  the  town  of  North  Pleas- 
ureville, in  Henry  county,  failed  to  elect  trustees  at 
the  regular  time  prescribed  by  law  ;  and  whereas,  the 
county  judge  is  in  doubt  as  to  his  authority  to  ap- 
point under  the  circumstances,  a  conflict  of  opinions 
among  the  lawyers  and  an  apparent  conflict  between 
the  General  Statutes  and  the  act  incorporating  the 
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town;  now,  for  the  purpose  of  setting  the  matter  at 
rest, 

Be  it  enucted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
^mcmweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  William  Y.  Shiville,  John  Jacoby,  Sam- 
uel Moys,  Humphry  Sparks  and  W.  P.  Bunderant, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  trustees  of  North 
Pleasureville,  Henry  county,  who  shall  hold  their 
oflSce  until  the  first  Saturday  in  May,  1887,  and  un- 
til their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

§  2.  That  hereafter  the  election  for  trustees  of  the 
town  of  North  Pleasureville,  in  Henry  county,  shall 
be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May,  1887,  and  on 
the  first  Saturday  in  May  in  each  year  thereafter,  and 
all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  confiict  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  and  take  effect  fronj 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  920. 

AN   ACT    to  allow   the   county  court  of    Carlisle  county  to  appoint 
commissioners  to  lay  off  said  county  into  magisterial  districts. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
Tnonwealth  of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge 
of  Carlisle  county,  as  soon  as  said  county  is  organized, 
to  appoint  three  discreet  housekeepers  of  said  county, 
whose  duty  shall  be  to  lay  off  said  county  into  as 
many  magisterial  districts  as  said  commissioners  may 
see  proper,  not  exceeding  five  in  number  ;  they  shall 
meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  court  may  direct, 
and  after  being  duly  sworn  they  will  fairly  and  im- 
partially discharge  the  duty  required  of  them  in  this 
act,  and  shall  proceed  to  lay  oflf  said  county  into  said 
magisterial  districts,  one  of  which  shall  include  the 
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county  seat.  They  will  give  the  bonndary  of  each 
district  laid  off  by  them,  and  will  locate  the  voting 
place  or  places  in  each  ;  they  will  make  out,  in  writ- 
ing, a  report  of  their  acts  and  doings  under  this  act, 
and  deposit  one  copy  with  the  county  clerk  of  Carlisle 
county,  who  shall  spread  it  of  record  in  the  order- 
book  of  his  office. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  of  Car- 
lisle county  to  allow  the  commissioners  appointed  by 
said  court  in  section  1  of  this  act  a  reasonable  fee  for 
their  services. 

§  3.  All  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act  is 
hereby  repealed. 

§  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  the  third 
day  of  May,  1886.

CHAPTER  921. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  sections  1  and  2  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  ei«tAb- 
lish  the  county  of  Carlisle,"  approved  April  8,  1886. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  eection  1  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to 
establish  the  county  of  Carlisle,"  approved  April  3, 
1886,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  so  amended  as  to 
read  as  follows,    to- wit:   That   from  and   after   the 
third  day  of  May,  1886,  so  much  of   the  county  of 
Ballard  as  lies  south  of  May  field  creek,  and  included 
in  the  following  boundary,  is  hereby,  created  into  and 
established  a  separate  county,  to  be  known  as    the 
county  of  Carlisle,  to-wit :   Beginning  in  the  center 
of  Mayfield  creek,  at  the  county  line  of  McCracken 
and  Ballard  counties;   thence  down  said  creek  with 
the  center  of  the  channel  thereof  to  the  State  line 
between  the  State  of  Kentucky  and  Missouri ;  thence 
south  with  said   State  line  to  the  north-west  comer 
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of  Hickman  county ;  thence  east  with  the  Hickman 
ootiilty  line  to  where  it  intersects  with  the  Graves 
county  line ;  thence  north  with  the  Graves  county 
line  to  the  beginning. 

§  2.  That  section  2  of  the  aforesaid  act  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows: 
That  Dr.  R.  M.  Shelton,  of  the  county  of  Ballard,  E. 
C.  Hodges,  of  the  county  of  Hickman,  J.  W.  Hooker, 
of  the  county  of  Graves,  J.  L.  Bethshears,  of  the 
county  of  McCracken,  and  W.  P.  Lee,  of  the  county 
of  Marshall,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  com- 
missioners to  locate  the  county  site  of  Carlisle  county, 
who,  or  a  majority  of  whom,  shall  meet  in  the  town 
of  Arlington  on  the  second  Monday  in  May,  1886: 
Provided^  hoibever.  That  if,  from  any  cause,  said 
commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  do  not  meet  on 
that  day  to  locate  said  county  site,  then  and  in  that 
event  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
meet  on  some  day  as  soon  thereafter  as  is  practica- 
ble to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act  requiring 
them  to  locate  said  county  site ;  and  after  being  duly 
sworn,  shall  select  a  suitable  place  in  said  county  for 
the  county  site  thereof,  having  due  regard  to  the  best 
interest  of  the  citizens  of  said  county,  and  make  out 
in  writing  the  boundary  of  said  place  so  selected  for 
said  purpose,  forward  a  copy  thereof  to  the  Secretary 
of  State,  deliv^er  one  copy  to  John  Black,  who  shall 
record  the  same  in  the  order  book  of  the  county  court 
of  said  county,  and  retain  one  copy  in  their  posses- 
sion. 

§  3.  This  act  to  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  it49  passage.

AN  ACT  to  re-enact  and  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  inhibit 
the  owners  or  bailees  of  horses,  cattle  or  hogs,  or  other  animaU,  from 
allowing,  suffering  or  permitting  them  to  go  at  large  in  Carroll  county, 
and  to  make  the  owner  or  bailees  of  such  animals  liable  for  all  tres- 
passes and  injuries  committed  by  them,"  approved  April  22, 1884. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1  That  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  inhibit  the 
owners  or  bailees  of  horses,  cattle  or  hogs,  or  other 
animals,  from  allowing,  suffering  or  permitting  them 
to  go  at  large  in  Carroll  county,  and  to  make  the  own- 
ers or  bailees  of  such  animals  liable  fbr  all  trespasses 
and  injuries  committed  by  them,"  approved  April  22, 
1884,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  re-enacted,  except 
as  to  the  fifth  section  of  said  act,  which  is  hereby 
repealed. 

§  2.  That  section  6  of  said  act  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  amended  by  striking  out  thereof  the  follow- 
ing words,  to- wit :  "on  the  first  Saturday  in  May,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty -four."  and  by 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following  words:  "on 
the  first  Monday  in  August,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  eighty-six." 

§  3.  That  section  8  of  said  act  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  amended,  by  striking  out  the  last  line,  and 
out  of  the  next  to  the  last  line  of  said  section,  after 
the  word  "court,"  the  following  words,  to- wit:  "and 
this  act  shall.be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  the  date 
of  its  adoption,"  and  by  adding  to  said  section,  after 
the  said  word  "court,"  in  lieu  of  the  words  stricken 
out  as  aforesaid,  the  following:  "and  said  entry  of 
the  certificate  in  the  order  book,  or  a  cprtified  copy 
thereof,  shall  be  prima  facte  evidence  in  all  proceed- 
ings under  this  act." 

j5  4.  That  after  the  entry  of  the  certificate  of  the 
comparing  board,  as  above  provided  for,  it  shall  be 
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unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  allow,  suffer  or 
permit  to  go  at  large  in  Carroll  county  any  horses, 
cattle,  hogs  or  other  animals,  of  which  said  person  or 
persons  is  the  owner  or  bailee,  and  such  persons  shall 
be  liable  for  all  trespasses  or  injuries  committed  by 
such  live  stock,  as  provided  by  this  act  and  the  act 
re-enacted  hereby. 

5;  5.  Tliis  act  shall  take  eflfect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  923. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate   the  Camdonville  and  Shiloh   Meeting-bouse 

Turnpike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enactedlby  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  a  company  may  be  formed  and  created  a 
bod}^ -politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  and  style  of 
the  Camdenville  and  Shiloh  Meeting-house  Turnpike 
Road  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  turnpike 
road  from  Camdenville,  in  Anderson  county,  by  the 
nearest  and  most  practicable  route  to  the  Fox  Creek 
and  Washington  County  Turnpike,  near  Shiloh  Meet- 
ing-house, in  Anderson  county;  that  books  for  the 
subscription  of  stock  shall  be  opened  at  Shiloh  Meet 
ing-house  and  Camdenville,  in  Anderson  county,  under 
the  directions  of  W.  C.  Brown,  C.  W.  Derritt,  J.  M. 
Johnson,  Buel  Searcy,  J.  T.  Hughes  and  John  W. 
Moffitt.  The  capitjil  stock  of  said  company  shall  not 
exceed  six  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares 
of  twenty-five  dollars  each. 

§  2.  That  the  county  judge  of  Anderson  county  shall 
be  authorize  1  to  subscribe  in  said  turnpike  company, 
in  the  name  of  Anderson  county,  to  an  amount  not  ex- 
ceeding one  thousand  dollars  to  each  mile  in  length  of 
said  road,  and  shall  be  governed  in  making  said  sub- 
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scrip  tions  and  levying  and  collecting  the  tax  to  pay  the 
same  by  the  provisi5ns  of  an  act  authorizing  the  county 
of  Anderson  to  take  and  hold  stock  in  certain  roads  in 
said  county,  approved  March  10, 1864 ;  and  said  act,  as 
far  as  the  same  is  applicable  to  and  not  inconsistent 
vnth  this  act,  is  made  part  hereof. 

§  3.  That  sections  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  11,  12,  13 
and  14  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate 
the  Camdenville,  Johnsonville  and  Burnt  Charch 
Turnpike  Road  Company,"  approved  February  24, 
1870,  as  far  as  they  are  applicable  to  and  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  made  and 
enacted  as  part  hereof. 

§  4.  That  when  said  road. is  completed,  they  shall 
have  power  to  establish  a  toll-gate,  and  shall  charge 
toll  at  the  rate  now  provided  by  law,  in  that  propor- 
tion per  mile  as  provided  by  law  ;  and  no  law  here- 
tofore enacted  shall  preclude  the  county  court  from 
taking  stock  in  said  road  on  account  of  the  length  of 
said  road  being  less  than  five  miles. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  pnssaj^e.

CHAPTER  925. 

AK  act  to  incorporate  the  Kentucky  Fruit  and  Wine  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  KeTvtucky : 

§  1.  That  John  F.  Rudell,  L.  S.  Helburn  and  John 
S.  Miller,  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body- corporate  and 
politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Kentucky  Fruit 
and  Wine  Company,  and  by  that  name  shall  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  be  capable  in  law  of  con- 
tracting and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being 
sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  in  all  courts  and 
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elsewhere  as  a  natural  person ;  may  adopt  and  use  a 
common  seal,  and  alter  or  renew  the  same  at  pleasure. 
§  2.  The  business  of  said  corporation  shall  be  the 
growing,  handling  and  dealing  in  fruit  of  every  de- 
scription, and  the  making,  vending  and  dealing  in 
wine  of  every  kind. 

j$  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  with  power  to  increase 
the  same  to  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  incorporators  oi*  their  successors,  and 
divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  which  shall 
be  personal  property,  transferable  on  the  books  of 
said  company.  Each  share  shall  entitle  the  holder  to 
one  vote  in  all  meetings  of  the  stockholders. 

j5  4.  Any  two  of  the  above-named  incorporators  may 
open  books  of  subscription  for  the  capital  stock  of 
said  corporation,  due  notice  to  be  given,  and  when 
fifty  shares  are  subscribed  and  paid  up,  said  company 
may  organize  and  elect  from  among  the  subscribers  a 
board  of  directors  of  five  members,  one  of  whom  shall 
be  elected  president.  They  shall  also  elect  a  secretary 
and  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of 
said  corporation,  and  adopt  such  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations  for  conducting  the  business  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  and  proper,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
Constitution  of  this  Commonwealth.  The  directors 
first  elected  under  this  charter,  and  all  officers  elected 
by  them,  shall  hold  their  offices  one  year  and  until 
their  successors  axe  elected  and  qualified. 

§  5.  The  principal  office  of  said  corporation  shall  be 
in  the  city  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  with  power  to 
establish  branch  offices  elsewhere. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  eflfect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

AN  ACT  conferring  upon  the  county  court  of  Lyon  county  jurUdk-tiui 
to  appropriate  money  to  defray  the  current  expenses  of  said  cuaatr, 
and  to  levy  a  poll-tax  to  pay  such  appropriations. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  The  county  court  of  Lyon  county,  held  and 
presided  over  by  the  county  judge  alone,  may,  at  any 
time,  make  appropriations  of  any  amounts  necessary 
to  defray  the  current  expenses  of  said  county,  snch 
as  are  by  law  payable  out  pf  the  fund  realized  from 
a  poll-tax:  Provided^  Such  appropriations  shall  not 
exceed  for  any  one  purpose,  at  any  one  time,  live  hun- 
dred dollars  ($500). 

§  2.  The  said  county  court,  held  and  presided  over 
by  the  county  judge  alone,  may,  at  any  time,  cause  a 
levy  to  be  made  of  a  poll-tax  in  said  county,  to  be 
collected  and  accounted  for  as  any  other  poll-tax,  for 
the  payment  of  such  appropriations  as  are  mentioned 
in  the  preceding  section :  Provided.  Such  levy,  or  the 
aggregate  amount  of  all  such  levies  in  any  one  year, 
shall  not  exceed  three  dollars  ($3)  upon  each  tithable 
in  said  county. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  927. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Mary  E.  Evans,  of  Ballard  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly^of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Mary  Ellen  Evans,  of  Ballard  county, 
Kentucky,  be,  and  she  is  hereby,  relieved  of  all  dis- 
abilities of  infancy,  and  she  is  empowered  to  con- 
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tract  and  be  contracted  with,  and  to  do  all  other 
acts  the  same  as  all  other  persons  who  have  fully 
attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  eflfect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  928. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  prohibiting  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  and 

malt  liquors  in  Union  and  McLean  counties. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaZth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  of  the  coumy  judge  to

said  counties,  to  make  an  order  on  the  order  book  of

vinous  or  malt  liquors  shall  be  prohibited  in  said 
counties. 
§  2.  Said  election  shall  be  held  by  officers  to  be  omcers  of

vided^ however  J  That  any  person  who  shall  have  ob- 
tained license  prior  to  said  election  to  sell  such 
liquors  within  said  county,  shall  be  authorized  to 
sell  the  same  under  and  by  virtue  of  such  license 
until  the  same  shall  expire. 
§  7.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to 
Exemptions,  auy  mauutacturor  or  wholesale  dealer  who,  in  good 
faith,  and  in  the  usual  course  of  trade,  sells  by 
wholesale ;  nor  to  druggists  who  sell  for  medicinal 
purposes  upon  prescriptions  signed  by  a  regular  prac- 
ticing physician  ;  but  no  physician  shall  make  or  sign 
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such  prescription  except  for  a  person  who  is  actu- 
ally sick,  and  for  whom  such  liquor  is  necessary  as 
medicine ;  any  physician  who  shall  sign  such  pre- 
scription in  violation  of  this  act  shall  be  fined  not 
less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars 
for  each  oflfense.  Each  prescription  shall  be  plainly 
written  on  a  separate  piece  of  paper,  stating  what 
disease  the  liquor  is  to  be  used  for,  and  shall  be 
taken  in  and  kept  by  the  druggist ;  and  any  druggist 
who  shall  sell,  except  upon  such  separate  prescrip- 
tion, or  who  shall  fail  to  take  in  and  preserve  the 
same,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense  ;  such 
fines  against  physicians  and  druggists  to  be  recov- 
ered on  warrant  from  quarterly  court  or  on  indict- 
ment by  a  grand  jury. 

j^  8.  The  county  judge  shall  not  make  the  order  for  Election

CHAPTER  929. 

AN  ACT  to  consolidate  common  school  districts  Nos.  1  and  26,  in  Car- 
roll county,  and  to  provide  for  a  school  building  and  the  better  organi- 
zation of  the  public  schools  in  said  consolidated  district. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Asseirhbly  of  the  Gam- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  common  school  districts  Mos.  1  and  26. 
"white,"  in  Carroll  county,  as  at  present  described 
on  the  books  of  the  county  superintendent  of  said 
county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  consolidated,  and 
that  they  in  future  constitute  one  district,  which  shall 
be  known  as  School  District  No.  1  in  said  county. 

§  2.  That  the  trustees  of  districts  Nos.  1  and  26 
Truiteee.        shall  be  the  trustees  of  the  district  formed  by  their 
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consolidation  as  aforesaid,  of  which  they  shall  have 
control ;  and  they  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  terms  J'^^^^J^^"*'* 
for  which  they  were  respectively  elected ;  and  they 
and  their  successors  in  office  shall  be  known  as  the 
''  Board  of  Trustees  for  School  District  No.  1  in  Car- 
roll coanty."     Two  trustees  shall  be  elected  annually 
to  fill  the  places  of  the  trustees  going  out  of  office, 
except  it  be  necessary  to  elect  a  larger  number  to  suc- 
ceed any  trustee  or  trustees  who  may  be  serving  as 
such  by  appointment  from  the  county  superintendent 
of  said  county.     The  trustees  so  elected  shall  hold 
their  offices  for  a  period  of  three  years  from  the  first 
day  of  July  succeeding  their  election,  and  until  their 
successora  are  elected  or  appointed  and  qualified.  The 
first  election  under  this  act  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Saturday  in  June,  1886,  and  thereafter  the  election 
shall  be  held  annually  as  provided  under  the  common 
school  law.     Any  four  of  the  trustees  may  constitute 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  pertaining 
to  their  office.    The  trustees  and  their  successors  shall 
be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  suc- 
cession, by  the  name  and  style  mentioned  in  this  sec- 
tion of  this  act,  and  as  such  may  sue  and  be  sued, 
take,  hold  and  dispose  of  real  and  personal  estate  for 
the  maintenance,  use  and  benefit  of  the  schools  of 
their  district,  and  receive  and  enforce  payments  of 
subscriptions  for  the  like  purpose.      Their   private 
seals  shall  stand  in  lieu  of  a  corporate  seal. 

§  S.  The  trustees  shall  annually,  at  their  first  meet-  omcerg  of  board 
ing,  elect  one  of  their  number  as  chairman,  and  they 
shall  elect  a  "secretary  and  treasurer.  The  secretary 
shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  the  transactions 
of  the  board,  record  all  agreements  and  contracts  to 
which  the  board  is  a  party,  receive  all  moneys  due  the 
trasteej,  receipt  for  the  same,  pay  over  such  money 
proropLly  to  the  treasurer,  and  take  his  receipt  there- 
for. He  shall  also  draw  orders  on  the  treasurer  for 
such  amounts  and  at  such  times  as  the  board  of  trus- 
tees may  direct.    The  treasurer  shall  receive  from  the 
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secretary  all  money  which  may  come  into  his  hands, 
and  pay  out  the  same  only  on  the  order  of  the  board 
signed  by  the  chairman  and  attested  by  the  secretary.

house ;  and  all  acts  done  and  contracts  made  in  mak- 
ing improvements  on  said  land  and  in  procuring  \}\aus 
and  specifications  for  a  new  school-house,  and  the 
expenditure  of  any  money  by  the  county  superin- 
tendent of  Carroll  county  out  of  the  money  in  his 
hands  belonging  to  said  districts,  or  to  either  of  them, 
for  any  of  the  purposes  named  in  this  section,  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  ratified  and  legalized  as  fully  and 
effectually  as  if  said  acts,  contracts  and  expenditures 
had  been  done  and  made  after  this  act  has  gone  into 
Description  of  cffect.  The  aforesaid  tract  of  land  is  described  as 
^"^*  follows  :  "  In  lots  Nos.  274,  275  and  276,  situated  on 

the  east  side  of  Sixth  street,  between  Polk  and  Tavlor 
streets,  in  the  town  of  CarroUton,  Kentucky  ;'•  and 
the  title  to  said  land  is  hereby  vested  in  the  board  of 
trustees  of  school  district  No.  1,  as  created  by  this 
act,  and  in  their  successors  in  office. 
§  5.  That  the  money  arising  from  a  tax  of  twenty- 
Tax  fuud.  five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  prop- 
erty heretofore  levied  separately  in  districts  Nos,  1 
and  26,  which  may  now  be  in  the  hands  of  the  sheriff 
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or  county  superintendent  of  schools  for  said  county, 
or  that  shall  hereafter  be  collected  from  property 
owners,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  declared  to  be,  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  the  district  formed  by  this  act ; 
said  money  to  be  controlled  and  managed  by  the  trus- 
tees of  said  district,  and  expended  by  them  toward 
paying  the  balance  due  on  the  tract  of  land  mentioned 
and  described  in  section  4  of  this  act ;  toward  the  erec- 
tion of  a  substantial  and  suitable  school-house  thereon 
large  enough  to  accommodate  all  the  pupils  of  said 
district,  and  toward  furnishing  said  house  with  suffi- 
cient and  comfortable  furniture  and  apparatus. 
§  6.  That  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  Powers  and

fix  the  time  'and  place  of  meeting,  to  make  all  by-  <>'  truBtee.. 
laws  and  rules  for  the  government  of  themselves  and 
their  appointees,  and  for  the  management,  control  and 
government  of  the  schools,  not  inconsistent  with  this 
act. 

§  7.  That  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  prescribe 
branches  of  study  to  be  pursued  by  the  pupils  of  the 
school,  in  addition  to  those  prescribed  by  the  general 
school  law  of  the  State,  and  may  adopt  text-books, 
and  require  their  uniform  use  by  pupils  pursuing  any 
additional  branches  that  may  be  prescribed. 

§  8.  The  board  of  trustees  may  admit  into  the  school  pupiis. 
white  children  who  are  non-residents  of  said  district, 
on  such  terms  and  charges  as  the  board  shall  pre- 
scribe; the  funds  so  collected  to  be  used  in  paying 
general  expenses. 

§  9.  That  all  expenses  of  levying,  collecting  and 
disbursing  funds  and  taxes  raised  under  this  act,  and 
of  taking  the  school  census,  shall  be  paid  out  of  such 
funds  and  taxes. 

§  10.  That  the  board  of  trustees  may,  .at  the  end  of  Board  shaii 
each  school  year,  make  a  report  in  writing,  and  cause  report. 
the  same  to  be  published  in  pamphlet  form  for  distri- 
bution, and,  if  they  deem  necessary,  published  also  in 
a  newspaper  issued  in  CarroUton,  showing  the  number 
of  pupils  in  school,  the  grades  and  number  of  pupils 
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in  each  grade,  the  branches  taught,  the  salaries  of  the 
teachers,  the  condition  and  amount  of  property  and 
funds  in  their  charge  as  trustees,  and  such  other  facts 
and  information  as  the  cause  of  public  education  may 
require. 

§  11.  The  common  school  law  of  Kentucky,  in  so  far 
as  the  same  is  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  shall 
apply  to  and  govern  the  school  district  thereby  created, 
and  all  trustees,  teachers  and  other  officers  of  the 
same. 

§  12.  That  if,  in  order  to  provide  sufficient  money 
for  paying  for  the  grounds  and  erecting  thereon  the 
necessary  buildings  for  school  purposes,  and  properly 
furnishing  the  same,  which  buildings  and  furnishing 
shall  be  amply  sufficient  for  the  proper  accommoda- 
tion of  all  the  white  children  of  pupil  age  within  the 
district  hereby  created,  the  board  of  trustees  deem 
it  necessary,  or  more  advantageous  to  issue  bonds, 
they  may  do  so  at  any  time,  or  from  time  to  time, 
to  such  an  amount  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  not 
exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  eight  thousand 
dollars.  The  said  bonds  may  be  of  any  denomination 
not  exceeding  five  hundred  each,  running  not  longer 
than  ten  years,  and  bearing  interest  at  any  rate  not 
exceeding  eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  anna- 
ally.  Said  bonds  shall  be  made  payable  to  bearer, 
shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman  of  said  board  of  trus- 
tees, and  attested  by  the  secretary  thereof,  and  shall 
pass  by  delivery  and  be  sold  by  the  said  board  of 
trustees,  or  such  person  or  persons  as  they  may  au- 
thorize, for  not  less  than  par ;  or  said  bonds  may  be 
paid  out  for  any  buildings  or  grounds,  or  for  any 
indebtedness  created  by  the  purchase  thereof ;  and 
the  trustees  shall  so  issue  the  bonds  authorized 
by  this  act  as  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds  as 
it  accrues  and  the  principal  when  it  becomes  due : 
Provided^  however^  That  they  shall  issue  no  bonds 
under  this  section  until  they  have  been  author- 
ized by  a  vote  of  siaid- district  to  levy  and  collect  a 
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tax  in  the  manner  and  as  provided  under  the  com- 
mon school  law  of  the  State  for  the  erection  of  new 
school-houses. 

§  1 3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  930. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Salt  River  and  Timber  Greek  Turnpike 

Road  Company. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaJih  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  a  company  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  in- 
corporated, to  construct  a  turnpike  road  from  the  ter- 
minus of  the  Camden  and  Van  Buren  Turnpike  Road, 
in  Anderson  county,  to  cross  Timber  creek,  near  Mrs. 
Ramsey's,  and  to  cross  Salt  river,  near  the  Croutch 
house;  thence  to  Van  Baren,  under  the  name  and 
style  of  the  Salt  River  and  Timber  Creek  Turnpike 
Road  Company ;  and  by  that  name  and  style  may  sue 
and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  and  use  and  have  a  common  seal, 
and  alter  and  amend  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fixed 
by  said  company,  to  be  increased  or  diminished  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  company,  and  to  be  divided  into  shares 
of  such  an  amount  as  the  company  may  deem  best. 

§  8.  That  John  Green,  John  C.  Drake,  Jacob  M. 
Snider,  Z.  G.  Mitton  and  Ben  Hardin  Thomas  are 
hereby  appointed  commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  open  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  at  such 
places  as  said  commissioners  may  designate ;  and  as 
soon  as  such  an  amount  as  tjie  commissioners  may 
deem  necessary  and  sufficient  is  subscribed,  they  shall 
give  ten  days'  notice,  by  written  notices  posted  at  not 
less  than  twenty  of  the  most  public  places  along  the 
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proposed  route  of  said  road,  of  a  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders, for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  president  and 
five  directors  for  said  company,  a  majority  of  whom 
shall  be  competent  to  do  business,  and  to  do  all  things 
authorized  by  this  act  to  be  done  by  the  president  and 
directors  of  said  company ;  and  the  management  of  the 
fiscal  and  prudential  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be 
confided  to  said  president  and  directors  and  their  suc- 
cessors in  office,  to  be  chosen  annually  at  such  times 
and  plnces  as  the  said  president  and  directors  from 
time  to  time  may  appoint,  and  who  shall  continue  in 
office  for  one  vear  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified. 

§  4.  That  no  person  shall  be  eligible  as  president 
or  director  of  said  company  who  is  not  the  owner 
in  his  own  name  of  one  or  more  shares  of  stock  in 
said  road. 

§  6.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power 
to  appoint  a  treasurer,  gate-keepers  and  all  other 
officers  and  agents  deemed  neccessary  to  effect  the 
purposes  of  this  act,  and  to  remove  the  same  at 
pleasure ;  they  shall  have  power  to  require  of  the 
treasurer,  and  all  other  officers  and  agents  appointed 
by  them,  bond  with  good  security,  approved  by 
them,  in  such  penalties  as  they  may  require,  condi- 
tioned for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties 
incumbent  on  them  as  such. 

§  6.  The  commissioners  herein  appointed  shall  pro- 
cure a  book  or  books,  and  the  subscribers  to  the  stock 
of  said  company  shall  enter  into  the  following  obli- 
gation in  said  book:  We,  whose  names  are  hereto 
subscribed,  do  promise  to  pay  the  president  and  di- 
rectors of  the  Salt  River  and  Timber  Creek  Turnpike 
Road  Company  the  amounts  set  opposite  our  names, 
in  such  manner  and  proportion  and  at  such  times  as 
shall  be  by  them  required,  under  the  law  incorporat- 
ing said  company,  to  *  be  collected  as  other  debts.

§  8.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  right  and 
power  to  acquire  the  right  of  way  for  said  road,  and 
of  earth,  stone  or  gravel  or  timber  for  its  construc- 
tion, by  voluntary  concession  and  release,  and  by 
private  contract  with  the  land-holders  or  by  writ  of 
acL  quod  damnum  as  prescribed  by  law. 

§  9.  Said  company  are  also  empowered  to  build 
and  construct  a  bridge  across  Salt  river,  and  may 
charge  tolls  for  crossing  said  bridge  at  the  same 
rate  as  is  now  allowed  by  law  for  travel  over  five 
miles  of  turnpike  road,  and  have  the  same  rights  to 
acquire  and  condemn  property  for  said  bridge  pur- 
poses as  for  road  purposes. 

§  10.  When  the  stockholders  shall  have  made  full 
payment  of  his  subscription  for  stock,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  president,  over  his  signature,  to  issue 
certificates  of  stock  to  all  persons  entitled  to  the  same, 
attested  by  the  secretary  of  the  company. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  931. 

AN    ACT  to  incorporate  the   Little    Mount   Cemetery   Company,   in 

Spencer  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
m^onwealth  o/  KentucJcy  : 

^§  1.  That  Jesse  Maratta,  Frank  Davis,  W.  S.  Allen, 
and  two  other  persons  to  be  designated  by  them,  and 
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their  successors,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  incor- 
porated under  the  name  of  the  Little  Mount  Cemetery 
Company,  and  under  that  name  they  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and  perform 
such  other  duties  and  exercise  such  other  privileges 
as  are  usually  conferred  on  similar  corporations. 

§  2.  Said  company  shall  be  authorized  and  ready  to 
transact  business  when  and  so  soon  as  said  corpora- 
tors shall  meet  and  elect  out  of  their  number  three 
directors,  who  shall  have  the  full  management  and 
control  of  the  affairs  of  the  company,  subject  to  tlie 
control  of  the  stockholders  as  hereinafter  stated.  The 
first  board  of  directors  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one 
year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  quali- 
fied, and  annually  after  the  date  of  the  first  election 
three  directors  shall  be  elected  by  the  stockholders. 

§  3.  The  board  of  directors  shall,  out  of  their  num- 
ber, annually  elect  a  president,  secretary  and  treas- 
urer, who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  The 
treasurer  shall  execute  a  bond  to  the  company,  with 
approved  security,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties,  and  that  he  will  account  for  and  pay  over  to 
the  proper  parties  all  moneys  and  funds  when  re- 
quired with  which  he  has  been  intrusted,  and  said 
bond  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Spencer  county  clerk 
for  safe-keeping ;  and  any  person  injured  may  sue  on 
said  bond,  and  recover  such  damages  as  he  may  have 
sustained  by  any  failure  of  the  treasurer  to  perform 
his  duties.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  and  distribute 
the  funds  of  the  company,  and  keep  a  faithful  account 
of  same. 

§  4.  The  purpose  of  this  incorporation  is  to  establish, 
preserve  and  beautify  a  cemetery  near  Little  Mount, 
Spencer  county,  Kentucky  ;  and  this  company  shall 
have  power  to  apply  to  the  courts  of  Spencer  county 
and  have  such  lands  condemned  for  the  use  of  the  com- 
pany as  it  may  deem  proper,  not  exceeding  ten  acres. 
The  land  shall,  if  it  cannot  be  acquired  by  contract,  be 
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condemned  in  the  same  manner  and  before  the  same 
conrts  and  with  same  proceedings  as  is  now  provided  by 
law  for  the  condemnation  of  lands  for  the  use  of  rail- 
road and  turnpike  companies.     When  the  company- 
shall  have  selected  the  location  of  the  cemetery,  and 
so  soon  as  the  price  to  be  paid  the  owner  or  owners 
has  been  fixed  by  agreement  between  the  parties  or 
by  the  judgment  of  the  court,  as  provided  herein  when 
no  agreement  can  be  made,  the  company  may  proceed, 
before  paying  for  the  lands,  to  have  the  land  surveyed 
and  laid  off  into  lots  and  roads  and  drives,  and  may 
proceed  to  advertise  said  lots  for  sale,  in  such  por- 
tions thereof  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  on  such 
terms  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  directors  ;  and  may  sell 
the  same  on  condition  that  enough  such  sales  are 
made  to  purchase  the  land  and  establish  the  cemetery ; 
and  when  a  sufficient  number  of  sales  are  so  made, 
they  may  be  made  absolute,  and  the  proceeds  col- 
lected and  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  lands  and 
ornamenting  and  beautifying  the  grounds,  and  for 
such  other  purposes  as  the  directors  may  prescribe 
incident  to  the  organization.     But  no  soil  shall  be 
broken  or  any  possession  of  any  owner  interfered 
with  until  a  sufficient  number  of  sales  shall  have  been 
made  to  secure  the  purchase  of  the  lands  designated, 
and  provided  the  incorporators  named  herein  shall  be 
personally  bound  for  such  damages  as  any  owner  may 
sustain  by  any  necessary  intrusion  upon  his  premises, 
in  the  event  the  cemetery  is  not  located  thereon. 

§  6.  The  purchasers  of  the  lots,  and  those  who  in- 
vest their  funds  in  the  enterprise  by  gift  or  donation, 
and  their  privies  in  estate  or  otherwise,  shall  be  the 
stockholders,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for 
every  five  dollars  thus  invested ;  and  certificates  of 
stock  may  be  issued  by  the  directors  to  any  such  per- 
son, and  the  company  is  authorized  to  receive  dona- 
tions and  gifts  for  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

§  6.  Obligations  of  the  company  must  be,  if  in 
writing,  sigfied  by  the  president  and  secretary  ;  and 
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certificates  of  purchase  so  signed  may  be  given  to 
purchasers  of  lots,  designating  number  and  other 
description,  which  may  be  recorded  in  the  county 
clerk's  office  as  evidence  of  title,  and  preserved  by  the 
secretary.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  full 
power  of  regulating  the  places  and  manner  of  inter- 
ment, in  order  to  preserve  harmony  and  uniformity, 
and  have  full  power  of  rejecting  any  bidder  for  lots, 
so  as  to  confine  colored  people  to  one  portion  and 
white  people  to  another,  and  may  vitiate  and  annul 
any  sale  or  transfer  of  lots  in  violation  of  such  regu- 
lations, and  may  exercise  a  general  control  of  the  en- 
tire inclosure. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  eifect  and  be  in  force  from 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  932. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Scaville  and  Lawrenceburg  Turnpike  Road 
Company,  in  Washington  and  Anderson  counties. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  a  company  may  be  formed  and  created  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of 
the  Scaville  and  Lawrenceburg  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany, for  the  purpose  of  building'  a  turnpike  road 
from  a  point  near  L.  H.  Sea's  blacksmith  shop,  in 
Washington  county  ;  thence  running  with  what  is 
known  as  the  Hooppole  road,  or  as  near  as  practicable, 
making  G.  F.  Robinson's  and  Jacob  Holt's  points  on 
said  road ;  thence  running  with  said  road  to  the  kn- 
derson  county  line  near  John  Dennis' ;  thence  making 
B.  F.  Caldwell's  another  point ;  said  road  to  intersect 
with  the  Lawrenceburg  Turnpike  Road  ac  the  end  of 
the  Tattletown  Turnpike  Road,  in  Anderson  county. 
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That  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  shall  be 
opened  at  Scaville,  in  Washington  county,  under  the 
direction  of  L.  H.  Sea,  Jacob  Holt,  J.  R.  Darnell,  John 
T.  Goodlett,  W.  S.  Y.  Goodlett  and  S.  C.  Robinson. 
The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
twelve  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of 
twenty-five  dollars  each. 

§  2.  That  the  county  court  of  Washington  and 
Anderson  counties  shall  be  authorized  to  subscribe  to 
said  turnpike  company,  in  the  name  of  Washington 
and  Anderson  counties,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
one  thousand  dollars  per  mile  for  each  mile  in  length 
of  said  road,  and  shall  be  governed  in  making  said 
subscriptions  and  levying  and  collecting  the  tax  to 
pay  the  same  by  the  provisions  of  an  act  authorizing 
the  county  of  Anderson  to  take  and  hold  stock  in 
certain  roads  in  said  county,  approved  March  10, 1864 ; 
and  said  act,  as  far  as  the  same  is  applicable  to  and 
not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  is  made  part  hereof. 

§  3.  That  sections  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  11,  12,  13  and 
14,  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Camdenville,  Johnsonville  and  Burnt  Church  Turn- 
pike Road  Company,"  approved  February  24,  1870, 
as  far  as  they  be  applicable  to  and  not  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  made  and  created 
as  part  hereof. 

§  4.  That  when  said  road  is  completed  they  shall 
have  power  to  establish  toll-gates  and  charge  toll  at 
the  rate  now  provided  by  law  in  that  proportion  per 
mile  as  provided  by  law. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  1,  That  the  boundaries  of  the  town  of  Birming-

§  3.  That  said  trustees  and  their  successors  in  office

4th.  To  erect,  make  and  repair  wharfs  and  docks, 
and  to  regulate  and  fix  the  rate  of  wharfage  thereat. 

5th.  To  regulate  the  stationing  or  anchoring  of  ves- 
sels or  boats  or  rafts  in  the  Tennessee  river  along  and 
opposite  to  the  public  landing  of  said  town,  and  the 
depositing  freight  and  lumber  on  the  public  wharf. 

6th.  To  license,  tax  and  regulate  auctioneers,  coffee- 
houses, gift  stores,  peddlers,  brokers,  etc. 

7th.  To  license,  tax,  regulate,  restrain  and  prohibit 
billiard- tables,  tippling-houses,  ten-pin  alleys  and 
bowling  saloons. 

8th.  To  erect  and  keep  in  repair  accurate  public 
scales,  and  appoint  a  public  weigher  to  attend  to  the 
same,  and  fix  fees  and  compensation  for  his  services.

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9th.  To  provide  for  the  prevention  of  breaking  or 
training  horses  on  the  pubKc  streets  of  said  town. 

10th.  To  provide  for  the  removal  from  the  limits  of 
the  town  or  the  killing  of  mischievous  or  vicious  ani- 
mals, and  for  the  punishment,  by  suitable  fines  and 
penalties,  of  the  owners  or  keepers  of  such  animals 
for  allowing  them  to  run  at  large. 

11th.  To  employ  an  attorney  to  prosecute  or  defend 
for  and  on  behalf  of  the  board  of  trustees  all  civil 
suits  in  which  the  said  board  has  an  interest,  and  to 
pay  him  a  reasonable  compensation  therefor,  and  to 
prosecute  all  criminal  cases  arising,  in  said  town,  and 
allow  him  a  certain  per  cent,  of  all  fines  imposed, 
which  to  them  may  seem  right  and  just  as  compen- 
sation for  his  services.

unpaid  any  tax  or  taxes  on  .any  lot  or  fraction  of  a  lot- 
in  said  town,  and  the  owner  thereof  has  no  personal 
property  in  said  town  out  of  which  said  taxes  can  be 
made,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  trustees  to  cause  a 
list  to  be  made  out  in  a  fair  and  legible  hand  of  all 
the  lots  or  fraction  of  lots  on  which  the  tax  or  taxes  may 
be  unpaid,  and  also  the  amount  due  upon  each  lot  orioseiireai 
fraction  of  a  lot  respectively,  and  have  the  same  posted  *^ 
in  three  of  the  most  conspicuous  places  in  said  town 
for  one  month,  announcing  at  the  same  time  and  in  the 
same  manner  on  what  day  said  lots  or  fraction  of  lots 
will  be  sold,  or  so  much  thereof  as  will  be  necessary  to 
pay  said  tax  or  taxes  due  thereon  respectively ;  and  if 
said  taxes  are  not  paid  on  or  before  the  day  appointed 
for  the  sale  of  said  lots  or  fractions  of  lots  on  which 
they  are  due,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  to 
exi)Ose  the  same  to  sale  on  the  day  appointed,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  will  be  necessary  to  pay  said  tax  or 
taxes  due  on  them,  respectively,  to  the  highest  bidder 
for  cash.  The  sale  shall  take  place  at  such  time  in  the 
day  and  at  such  place  in  the  town  as  the  said  marshal 
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shall  appoint  and  advertise,  and  he  shall  convey  by 
deed,  duly  acknowledged,  to  the  purchaser,  so  much  of 
any  lot  or  fraction  of  a  lot  as  he  may  sell,  which  deed 
shall  pass  the  title  to  the  purchaser :  Provided^  how- 
ever^ That  all  real  estate  thus  sold  for  taxes  in  said 
town  may  be  redeemed  at  any  time  within  two  years 
by  the  owners  or  their  assignees,  by  paying  the  pur- 
chaser, his  heirs  or  assigns,  his  purchase  money,  with 
interest  at  the  rate  of  fifty  per  cent,  per  annum  and  all 
costs  of  said  sale :  And  provided  also.  That  persons 
under  disability  shall  have  two  years  in  which  to  re- 
deem their  lots  or  fraction  of  lots  after  their  disabil- 
ities are  removed . 

§  10.  A  police  judge  and  town  marshal  shall  be 
elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town  of  Bir- 
mingham, at  the  first  regular  election  in  said  town  for 
trustees  thereof,  and  every  two  years  thereafter,  whose 
term  of  office  respectively  shall  be  two  years,  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  >  The  polls  of 
the  election  of  trustees  at  which  a  police  judge  and 
town  marshal  are  elected,  shall  be  returned  to  the 
county  court  of  Marshall  county  at  the  first  term  there- 
of after  said  election,  and  the  said  county  court  shall 
certify  the  result  of  the  election,  so  far  as  the  election 
of  police  judge  is  concerned,  to  the  Governor  of  the 
State,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  issue  a  commission  to 
the  person  elected  to  the  office  of  police  judge  for  the 
term  of  two  years,  who  shall  be  a  judicial  officer,  to  be 
styled  the  police  judge  of  the  town  of  Birmingham.

have  power  to  fine  for  contempt  or  imprison :  Pro- 
vided^ Said  fine  shall  not  exceed  ten  dollars  and  im- 
prison not  exceeding  twelve  hours ;  he  shall  have 
the  same  power  of  an  examiner  in  the  taking  of  dep- 
ositions, and  be  governed  by  the  same  rules  and  al- 
lowed the  same  fees. 

§13.  The   police    judge  shall  have   power  on    all  Power  on 
judgments  in  penal  cases  in  his  office  to  issue  capias 
pi^o  fine^  or  cause  the  same  to  be  replevied  forth- 
with, or  commit  to  the  watch-house  until  discharged, 
as  now  allowed  by  the  terms  of  this  charter. 

§  14.  The  police  judge  shall  hold  his  courts  for  when  to  how 
the  trial  of  civil  cases  on  the  first  Saturday  in  each 
month,  and  may  continue  from  day  to  day  until  all 
the  business  is  disposed  of;  his  court  shall  be  open 
at  all  times  for  the  trial  of  a  breach  of  the  penal  or 
criminal  laws  or  for  violations  of  the  town  laws. 
Appeal  from  said  court  shall  be  to  the  circuit  court.  Appeals. 

j^  15.    The  police   judge   shall  execute  bond,  with  Togwe bond. 
good  security,  to  the  board  of  trustees,  for  the  pay- 
ment of  all  fines  and  moneys  that  come  to  his  hand 
belonging  to  said  town,  in  addition  to  the  bond  re- 
quired by  law  of  other  like  officers. 

§  16.  The  police  judge  of  said  town  shall  have  the  Further 
urther   jurisdiction  of    all  civil   matters  ansing  m 
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Marshall  county,  where  the  matter  in  controversy 
does  not  exceed  two  hundred  dollars  :  Provided^  The 
defendant  thereto  consent  for  the  same  to  be  returned 
before  said  judge  ;  and  he  may  hold  inquests  on  dead 
bodies  the  same  as  coroDiers,  and  be  allowed  the  same 
fee  therefor. 

§  17.  The  police  judge  shall  have  exclusive  juris- 
diction of  all  motions  and  suits  against  the  officers  of 
said  town,  regardless  of  the  amount  involved  in  said 
suits,  and  his  judgments  thereon  shall  be  as  effectual 
as  though  rendered  by  the  circuit  court,  and  may  be 
enforced  in  the  same  manner. 

§  18.  No  person  shall  be  elected  police  judge  of  said 
town  unless  he  be  over  the  age  of  twenty- four  years, 
and  shall  have  resided  in  said  town  one  year  next  be- 
fore his  election. 

§  19.  The  marshal  of  said  town,  before  he  enters 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  take  the  oath  pre- 
scribed by  law,  and  execute,  in  addition  to  the  bond 
required  by  law,  a  bond  with  good  security  to  the 
board  of  trustees  of  said  town,  conditioned  to  collect 
and  j)ay  over  all  moneys  in  which  the  town  has  an 
interest,  and  to  faithfully  and  impartially  discharge 
his  duties  as  such  marshal. 

^  20.  Said  marshal  shall  execute  and  proper  return

the  trustees  signed  by  the  chairman  and  countersigned

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  persons  who  shall  become  stockhold- 
ers pursuant  to  this  act  in  the  company  hereby  incor- 
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porated,  and  their  successors,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby, 
made  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  in  perpetuity,  un- 
der the  name  and  stvle  of  the  Louisville  and  Ports- corporate  name 

•  and  powers. 

mouth  Railway  Company,  with  power  to  construct, 
use,  maintain  and  operate  a  railway,  with  one  or  more 
tracks,  and  such  appendages  as  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary for  the  use  of  the  same  between  the  points,  viz : 
Louisville,  Kentucky,  and  Portsmouth,  Ohio,  and 
said  company  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  purchasing, 
holding,  leasing,  selling  and  conveying  any  real  and 
peraonal  estate  whatever,  of  contracting  and  being 
contracted  with,  suing  and  being  sued,  and  having  a 
common  seal,  which  they  may  alter  or  renew  at  pleas- 
ure, and  have  and  enjoy  and  exercise  all  the  rights, 
powers  and  privileges  which  corporations  may  law- 
ful Iv  have.

CHAPTER  935. 

AN  ACT  to  charter  the  Henderson,  Bowling  Green  and  Somerset  Rail- 
road. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  P.  J.  Potter,  P.  G.  Cox,  T.  J.  Smith,  John- 
M.  Galloway,  W.  H.  Blakly,  J.  M.  Wilkerson,  B. 
W.  Bradburn,  W.  J.  Davidson,  Moses  Kuykendall  and* 
S.  E.  Hill,  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and 
are  hereby,  created  a  body-corporate  and  politic,  un- 
der the  name  and  style  of  the  Henderson,  Bowling 
Green  and  Somerset  Railroad  Company,  with  per- 
petual succession  ;  and  said  company  shall  h«ave  power 
to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued, 
have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  or 
renew  at  pleasure,  and  to  have  and  exercise  all  the 
I)Ower8  common  or  incident  to  such  corporations.  Said 
company  shall  have  full  power  to  construct,  maintain 
and  use  and  operate  a  railway,  with  single  or  double 
tracks,  or  with  wide  or  narrow  gauge,  commencing  at  a 
point  at  or  near  Somerset,  iu  Pulaski  county,  Ken- 
tucky, on  or  near  the  Cincinnati  Southern  Railroad ; 
thence  by  the  most  practical  route  through  Russell^ 
Adair,  Metcalfe,  Barren,  Allen  and  Warren,  by  way  of 
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and  throagli  Bowling  Green,  Butler,  Ohio,  McLean, 
Daviess  and  Henderson  counties,  to  the  city  of  Hen- 
derson. That  said  company  shall  construct  their  road 
by  way  of  Morgantown,  in  Butler  county,  and  by  way 
of  Hartford,  in  Ohio  county,  and  Glasgow,  in  Barren 
county,  and  Manchester,  in  Clay  county. 

§  2.  The  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  managed 
and  controlled  by  a  board  of  directors,  elected  anna- 
ally  by  the  stockholders,  at  such  time  and  place  and 
in  such  manner  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws  of 
said  company  ;  said  board  shall  consist  of  not  leas 
than  five  directors  nor  more  than  nine. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  may  be 
fixed  by  the  board  of  directors  of  said  company,  bat 
shall  not  exceed  in  amount  a  sum  necessary  to  build 
and  fully  equip  the  said  railroad ;  and  said  stock  shall 
be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each, 
and  shall  be  held  to  be  personal  property. 

§  4.  Said  board  of  directors  shall  elect  one  of  their 
number  to  be  president  of  the  board,  who  shall  also 
be  president  of  said  railroad  company  ;  and  they  may 
elect  a  secretary  and  treasurer  and  such  other  officers 
as  they  may  deem  necessai  y'  for  the  proper  manage- 
ment of  the  affairs  of  said  company ;  and  they  may 
fix  the  term  of  office  and  salaries  of  each  :  Provided^ 
That  no  officer  shall  hold  for  a  longer  term  than  two 
years. 

§  5.  The  board  of  directors  may  form  and  adopt 
by-laws  for  the  regulation  and  government  of  the 
business  of  the  company,  fix  the  rates  for  freight  and 
passengers,  subject  to  such  general  laws  of  this  Com- 
monwealth as  now  exist  or  may  be  enacted  for  the 
regulation  of  such  rates. 

§  6.  The  company  may  receive  or  acquire,  by  dona- 
tion or  i)urchase,  any  or  all  lands  necessary  for  it« 
road-bed,  side-tracks,  depots  and  other  legitimate 
uses,  and  also  all  materials  necessary  for  the  con- 
struction and  maintenance  of  said  railroad  and  its 
appurtenances  ;  and  if  the  l^nds  or  materials  for  said 
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uses  and  purposes,  to- wit:  for  road-bed,  side-tracks, 
depot  and  depot  grounds,  can  not  be  obtained  by  con- 
tract with  the  owners  thereof  for  want  of  agreement 
as  to  the  value  thereof,  or  any  other  cause,  the  same 
to  be  taken  and  condemned,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  prescribe  the 
mode  of  condemning  land  for  the  use  of  railroad  and 
turnpike  companies,"  and  approved  April  11,  1882, 
and  known  as  chapter  963  of  the  Public  Acts  of  1881 
and  1882. 

§  7.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  borrow 
money  and  create  debts,  and  to  secure  the  same  is 
authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  the  bonds  of  the 
company  bearing  interest  not  to  exceed  eight  per  cent.  • 
per  annum,  payable  at  such  times  and  places  as  they 
may  deem  best,  and  may  execute  mortgages  or  deeds 
of  trust  upon  any  or  all  of  the  property,  rights  and 
franchises  of  said  company. 

§  8.  The  said  company  may  construct  telegraph 
lines  along  the  main  road  or  any  branch,  and  bat- 
teries at  places  tliey  may  deem  proper,  and  make 
such  connections  with  other  lines  as  may  be  desired. 

§  9.  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said  rail- 
road to  cross  any  stream  of  water  or  water-courses, 
or  any  road  or  highway  lying  in  or  across  the  route 
of  said  road,  said  company  may  construct  said  road 
across  or  upon  the  stream  or  road,  but  they  shall 
restore  the  stream  or  road  thus  gone  upon  or  inter- 
sected to  its  former  condition,  or  near  enough  so  as 
not  to  impair  its  usefulness ;  and  if  said  company, 
after  having  selected  a  route  for  said  railway,  find 
any  obstacle  to  keeping  said  route  or  location,  either 
by  difficulty  of  construction  or  procuring  right  of 
way  at  a  reasonable  cost,  or  whenever  a  better  and 
cheaper  or  more  practical  route  can  be  had,  it  shall 
have  full  power  and  authority  to  vary  said  route  and

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§  10.  The  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  reflate 
the  rates  of  freight  and  passage  over  the  said  road 
hereby  incorporated,  or  any  road  it  may  purchase, 
lease  or  operate  or  acquire,  and  to  amend  or  repeal 
this  charter. 

§  11.  The  corporators  hereinbefore  named,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  are  authorized  to  receive  subscription 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company ;  and  when  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars'  subscription  of  stock  is 
made  them,  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  call  a 
meeting  of  the  stockholders,  who  shall  proceed  to 
elect  directors  and  transact  other  business  as  may  be 
necessary  for  a  perfect  organization  of  the  company 
and  the  advancement  of  the  enterprise. 

§  12.  The  said  company  may  rent  out  or  lease  its 
road  to  any  other  railroad  company,  or  may  rent  or 
lease  any  other  connecting  railroad  and  operate  the 
same ;  it  may  also  connect  or  consolidate  with  any 
other  railroad  built  or  to  be  built  in  or  through  this 
State  or  any  adjoining  State,  so  as  to  form  a  con- 
tinuous line  of  railroad.

§  1.  That  J.  F.  Stewart,  Isaac  R.  Turner,  John  P. 
incorporatoM.  Wells,  G.  W.  Howes,  Cj.  M.  Preston,  H.  B.  Rice 
and  E.  F.  Howes,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed 
commissioners,  under  the  direction  of  whom,  or  a 
majority  of  whom,  subscriptions  may  be  received  to 
the  capital  stock  of  the  Paint  Creek  Narrow  Gauge 
Railroad  Company  hereby  incorporated. 
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§  2,  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  Paint  Creek  Nar-  capUfti  ttoct^

§  4.  The  said  stockholders  shall  be,  and  they  are  May  bny  and 
hereby  declared  to  be,  incorporated  into  a  company,  **  p^^'p®^*^' 
by  the  name  of  the  Paint  Creek  Narrow  Gauge  Rail- 
road Company,  and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  of

CHAPTER  937. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  town  of  Carroll  ton,  and  to  amend  an 
act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend,  revise  and  reduce  into  one  the  several 
acts  in  relation  to  the  town  of  Carrollton,"  approved  February  26, 18S4. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  boundary  of  the  town  of  Carrollton, 
Boundary.  and  the  location  of  the  streets  and  alleys  thereof,  shall 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  the  same  as 
established  by  O'Neal  and  Fitzhngh's  survey,  and  that 
the  plat  of  said  town,  made  in  accordance  with  said 
survey,  and  now  of  record  in  the  Carroll  county  clerk's 
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office,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  declared  the  true  plat 
of  the  town  of  CarroUton:  Provided^  Jiowever^  That 
the  board  of  trustees  may  extend  the  boundaries  on 
the  eastern  and  southern  sides  of  said  town,  so  as  to 
give  a  strip  on  the  outside  of  the  lots  enough  to  form 
a  street,  not  to  exceed  sixty -six  feet  in  width,  the  title 
to  which  land  lying  outside  of  the  boundary,  as  shown 
by  said  plat,  may  be  required  as  now  provided  for  the 
acquiring  of  land  for  streets  inside  of  said  boundary  ; 
and  when  so  acquired  and  said  streets  made,  the  juris- 
diction of  the  town  shall  extend  over  them  as  much  as 
to  any  part  of  said  town  within  the  present  corporate 
limits  ;  but  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  as  requir- 
ing the  board  of  trustees  to  make  the  streets  in  the 
eastern  and  southern  boundary  of  said  town  sixty-six 
feet  wide,  or  wider  than  in  the  judgment  of  said  board 
may  be  suitable. 

§  2.  That  the  board  of  trustees — a  majority  of  the  puwic 
whole  board  concurring  therein — may  dispose  of  the 
public  cemetery  at  the  intersection  of  Fourth  and 
Seminary  streets,  in  said  tow^n,  and  may  convey,  as 
other  conveyances  are  made  by  said  board,  the  title 
thereto ;  but  said  trustees  shall  make  all  necessary  and 
proper  provision  for  the  taking  up,  removal,  and  re- 
burying  of  the  bodies  of  persons  interred  therein,  which 
shall  be  done  before  possession  is  given,  and  for  that 
purpose,  and  to  provide  a  suitable  cemetery  for  said  New  cemetery, 
town,  the  trustees  may  acquire  title  to  not  exceed 
forty  acres  of  land,  wherever  they  may  select,  within 
two  miles  of  the  corporate  limits  of  CarroUton,  which 
land  may  be  acquired  in  any  of  the  modes  by  which 
said  board  of  trustees  are  now  authorized  by  law  to 
acquire  real  estate  within  said  town,  and  the  bodies  of 
the  persons  to  be  removed  shall  be  re-buried  in  said 
new  cemetery  grounds  at  the  public  expense  when 
necessary,  and  friends  do  not  make  other  provision 
therefor.  Said  trustees  may  sell  lots  in  said  cemetery 
to  persons  who  may  desire  the  same,  and  the  proceeds 
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of  such  sales  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  keeping  in  & 
proper  manner  and  beautifying  of  such  cemetery. 
§  3.  That  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses,

appropriation  shall  be  made,  or  bonds  issued,  unless  a 
majority  of  all  the  trustees  then  in  office  shall  vote  for 
the  same ;  but  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  as 
preventing  any  member  from  demanding  the  yeas  and 
nays  on  the  passage  of  any  other  measure  that  may 
come  before  the  board,  the  right  to  demand  do  which 
is  expressly  given  hereby. 
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§  5.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend,  revise 
and  reduce  into  one  the  several  acts  in  relation  to  the 
town  of  CarroUton,"  approved  the  25th  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1884,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  as 
follows : 

1st.  That  the  term  '' elective  officers,"  as  used  in  the  Elective omcert.

enforcement  of  which  it  may  be  entitled  to  a  civil 
action  or  proceeding;  and  said  court  may  take  cog- 
nizance of,  and  exercise  jurisdiction  over,  all  actions 
and  proceedings  in  request  to  the  revenues  of  said 
town,  whether  the  same  be  instituted  on  behalf  of  or 
against  the  town;  but  this  not  be  contended  or  ex- 
clusive of  other  courts  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

3d.  That  section  40  is  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words  "ten  days,"  in  the  sixteenth  line,  as  printed, 
and  inserting  between  the  words  "two"  and  "inser- 
tions," in  the  eighteenth  line,  the  word  "weekly." 
That  section  40  is  also  amended  by  adding  after  the 
word  "sold,"  in  fourth  line  of  the  printed  act,  the  fol- 
lowing words :  "  And  no  person  shall  sell  in  said  town, 
either  as  principal  or  agent,  by  retail  or  at  wholesale, 
by  sample  or  otherwise,  any  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt 
liquors  without  first  having  obtained  the  license  herein 
specified.  Any  and  every  person  so  selling  without 
such  license  shall  be  fined  for  each  such  selling  not  less 
than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars, 
to  be  recovered  in  the  Carrollton  police  court,  or  any 
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other  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  which  fine,  when 
collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the  town  treasury  for 
the  benefit  of  the  town  :  Provided^  This  shall  not  in- 
clude sales  made  in  the  usual  course  of  trade,  and  Id 
good  faith,  by  manufacturers  or  wholesale  dealers  to 
licensed  retail  dealers." 

4th.  That  section  43  is  amended  by  adding  after  the 
word  "drays,"  and  before  the  word  "tax,"  in  the 
first  line,  as  printed,  the  words,  "and  all  other  vehi- 
cles used  for  transporting  freight  of  any  kind,  or  pas- 
sengers for  hire,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said 
town." 

5th.  That  section  61  is  amended  by  adding  thereto 
as  follows  :  "  But  in  no  case  shall  it  be  compulsory  on 
the  trustees  to  open  or  improve  any  street  or  alley,  the 
title  and  possession  of  which  are  not  in  the  town,  or 
tendered  the  town  by  good  and  sufficient  conveyances 
of  title  and  delivery  of  the  possession  thereof  to  the 
trustees." 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  arid  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  988. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act.  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  town  of 
Hickory  Grove,  in  Graves  county,"  approved  April  11,  1873,  and  U> 
amend  an  act  amending  said  act,  approved  April  5,  1878,  and  to 
flx  the  houndaries  of  said  Hickory  Grove. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assemhly  of  the  Cam- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  boundaries  of  said  town  be,  and  the 
Boundary.  Same  are  hereby,  established  as  follows :  Beginning  in 
the  north  line  of  the  northwest  quarter  of  section 
fifteen,  township  four,  range  one,  east,  at  a  rock  one 
hundred  feet  west  of  the  Chesapeake,  Ohio  and  South- 
western Railroad  ;  thence  south  eighty-one,  west  one 
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hundred  and  twenty-six  poles,  to  a  rock,  the  north- 
west corner  of  said  quarter ;  thence  along  the  west 
line  of  said  quarter  south,  four  degrees  and  forty 
minutes,  east  one  hundred  and  sixty-one  poles 
and  fifteen  links,  to  a  rock,  the  southwest  corner 
■of  said  quarter ;  thence  along  the  south  line  of  said 
quarter,  north  eighty-one  degrees,  east  one  hundred 
and  thirl y-eight  poles  and  twelve  links,  to  a  point 
one  hundred  feet  west  of  said  railroad  ;  thence  par- 
allel with  said  railroad  north  one  hundred  and 
sixty  one  poles,  fifteen  links,  to  the  beginning  comer. 

§  2.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall  hold  their  Truiteca. 
offices  until  their  successors  in  office  are  duly  elected 
and  qualified,  as  now  provided  for  by  law,  and  shall 
be  qualified  by  taking  an  oath  before  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  or  any  one  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  that 
they  will  faithfully  administer  the  duties  of  trustees 
of  said  town.      The  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  capiution  and 

ad  valorem  tax. 

power  to  levy  k  poll-tax  on  all  male  persons  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  or  over,  of  not  exceeding  two  dollars 
per  head,  and  an  ad  valorem  tax  on  all  the  property 
in  said  town  not  to  exceed  fifty  cents  on  each  one 
hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property  in  said  town,  for 
the  purpose  of  improving  the  streets,  sidewalks, 
alleys,  etc.,  in  said  town,  and  for  defraying  other  ex- 
penses of  said  town  or  corporation  ;  and  all  fines  and 
forfeitures  in  said  town,  as  hereinafter  provided, 
shall  be  paid  to  said  trustees,  and  be  used  by  them 
for  like  purposes. 

§3.  The  trustees  shall  have  the  right  to  improve  streeu. 
the  streets,  sidewalks  and  alleys  in  said  town,  and 
to  open  such  of  the  streets  and  alleys  of  said  town 
as  may  be  closed  at  any  time.  The  trustees  shall '•*  ®°  ■^<>«^"- 
have  the  right  to  tax  all  shows,  exhibitions  and  the- 
atrical performances  in  said  town,  such  sums  as  they 
may  deem  expedient. 

§4.  The  said  trustees  shall  have  the  right  to  pass  Bylaws, 
-and  enforce  such  by-laws,  rules  and  ordinances  and 
regulations  for  their  own  government,  and  the  good

government  of  said  town,  as  they  may  deem  expe- 
dient and  necessary,  and  impose  penalties  for  the 
violation  of  the  same. 

§  5.  The  said  trustees  shall  provide  for  the  keeping 
of  the  streets,  alleys  and  sidewalks  of  said  town  ia 
repair,  and  for  that  purpose  may  appoint  a  surveyor 
of  streets  and  assign  to  him  such  hands  to  work  on 
said  streets  living  in  said  town  as  are  liable  to  work 
on  public  roads,  which  hands  may  be  proceeded 
against  for  failure  to  work,  after  being  duly  noti- 
fied as  hands  on  public  roads  are  now  required  to 
be  notified,  in  like  manner,  and  be  fined  in  like 
amount  as  is  now  provided  by  law  lor  hands  failing 
to  work  on  public  roads;  and  all  fines  under  tliis 
section  to  be  paid  to  the  trustees  of  said  town  as 
hereinbefore  provided. 

§  6.  The  said  trustees  shall  have  stated  regular 
monthly  meetings,  and  may  call  meetings  at  such 
other  times  as  may  be  necessary. 

§  7.  There  shall  be  established  in  said  town  a  court, 
to  be  styled  the  Hickory  Grove  police  court.,  which 
shall  be  held  by  the  police  judge  of  said  town,  who 
shall  hold  a  regular  term  of  his  said  court  on  the  first 
Monday  in  each  month  during  the  year,  and  he  may 
adjourn  the  same  from  day  to  day.  Said  court  shall 
have  exclusive  original  jurisdiction  of  all  prosecutions 
for  the  violation  of  the  ordinances  of  said  town,  and 
concurrent  civil  and  penal  jurisdiction  w4th  justices  of 
the  peace  in  Graves  county. 

§  8.  Said  court  shall  have  the  right  to  try  all  misde- 

May  empanel  a  meauors,  uuless  defendant  shall  demand  a  jury,  in 
which  event  the  judge  of  said  court  may  cause  a  jury 
of  six  men  to  be  empaneled  for  such  purpose. 

§  9.  Said  court  shall  be  a  court  of  record,  and  the 

Court  of  record,  judge  thereof  may  be  the  clerk  thereof,  and  he  may 
appoint  and  qualify  a  clerk  of  said  court. 
§  10.  The  judge  of  said  court  shall  be  a  conservator 

Dutieaof  judge.of  the  peace,  and  may  order  arrest  for  all  offenses 
against  the  by-laws  and  town  ordinances  and  offenses

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against  the  Commonwealth,  and  for  offenses  com- 
mitted in  his  presence  may  order  immediate  arrest 
therefor  without  warrant,  the  person  so  arrested  to  be 
dealt  with  according  to  law. 

§11.  The  fees  of  said  judge  shall  be  the  same  as  Fees, 
justices  of  the  peace. 

§  12.  The  town  marshal  of  said  town  shall  execute  Town  marshal. 
bond  before  the  Graves  county  court  in  like  manner 
and  with  like  penalties  as  constables  are  now  required 
by  law  to  execute,  and  the  judge  of  the  county  court 
shall  judge  of  the  sufficiency  of  said  board  ;  and  said 
marshal  shall  take  the  same  oaths  of  office  required  to 
be  taken  by  constables ;  and  he  shall  have  concurrent 
jurisdiction  with  constables  of  Graves  county  and  be 
entitled  to  the  same  fees  ;  and  he  shall  have  exclusive 
original  jurisdiction  of  all  writs  issued  by  the  police 
judge  or  court  of  said  town  for  violation  of  the  laws 
or  ordinances  of  said  town. 

§  13.  The  town  marshal  shall  be  collector  of  the  Tax  collector. 
town  tax,  and  shall  account  for  the  same  to  the  trus- 
tees of  said  town,  and  shall  be  liable  on  his  official 
bond  for  all  such  taxes,  and  may  collect  the  same  in 
the  same  manner  as  sheriffs  collect  the  State  revenue 
and  other  taxes,  and  shall  be  allowed  a  reasonable  sum 
for  collection  thereof  by  the  trustees  of  said  town. 

§14.  The  police  j'ldge  of  said  town  shall  execute  Bond  of  police 
bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  said 
office,   with  good  and  sufficient  security  before  the 
Graves  county  court,  which  bond  shall  be  approved 
by  the  judge  of  the  said  county  court. 

§  15.   The  trustees  of  said  town  shall  certify  the  Election 
election  of  the  police  judge  to  the  Governor  of  the 
State  of  Kentucky,  and  also  to  the  Graves  county 
court,  and  shall  certify  the  election  of  the  town  mar- 
shal to  the  Graves  county  court. 

§  16.  Vacancies  in  office  of  either  police  judge  or 
town  marshal  shall  be  filled  by  the  trustees  of  said 
town  until  the  next  regular  election  in  said  town  for 
trustees.

§  17.  Vacancies  in  the  office  of  trastees  shall  be 
filled  by  the  police  judge  until  the  next  regular  elec- 
tion. 

§  18.  The  trustees  shall,  ten  days  before  each  elec- 
tion, post  notices  in  at  least  three  public  places  in 
said  town,  and  the  officers  to  be  elected. 

§  19.  If,  from  any  cause,  an  election  fails  to  be  held, 
or  if  held  and  the  notices  required  in  the  foregoing 
sections  have  not  been  posted,  then  the  trustees  may 
order  another  election  to  be  held  at  any  time  upon 
giving  one  month's  notice  by  written  or  printed  notices 
posted  at  live  or  more  public  places  in  said  town. 

§  20.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any 
election  in  said  town  for  town  officers  unless  they 
have  resided  in  said  town  thirty  days  next  prior  to 
such  election  and  over  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

§  21.  Elections  in  said  town  shall  be  held  by  two 
judges  and  a  clerk  to  be  appointed  by  the  trustees, 
and  shall  hold  elections  at  such  place  as  the  trustees 
may  select,  from  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  until 
four  o'clock  in  the  evening ;  and  the  officers  of  election 
shall  certify  the  result  of  the  election  to  the  trustees 
under  seal,  and  the  trustees  shall,  within  three  days, 
compare  the  vote  in  open  meeting,  and  give  proper 
certificates  to  the  officers  elected. 

§  22.  The  trustees  may  provide  for  the  payment  of 
tax  by  delinquents  and  others  by  work  on  the  streets, 
alleys  and  sidewalks  in  said  town,  by  ordinance,  to  the 
amount  of  the  tax  owing  by  such  delinquents  or  others 
at  the  rate  of  seventy-five  cents  per  day. 

§  23.  All  warrants  for  violation  of  town  by-laws  or 
ordinances  shall  be  issued  by  the  police  judge  upon 
information,  in  writing,  under  oath,  unless  such  viola- 
tion shall  occur  in  the  presence  of  the  police  judge  or 
town  marshal,  then  they  may  be  issued  without  such 
written  and  sworn  statement. 

§  24.  The  citizens  of  said  town  shall  be  exempt 
from  working  on  public  roads  outside  the  said  town. 
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§  26.  All  ordinances  and  by-laws  shall  be  posted  by 
the  trustees  of  said  town. 

§  26.  All  male  persons  over  twenty-one  years  of 
age,  who  have  resided  in  said  town  for  six  months 
last  previous  to  an  election,  shall  be  eligible  to  the 
offices  of  said  town. 

§  27.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith 
are  hereby  repealed. 

§  28.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from^and  after 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  939. 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  stock  from  running  at  large  in  the  fourth  and 

fifth  magisterial  districts  in  Kenton  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  Any  person  being  the  owner  of  stock,  or  hav-  Ponaity. 
ing  the  custody  or  control  thereof,  who  shall  inten- 
tionally or  negligently  suffer  or  permit  the  same  to 
run  at  large,  or  to  be  outside  of  his  or  her  own  inclos- 
ure,  or  premises  under  his  or  her  charge,  shall,  for 
each  offense,  be  fined  in  any  amount  not  less  than  one 
nor  more  than  twenty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  war- 
rant in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace  within  the  district  in  which  said 
stock  are  suffered  or  permitted  to  go  at  large. 

§  2.  Any  person  whose  premises  or  property  may  be  Dam«gei. 
injured  by  stock  running  at  large,  with  the  knowledge 
or  permission,  or  by  the  negligence  or  carelessness  of 
the  owner  or  custodian,  shall,  notwithstanding  the 
premises  so  injured  may  not  be  inclosed  by  a  lawful 
fence  as  now  required  by  law,  have  a  right  of  action 
against  any  owner  or  custodian  of  such  stock  in  any 
magistrate's  court  in  the  district  in  which  the  injury 
may  have  been  done,  for  any  damages  he  may  have 
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sustained,  and  may  also  have  execution  issued  upon 
said  judgment  as  now  prescribed  by  law. 
§  3.  Should  any  stock  be  sold  as  provided  in  the

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Stock  is  warned  to  appear  shall,  under  judgment  for 
the  amount  of  the  costs  and  fees  and  expenses,  with  a 
lien  on  said  stock  to  secure  the  same  (notwithstanding 
the  same  may  be  exempt  from  execution  or  attach- 
ment), the  officer  making  the  seizure  thereof  shall  ad- 
vertise the  same  at  two  or  more  public  places  in  the

the  purchaser  a  bond  with  sufficient  surety  for  the 
purchase  money,  payable  to  himself  in  his  official 
capacity ;  which  bond  shall  be  returned  to  the  magis- 
trate rendering  the  judgment,  and  upon  which  execu- 
tion may  issue  if  not  payable  at  maturity.     The  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  shall  be  applied  first  to  the  payment 
of  costs  and  charges  of  keeping,  and  the  residue,  if 
any,  shall  be  paid  to  the  owner  or  custodian  of  the 
stock.

and  if  it  appear  that  the  greater  number  have  voted 
"yes,"  this  act  shall  take  effect  in  five  days  after 
said  election.     If  at  any  election  this  act  is  adopted 
and  becomes  a  law,  and  there  is  an  order  made  for 
an  election  to  take  the  vote  of  the  people  in  said  dis- 
trict or  districts,  upon  the  repeal  of  said  act,  then  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  said  election  to  pro- 
pose to  each  voter  the  following  question,  **Are  you  in 
favor  of  repealing  the  stock  law?"  and  he  shall  record 
yes  or  no  as  directed  by  said  voter ;  and  if  it  appear 
that  the  greater  number  have  voted  "yes,"  then  this 
act  shall  be  repealed  and  take  effect  five  days  after 
said  election,  and   the  vote   shall  be   counted,   can- 
vassed and  certified  by  ihe  county  board  of  canvass- 
ers. 

§  10.  This  act  to  apply  to  the  fourth  and  fifth 
magisterial  districts  in  Kenton  county. 

§  11.  That  section  9  of  this  apt  shall  take  effect 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  the  other 
sections  of  this  act  shall  take  [effect]  according  to 
the  provisions  of  section  9.

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CHAPTER  940. 


AN  ACT  to  amend  and  reduce  into  one  the  several  acts  in  relation  to 

roads  and  bridges  in  Henderson  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  levy  court  of  Henderson  county  shall,  snperviHorof 
at  Its  regular  term,  1886,  and  every  two  years  there- 
after,  elect  a  supervisor  of  roads  in  and  for  said 
county,  who  shall  be  a  citizen  of  the  county,  and  a 
man  of  good  moral  character. 

§  2.  The  supervisor  shall,  at  the  next  regular  term  supernsor  ehaii 
of  the  Henderson  county  court  after  his  election,  exe-  **° 
cure  bond  to  the  Commonwealth  for  the  benefit  of 
Henderson  county,  with  sureties  to  be  approved  by 
the  court  in  double  the  amount  of  the  bridge  and 
road  funds,  and  shall  take  an  oath  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  his  duties.  The  taking  of  said  oath  and 
the  execution  of  said  bond  shall  be  noted  on  the 
order  book  of  the  court.  The  bond  shall  be  recorded 
in  the  order  book  and  the  original  carefully  preserved 
on  file  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  said  court.  Copies 
of  the  said  bond  shall  be  competent  as  evidence  in 
any  suit,  proceeding  or  prosecution  against  the  super- 
visor and  his  sureties,  or  either  of  them,  for  breach  of 
his  said  covenant.  The  said  county  court,  or  any  per- 
son aggrieved,  may,  from  time  to  time,  institute  suit 
against  the  supervisor  and  his  sureties  on  said  bond 
(or  against  his  or  their  personal  representatives),  in 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  for  any  loss  or 
damage  sustained  by  the  acts  or  omissions  of  the 
supervisor.  The  said  bond  shall  not  be  void  or  dis- 
charged on  the  iirst  or  any  other  recovery,  nor  until 
all  persons  aggrieved  shall  be  satisfied. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisor  at  the  Duty  of

county  court-house  in  Henderson,  on  the  first  Monday 
in  March  in  each  year,  after  twenty  days'  printed 
notice  posted  at  each  voting  place  in  the  county,  to  let 
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out  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder,  who  shall  give  bond 
with  good  surety,  approved  by  the  supervisor,  the 
working  and  keeping  in  repair  of  all  the  roads  in  said 
county  for  the  term  of  not  less  than  one  year  nor 
more  than  two  years  thereafter,  the  said  work  to  be 
done  as  prescribed  in  the  bonds  of  contractors ;  to 
let  out  at  such  times  as  needed,  and  on  reasonable 
(printed)  notice,   the  building  and  repairing  of  all 
such  bridges  and  culverts  as  are  not  embraced  in  the 
contracts  for  working  roads  ;  to  superintend  the  open- 
ing,  widening  and  changing  of  roads ;   superintend 
erection  of  gates  on  public  roads;   to  receive  new 
roads  and  alterations  in  roads,  and  to  report  same  to 
the  county  court  when  and  in  the  manner  directed  by 
the  said  court ;  and  to  see  that  all  roads  and  bridp« 
are  kept  clear  of  obstructions  and  at  all  times  in  good 
order  for  travel  and  transportation :   Provided^  That 
lor  the  purposes  enumerated  the  fund  raised  under 
this  act,  and  which  may  be  otherwise  raised  by  the  levy 
court,  shall  be  sufficient,  and  if  not  sufficient,  then  it 
is  to  be  used  at  such  places  and  for  such  purposes  as 
the  supervisor,  under  the  general  directions  of  said 
court,  may  deem  proper  ;  and  the  court,  in  giving  such 
directions,  shall  have  due  regard  to  the  public  good, 
and  to  the  wants  of  the  different  parts  of  the  county. 
The  said  court  shall  prescribe  a  period  in  each  year 
within  which  the  levying  and  grading  of  roads  shall 
be  done ;  but  said  period  shall  not  extend  beyond  the 
first  (1st)  of  September  in  any  year,     It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  supervisor  to  report  in  writing  to  the 
judge  of  the  Henderson  county  court  all  failures  ol 
contractors  to  comply  with  their  contracts  in  regard 
to  roads  or  bridges,  and  to  appear  and  prosecute  in 
all  proceedings  against  such  delinquents  so  reported 
by  him.    The  supervisor  may  designate  certain  roads 
or  parts  of  roads  that  are  not  to  be  let  out,  as  herein- 
before required,  but  which  are  to  be  worked  and  kept 
in  repair,  either  by  special  contracts  privately  made,  or 
by  hands  and  teams  hired  by  him  or  by  delinquent  tax-

payers,  or  by  persons  sentenced  to  labor,  or  who  by 
law  may  be  liable  to  work  out  fines'  imposed  by  juries 
or  courts.

to  return  to  the  county  court,  at  its  September  term  m 
each  year,  a  description  list  of  such  roads,  which  shall 
be  recorded  in  its  order  book,  and  also  to  report  in 
writing  all  hands  and  teams  hired  and  amounts  paid 
for  same,  and  the  length  of  time  and  where  employed ; 
and  also  a  similar  report  of  the  names  of  delinquents 
who  work,  the  places  where  and  length  of  time  and 
name  of  persons  working  out  fines  or  sentences  on 
roads  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  the  super- 
visor to  supervise  said  work,  and  to  employ  compe- 
tent persons  to  oversee ;  and  he  may,  if  necessary, 
put  balls  and  chains  on  convicts  to  prevent  their  es  conricta. 
cape.  Such  overseers  and  persons  hired  as  herein 
provided  are  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  levy.

in  regard  to  such  bridge.  But  the  special  commis- 
sioner shall  be  liable  therefor,  and  the  court  shall  re- 
quire him  to  give  bond  with  surety. 
§  10.  Roads  in  Henderson  county  shall  be  estab-  Boads  opened

lished  under  the  provisions  of  General  Statutes  in  re- 
gard to-  opening  roads,  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  feet  wide ;  and  the  county  court 
may  widen  roads  already  established  as  hereinafter 
directed,  not,  however,  to  exceed  one  hundred  feet 
in  width.  Upon  written  information  under  oath  of 
tlie  supervibor,  or  of  any  two  citizens  of  Henderson 
county,  being  tiled  in  the  Henderson  county  court  at 
any  regular  term,  to  the  effect  that  any  public  road 
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or  part  thereof  is  not  sufficient  width  for  the  con- 
venience of  public  travel,  the  said  court  shall  ap-

§  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  attorney  Duty  of  county 
to  prosecute  all  warrants  under  this  act  when  noti- 
fied by  the  court  trying  the  same ;  and  for  all  cases 
so  prosecuted  he  shall  receive  for  compensation  a 
commission  of  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  fines  im- 
posed in  cases  wherein  he  shall  prosecute ;  and  on 
liis  failure  to  attend  or  prosecute,  the  court  trying 
the  warrant  may  appoint  some  other  practicing  at- 
torney to  prosecute,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  said 
commission  for  his  services.

manner  as  fines  against  contractors  ;  and  shall  also  be 
liable  in  a  civil  action  for  double  damages  to  the  county, 
or  any  person  aggrieved  or  injured,  to  be  recovered  in 
any  court  in  Henderson  county  having  jurisdiction  of 
the  amount  claimed.

poses, to  be  known  and  designated  respectively  the 
"road  fund"  and  the  ''bridge  fund,"  and  to  be  col- 
lect.ed  in  the  same  manner,  by  the  same  officers,  and 
under  the  same  obligations,  as  other  county  revenue  is 
collected. 
§  21.  That  the  tax  collector  of  Henderson  county 
Boed  and  bridge  shall  pay  out  the  road  and  bridge  funds  in  discharge 
of  the  liabilities  of  the  county  for  work  on  roads  and 
bridges  (including  pay  of  contractors,  hire  of  hands 
and  teams,   costs  of  implements  and  material,   and 
provender  for  teams,   pay  of    "overseers,"    and  all 
necessary  expenses  in  and  about  keeping  the  roads  in 
good  order  and  building  and  repairing  bridges,  etc.) 
,But  in  no  case  shall  he  pay  out  any  of  said  money 
except  upon  the  order  of  the  supervisor  (specifying 
what  for),  with  the  indorsement  thereon  of  the  county 
judge  of  his  approval.     The  collector  shall  have  blank 
forms  of  such  orders  printed  in  duplicate  and  num- 
bered, and  he  shall  retain  a  duplicate  of  each  order 
given  by  him  and  the  number  thereof,  which  he  shall 
exhibit  and  return  to  the  levy  court,  when  required  by 
order  of  said  court. 
§  22.  That  the  county  court  in  all  orders  opening, 
Opening  new     chaugiug  or  wideuiug  roads,  may  direct  the  supervisor 
to  have  the  same  done  in  whole  or  in  part ;  or  it  may 
direct  that  the  party  applying  for  such  road  or  change 
shall,  in  whole  or  in  pait,  make  the  same  and  pay  any 
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part  of  the  damages  assessed  in  relation  to  said  road : 
and  in  either  case  the  court  may  direct  that  those  per- 
sons living  within  one -half  mile  on  either  side  of  the 
proposed  road  or  change,  who,  under  the  general  road 
laws  of  the  State,  are  required  to  work  on  roads,  shall, 
on  being  notified  as  under  the  said  general  road  laws, 
assist  the  person  designated  to  open  such  road  or 
make  the  proposed  change  ;  and  any  such  person  who, 
upon  being  so  notified,  shall  fail  or  refuse,  without 
good  cause,  to  attend  with  proper  implements  and 
assist  as  herein  required,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same 
penalties,  imposed  by  the  same  proceedings,  as  delin- 
quent road  hands  now  are  under  the  general  road  laws 
of  the  State. 

§  23.  Article  1  of  chapter  94  of  the  General  Stat- 
utes, except  so  far  as  is  in  conflict  with  this  act,  is 
adopted  as  part  hereof. 

§  24.  The  supervisor,  upon  the  order  of  the  county  Grading  hiua. 
judffe  entered  on  the  order  book  of  his  court,  shall  let 
out  by  written  contract,  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder, 
the  grading  or  cutting  down  of  any  hill  or  hills  upon 
the  public  roads,  specifying  in  the  contract  the  amount 
and  character  of  such  work,  how  to  be  done,  and  when 
completed,  and  setting  forth  the  amount  to  be  paid 
therefor,  either  in  gross  or  by  the  yard,  and  requiring 
of  the  contractor  bond  with  approved  surety  for  the 
performance  of  the  contract,  such  bond  to  be  returned 
to  the  county  court  clerk  and  by  him  kept  as  other 
road  contractor's  bonds;  and  said  bond  may  be  en- 
forced and  proceeded  upon  as  other  road  bonds.     The 
supervisor  shall  receive  such  work,  if  done  as  required, 
and  certify  the  fact  and  give  an  order  for  the  money, 
which  order  is  to  be  indorsed  "approved"    by  the 
judge,  and  paid  by  the  tax  collector  out  of  the  road  or 
other  fund  provided  for  the  purpose.     If  ordered  as 
aforesaid  by  the  judge,  the  supervisor  may  hire  hands 
or  work  convicts  or  delinquent  tax-payers  in  grading 
hills ;  and  the  pay  of  hired  hands  shall  be  upon  order 
as  aforesaid.

§  25.  The  county  judge  of  Henderson  county  shaU 
Road  precincts,  dlvlde  all  the  roads  in  said  county  into  precincts : 
Provided^  however ^  That  those  streets  in  the  towns 
of  Sppttsville,  Helbardsville,  Cairo,  Corydon  and 
Robard's  Station,  and  other  incorporated  towns 
except  the  city  of  Henderson,  which  are  worked  by 
the  county,  shall  be  separate  precincts,  and  the 
refusal  or  privilege  of  ^.?  orking  the  same  shall  be  giren 
to  the  authorities  of  said  towns  respectively,  at  prices 
to  be  fixed  by  the  said  judge. 

§  26.  Tlie  judge  of  the  county  court  of  Henderson 
county  may,  by  an  order  duly  entered  of  record,  pro- 
vide for  procuring,  planting,  protecting  and  caring  for 
shade  trees  on  any  of  the  public  roads  in  Henderson 
county,  and  may  pay  for  the  same  out  of  any  unex- 
pended moneys  belonging  to  the  road  or  bridge  fund 
of  the  county ;  or  may  agree  with  tax-payers  to  do  such 
work  at  a  stipulated  price,  and  allow  such  persons 
credit  on  their  road  and  bridge  taxes.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  supervisor,  his  assistant  and  overseers 
respectively,  to  look  after  such  shade  trees,  and  lo  re- 
port to  the  county  judge  all  injuries  to  or  destruction 
of  the  same,  or  of  any  box  or  other  protection  placed 
around  or  near  the  said  trees,  or  of  any  violation  of  the 
regulations  made  by  the  court  for  the  preservation  of 
the  same.  And  any  person  who  shall  intentionally  or 
carelessly  destroy  or  injure  any  of  such  trees,  or  the 
boxes  or  other  protection  to  the  same,  shall,  for  each 
offense,  be  fined  not  less  than  two  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  on 
warrant  issued  by  and  returnable  before  and  to  be 
tried  by  the  judge  of  the  Henderson  quarterly  court. 

§  27.  The  judge  of  the  county  court  of  Henderson 
county  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  have  wells  or 
cisterns  made  at  such  points  on  the  public  roads  in 
said  county  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  furnishing 
water  to  work-beasts  employed  in  hauling  or  in  travel 
over  said  roads,  and  other  stock  traveling  on  roads ; 
and  to  have  suitable  pumps,  buckets,  pipes  and  troughs 
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provided  at  such  wells  or  cisterns  for  furnishing  water 
to  sach  beasts ;  and  may  provide  means  to  utilize  the 
water  from  any  spring,  pond  or  running  stream  for 
such  puri)ose:  Promded^  however.  The  rights  of  the 
owners  of  such  springs,  ponds  or  running  streams  be 
protected  and  compensation,  if  required  by  the  owner, 
be  made  as  now  provided  by  law  in  regard  to  con- 
demning private' property  for  pubKc  use.  The  county 
conrt  shall  have  such  watering  places  kept  in  good 
repair. 

§  28.  Any  person  injuring  any  such  well,  cistern,  nunne.  to 
pump,  trough,  pipe,  bucket  or  other  means  of  water-  ciBternt. 
ing  stock,  as  provided  for  in  the  preceding  section, 
shall  be  fined,  for  each  offense,  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  warrant 
before  the  quarterly  court,  and  the  offender  may  be 
imprisoned  and  required  to  labor  on  streets  or  roads 
unless  the  fine  be  replevied  or  paid. 

§  29.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisor  and  his 
assistants  to  report  all  offenses  against  the  preceding 
provisions  for  shade  trees  and  watering  places. 

§  30.  The  supervisor  may  be  authorized,  by  order  Agaigtant 
of  the  Henderson  county  court,  at  any  of  its  regular  ■"P"''**®'- 
monthly  terms,  to  appoint  assistant  supervisors  to  aid 
him  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  especially  in 
supervising  grading  of  hills  and  the  working  of  roads 
by  hired  hands,  convicts  and  delinquent  tax-payers. 
The  court  shall,  by  order,  fix  the  amount  of-  compen- 
sation per  day  or  by  the  month  of  such  assistants. 
And  the  supervisor  shall  make  a  report  to  the  levy 
court  at  its  October  term,  each  year,  of  the  number  of 
assistants  employed  by  him,  and  the  length  of  time 
each  has  worked,  and  shall  give  orders  for  their  pay, 
to  be  approved  and  paid  as  other  road  orders. 

§  31.  In  cases  of  emergency  the  county  judge  may  specui  bridg*^ 
have  any  bridge  (kept  up  by  the  county)  repaired,  or  ^''°*"*'*"* 
a  new  one  built ;  but  he  shall,  make  no  contract  for 
such  work,  or  for  any  work  on  any  bridge  exceeding 
five  hundred  dollars,  without  first  calling  together  the 
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justices  and  laying  the  matter  before  them.  And  it 
shall  be  their  duty,  in  such  cases,  to  make  immediate 
provision  for  the  emergency. 

§  32.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  relation  to  roads 
in  Henderson  county,  and  all  general  laws  in  conflict 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  33.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  the  first 
day  of  September,  1886.  But  alL  contracts  on  roads 
and  for  work  on  bridges  made  prior  thereto  shall 
remain  in  force.

CHAPTER  941. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  R.  W.  Noel. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Cowr 
monweoMh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  R.  W.  Noel  be  allowed  the  sum  of  eighty- 
four  dollars  and  twenty-iive  cents,  being  the  amount 
allowed  him  at  the  February  term,  1884,  of  the  Frank- 
lin circuit  court,  as  special  sheriff,  appointed  by  said 
court  to  summon  a  special  venire  and  attending  said 
venire  at  said  term  on  the  case  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  against  Frank  Egbert,  on  an  indictment 
for  murder ;  said  amount  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money 
in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  942. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Damascus  Edge  Tool  and  Manufactaring 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  J.  W.   Miles,  George  W.  Baylor  and  M.  F. 
Coomes,  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are 
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hereby  constituted  a  body-politic,  incorporated  under 
the  name  of  the  Damascus  Edge  Tool  and  Manufac- 
turing Company ;  and  by  such  name  shall  sue  and  be 
sued,  contrac^t  and  be  contracted  with,  acquire,  hold 
and  convey  property  of  every  kind  for  the  use  and 
good  will  and  for  perpetual  succession.  The  place  of 
business  of  said  corporation  shall  be  in  Louisville, 
State  of  Kentucky.  The  affairs  of  said  corporation 
shall  be  managed  by  a  board  of  directors  of  not  less 
than  three  or  more  than  seven  persons,  and  such  other 
officers  as  may  be  provided  for  by  by-laws  ;  and  said 
company  shall  have  power  to  make  all  necessary  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  government  of  its  officers, 
agents  and  employes,  and  for  the  general  management 
of  its  business.  Said  company  may  adopt  such  trade- 
marks as  shall  be  deemed  proper. 

§  2.  The  general  nature  of  business  shall  be  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  edge  tools  and  the  purchase 
and  sale  of  any  materials  or  crude  stuffs  necessary  in 
such  business ;  also  to  acquire,  hold  and  dispose  of 
all  needful  real  estate,  lease  and  hold  all  structures, 
fixtures,  machinery  and  implements  of  every  kind 
necessary  for  the  conduct  of  said  business  in  any  and 
all  of  its  branches,  and  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the 
rights  to  manufacture  all  kinds  of  implements  and 
tools  and  other  things  under  any  process  owned  and 
controlled  by  said  company. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  shall  consist  of  any  amount 
not  more  than  one  million  dollars,  divided  into  shares 
of  one  hundred  dollars  each  ;  and  said  company  may 
begin  business  when  two  hundred  shares  of  said  stock 
shall  be  subscribed  for ;  and  the  said  stock  may  be 
paid  for  or  disposed  of  in  such  manner  as  the  board 
of  directors  may  provide. 

§  4.  The  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue 
bonds   to  any  amount  not  exceeding  $500,000  (five 
hundred  thousand  dollars),  and  to  secure  the  same  by 
S8 — LocaZ  Laws,  vol,  2, 
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mortgage  or  otherwise ;  to  dispose  of  the  same  in  such 
manner  as  the  board  of  directors  may  deem  wise. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  944. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  the  sale  of 
spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors  in  the  county  of  Henry,'*  approved 
April  13,  1886. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tJie  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
Tnonwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  provisions  of  the  original  act,  approved 
April  13,  1886,  be  so  amended  as  to  read,  'Hhat  if  a 
majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  at  the  election,  to  be 
held  on  the  last  Saturday  in  July,  1886,  favor  the 
provisions  of  said  bill,  then  the  same  is  to  be  in 
full  force,  and  each  and  every  provision  of  the  orig- 
inal act  requiring  that  a  majority  of  all  the  votes 
in  the  county  shall  be  against  or  for  the  sale  of 
spirituous  liquors,  before  said  act  becomes  operative, 
be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed." 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  946. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  turnpike  roads  in  Nicholas  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  county  levy  court  of  Nicholas  county, 

.  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  for  said  county 

court    being  present    and    concurring  therein,  shall 

have  power  to  make  subscription  to  the  capital  stock 

of  any  turnpike  road  within  the  limits  of  said  county

in  any  sum  not  exceeding  twelve  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  to  any  one  mile  of  said  road,  and  to  levy  a  tax 
upon  all  of  the  taxable  property  in  said  county  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  said  subscriptions. 

§  2.  That  the  acts  passed  at  the  present  session  of 
the  General  Assembly  for  the  benefit  of  the  Carlisle 
and  Pleasant  Spring  Turnpike  Road  Company,  the 
Summit  Station  Turnpike  Road  Company,  and  the 
Headquarters  and  Summit  Station  Turnpike  Road 
Company,  shall  not  be  in  full  force  and  effect  until 
concurred  in  by  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the  peace 
by  order  entered  by  record  in  said  county  levy  court. 

§  3.  That  this  act  shall  not  repeal  any  act  or  law 
now  in  force  relative  to  any  turnpike  road  in  said 
Nicholas  county. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  947. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Exchange  Bank  of  Greenup. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  J.  M.  So  wards,  W.  M.  So  wards  and  J.  L. 
Sowards,  and  their  successors  and  associates,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  declared,  for  the  term  of  twenty-five 
years  next  ensuing  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  a  cor- 
poration, under  the  name  of  the  '*  Exchange  Bank  of 
Greenup,"  with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  deal  in  bills  of  exchange, 
promissory  notes,  bonds^  gold  and  silver,  exchange, 
and  all  other  evidences  of  debt ;  to  loan  and  borrow 
money,  and  generally  do  and  perform  all  business 
usually  done  by  banking  associations,  except  issuing 
notes  to  be  used  as  a  circulating  medium. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  bank  shall  consist  of 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  in  shares  of  one 
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hundred  dollars  each,  and  said  bank  may  begin  busi- 
ness when  one  hundred  shares  are  subscribed  to  said 
stock.  The  manner  and  time  and  terms  of  subscribing 
stock,  and  mode  and  time  of  paying  the  same,  shall  be 
provided  for  by  the  by-laws  enacted  by  said  corpora- 
tors or  their  successors. 

§  3.  The  officers  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  a 
president,  cashier  and  board  of  directors ;  the  number 
of  directors  and  the  manner  and  time  of  electing  them 
and  the  president  and  cashier  shall  be  fixed  by  the  by- 
laws to  be  enacted  by  the  corporators,  but  may  be 
changed  from  time  to  time  by  the  directors. 

§  4.  That  the  president  of  said  bank  shall  make  the 
returns  as  required  by  other  banks  chartered  or  incor- 
porated in  this  Commonwealth,  and  pay  the  same 
amount  of  taxes  as  paid  by  other  banks  for  State, 
county  and  municipal  purposes,  and  be  entitled  to  the 
same  privileges  and  immunities  as  like  institutions  of 
this  Commonwealth. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved  May  7,  1886. 


CHAPTER  948. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Lexington  Horse  and   Cattle  Exchange. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  W.  H.  Chapper,  Charles  White,  Russell 
Duncan,  Wm.  R.  Ray  and  Wm.  M.  Duncan,  their 
associates,  successors  and  assigns,  be,  and  are  hereby, 
created  a  body-corporate  and  politic,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Lexington  Horse  and  Cattle  Ex- 
change, with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  and  to  have,  make  and  alter  a 
common  seal,  and  to  have  all  other  powers,  rights 
and  privileges  incident  to  other  corporations. 
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§  2.  That  the  business  of  said  corporation  shall  be 
to  buy  and  sell  on  its  own  account,  or  for  compensa* 
tion  to  be  fixed  by  a  per  cent,  commission  or  other- 
wise, horses,  cattle,  carriages  and  vehicles,  harness 
and  horse  goods  of  all  kinds,  domestic  animals  of  all 
kinds,  grain  and  food,  and  everything  pertaining  to 
the  needs,  wants  and  uses  of  domestic  animals;  to 
forward  and  ship  for  compensation  live  stock  of  all 
varieties,  and  all  things  of  the  foregoing  description  ; 
to  keep  and  let  any  of  the  foregoing  for  hire ;  to  keep 
and  care  for  horses,  cattle  and  other  animals ;  to  con- 
duct daily  sales,  or  sales  at  longer  intervals,  of  any  of 
the  aforesaid  things  at  public  auction  or  private  sale, 
and  to  keep  and  conduct  all  such  business  as  may 
lawf  uUy  appertain  or  be  conducted  in  connection  with 
a  horse  and  cattle  market ;  and  for  its  purposes  and 
uses  it  may  hold,  by  lease  or  purchase,  real  estate  suffi- 
cient in  value  and  extent  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

§  3.  Said  corporation  shall  have  the  same  lien  and 
priorities  upon  stock,  cattle,  and  animals  and  things 
kept  or  stored  with  it  for  keep  or  sale,  now  allowed 
by  law  to  livery  stable  keepers  in  this  Commonwealf.h 
for  keeping  horses  and  to  warehousemen  for  storing 
goods. 

§  4.  Said  company  shall  conduct  its  business  in 
the  city  of  Lexington ;  its  capital  stock  shall  be  any 
amount  fixed  by  the  first  board  of  directors,  not  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid  in 
in  such  installments  and  at  such  times  as  the  board 
of  directors  may  determine;  but  the  capital  stock 
may  be  increased  at  any  time  thereafter,  if  deemed 
advisable,  to  a  sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  also  paid  in  in  such 
amounts  and  at  such  periods  as  by  Haid  board  of 
directors  may  determine.  Said  corporation  may  pro- 
ceed to  organize  and  conduct  its  business  whenever 
one  hundred  shares  of  stock  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed for. 
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§  5.  The  business  of  said  corporation  shall  be  con- 
ducted and  managed  by  a  board  of  five  directors, 
who  shall  elect  from  their  number  a  president,  and 
may  appoint  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  they 
may  deem  proper  for  the  conduct  of  the  business, 
with  power  to  remove  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  6.  The  said  board  of  directors  may  adopt  all  need- 
ful by-laws  and  regulations  for  the  conduct  of  the 
husinesis  of  the  corporation  not  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  of  the  land,  and  may  alter  and  amend  the  same 
at  pleasure,  prescribing  the  duties,  compensation  and 
tenure  of  office  of  such  agents,  officers  and  employes 
as  they  may  from  time  to  time  select. 

§  7.  The  said  corporation  may  borrow  money  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  two-thirds  of  its  capital  stock, 
and  issue  bonds  in  sums  of  one  hundred,  five  hun- 
dred and  one  thousand  dollars  each,  and  may  pledge 
and  mortgage  the  property  of  said  corporation,  and 
its  rights  and  franchises,  to  secure  the  same ;  but  in 
no  case  shall  the  debt  of  the  corporation  exceed  in 
amount  two-thirds  of  its  capital  stock. 

§  8.  Said  corporation  may  print  and  circulate  a 
periodical  journal,  devoted  to  live  stock  and  kin- 
dred interests ;  may  print  and  circulate  a  periodical 
catalogue  of  horses  and  live  stock ;  may  conduct  a 
department  for  furnishing,  verifying  and  certifying 
pedigrees  of  horses  and  cattle ;  may  act  as  agent  in 
buying  and  selling  live  stock  and  like  property  ;  may 
conduct  fairs  and  exhibitions  of  the  same,  and  may 
have  and  exercise  all  the  rights  now  conferred  by  law 
on  the  Kentucky  Association  for  the  Improvement  of 
the  Breeds  of  Stock;  and* this  corporation  shall  con- 
tinue and  endure  for  fifty  years  from  the  date  of  its 
organization. 

§  9.  The  stockholders  in  this  corporation  shall  not 
be  individually  liable  for  the  debts  of  the  corporation. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  949. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Christian 
Church  of  the  town  of  Paducah,"  approved  November  18,  1850. 

Whereas,  It  is  made  known  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  that  Samuel 
H.  Harvey,  William  Boone  and  John  Miliken,  trus- 
tees appointed  by  an  act,  entitled  **An  act  to  incorpo- 
rate the  Christian  Church  of  Paducah,"  approved 
November  18,  1850,  are  dead,  and  the  congregation  of 
the  Christian  Church  at  Paducah  having  selected  J.

to  levy,  distrain  and  sell  property  for  taxes,  fines,  as- 
sessments or  forfeitures,  or  other  dues  of  the  town  or 
board  of  trustees,  as  sheriffs  have  for  the  collection  of 
county  levy  and  State  tax,  and  shall  have  the  same 
compensation  or  commission,  and  any  additional  com- 
I)ensation  which  the  board  of  trustees  may  allow ;  and 
said  marshal  is  hereby  made  the  collector  of  the  board 
of  all  taxes,  fines,  and  so  forth,  unless  otherwise  order- 
ed by  said  board ;  and  upon  his  failure  to  collect  and 
pay  over  same  to  those  entitled  as  above  stated,  he  and 
his  sureties  shall  be  liable  in  the  same  manner  that 
constables  of  this  State  are,  and  proceeded  agaiast  in 
the  same  way.    The  said  marshal  shall  have  power  to 
sell  any  real  estate  to  pay  any  town  tax  or  assessment 
against  its  owners  in  the  same  manner  and  on  the  same 
terms  that  sheriffs  have  under  the  State  law  on  execu- 
tions, when  he  shall  be  .unable  to  find  personal  prop- 
erty in  said  town  to  pay  same,  and  shall  return  the 
authority  under  which  he  made  the  levy  and  sale,  with 
his  returns  indorsed  thereon,  to  the  clerk  of  the  circuit 
court  of  Muhlenberg  county,  who  shall  record  the  same 
in  the  same  manner  that  execution  sales  are  required 
to  be  recorded,  and  said  clerk  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
same  fees  for  his  services.     Such  real  estate  shall  be 
subject  to  redemption  in  the  same  manner,  and  in  the 
same  time,  and  on  the  same  terms  as  real  estate  sold 
under  execution  ;  and  if  not  redeemed  within  one  year, 
shall  be  conveyed  to  the  purchaser  by  the  marshal  in 
the  same  manner  as  real  estate  is  conveyed  by  the 
sheriffs ;  and  for  making  said  deed  the  marshal  shall 
have  a  fee  of  two  dollars  and  fifty,  cents  of  the  pur- 
chase price  of  said  estate ;  and  said  marshal  to  levy, 
sell  and  collect  under  any  execution  that  sheriffs  have 
in  this  State. 

§  2.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  the 
uncollected  taxes  due  for  the  years  1884  and  1885, 
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and  shall  also  apply  to  all  taxes  whatever  that  may 
be  due  said  town  hereafter.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  people  to 
vote  a  tax  in  aid  of  turnpike  roads  in  Henry  county,  and  acts  amend- 
atory thereto,"  approved  Fehruary  11,  1876,  March  9,  1869,  March  21» 
1870,  and  March  28, 1872. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  said  acts  and  amendatory  acts  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby,  amended  and  continued  in  force  for 
five  years,  in  districts  Nos.  2  and  3,  in  Henry  county. 

§  2.  That  said,  acts  and  amended  acts  be,  and  they 
are,  so  amended  that  the  county  or  districts  shall  only 
pay  eight  hundred  dollars  a  mile  for  turnpikes  built 
in  said  districts  instead  of  one  thousand  dollars  per 
mile  as  heretofore ;  and  the  certificates  shall  bear  six 
per  cent,  interest  from  the  date  they  are  issued  until 
paid,  but  said  interest  shall  not  be  compounded. 

§  3.  That  the  roads  shall  be  received  by  the  county 
judge  of  Henry,  the  county  surveyor  and  turnpike  re- 
ceiver of  the  district,  and  if  there  be  no  receiver,  by 
the  nearest  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  district  residing 
nearest  to  where  the  road  is  built.  They  shall  receive 
the  road  as  a  body  of  officers ;  and  if  they  shall  receive 
any  road  not  built  in  strict  conformity  with  the  turn- 
pike law  of  Henry  county,  they  shall  be  subject  to  in- 
dictment by  the  grand  jury,  and  if,  on  trial,  they  shall 
be  convicted,  they  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars  nor  more  than  three  hundred  dollars  each, 
and  shall  be  liable,  on  their  official  bond,  for  said  tines 
and  cost ;  and  each  separate  piece  of  road  so  received 
shall  be  held  and  deemed  a  separate  offense. 

§  4.  That  this  act  shall  not  take  effect  nor  be  in 
force  until  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  the 
districts  voting  at  an  election  held  on  first  Monday  in 
August,  1886 ;  and  if  ratified  in  one  district  and  not 
in  the  other,  it  shall  only  be  the  law  in  the  district 
adopting  it  by  a- vote. 
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§  6.  That  all  turnpikes  built  and  in  course  of  con- 
i9trnction  at  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  not 
received  at  that  time,  shall  be  received  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act ;  and  in  case  any  pike  is  built  and 
received  between  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  act 
and  its  adoption  by  vote  of  the  district,  the  original 
holder  of  any  certificate  for  any  such  road  is  given  the 
right  to  apply  to  the  county  judge  and  receiver  of  the 
district,  and  county  surveyor  of  the  county,  and  have 
certificate  changed  from  one  thousand  dollars  to  the 
mile  to  eight  hundred  dollars  to  the  mile,  with  six  per 
cent,  from  date  issue  of  the  last  certificate ;  that  is  to 
say,  pikes  now  under  course  of  construction,  and  not 
received,  have  the  right  to  benefits  of  this  act  if  it  is 
adopted.

Painters'  Company,  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  and  by 
such  name  atid.  title  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  be  capable  in  law  of  suing  and  being  sued,  plead- 
ing and  being  impleaded,  leasing,  letting,  holding, 
granting  and  receiving  in  its  corporate  name  property, 
real,  personal  and  mixed.

§  3.  The  private  property  of  the  members  of  the  cor- 
poration shall  be  exempt  from  the  corporate  debts  of 
the  company. 

§  4.  The  said  company  may  make  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  conduct  of  its  business  and  the  con- 
trol of  its  officers  and  members,  not  in  conflict  with  the 
law  of  this  State  or  the  provisions  of  this  charter. 

§  5.  Said  company  shall  provide  for  tlie  election  of 
snch  officers  as  it  may  deem  necessary  to  transact  the 
business  of  the  corporation  and  to  further  its  objects, 
who  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are  duly 
elected,  qualified  and  installed  into  office. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  979. 

AN    ACT   to  construe  section    2   of  article   6    of  the  charter  of  the 

city  of  Bowling  Green. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assemhly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  section  2  of  article  6  of  the  present  char- 
ter of  the  city  of  Bowling  Green  shall  not  be  so  con- 
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stiTied  as  to  deprive  the  Warren  circuit  court  of 
original  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  Bowling 
Green  city  court  to  hear  or  try  and  finally  determine 
all  misdemeanors  committed  in  said  city  in  violation 
of  the  laws  of  tliis  Commonwealth,  whether  such  mis- 
demeanors are  in  violation  of  the  ordinances  of  said 
city  or  not ;  but  all  prosecutions  in  the  Warren  circuit 
court  for  such  offenses  shall  be  by  indictment .  under 
•the  State  laws,  and  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  980. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  McDonald  Bros.  Jail  Building  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Gom- 
monwecUth  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  H.  P.  McDonald,  Kenneth  McDonald  and 
Donald  McDonald,  their  associates  and  successors,  be, 
and  are,  created  a  corporation,  under  the  name  of 
McDonald  Bros.  Jail  Building  Company,  with  power 
to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued, 
answer  and  defend,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatever, 
as  a  natural  person ;  to  possess,  enjoy  and  exercise  all 
the  rights,  powers  and  privileges  incident  to  conduct- 
ing and  carrying  on  the  business  in  this  act  authorized  ; 
and  shall  have  perpetual  succession.  May  acquire, 
have,  hold,  possess  and  enjoy  any  real,  household,  or 
personal  property  necessary  to  be  used  in  or  about  the 
prosecution  of  its  business  ;  may  lease,  sell,  mortgage, 
convey,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  same  at  pleasure  ;  and 
to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  to  change  the 
same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  powers  of  said  corporation  shall  be  vested 
in  a  board  of  directors  of  three  or  more  persons,  as 
the  said  corporation  may  elect,  who  shall  be  elected

annually  by  the  stockholders,  npon  the  first  Tuesday 
in  May,  and  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  or  until 
their  successors  have  been  elected. 

§  8.  At  such  elections,  each  stockholder  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  owned  by 
him. 

§  4.  The  said  board  of  directors  shall  annually,  as 
soon  after  their  election  as  convenient,  elect  a  president 
and  such  other  officers  as  their  by-laws  may  prescribe, 
who  shall  perform  such  duties  as  shall  be  assigned 
them  by  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation,  and  who  shall 
hold  office  until  their  successors  are  elected.  The 
board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  make  and 
enforce  all  such  by-laws  and  regulations  as  are  neces- 
sary for  the  management  of  its  business,  and  are 
not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State. 

§  5.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall 
be  ten  thousand  ($10,000)  dollars,  divided  into  shares 
of  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars  each,  which  shall  be 
transferable  as  the  by-laws  of  this  corporation  may 
prescribe,  and  the  private  property  of  the  stockholders 
shall  not  be  liable  for  the  debts  of  said  corporation. 

§  6.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  fill 
all  vacancies  that  may  occur  among  its  officers  and 
directors. 

§  7.  The  incorporators  above  named  are  hereby 
constituted  a  board  of  directors  of  this  company 
until  the  first  Tuesday  in  May,  1887,  when  the  first 
election  for  directors  shall  take  place ;  and  as  soon  as 
ten  thousand  ($10,000)  dollars  of  its  capital  stock  has 
been  subscribed  and  paid  for,  are  authorized  to  assume 
all  powers  and  transact  all  business  herein  authorized. 

§  8.  The  said  corporation  is  authorized  to  contract 
for  and  to  build  jails,  bridges,  or  other  structures,  or 
to  do  any  other  work  usually  let  out  by  contract, 
within  the  State  of  Kentucky  or  elsewhere,  and  shall 
have  its  principal  office  in  the  city  of  Louisville, 
Kentucky.

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CHAPTER  981. 

AN  ACT  to  empower  the  county  courts  of  Ballard  and  Carlisle  counties 
U*  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  to  repair  and  build  bridges  in  said  counties, 
and  to  elect  or  appoint  bridge  commissioners. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
Tnonwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  courts  of  Ballard  and  Carlisle 
counties,  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  of 
said  counties  being  present  and  concurring  therein,  be, 
and  is  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  levy  at 
each  annual  session  an  ad  valorem  tax  of  not  exceed- 
ing ten  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of 
taxable  property  in  said  counties ;  and  the  money,  when 
so  raised,  to  be  used  in  building  and  repairing  bridges 
in  s?iid  counties. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriflfs  of  said 
counties  to  collect  said  taxes,  and  for  collecting  same 
they  shall  be  allowed  the  same  commision  now  allowed 
them  by  law  for  collecting  the  revenue  tax  ;  but  be- 
fore they  shall  proceed  to  collect  the  tax  provided  for 
in  the  first  section  of  this  act  they  shall  execute  bond, 
with  good  and  approved  surety  or  sureties,  in  the  said 
county  courts,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
duties  in  collecting,  accounting  for  and  paying  over 
the  said  taxes  in  due  time,  as  the  said  county  courts 
may  direct ;  and  for  any  violation  of  said  bonds  suit 
may  be  instituted  in  any  court  in  said  counties  having 
jurisdiction  in  said  cases. 

§  3.  The  county  courts  of  the  said  counties  may,  at 
any  regular  term  of  said  court,  a  majority  of  the  jus- 
tices concurring  therein,  elect  or  appoint  a  bridge 
commissioner  for  their  respective  counties,  who  shall 
hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  one. year,  and  whose 
duty  shall  be  to  attend  to  the  letting  out  of  the  build- 
ing or  repairing  of  any  and  all  bridges  in  their  respect- 
ive counties  ordered  built  or  repaired  by  said  courts ; 
30 — Local  Laws^  vol.  ^. 
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and  before  said  commissioner  shall  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  his  ofl&ce  he  shall  be  duly  sworn  and  give 
bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties. 

§  4.  The  county  courts  shall  allow  the  commissioners 
elected  or  appointed  in  this  act  a  reasonable  fee  for 
their  services,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  levy  of 
their  respective  counties. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  the  third  day  of 
May,  1886.

CHAPTER  982. 

AN  ACT   to  prevent   stock   from   running   at   large  on   the  turnpike 

roads  in  Nicholas  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  stock  to  run 
at  large  on  any  turnpike  road  in  Nicholas  county. 

§  2.  Any  person  or  persons,  being  the  owners  of  or 
having  the  custody  of  stock  of  any  kind,  who  shall 
suffer  or  permit  any  of  them  to  run  at  large  on  any 
portion  of  the  lines  of  the  turnpike  roads  that  lie  in 
Nicholas  county,  shall  be  fined,  for  each  and  every 
offense,  not  less  than  two  dollars  nor  more  than 
twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense,  to  be 
recovered  by  warrant  in  the  name  of  the  Common- 
wealth before  any  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  which 
the  turnpike  road  runs,  or  the  nearest  judge  or  any 
justice  of  said  turnpike  road. 

§  3.  Unless  said  fine  is  paid  or  replevied,  the  stock 
so  running  at  large  shall  be  subject  to  the  fine  and 
costs,  and  an  execution  shall  be  levied  upon  it,  and 
the  officer  shall  proceed  to  collect  same  as  in  case  of 
other  executions.  The  fine  so  paid  shall  go  to  the 
trustee  of  the  jury  fund  of  Nicholas  county. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
the  first  day  of  June,  1886,  and  notice  shall  be  posted

at  two  of  the  most  public  places  on  the  lines  of  said 
turnpike  roads  for  two  weeks  before  the  day  this  law 
takes  effect.  Any  road  failing  to  post  notices,  this 
law  shall  not  take  effect  until  said  notices  have  been 
posted  for  twenty  days.

CHAPTER  983. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  selling,  loaning,  giving  or  furnishing  any  spir- 
ituous, vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or  any  mixture  thereof,  upon  the  day  of 
any  election  or  political  convention,  in  the  counties  of  Wayne  and  Bus- 
selT. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  sell,  give,  loan  or  furnish  any  spirituous,, 
vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or  any  mixture  thereof,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  on  the  day  of  any  primary^ 
school,  county,  State  or  national  election,  or  upon  the 
day  of  any  political  convention,  in  the  counties  of 
Wayne  and  Russell. 

§  2.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  violate  the 
provisions  of  section  1  of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  recovered  by  pro- 
ceedings in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

§  3.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to 
sales  made  by  wholesale  dealers  in  quantities  not  less 
than  thirty  gallons. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

§  1.  That  the  first  section  of  the  act  to  which  this 
is  an  amendment  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amend- 
ed by  adding,  after  the  word  ''authorized,"  the  words 
"or  unauthorized,"  so  that  the  same  shall  read 
^'authorized  or  unauthorized  thereto." 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  985. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  town  of 
Flemingshurg,  Fleming  county,  Kentucky,"  approved  April  29. 1880. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
laonweallh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  Section  8  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  as 
City  attorney,  foUows,  namely :  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  council 
to  appoint  as  city  attorney  a  regularly  licensed  attor- 
ney, who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  one  year, 
said  term  of  office  to  begin  on  the  second  Monday  in 
January  of  each  year,  said  attorney  to  hold  over  un- 
til his  successor  is  appointed ;  and  said  council  shall 
.  have  the  power  to  fill  vacancies  and  to  appoint  such 
attorney  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  until  the 
second  Monday  in  January  following  its  passage.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  attorney  to  be  present  and 
assist  in  prosecuting  all  persons  brought  before  the 
mayor  for  any  violation  of  city  ordinances  or  for 
misdemeanors,  and  for  said  services  he  shall  receive 
ten  per  centum  of  all  fines  collected  in  the  cases 
which  he  prosecutes,  or  is  present  for  the  purpose 
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of   prosecuting  and  judgment  is  confessed;  and,  in. 
addition  thereto,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor, 
or  if  he  does  not  preside  at  the  trial,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  officer  so  presiding,  to  tax  as  costs,  in  all 
cases   where   the  fine  assessed  does  not   amount  to 
as  much  as  ten  dollar's,  an  attorney's  fee  of  two  dol- 
lars and  fifty  cents ;  and  where  the  fine  assessed  is 
as  much  as  ten  dollars  or  more,  then  he  will  tax  an 
attorney's  fee  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  as  costs  ; 
and  if  said  sums  are  collected,  the  same  shall'  belong 
to  the  city  attorney  in  addition  to  the  ten  per  centum 
of  the  fines ;  but  if  he  be  not  present  and  assisting 
in  said  prosecutions,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor 
to  appoint  some  one  to  prosecute  in  his  stead,  or  in 
case  he  does  not  preside,  the  officer  so  presiding  shall 
make   said    appointment,   and    the   attorney  so   ap- 
pointed shall  receive  the  same  fees  and  per  centum 
as  provided  heretofore  for  tlie  regular  city  attorney, 
to   be   collected  in   the    same   manner  as    hereinbe- 
fore provided.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  city  at- 
torney to  keep   his  office  at  the  mayor's  office  in 
said  city,  which,  with  fuel  therefor,  is  to  be  furnished 
him  by  the  council  free  of  charge.    It  shall  be  the  duty 
of    said  attorney  to  attend  all  the  meetings  of  the 
coancil,  give  legal  advice,  and  attend  free  of  charge 
to  all  other  legal  business  for  the  city,  except  as 
hereinbefore  provided  ;  and  no  one  shall  be  eligible  to 
said  position  who  holds  any  office  of  profit  or  trust 
under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  2.  Section  21  is  hereby  amended  as  follows,  to  wit :  saieof 
That  if  any  pei'son  shall  manufacture  spirituous,  vin-  mannfacturera: 
ous  or  malt  liquors  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the 
city  of  Flemingsburg,  or  within  two  miles  of  said  cor- 
porate limits,  and  shall  sell,  or  offer  to  sell,  by  retail, 
directly  or  indirectly,  in  person  or  by  agent,  within 
the  corporate  limits  or  within  two  miles  thereof,  any 
of  said  liquors  so  manufactured,  the  council  shall 
have  the  power,  and  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  said 
council,  to  tax  such  person  or  persons  so  manufactur- 
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ing  and  selling  same  not  less  than  two  hundred  nor 
more  than  six  hundred  dollars  for  each  year,  said  tax 
to  be  collected  as  bar-room  license  is  now  collected ; 
and  said  section  is  farther  amended  by  striking  out 
the  words  *'one  hundred,"  and  inserting  in  lien 
thereof  the  words,  "two  hundred,"  and  striking  out 
the  words  "  twenty-five,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
"seventy-five." 

§  3.  Section  23  is  hereby  amended  as  follows,  to  wit : 
That  portion  of  said  section  beginning  with  the  word 
"provided,"  and  ending  at  the  word  "lands,"  in 
regard  to  the  taxation  of  lands,  is  hereby  repealed; 
but  this  said  amendment  is  not  to  be  construed  so  as 
to  embrace  or  make  liable  to  taxation  any  farm  that 
may  extend  into  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city. 

§  4.  Section  28  is  hereby  amended  as  follows,  to  wit: 
D©p«ty  marsiuti  That  the  couucil  shall  have  power  to  appoint  one  or 

or  policeman. 

more  deputy  marshals  or  policemen  for  the  period  of 
one  year,  who  shall  qualify  for  such  time,  and  shall 
act  whenever  called  upon  by  the  mayor  so  to  do,  but 
to  be  paid  only  for  such  time  as  they  may  be  engaged 
under  the  direction  of  the  mayor :  Provided,  That  the 
said  council  shall  have  the  right  at  any  time  to  remove 
said  deputies  or  policemen  without  assigning  cause 
therefor. 
§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  10.  The  association,  at  its  regular  meetings,  may, 
By  lawi.  from  time  to  time,  enact  and  enforce  such  regulations 
and  by-laws  as  may  in  their  judgment  be  required  by 
the  business,  not  inconsistent  with  this  charter  nor 
with  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  the  United  States  or 
the  State  of  Kentucky. 

§  11.  The  board  of  directors  may  regulate  the  time 
and  place  of  holding  the  meetings  in  Danville,  Ken- 
tucky. 

§  12.  Either  officers  or  members  may  be  impeached, 
tried  and  expelled  by  such  proceedings  as  may  be  pro- 
vided by  the  by-laws  for  any  immoral  or  improper 
conduct. 

§  13.  The  private  property  of  the  members,  except 
to  the  extent  of  the  stock  subscribed  and  not  paid  for, 
shall  be  exempt  from  liability  for  the  debts  of  the 
association. 

§  14.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

A  N  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  owner  or  lessee  of  the  ferry  at  Ashland, 
Kentucky,  and  providing  penalties  for  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
same. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
"momoealth  of  Kentu-cJcy : 

%  1 .  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  cor- 
poration, within  one  and  a  half  miles  each  way  from 
the  established  ferry  at  Ashland,  over  the  Ohio  river, 
to  keep  or  maintain  a  ferry  over  or  across  said  river, 
or  keep  a  boat,  skiflP  or  other  water  craft,  with  a  hand 
or  hands,  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  ferrying,  or  in 
which  they  may  for  comjH^nsation  or  otherwise,  trans- 
port or  carry  any  horse,  wagon,  cart,  carriage,  person 
or   other  thing  whatever,  over  or  across  said  river 
within  the  limits  aforesaid,  nor  shall  any  person  or 
corporation  furnish,  hire  or  loan  to  another  any  boat, 
skiff  or  other  water  craft  to  be  used  for  ferrying  any 
person  or  other  thing  over  said  river  within  the  limits 
aforesaid,  with  or  without  compensation :  Provided^ 
That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the 
Ciota  Valley  Railroad,  or  to  anything  by  them  trans- 
ferred over  said  river,  in  the  regular  exercise  of  their 
franchise  at  said  point ;  nor  shall  the  provisions  of  this 
act  apply  to  any  resident  owner  of  a  skiflf  or  other 
water  craft,  when  used  by  him  or  them  in  ferrying 
any  member  of  his  family  or  employe  over  said  river, 
within  the  limits  aforesaid,  or  for  ferrying  supplies  to 
them,  or  either  of  them,  or  for  using  the  same  in  any 
way  for  the  use  of  his  own  family. 

§  2.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall,  for  each  offense,  be  fined  any  sum  not 
less  than  ten  or  over  twenty  dollars,  recoverable  be- 
fore the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Ashland,  or  any  justice 
of  the  peace  therein,  upon  a  warrant  in  the  name  of 
the  owner  or  lessee  of  said  established  ferry,  which 
may  be  tried  at  any  time. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from

%  1.  That  said  Beargrass  Railway  Company  be,  and 
it  is  herebv,  authorized  to  enter  into  contract  with  the 
Central  Passenger  Railroad  Company,  by  which  the 
said  Beargrass  Railway  Company  may  acquire  the 
right  to  run  its  cars  over  and  along  the  railways  now 
built,  or  hereafter  to  be  built,  belonging  to  said  Cen- 
tral Passenger  Railroad  Company,  or  grant  to  said 
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Central  Passenger  Railroad  Company  the  right  to  run 
its  cars  over  and  along  the  said  railway  tracks  of  said 
Beargrass  Railway  Company,  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  said  two 
companies,  and  for  a  period  or  term  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  yea'rs. 

§  2.  The  Beargrass  Railway  Company  is  hereby 
granted  the  right  to  build,  maintain  and  operate  one 
or  more  lines  of  railway  in  the  territory,  and  upon  the

cising the  rights  herein  granted  is  hereby  repealed,  so 
far  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  said  companies  to 
enjoy  equal  rights. 

§  3.  That  hereafter  said  Central  Passenger  Railroad 
Company  and  said  Beargrass  Railway  Company  may,

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  a  registration  of  voters  in  the  city  of  Paducah. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  OeneraZ  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

Officers. 

§  1.  That  the  council  of  the  city  of  Padacah  shall, 
at  their  first  regular  meeting  in  January  of  each  year, 
elect  four  sober  and  discreet  citizens  in  each  ward  of 
the  city  of  Paducah,  two  to  act  as  judges  of  registra- 
tion, one  as  clerk  of  registration,  and  one  as  marshal 
of  registration  in  the  ward  for  which  they  are  elected. 
No  person  shall  be  eligible  as  judge,  clerk  or  marshal 
who  is  not  a  voter  of  the  ward  in  which  he  is  elected, 
and  a  housekeeper  in  the  ward  for  which. he  is  elected. 
When  there  are  two  distinct  political  parties  said  offi- 
cers of  registration  shall  be  so  selected  as  that  one  of 
the  judges  in  each  ward  shall  be  of  one  political  party 
and  the  other  of  the  opposite  political  party.  They 
shall  serve  for  one  year  from  the  time  of  their  election ; 
and  each  officer  of  registration,  beforo  entering  upon 
the  discharge  of  his  duties,  shall  take  the  oath  pre- 
scribed by  section  1,  article  8,  of  the  State  Constitution, 
and  during  the  period  of  his  term  of  service  shall  be 
excused  from  jury  duty. 

§  2.  The  council  clerk  shall,  at  least  five  days  before 
the  registration  in  each  year,  give  each  registration 
officer  written  notice  of  his  election.  Should  the  coan- 
cil  fail  to  elect,  or  should  all  or  any  of  the  officers 
elected  fail  to  attend  at  the  place  of  registration  for 
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one  lionr  after  tiie  time  for  commencing  the  registra- 
tion, or  should  all  or  any  of  said  officers  refuse  or  de- 
cline to  act,  then  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Paducah 
shall  appoint  officers  to  act  in  their  stead  for  that  reg- 
istration, and  may  administer  to  them  the  necessary 
oath  of  office. 

§  3.  Officers  of  registration  shall  have  the  same  power 
to  preserve  order  at  the  places  of  registration  as  is 
exercised  by  officers  of  elections  at  the  polls  in  State 
elections.  If  the  officers  of  registration  entertain  any 
doubt  as  to  whether  or  not  any  person  offering  for 
re^^tration  is  entitled  to  such  registration,  or  if  any 
one's  n>cht  to  register  is  challenged,  citizens  may  be 
called  in,  not  exceeding  three  in  number,  who  shall  be 
examined  under  oath  touching  the  qualifications  of 
such  x)erson  who  offers  to  register,  which  oath  may  be 
administered  to  any  the  persons  so  examined  by  any 
one  of  the  judges  of  registration.

cers, or  if  any  bystander  shall  demand  it,  he  shall  be 
sworn  by  one  of  th,:^  oflicers  and  interrogated  by  him, 
or  by  such  bystander,  touching  his  Qualifications  as 
provided  in  this  act.     Opposite  the  name  of  each  per- 
son so  sworn  the  clerk  shall  write  the  word  "sworn,'' 
which  entry  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  such 
swearing  in  any  prosecution  under  this  act.     Any  per- 
son registered  may  vote  at  all  elections  until  the  next 
legistration,  unless  he  becomes  disqualified  after  regis- 
tering. 

Qualifications, 

§  6.  Every  person  shall  be  entitled  to  be  registered 
who  would  be  entitled  tiO  vote  at  the  next  succeeding 
March  election ;  that  is  to  say,  every  male  citizen 
who,  on  that  day,  shall  have  attained  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  and  shall  have  resided  in  the  State 
two  years,  or  in  the  county  one  year  and  sixty  days 
in  the  ward  in  which  he  offers  to  register. 

Aliens, 
§  7.  Any  alien  possessing  all  the  qualifications  of  a 
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voter,  named  in  section  6  of  this  act,  except  citizen- 
ship, shall  be  entitled  to  be  registered,  but  the  clerk 
shall  write  oposite  his  name,  in  the  column  headed 
*'  Itemarks,"  the  words  *'not  naturalized;"  and  such 
allien  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election  held 
Tiii<ier  that  registration,  unless  he  shall  produce  to 
the  oflScers  of  election  his  naturalization  papers  in  due 
form  of  law. 

Mode  of  Hegistering. 

§  8.  In  making  the  registration,  the  clerk  shall  act 
as  the  recording  oflBicer,  and  the  judges  shall  decide 
all  questions  relating  to  the  qualifications  of  persons 
offering  to  be  registered,  except  that,  in  case  of  a  dif- 
ference of  opinion  between  the  judges,  the  clerk  shall 
have  the  casting  vote.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
clerk  to  number,  consecutively,  the  names  recorded 
under  each  letter  of  the  alphabet  as  they  are  taken 
down,  and  at  the  close  of  the  registration  he  shall 
sign  his  name  as  clerk  after  the  last  name  recorded 
under  each  letter  as  aforesaid,  in  such  manner  as  that 
no  more  names  can  be  recorded  above  his,  and  shall 
foot  up  and  certify  in  the  back  of  the  registration 
book  the  whole  number  of  names  recorded  at  that 
registration ;  and  this  certificate  shall  be  signed  by 
all  the  officers  of  registration  before  leaving  the  place 
of  registration,  and   in  the   presence   of  bystanders 
any  two  of  whom  may,  if  they  desire,  sign  their  names 
as  witnesses  thereto.     In  addition  to  the  requirements 
above,  the  clerk  shall  sign  his  name  as  such  clerk  at 
the  foot  of  each  page. 

Return  and  Custody  of  the  Books. 

§  9.  On  the  day  following  the  close  of  the  registra- 
tion, the  registration  clerks  shall  deliver  the  registra- 
tion books  into  the  hands  of  the  clerk  of  the  council, 
and  take  his  receipt  therefor.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  clerk  of  the  council  to  keep  said  books  safely  in 
his  office,  and  not  suffer  the  same  to  be  taken  there- 
from, except  as  provided  in  this  act.     He  shall  also 
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cause  to  be  made  one  copy  of  each  registration  book  in 
the  blank  book  retained  by  him  as  provided  in  section 
4  of  this  act,  which  shall  be  kept  in  his  ofKce,  and  not 
be  taken  therefrom  for  any  purpose.  In  case  of  loss 
of  any  registration  book,  a  copy  shall  be  made  by  the 
clerk  of  the  council  from  the  copy  retained  in  his 
office,  which  copy  shall  be  used  in  registrations  and 
elections  with  the  same  effect  as  the  original.  The 
clerk  of  the  council  shall  permit  any  citizen  at  any 
time  to  copy  any  registration  book  without  fee  or 
charge,  and  he  shall  also  furnish  copies  at  the  same 
rate  as  provided  in  section  17  of  this  act  for 'copying 
the  book  kept  in  his  office.  Copies  furnished  to  citi- 
zens under  this  section  shall  be  paid  for  in  cash  by  the 
person  ordering  them. 

Removals. 

§  10.  Any  person  removing  from  one  ward  to  another 
after  having  been  registered  for  that  year,  may  apply 
to  the  clerk  of  registration  of  the  ward  from  which 
he  removes,  on  a  registration  day,  and  have  his  name 
canceled  oflf  by  writing  opposite  to  it  the  word  "re- 
moved," and  thereupon  said  clerk  shall  give  him  a 
certificate  in  the  following  form  :  ''This  is. to  certify 

that has  removed  from  the ward  to  the 

ward,  and  that  his  registration  has  been  canceled. 

(Signed) ,  clerk."  Upon  presenting  said  cer- 
tificate to  the  officers  of  registration  of  the  ward  to 
which  he  has  removed,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  be 
there  registered,  if  he  possess  the  other  qualifications 
named  in  section  6  of  this  act ;  and  no  person  remov- 
ing, after  being  registered,  shall  be  registered  in 
another  ward,  without  the  production  of  such  a  cer- 
tificate. 

Striking  Off  Names. 

§  11.  Any  voter  may,  by  giving  five  days'  notice,  in 
writing,  addressed  to,  and  served  on,  any  person 
whose  name  has  been  registered,  move  the  council  of 
the  city  of  Paducah,  at  its  next  regular  meeting,  not 
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less  than  five  days  after  service  of  said  notice,  to 
strike  the  name  of  such  person  from  the  register. 
The  council  shall  thereupon,  at  once,  appoint  a  com- 
mittee, consisting  of  three  members  of  the  council, 
-who  shall  hear  proof  on  the  question  of  striking  the 
name  of  such  person  from  the  register ;  and  if  the 
committee  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  person  regis- 
tered is  not  lawfully  entitled  to  be  registered,  after 
hearing  the  proof,  the  committee  shall  direct  the 
clerk  of  the  council  to  strike  his  name  from  the 
register  by  inserting  opposite  his  name  the  words, 

''Stricken  by  order  of  the  council  committee, , 

clerk  of  the  council.'*  The  person  having  the  notice 
served  and  the  person  upon  whom  it  is  served,  may 
each  introduce  not  exceeding  two  witnesses  on  a  side. 
Within  two  days  after  its  appointment  by  the  council, 
the  committee  shall  hear  proof  of  the  parties  on  the 
question  of  registration,  and  shall  make  report  in 
writing  of  the  result  of  its  action,  which  report  shall 
be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  council  within  one  week 
after  the  appointment  of  the  committee.  If  the  per- 
son upon  whom  notice  is  attempted  to  be  served  can 
not  be  found,  a  return  of  that  fact,  sworn  to,  and 
signed  by  the  person  who  endeavored  to  serve  it,  shall 
be  presented  to  the  council  at  its  first  regular  meeting, 
not  less  than  five  days  after  the  date  of  the  notice, 
accompanied  by  motion  in  writing  to  strike  the  name 
of  the  person  in  question  from  the  register,  and  the 
council,  at  its  next  regular  meeting  after  the  filing  of 
the  motion,  shall  order  the  council  clerk  to  insert  on 
the  register,  opposite  the  name  of  the  person  whose 
qualification  to  register  is  questioned,  the  following : 

*' doubtful,  by  order  of  the  council. ,  clerk  of 

the  council ; ' '  and  when,  at  an  election,  such  person 
whose  name  is  marked  doubtful  shall  oflfer  to  vote, 
h«3  shall  be  sworn,  and  his  right  to  vote  investigated 
fully. 

§  12.  On  Saturday  previous  to  the  first  Monday  in 
March,  1887,  and  on  the  juridical  day  previous  to 
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every  election  to  be  held,  or  vote  of  the  x>eople  to  be 
taken  thereafter  in  the  city  of  Paducah,  for  the  elec^ 
tion  of  city  officers,  the  clerk  of  the  council  shall 
deliver  to  the  clerks  of  the  election  the  registration 
books  for  their  several  wards,  together  with  the  poll- 
books,  which  said  registration  and  poll-books  shall  be 
produced  by  said  clerks  at  their  several  wards  when 
the  polls  are  opened  on  the  day  of  election.     At  said 
election  the  vote  of  no  person  shall  be  received  unless 
the  name  of  the  person  offering  to  vote  is  on  the  regis- 
try, or  unless  he  produce  before  the  officers  of  election 
his  written  affidavit  signed  by  him,  stating  that  he 
was  necessarily  absent  from  the  city  at  the  time  the 
registration  of  voters  in  the  city  was  taken,  or  that  he 
was  ill  and  unable  to  attend,  or  that  some  named 
pnember  of  his  family  was  ill  during  such  absence  or 
illness  covering  the  period  allowed  for  registration, 
and  stating  facts  showing  him  to  be  a  qualified  voter 
of  the  ward  in  wtich  he  claims  the  right  to  vote,  and 
also  the  facts  in  reference  to  his  residence  required  to 
be  entered  on  the  register,  and  shall  also  prove,  by 
the  written  affidavit  of  a  registered  voter  of  the  ward, 
who  is  a  householder,    that  he  knows  such  person 
to  be  a  qualified    voter,   and    stating   the    facts   in 
reference  to    such    person's    place    of   residence   re- 
quired   to    be    entered    on    the    register.     Said    affi- 
davit shall    be    returned    by    the    officers    of    elec- 
tion   to    the    clerk    of    the    council,    indorsed    as 

follows :    ' '  Filed  before  us  this day  of , 

,18 — . ,  judges  ;"  and  shall  be  kept  on  file 

in  his  office  by  the  clerk  of  the  council.  Any  vote 
received  by  the  officers  of  election  in  contravention  of 
this  act  shall  be  void,  and  shall  be  rejected  from  the 
count.  The  officers  of  election  shall,  when  a  vote  is 
cast,  mark  opposite  the  name  of  the  person  voting,  in 
the  column  of  the  registration  book  provided  for  that 
election,  the  word  ^' voted,"  and  at  the  close  of  the 
election,  and  before  closing  or  leaving  the  voting  place, 
shall  mark  opposite  the  name  of  each  person  who  has 
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not  voted  at  that  election  the  words  ' '  not  voted. ' '  The 
registration  books  shall  be  returned  to  the  clerk  of 
the  counci  by  the  clerks  of  the  election  by  12  o'clock 
A.  M.  of  the  day  next  succeeding  the  election. 

False  Registration. 
%  13.  Any  person  who  shall  cause  himself  to  be 
registered  in  more  than  one  ward,  otherwise  than  is 
provided  in  section  10  of  this  act,  or  more  than  once 
in  the  same  ward,  or  who  shall  cause  himself  to  be 
registered,  knowing  that  he  is  not  21  years  of  age,  or 
knowing  that  he  is  not  lawfully  entitled  to  registra- 
tion ;  and  any  person  who  shall  aid  or  abet  in  the  com- 
mission of  any  of  said  acts,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  county 
jail  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  twelve  months, 
or  confined  in  the  penitentiary  not  less  than  one  nor 
more  than  two  years,  in  the  discretion  of  the  jury. 

FaUe  Registration  Books. 
§  14.  Any  officer  of  registration  or  other  person  who 
shall  unlawfully  alter  any  registration  book,  or  add 
any  name  thereto,  or  who  shall  willfully  secrete,  sup- 
press, or  destroy  any  such  book,  or  who  shall  make  or 
lid  in  making  any  false  or  fraudulent  registration 
l)ook,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  felony,  and  shall  be 
x>nfined  in  the  penitentiary  not  less  than  one  nor  more 
than  five  years,  and  shall  forfeit  any  office  he  then 
lolds,  and  shall  forever  be  disqualified  from  holding 

)ffice. 

Perjury. 
§  IS.  Any  person  who  shall  willfully  make  any 
alse  statement,  under  oath,  lawfully  administered 
mder  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury,  and 
onfined  in  the  penitentiary  not  less  than  one  nor 
Dore  than  five  years. 

Obstructing  Registration. 
§  16.   Any  person  who,  by  himself  or  in  aid  of  others, 
ihall  forcibly  break  up,  or  attempt  to  break  up,  a 
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registration  held  nnder  this  act,  or  shall  foixribly  ji 
Tent,  or  attempt  to  prevent,  any  person  from  appzoad 
ing  or  entering  a  place  of  registration  for  tbe  pnrpai 
of  registering,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  one  Itundif 
nor  more  than  fiye  hundred  dollars,  or  impzisoiM 
not  less  than  six  nor  more  than  twelve  monrlis  in  d 
county  jail,  or  both. 

Fees. 

§  17.  For  his  services  under  this  act  the  clerk  of  ti 
council  shall  receive  the  following  fees,  and  no  othfr 
For  copying  the  registry  lists  required  to  be  kept  ft 
his  office,  or  to  be  used  in  supplying  lost  books,  tk 
sum  of  one  cent  for  each  voter  whose  name  is  copied 
for  his  services  under  section  11  of  this  act,  tke  sui 
of  ten  cents  for  the  name  of  each  voter  stricken  fron 
the  lists ;  for  receipting  to  clerks  of  registration  am 
election  for  registration  books,  the  sum  of  five  cent 
for  each  book  receipted  for ;  he  shall  receive  for  sen 
ing  the  notices  provide rl  for  in  section  2  the  sam  o, 
twenty-five  cents  for  each  actual  service.  Officers  oi 
registration  shall  receive  two  dollars  per  day  for  ead 
day  employed  in  attending  at  the  place  of  registry 
tion,  but  clerks  of  registration  and  election  shall  noi 
be  entitled  to  any  pay,  except  upon  the  producing  th< 
receipt  of  the  clerk  of  the  council,  which  receipt  shall 
be  the  voucher  of  the  officer  paying  them.  For  ha 
services  in  cases  arising  under  section  11  of  this  acl 
each  member  of  the  committee  shall  receive  two  dol- 
lars i)er  day  for  each  day  he  actually  serves.  The  city 
of  Paducah  shall  pay  all  fees  and  expenses  incurred 
under  this  act  for  registrations,  except  in  contests  aris- 
ing under  section  11  of  this  act ;  the  person  by  whom 
or  at  whose  instance  the  notice  was  served  shall  pay 
all  costs  of  the  proceeding  in  such  contest,  should  the 
committee  decline  to  strike  from  the  register  the  name 
of  the  person  upon  whom  the  notice  was  served. 

§  18.  At  any  time  after  the  second  registration  day, 
and  before  the  next  ensuing  August  or  March  election 
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tiliereaftftr,  for  the  election  of  city  officers,  the  connoil 
xnay,  in  its  discretion,  have  the  registered  list  of  vot- 
•ers,  including  the  name,  color  and  local  residence  of 
^each  voter,  published  in  one  of  the  daily  papers  of  the 
-city  of  Paducah,  or  the  coancil  may,  in  its  discretion, 
laave  said  list  published  in  any  other  way  the  council 
deem  proper. 

§  19.  The  Paducah  city  court  shall  have  jurisdiction 
l>y  warrant  of  the  trial  of  any  offense  made  punish- 
^sLble  by  this  act. 

§  20.  A  copy  of  this  act  shall  be  printed  in  each 
registration  book  made  under  its  provisions. 

§  21.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  993. 

AN  ACT  establishing  the  Fountain  Perry  landing  and  wharf,  in  Jeffer- 
son county,  on  the  Ohio  river,  from  the  foot  of  the  Fountain  Ferry  road, 
along  the  eastern  bank  of  said  Ohio  river,  to  the  foot  of  Chestnut  street 
extended,  and  fixing  the  wharf  charges. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  There  is  hereby  established  a  public  landing  in 
the  county  of  Jefferson,  on  the  Ohio  river,  beginning 
at  a  point  on  the  said  Ohio  river  and  the  Fountain  Ferry 
road,  and  extending  along  the  eastern  banks  of  said 
Ohio  river,  southwardly,  to  a  point  wherein  the  exten- 
sion of  Chestnut  street  intersects  the  said  Ohio  river. 

§  2.  That  all  steam-boats,  coal-boats,  flat-boats  and 
barges  landing  or  mooring  on  or  along  said  public 
landing,  shall  pay  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  land 
upon  which  their  steam-boats,  coal-boats,  flat-boats  or 
barges  is  or  are  moored  or  anchored  or  tied  up,  the  fol- 
lowing rates :  for  the  first  day  of  twenty-four  hours  or 
fractional  part  thereof,  for  each  steamboat,  five  dollars ; 
each  coal-boat,  flat-boat  or  barge,  one  dollar ;  for  each 
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s  ceeding  day  of  twenty-four  hoars  or  fractioiial  part 
thereof,  for  each  steamboat,  five  dollars ;  and  each  coal- 
boat,  flat-boat  or  barge,  one  dollar. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  994. 

AN  ACT  incorporating  the  Owensboro  Opera  House  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealih  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  C.  W.  Bransford,  R.  M.  Conway  and  T. 
A.  Pedley,  and  their  successors  and  assigns,  be,  and 
are  hereby,  incorporated  in  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Owensboro  Opera  House  Company  ;  and  in  that  name 
and  style  are  empowered  to  conti'act  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all 
the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  to  make  such 
rules  and  regulations  and  by-laws  for  the  government 
and  conduct  of  the  business  and  affairs  of  the  said 
company  as  it  may  deem  proper :  Provided^  That  the 
same  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States ;  and 
said  company  may  have  perpetual  succession. 

§  2.  The  said  Owensboro  Opera  House  Company  is 
vested  with  power  to  purchase  and  own  such  real 
estate,  and  to  purchase  a  lot  and  erect  such  suitable 
building  or  buildings  as  may  be  necessary  or  desira- 
ble to  carry  on  its  business ;  and  the  said  company 
shall  have  the  right  to  sell  and  convey,  rent  or  lease 
any  real  or  personal  property  it  may  acquire  in  the 
course  of  its  business,  or  it  shall  have  the  right  to  rent 
or  lease  property  from  others  for  such  purposes  as  are 
contemplated  in  this  act.  That  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company  shall  be  any  amount  fixed  by  the  incor- 
porators, not  to  exceed  thirty  thousand  dollars,  the 
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Stock  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars 
each,  and  the  same  may  be  paid  within  such  time  and 
on  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  on  by  the  persons 
subscribing  the  same.    The  said  incorporators,  or  any 
one  of  thera,  is  authorized  to  open  books  and  receive 
subscriptions  to  the  stock  in  said  company.     And  to 
enable  said  company  to  purchase  lots  and  erect  thereon 
an  opera  house  and  other  buildings  connected  there- 
with,   the  said  company  is  empowered   to  issue  its 
bonds  in  such  sums  and  amounts  as  may  be  deemed 
advisable,  payable  in  such  time   and  manner  and  to 
such  persoQs  as  the  company  may  think  proper,  bear- 
ing a  rate  of  interest  not  greater  than  six  per  cent,  per 
annum,    payable    semi-annually    at    some    bank    in 
Owensboro,  Kentucky.     The  amount  of  said  bonds  in 
no  event  to  exceed  two-thirds  of  the  authorized  capital 
stock ;  and  to  that  extent  the  said  Owensboro  Opera 
House  Company  is  empowered  to  execute  a  deed  of 
trust  upon  its  real  estate,  improvements,  rents  and 
profits  accrued  and  to 'accrue,  and  other  property,  to 
secure  all  bonds  issued  under  this  act,  so  as  to  create 
a  prior  lien  on  all  said  property  to  secure  the  payment 
of  all  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  issued  in  pursu- 
ance of  this  act ;  and  said  company  may  sell,  hypothe- 
cate or  exchange  said  bonds,  as  it  may  deem  proper,  in 
the  purchase  of  lots  and  erection  of  said  improve- 
ments. I 

§  3.  That  the  alBfairs  of  said  company  may  be  man- 
aged  and  controlled  by  an  executive  committee  of  three 
stockholders,  to  be  selected  by  the  stockholders  of  said 
company,  at  such  time  and  place  and  for  such  length 
of  time  as  the  by-laws  of  said  company  may  prescribe. 
And  said  executive  committee  shall  consist  of  the  said 
incorporators  until  an  election  be  ordered  and  held, 
when  those  elected  shall  serve  until  their  successors 
shall  be  regularly  elected.  And  the  said  committee 
shall  have  power  to  purchase  the  lot  or  lots,  make  con- 
ti-act  for  the  building,  renting  or  erection  of  an  opera 
house  with  other  buildings  and  improvements,  issue 
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the  bonds  of  said  company  and  secure  the  same  by 
deed  of  trust,  and  do  and  perform  all  acts  authorized 
by  this  charter  or  that  may  become  necessary  or  proper 
after  its  organization  and  within  the  scope  and  mean- 
ing of  this  act  and  such  by-laws  as  may  be  adopted  by 
said  company. 
§  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  995. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  or  xnaM  liqaors,  or 
intoxicating  beverage,  in  quantities  less  than  ten  gallons,  within  five 
miles  of  Union  College,  in  Knox  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  AsseTribly  of  tJie  Com- 
TnonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  a.ct  it 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell,  either  directly 
or  indirectly,  in  quantities  less  than  ten  gallons,  spirit- 
uous, vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or  intoxicating  bever- 
age, within  five  miles  of  Union  College,  located  in  the 
town  of  Barbourville,  in  Knox  county. 

§  2.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  fined  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  ofi!ense. 

§  3.  The  police  judge  of  Barbourville,  the  county 
judge  of  Knox  county,  and  any  magistrate  living 
within  five  miles  of  Union  College,  shall  have  con- 
current jurisdiction  with  the  circuit  court  in  the  en- 
forcement of  this  act. 

§  4.  All  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed ;  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  pas- 
sage.

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CHAPTER  996. 


AN  AOT  to  amend  the  act  to  incorporate  the  Tygart  Valley  Iron  Com- 
pany, approved  26th  of  March,  1872. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwecMh  of  KerducJcy : 

§  1.  That  the  act  approved  March  26,  1872,  chapter 
722,  be  amended  as  follows :  That  any  stockholder 
owning  one-tenth  or  more  of  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company  shall  have  the  right  to  file  a  petition  in  the 
county  court  or  circuit  court  of  Carter  county  for  a 
dissolution  of  said  company,  and  to  have  a  settlement 
of  the  affairs  of  said  corporation,  and  to  divide  the 
assets  in  kind  among  the  stockholders,  and  cause  con- 
veyances to  be  made  for  any  real  estate  set  off  to  the 
shareholders;  and  any  one  or  more  of  said  stock- 
holders may  unite  as  plaintiffs  or  petitioners ;  but  in 
case  any  should  refuse  or  fail  to  unite  as  plaintiffs, 
they  shall  be  made  defendants.  The  court  having 
jurisdiction  under  this  act  shall  have  full  power  to 
appoint  all  commissioners  and  other  officers  necessary 
to  carry  out  and  complete  the  objects  and  intent  of 
this  act.

terest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable 
annually,  and  the  principal  payable  twenty  years  after 
date,  with  the  privilege  of  payment  in  full  at  any 
time  before  maturity ;  said  bonds  and  coupons  to  be 
signed  by  said  judge  on  behalf  of  said  district.

district. 

§  16.  That  the  said  county  court  of  said  county 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority,  and  it  shall  be  its 
duty,  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  coupons  at- 
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taclied  to  said  bonds  annually,  and  ultimately  for  the 
payment  of  the  principal  by  levies  of  an  ad  valorem 
tax  on  all  the  taxable  property  and  effects  in  said  dis 
trict,  and  shall  appoint  some  good  and  suitable  person 
receiver  and  treasurer  under  this  act  to  receive  from 
said  sheriff  and  collector  the  money  arising  from  the 
tax  imposed  under  this  act,  and  pay  out  same  as  the 
courts  may  direct ;  and  before  proceeding  to  act,  he 
shall  execute  bond  in  said  courts,  with  good  and  suf- 
ficient surety,  to  be  approved  by  the  courts,  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  pay  over  to  the 
person  in  due  time  any  money  in  his  hands  as  such 
receiver  and  treasurer ;  and  he  shall  keep  an  accurate 
account  of  all  money  received  and  paid  out  by  him, 
and  shall  make  a  full  settlement  of  his  accounts  and 
vouchers  when  so  required  by  said  courts. 

§  16.  The  General  Assembly  reserves  the  right  to 
amend  or  repeal  this  charter  at  any  time. 

§17.  This  act  shall  take  eflfect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  999. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  and  empowering  the  city  of  Hopkinsville  to  pro- 
vide the  means  for  and  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  the  Hopkinsville 
and  Cadiz  Railroad,  and  of  any  of  the  branches  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  KeTitucJcy : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  city  of  Hopkins- 
ville, in  Christian  county,  and  power  and  authority 
is  hereby  conferred  upon  the  said  corporation,  in  the 
manner  and  upon  the  conditions  hereinafter  pre- 
scribed, to  provide  the  means  by  issuing  the  bonds 
of  said  city  for  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  sum  of 
seventy-five  thousand  dollars,  and  to  use  and  appro- 
priate the  same  tx)  aid  in  the  construction  of  the  Hop- 
kinsville and  Cadiz  Railroad,  and  of  any  branches  of 
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the  said  railroad,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  not 
contrary  to  or  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  thia 
act,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  contract  between  the 
said  city  and  the  Hopkins ville  and  Cadiz  Railroad 
Company. 

§  2.  That  the  bonds  authorized  by  this  act  shall  be 
issued  by  the  board  of  councilmen  of  the  said  city, 
under  the  corporate  seal  of  said  city,  and  shall  be 
signed  by  the  chairman  and  attested  by  the  clerk  of 
the  boai*d ;  they  shall  be  of  the  denomination  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  and  shall  bear  interest  from 
their  date  at  any  rate  not  exceeding  six  per  centam 
per  annum,  which  interest  shall  be  payable  semi-anna- 
ally,  counting  from  the  date  of  the  bonds  or  the  presen- 
tation of  coupons  therefor,  duly  authenticated  to  the 
treasurer  or  at  the  treasury  of  the  said  city.  They 
shall  be  payable  at  any  period  not  exceeding  thirty 
years  from  their  date,  and  redeemable  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  board  of  councilmen  at  any  period  not  less  than 
five  years  from  their  date ;  and  the  board  of  council- 
men  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
board,  to  provide  annually,  by  the  assessment,  levying 
and  collection  of  taxes  and  levies  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  said  board,  an  amount  of  money  sufficient 
to  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds  as  it  shall  fall  due; 
and  the  said  board  shall  likewise  have  the  power,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board,  in  like  manner  to 
make  proper  and  prudent  provision  for  the  redemp- 
tion of  the  said  bonds,  or  of  any  of  them,  and  for  the 
final  payment  of  them  when  they  shall  become  pay- 
able. 

§  3.  All  propositions  for  receiving  aid  from  said  city 
for  the  construction  of  said  railroad,  or  of  any  branch 
thereof,  shall  be  made  to  or  by  the  board  of  council- 
men  of  said  city  at  any  regular  or  called  meeting  of 
said  board ;  but  before  any  aid  shall  be  granted  by 
the  said  city,  and  before  the  bonds  of  said  city  shall 
be  issued  therefor  as  authorized  by  this  act,  the  propo- 
sition with  respect  thereto,  which  shall  be  approved 
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by  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of  the  said  board,  shall  be 
submitted  to  and  approved   by  a  majority  of   the 
legally  qualified  electors  of  the  said  city,  who  shall 
vote  at  a  special  election,  which  shall  be  appointed  and 
provided  for  by  the  said  board  for  the  purpose  of 
voting  on  such  proposition.     In  order  to  take  the 
sense  of  the  legal  and  qualified  electors  of  said  city 
npon  any  such  proposition,  the  said  board  of  council- 
men,  on  the  written  petition  therefor  of  a  majority  of 
the  board  of  directors  of  the  Hopkinsville  and  Cadiz 
Railroad  Company,  or  of  twenty  electors  (who  shall 
be  freeholders)  of  the  said  city,  may  provide  for  the 
holding  of  a  special  election  in  said  city  and  fix  the 
day  upon  which  it  shall  be  held,  which  shall  not  be 
more  than  thirty  days  after  the  i)re8entation  of  such 
I)etition ;  but  the  day  for  holding  such  election  shall 
not  be  a  day  in  which  any  other  election  is  required  to 
be  held  in  said  city.     The  result  of  the  election  shall 
be  ascertained  and  declared  by  the  board  of  council- 
men,  and  shall  be  entered  upon  the  records  of  the  said 
board ;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  which 
shall  be  cast  at  the  election,  shall  be  in  favor  of  the 
proposition  submitted,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  said  board  of  councilmen,  acting  for  and  in  the 
name  of  the  said  city,  to  comply  with  and  to  execute 
the  proposition  in  due  form,   and  to  exercise  and 
execute  the  power  and  authority  conferred  upon  the 
said  city  and  the  board  of  councilmen  thereof  in  that 
behalf,  by  the  first  and  second  sections  of  this  act. 

§  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1001. 


AN  ACT  fixing  the  boundary  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  school  district 

No.  67,  in  Fleming  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  the  boundary  of  common  school  district 
No.  67,  of  Fleming  county,  shall  be  as  follows,  to 
wit:  Beginning  with  the  farm  of  James  Biddell: 
thence  down  Buchanan  creek,  including  James  Rodg- 
ers'  farm  ;  thence  down  said  creek  to  the  lower  comer 
of  O.  W.  Hammond's  farm,  including  said  farm; 
thence  south,  including  J.  R.  Crawford's,  John  Boon's 
and  A.  E.  Collins'  farms ;  thence  down  Hoover  run, 
excluding  W.  S.  Price's  farm,  to  J.  C.  Bishop's  farm, 
including  same ;  thence  east,  including  Mrs.  Lavina 
Alexandria's,  Sanford  Gray's,  Robert  Harper's,  Wm. 
H.  Price's,  J.  N.  Price's  and  W.  S.  Williams'  farms, 
to  the  James  Biddell  farm,  including  same,  or  the 
place  of  beginning,  including  all  the  lands  and  premi- 
ses within  said  boundary.  * 

§  2.  The  superintendent  of  common  schools  for 
Fleming  county  shall  not  change  the  boundary  of 
said  district  within  a  period  of  five  years  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  unless  by  the  unanimous  consent 
of  the  board  of  trustees  for  said  district. 

§  3.  A  tax  not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents  on  the 
one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  taxable  property  in  said 
district  may  be  levied  in  any  one  year,  and  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  three  (3)  successive  years,  at 
any  one  election  by  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters 
present  and  voting  therefor ;  and  those  only  shall  be 
deemed  qualified  to  vote  who  reside  in  said  district, 
and  are  entitled  to  vote  for  common  school  trustees. 

§  4.  The  following  citizens,  resident  within  said  dis- 
trict, are  hereby  created  a  boaYd  of  trustees:  J.  R. 
Crawford,  Wm.  S.  Williams,  and  C.  W.  Hammond, 
who  shall  hold  their  office  until  the  first  Saturday  in 
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June,  when  the  qualified  voters  of  said  district  shall 
proceed  to  elect  three  (3)  trustees,  one  for  a  period  of 
one  year,  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for  three  years,  or 
until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

§  6.  Said  trustees  appointed  in  this  act  shall  have 
until  the  fifteenth  day  of  May,  1886,  to  list  all  children 
w^ithin  school  age  resident  within  said  district,  and  to 
report  to  the  county  superintendent ;  and  all  lists  of 
school  children,  and  assessments  now  made  by  other 
districts  of  said  children,  is  hereby  declared  null  and 
void  ;  and  said  county  superintendent  shall  correct  all 
said  lists  to  conform  with  the  new  lists  and  assess- 
ments made  under  this  act. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  created  un- 
der this  act  to  give  ten  (10)  days'  notice  before  the 
election  in  June,  1886,  to  the  voters  of  said  district, 
that  an  election  will  be  held  for  the  purpose  of  voting 
a  tax  for  erecting  a  new  school-house,  and  for  the 
election  of  trustees  ;  said  notice  shall  be  posted  in  no 
less  than  three  (3)  prominent  places  within  said  dis- 
trict. The  board  of  trustees  -for  said  district  shall, 
within  ten  days  after  an  election  voting  a  tax,  make 
out  a  true  and  correct  list  of  all  the  white  owners  of 
property  in  said  district,  and  of  the  amount  and  value 
of  property  owned  by  each  subject  to  taxation  for 
revenue  purposes,  and  of  all  the  white  tithes  residing 
in  said  district.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  full 
power  10  choose  the  location  of  said  school-house. 

g  7.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  provision  for  levy- 
ing a  tax,  the  board  of  trustees  for  said  district  may, 
at  its  discretion,  levy  a  tax  each  year  of  two  (2)  dollars 
per  head  on  each  white  male  person  of  twenty-one 
years  of  age  residing  in  said  district. 

§  8.  All  the  money  raised  by  taxes  voted,  levied,  as- 
sessed and  collected  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  expended  for  nothing  else  than  for  the 
purchasing  of  a  site  for  a  district  school-house,  the 
building,  repairing  or  furnishing  the  same,  and  for 
fuel  and  other  necessary  articles  for  the  proper  con- 
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ducting  of  said  school ;  and  for  fencing  and  necessary 
out-buildings,  and  for  the  better  payment  of  tlie  teach- 
er or  teachers  of  said  school,  or  for  the  extension  of 
the  term  of  the  common  school  in  said  district  for  a 
I)eriod  longer  than  live  months ;  or  for  the  payment  of 
debts  contracted  by  the  trustees  in  the  interest  of  the 
common  school  in  said  district. 

§  0.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  be  controlled  and 
governed  by  the  common  school  law,  when  tlie  same 
is  not  inconsistent  with  this  act. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  1002. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  D.  R.  Carr,  special  judge  of  the  Barreo  circuit 
court,  at  its  March  term,  1886,  to  sign  orders  and  judgments  made  by 
him  at  said  term  of  said  court. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  A  ssemhly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  whereas,  at  the  March  term,  1886,  of  the 
Barren  circuit  court,  D.  R.  Carr  was  elected  and 
served  as  special  Judge  thereof,  and  failed  to  sign, 
during  said  term  of  said  court,  the  record  of  the  orders 
and  judgments  made  and  rendered  while  he  presided 
as  such  special  judge,  he  is  now  empowered  and  di- 
rected to  sign  said  record  so  made  under  his  direction 
while  presiding  as  such  special  judge  at  said  term,  to 
have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  he  had  have  signed 
the  same  during  the  term  of  said  court  at  which  he 
presided  as  special  judge  thereof,  as  hereinbefore 
stated. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

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CHAPTER  1006. 

AN  ACT  to  allow  water  gaps  on  Quicksand,  in  Breathitt  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
TnonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  all  persons  living  or  owning  land  on  the 
river  Quicksand,  in  the  county  of  Breathitt,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  establish  and  keep  for 
ten  months,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
water  gaps  sufficient  to  secure  a  crop. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage. Appnived  May  7,  1886. 


CHAPTER  1006. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  R.  J.  Thomason,  of  Franklin  county. 

Whereas,  R.  J.  Thomason,  of  Franklin  county, 
was  employed  by  W.  T.  B.  South,  warden  of  the  pen- 
itentiary, from  ninth  February  until  twenty-first  of 
March,  1886,  as  night  guard  in  cell-house,  at  the  rate 
of  forty  dollars  per  month  ;  and  whereas,  when  South 
vacated  the  position  as  warden,  the  said  Thomason 
was  not  retained  by  the  present  warden,  and  on  his 
applying  to  the  Auditor  and  secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  for  his  pay,  was  refused  payment ;  the 
reason  assigned  was  that  his  appointment  as  guard 
had  never  been  confirmed ;  and  whereas,  the  said 
Thomason  rendered  the  services,  and,  according  to 
the  certificate  of  the  warden,  was  a  good  and  efficient 
officer,  and  is  a  poor  man  unable  to  render  this  service 
to  the  State  without  compensation  ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Asse/nbly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  the  Auditor  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  directed 
to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of 
the  said  R.  J.  Thomason  for  the  sum  of  fifty-three 
dollars  and  thirty-three  and  one-third  cents,  to  be  paid 
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out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otheriwise  ap- 
propriated. 

§  2*  That  this  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1007. 

AN    ACT  to    amend    an    act,    entitled    "An    act   to  incorpomte  the 
Mechanics'  Building  and  Loan  Association,  of  Lexington.'* 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeiteral  Asserribly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

i  1.  That  the  charter  of  said  association  is  herebr 
Third  ci»M  amended  so  as  to  authorize  a  third  class,  the  capital 
capital  0toc      g^(3J5^  ^f  wMch  shall  be  divided  into  two  thousand 

shares,  which  shall  be  paid  in  weekly  instaUmeats  of 
one  dollar  on  each  share  until  said  share  and  its  net 
accumulations  shall  amount  to  the  sum  of  four  hun 
dred  dollars ;  and  the  business  of  said  class  shall  be 
conducted  by  the  same  directors  and  officers  and  in 
the  same  mode  as  the  second  class  ;  and  said  third  class 
shall  have  all  the  rights  and  powers  of  the  second 
class,  but  no  lien  shall  exist  on  the  stock  of  a  member 
of  the  third  class  unless  specifically  given  by  its  owner 
in  writing,  except  for  loans  made  by  said  third  class ; 
and,  for  a  loan  made  by  said  third  class,  said  clas& 
shall  have  a  prior  lien  upon  the  borrower' s  stock  and 
his  or  her  interest  in  said  third  class. 

§  2.  Said  third  class  shall  not  commence  business 
When  the  ti.irdi  until  two  huudred  and  fifty  shares  shall  have  been 
comm?nw        subscrfbed  for.     Section  9  of  the  charter  of  said  asso- 
ciation as  amended  is  hereby  repealed.     Sections  3,  4, 
5,  6,  7  and  8  of  said  amended  charter  shall  apply  to 
the  said  third  class. 

§  3.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  with  this 
amendment,  so  far  as  said  third  class  is  concerned,  are 
hereby  repealed. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1009. 

AN  ACT  concerning  license  taxes  in  the  city  of  Louisville. 

Se  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
mcynweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act  to  revise  and  amend  the  tax  laws 
of  the  city  of  Loaisville,  approved  May  12,  1884,  be, 
and  it  is  hereby,  amended  as  follows :  In  article  1  of 
said   act,  section  9,   after  the  words  '*the  required 
license,"   shall  read  thus :    For  every  confectioner, 
liawker,  huckster  or  peddler,  not  less  than  five  dollars 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars.     Any  other  mer- 
chants or  dealers  (except  as  hereinafter  provided  for), 
not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty-five 
hundred  dollars.     In  grading  the  license,  the  general 
council  shall  impose  a  tax  of  not  less  than  one  dollar 
on  every  thousand  dollars  of   yearly  sales  at  whole- 
sale ;  of  all  other  commodities,  except  grain,  cotton, 
and   provisions,   not  less  than  fifty  cents  on  every 
thousand  dollars  of  yearly  sales  at  wholesale  of  these 
articles,  and  of  not  less  than  two  dollars  on  every 
thousand  dollars  of  yearly  sales  at  retail ;  and  shall 
collect  the  license  tax  within  the  above  limits  at  the 
end  of  the  year  for  the  excess  of  sales  over  the  esti- 
mate made  at  the  time  of  issuing  the  license.    The  sum 
of  twenty-one  hundred  dollars  shall,  on  the  first  of 
every  month,  beginning  on  the  first  of  June,  1884,  be 
X)aid  by   the   sinking   fund    commissioners  into  the 
city  treasury  for  the  benefit  of   the  school  fund,  in 
lieu  of  the  former  school  tax  on  merchandise.      For 
any  theatrical  exhibition,  lecture,  concert,  show,  cir- 
cus, flying  dutchman,  menagerie,  ball,  entertainment 
or  performance  in  the  city  for  pay,  such  sum,  of  not 
le3S  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars a  day,  as  the  general  council  may,  by  ordinance, 
prescribe ;  but  a  yearly  license  may  be  granted  to  a 
theater  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  dollars  nor  more 
than  three  hundred  dollars.    For  each  vehicle  running 
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in  said  city,  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  thirty 
dollars ;  and  vehicles  thus  licensed  shall  not  be  sub- 
ject to  an  o^  valorem  tax  ;  for  every  lottery  office,  two 
hundred  dollars  per  annum  ;  for  each  billiard  or  pool 
table,  bowling  alley  or  shooting  gallery,  not  less  than 
twenty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  ;  for  each 
tavern,  hotel,  public  boarding  house,  or  place  of  public 
resort  or  entertainment,  wherein  no  malt,  fermented, 
spirituous  liquors  or  wine  are  sold,  not  less  than  ten 
nor  more  than  seventy-five  dollars  ;  for  each  tavern  or 
hotel,  coflfee-house,  club -room  or  other  establishment 
wherein  malt,  fermented  or  spirituous  liquor  or  wine 
are  sold  by  retail  in  said  city,  not  less  than  seventy- 
five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars ;  for  a 
real  estate  office  or  a  livery  stable,  not  less  than  ten 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  ;  for  each  render- 
ing or  tanking  house,  pork  or  other  meat  packing 
hou^e,  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars  ;  for  every  pawnbroker,  not  less  than  two  hun- 
dred nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  ;  for  every 
intelligence  office,  claim  agent's  or  commercial  agent's 
office,  street  broker  or  exchange  broker,  not  less  than 
ten  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  ;  for  each 
bank  or  banking  house,  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars  ;  for  every  telephone  or 
telegraph  office,  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty 
nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  ;  for  every  insur- 
ance office  or  insurance  agency,  a  separate  license,  to 
be  taken  out  on  account  of  each  insurance  company 
represented,  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than 
three  hundred  dollars  a  year,  the  company  as  well  as 
the  agent  of  a  foreign,  or  the  chief  officer  of  a  home 
company,  to  be  responsible  for  acting  without  license, 
and  subject  to  the  penalties  therefor ;  for  an  express 
office  or  agency,  whether  foreign  or  domestic,  two 
hundred  dollars  ;  for  each  distiller  of  whisky  or  wine, 
not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dol- 
lars ;  for  each  veterinary  surgeon  or  chiropodist,  not 
less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars ;  for

each  astrologer,  fortune  teller  and  clairvoyant,  not 
less  than  two  hundred  dollars  ;  for  any  other  business 
or  employment,  except  physicians,  architects,  den- 
tists and  lawyers  and  brewers,  not  herein  named,  the 
general  council  may,  by  ordinance,  designate  and  fix 
the  rate  or  rates  between  five  dollars  and  twenty-five 
hundred  dollars,  and  cause  a  license  therefor  to  be 
taken  as  herein  provided.  Every  business,  profes- 
sion or  craft  herein  provided  to  be  licensed  the  gen- 
eral council  may  grade  and  classify,  and  fix  the  rate 
of  license  at  or  within  the  maximum  and  minimum 
herein  named.  No  license  shall  be  for  a  longer  period 
than  one  year,  but  may  be  for  a  shorter  term,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  general  council,  and  the  charge  there- 
for shall  be  paid  into  the  sinking  fund  before  grant- 
ing the  license.  The  resident  agent  of  non-resident 
proprietors  shall  be  civilly  responsible  for  the  license 
tax  and  criminally  responsible  for  carrying  on  busi- 
ness without  license,  in  like  manner  as  if  they  were 
proprietors.  The  unexpired  term  of  a  license  may 
be  transferred  by  the  holder,  with  the  assent  of  the 
general  council,  expressed  by  ordinance,  on  payment 
of  five  per  cent,  of  the  original  cost.  The  secretary 
and  treasury  of  the  sinking  fund  shall,  from  the  oath 
of  the  applicant  or  other  evidence,  recommend  to  the 
general  council  the  grade  in  which  the  applicant 
shall  be  classed  under  the  ordinance  of  said  city,  when 
the  application  is  to  license  a  tavern,  coffee-house,  or 
other  place  where  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors 
are  sold.  In  granting  all  other  licenses,  the  secretary 
and  treasurer  of  the  sinking  fund  shall,  from  the  oath 
of  the  applicant  or  other  evidence,  ascertain  the  grade 
in  which  such  applicant  should  be  licensed  ;  but  such 
applicant  shall  have  the  right,  within  ten  days,  to  ap- 
peal to  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  from 
the  action  of  said  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  the 
commissioners  shall  have  power  to  determine  in  which 
grade  the  applicant  shall  be  placed.  Prom  the  words, 
33 — Local  Laws^  vol.  S. 
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"  The  council  may  also  levy,  and  so  forth,"  the  ninth 
section  shall  remain  unchanged. 

§  2.  That  section  5  of  the  aforementioned  act,  enti- 
tled ''An  act  to  revise  and  amend  the  tax  laws  of 
the  city  of  Louisville,"  approved  May  12,  1884,  be 
amended  by  striking  out  the  words  ''carriages  and 
vehicles  of  all  kinds  thus  kept,  for  which  a  license 
has  not  been  paid  for  the  year,  embracing  the  first 
day  of  September  in  question."  And  be  it  further 
enacted,  that  the  changes  made  by  this  act  in  the  act 
to  which  it  is  an  amendment,  shall  take  effect  as  fol- 
lows: The  change  in  the  rate  of  license  shall  take 
effect  when  the  license  in  force  at  the  date  of  the 
passage  of  this  act  expires  ;  but  in  all  cases  in  which 
the  rate  is  increased  by  this  act,  new  licenses  shall, 
before  a  new  ordinance  is  passed  on  the  subject,  be 
issued  for  a  term  of  three  months  at  pro  raia  of  the 
old  rate  ;  otherwise,  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  1010. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act;  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  Chit  Insti- 
tute." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  incorporate 
Collection  of  Carr  Institute,  of  Fulton  county,"  approved  March  9, 
1882,  be  amended  as  follows :  That  upon  the  receipt 
of  the  assessor's  book  each  year,  the  collector  elected 
or  appointed  by  the  trustees  of  Carr  Institute  to  col- 
lect the  tax  levied  by  them,  shall  forthwith  proceed  to 
the  collection  of  the  taxes  therein  specified  from  the 
person  or  persons  owing  the  same,  and  for  that  purpose 
he  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  to  restrain  upon 
all  personal  property  which  he  may  find  in  said  school 


taxes. 
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district  in  which  said  institute  is  situated  belonging 
to  delinquents,  or  so  much  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay 
the  tax  due,  the  per  centum  and  the  cost,  and  dispose 
of  the  same  in  the  manner  that  sheriffs  are  authorized 
to  do  in  collecting  the  county  levy ;  and  no  personal 
property  shall  be  exempt  from  said  distress.  In  case  saie  of  rati 
no  personal  property  can  be  found  by  the  collector,  he 
shall  then  proceed  to  advertise  and  sell  the  real  estate 
of  the  delinquent  in  the  manner  that  sheriffs  are 
authorized  to  do  in  advertising  and  selling  real  estate 
by  virtue  of  an  execution  ;  said  sale  shall  be  for  cash, 
and  there  shall  be  no  valuation  of  the  property ;  and 
within  ten  days  thereafter  the  collector  shall  make  a 
return  of  said  sale,  specifying  therein  a  proper  de- 
scription of  the  property,  the  name  or  names  of  the 
owner  when  known,  and  the  purchasers,  the  amount 
sold,  and  the  time  when  sold,  together  with  a  copy  of 
the  advertisement,  to  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  trus-  ^•a^  ^!  *>«»'*

tees  of  Carr  Institute,  who  shall  record  the  same  in  a 
book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  file  away  and  care- 
fully preserve  the  said  proceeding  among  th^  papers 
of  his  ofBce.  The  owners  shall  have  a  right  to  redeem  ^^JJg;*^®''  °* 
the  real  estate  which  may  be  then  sold  by  the  collector 
at  any  time  within  two  years,  by  paying  or  tendering 
to  the  purchaser  the  amount  of  the  purchase  money, 
together  with  all  taxes  and  levies  which  have  been 
subsequently  levied  thereon,  and  twenty  per  centum, 
and  after  the  first  year  fifty  per  centum  per  annum. 
And  when  the  purchaser  shall  not  be  a  resident  of  the 
school  district,  or  cannot  be  found,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  clerk  of  said  board  of  trustees  of  Carr  Insti- 
tute to  receive  the  money  for  which  the  estate  proposed 
to  be  redeemed  was  sold,  adding  the  subsequent  levies 
and  the  per  cent,  assessed  thereon,  which  shall  be  a 
redemption  of  the  property,  as  much  so  as  if  it  had 
been  paid  to  the  purchaser ;  upon  the  production  of 
the  certificate  of  sale  by  the  purchaser  or  his  assigns, 
the  clerk  shall  pay  over  to  him  or  them  the  purchase 
money,  together  with  the  per  cent.,  taking  a  receipt

For  insuring  the  payment 
of  taxes  in  said  school  district  for  the  purposes  men- 
tioned in  sections  4,  5  and  6  of  original  charter  of  said 
Carr  Institute,  g-  lien  shall  exist  and  is  hereby  given 
upon  all  property  assessed,  real  and  i>ersonal,  from 
the  first  day  of  May  in  each  year  until  payment  there- 
of, which  lien  shall  not  be  invalidated  or  affected  by 
subsequent  sales,  incumbrances  or  transfers.  Nothing 
in  this  act  shall  aT)ply  to  or  affect  the  property  of 
any  but  the  white  population  of  said  Pulton  school 
district.  All  expenses  of  assessing,  collecting  and 
disbursing  funds  and  taxes  raised  under  this  act,  or 
acts  heretofore  passed  respecting  Carr  Institute,  shall 
be  paid  out  of  said  funds  and  taxes. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1011. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  county  court  of  Warren  county  to  subscribe 

stocR  in  turnpike  roads  in  said  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hi/  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky  : 

%  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Warren  county  be,  and 
it  is  hereby,  empowered  to  pay  to  any  turnpike  com- 
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pany  which  has  been,  or.  may  hereafter  be,  incorpo- 
rated by  the  county  court  of  said  county,  or  by  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars,  towards  the  erection  and  completion 
of  every  mile  of  turnpike  which  may  be  made  in  said 
county,  in  manner  and  form,  and  upon  the  condition? 
and  subject  to  the  limitations  as  hereinafter  provided. 
§  2.  Said  county  court  shall  not  pay  or  advance  any 
money  until  the  company  making  application  therefor 
shall  have  completed  one  mile  of  well-constructed  and 
durable  turnpike  road,  of  gravel  or  stone,  as  required 
by  their  respective  charters,  nor  until  said  company 
shall  have  given  in  writing  a  statement  showing  that 
said  company  has  ample  means  or  private  subscriptions 
on  hand  with  which,  and  the  one  thousand  dollars  per 
mile  to  be  drawn  from  the  county,  to  construct  and 
put  in  operation  at  least  three  miles  of  turnpike  road. 
Before  paying  said  subscription  the  said  court  shall 
cause  said  road  to  be  carefully  examined. 

§  3.  Upon  the  payment  of  each  one  thousand  dollars 
by  the  county  court,  the  company  to  which  it  is  paid 
shall  issue  a  certificate  of  stock  to  the  county  of  War- 
ren for  the  amount  so  paid  by  her ;  and  said  county, 
acting  through  the  county  court,  shall  participate  in 
the  control  and  management,  and  share  in  the  divi- 
dends of  any  such  road  as  any  other  stockholder. 

§  4.  Said  county  court,  in  making  payments  and 
taking  stock  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  not  give 
preference  to  any  road  over  any  other  road  which  is  in 
process  of  construction,  or  is  in  good  faith  proposed  to 
be  built ;  but  in  taking  such  stock  shall  be  as  nearly 
just  to  every  portion  of  the  county  as  possible ;  but  in 
no  event  shall  said  county  court  pay  towards,  or  said 
county  be  a  stockholder  in,  the  roads  of  said  county 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  beyond  the  sum  of 
thirty  thousand  dollars ;  this  sum  being  in  addition  to 
the  amount  already  voted  by  said  county. 

§  5.  All  proceedings  touching  subscription  of  stock 
by  said  county  shall  be  kept  of  record  in  the  county 
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court  clerk's  office,  and  the  county  court  clerk  shall 
keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  recorded  the  date  and 
amount  of  each  subscription  of  stock  by  the  county  of 
Warren,  in  what  company,  and  when  said  subscrip- 
tion was  made. 

§  6.  All  dividends  received  by  the  county  of  War- 
ren on  the  stock  held  by  her  in  any  turnpike  com- 
pany, shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  as  of  the 
county  named. 

§  7.  Before  said  county  court  shall  make  any  sub- 
scription of  stock  to  any  turnpike  road  company,  as 
authorized  by  this  act,  said  court  shall  submit  to  the 
qualified  voters  of  Warren  county  the  question, 
whether  or  not  the  countv  of  Warren  shall  subscribe 
stock  in  the  turnpike  companies  in  said  county.  Said 
question  may  be  submitted  as  aforesaid  at  any  time, 
after  at  least  twenty  days'  notice  shall  be  given  of 
said  election  ;  said  notice  to  be  given  by  publication 
for  at  least  twenty  days  in  some  weekly  newspaper 
published  in  Bowling  Green,  and  also  by  printed 
posters  displayed  conspicuously  in  each  of  the  voting 
precincts  in  Warren  county.  Said  election  shall  be 
held  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the  same  parties  now 
authorized  to  conduct  a  general  election  in  Warren 
county ;  and  if  a  majority  of  those  voting  shall  vote  in 
favor  of  such  subscription,  then  the  county  court  shall 
make  the  payments,  and  take  the  stock  as  herein  pro- 
vided.    For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  will  of 

the  people  on  said  question,  two  columns  shall  be 

* 

opened  in  each  poll -book  for  each  precinct  in  the 
county  at  said  election,  one  headed  ''For  Turnpikes," 
and  the  other  headed  "Against  Turnpikes."  .Before 
such  question  is  voted  upon,  said  county  court  shall 
cause  notices  of  the  fact  of  such  submission  to  the 
v^oters  of  Warren  county  for  at  least  twenty  days 
before  said  election,  such  notices  to  be  published  in 
posters  and  weekly  newspapers. 

§  8.  If  the  county  court  deem  it  best,  it  may, 
instead  of  paying  the  subscription  herein  authorized 
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^n  money,  pay  the  same  in  bonds  of  the  county,  to  be 
issued  in  denominations  of  one  hundred  dollars  and 
five  hundred  dollars,  payable  to  bearer  twenty  years 
after  date,  redeemable  at  any  time  after  five  years 
from  date,  bearing  five  (5)  per  cent,  interest  from  date, 
and  payable  semi-annually  January  1  and  July  1  of 
each  year,  with  coupons  attached.  Said  bonds,  if  so 
issued,  shall  be  sold  at  not  less  than  par,  or  paid  to 
the  company  in  which  the  stock  is  taken  at  their  face 
value.  Said  bonds  or  their  proceeds  shall  be  used  in 
paying  subscription  to  stock  as  herein  provided,  and 
for  no  other  purpose.  Said  bonds  shall  show  on  their 
face  that  they  are  in  aid  of  turnpikes,  and  the  clerk 
of  the  county  court  shall  keep  a  full  register  of  all 
bonds  sold  under  this  act,  date  of  sale,  number  and 
denomination  of  bond,  by  whom  bought,  and  when. 

§  9.  The  interest  of  the  county  in  any  road,  to  the 
extent  of  its  stock  in  such  road,  shall  at  no  time  be 
liable  for  any  debt  or  debts  contracted  by  such  com- 
pany. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1013. 

AN  ACT  to  create  and  establish  a  new  voting  precinct  in  the  county 

of  Christian. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
ToonweaMh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created  and  established  a 
new  voting  prec'nct  in  the  county  of  Christian,  to  be 
known  as  Kelly's  Station  precinct;  said  precinct  to 
be  composed  of  a  part  of  the  Hopkinsville  Fruit 
Hill,  Crofton  and  Hamby  districts,  and  bounded  as 
follows,  to  wit:  Beginning  at  a  point  about  (200) 
two  hundred  ynrds  east  of  the  residence  of  George 
Browder ;  thence  in  a  northwardly  direction,  passing 
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to  the  east  of  the  residence  of  G.  W.  Clark  and  J.  W. 
Walker,  and  continuing  to  a  point  (200)  two  hundred 
yards  northeast  of  the  residence  of  O.  T.  Fuller; 
thence  in  a  westwardly  direction,  leaving  the  resi-' 
dences  of  Geo.  Grant  and  Webber  Davis  to  the  south, 
and  continuing  to  a  point  (200)  two  hundred  yards 
north-west  of  the  residence  of  Young  Boyd ;  thence  in 
a  southerly  direction,  leaving  the  residences  of  Wm, 
Faulkner,  Thos.  Fuller  and  Wm.  R.  Long  to  the  east, 
and  continuing  to  a  point  (200)  two  hundred  yards 
south-west  of  the  residence  of  J.  W.  Sadler ;  thence  in 
a  south-westerly  direction,  leaving  the  residence  of 
James  Miles  to  the  north,  and  continuing  to  a  point 
three  hundred  (300)  yards  south  of  the  residence  of 
Henry  Boyd ;  thence  in  a  north-westerly  course  to 
the  beginning.  The  voting  place  in  said  precinct  is 
hereby  fixed  at  Kelly's  Station,  until  othervdse  fixed 
by  order  of  the  Christian  county  court ;  and  all  per- 
sons living  within  said  boundary,  who  are  legal  voters, 
shall  hereafter  vote  at  said  Kelly's  Station,  or  at  the 
voting  place  in  said  precinct  which  may  be  hereafter 
established  by  order  of  said  court:  Provided^  Jum- 
ever^  that  said  voting  place  shall  not  be  changed  be- 
fore the  August  election,  1886. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Funeral  Directors'  Association  of  the  Falls 

City. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Gran.  W.  Smith,  Christ.  Miller,  E.  C. 
Pearson,  the  present  officers  and  members,  and  their 
successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  of  the  Funeral 
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Directors'  Association  of  Falls  City,  and  by  that 
name  shall  have  perpetual  succession  and  corporate 
existence,  with  full  power  to  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  sue  and  be  sued ;  to  have  a  corporate 
seal,  the  same  to  be  altered  or  renewed  at  pleasure, 
and  to  create  and  put  in  execution  such  by-laws,  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  government  of  said  society,  the 
object  which  is  the  mutual  protection  of  its  members ; 
and  such  by-laws  as  they  may  ordain  and  create  shall 
be  binding  on  its  members  in  the  management  of  the 
affairs  of  the  association :  Promded^  The  same  are  not 
inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  State  and  the  United 
States. 

§  2.  Said  association  is  hereby  authorized  and  emr 
powered  to  acquire  personal  property  for  the  purpose 
of  conducting  their  affairs,  not  to  exceed  ten  thousand 
dollars  ;  and  the  association  shall  have  power  to  elect 
such  officers  as  may  be  required  to  conduct  the  affairs 
of  the  association ;  they  shall  have  power  to  require 
bond  of  their  treasurer  or  other  oflScers  for  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties,  and  that  all  moneys  of  the 
association  shall  acquire  shall  be  faithfully  applied 
according  to  the  laws  made  and  approved  by  the  asso- 
ciation for  said  purpose  ;  the  said  bond  to  be  binding 
in  law. 

§  3.  The  qualification  for  membership  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  the  constitlition  and  by-laws  as  now 
existing,  or  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  future 
meetings  of  the  association. 

§  4.  The  General  Assembly  reserves  the  right  to 
alter,  amend  or  repeal  thijs  act  at  any  time  hereafter, 
provided  no  vested  rights  are  thereby  impaired.

AN  ACT  to  enable  T.  P.  Wilborn,  of  Crittenden  county,  to  adopt  Con 

Ennis  as  his  heir-at-law. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assernbly  of  the  Com- 
TuonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  T.  F.  Wilbom,  of  the  county  of  Critten- 
den, be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  adopt  Cora 
Ennis,  an  orphan  minor  of  said  county,  as  an  heir-at- 
law  ;  and  the  said  Cora  Ennis  is  invested  with  all  the 
rights  with  regard  to  the  said  T.  F.  Wilbom  that  a 
natural  child  would  have,  including  the  right  of  inher- 
itance. 

§  2.  The  said  Wilborn  shall  proceed  as  follows  in 
adopting  said  minor,  viz  :  He  shall  file  with  the  clerk 
of  the  county  court  of  Crittenden  county  a  written 
declaration,  to  the  eflfect  that,  by  virtue  of  this  act, 
and  in  accordance  with  its  provisions,  he  does  adopt 
Cora  Ennis  as  his  heir-at-law  ;  which  declaration  shall 
be  signed  and  acknowledged  by  the  said  Wilbom  and 
his  wife  as  deeds  of  conveyance  are  executed,  and 
shall  be  recorded  by  said  clerk  in  the  will-book  in  his 
oflSce.  When  this  is  done  shall  be  so  adopted ;  and 
the  said  Wilborn  shall  pay  the  same  fees  for  said 
service  as  are  charged  for  acknowledging  and  record- 
ing deeds. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  eflfect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

§  2.  Every  person  now  legally  engaged  in  the  prac- 
ice  of  dentistry  or  dental  surgery  in  this  State  at  the 
ime  of  the  passage  of  this  act  shall,  within  six  months 
hereafter,  cause  his  name  and  residence  or  place  of 
>asiness  to  be  registered  with  said  board  of  examiners, 
ipon  which  said  board  shall  issue  a  certificate  to  such 
)erson,  duly  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of 
laid  board,  and  which  certificate  shall  entitle  the  per- 
lon  to  whom  it  is  issued  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
»t  forth'  in  section  1  of  an  act  approved  April  8, 1878, 
o  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Kentucky  State  Dental  Association." 

§  3.  Any  person  desiring  to  commence  the  practice 
)f  dentistry  or  dental  surgery  within  this  State,  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  shall,  before  the  commence- 
ment of  such  practice,  undergo  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion before  the  board  of  examiners  of  the  Kentucky 
Btate  Dental  Association,  or  tile  for  record,  in  a  book 
kept  for  such  purpose,  with  said  board  of  examiners, 
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his  diploma,  or  a  duly  authenticated  copy  thereof,  the  I 
validity  of  which  the  board  shall  have  power  to  deter-! 
mine.  If  such  diploma  is  accepted,  or  the  applicantl 
stands  a  satisfactory  examination,  said  board  shaBj 
issue  to  such  person  a  certificate  duly  signed  by  all  or' 
a  majority  of  said  board,  and  which  certificate  shafl 
entitle  the  person  to  whom  it  is  issued  to  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  set  forth  in  section  1  of  an  act  approved 
April  8,  1878,  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  **An  act  to 
incorporate  the  Kentucky  State  Dental  Association:"' 
Provided^  That  nothing  in  this  amendment  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to  prevent  physicians  or  surgeons  from 
•  extracting  teeth. 

§  4.  Any  person  who  shall,  in  violation  of  this  act, 
practice  dentistry  or  dental  surgery  in  the  State  of 
Kentucky,  for  fee  or  reward,  shall  be  subject  to  indict- 
ment by  the  grand  jury  of  the  county  in  which  the 
offense  is  committed ;  and,  upon  conviction,  shall  be 
fined  in  the  sum  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more 
than  two  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 

§  5.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

Capitol  stock,  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  railroad  com- 
pany, which  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  each ;  and  if  they  deem  it  advisable  to  so 
raise  the  funds,  they  shall  open  a  book  for  that  pur- 
pose, which  shall  contain  an  obligation  as  follows: 
We,  whose  names  are  hereto  signed,  agree  to  pay  to 
the  Paducah  and  Port  Jeflferson  Railroad  CompanT 
one  hundred  dollars  for  each  share  of  stock  set  oppo- 
site our  names.  And  said  subscribers  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company  shall  be  liable,  at  the  suit  ol 
said  company,  for  the  amount  so  subscribed  by  him, • 
or  said  company  may,  if  they  deem  it  advisable  and

and  directors  may  contract  with  any  corporation,  com- 
panies or  individuals  for  constructing  or  equipping 
said  road,  or  any  part  of  it,  or  for  raising  the  money 
for  that  purpose  ;  and  when  by  contract  with  corpo- 
rations, companies  or  individuals,  or  by  the  issual  of 
bonds,  or  by  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company,  said  company  shall  have  raised  the  sum  of 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  they  shall  be  considered  as 
fully  organized  and  prepared  for  the  construction  of 
said  road. 

§  4.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  company  By  i»w«. 
may,  from  time  to  time,  enact  and  put  in  force  such 
by-laws^  rules  and  regulations  for  conducting  and 
managing  and  governing  its  property  and  business 
affairs  as  they  may  deem  proper,  not  inconsistent  with 
this  act  or  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  Kentucky, 
and  alter,  amend  and  repeal  the  same  at  will ;  they 
may  prescribe  therein  the  number  of  directors  neces- 
sary to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness ;  they  may  also  appoint  an  executive  committee, 
to  consist  of  a  president  and  three  or  more  directors  ; 
and  said  committee  may,  when  the  board  is  not  in 
session,  exercise  all  the  powers  and  rights  vested  in 
the  president  and  directors,  except  where  it  has  been 
otherwise  provided  by  law.  Said  board  of  directors 
shall  have  power  to  direct  and  regulate  in  what  man- 
ner and  by  what  evidence  stock  in  said  road  may  be 
transferred. 
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§  6.  The  company  may  receive  by  donation,  pur- 
chase or  otherwise,  all  lands  necessary  or  proper  for 
its  road-bed,  side-tracks,  depot  and  warehouses,  and 
other  legitimate  purposes ;  and  also  all  materials  nec- 
essary or  proper  for  the  construction  and  maintenance 
of  the  railroad  and  its  appurtenances.  If  such  lands 
or  materials  can  not  be  procured  through  voluntary 
agreement  of  the  owners  thereof,  said  company  may 
have  the  same  condemned  and  pay  therefor  in  the 
manner  now  provided  by  law. 

§  6.  This  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  extend 
its  line  of  railroad  from  Fort  Jefferson  to  East  Cairo, 
or  any  other  point  on  the  Ohio  river  in  Ballard  county. 
under  the  same  provisions  as  are  named  in  this  act  for 
their  main  line  from  Paducah  to  Fort  Jeflferson. 

§  7.  The  Paducah  and  Fort  Jefferson  Railroad  shall 
be  of  standard  gauge. 

§  8.  Said  company  shall  begin  the  construction  of 
said  road  within  six  years  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  otherwise  said  company  shall  lose  all  rights  un- 
der it. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  and  reduce  into  one  the  several  acts  in  relation  to  the 

police  court  of  Elizabethtown. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  police  judge  of  Elizabethtown  shall  be 
Election  of  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town  on  the  first 
Monday  in  August,  1886,  and  every  four  years  there- 
after, and  shall  hold  his  office  until  hLs  successor  is 
elected  and  qualified.  The  clerk  of  the  Hardin  county 
court  shall  place  the  name  or  names  of  any  person  who 
shall  be  a  candidate  for  police  judge  upon  the  regular 
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poll-book  for  the  State  and  county  elections,  and  said 
election  shall  be  held  by  the  same  election  officers 
holding  the  regular  State  and  county  election.  The 
polls  of  the  election  shall  be  returned  and  compared 
and  certified  as  the  regular  county  election,  and  shall 
be  kept  by  the  clerk  of  the  Hardin  county  court  as 
public  records.  When  said  election  shall  be  certified 
to  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  it  shall  be 
his  duty  to  issue  a  commission  for  the  person  elected 
to  the  office  of  police'  judge,  and  said  judge  shall  be  a 
judicial  officer,  to  be  styled  the  ''police  judge  of  Eliza- 
beth town." 

§  2.  Before  the  police  judge  enters  upon  the  dis-  Poiice  judge 
charge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  take  an  oath 
before  some  justice  of  the  peace  or  clerk  of  a  court  for 
Hardin  county,  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office 
honestly,  faithfully  and  impartially,  and  to  the  best  of 
his  ability ;  together  with  such  other  oaths  as  is  pre- 
scribed by  the  Constitution  and  statute  laws  of  the 
State  in  cases  of  other  judicial  officers.  He  shall  exe- 
cute bond  of  the  same  import  as  required  by  county 
judges  and  justices  of  the  peace.  He  shall  have  original 
and  exclusive  juriisdiction  of  all  infractions  of  the  by- 
laws and  ordinances  of  Elizabethtown,  Kentucky,  and 
other  laws  governing  the  said  town.  He  shall  have 
original  and  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  justices  of 
the  peace  and  county  judges  of  all  felonies  and  mis- 
demeanors committed  within  said  town  and  county  of 
Hardin,  as  justices  of  the  peace  and  county  judges 
now  have. 

§3.  The  police  judge  of  Elizabethtown  shall  be  Record,  of 
clerk  of  his  own  court.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  ^^^""^  ^^"'*' 
a  record  of  all  proceedings  of  his  courts  and  other 
proceedings  had  before  him,  copies  of  which,  certified 
to  by  said  police  judge,  shall  be  evidence  for  the  same 
purposes  and  to  the  same  extent,  and  entitled  to  the 
same  faith  and  credit  that  the  records  of  other  courts 
are.  He  shall  have  power  to  issue  all  necessary  pro-

police  court,  executions  and  capiases  for  the  enforcement  and 
satisfaction  of  all  judgments  of  his  courts.  He  shall 
have  authority  to  direct  all  process  and  precepts  of 
his  courts  to  the  marshal  of  Elizabethtown,  or  to 
any  constable  or  sherijBf  of  Hardin  county.  He  shall 
have  power  to  enforce  order  in  his  court,  and  to 
punish  for  contempt  to  the  same  extent  as  judges  of 
the  quarterly  court. 

§  4.  All  prosecutions  under  the  by-laws  and  ordi- 
nances of  Elizabethtown,  and  laws  governing  said 
town,  shall  be  by  a  summons  or  warrant,  whicli  shall 
be  in  the  name  of  and  styled  the  *' Trustees  of  Eliza- 
bethtown." 

§  5.  All  tines  recovered  for  breaches  of  the  by-laws 
and  ordinances  of  said  town,  and  for  breaches  of  the 
peace  committed  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said 
town,  shall  belong  to  and  go  into  the  treasury  of  said 
town,  and  any  fines  the  said  police  judge  may  collect ; 
he  shall  first  pay  all  costs  of  the  case  or  cases  in  which 
the  money  was  collected,  and  then  pay  to  the  city  at- 
torney, or  the  attorney  prosecuting  the  case,  the  per 
cent,  of  the  fines  allowed  the  prosecuting  attorney  by 
the  board  of  trustees  of  Elizabethtown:   Provided^ 
The  whole  of  the  fine  has  been  collected,  and  if  not 
collected  in  full,  then  to  pay  his  per  cent,    of   the 
amount  only  that  has  been  collected,  after  first  pay- 
ing all  costs  ;  after  the  costs  and  per  cent,  have  been 
paid,  then  he  shall  pay  the  remainder  over  to   the 
treasurer  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  Elizabethtown,  or 
trustee  of  the  jury  fund,  as  the  case  may  be,  taking 
receipts  and  vouchers  for  all  disbursements.     He  shall 
have  authority  to  take  and  certify  depositions   that 
examiners  have,  and  to  charge  and  collect  the   fees 
therefor  allowed  by  law. 
§  6.  The  fees  allowed  to  the  police  judge  in  all  cases 
Feei  of  police   arislug  f  or  violatlou  of  any  of  the  by-laws  and  ordi- 
^'******  nances  of  Elizabethtown,  or  laws  governing  said  town, 

shall  be  as  follows:    For  each  warrant  of  arrest  or 
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suminons  issued,  one  dollar;  for  entering  jud^j^ent, 
twenty-five  cents ;  for  recording  judgment,   twenty- 
five  C5ents  ;  issuing  execution,  twenty-five  cents  ;  dock- 
etin<2r,    five   cents ;   taxing   costs,   ten  cents ;  prepar- 
ing  affidavit,  twenty-five  cents ;  administering  oath, 
including  jurat  when  required,  twenty  cents  ;  for  tak- 
ing replevin,  or  any  other  bond  required  in  crimi- 
nal cases  or  proceedings,  seventy-five  cents ;   presid- 
ing at  trial  where  a  jury  is  had,  one  dollar ;  trial  by 
the  court  without  jury,  fifty  cents ;  for  each  copy  of 
judgnient    or   any     paper   in    any    case,    the    same 
fee   as  for  the  original;  for  presiding  at  trial  for  a 
breach  of  the  peace,  and  other  fees  in  such  case,  the 
same  fees  as  are  allowed  to  justices  of  the  peace.     The 
said  police  judge  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
hold  examining  courts  in  all  cases  of  felony  and  mis- 
demeanor as  county  judges  now  have,  and  entitled  to 
the  same  fees.     For  the  trial  of  criminal  and  penal 
cases  he  shall  hold  his  court  at  any  time  that  any  per- 
son charged  with  an  oifense  may  be  brought  before 
him,  or  process  returned  regularly  and  properly  exe- 
cuted, except  at  night  and  on  Sunday. 

§  7.  The  police  judge  shall  possess  the  same  qualifi- 
cations as  a  county  judge,  and  shall  be  a  resident  of 
Elizabethtown  for  one  year  next  preceding  his  elec- 
tion. 

§  8.  The  police  judge  of  Elizabethtown  shall  be  au- 
thorized to  hold  civil  terms  of  court.  He  shall  have 
original  jurisdiction  of  all  civil  causes,  except  such 
as  concern  real  estate,  motions  or  other  proceedings, 
where  the  amount  in  controversy,  exclusive  of  inter- 
est and  costs,  does  not  exceed  three  hundred  dollars ; 
and  against  the  treasurer  and  clerk,  marshal  or  other 
officers  of  the  town,  for  all  sums  of  money  received  by 
them,  and  for  which  they  have  not  accounted.  He 
shall  have  power  to  grant  attachments  and  injunc- 
tions in  cases  brought  in  the  Hardin  circuit  court  to 
the  same  extent  that  the  presiding  judge  of  the  Hardin 
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county  now  has,  or  may,  hereafter  have.  The  plead- 
ings in  all  civil  cases  in  his  court  may  be  oral  where 
the  amount  in  controversy,  exclusive  of  interest  and 
costs,  does  not  exceed  fifty  dollars;  and  where  the 
amount,  exclusive  of  interest  and  co^ts,  exceeds  fifty 
dollars,  the  pleading  shall  be  in  writing. 

§  9.  The  fees  of  the  police  juige  in  civil  cases  in  his 
court  shall  be  as  follows:  In  all  cases  where  the 
amount  in  controversy,  exclusive  of  interest  and 
costs,  does  not  exceed  fifty  dollars,  his  fees  shall  be 
the  same  as  justices  of  the  peace  are  in  such  cases; 
and  where  the  amount  in  controversy,  exclusive  of 
Interest  and  costs,  exceeds  fifty  dollars,  his  fees  shall 
be  the  same  as  clerks  of  the  circuit  court  and  coantv

judges  are  in  similar  cases. 

§  10.  For  the  trial  of  all  civil  causes  he  shall  hold 
regular  monthly  terms,  beginning  on  the  second  Mon- 
day in  each  and  every  month  in  the  year,  anl  shall 
continue  so  long  as  the  business  before  the  court  may 
require  or  justice  demand,  with  the  power  to  adjourn 
his  court  over  for  not  exceedins:  ten  days  for  the  pur- 
pose of  trying  any  cause  or  motion  pending  in  his 
said  court.

CHAPTER  1023. 

AN    ACT  to   reduce  the  number  of  magisterial  districts  in  Spencer 

county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
TnonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  number  of  magisterial  districts  of 
Spencer  county  shall  be  four  instead  of  seven,  as  now 
provided  by  law.  The  Mount  Eden  and  Little  Mount 
voting  precincts  to  constitute  one  of  said  districts ;  the 
Smileytown  and  Goodwin  Spring  voting  precincts  to 
constitute  one  of  said  districts  ;  the  Waterfield  and 
Elk  Creek  voting  precincts  to  constitute  one  of  said 
districts ;  and  the  Taylorsville  voting  precinct  to  con- 
stitute one  of  said  districts. 

§  2.  On  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1886,  and  there- 
after as  provided  by  law,  two  justices  of  the  peace 
and  one  constable  shall  be  elected  in  each  of  said  dis- 
tricts ;  one  of  the  courts  to  be  held  in  the  first-named 
districts  shall  be  holden  at  or  near  Little  Mount,  and 
one  at  or  near  Mount  Eden.     In  the  second  named 
district  one  court  shall  be  held  at  or  near  Wadefield 
and  one  at  or  near  Goodwin    Spring  school-house. 
In  third-named  district  one  court  shall  be  held  at  or 
near  Waterfield,  and  one  at  or  near  the  Elk  Creek 
post  office ;  and  in  the  fourth-named  district  the  courts 
shall  be  held  at  Tavlorsville. 

§  3.  The  county  court  of  Spencer  county  is  author- 
ized to  designate  the  times  of  holding  these  several 
courts,  and  the  individual  justice  in  each  district  by

whom  the  court  shall  be  held  at  the  several  place 
designated. 

§  4.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after   its 
jjassage.

CHAPTER  1024. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Normal  and  Business  College  of  Central 

Kentucky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  CoTn^ 
imonweolth  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  J.  B.  Secrest,  E.  Thomas,  N.  K.  Patterson, 
J.  Seaton  Secrest  and  D.  P.  Sea  ton,  as  a. board  of  trus- 
tees, and  their  successors,  shall  be  a  body-politic  and 
corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Normal  School  and 
Business  College  of  Central  Kentucky. 

§  2.  That  said  board  of  trustees,  with  the  advice  of 
and  consent  of  the  president  of  said  institution,  shall 
have  power  to  make  by-laws  and  regulations  necessary 
for  the  management  and  control  of  said  institution. 

§  3.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  elect  one  of 
their  number  president  of  said  board,  three  members 
constituting  a  quorum.  The  other  members  may  be 
elected  to  such  offices  as  are  necessary  to  the  proper 
transaction  of  the  business  of  said  board. 

§  4.  When  any  vacancies  occur  in  the  said  board  of 
trustees,  or  in  the  faculty  of  said  institution,  the  re- 
maining members  shall  have  power  to  fill  such  vacan- 
cies, or  they  may  delegate  said  power  to  the  president 
of  said  board ;  this  they  may  do  in  all  matters  of  busi- 
ness which  may  legally  come  before  said  board. 

§  5.  That  the  Normal  School  and  Business  College 
of  Central  Kentucky  shall,  for  the  present,  be  located 
at  Eminence,  Kentucky;  but  the  president^  by  the 
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consent  of  the  board  of  trustees,  can  remove  it  to  any 
other  point  in  Kentucky  without  interfering  in  any 
way  whatever  with  its  charter. 

§  6.  That  this  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  1026. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  I.  J.  Denton,  of  Grayson  county. 

Whkreas,  I.  J.  Denton,  of  Grayson  county,  on 
April  28,  1884,  paid  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky, 
through  the  Grayson  county  court,  the  State  tax  of 
one  hundred  dollars  for  a  license  to  keep  a  tavern  at 
Big  Clifty,  in  said  county,  with  the  privilege  annexed 
thereto  of  selling  spirituous,  vinous  and  malt  liquors 
for  one  year  from  said  date ;  and  whereas,  on  Novem- 
ber 12,  1884,  his  hotel  and  contents  were  unavoidably 
destroyed  by  fire,  and  he  was  thereby  deprived  of  the 
benefit  of  said  license  for  the  period  of  five  months 
and  sixteen  days ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he 
is  hereby,  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treas- 
urer in  favor  of  I.  J.  Denton  for  the  sum  of  forty-six 
dollars  and  twelve  cents,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money 
in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1027. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  amend,  digest  and  reduce 
into  one  all  the  acts  and  laws  in  relation  to  the  town  of  Willi amsburg, 
in  Whitley  county,"  approved  February  9,  1884. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kerducky : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend,  digest 
and  reduce  into  one  all  the  acts  and  laws  in  relation  to 
the  town  of  Williamsburg,  in  Whitley  county,"  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  as  follows,  viz: 

§  2.  That  the  civil  jurisdiction  of  the  police  court  of 
said  town  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  curtailed  and 
limited  to  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town  in  all  cases 
where  the  amount  in  controversy,  exclusive  of  interest 
and  cost,  does  not  exceed  fifty  dollars. 

§  3.  All  laws  in  conflict  herewith  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby,  repealed. 

§  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  is  passage.

CHAPTER  1028. 

AN  ACT  to  amend   the  charter  of  Eminence   College,  at  Kmineocev 

Henry  county,  Kentucky 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assernhly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  The  trustees  and  faculty  of  Eminence  College, 
Kentucky,  shall  have  the  power  to  establish  in  said 
college,  in  addition  to  the  present  collegiate  coarse  of 
study,  a  normal  department  for  the  training  of  teach- 
ers, and  to  grant  diplomas  and  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  the  Elements  to  such  persons  as  shall  have  com- 
pleted the  curriculum  of  the  common  schools  of  Ken- 
tucky, and  a  full  course  in  pedagogics  and  theory 
and  practice  of  teaching ;  and  the  degree  of  MUitary

or  Mechanical  Engineering  when,  in  addition  to  the 
latter  curriculnm,  they  shall  have  completed  the  scien- 
tific course  of  said  college,  and  in  Latin  the  grammar, 
reader,  CaBsar's  Commentaries  and  Virgil's  ^neid. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1029f 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Bipple  Creek  Avenue  Turnpike  Company, 

in  Campbell  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oejieral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  created  a  body -poli- 
tic and  corporate,  nnder  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Ripple  Creek  Avenne  Turnpike  Company,  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  road  on  the  Mc- 
Adams  plan ;  beginning  at  the  old  State  road  turn- 
pike at  a  point  near  the  Cold  Spring  Seminary  build- 
ing, and  to  pass  through  the  land  of  Mary  Jane 
Dameron,  James  G.  Culbertson,  Jane  Youtsey  and 
the  land  of  Geo.  Bennett,  and  to  the  Licking  Turn- 
pike Road. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
twelve  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  twenty 
dollars  each. 

§  3.  The  following  commissioners  are  appointed  to 
receive  subscriptions  of  stock:  Joseph  S.  Dameron, 
Henry  Youtsey,  Lee  Bennett,  James  G.  Culbertson, 
Wm.  Hickenbothem,  Isaac  Baker,  or  any  three  of 
them  who  may  choose  to  act,  may  open  books  at  any 
times  and  places  they  may  think  proper,  until  all  of 
said  stock,  or  so  much  as  may  be  necessary  to  con- 
btruct  all  of  said  road,  shall  be  taken. 

§  4.  The  commissioners  shall  procure  books  in  which 
the  stockholders  shall  enter  into  the  following  obli- 
gation, to-wit:  We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  sub- 
scribed, promise  to  pay  to  the  president,  directors  or 
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company  of  the  Ripple  Creek  Avenue  Turnpike  Scad 
Company  the.  sum  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  and 
every  share  of  stock  set  opposite  our  names,  in  such 
proportions  and  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  pres- 
dent  and  directors  may  require :  Promded^  The  calls 
shall  be  thirty  days  apart,  and  that  there  shall  not 
be  more  than  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  stock  called 
at  any  one  time. 

§  5.  The  stockholders  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vrste 
for  every  share  of  stock  held  by  them,  and  any  stock- 
holder may  vote  by  proxy  in  writin;<. 

§  6.  That  a  president  and  three  directors  shall  be 
^  elected  by  the  stockholder^  at  a  public  meeting  of  the 
stockholders,  to  be  held  at  some  convenient  place 
along  the  proposed  route ;  the  time  and  place  shall 
be  fixed  by  the  commissioner,  and  notice  of  which 
shall  be  given  by  posting  at  three  conspicuous  places 
along  the  route  written  notice,  for  at  least  ten 
days  previous  to  the  day  of  holding  the  election. 
The  stockholders  shall  elect  a  judge  and  clerk  to  con- 
duct the  election,  whose  duties  shall  be,  for  the  judge 
to  determine  who  are  entitled  to  vote,  and  the  clerk 
to  record  the  votes  cast ;  and  after  the  election  has 
closed  they  shall  make  the  canvass  of  all  the  votes 
cast  and  certify  the  fact  to  the  person  having  received 
the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  for  president,  also  to 
the  three  persons  having  received  the  highest  number 
of  votes  cast  for  directors ;  such  certificates  shall 
entitle  the  parties  receiving  them  to  said  offices. 

§  7.  That  the  president,  or  any  two  of  the  directors, 
may  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  or  of  the 
directors,  at  any  time  he  or  they  may  deem  necessary. 
The  president  and  two  of  the  directors  shall  form  a 
quorum,  or,  in  the  absence  of  the  president,  the  three 
directors  shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business ;  and  as  soon  as  eight  thousand  dollars  of 
said  stock  is  subscribed  and  the  company  is  organized, 
said  company  may  commence  and  proceed  with  the 
construction  of  the  road. 
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§  8.  The  board  of  directors  may  appoint  such  other 
officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  conduct  the 
business  of  the  company ;  they  shall  have  the  power 
to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer 
and  be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended,  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  and  may  make  such  by-laws 
to  govern  the  company  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
which  do  not  conflict  with  the  general  laws  of  this 
State. 

§  9.  The  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  the 
power  to  fix  the  grade,  locate,  build  and  establish  said 
road  along  the  route  and  between  the  points  indi- 
cated, and  may  acquire  by  purchase,  relinquishment, 
gift,  writ  of  ad  qtbod  damnum^  deed  or  otherwise,  the 
right  of  way  for  the  road  upon  the  route  adopted,  and 
also  ground  for  the  toll-houses,  not  exceeding  one  acre 
for  each  house ;  and  such  timber  and  stone,  etc.,  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  completion  and  keeping  in 
repair  said  road,  paying  a  reasonable  compensation 
^.herefor ;  the  road- way  to  be  sixty  feet  wide,  the 
grade  inside  the  ditches  to  not  be  less  than  twenty-two 
feet,  the  metal  to  be  not  less  than  twelve  feet  wide  and 
ten  inches  deep. 

§  10.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  hold 
their  offices  for  the  term  of  twelve  months,  except  the 
ones  first  elected,  and  after  the  first  election  they  shall 
be  elected  on  the  first  Monday  in  May,  between  the 
hours  of  1  o'clock  and  6  o'clock  p.  m.,  annually,  in  the 
manner  as  provided  in  the  sixth  section  of  this  act ; 
they  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept  a  fair  and  just  ac- 
count of  all  moneys  which  shall  be  received  by  them, 
and  of  all  moneys  by  them  expended  in  the  prosecu- 
tion of  said  work ;  and  all  costs,  charges  and  expenses 
of  said  road  shall  be  paid  and  discharged,  and  the  ag- 
gregate amount  of  the  same  shall  be  kept  and  entered 
on  the  books  of  said  company.  The  president  and 
directors,  at  the  end  of  each  year,  after  the  completion 
of  the  road,  shall  make  a  dividend  of  the  clear  profits, 
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if  any,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  stockholders  on  tbe 
first  Monday  of  May  of  each  and  every  year. 

§  11 .  That  after  said  road  is  completed  the  board  of 
directors  shall  erect  a  toll-gate  and  employ  a  gate- 
keeper and  fix  his  salary,  and  he  shall  collect  toll  from 
persons  traveling  on  or  using  said  road ;  the  rates  to 
be  the  same  as  those  on  other  turnpike  roads  in  said 
county. 

§  12.  The  stock  in  said  company  to  be  transferable, 
provided  the  stock  is  all  paid  up,  or  with  the  consent 
of  the  board  of  directors. 

§  13.  That  if  any  of  the  stockholders  shall  fail  to 
pay  the  calls  of  stock  when  due,  shall  be  liable  to 
suit  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction. 
.  §  24.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  have  the  power 
to  do  all  other  acts  and  things  that  is  necessary  to  be 
done  to  locate,  establish,  complete  and  operate  said 
road. 

§  15.  This  act  to  be  in  force  on  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1030. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Homestead   Loan  and  Savings 

Association,  approved  May  12, 1884. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tTie  OeneraZ  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
rnmiwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  Homestead  Loan  and 
Savings  Association,  approved  May  12,  1884,  be 
amended  as  follows,  to  wit :  That  the  shares  shall  not 
exceed  three  (3)  thousand  in  number,  to  be  paid  in  as 
provided  in  the  original  charter. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER    1031. 

AN  ACT,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Deposit  Bank  of  RusBell- 

ville,  Kentucky." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

%\,  That  there  is  hereby  established  a  saving  and 
deposit  bank  in  the  city  of  Russellville,  with  a  cap- 
ital of  one  hnndred  thousand  dollars  in  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  and  paid  for  as 
hereinafter  specified ;  and  the  subscribers,  their  asso- 
ciates, successors  and  assigns  shall  be  a  body-politic 
and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Deposit 
Bank,  and  shall  so  continue  for  thirty  years  from  its 
organization,  and  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  a  natural  person  in  contracting  and  being  con- 
tracted with,  in  suing  and  being  sued,  and  of  implead- 
ing, answering  and  defending  m  all  courts  and  places 
whatever ;  said  bank  may  adopt  a  common  seal,  and 
change  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  That  said  bank  shall  be  under  the  control  and 
management  of  five  directors,  who  shall  be  stockholders 
residing  in  this  State,  each  of  whom  shall  own,  in  his 
own  name,  at  least  twenty  shares  of  stock,  and  after 
the  first  general  election  shall  have  owned  same  at 
least  six  months  before  his  election.  They  shall  hold 
their  offices  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qual- 
ified, and  after  the  first  election  shall  be  elected  the 
second  Monday  in  July  of  each  year,  or  as  soon  there- 
after as  is  practically  convenient :  and  in  case  of  a 
vacancy,  the  remaining  directors  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  a  qualified  stockholder  to  fill  it.  They  shall 
elect  one  of  their  number  as  president,  who  shall  pre- 
side at  their  meetings  and  perform  such  other  duties 
as  may  be  assigned  him  by  this  charter  and  their 
by-laws ;  they  shall  have  power  to  sell  any  of  the 
.  stock  remaining  unsold,  to  declare  dividends  of  the 

profits  arising  out  of  the  business  of  the  bank,  to  ap- 
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point  such  officers,  agents  and  employes  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  to  conduct  the  business  of  the  bank, 
and  pay  them  for  their  services ;  to  take  from  the 
president,  cashier  and  other  employes  such  bond  as 
they  may  deem  proper  and  reasonable,  and  to  make 
such  by-laws  as  they  deem  necessary  for  the  proper 
management  of  the  affairs  of  the  bank :  Provided^ 
the  same  be  not  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  State  and 
the  United  States.  The  stock  shall  be  deemed  i)er- 
sonal  property,  and  shall  be  transferable  only  on  the 
books  of  the  bank  by  the  stockholder  or  his  attorney, 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  directors  shall 
establish  ;  but  the  corporation  shall  have  a  lien  on  the 
stock  to  secure  any  indebtedness  due  the  bank  by  the 
stockholders  for  any  unpaid  balance  on  said  stock. 

§  3.  That  S.  C.  Long,  J.  B.  Briggs,  Walter  Brym, 
J.  P.  Long  and  H.  W.  Walters  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners,  any  three  of  whom,  after  giving  notiC'e 
to  the  others,  may  open  books  in  the  city  of  Russell- 
ville  and  recover  subscriptions  for  stock  in  said  bank ; 
and  when  one-fourth  or  more  of  said  stock  shall  hare 
been  subscribed  for,  it  shall  be  thrtr  duty  to  give 
notice  to  the  stockholders  and  appoint  a  day  for 
the  election  of  a  board  of  directors,  who  shall  hold 
their  office  until  ensuing  annual  election.  The  pay- 
ment of  the  stock  subscribed  for  shall  be  as  follows : 
Five  dollars  on  each  share  at  time  of  subscribing 
and  twenty  dollars  within  twenty  days  after  the 
election  of  board  of  directors,  and  the  remainder  in 
such  time  and  amounts  as  the  directors  may  require : 
Provided.  That  no  call  shall  be  for  more  than  twenty 
per  cent,  and  at  a  shorter  notice  than  twenty  days. 
Nothing  contained  herein  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
a  stockholder  paying  in  advance  of  calls  made  by  the 
directors.  Said  corporation  may  commence  business 
so  soon  as  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  paid 
in  as  capital. 

§  4.  That  said  bank  may  receive  deposits  of  gold 
and  silver  coins,  bank  notes  and  other  notes   which 
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may  be  lawfully  circulating  as  money,  and  repay  the 
same  in  such  manner,  at  such  time  and  with  such 
rate  of  interest  as  may  be  agreed  upon  with  the  de- 
I)ositors  by  special  or  general  contract ;  may  deal  in 
the  loaning  of  money ;  may  buy  and  sell  bills  of  ex- 
change, promissory  notes,  uncurrent  money,  stocks, 
bonds,  mortgages  and  other  evidences  of  debt,  take 
personal  and  other  securities  for  same.  All  promis- 
sory notes  and  inland  bills  of  exchange  made  negotia- 
ble and  payable  at  said  bank,  6r  any  other  incorporated 
bank,  which  may  be  discounted  and  owned  by  said 
bank,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  put  on  the  same  foot- 
ing of  foreign  bills  of  exchange,  except  as  to  damages, 
and  like  remedy  may  be  had  thereon,  jointly  and 
severally,  against  the  drawers  and  indorsers. 

§  5.  That  said  bank  may  receive  deposits  from 
minors  and  married  women,  and  the  receipts  and 
acquittances  of  such  minors  and  married  women  shall 
be  valid. 

§  6.  That  said  bank  may  acquire,  hold  and  use  all 
such  real  estate,  goods  and  chattels,  as  may  be  neces- 
•  sary  and  convenient  for  the  transaction  of  its  business, 
or  as  may  be  conveyed  to  it  as  surety  for  any  debt, 
judgment  or  decree,  or  purchased  in  satisfaction  of 
debt,  and  sell  and  convey  the  same ;  and  may  buy  its 
own  stock  in  payment  of  debt  or  othervrtse  ;  but  said 
bank  shall  not  hold  any  real  estate  conveyed  to  it  as 
surety  for,  or  purchased  in  satisfaction,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  for  any  debt  due  it,  for  a  longer  period  than  five 
years. 

§  7.  That  every  stockholder  shall  be  individually 
liable  to  the  creditors  of  the  bank  to  the  full  amount 
of  stock  subscribed  and  owned  by  him  ;  but  when  the 
same  shall  be  paid  in  full  by  them,  no  further  indi- 
vidual liability  attaches  to  said  stockholders. 

§  8.  That  this  corporation  shall  have  all  the  ordi- 
nary rights  and  privileges  of  other  chartered  banks  of 
the  State,  except  they  shall  not  issue  paper  as  a  circu- 
lating medium. 
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§  9.  That  the  president  and  other  oflScers  of  this 
bank,  before  entering  upon  their  duties,  shall  take 
oath  before  some  justice  of  the  peace  to  faithfully  and 
honestly  perform  their  respective  duties  as  required 
by  this  charter. 

§  10.  That  the  General  Assembly  reserves  the  right 
to  repeal  or  amend  this  charter  at  pleasure. 

§  11.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
authorize  the  incorporators  to  violate  the  laws  of  this 
State  in  any  respect  whatsoever. 

§  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1032. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Ambrose  Cox,  of  Letcher  county. 

Whereas,  Ambrose  Cox,  of  Letcher  county,  taught 
acceptably  and  in  good  faith  the  common  school  in 
District  No.  42,  in  said  county,  during  the  school 
year  1884-85,  holding  a  certificate  of  qualification  un- 
der the  late  school  law,  but,  not  having  been  informed, 
before  the  close  of  the  session  of  his  school,  of  the  ad- 
ditional requirements  for  a  certificate  of  qualifications 
under  the  present  school  law,  failed  to  be  re-examined ; 
therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AsseTnbly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  his  draft  on  the  Auditor 
of  Pablic  Accounts  in  favor  of  S.  C.  Tyree,  superin- 
tendent of  common  schools  for  Letcher  county,  for  the 
sum  of  sixty-two  dollars  and  thirty-two  cents  ($62.32), 
payable  out  of  the  remainder  of  the  surplus  of  Letcher 
county  for  the  school  year  ending  June  30,  1885,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  said  Ambrose  Cox. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHA.PTER  1033. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Mackville,  in  Washington  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  government  and  fiscal  and  prudential 
affairs  of  the  town  of  Mackville,  in  Washington  county, 
shall  be  vested  in  the  trustees  of  Mackville,  which 
shall  consist  of  five  male  citizens  of  said  town,  who 
shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Saturday  in  June,  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-six  (1886),  and  on  the  first  Satur- 
day in  each  June  thereafter,  by  the  qualified  voters  of 
said  town,  who  have  resided  therein  sixty  days  next 
preceding  the  election.  The  first  election  shall  be 
held  by  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  Washington  county, 
and  a  clerk  and  sheriff  of  the  election,  whom  he  may 
appoint,  and  the  subsequent  elections  by  such  persons 
as  the  board  of  trustees  may  appoint.  The  trustees 
shall  have  the  same  qualifications  as  the  voters.  They 
shall  elect  one  of  their  number  chairman,  and  shall 
appoint  a  clerk,  treasurer  and  assessor,  who  shall  hold 
their  offices  for  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are 
appointed.  The  trustees  shall,  before  they  enter  upon 
the  duties  of  their  offices,  take  the  oaths  prescribed  by 
law  for  other  public  offices  to  support  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States  and  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  this  State.  They  shall  have  power  to  make 
such  ordinances  for  the  government  of  said  town  and 
the  management  of  its  affairs  as  are  not  inconsistent 
with  the  Constitution  and  laws  either  of  the  United 
States  or  this  State.  They  shall  have  power  to  fill  all 
vacancies  that  may  occur  in  the  board  or  marshal  of 
the  town.  They  shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year, 
and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 
They  may  remove  the  secretary,  or  any  of  their  ap- 
pointees, whenever  they  deem  it  necessary. 
35 — Local  Laws.  vol.  ^. 
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§  2.  That  the  said  trustees  are  hereby  created  & 
body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style 
of  the  board  of  trustees  of  Mackville ;  by  that  name 
they  shall  hold  all  the  real,  personal  and  mixed  prop- 
erty belonging  to  said  town,  or  that  may  hereafter  k- 
long  to  it.  They  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  and  have  and  keep  a  common  seal.  They 
may  bring  all  suits  necessary  to  the  recovery  of  all 
streets  and  alleys  in  said  town,  and  for  all  obstruction* 
of  the  same. 

§  3.  That  the  said  board  shall  have  full  power  to 
levy  an  annual  tax  not  exceeding  two  dollars  per 
capita^  and  an  dd  valorem  tax  not  exceeding  twenty- 
five  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  of  property  in  said 
town  subject  to  taxation  for  State  revenue.  They 
may  tax  auctions,  shows  and  exhibitions  in  said  tqwn, 
or  within  a  half  mile  of  said  town  limits.  They  shall 
cause  the  streets  and  sidewalks  to  be  paved  or  macad- 
amized and  kept  in  order.  They  shall  have  power  to 
cause  public  wells  to  be  made,  and  regulate  the  use  of 
them.  They  may  charge  a  license  on  any  stud,  jack 
or  bull  stood  in  said  town,  and  shall  require  the  keep- 
er thereof  to  provide  a  tight  inclosure  in  which  they 
render  their  services. 

§  4.  That  there  shall  be  elected,  at  the  same  time 
that  the  trustees  are,  a  marshal,  who  shall  hold  his 
office  for  two  (2)  years,  and  until  his  successor  is 
elected  and  qualified.  He  shall  have  power  to  levy 
and  distrain  for  all  taxes  levied  by  said  trustees ;  and 
for  that  purpose  is  invested  with  the  same  power  that 
sheriffs  have  by  law  in  collecting  the  State  taxes.  He 
shall  have  power  to  execute  all  mense  and  final  process 
or  proceedings  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the  ordi- 
nances of  said  town ;  and  the  same  power  to  levy  and 
collect  any  execution  that  may  have  issued  on  any 
such  judgment  that  constables  have  in  r^ard  to  exe- 
cutions issued  by  justices  of  the  peace. 

§  5.  That  all  warrants  for  any  violation  of  the  ordi- 
nances of  said  town  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  trustees 
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ol  Mackville.  The  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  justice, 
district  in  which  said  town  is  situated  shall  have  all 
power  to  try  all  such  warrants. 

§  6.  That  the  treasurer  of  said  town  shall,  before  he 
enters  upon  his  dutiesj  give  bond  to  said  trustees,  with 
good  security,  to  be  approved  of  by  them,  conditioned 
faithf uUy  to  perform  all  the  duties  imposed  upon  him, 
and  to  account  for  and  pay  to  such  persons  as  may  bfe  . 
entitled  to  the  same  any  money  he  may  be  ordeaced  to 

pay- 

§  7.  That  the  boundary  of  said  town  shall  be  that 
embraced  by  the  plat  of  said  town  now  on  file  in  the 
AVashington  county  clerk's  office;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  trustees  of  said  town  to  procure  an  au- 
thentic copy  of  said  plat,  and  to  file  the  same  with  the 
clerk  of  said  board,  who  shall  keep  it,  subject  to  the 
inspection  of  the  citizens  at  all  times. 

§  8.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have,  in 
addition  to  the  powers  herein  conferred  on  them,  all 
the  powers  conferred  on  the  trustees  of  town  by  chap- 
ter 107,  articles  2,  3,  4,  5  and  7,  of  the  General  Stat- 
utes, title  ''Towns." 

§9.  That  an  ac^,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate 
the  town  of  Mackville,*'  approved  May  15,  1861,  and 
an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the 
town  of  Mackville,  in  Washington  county,"  approved 
March  5,  1868,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1035. 

AN    ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  and  malt  liquors 
within  two  miles  of  Big  Meadow  Church,  in  Metcalfe  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Cam- 
ToonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  hereafter  be  unlawful  for  any  per- 
son or  persons  to  sell  any  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt 
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liquors,  or  any  mixture  of  either,  within  two  miles  of 
Big  Meadow  Church,  in  Metcalfe  county  ;  and  any  per- 
son so  offending  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  not 
less  than  twentv-tive  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hun- 
dred  dollars  for  each  offense. 

§  2.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  that 
part  of  Barren  county  lying  within  two  miles  of  said 
•    *Big  Meadow  Church. 

§  3.  The  penalty  named  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act  shall  be  recoverable  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  in  that  county  in  which  the  offense  is 
committed. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  the  first  day  of 
September,  1886.

CHAPTER  1036. 

AN    ACT   to  incorporate  the  Farmers'  and    Drovers*    Bank    of  Emi- 
nence. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Cof/i- 
TJionwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  W.  H.  Curtice,  L.   B.  Helburn,  W.  L. 

incorporatori.  Crabb,  J.  T.  WilHams,  D.  A.  Sachs,  W.  P.  Thome, 
N.  W.  Gould,  M.  A.  Sachs  and  J.  Woodward,  to- 
gether with  their  associates  and  assigns,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  appointed  and  made  a  corporation  and 
body-politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Farm- 
ers' and  Drovers'  Bank  of  Eminence,  Kentucky,  and 
shall  continue  until  the  first  day  of  January,  1916, 
and  by  that  name  are  made  capable  in  law  to  have, 
purchase  or  receive,  possess,  enjoy  and  retain,  to  them 

Capital.  and  their  successors,  lands,  rents,  tenements,  goods, 

chattels,  public  and  private  securities  of  any  kind, 
not  exceeding  at  any  one  time  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars  ;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and  be 
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defended,  in  any  court  of  record,  or  any  other  place 
whatsoever.  Also  to  make  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  the  same  to  break,  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure. 
Also  to  ordain,  establish  and  put  in  execution  such 
by-laws  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  for  the 
government  of  said  corporation,  not  contrary  to  the 
laws  of  this  State  or  the  United  States :  Provided^ 
That  said  bank  shall  not  hold  any  real  estate  con- 
vej-ed  to  it  as  security  for,  or  in  payment  in  whole  or 
in  part  of  any  debt,  judgment,  or  decree  for  a  longer 
period  than  five  years. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not 
exceed  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be 
divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each. 

§  3.  The  corporators  named  in  this  act,  or  any  three  when  may 
of  them,  may  open  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock,  "**°  **" 
and  when  one  thousand  shares  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed for,   said  corporators  shall  give  notice  of  a 
maeting  of  the  subscribers,  when  twenty  dollars  shall 
be  paid  on  each  share  subscribed  for,  and  the  company 
may  be  organized  when  the  remaining  eighty  dollars 
shall  be  secured,  to  be  paid  at  the  time  and'in  the  man- 
ner that  shall  be  designated  by  the  share-holders  who 
have  paid  in  twenty  dollars  on  eat^li  share  subscribed 
for.

mitted to  deal  in  the  same  ;  also  in  bills  of  exchange, 
promissory  notes  and  other  evidences  of  debt,  take 
personal  and  other  securities  therefor,  and  dispose  of 
the  latter  as  may  be  agreed  upon  in  all  respects  as 
natural  persons  may  do ;  and  the  promissory  notes 
made  negotiable  and  payable  at  its  banking  house  or

CHAPTER  1039. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  and  malt  liqutu^  in 

Breckinridge  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  tlie  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell, 
barter  or  traffic  in  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors, 
in  any  quantity  whatever,  and  for  any  purpose  what- 
ever, either  directly  or  indirectly,  in  the  county  of 
Breckinridge. 

§  2.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  the  pre- 
ceding section  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  in  any 
sum  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars,  in  the  discretion  of  the  jury  trying 
the  case. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  not  take  effect  or  be  in  force  until 
the  same  shall  be  ratified  and  approved  by  a  majority 
of  the  votes  cast  at  the  election  hereinafter  provided 
for  in  this  act. 

§  4.  Said  election  shall  be  held  at  the  regular  elec- 
tion on  the  first  Tuesday  in  November,  1886,  or  at  the 
regular  August  election  for  county  oflSces  in  1887 ;  this 
act  to  not  be  construed  so  as  to  submit  the  vote  more 
than  one  time,  but  gives  choice  of  time  so  as  to  suit 
the  people  or  voters  of  Breckinridge  county ;  and  it 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  vote  at  said  elec- 
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tion  who  is  not  eligible  to  vote  tot  Representative  to 
the  General  Assembly.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
clerk  of  the  Breckinridge  county  court,  in  preparing 
the  poll-books  for  said  election,  to  make  one  column, 
marked  at  the  head  thereof  on  each  page,  ' '  For  the 
sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  and  malt  liquors,"  :ind 
another  column  marked  at  the  head  of  each  page, 
**  Against  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  and  malt 
liquors." 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  said  election 
to  propound  to  each  individual  who  offers  to  vote  at 
said  election  the  question,  *'Are  you  for  or  against  the 
sale  of  whisky  in  rhe  county  of  Breckinridge?"  and 
his  vote  shall  be  recorded  according  to  his  answer. 
The  officers  of  the  election  shall  be  governed  by  the 
laws  now  regulating  the  conduct  of  officers  of  general 
elections.  The  poll-books  shall  be  returned,  compared 
and  result  certified  as  now  required  by  law  regulating 
general  elections.  If  it  shall  appear  from  a  com- 
parison of  the  polls  that  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast 
at  said  election  are  against  the  sale  of  said  liquors, 
then  the  board  to  examine  the  polls  shall  make  a  cer- 
tificate of  that  fact,  which  shall  be  tiled  with  the  county 
clerk,  who  shall  record  the  same  in  his  office,  and  then 
this  act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect. 

§  6.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Breckinridge 
county  court  to  order  the  sheriff  to  give  twenty  days' 
notice  of  said  election  by  printed  or  written  posters  in 
each  of  the  voting  places  of  said  county. 

§  7.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  inter- 
fere with  the  privilege  of  any  person  who  is  selling 
liquors  under  a  license  properly  granted  until  the 
expiration  of  such  license. 

>J  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

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CHAPTER  1040. 

AN   ACT  providing  for  the  redistricting  of  Knott  county  into  common 

school  districts. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  superintendent  of  common  schools  of 
Knott  county  and  A.  H.  Draughon,  of  said  county, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  as  a  commission, 
and  invested  with  power  and  authority  to  lay  off  and 
redistrict  Knott  county  into  common  school  districts; 
the  same  shall  be  laid  off  by  metes  and  bounds, 
courses  and  distances,  and  numbered,  and  shall  be 
recorded  in  a  book  kept  by  the  county  superintendent 
of  common  schools  for  that  purpose.  Said  commis- 
sioners shall  take  an  oath  to  discharge  their  duties 
before  acting. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1041. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Millersburgh  Cemetery  Company,  incor- 
porated by  an  act  approved  February  28,  1860. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
Tnonwealth  of  KentucJcy : 

%  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Millersburgh  Cemetery  Company,"  approved  Febru- 
ary 28,  1860,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  as 
follows :   That  all  owners  of   lots  in  said  cemetery

grounds  shall  have  the  right  to  cast  one  vote  each  for 
trustees  of  said  company,  in  like  manner  as  stock- 
holders thereof  now  have ;  and  the  said  owners  of  lots 
may  be  elected  trustees  of  said  company,  subject  to 
all  the  provisions  of  the  said  act  not  inconsistent 
herewith. 
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§  2.  That  Z.  M.  Layson,  treasurer,  A.  G.  Stitt,  sec- 
retary, and  Wm.  McMiller,  the  only  surviving  trustees 
and  officers  of  said  company,  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  fill  the  present 
vacancies  in  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  company 
from  either  the  stockholders  or  owners  of  lots  in  said 
"Company,  who  shall  serve  until  an  election  thereof 
may  be  held,  as  provided  in  said  act  and  this  amend- 
ment thereto.

CHAPTER  1042. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  *An  act  to  incorporate  the  Bradford 
and  Lenoxburg  Turnpike  Road  Company,"  and  authorize  the  levying 
of  a  tax  to  keep  said  road  in  repair. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
mionweaUh  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  act,  entitled  '*An  act  to  incorporate 
the  Bradford  and  Lenoxburg  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany," approved  the  fourth  day  of  March,  1880,  be 
amended  as  follows,  namely :  That  the  directors  of 
the  said  turnpike  company  are  authorized,  by  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  Bracken  county  court,  and 
all  the  other  stockholders  of  said  company,  to  remove 
the  toll-gates  from,  and  open  the  said  Bradford  and 
Lenoxburg  Turnpike  Road  to  the  public  travel,  free, 
for  the  space  of  live  years,  and  for  such  further  time 
as  may  be  agreed  upon  at  the  expiration  of  said  five 
years ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  said  road 
and  keeping  same  in  repair  while  it  is  open  to  the 
public  travel  free,  the  said  directors  are  authorized  to 
levy  an  annual  ad  valorem  tax,  of  not  exceeding 
fifteen  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of 
taxable  property,  which  is  situated  along  and  wdthin 
three-quarters  of  a  mile  of  the  line  of  said  turnpike 
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road,  which  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  county  road 
tax,  and  shall  be  applied  exclusively  to  keeping  of 
same  in  repair. 

§  2.  The  directors  of  said  turnpike  road  company 
shall  meet  on  the  first  Saturday  in  June  each  year,  for 
the  purpose  of  assessing  and  levying  said  tax ;  and 
they  shall  make  the  last  assessor' s  report  of  valuation 
of  said  property  for  State  revenue  the  basis  of  value 
for  taxation  under  this  act.  They  shall  make  out  ai 
list  of  the  property  to  be  taxed  and  assess  same,  and 
levy  same  by  written  resolution,  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent and  attested  by  the  secretary  of  the  board, 
which  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  assessment  and 
lew. 

§  3.  All  taxes  levied  under  this  act  shall  be  d'le  and 
payable  at  the  same  time  the  county  road  taxes  for 
Bracken  county  are  due  and  payable,  and  they  may 
be  worked  out  by  the  tax-payer  in  th*^  same  way  and 
manner,  and  at  the  same  time  and  prices  for  labor  and 
teams  provided  for  in  the  county  road  law  of  said 
county. 

§  4.  The  directors  of  said  turnpike  road  company 
shall  have  power  to  divide  said  road  into  several  dis- 
tricts, not  exceeding  four  in  number;  and  they  shall 
appoint  a  surveyor  for  each  district,  who  shall  hold 
his  office  for  two  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  duly 
appointed  and  qualified ;  and  all  work  done  on  said 
road  shall  be  dflne  under  the  order  and  directions  of 
said  surveyor,  in  his  respective  district,  and  such 
times  as  he  may  require  by  notice  and  demand ;  and 
said  surveyor  shall  collect  all  taxes  not  paid  in  work 
due  on  the  property  located  in  each  district  respec- 
tively, after  same  has  become  due,  and  shall  have 
such  powers,  rights  and  privileges  in  the  collection  of 
the  taxes  after  they  become  delinquent  as  sheriflFs  now 
have  for  collecting  State  revenue  ;  and  said  surveyors 
shall  receive  for  their  services,  as  a  compensation,  an 
amount  equal  to  the  wages  of  a  Ijiborer  on  said  load, 
and  the  same  shall  first  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 
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bis  taxes  due,  and  after  he  has  exhausted  his  taxes 
out  of  any  fund  in  his  hands. 

§  5.  If  the  directors  deem  best  they  may  appoint  a 
collector  of  taxes  for  the  whole  of  said  road,  instead  of 
the  surveyor,  who  shall  have  like  powers  as  the  sher- 
iff to  collect  the  delinqugnt  taxes,  and  may  require 
of  him  such  bond  as  they  deem  best,  and  may  have  a 
right  of  action  thereon  for  all  moneys  received  by  him. 
He  shall  have  a  compensation  of  not  exceeding  twenty 
per  centum  commission  of  taxes  collected,  and  he  shall 
pay  over  such  taxes  collected  to  the  surveyor  of  each 
district  as  soon  as  collected. 

§  ^.  The  surveyor  shall  give  each  tax-payer,  who 
shall  have  work  done  on  said  road  in  payment  of  his 
taxes,  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  work,  and  the 
amount  to  be  credited  to  such  tax-payer,  which  shall 
be  a  payment  of  and  a  receipt  for  that  much  of  his 
•  taxes. 

■ 

§  7.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  affect- 
ing the  county  road  tax ;  but  such  amount  of  tax  as  is 
raised  under  the  county  road  tax  law  annually  to 
repair  this  road,  may  be  continued  and  used  in  con- 
junction with  the  money  raised  under  this  act. 

?5  8.  There  shall  be  a  penalty  of  ten  per  centum  added 
to  all  taxes  levied  under  this  act,  after  the  same  shall 
have  been  due  and  unpaid  sixty  days,  which  shall  be 
collected  and  accounted  for  as  the  taxes. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1043. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Pewee  Valley  and  Floyd's  Fork  Turnpike 

Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
Tnonwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1 .  That  Levi  Collins,   H.   M.  Woodruff,   George 
Metz,   James  F.   Smith  and  William  H.  Collins  be, 
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and  the  same  are  hereby,  incorporated  under  the  name 
and  style  <rf  the  Pewee  Yalley  and  Floyd's  Porit 
Turnpike  Road  Company,  and  under  said  name  and 
style  may  sue  and  be  sued,  answer  and  be  answered, 
have  and  use  a  corporate  seal,  which  they  may  alter 
and  change  at  their  pleasure  ;  and  do  and  perform  all 
and  singular  the  acts  and  duties  incident,  obligatory 
and  usual  to  other  corporations  of  this  State  of  like 
character. 

§  2.  The  principal  plaK»  of  business  of  said  corpo- 
ration shall  be  in  the  town  of  Pewee  Valley,  in  Old- 
ham county,  and  the  object  of  said  oorporation  is  the 
construction  of  a  free  turnpike  road  from  the  south- 
ern limits  of  the  town  of  Pewee  Valley,  commeKing 
at  the  southern  termination  of  Ash  Avenue  in  said 
town,  and  running  thence  in  continuation  of  said 
avenue  southerly  by  the  nearest  and  best  route  to 
the  new  iron  bridge  on  Floyd's  Pork  ;  thence  with 
the  county  road  in  Shelby  county,  known  as  road 
district  No.  33,  to  an  intersection  with  the  Aiken 
Turnpike  Road. 

§  3.  For  the  construction  of  said  road  said  com- 
pany may  receive  subscriptions  or  contributions  from 
individuals,  to  be  paid  in  rights  of  way,  in  money  or 
in  labor  to  be  performed  on  said  road,  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  said  company,  and  may  receive  donations 
from  the  counties  of  Oldham,  Jefferson  and  Shelby 
as  may  be  deemed  expedient  by  the  county  courts  of 
said  counties.  A  tax  of  ten  cents  on  the  hundred 
dollars  of  the  taxable  property  situated  within  one 
mile  on  each  side  of  said  turnpike  may  be  collected 
by  the  duly  appointed  agent  of  said  company,  for  the 
term  of  five  years  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  which  said  tax  may  be  coUected  by  said  agent 
by  suit  before  any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction 
or  by  distraint,  as  other  taxes  are  collected ;  or  said 
company  may,  by  agreement  and  arrangement,  author- 
ize the  sheriffs  of  said  counties  to  collect  said  tax  in 
their  respective  counties,    which  said  sheriffs,  when 
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thus  authorized,  shall  be  and  is  require(J.  to  collect 
in  like  manner  as  other  taxes  are  collected  by  them, 
and  pay  over  said  taxes  to  the  treasurer  of  this  com- 
pany, after  deducting  his  legal  commissions,  which  are 
the  same  allowed  him  for  collecting  other  taxes. 

§  4.  Rights  of  way  and  materials  for  the  use  of  the 
company,  when  no  agreement  therefor  can  be  made 
with  the  owner  or  owners,  shall  be  condemned  by  the 
provisions  of  the  general  law  for  said  purposes. 

§  5.  The  incorporators  named  herein  shall  constitute 
the  first  board  of  directors,  and  shall  remain  in  office 
nntil  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  as  pro- 
vided herein ;  and  annually,  on  the  first  Saturday  in 
Jane,  the  stockholders  may  meet  and  elect  a  new- 
board  of  directors,  consisting  of  five  members,  who 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

§  6.  The  board  of  directors  shall  elect  a  president, 
secretary  and  treasurer;  the  last  two  offices  may  be 
held  by  the  same  individual.  The  treasurer  shall  exe- 
cute such  bond  with  such  security  as  the  board  may 
prescribe  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

^  7.  The  stockholders  shall  consist  of  those  who 
sliall  by  donations,  contributions,  or  by  the  payment 
of  taxes,  aid  in  the  construction  of  the  road,  or  who 
shall  by  labor,  rights  of  way,  or  materials,  further  the 
enterprise  ;  and  the  board  of  directors  shall,  for  every 
ten  dollars  in  money  or  its  value  so  paid  or  contrib- 
uted, issue  a  certificate  of  one  share  of  stock  to  the 
person  entitled,  and  he  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote 
for  each  sum  equal  to  ten  dollars. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

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CHAPTER  1046. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  to  charter  the  Marion  School  Associatior.  in 
Crittenden  county,  approved  February  16,  1869. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaWi  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  name  of  said  association  is  hereby 
changed  to  that  of  the  Marion  Academy  and  Normal 
School. 

§  2.  That,  in  addition  to  the  academic  course,  the 
trustees  of  said  institution  may  cause  a  normal  school 
10  be  taught  for  the  purpose  of  qualifying  teachers  to 
teach  in  the  common  schools  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  8.  That  persons  who  may  attend  said  normal  school 
and  complete  the  normal  course  therein  prescribed, 
which  shall  include  and  embrace  all  the  branches  of 
education  required  to  be  taught  by  the  common  school 
law  of  this  State,  and  shall  pass  a  satisfactory  exam- 
ination upon  the  branches  taught  in  said  normal 
school,  and  who  shall,  in  addition,  be  a  person  of  good 
moral  character,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  diploma  (or 
certificate  of  his  or  her  qualification  to  teach  in  the 
common  schools  of  this  Commonwealth). 

§  4  That  the  principal  of  said  Marion  Academy  and 
Normal  School,  and  the  county  superintendent  of  com- 
mon schools,  together  with  one  other  suitable  person, 
to  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  school, 
shall  constitute  a  board  of  examiners  for  said  Academy 
and  Normal  School,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine 
such  person  or  persons  who  have  taken  the  prescribed 
course  of  study  in  said  Normal  School,  touching  his, 
her  or  their  qualifications  to  teach  all  the  branches  of 
education  required  to  be  taught  by  the  common  school 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  embracing  physiology 
and  hygiene,  and  shall  issue  to  said  person  or  persons 
a  diploma  or  certificate  of  their  qualification  suflScient 
to  warrant  the  giving  of  a  certificate  of  the  first-class 
under  the  common  school  law. 
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§  5.  That  the  holder  of  such  diploma  or  certificate, 
as  is  provided  for  by  section  4  of  this  act,  shall  be 
entitled  to  teach  in  any  of  the  common  schools  of  this 
Commonwealth  for  the  term  of  five  years  from  the 
date  of  said  diploma  or  certificate  without  examina- 
tion by  the  county  board.  And  if  'a  teacher  holding 
a  diploma  or  certificate  from  said  school  shall  have 
taught  continuously  from  the  time  his  certificate  was 
granted,  that  certificate  may  be  renewed  by  the  board 
of  examiners  of  said  school  without  such  teacher  to 
submit  to  another  examination.  Upon  his  failure  to 
so  teach,  it  may  be  renewed  by  the  board  of  examiners 
herein  provided  for  upon  a  re-examination. 

§  6.  That  this  act  shall  take  eflfect  from  and  after 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  1046. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  trustees  of  school  district  So.  16,  in  Campbell 
county,  to  levy  an  ctd  valorem  tax  for  the  purpose  of  paying  off  the  in- 
debtedness on  the  district  school-house  therein,  and  to  finish  up  said 
house. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Gonv- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  trustees  of  school  district  No.  16,  in 
Campbell  county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized 
to  levy  an  ad  wlorem  tax  in  said  district  for  the 
years  1886  and  1887,  for  the  purposes  stated  in  the 
title,  not  exceeding  twenty  cents  on  the  one  hundred 
dollars'  valuation  of  property  for  each  or  either  of 
said  years. 

§  2.  They  are  hereby  vested  with  full  powers,  as 
now  existing  under  the  general  laws,  to  enforce  the 
collection  of  said  tax  when  so  levied. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1047. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Tayloreville,  passed  at  the 

present  session. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Asseinbly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  olBlce  of 
trustee  of  said  town  who  is  not  a  citizen  thereof,  and 
a  qualified  voter  under  the  laws  of  the  Stat^,  and  a 
real  estate  owner  of  property  situated  in  said  town ; 
and  no  one  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  police 
judge,  trustee,  marshal  or  attorney  who  has  not  re- 
sided in  said  town  at  least  six  months  next  preceding 
such  election. 

§  2.  That  section  67  of  said  act  be  so  amended,  by 
striking  out  the  fourth  Saturday  in  March  and  insert- 
ing in  lieu  thereof  the  fourth  Saturday  in  May,  1886. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

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CHAPTER  1049. 

AN  ACT  to  repeal  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  the  advertising 
of  real  estate  and  personal  property  under  execution  sales,  sales  under 
decrees  or  judgments,  and  sales  of  real  estate  for  State  and  county 
taxes,  in  Boyd  county,  and  fixing  compensation  therefor." 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Asserribly  of  the  Comr- 
Tnonwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act  entitled  '*An  act  to  regulate  the  ad- 
vertisin^  of  real  estate  and  personal  property  under 
execution  sales,  sales  under  decrees  or  judgments, 
and  sales  of  real  estate  for  State  and  county  taxes,  in 
Boyd  county,  and  fixing  the  compensation  therefor," 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1050. 

AK  ACT  to  prevent  the  running  at  large  of  horses,  cows,  slieep,  hogs^ 
and  other  domestic  animals  in  Christian  countv. 

Be  it  enOfCted  by  the  Oeneral  Assea/ibly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  KeTvtucTcy : 

§  1.  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  March» 
1887,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  owner  of  any  horse, 
cow,  sheep,  hog  or  other  domestic  animal  to  permit 
the  same  to  run  at  large  in  Christian  county. 

§  2.  The  owner  of  any  such  domestic  animal  so  per- 
mitting it  to  run  at  large  shall  be  responsible  for  all 
damage  done  by  it  to  the  farm  or  premises  or  other 
property  of  any  other  perwon  in  said  county ;  and  when 
any  such  damage  is  done  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  per- 
son suffering  the  same  to  take  up  such  animal,  and  to 
notify  the  owner  thereof  within  five  days  thereafter; 
and  if  within  the  next  ten  days  from  such  notice  the 
owner  of  such  animal,  or  the  person  entitled  to  the 
I)ossession  thereof,  shall  pay  to  the  owner  of  the  prop- 
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erty  injured  all  such  damages  and  the  costs  of  taking 
up  said  aniraal,  the  same  shall  be  returned  to  him. 
But  if  for  ten  days  after  such  notice  is  given  the 
owner  or  person  entitled  to  the  possession  of  such  ani- 
mal shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  such  damage  and  costs, 
the  person  so  taking  up  said  animal  may  sell  same  at 
public  auction  at  the  nearest  village,  town  or  city,  after 
reasonable  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  sale,  and 
retain  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  sufficient  to  pay  said 
costs  and  damages,  and  shall  return  the  remainder,  il 
any,  to  the  owner  or  person  entitled  to  the  possession 
of  such  animal. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  become  a  law  at 
the  time  stated  in  the  lirst  section  of  this  act,  upon 
the  following  conditions:  A  poll  shall  be  opened  at 
each  voting  precinct  or  place  in  the  county,  at  the 
congressional  election  in  November,  1886,  and  the 
question  shall  be  put  by  the  officers  of  the  election  to 
each  person  offering  to  vote  at  said  election.  Are  you 
in  favor  of  the  stock  law?  and  shall  record  his  vote 
for  or  against  it,  according  to  his  answer.  The  result 
of  such  election  shall  be  certified  and  compared  by  the 
same  officers  and  at  the  same  time  that  the  result  of 
the  congressional  election  is  certified  and  compared, 
and  if  it  shall  appear,  from  such  comparison,  to  the 
county  judge  that  a  majority  of  persons  voting  in 
said  election  and  on  said  question  have  voted  in 
favor  of  said  law,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  to 
enter  the  fact  on  the  order  book  of  the  court,  and 
to  give  notice  thereof  in  the  newspapers  published  in , 
the  county  during  that  or  the  following  month. 

§  4.  In  taking  the  vote  the  officers  of  election,  in 
such  precincts  or  voting  districts  as  are  divided  by  the 
line  herein  below  designated,  shall  note,  by  writing 
the  letter  N  or  S  after  the  name  of  each  voter,  whether 
he  lives  north  or  south  of  said  line ;  and  if,  upon  a 
comparison  of  the  poll-books,  it  shall  appear  that  the 
majority  of  the  persons  voting  in  either  division  of 
the  county  made  by  said  line  have  voted  against  the

law,  it  shall  not  take  eflfect  and  be  in  force  in  that  por- 
tion of  the  county,  although  a  majority  of  all  the 
votes  cast  in  the  county  may  have  been  in  favor  of  it. 
But  it  shall  take  eflfect  and  be  in  force  in  the  other 
portion  of  the  county  in  the  manner  and  at  the  time 
stated  in  section  3  of  this  act,  provided  a  majority 
therein  vote  for  it. 

§  5.  The  line  of  division  referred  to  above  shall 
be^in  on  the  east  side  of  the  county,  where  the  But- 
ler road  intersects  the  county  line,  and  shall  run 
thence  with  the  Butler  road  in  a  westward  course 
till  said  road  intersects  the  Russellville  road  near 
Hopkinsville ;  thence  with  the  last  named  road  in 
the  same  direction  until  it  reaches  the  limits  of  the 
city  of  Hopkinsville  ;  thence  with  the  boundary  line 
of  said  city  and  on  the  southern  side  thereof  until 
it  reaches  the  Princeton  road  on  the  western  side  of 
the  city ;  thence  with  said  Princeton  road  to  the  point 
on  said  road  where  it  intersects  the  county  line.

CHAPTER  1051. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  board  of 
managers  of  the  Xiouisville  House  of  Refuge  and  the  amendments 
thereto.'* 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  corporate  name  of  said  institution  is 
hereby  changed  from  the  board  of  managers  of  the 
Louisville  House  of  Refuge  to  ''The  Louisville  In- 
dustrial School  of  Reform,"  and  by  that  name  it  shall 
be  clothed  with  all  the  powers,  duties  and  privileges 
which  beloncred  to  that  body  by  its  original  name  of 
the  board  of  managers  of  the  Louisville  House  of 
Refuge. 

§  2.  All  of  the  money  levied  for  or  raised  by  taxa- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  operating  and  carrying  on  said 
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House  of  Refuge  shall  be  collected  and  paid  over  to 
said  Louisville  Industrial  School  of  Reform,  and  the 
same  shall  be  used  and  expended  in  running  and 
operating  the  same. 

§  3.  That  so  much  of  said  act  of  March  9,  1854,  and 
the  amendments  thereto,  as  fixes  the  term  for  the  con- 
finenient  and  retention  of  females  in  said  institution, 
be,  and  is,  so  amended  as  to  read,  that  when  any 
female  has  been  placed  in  said  institution  she  shall 
there  remain  until  she  arrives  at  twenty-one  (21)  years 
of  age,  unless  sooner  discharged. 

§  4.  The  managers  of  said  Louisville  Industrial  School 
of  Reform  shall  have  the  power  to  grant  to  any  of  its 
inmates  a  ticket  of  leave  to  go  to  any  place  in  or  out  of 
the  State  of  Kentucky. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  passage  ;  and  all  ads  or  parts  of  acts  in  con- 
flict herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  1052. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Grayson  County  Bank. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  tTie  Oeneral  Assewbly  of  the  Com- 
monwealtJi  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  a  bank  of  de- 
posit in  Leitchfield,  Kentucky,  with  a  capital  of  ten 
thousand  dollars,  which  may  be  increased  frona  time 
to  time  to  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  in  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  to  be  sub- 
scribed and  paid  for  as  hereinafter  provided  ;  and  the 
subscribers,  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns, 
shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  The  Grayson  County  Bank,  and  may  so  con- 
tinue for  thirty  years  from  its  organization,  and  shall 
be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with, 
of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  impleading  and  being  im- 
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pleaded,  of  answering  and  defending,  in  all  courts 
and  places  whatever;  it  may  have  a  common  seal, 
and  change  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  Said  bank  shall  be  under  the  control  and  direc- 
tion of  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  five  directors, 
to  be  chosen  bv  the  stockholders  in  such  manner,  for 
such  time,  and  with  such  qualifications  as  they  may 
fix  in  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation,  and  who  shall 
also  be  stockholders  and  citizens  of  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky. They  may  hold  regular  meetings  at  such  times 
as  may  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws,  and  other  meetings  may 
also  be  held  when  deemed  necessary.  In  case  of  the 
death,  resignation,  or  refusal  to  accept  of  any  director, 
the  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  the  board  or  such  mem- 
bers thereof  as  do  act.  The  directors  shall  have  power 
to  receive  subscription  for  so  many  of  the  shares  of 
the  stock  of  said  bank  remaining  unsold  as  they  may 
from  time  to  time  decide  to  sell,  declare  dividends  of 
profits  of  the  business,  appoint  such  officers,  agents 
and  servants  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  pay 
them  snch  sums  as  wages  and  salaries,  and  take  from 
them  such  bonds  to  secure  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  duties  as  they  shall  think  proper  and  reasonable ; 
the  stock  shall  be  deemed  personal  property,  and  shall 
be  assignable  according  to  such  rules  and  by-laws  as 
the  board  of  directors  shall  from  time  to  time  estab- 
lish ;  but  said  corporation  shall  have  a  lien  on  the 
stock  to  secure  any  indebtedness  by  the  stockholders. 

» §  3.  R.  C.  Hazelip,  G.  W.  Long,  William  Hazelip, 
Frederick  Merdeeth,  W.  L.  Hazelip,  are  hereby  consti- 
tuted and  appointed  a  board  of  directors  of  said 
corporation,  to  serve  until  the  first  day  of  January 
following  the  organization  of  said  bank  and  until  their 
successors  are  duly  elected  or  appointed  and  qualified, 
any  two  of  whom  may  act  upon  a  failure  of  the  others 
to  act ;  but  if  any  of  said  directors  shall  fail  to  qualify 
and  serve,  those  qualified  and  serving  as  such  may 
declare  and  treat  as  vacant  the  places  of  those  failing 
so  to  qualify  and  act,  and  may  appoint  other  persons 
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to  fill  such  vacancy,  so  that  the  board  shall  not  consist 
of  less  than  two  nor  more  than  five  acting  directors  in 
the  organization  of  said  bank.  Said  directors  or  any 
two  thereof  may  open  books  in  the  town  of  Leitch- 
field,  Kentucky,  or  elsewhere,  if  they  see  proper,  and 
receive  subscriptions  for  the  capital  stock  of  said 
bank.  The  payment  of  the  shares  subscribed  shall  be 
as  follows  :  Five  dollars  on  each  share  at  the  time  of 
subscription,  and  twenty  per  cent,  of  the  stock  sub- 
scribed within  twenty  days  therearter,  and  the  remain- 
der in  such  amounts  and  at  such  times  as  the  directors 
may  require :  Provided^  That  no  one  call  shall  be  for 
a  greater  amount  than  twenty  per  cent,  of  the  stock 
subscribed:  And  provided  further^  That  in  case  of 
a  failure  or  refusal  to  pay  any  call,  payment  may  be 
collected  by  action  at  law,  brought  in  the  name  of  the 
corporation ;  and  the  board  of  directors  may,  in  their 
discretion,  instead  of  coercing  payment  by  resolution 
entered  on  their  records,  forfeit  any  unpaid  stock  and 
recall  and  cancel  the  subscription  thereof ;  and  in  such 
case  stock  shall  only  be  held  or  owned  by  subscribers 
only  in  proportion  to  and  in  the  amount  actually  paid 
in  :  Provided^  however.  That  nothing  contained  herein 
shall  be  construed  so  as  to  prevent  any  stockholder 
from  making  payment  on  his  stock  in  advance  of  the 
calls  made  by  the  board  of  directors.  Said  corporation 
may  commence  business  so  soon  as  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars shall  have  been  subscribed  and  paid  in  as  capital 
stock,  and  an  affidavit  of  the  same  made  by  the  presi- 
dent before  some  one  authorized  to  adminster  oaths. 

§  4.  Said  bank  may  receive  deposits  of  gold,  silver, 
bank  and  other  notes,  which  may  be  lawfully  circulate 
mg  as  money,  and  repay  the  same  in  such  manner,  at 
such  times  and  with  such  interest,  not  exceeding  the 
lawful  rate  of  interest  in  this  Commonwealth,  as  raay 
be  agreed  upon  with  depositors  by  special  or  general 
contract ;  may  deal  in  the  loaning  of  money,  may  buy 
and  sell  bills  of  exchange,  promissory  notes,  stocks, 
bonds,  mortgages  and  other  evidences  of  debt,  take 
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personal  and  other  security  for  the  payment  of  the 
same,  and  may  dispose  of  the  former  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  between  the  parties  and  pass  a  valid  title  to  the 
same.  All  promissory  notes  and  inland  bills  of  ex- 
change, which  may  be  discounted  and  owned  by  said 
bank,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  put  upon  the  footing 
of  foreign  bills  of  exchange,  and  like  remedy  may  be 
had  thereon,  jointly  and  severally,  against  the  drawers, 
acceptors  and  indorsers. 

g  6.  The  said  corporation  may  acquire,  hold,  possess 
and  occupy  all  such  real  estate,  goods  and  chattels,  as 
may  be  convenient  for  the  transaction  of  business,  or 
purchased  in  satisfaction  of  any  debt,  judgment  or 
decree,  provided  they  do  not  hold  such  real  estate 
longer  than  five  years,  and  sell  and  convey  the  same ; 
and  its  directors  may  make  sach  laws  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  for  their  government  and  that  of  said 
bank,  not  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  law^s  of  the 
United  States  nor  of  this  State. 

§  6.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  bank  to  issue  any 
notes  or  bills  to  be  used  as  currency. 

§  7.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  powers  and 
rights  to  examine  the  affairs  of  said  coporation  by  any 
committee  or  commissioners  it  may  appoint  for  that 
purpose,  and  to  alter  and  amend  this  charter  at 
pleasure. 

§  8.  That  each  stockholder  in  said  bank  shall  be  en- 
titled to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  held  and 
owned  by  him,  and  may  cast  said  vote  in  person  or  by 
proxy  in  the  determination  of  all  matters  to  be  decided 
by  the  vote  of  the  stockholders. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  10f>3. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Jellico  Mineral  and  Lumber  Ctjf&- 
pany,  organized  under  the  fifty-sixth  chapter  of  the  General  Statutes. 

Be  it  eTiacted  by  the  OeneraZ  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  articles  of  association  of  the  Jellico 
Mineral  and  Lumber  Company,  now  of  record  in  the 
clerk's  office  of  the  Boyle  county  court,  be  amended 
as  follows :  That  the  said  Jellico  Minei-al  and  Lumb^ 
Company  shall,  under  said  name,  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession, sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  acquire  real  and  personal  property,  convey  and 
alienate  the  same  in  the  same  manner  as  natural  per- 
Sims,  and  in  all  these  respects  have  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  natural  persons.  Said  company  shall 
have  the  rijrht  to  make  by-laws  concerning  it^  busi- 
ness and  affairs,  and  mny  adopt  a  seal,  break  or  alter 
the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  business  of  said  company  shall  be  the  man- 
ufacturing of  lumber,  woodenware,  furniture,  and  any 
and  all  forms  of  building  materials,  and  dealing  in  the 
same ;  mining  and  marketing  coal ;  drilling  wells  for 
mineral  oils  and  natural  gas,  operating  the  same ;  re- 
fining oils  and  manufacturing  any  and  all  products 
of  mineral  oils;  manufacturing  iron  and  iron  goods, 
dealing  in  the  same;  and  in  goods,  wares  and  mer- 
chandise ;  and,  incident  to  said  lines  of  business,  said 
company  may  build,  maintain  and  operate  railways, 
tramways,  roads  and  pipe  lines,  and  may  acquire  real 
estate  for  said  purposes  as  well  a3  all  material  suitable 
therefor. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist 
of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares 
of  one  hundred  dollars,  which  may  be  increased  to  a 
sum  not  exceeding  one  million  dollars,  as  may  be 
determined  upon  by  the  stockholders  at  any  annual 
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seting,  or  at  a  meeting  which  may  be  called  for  that 
rpose,  of  which  due  notice  shall  be  given.  The 
)ck  shall  be  deemed  personal  property,  and  may  be 
insferred  as  the  company  may  prescribe  by  its  by- 
ws. 

§  -I.  The  business  of  the  company  shall  be  under 
e  control  of  a  board  of  directors,  of  not  less  than 
ree  nor  more  than  nine  persons,  who  shall  be  elected 
inually  by  the  stockholders  on  the  first  Saturday  in 
ay  of  each  year;  but  the  present  board  may  hold 
er  until  May,  1887 ;  and  all  directors  and  officers  of 
id  company  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  suc- 
ssors  are  selected  and  enter  on  the  discharge  of  the 
ities  of  their  several  places.  The  directors  shall 
lect  a  president,  vice-president,  secretary  and  treas- 
•er,  and  they  may  also  appoint  such  other  officers 
id  agents  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  remove 
lem  at  their  pleasure. 

§  5.  The  principal  office  of  the  company  shall  be  at 
anville,  Kentucky ;  but  the  directors  may  establish 
iher  offices  in  or  out  of  the  State  as  the  convenience 
f  the  business  of  the  company  may  require. 
§  6.  The  annual  election  of  directors  shall  take 
lace  at  the  principal  office  of  the  company,  but  the 
irectors  may  designate  some  other  convenient  point 
)r  that  purpose,  of  which  notice  shall  be  given  to  the 
»ckholders  at  their  respective  post-offices,  or  by  one 
p  more  weekly  publications  in  one  or  more  newspa- 
ers  published  in  Danville,  Kentucky,  for  not  less 
lan  ten  days  before  the  meeting. 
§  7.  Said  company  shall  have  the  power  to  borrow 
loney,  and  secure  the  same  on  such  of  its  real  estate 
r  personal  property,  by  mortgage  or  otherwise,  as  it 
lay  see  proper,  and  as  it  may  specify  in  any  contract 
p  mortgage  it  may  execute.

February  27, 1886,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended 
by  striking  out  the  word  ''nostrum"  in  the  first  sec- 
tion of  said  act,  and  the  words  "for  any  purpose  or" 
in  the  same  section,  which  words  occur  in  the  ninth 
line  of  said  section  and  in  the  order  above  quoted. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

Whereas,  The  recent  iloods  have  carried  away  the 
fences  in  what  is  known  as  Pittman  creek  bottom,  in 
the  counties  of  Green  and  Taylor,  and  the  crop  season 
having  arrived,  it  is  impracticable  for  the  farmers  in 
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that  vicinity  to  rebuild  said  fences  in  time  to  protect 
their  crops  the  present  year ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kerdxidky  : 

%  1.  That  Pittman's  creek,  beginning  at  the  point 
where  it  empties  into  Green  river,  and  extend  in.;-  up 
in  and  through  Green  and  Taylor  counties  to  and  in- 
cluding the  farms  of  I.  T.  B.  Nelson  and  George  E. 
Johnson,  is  hereby  declared  a  lawful  fence  for  the 
period  of  two  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

and  Transportation  Company.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  B.  C.  Keys,  Willis  L.  Ringo  and  N.  T. 
Hale,  and  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corpo- 
rate, under  the  name  and  style  of  Western  Kentucky 
Mining,  Manufacturing  and  Transportation  Company, 
with  perpetrual  succession  and  power  to  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  in  all  courts  and 
places  ;  to  organize  such  company  by  the  appointment 
of  a  president  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  ;  to  make  such  by-laws,  rules  and  reg- 
ulations as  they  may  deem  necessary,  from  time  to 
time,  for  the  government,  management  and  prosecut- 
ing of  the  business  of  said  company,  mining,  buying, 
selling  and  manufacturing  of  clay  and  minerals,  now 
owned  or  hereafter  to  be  owned  or  leased  by  them,  and 
in  the  transportation  of  them,  or  any  of  them,  to  and 
from  home  and  foreign  markets  ;  to  hold  their  meet- 
ings within  or  without  the  State,  and  to  have  all 
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powers  and  privileges  needful  for  the  successful  pros- 
ecution of  their  business,  and  for  the  execution  of  the 
powers  herein  granted. 

§  2.  The  said  company  may  receive,  buy  and  hold 
such  real  estate,  mining  rights  and  rights  of  way  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary  by  them  to  the  successful 
prosecution  of  their  business. 

§  3.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  lay  out 
and  contract  such  wagon-ways,  plank  roads,  railroads 
and  appurtenances  thereto,  on  and  from  the  lands  of 
said  company  to  such  points  on  the  Tennessee,  Ohio 
and  Mississippi  rivers  as  they  may  deem  proper  to 
transport  their  property,  and  improve  the  landing  on 
said  Tennessee,  Ohio  and  Mississippi  rivers  adjoining 
their  own  property  by  building  wharves  or  piers ;  and 
that  no  road  constructed  by  said  company  shall  ex- 
ceed twenty -five  miles  in  length. 

§  4.  That  said  company  may  appoint  and  employ 
such-  agents  as  may  be  required  by  them,  and  define 
the  powers  and  prescribe  the  duties  of  said  agents. 

§  5.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
twenty-ftve  thousand  dollars,  with  power  to  increase 
the  same  to  any  sura  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  which  stock  shall  consist  of  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each.  The  said  shares  shall  be  personal  prop- 
erty, and  may  be  subscribed,  paid  for  and  trsnsferred 
and  forfeited  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  in 
the  by-laws  of  the  company.  Each  share  of  stock 
shall  entitle  its  owner  to  one  vote,  either  in  person  or 
by  proxy. 

§  6.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and 
managers  of  said  company,  from  time  to  time,  to 
borrow  or  obtain  on  loans  such  sums  of  money,  on 
such  terms  as  they  may  deem  expedient  for  the  use  of 
said  company,  and  to  pledge  or  mortgage  all  or  any 
part  of  the  estates,  improvements,  privileges,  eifects 
and  assets  whatsoever  of  the  said  company  for  the 
payment  of  such  sums  of  money  so  borrowed,  at  such 
times  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 
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§  7.  The  individaal  property  of  stockholders  of  this 
30ini)any  shall  not  be  liable  for  the  debts  of  said  com- 
pany.

aining,  keeping  up  and  improving  the  streets,  alleys 
ind  public  buildings  in  said  town. 

§  2.  All  laws  in  contravention  of  the  foregoing  pro- 
isions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  of  claims 
i   Simpson  county,  in  this   State,  at  the  court  of 
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claims  held  for  said  county,  to  make  an  allowance  and 
appropriation  to  pay  the  same  out  of  the  public  dues 
of  said  county,  to  each  surveyor  of  a  public  road  in 
said  county,  for  reasonable  compensation  to  said  sur- 
veyor for  his  services  while  engaged  as  such  in  super- 
vising the  hands  and  work  upon  the  roads  of  said 
county:  Provided^  however^,  That  before  an  order  for 
said  compensation  is  made,  said  surveyors  shall  each 
make  an  oath  or  aflBirmation  appended  to  his  account 
in  which  they  shall  respectively  stat«  the  number  of 
days  they  have  been  engaged  in  said  work,  and  that 
they  have,  without  favor  to  any  hand,  warned  all  the 
hands  in  their  precinct  to  work  upon  the  road  who 
were  in  the  road  precinct  at  the  time,  and  that,  without 
favor  or  partiality  to  any  one,  taken  all  the  steps 
required  by  law  to  be  taken,  to  enforce  the  penalty 
against  those  who  failed  to  attend  and  work  the  road.

CHAPTER  1073. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Central  City  Deposit  Bank. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Qeneral  Assembly  of  the  Cam- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  a  bank  of  de- 
posit in  the  town  of  Central  City,  with  a  capital  stock 
of  twenty-live  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  and  paid  for  as 
hereinafter  provided ;  and  the  subscribers,  their  asso- 
ciates, successors  and  assigns  shall  be  a  body-politic 
and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Central 
City  Deposit  Bank,  and  shall  so  continue  for  twenty- 
five  years  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act ;  and 
shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted 
with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  impleading  and 
being  impleaded,  of  answering  and  being  answered, 
of  defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  and 
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places  whatever ;  they  may  have  a  common  seal,  and 
alter  and  change  the  same  at  jjleasure ;  they  shall 
have  power  to  receive  gold  and  silver  and  bank  notes 
and  other  circulation  or  currency  or  deposits,  and  pay 
out  and  loan  the  same ;  to  buy  and  sell  drafts,  notes, 
bills  of  exchange,  bonds  and  stocks;  and  all  notes 
made  negotiable  and  payable  at  said  bank,  or  at  any 
bank  or  banking  house  organized  under  the  laws  of 
this  State  or  the  United  States,  and  discounted  or 
purchased  by  said  bank,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
put  upon  the  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange,  and 
like  remedy  may  be  had  thereon,  jointly  and  severally, 
against  the  acceptors,  drawers  and  indorsers,  and  with 
like  effect,  except  as  to  damages ;  and  they  may  allow 
interest  on  deposits  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  six  per 
cent,  per  annum,  and  allow  depositors  to  share  in  the 
profits  of  said  bank  in  such  manner  and  on  such 
terms  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  said 
bank. 

§  2.  The  said  corporation  may  acquire,  hold  and 
possess,  use,  occupy  and  enjoy  all  such  real  estate, 
goods  and  chattels,  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  trans- 
action of  its  business,  or  which  may  be  conveyed  to  it 
as  surety  for  any  debt,  judgement  or  decree,  and  sell 
and  convey  the  same ;  but  real  estate  taken  for  debt 
or  surety  therefor  shall  not  be  held  longer  than  five 
years ;  and  they  may  make  such  by-laws  for  their 
government  as  they  may  deem  necessary :  Provided^ 
The  same  are  not  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and 
laiTs  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  3.  Said  bank  may  appoint  such  oflBcers  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  conducting  of  its  business,  who  shall 
be  under  the  direction  and  control  of  not  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  seven  directors,  each  of  whom  shall 
be  stockholders,  and,  after  the  first  election,  shall  have 
been  stockholders  at  least  three  months  previous  to 
their  election,  and  they  shall  be  residents  of  this 
State,  and  after  the  first  election  shall  be  elected 
annually,  on  the  first  Monday  in  May  in  each  year. 
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They  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  president,  a^id 
shall  hold  regular  meetings  at  such  times  as  may  be 
fixed  by  the  by-laws,  and  may  have  other  meetings 
when  deemed  necessary ;  and  in  case  of  death  or 
resignation  of  a  director,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled 
by  the  board  of  directors.  The  directors  shall  have 
power  to  declare  dividends  of  the  profits  arising  oat 
of  said  business,  and  to  fix,  allow  and  pay  the  oflSeers. 
agents  and  servants  such  sums,  wages  and  salaries  as 
they  shall  think  proper  and  reasonable. 

§  4.  The  stock  shall  be  deemed  personal  property, 
and  shall  be  transferable  and  assignable  according  to 
the  bv-laws  and  rules  of  said  bank  at  the  time ;  and 
said  corporation  shall  have  a  lien  on  the  stock  to 
secure  any  indebtedness  by  the  holders  of  said  stock 
for  any  unpaid  balance  on  their  subscription  of  stock. 

§  5.  That  the  private  property  of  the  individual 
stockholders  shall  not  be  responsible  for  the  corporate 
debts. 

§  6,  W.  H.  Sandusky,  J.  C.  Downing,  William  R 
Fowler,  L.  P.  Kaye  and  T.  A.  Sandusky,  of  the  town 
of  Central  City,  Kentucky,  are  hereby  appointed  com- 
missioners, any  three  of  whom  may  act,  to  open  books 
and  receive  subscription  for  the  capital  stock  ;  and 
when  fifty  shares  shall  have  been  subscribed,  it  shall 
be  their  duty  to  give  notice  in  all  the  papers  published 
in  Muhlenberg  county,  for  four  weeks,  and  appoint  a 
day  for  the  election  of  a  board  of  directors,  who  shall 
hold  their  offices  until  the  ensuing  annual  election. 
The  manner  of  payment  for  the  stock  shall  be  set  forth 
in  the  articles  of  subscription.  But  said  corporation 
shall  not  begin  business  until  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars  shall  have  been  paid  in,  and  the  president  and 
directors  shall  have  made  oath  before  a  competent 
officer  that  they  will  truly  and  honestly,  to  the  best 
of  their  judgment  and  ability,  conduct  the  affairs  of 
said  bank.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  power, 
by  their  by-laws,  to  provide  for  the  enforcement  of 
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payment  or  forfeiture  of  stock  subscribed  and  not 
paid  for,  or  for  any  part  thereof. 

§  7.  Said  bank  shall,  through  its  board  of  directors, 
have  the  power  to  require  bond  from  any  or  all  of  its 
officers  and  employes. 

§  8.  The  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter, 
amend  or  repeal  this  act  at  pleasure,  as  well  as  at  all 
times  to  examine  into  the  affairs  of  said  corporation 
by  any  committee  or  officer  they  may  appoint. 

§  9.  The  stock  and  other  property  of  said  bank 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  laws  of  taxation  as  gov- 
ern other  corporations  of  the  same  kind  in  this  Com- 
monwealth. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

Whereas,  The  Excelsior  Electric  Light,  Heating 
and  Motive  Power  Company,  a  corporation  incorpo- 
rated by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky,  approved  March  25,  1882, 
and  the  Weston  Electric  Light  Company,  of  Lexing- 
ton, Kentucky,  a  corporation  incorporated  by  virtue

property  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  principal  and 
interest  thereof,  and  to  sell  and  deliver  said  bonds  at 
such  price  and  in  such  manner  as  the  directors  may 
deem  best.  Said  company  may  consolidate  with  any  May  buy  or 
other  railroad  company  of  this  State,  upon  such  terms  railroad*. 
as  said  companies  may  adopt  and  establish  ;  and  it 
shall  have  power  and  authority  to  lease  to  any  other 
railroad  company  of  this  State  its  railroad,  branches 
and  all  its  property,  franchises,  rights,  powers,  privi- 
leges and  immunities  then  owned  or  hereafter  to  be 
acquired  ;  and  in  case  of  a  lease  the  lessee  shall  enjoy

CHAPTER  1077. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Mutual 
Benefit  Association  of  the  Western  Virginia  Conference  of  the  M.  E. 
Church,  South,"  approved  March  6,  1880. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Mutual  Benefit  Association  of  the  Western  Virginia 
Conference  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  South,"  approved 
March  6, 1880,  be  amended  as  follows :  The  local  board 
of  directors  of  said  association  is  hereby  authorized  and 
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empowered  to  make  classes  for  future  membership, 
and  make  such  scale  as  to  admission  fees  and  assess- 
ments upon  deaths  as  may  be  deemed  equitable :  Pro- 
vided^ The  same  shall  not  aflfect  the  present  member- 
ship nor  diminish  the  amount  to  be  paid  at  the  death 
of  a  member  as  now  fixed. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passa^. 

Approved  May  18, 1886. 


CHAPTER  1078. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  incorporating  the  Continental  Life  Insur- 
ance Association. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  OeneraZ  Assembly  of  the  CoTtk- 
monweaUh  of  K&niucky : 

§  1.  That  section  5  of  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  an 
amendment  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  so 
as  to  authorize  said  association  to  apply  tifty  per  cent, 
of  the  annual  assessment  upon  its  members  for  the 
first  year,  to  the  mortuary  fund,  and  fifty  per  cent  to 
the  sick  benefit  and  expense  fund,  and  after  the  first 
annual  assessment  or  premium,  to  distribute  each  sub- 
sequent annual  assessment  the  same  as  now  provided 
in  said  section  5. 

§  2.  That  nothing  in  this  act  oi  lie  act  to  which 
this  act  is  an  amendment  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
prevent  the  creation  of  a  reserve  fund,  which,  with  its 
accretions,  may  be  used  for  the  payment  of  its  matur- 
ing certificates  or  policies  or  for  sick  benefits. 

§  3.  Said  association  shall  have  power  to  issue  cer- 
tificates or  policies  of  insurance  upon  the  lives  of  per- 
sons, for  the  use  and  benefit  of  other  persons  having 
an  insurable  or  pecuniary  interest  in  the  life  of  the 
insured,  including  joint  certificates  or  policies  upon 
the  lives  of  husband  and  wife,  parent  and  child,  and 
co-partners  in  business.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Madison  and  Southeastern  Railway  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  OeneraZ  Asserribly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  J.  W.  McGinnis,  William  M.  Cravens, 
John  Bayer,  W.  T.  Crabb,  W.  H.  McElvain,  John  J. 
Berry,  of  Henry  county;  John  W.  Lee,  of  Trimble 
county ;  John  H.  Grain,  of  Anderson  county ;  James 
R.  Marrs,  of  Boyle  county,  are  hereby  created  a  body- 
corporate,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  a  board  of 
directors,  under  the  direction  of  whom  subscriptions 
may  be  received  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Madison 
and  Southeastern  Railway  Company,  which  is  hereby 
incorporated ;  and  they  may  cause  books  to  be  opened, 
at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  direct,  for  the  pur- 
l)0se  of  securing  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company;  after  having  given  such  notice  as  they 
think  proper :  Provided^  That  any  subscription,  tend- 
ered at  any  time  or  place  other  than  those  advertised, 
may  be  received  by  said  directors  or  their  successors. 

§  2,  That  the  capital  stock  of  Madison  and  South- 
eastern Railway  Company  shall  be  not  over  seven 
millions  of  dollars,  or  not  over  twenty  thousand  dol- 
lars per  mile,  fn  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each, 
which  may  be  subscribed  by  any  individual,  company 
or  corporation.  As  soon  as  two  thousand  shares  of 
said  stock  shall  be  subscribed,  the  subscribers,  their 
successors  and  assigns,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  de- 
clared to  be,  incorporated  into  a  company,  by  the  name 
of  the  Madison  and  Southeastern  Railway  Com  pany 
and  by  this  name  shall  be  capable  of  purchasing,  hold- 
ing, leasing  and  conveying  real  estate  and  personal 
estate,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  necessary  for  the  pur- 
pose of  the  corporation,  and  shall  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession, and  by  said  corporate  name  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and  may  have

and  nse  a  common  seal,  and  alter  and  renew  the  same 
at  pleasure. 

§  B.  The  subscription  for  stock  in  said  company  stall 
be  payable  in  installments  at  such  times  as  may  be  re 
quired  by  the  board  of  directors  of  said  company ;  but 
no  such  payment  shall  be  demanded  until  at  least  ten 
days'  notice  shall  have  been  given  by  publication  in 
one  or  more  newspapers  published  on  the  line  of  said 
road ;  and  if  any  subscriber  shall  fail  to  pay  any  in- 
stallment when  so  demanded,  the  same  may  be  recov. 
ered  by  an  action  in  the  name  of  the  CDrporation  before 
any  court  having  jurisdiction  in  such  cases ;  and  in 
all  such  actions  it  shall  not  be  necessary  lo  prove  any 
other  demahd  than  publication  provided  for  in  this 
section ;  or  in  case  such  a  failure  to  pay  any  install- 
ment or  part  of  an  installment  so  demanded  shall  con- 
tinue for  the  space  of  sixty  days  after  .the  time  the 
same  is  required  by  such  a  demand  to  be  paid^  the 
board  of  directors  may,  at  their  direction,  order  the 
same  to  be  forfeited  to  the  company,  and  may,  if  they 
think  proper,  sell  such  share  or  shares  for  the  benefit 
of  the  company ;  or  in  event  of  the  highest  bid  being 
less  than  the  unpaid  balance  and  interest  on  said  sub- 
scription, then  the  company  may  become  purchaser  and 
shall  retire  said  subscription ;  but  the  board  of  direct- 
ors, by  a  majority  of  the  whole,  may  remit  such  forfeit- 
ures on  such  terms  as  they  may  think  proper :  Provided^ 
It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  board  of  directors  to  receive 
subscriptions  to  said  capital  stock,  payable  in  con- 
tracts well  secured,  to  build  any  part  of  said  road,  or 
any  bridge  or  bridges  on  same,  or  perform  any  kind 
of  work,  or  furnish  materials,  which  may  be  accepted 
by  the  company :  And  provided  further^  That  sub- 
scriptions to  said  capital  stock  may  be  made  in  real 
estate  situated  in  Kentucky,  or  any  other  State,  if 
said  subscription  shall  be  tendered  tx>  the  board  of 
directors ;  said  real  estate  to  be  taken  at  its  cash 
value,  to  be  assessed  at  the  time  by  three  commis- 
sioners, on  oath,  of  whom  two  shall  be  elected  by  the 
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company,  and  one  by  the  person  proposing  to  sub- 
scribe ;  upon  their  report,  in  writing,  describing  the 
land,  assessing  its  cash  value,  they  may  receive  the 
same  at  its  value,  and  issue  a  certificate  of  stock,  and 
may  take  a  conveyance  in  fee-siraple. 

g  4.  The  said  directors  shall  serve  until  their  succes- 
sors are  elected,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May,  1888, 
and  shall  have  power  to  elect  one  of  their  number  as 
president  of  the  company,  and  allow  him  such  com- 
pensation as  they  may  think  reasonable  ;  that  to  con- 
tinue the  succession  of  the  president  and  directors  of 
said  company,  seven  directors  shall  be  chosen  annu- 
ally, on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May,  at  such  place  as 
the  president  and  directors  may  appoint,  by  the  stock- 
holders of  said  company :   Provided^  That  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  may  change  the  time  and  place  of 
holding  elections,  upon  publishing  such  change  not 
less*  than  thirty  dajs  prior  to  the  election,  in  one  or 
more  newspapers  along  the  line  of  the  railway ;  and 
that  the  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  judges  of  all  elections  ;  to  elect  a 
president  of   said  company  from  among  themselves, 
and  if  any  vacancy  shall  occur  by  death,  resignation, 
or  refusal  to  act,  of  any  president  or  director,  before 
the  year  for  which  he  was  elected  shall  have  expired, 
a  person  to  fill  such  vacancy  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
board  of  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them  ;   and  that 
the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall  hold 
and  exercise  their  office  until    their  successors  are 
elected  and  enter  upon  their  discharge  of  their  duties  ; 
and  all  the  elections  which  are  by  this  act,  or  by  the 
by-laws  of  said  company,  to  be  made  at  a  particular 
time,  if  not  made  at  such  time,  may  be  made  in  ninety 
days  thereafter,  upon  notice  in  newspapers  aforesaid  ; 
and  at  all  elections,  and  all  other  occasions  where  a 
vote  of  stockholders  of  said  company  is  taken,  each 
stockholder  shall  be  allowed  one  vote  for  every  share 
of  stock  owned  by  such  voter ;  and  any  stockholder 
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may,  in  writing,  depute  any  other  person  to  act  as 
proxy  for  it,  him  or  her. 

§  5.  That  a  general  meeting  of  stockholders  of  said 
company  may  be  called  at  any  time  during  the  interval 
between  the  annual  meetings  by  the  president  and  the 
directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  by  stockholders 
owning  one-half  of  all  the  stocks  subscribed,  upon 
thirty  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding 
the  same  in  the  newspapers  aforesaid  ;  and  where  any 
such  is  called  by  the  stockholders,  such  notice  shall 
specify  the  object  of  the  call ;  and  if  at  any  such  call 
meeting  a  majority  of  all  the  stiockholders  are  not 
present,  in  person  or  by  proxy,  the  same  shall  be  ad- 
journed from  day  to  day  without  transacting  any 
business,  for  any  time  not  exceeding  five  days,  and  if 
within  five  days,  stockholders  having  a  majority  in 
value  of  all  stocks  subscribed,  do  not  attend  in  person 
or  by  proxy,  such  meeting  shall  be  dissolved. 

§  6.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  com- 
pany in  office  for  the  preceding  year  shall,  at  the 
regular  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  exhibit  a  clear 
and  distinct  account  of  the  affairs  of  said  company ; 
that  at  any  call  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  or  a 
majority  in  value  of  the  whole  of  stocks  subscribed 
being  present,  they  may  demand  and  require  similar 
statements  from  the  president  and  directors,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  furnish  such  statements  when  re- 
quired. 

§  7.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  com- 
pany, before  he  or  they  act  as  such,  shall  take  an 
oath  that  they  will  well  and  truly  discharge  the  duties 
of  their  respective  offices  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and 
judgment ;  and  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  elect  or  appoint 
a  treasurer  of  said  company,  and  require  and  take  of 
him  a  bond  in  such  penalty  and  with  sureties  as  they 
may  prescribe,  payable  to  said  company,  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  keeping  and  disburaing  of  all  such 
money  as  may  be  subscribed.     Upon  every  bond  re- 
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co\rery  may  be  hai  for  a  breach  of  the  conditions 
thereof  by  suit  in  the  name  of  the  company,  and  in 
any  court  having  jurisdiction. 

§  8.  That  if  any  of  the  stock  authorized  by  this  act 
shall  remain  unsubscribed  at  any  time,  the  said  presi- 
dent and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have 
power  to  open  the  books  and  receive  subscriptions  of 
the  stock  which  shall  remain  unsubscribed,  or  to  sell 
and  dispose  of  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  the  com- 
pany ;  and  the  subscribers  or  purchasers  of  such  stock 
shall  have  all  rights  of  original  subscribers,  and  be 
subject  to  the  same  regulations  and  liabDities. 

§  9.  That  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  may  appoint  all  such  officers,  agents  and 
servants  as  they  may  deem  expedient  for  the  business  • 

of  the  company,  and  may  remove  the  same  at  pleas- 
ure :  or  said  board  of  directors  may  delegate  to  their 
president  the  powers  to  appoint  or  remove  any  or  all 
such  employes,  subject  to  their  approval  at  their  first 
meeting  thereafter  ;  that  they,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
may  determine,  by  the  contract,  the  pay  of  such  offi- 
cers, agents  or  servants  ;  and  they  shall  have  power  to 
erect,  carry  on,  conduct  and  control  workshops,  eat- 
ing-bouses, warehouses  and  buildings  or  edifices  nec- 
essary for  the  use  of  said  company ;  and  they  shall 
have  the  power  to  direct  and  regulate  in  what  manner 
and  by  what  evidence  stock  in  said  company  may  be 
transferred,  and  to  pass  all  by-laws  they  deem  neces- 
sary and  proper  for  exercising  the  powers  hereby 
vested  in  said  company  and  for  carrying  into  effect 
this  act,  and  to  alter  the  same  at  pleasure :  Provided^ 
The  same  be  not  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  laws 
of  Kentucky  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  10.  That  if  the  capital  stock  of  said  company 
shall  be  deemed  insufficient  for  the  purpose  of  this 
act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors 
to  increase  the  same  as  much  as  they  may  deem  it 
necessary,  not  exceeding  seven  millions  of  dollars, 
and  not  over  twenty  thousand  dollars  per  mile,  notice 
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as  hereinbefore  required ;  and  the  said  company  may 
borrow  any  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  three  millions 
of  dollars,  and  secure  tlie  payment  of  same  by  mort- 
j?age  upon  the  said  road  and  its  branches  or  in  such 
way  as  may  b^  agreed  upon. 

§11.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  com- 
pany are  hereby  vested  with  all  the  powers  and  rights 
necessary  to  the  construction  of  a  railroad  from  Madi- 
son, Indiana,  through  Trimble,  Carroll,  Henry,  Shelby, 
Franklin,  Anderson,  Mercer  and  Boyle  counties  ;  or 
from  Madison,  Indiana,  or  a  point  on  the  Kentucky 
side  of  the  Ohio  river  opposite,  or  as  nearly  so  as  may 
be  convenient  or  practicable,  to  the  Stat»  line  between 
Kentucky  and  Tennessee  or  Virginia,  and  to  the  most 
*  practicable  route  ;  and  they  may  connect  with  by  inter- 

secting and  using  parts  of  either  or  all  branches, 
owned  or  operated  by  the  Louisville  and  Ifashville 
Railroad  Company,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed 
on  between  the  companies  interested.  The  president 
and  directors  may  cause  to  make  contracts,  which 
shall  be  signed  by  the  president,  with  any  corpora- 
ations,  companies,  or  individuals  for  making*  said  road, 
or  any  part  of  it ;  and  they  may  purchase  or  lease  any 
road  or  roads  connecting  with  said  road  or  any  of  its 
branches,  and  they,  their  agents,  engineers  or  em- 
ployes, or  those  of  whom  they  contract  for  surveying 
said  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  may  enter*  upon  and 
use  and  excavate  any  land  which  may  be  necessary  to 
said  road  for  its  use,  or  for  any  purpose  necessary  in 
the  construction  or  repairs  of  said  road  or  its  works 
and  appurtenances ;  and  they  may  build  bridges  and 
construct  tunnels,  and  may  use  timber,  earth,  gravel, 
stone  and  other  materials  necessary  in  the  construc- 
tion or  repairs  of  said  road,  and  may  condemn  and 
acquire  such  lands  as  may  be  necessary  or  useful  in 
the  construction  of  said  road,  or  as  sites  for  its  dei)ots, 
or  such  other  buildings  as  may  be  necessary  to  said 
road ;  such  condemnation  and  acquisition  to  be  made 
as  provided  for  in  the  general  laws  of  this  State. 
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§  12.  Said  company  may  allow  interest  on  all  cash 
subscriptions  of  stock  from  the  time  of  paying  for  said 
stock  up  to  the  time  of  making  the  first  dividend,  and 
issue  the  holders  stock  therefor. 

§  13.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and 
each  director  of  said  company,  and  each  engineer  en- 
gaged in  the  service  of  the  company,  each  for  himself,  to 
swear  that  he  is  not,  and  will  not  during  his  continu- 
ance in  office  or  in  the  service  of  said  company,  become 
interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  contract  for  the 
construction  of  said  road  or  any  of  its  branches,  or 
any  part  thereof,  which  has  or  may  be  made  by  the 
company  or  any  other  person.  The  engineers  shall 
also  swear  that  they  will  well  and  truly,  to  the  best 
of  their  skill  and  judgment,  make  a  fair  and  impartial 
estimate  of  the  work  done,  the  material  furnished 
according  to  contract,  and  otherwise  faithfully  per- 
form the  duties  of  engineer  so  long  as  they  continue 
in  the  service  of  the  company.  A  certificate  of  such 
oath,  taken  before  an  officer  authorized  by  law  to  ad- 
minister oaths,  shall  be  filed  with  the  records  of  said 
coiupany.  That  if,  in  judicial  proceedings  and  judg- 
ments of  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  it  shall 
be  adjudged  that  any  engineer,  or  any  of  the  officers 
aforesaid,  shall,  at  any  time  taking  such  oath,  have 
been  interested  with  any  contract  or  in  any  contract 
for  the  construction  of  said  road,  or  any  part  of  it, 
or  for  equipping  said  road  or  its  branches,  no  recov- 
ery in  law  shall  be  had  on  such  contracts,  and  said 
engineer  interested  or  officer  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  the  crime  of  perjury. 

§  14.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  railway  com- 
pany to  acquire,  by  purchase  or  donation,  and  hold 
land  for  stone  quarries  and  timber  and  coal,  and  other 
mineral  lands  along  the  line  of  said  railroad,  that  may 
be  necessary  for  the  construction  and  repairs  of  the 
road. 

§  15.  That  said  company  may  connect  its  said  road, 
or  any  of  its  branches,  with  the  railroad  of  any  other 
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company  in  or  out  of  this  State,  and  may  purchase, 
or  lease  and  operate,  any  railroad  connecting  with,  the 
road  or  bvanches  of  said  Madison  and  Southeastern 
Railway  Company ;  and  it  may  consolidate  with,  and 
make  running  and  operating  arrangements  with  any 
other  railroad  company,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  contracting  parties ;  and  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  franchises  and  subscription  of  stock 
granted  and  subscribed  to  any  other  railroad  com- 
pany to  be  assigned  and  transferred  to  the  Madison 
and  Southeastern  Railway  Company,  and  the  like 
power  and  privileges  are  hereby  granted  to  any  rail- 
road company  with  which  it  may  contract. 

§  16.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  this  company  to  unite. 
their  road,  branch  or  branches,  with  any  other  rail- 
roads, and  to  acquire  interest  in  other  roads  or 
parts  of  roads,  and  use  the  same  as  parts  of  their 
main  line,  branch  or  branches,  with  the  consent  of 
the  directors  of  such  companies. 

§  17.  The  board  of  directors  of  said  company  are 
empowered  to  appoint  an  executive  committee  of  five 
persons  from  among  the  directors  of  the  company,  of 
whom  the  president  shall  be  one,  and  authorize  said 
committee  to  conduct  and  manage  the  affairs  and  busi- 
ness of  said  company  during  the  interval  of  the  meet- 
ings of  the  board,  and  may  at  any  time  discontdnne 
said  committee  or  remove  any  member  thereof. 

§  18.  That  in  order  to  create  and  secure  a  fund  for 
the  final  payment  of  the  indebtedness  of  said  com- 
pany, said  company  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  create  and  form  a  sinking  fund  for  that 
purpose,  in  that  way  deemed  most  advantageous  and 
practicable  by  the  board  of  directors  for  said  purpose, 

§  19.  Said  railroad  company  may  construct  or  pur- 
chase a  telegraph  line  along  the  line  of  said  railroad 
for  the  purposes  of  its  business,  or  become  owners  of 
stock  in  any  telegraph  'company  which  may  construct 
such  line  of  telegraph,  and  may  establish  an  express 
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company  over  their  line  of  railroad  or  become  owners 
of  stock  in  such  a  company. 

§  20.  The  said  company  may  acouire  any  corporate 
rights,  franchises  and  privileges  which  may  be  granted 
it  in  other  States,  and  use  the  same,  which  they  may 
receive  from  the  Legislatures  thereof,  or  which  they 
may  acquire  therein,  not  inconsistent  with  their  char- 
ter or  the  laws  of  Kentucky. 

§  21.  They  shall  begin  work  on  their  road  in  good 
faith  within  five  years,  and  complete  the  same  within 
ten  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  or  forfeit  all 
the  powers  herein  conferred.  Said  railway  company 
shall  begin  work  within  two  years  from  the  passage  of 
this  act,  or  said  charter  shall  be  null  and  void. 

§  22.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1080. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  and  reduce  into 
one  the  several  acts  concerning  the  city  of  Henderson,"  approved 
February  11,  1867,  and  the  several  acts  amendatory  thereto. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  amend  and  re- 
duce into  one  the  several  acts  concerning  the  city  of 
Henderson,"  approved  February  11, 1867,  and  the  sev- 
eral acts  passed  since  amendatory  thereto,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  amended  as  follows  :  That  an  act  to 
repeal  a  portion  of  section  11,  article  3,  of  an  act  tx) 
amend  and  reduce  into  one  the  several  acts  concern- 
ing the  city  of  Henderson,  approved  February  11, 
1867,  approved  February  27, 1880,  chapter  307,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  repealed ;  and  that  all  that  por- 
tion of  section  11  of  article  3  of  an  act  to  amend  and 
reduce  into  one  the  several  acts  concerning  the  city  of 
S9 — Local  LawSj  vol.  S. 
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Jonrniil  of 
council  shall  be 
publiBhed. 


Henderson,  approved  February  11,  1867,  repealed  by 
said  act,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  revived  and  shall 
hereafter  be  in  force. 

§  2.  That  section  (13)  thirteen  of'  ''An  act  to  amend 
an  act,  entitled,  'An  act  to  amend  and  reduce  into  one 
the  several  acts  concerning  the  city  of  Hendei-son,' " 
approved  February  11,  1867,  and  the  several  acts 
amendatory  thereto,  approved  March  3,  1880,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  repealed  ;  and  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following  is  hereby  enacted,  to  wit :  The  common 
council  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept  a  corrt^ct  journal 
of  its  proceedings,  and  said  proceedings  shall,  after 
each  meeting  of  the  common  council,  be  published  in 
some  newspaper  printed  and  published  in  the  city  of 
Henderson ;  and  all  ordinances  adopted  by  the  com- 
mon  council  shall,  before  being  enforced,  be  published 
at  least  once  in  some  newspaper  printed  find  published 
in  the  city  of  Henderson. 

§  3.  That  section  (19)  nineteen  of  an  act,  entitled 
'*An  act  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  'An  act  to  amend 
and  reduce  into  one  the  several  acts  concerning  the 
city  of  Henderson,'  "  approved  February  11,  1867.  and 
to  alter  and  enlarge  the  boundary  of  said  city,  approved 
March 5, 1870,. be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  as 
sinking  fund,  follows,  viz :  A  wsiukiug  fund  to  pay  the  bonded  or 
public  debt  of  the  city  of  Henderson  is  hereby  created. 
The  common  council  of  the  city  of  Henderson  shall 
have  power,  in  addition  to  the  powers  heretofore 
granted,  to  impose  a  license  tax  upon  the  following 
businesses,  employments,  establishments  and  concerns 
that  are  pursued,  carried  on,  or  held  within  said  city, 
and  shall  provide  by  ordinance  for  the  collection  and 
payment  of  same  into  the  sinking  fund,  with  adequate 
penalties  for  doing  business  without  the  required 
license.     Said  license  tax  shall  be  as  follows,  to  wit: 

For  each  grocer,  merchant  or  other  establishment 
wherein  spirituous,  vinous,  malt  or  fermented  liquor  is 
sold  in  quanties  less  than  the  original  packages,  and 
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in   quantities  not  less  than  a  quart,   not  less  than 
twenty  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

For  each  and  every  theatrical  performance,  exhibi- 
tion, show,  circus,  menagerie  or  other  performance 
for  which  a  price  is  charged  for  admittance,  not  less 
than  three  dollars  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dol- 
dollars  for  each  performance.         ' 

For  each  vehicle  running  for  hire  or  profit  in  said 
city,  not  less  than  three  dollars  nor  more  than  ten  dol- 
lars. 

For  each  billiard  table,  pool  table,  pigeon-hole  table, 
bowling-alley,  shooting  gallery  or  Jenny  Lind  table, 
set  up  and  carried  on  in  said  city,  for  the  use  of  which 
anything  is  charged  or  received,  not  less  than  ten  dol- 
lars nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

For  each  tavern  or  hotel,  coffee-house,  drinking 
saloon,  club-room  or  other  establishment  wherein 
malt,  fermented,  vinous  or  spirituous  liquors  are  sold 
in  quantities  less  than  one  quart  in  said  city,  not  less 
than  thirty  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  each  pawnbroker,  commercial  or  exchange 
broker,  express  company's  office  or  agency,  telegraph 
oflSce,  telephone  exchange,  not  less  than  ten  dollars 
nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

For  each  insurance  agent  or  agency,  not  less  than 
five  dollars  nor  more  than  ten  dollars ;  and  for  each 
insurance  company  represent^ed  by  said  agent  or 
agency,  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  ten 
dollars. 

For  each  intinerant  vetinerary  surgeon  or  chiropo- 
dist, not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars. 

For  each  tobacco  stemmery  operated  in  said  city, 
not  less  than  thirty-five  dollars  nor  more  than  five  • 

hundred  dollars. 

For  each  fortune-teller  or  clairvoyant,  not  less  than 
twenty  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

For  each  auctioneer  doing  business  in  said  city,  not 
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less  than  twenty  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars. 

For  each  peddler  peddling  in  said  city,  not  less  than 
fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand  two  hundred 
dollars. 

For  each  commission  merchant  or  dealer  in  grain 
or  tobacco  broker,  not  less  than  twenty  dollars  nor 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

Every  business,  employment  or  concern  hereinbe- 
fore set  forth  and  authorized  to  be  taxed  and  licensed 
may  be  classed  and  graded  by  the  common  council, 
and  the  rate  fixed  by  ordinance  at  or  within  the  mini- 
mum or  maximum  hereinbefore  provided  ;  and  the 
amount  herein  fixed  is  the  amount  fixed  for  license 
per  year,  except  where  a  different  time  is  herein  ex- 
Term  of  pressed.  And  no  license  authorized  hereby  shall  be 
granted  for  a  longer  period  than  one  year,  but  may  be 
for  a  shorter,  within  the  discretion  of  the  common 
council,  but  shall  not  be  granted  at  a  less  rate  for  said 
shorter  period  than  a  proportionate  part  of  the  amount 
charged  for  such  license  per  year.  No  tax  or  license 
shall  be  required  or  charged  for  any  literary  or  other 
entertainment  the  proceeds  of  which  are  devoted  to 
any  church  or  charitable  purpose,  or  to  any  Sabbath 
school.  The  unexpired  time  of  any  license  granted 
as  herein  provided  may  be  transferred  by  the  holder, 
with  the  consent  of  the  common  council.  That  all 
other  parts  of  said  section  19  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  repealed. 

§  4.  That  the  board  of  commissioners  of  the  sinking 
fund  of  the  city  of  Henderson,  Kentucky,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  authorized,  in  their  discretion,  to  pay  into 
the  treasury  of  the  city  of  Henderson  any  money  that 
may  be  or  remain  in  the  sinking  fund  after  the  inter- 
est on  the  bonded  debt  for  any  year  has  been  paid  or 
provided  for. 

§  5.  That  the  common  council  of  the  city  of  Hender- 
Dog  ux.         son  shall  have  power  to  tax,  license,  restrain  and  regu- 
late the  keeping  of  dogs  within  the  limits  of  said  city, 
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and  may  provide  by  ordinance  for  the  collection  of 
said  tax  and  the  manner  in  which  such  animal  shall 
be  kept  or  restrained,  with  suitable  fines  and  penalties 
to  be  inflicted  upoa  any  one  for  a  violation  of  said 
ordinance. 

§  6.  That  the  southeastern  boundary  of  the  city  of  Bomduj. 
Henderson  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  restored  and 
fixed  between  the  points  hereinafter  named,  as  was  fixed 
by  an  act,^ entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  and  reduce  into 
ona  the  several  acts  concerning  the  city  of  Hender- 
son," approved  February  11,  1867,  viz:  Beginning  at 
a  point  where  the  present  boundary  line  of  said  city 
intersects  the  west  line  of  the  Madisonville  road,  run- 
ning thence  in  a  northeasterly  direction  a  straight  line 
to  the  center  of  the  bridge  over  the  Town  Fork  of  Canoe 
creek,  on  the  Henderson  and  Hebbardsville  road ; 
thence  northwesterly  along  the  center  of  said  road  to 
a  point  fifty  feet  from  said  bridge  to  the  beginning 
point  of  the  boundary  of  said  city  as  now  fixed  by 
law. 

§  7.  That  all  persons  and  property  situated  within 
the  aforesaid  boundary  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  im- 
munities and  subject  to  the  same  burdens  that  other 
persons  and  property  are  subjected  to  in  said  city. 

§  8.  That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  here- 
with are  hereby  repealed ;  and  this  act  shall  take  effect 
and  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1081. 

AN*  ACT  to  authorize  the  Daviess  county  court  to  borrow  and  use  its- 
gurplus  funds  collected  for  railroad  bond  and  coupon  purposes  in 
constructing  a  new  jail. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  AssemMy  of  the  Com- 
monwealtJi  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  coart  of  Daviess  county  may 
borrow  and  use  any  surplus  fund  it  now  has  or  may 
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acquire  on  account  of  its  funds  collected  to  pay  the 
bonds  and  coupons  issued  by  said  county  in  payment 
of  its  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Owens- 
boro  and  Russellville  Railroad  Company,  in  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  jail  for  said  county. 

§  2.  The  Deposit  Bank  of  Owensboro  shall  pay  oat 
said  fund  on  the  orders  of  said  court  made  of  record, 
which  orders  made  for  said  purpose  shall  be  signed 
by  the  judge  of  said  court  and  countersigned  by  the 
clerk  thereof,  and  the  copies  thereof  presented  to  sjjid 
bank  for  payment  shall  be  signed  by  said  clerk  and 
by  said  judge  in  person. 

§  3.  A  correct  statement  of  the  amount  of  said  fund 
so  used  and  borrowed  shall  be  kept ;  and  said  court 
shall  cause  the  collector  of  tax  for  said  county  for 
the  year  1886  to  deposit  in  said  bank,  to  the  credit 
of  the  said  railroad  bond  and  coupon  fund,  the  amount 
so  borrowed  and  used,  which  sum  shall  not  exceed 
thirty  thousand  dollars  ;  said  deposits  by  said  col- 
lector to  be  made  out  of  moneys  collected  from  the 
taxes  levied  for  said  year,  for  the  purpose  of  build- 
ing a  new  jail  for  said  county. 

§  4.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1084. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the 
town  of  Berryville  and  change  the  name  thereof,"  approved  April 
9.  1880. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  A  ssembly  of  the  Com- 
momoealth  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  the 
charter  of  the  town  of  Berryville  and  change  the  name 
thereof,"  approved  April  9,  1880,  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  to 
section  6 :  In  the  event  the  town  trustees  fail  or  refuse, 
for  the  period  of  thirty  days  after  the  time  fixed  by 
law  for  holding  an  election,  to  order  a  new  election, 
the  county  judge  of  Harrison  county,  upon  the  motion 
of  any  citizen  of  Berry s,  shall,  by  order  entered  upon 
the  order  book  of  said  county  court,  fix  the  time  for 
holding  said  election,  a  copy  of  which  order  shall  be 
posted  for  ten  days  in  some  conspicuous  place  in  said 
town.  The  said  judge  shall  also  appoint  all  the  neces- 
sary officers  for  holding  said  election  and  counting  and 
cerrifying  the  vote  cast.  This  act  shall  apply  to  any 
failure  to  hold  said  election  for  the  present  year  or 
any  year  thereafter. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

616  LAWS  OF  KENTUCKY. 

CHAPTER  1085. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Maysville  Gas  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  OeneraX  AsseTribly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  Maysville  Gas  Com- 
pany, approved  March  1,  1854,  and  amended  May 
26,  1865,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  further  amende 
so  as  to  allow  and  authorize  said  corporation  to  bor- 
row not  exceeding  thirty  thousand  dollars,  and  to 
issue  notes  or  bonds  for  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof, 
and  to  hypothecate  the  property  of  the  corporation  to 
secure  the  same,  the  notes  or  bonds  to  run  for  sach 
time  and  be  for  such  amounts  as  mav  be  determined 
upon  by  the  company,  and  to  bear  interest  at  a  rate 
not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  annu- 
ally or  semi-annually. 

§  2.  That  said  company  shall  have  power  to  change, 
extend  and  improve  its  works ;  and  also  to  furnish 
electrical  light  and  electrical  power  and  heating  and 
natural  gas  for  public  and  private  purposes  within  the 
city  of  Maysville  and  in  its  vicinity. 

§  3.  That  said  company  shall  have  power  to  sell  and 
convey  or  lease  its  works  to  such  parties  and  on  such 
terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

§  4.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1086. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  town  of  Danville  to  raise  money  to  aid  in 

the  construction  of  railroads. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  AsseTribly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  KentucJcy : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  town  of  Dan- 
ville, in  Boyle  county,  of  this  State,  to  issue  bonds 
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on  the  credit  and  responsibility  of  the  said  town  and 
the  proi)erty  and  tax-payers  thereof,  in  a  sum  or 
sams  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars,  in  order 
to  raise  money  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  one  or 
more  railroads  to  said  town,  or  one  or  more  railroads 
on  which  said  town  shall  be  made  a  permanent  sta- 
tion. 

§  2.  That  before  any  bonds  shall  be  issued  for  said 
purpose,  an  election  shall  be  held  in  said  town  at  the 
usaal  voting  place  or  places  for  the  election  of  trus- 
tees  of  said  town  or  such  like  town  authorities,  at 
which  the  sense  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town 
shall  be  taken   for   and  against  the  proposition   to 
issae  bonds  as  aforesaid  for  railroad  purposes ;  said 
elections  shall  be  held  in  the  same  manner,  as  near  as 
may  be,  as  the  election  of  trustees  of  said  town  are 
held  by  law  in  said  town,  and  under  the  same  safe- 
guards, responsibilities  and  penalties  as  respects  offi- 
cers and  voters  as  apply  to  other  elections  in  said 
town  ;  and  the  same  method  of  ascertaining  and  certi- 
fying the  result  shall  apply  as  in  such  elections.     If 
the  proposition  shall  receive  a  majority  of  qualified 
voters  of  said  town  voting  at  such  election,  the  same 
shall  be  entered  of  record  on   the  minute  books  of 
the  trustees  of  said  town,  and  such   entrv  shall  be 
sufficient  evidence  of   the   result  as  well   as  of   the 
validity    of    the    proceedings    touching    the    same : 
Promd/id^  The  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Dan- 
ville shall  have  power  to  determine  all  questions  per- 
taining to  such  election   before  said  order  is  made. 
Before  such  election  shall  be  held,  any  railroad  corpo- 
ration desiring  to  avail  itself  of  the  benefit  of  this 
act  shall,  through  its  president  or  other  authorized 
oflicers,  apply  in  writing  to  the  said  board  of  trustees 
of  said  town,  proposing  to  exchange  its  bonds  or  stock 
at  a  rate  to  be  named  in  said  application  for  the  bonds 
of  said  town,  to  an  amount  equal  to  the  whole  or  a 
part  of  said  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  ;  and  upon 
such  application  the  said  board  of  trustees  and  a  com- 
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mittee  of  the  citizens  of  said  town,  consisting  of  Jno. 
W.  Procter,  Geo.  W.  Welsh,  Jr.,  Jno.  M.  Meyer  and 
Jno.  S.  Van  Winkle,  shall  determine  whether  said 
election  shall  be  held,  and  what  sum  of  bonds  of  said 
town  shall  be  included  in  such  proposition  :  and  if 
said  board  and  committee  determine  to  submit  a  prop- 
osition to  the  voters  of  the  town,  an  election  shall  be 
ordered  (such  order  being  entered  on  the  record  book 
of  the  board  of  trustees),  and  of  which  election  not 
less  than  twenty  days'  notice,  signed  by  the  chairman 
of  said  board  of  trustees  and  three  of  said  committee 
of  citizens,  shall  be  given  by  the  publication  in  one  or 
more  newspapers  published  in  said  town.  Elections 
mav  be  held  under  this  act  until  the  whole  amount  of 
fifty  thousand  dollars  shall  be  authorized,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  said  board  of  trustees  and  said  committee  of 
citizens.  If  any  one  or  more  of  said  committee  shall 
die,  declint*  to  act,  remove,  or  become  disabled,  the  re- 
maining members  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies. 

g  3.  The  bonds  authorized  by  this  act  shall  bear  not 
exceeding  six  per  cent,  annual  interest,  payable  semi- 
annually or  annually,  as  said  board  of  trustees  may 
detirmine  ;  and  said  bonds  and  coupons  shall  be  pay- 
able at  such  times  and  at  such  place  as  said  board 
may  direct ;  and  said  bonds  shall  not  be  disposed  of 
at  less  than  par  value.  The  bonds  shall  be  signed  by 
the  chairman  of  said  board  of  trustees  or  mavor  of 
said  town,  as  the  rase  may  be,  and  countersigned  by 
the  clerk  or  secretary  of  said  board  or  town  council ; 
and  the  coupons  shall  also  be  signed  by  such  chairman 
or  mayor.  A  record  shall  be  kei)t  by  the  authorities 
of  said  town  as  to  the  issuance  of  said  bonds,  and  the 
chairman  of  said  board,  mayor  and  other  officers  of 
said  town,  w^ho  may  be  concerned  in  the  issuance  of 
said  bonds  or  the  custody  thereof,  shall  be  responsi- 
ble, officially,  on  their  respective  bonds,  if  any,  and 
personally  for  the  safe-keeping  and  lawful  disposition 
of  all  bonds  w^hich  may  be  issued  under  this  act. 

§  4.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  town,  or  such  mu- 
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nicipal  body  or  bodies  that  may  succeed  them,  shall 
have  power  to  levy  a  tax  upon  the  property  of  the  cit- 
izens of  said  town,  and  all  i)ropert3'  located  within  the 
limits  of  said  town,  as  listed  and  assessed  for  taxation 
for  town  purposes,  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  on  the  one 
hundred  dollars  in  value  of  such  propert}%  in  order  to 
raise  a  fund  to  i)ay  the  interest  on  all  bonds  which  may 
be  issued,  as  well  as  to  raise  a  sinking  fund  to  pay  the 
principal  of  the  same  ;  which  tax  shall  be  collected  and 
accounted  for  bv  the  marshal  or  collector  of  said  town, 
under  responsibility  of  his  official  bond,  or  such  addi- 
tional and  special  bond  as  may  be  required  of  him  by 
said  town  authorities.  All  collections  of  taxes  made 
under  this  act  shall  be  promptly  paid  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  town,  who  shall  receive  and  account  for  the  same 
under  his  official  bond,  or  such  special  bond  as  said 
atitlu)rities  may  require  of  him ;  and  he  shall,  under 
like  responsibility,  have  the  custody  of  all  bonds  or 
st<^)(*k  which  may  be  given  in  exchange  for  said  mu- 
nicipal bonds,  and  shall  safely  keep  or  deliver  the 
same  as  he  mav  be  ordered  bv  said  authorities. 

iJ  5,  The  money  on  bonds  subscribed  under  this  act 
shall  not  be  paid  or  delivered  to  said  railroad  corpo- 
ra tic  m  until  the  said  railroad  is  constructed  and  the 
tniclv  laid  to  Danville,  Kentucky. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passao:e.

CHAPTER  1087. 

AX  ACT  to  legalize  certain  acts,  when  districts  have  voted  and  collected 
a  special  school  tax  for  the  purposes  of  tuition,  and  to  authorize  the 
trii>tees  to  extend  school  term  in  such  districts  beyond  a  five  months* 
term. 

Whereas.  Certain  school  districts  in  this  State  have 
voted  a  special  tax  on  themselves  for  the  purposes  of 
tuition  and  collected  the  same  ;  and  whereas,  the  gen- 
eral school  law  fails  to  provide  any  authority  for 
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extending  a  common  school  beyond  a  five  months' i 
term  in  any  one  year,  notwithstanding  they  may  ha^t 
sufficient  money  to  defray  the  expenses  of  a  tei 
months'  school ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  in  any  district  or  county  in  this  Sta^ 
when  the  people  have  voted  on  themselves  a  tax  for 
school  purposes  and  collected  the  game  sinc«  the  pas- 
sage of  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  for  the  benefit  of 
common  schools  in  this  Commonwealth,"  approved  oa 
the  —  day  of ,  18 — ,  said  acts  are  hereby  con- 
firmed and  legalized,  and  the  district  trustees  a» 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  expend  said 
money  in  having  a  school  taught  by  an  extension  of 
the  school  term  beyond  the  five  months  now  author- 
ized by  law,  a  sufficient  length  of  time  to  utilize  said 
special  fund  so  as  not  to  exceed  ten  mon  ths  in  any  one 
year. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  apply  only  to  Henry  county. 

§  3.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  and  take  effect 
from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Shelby  Railroad  Corapany. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky  : 

%  1.  That  the  twenty-first  section  of  an  act,  entitled 
*'An  act  to  incorporate  the  Shelby  Railroad  Com- 
pany/' approved  March  15,  1851,  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  so  amended  as  to  authorize  and  empower  said 
corporation  to  extend  its  main  line  or  branches  into  or 
through  the  counties  of  Scott,  Bourbon,  Woodford  or 
Fayette,  in  addition  to  the  counties  named  in  said 
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section,  and  also  to  and  into  the  city  of  Louisville. 
but  only  into  said  city  of  Louisville  on  terms  to  be 
agreed  upon  between  said  city  and  said  company;  the 
consent  of  the  common  council  of  said  city  to  be  first 
obtained,  and  in  accordance  with  such  ordinances  as 
said  city  may  enact.  And  if  it  be  found  necessary  or 
convenient  to  run  the  same  through  lands  of  the  Cen- 
tral Kentucky  Lunatic  Asylum  near  Anchorage,  and 
three  hundred  yards  distant  from  the  asylum  build- 
ings, right  of  way  for  so  doing  is  hereby  granted  to 
said  company ;  but  the  said  location  of  the  road 
through  said  asylum  grounds  shall  be  made  only  with 
the  consent  of,  and  as  required  by,  the  board  of  com- 
missioners of  said  asylum. 

§  2.  Said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow 
money,  and  secure  the  same  by  issuing  and  selling 
c50upon  bonds,  and  securing  ihe  payment  of  the  same 
with  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annuna, 
payable  half-yearly,  with  not  exceeding  thirty  years 
to  run,  not  in  excess  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  per 
mile  of  road,  and  secure  the  same  by  mortgage  on 
all  it«  road  or  roads  then  owned  or  in  future  to  be 
swjquired,  or  such  parts  thereof  as  may  be  designated 
in  the  mortgage,  which  may  include  any  or  all  of  the 
property,  rights  and  franchises  of  said  company. 

§  3.  That  the  time  within  which  said  company  is 
illowed  to  construct  the  lines  set  out  in  the  first  sec- 
tion of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  charter 
>f  the  Shelby  Railroad  Company,"  etc.,  approved 
February  3,  J  869,  be,  and  the  same  is,  extended  for 
ten  years,  and  the  title  of  said  act  is  amended  as  to 
read,  "An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Shelby 
Etailroad  Company." 

§  4.  This  amendment  is  granted  on  this  express  con- 
lition,  viz:  Said  company  shall  not  demand  or  col- 
lect from  Shelby  county,  or  the  Shelby  county  court, 
my  bonds  or  any  sum  of  money  whatever,  by  reason 
>t  the  said  order  of  said  county  court,  of  date  August 
14,  1869,  ordering  a  vote  to  be  taken  in  said  county  on

September  4,  1869,  nor  by  reason  of  said  votes,  nor  by 
reason  of  any  order  of  said  court,  made  either  before 
or  after  said  vote  in  relation  to  a  subscription  to  said 
capital  stock. 

§  5.  That  the  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of 
the  Shelby  Railroad  Company,  authorized  bytheapi 
of  incorporation  and  the  acts  amendatory  theiv^), 
shall  not  be  submitted  to  the  vote  of  the  peoi)le  of 
any  municipality  or  count}'^  or  taxing  district  n.en 
tioned  therein,  and  empowered  by  any  of  said  acts  tu 
make  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  com- ! 
pany,  unless  the  question  of  submitting  said  sub- 
scription to  a  popular  vote  shall  have  been  first  con- 
sidered by  the  council  or  board  of  trustees  of  said 
municipality,  or  the  county  court  of  said  county,  and 
a  majority  thereof  shall  have  authorized  by  prosier 
ordinance  or  oi-der  made  at  some '  regular  session  di- 
recting the  submission  of  the  subscription  to  a  vote 
of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  municipality,  county  or 
taxing  district ;  and  all  provisions  in  any  of  said  acts 
in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  section  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

g  6.  That  any  authority  granted  by  the  oiiginal 
charter  of  the  Shelby  Railroad  Company,  or  by  any 
act  amendatory  thereto,  authorizing  the  county  of 
Boyle,  or  any  taxing  district  in  said  county  therein 
mentioned,  to  vote  upon  any  subscription  to  the  capi- 
tal stock  of  said  railroad  company,  is  hereby  repealed 
and  held  for  naught. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  sale  of  the  Bethlehem  Turnpike  Koad,  in 

Henry  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  The  circuit  court  of  Henry  county  is  hereby 
empowered  and  directed,  upon  the  petition  of  the 
owners  of  a  majority  of  the  shares  of  stock  in  said 
road,  to  order  the  Bethlehem  Turnpike  Road,  in 
Henry  county,  to  be  sold  at  public  auction  to  the 
highest  and  best  bidder,  on  such  credits  and  at  such 
times  and  on  such  terms  as  in  its  opinion  will  be  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  owners  of  stock  therein. 

§  2.  Said  circuit  court  will,  by  proper  orders,  dis- 
tribute the  proceeds  of  said  sale,  after  the  payment 
of  the  costs  of  such  proceedings,  between  E.  P.  Ditto, 
Samuel  Hall,  Barbara  Flail  and  James  P.  Bryant,  the 
owners  of  the  stock  in  said  road,  according  to  their 
rights.  The  purchaser  is  hereby  invested  with  all 
]fi — Local  LawSy  vol.  S. 
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the  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  now  belonging 
to  or  appertaining  to  the  said  turnpike  road  or  Beth- 
lehem Turnpike  Road  Company. 

§  4.  If,  at  the  time  of  making  such  order  of  sale, 
there  be  an  order  of  said  court  entered  directing  a 
sale  of  the  Pleasureville,  Bethlehem  and  Kentucky 
River  Turnpike  Road,  the  court  may,  if  it  deem  it 
proi)er,  order  the  sale  of  the  Bethlehem  Turnpike 
Road  to  be  made  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  the 
Pleasureville,  Bethlehem  and  Kentucky  River  Turn- 
pike Road,  and  at  the  same  time,  place  and  terms, 
and  that  both  the  roads  be  sold  as  a  whole  if  it  so 
orders,  then  it  will  adjudge  to  the  owners  of  the 
stock  in  the  Bethlehem  road  three-tenths  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  sale,  to  be  divided  among  them  as 
aforesaid. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER    1094. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  National  Sick  and  Accident  Fund  in  Adair- 

yille,  Logan  county,  Kentucky. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Comr 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  Dr.  R.  P.  Townsend,  E.  Fasy,  M,  L.  Fu- 
gate,  W.  E.  Jenkins,  J.  W.  Porter,  P.  L.  McKeman, 
J.  G.  Orndorff  and  S.  C.  Gooch,  and  their  associates 
and  successors,  be,  and  are  hereby,  created  the  body- 
politic,  under  the  name  of  the  National  Sick  and 
Accident  Fund,  with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with,  and  shall  have  i)erpet- 
ual  succession,  with  rights  to  hold  real  estate  and 
other  property  and  funds  necessary,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  board  of  directory,  for  its  use  and  purposes, 
and  may  dispose  of  the  same  at  will ;  and  may  adopt 
and  use  a  common  seal,  renewable  and  changeable  at 
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pleasure  ;  and  may  make  such  by-laws  and  regulations 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  fully  carry  out  the 
purposes  of  this  act  of  incorporation. 

?  2.  The  principal  place  of  business  of  said  corpora- 
tion shall  be  Adairville,  Kentucky ;  and  any  four  of 
the  incorporators  above  named  may,  in  person  or  by 
proxy,  after  being  duly  notified,  proceed  to  organize 
and  elect  board  of  directory  and  other  officers  pro- 
vided herein. 

§  3.  The  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  managed 
by  a  board  of  directory  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  fifteen  persons ;  seven  of  said  board  shall  be  resi- 
dents of  Logan-  county,  Kentucky,  and  shall  constitute 
a  local  board,  a  majority  of  which  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  to  do  business ;  the  remaining  eight  shall 
constitute  an  advisory  board,  and  may  reside  in  any 
part  of  the  State  of  Kentucky.  The  board  of  directory 
shall  be  chosen  by  the  members  of  the  corporation  on 
the  fourth  Tuesday  in  June  of  each  year,  and  shall 
enter  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties  on  the  first 
day  of  July  thereafter.  They  may  be  qualified 
at  any  time  after  their  election ;  and  previous  to 
entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties  the 
president  of  said  corporation,  or  any  person  com- 
petent to  administer  an  oath,  may  qualify  said 
members  elect.  Board  of  directory  and  all  other 
officers  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  installed.  Vacancies  in  the  board 
may  be  filled  by  the  board  itself  and  any  director  so 
elected  shall  hold  his  office  until  the  next  annual  elec- 
tion. Should  the  first  of  July  fall  on  Sunday,  the 
directors  elect  shall  meet  on  the  day  preceding  and 
organize.  Should  no  election  be  held  on  the  day  men- 
tioned above,  the  president,  by  order  of  the  board, 
may  call  a  meeting  for  such  purpose  upon  ten  days' 
notice,  published  in  some  newspaper  in  Kentucky  or 
otherwise. 

§  4.  The  board  shall  elect  from  its  number  a  presi- 
dent, a  vice-president,  a  secretary  and  a  treasurer, 
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and  such  other  officers  as  it  may  be  necessary  to  man- 
age the  business  of  the  corporation,  and  may  regulate 
the  duties  of  each  by  by-laws. 

g  5.  The  object  of  the  corporation  shall  be  to  pro- 
vide weekly  benefits  for  its  members  during  sickness 
or  when  disabled  by  accident ;  and  the  board  shall  have 
power  to  assess  its  members  to  pay  such  benefit,  also 
to  charge  a  membership  fee  and  quarterly  dues,  the 
amount  of  all  of  which  it  may  fix  by  by-laws.  It 
shall  have  power  to  prescribe  by  its  by-laws  the  con- 
ditions upon  which  members  shall  be  admitted,  and 
classify  the  risks,  and  fix  the  assessments  and  mem 
bership  fee  in  accordance  therewith ;  to  divide  the 
risks  into  separate  classes  if  they  think  best,  and 
keep  the  business  of  each  class  separate  from  the 
other. 

§  6.  The  weekly  benefits  shall  not  be  less  than  five 
nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  to  be  paid  to  the  applicant 
upon  conditions  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  said 
board  :  Provided,  however^  That  no  more  than  twenty- 
six  weeks  shall  be  paid  to  any  member  within  any  one 
year. 

§  7.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  a  member  of  said 
corporation  until  he  shall  have  complied  with  the  con- 
ditions prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation. 
The  board  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  medical 
examiner,  who  shall  be  a  graduate  of  some  medical 
college,  to  whom  all  application  for  membership  shall 
be  submitted,  and  he  shall  writhe  his  opinion  on  said 
application ;  and  upon  the  approval  of  said  medical 
examiner  and  the  payment  of  such  fees,  assessments 
and  so  forth,  as  the  by-laws  may  prescribe,  shall  be- 
come a  member  of  said  corporation,  unless  the  board 
direct  otherwise,  and  a  certificate  of  membership  shall 
be  issued  to  him,  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary 
of  the  board. 

§  8.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in 
said  corporation  except  free-born  white  men  between 
the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty-five. 
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§  9.  The  board  shall  create  two  separate  funds,  one 
to  be  known  as  the  "benefit  fund"  and  the  other  as 
the  "permanent  fund."     Ninety  per  cent,  of  all  mon- 
eys received  from  assessments  shall  be  placed  to  the 
credit  of  the  ''benefit  fund,"  and  shall  be  used  onlvto 
pay  weekly  benefits.     All  moneys  received  from  fees, 
dues  and  other  sources,  and  the  remaining  ten  per 
cent,  of  assessments,  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the 
permanent  fund,  and  may  be  used  to  defray  the  ex- 
penses of  the  corporation,  or  as  the  board  may  direct. 
§  10.  The  weekly  benefit  due  members  shall  not  be 
subject  to  the  claims  of  creditors,  and  shall  not  be 
reached  by  attachment,  garnishment,  or  other  pro- 
cesses of  law,  so  as  lo  divert  it  from  its  members  or 
their  familiex^. 

§  11.  The  members  of  the  corporation  shall  be  bound 
in  law  to  pay  all  assessments,  dues  and  so  forth ;  they 
may,  however,  withdraw  from  the  corporation  by  giv- 
ing written  notice  to  the  secretary  or  chief  officer  of 
the  corporation  of  such  intention,  after  which  all  lia- 
bilities shall  cease  for  assessments,  dues  and  so  forth, 
that  mav  thereafter  accrue;  and  in  CMse  of  failure  to 
pay  assessments,  quarterly  dues  and  so  forth,  shall 
be  debarred  from  receiving  any  benefits  whatever 
to  which  they  might  otherwise  have  become  entitled 
during  such  delinquency.  The  board  may  suspend 
any  member  for  failure  to  pay  dues,  assessments  and 
so  forth,  and  when  so  suspended  can  only  be  restored 
to  membership  by  action  of  the  board. 

§  12.  All  claims  against  the  corporation  for  benefits 
must  be  asserted  within  one  year  from  the  time  when 
they  naight  have  been  claimed,  or  the  right  to  recover 
same  shall  be  forfeited. 

§  VS.  The  individual  shall  in  no  way  be  liable  for  the 
debts  of  the  corporation. 

§  14.  This  association  shall  be  subject  to  the  act  of 
April  19,  1884,  regulating  co-operative  insurance  com- 
panies of  other  States,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  appli- 
cable to  a  company  of  this  State. 
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§  16.  All  benefit  claims  shall  be  paid  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable after  the  necessary  proof  has  been  made ;  but  in 
no  case  shall  payment  be  withheld  more  than  six^y 
days  after  the  proof  has  been  approved  by  the  board. 

§  16.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1095. 

AN  ACT  lo  incorporate  the  Kentucky  Life  and   Accident  Insurance 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  Charles  Blandford,  O.  H.  Withenssoon, 
D.  C.  Walker,  John  H.  Grain  and  J.  R.  Walker,  and 
their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  created  a  body -politic,  under  the  name  of 
the  Kentucky  Life  and  Accident  Insurance  Company* 
with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  with 
the  right  to  hold  all  real  estate  or  other  funds  neces- 
sary, in  the  judgment  of  the  board  of  directors,  for 
its  uses  and  purposes,  and  may  dispose  of  the  same ; 
and  may  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  renewable  and 
changeable  at  pleasure  ;  and  may  make  such  by-laws 
and  regulations  as  nray  be  deemed  necessary  for  fully 
carrying  out  this  act  of  incorporation ;  but  shall  be 
required  to  make  a  sworn  annual  statement  of  its 
business  in  each  year  ending  December  81,  and  file 
the  same  with  the  insurance  department  of  this  State. 

§  2.  The  principal  place  of  business  of  said  corpora- 
tion shall  be  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  with 
branch  oflBces  in  such  other  cities  as  the  board  of 
directors  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

§  3.  Said  company  shall  have  power  to  insure  against 
accidents  of  any  and  all  kinds,  and  make  contracts  of

liealth  aud  life  insurance,  and  grant  birth  and  burial 
money  in  such  manner  and  on  such  terms  and  condi- 
tions, and  for  such  periods  of  time,  and  in  such  States 
or  counties  as  shall  be  from  time  to  time  ordered  and 
provided  by  the  directors,  and  may  contract  for  the 
X)ayment  of  endowments  during  the  life  of  its  mem- 
bers to  such  amounts,  to  such  person,  in  such  sums 
and  in  such  manner  as  its  by-laws  may  direct,  and  as 
shall  be  provided  in  its  beneficiary  certificates.  The 
board  of  directors  shall  determine  who  shall  be  mem- 
bers, upon  what  terms  they  shall  be  received ;  may 
reject  all  applications  for  membership,  fix  and  deter- 
mine what  sums  shall  be  paid  by  members  either  as 
assessments,  initiation  fee  or  yearly  or  other  dues ; 
shall  control  and  invest  the  funds  as  they  may  see 
proper  which  arise  from  any  source ;  and  any  loans 
which  may  be  made  to  members  shall,  with  the  inter- 
est thereon,  if  unpaid,  be  received  and  applied  as  part 
payment  on  the  benefit  certificate  of  the  member  and 
on  the  portion  thereof  first  falling  due  after  said  loan, 
levy  assessments  to  meet  death  or  accident  losses,  or 
to  provide  for  the  payment  of  endowments,  whenever 
in  their  judgment  the  same  is  necessary  for  the  proper 
conduct  of  the  business  of  the  association ;  shall  fix 
the  salaries  of  the  officers  and  agents,  and  require 
bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  and 
do  such  other  acts  as  may  be  necessary  to  fully  carry 
out  the  purposes  of  the  corporation. 

§  4.  The  company  may  issue  benefit  certificates  of 
membership  for  two,  three,  five,  or  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  may  provide  the  term  or  terms  when  the 
same  or  any  part  thereof  shall  be  payable,  and  the 
I)ortion  thereof  which  shall  be  payable  to  the  mem- 
ber's family,  or  any  other  person  designated  by  him, 
at  his  death  or  disability,  and  the  portion  or  portions 
which  shall  be  paid  to  himself  or  the  person  desig- 
nated by  him  to  receive  the  same  during  his  life ;  and 
in  no  event  shall  any  portion  of  the  sum  provided  for 
in  the  beneficiary  certificate  be  subject  to  execution, 
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attachment  or  other  legal  process  against  the  person 
insured  or  benefited  by  said  certificate,  nor  shall  the 
same  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  debts  of  the 
member  in  any  way. 

§  5.  At  such  times  as  may  bo  necJessary,  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  board  of  directors,  to  provide  funds  for  the 
payment  of  death  or  accident  losses  or  the  payment  of 
endowments  which  are  due  or  to  become  due,  and 
also  to  provide  a  permanent  fund  to  redeem  outstand- 
ing coupons,  assessments  shall  be  issued  against  the 
members,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  e^ich  member 
to  pay  to  the  association,  through  its  secretary,  the 
amount  of  his  assessment  within  thirty  davs  after  the 
notice  of  same  shall  have  been  issued  from  the  com- 
pany's office  ;  and  if  any  member  shall  fail  to  pay  the 
same  within  thirty  days,  he  shall  forfeit  all  rights  in 
the  association,  and  his  benefit  certificate  shall  become 
null  and  void.  But^the  by-laws  of  the  company  may 
provide  a  manner  of  reinstatement,  upon  the  payment 
of  arrearages  and  cost.  The  dues  shall  be  paid  semi- 
annually in  advance — the  first  of  January  and  the  first 
of  July  in  each  year — and  failure  to  pay  said  dues 
within  thirty  days  after  the  same  become  due  and  are 
payable  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  all  rights  of  the 
member  to  any  benefits  of  the  association,  subject  to 
reinstatement  as  may  be  provided  by  the  by-laws  of 
the  association.  A  notice  addressed  and  mailed  to  the 
member  at  the  post-office  named  in  the  application 
for  membership-,  or  other  address  subsequently  given 
the  association  by  the  member,  shall  be  considered  a 
sufficient  notice  for  the  purposes  in  this  section  set 
out. 

.  §  6.  The  fund  due  deceased  members  shall  be  paid 
within  sixty  days  after  due  and  legal  notice  of  death 
and  proper  proofs  thereof,  and  shall  be  paid  upon  sur- 
render of  the  benefit  certificate,  or  satisfactory  proof 
of  its  destruction  or  loss.  Unless  a  claim  be  asserted 
within  one  year  after  the  death  of  a  member  any  right 
to  recover  shall  be  forfeited.    The  amount  paid  on  the 
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death  of  a  member  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  sum  of 
two  thousand  dollars ;  nor  shall  the  association  pay  a 
greater  sum  than  twenty-five  dollars  per  week  for  a 
partial  disability,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  per  week 
for  a  total  disability;  but  provision  can  be  made  un- 
der the  charter  by  which  the  full  amount  of  benefit 
paid  during  the  life  of  the  member,  and  at  his  death 
may  reach  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars.  The  liv- 
ing  members  shall  be  bound  in  law  to  pay  all  assess- 
ments for  the  death,  accident  or  the  endowment  fund 
which  may  be  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  char- 
ter, but  they  may  withdraw  from  the  association  by 
paying  up  all  assessments  and  dues  against  them  and 
giving  a  written  notice  of  their  intention  to  the  secre- 
tary. After  giving  this  notice  all  liability  for  dues 
jand  assessments  shall  cease  and  determine,  as  shall 
also  all  liability  of  the  association  to  the  withdrawing 
member. 

S  7.  The  members  and  incorporators  shall  in  nowise 
be  liable  for  the  corporate  debts. 

§  8.  The  directors  shall  have  power  to  choose  a  presi- 
dent, vice-president,  secretary,  clerk  and  such  other 
oflScers  and  agents  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  tlie 
transaction  of  the  business  of  the  company  who  may 
or  may  not  be  members  of  the  board  of  directors ;  they 
shall  prescribe  the  term  of  office,  the  duties  and  com- 
pensation of  said  oflBcers  and  agents,  and  shall  invest 
the  funds  in  the  name  of  the  company,  or  in  the  name 
of  the  trustees,  whenever  they  deem  it  necessary  in 
order  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  company,  and  to 
secure  a  perfect  title  to  property  held  as  an  invest- 
ment, or  as  security  for  investments,  and  for  this  pur- 
pose the  company  may  grant  annuities  and  purchase, 
hold  or  convey  property,  real  and  personal,  in  any 
other  State  or  country. 

§  9.  The  directors  shall  continue  in  office  during  the 
term  for  whic'a,  under  the  by-laws,  they  are  chosen, 
and  until  a  new  election  shall  be  made;  thev  shall 
have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  board  which

may  happen  by  death  or  otherwise  until  the  next  an- 
nual election  of  directors,  three  of  whom  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business;  they 
shall  fix  and  determine  the  rate  of  premium  on  all  con- 
tracts of  insurance  that  the  company  shall  issue,  and 
the  terms  and  manner  of  payments  hereof ;  they  may 
adopt  rules  and  regulations  for  discharging  the  vari- 
ous functions  and  transacting  the  business  of  the  cor- 
poration; and  they  may  exercise  all  the  corporate 
powers  of  said  company  not  inconsistent  with  this 
charter  or  the  laws  of  the  State ;  and  said  corporation 
shall  not  be  subject  to  the  insurance  laws  of  this  State 
touching  life,  accident  or  endowment  insurance  com- 
panies. 

§  1 0.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1096. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Charles  Mofford,  of  Nicholas  county. 

Be  it-  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Charles  Mofford,  of  the  county  of  Nicho- 
las, be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  practice  law  in 
all  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth  ;  and  he  is  em- 
powered to  collect  fees  for  his  services  as  a  lawyer  in 
all  cases  in  which  he  may  be  employed  as  though  he 
was  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

§  2.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1097. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Crooked  Creek  Turnpike  Road  Company, 

in  Anderson  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweoMh  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  a  company  may  be  formed  aad  created  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of 
the  Crooked  Turnpike  Road  Company,  for  the  purpose 
of  buUdin^  a  turnpike  road  from  a  point  on  the  In- 
dian Creek  and  Mt.  Vernon  Turnpike,  at  or  near  the 
residence  of  Jesse  Simpson,  in  Anderson  county ; 
thence  down  Crooked  creek  by  the  most  practicable 
route  to  intersect  the  Camdenville  and  Mt.  Eden  Turn- 
pike near  Willis  distillery,  in  Anderson  county.  That 
books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  shall  be  opened 
at  the  residence  of  James  A.  Tinsley,  in  Anderson 
county,  under  the  direction  of  James  A.  Tinsley,  D.  S. 
Brownley,  W.  W,  Shouse,  J.  E,  Willis,  John  Gordon 
and  Ed  Thompson.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company 
shall  not  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided 
into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each. 

§  2.  That  the  county  judge  of  Anderson  county  to 
subscribe  in  said  turnpike  company,  in  the  name  of  An- 
derson county,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  thou- 
sand dollars  for  each  mile  in  length  of  said  road,  and 
shall  be  governed  in  making  said  subscriptions  and  levy- 
ing and  collecting  the  tax  to  pay  the  same,  by  the  pro- 
visions of  an  act  authorizing  the  county  of  Anderson 
to  take  and  hold  stock  in  certain  roads  in  said  county, 
approved  March  10,  1864 ;  and  said  act,  as  far  as  the 
same  is  applicable  to  and  not  inconsistent  with  this 
act,  is  made  part  hereof.  That  sections  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7, 
8,  9, 11, 12, 13  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate 
the  Camdenville,  Johnsonville  and  Burnt  Church  Turn- 
pike Road  Company,"  approved  February  24,  1870, 
as  far  as  they  are  applicable  to  and  not  inconsistent 
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with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  made  and  enacted 
as  part  hereof. 

§  4.  That  when  said  road  is  completed  they  shall 
have  power  to  establish  a  toll-gate,  and  shall  charge 
toll  at  the  rate  now  provided  by  law  in  that  proportion 
per  mile  as  provided  by  law ;  and  no  law  heretofore 
enacted  shall  preclude  the  county  court  from  taking 
stock  in  said  road  on  account  of  the  length  of  said 
road  being  less  than  live  miles. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  eflfect  from  its  passao^e.

AN  ACT  making;  the  graduates  of  the  West  Kentucky  Classical  and 
Normal  College,  or  the  South  Carrollton  Male  and  Female  InsiituteT 
qualified  teachers  in  any  of  the  public  schools  of  the  St-ate  of  Ken- 
tucky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genei^aZ  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  any  person  holding  a  certificate  of  ^radn- 
ation  from  the  West  Kentucky  Classical  and  Normal 
College,  or  the  South  Carrollton  Male  and  Female 
Institute,  of  South  Carrollton,  Muhlenberg  county, 
Kentucky,  shall  be  deemed  qualified  to  t^ach  in  any 
of  the  public  schools  of  the  State  of  Kentucky  with- 
out having  obtained  a  certificate  of  examination  and 
qualification  from  the  State  board  of  examination  or 
the  superintendent  of  the  public  schools  of  the  county 
in  which  any  person  holding  such  certificate  may  be 
chosen  to  teach. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1100. 

AK  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Standard 
Normal  University,"  approved  April  28,  1886. 

Be  a  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Corn- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Standard  Normal  University/'  approved  April  28, 
1886,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  as  follows, 
to  wit:  That  said  Standard  Normal  University  shall 
have  the  right  to  issue  diplomas  as  heretofore  granted, 
and  said  dii>lomas  shall  entitle  the  holders  thereof  to 
all  the  privileges  of  qualification  of  a  holder  of  a  cer- 
tificate of  qualification  from  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, and  the  holders  of  said  diplomas  shall  be  deemed 
to  teach  any  common  school  in  this  Commonwealth. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  it-s  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Covington  and  Cincinnati  Pier  Bridge  Company,"  be- 
ing chapter  438  of  the  Session  Acts  of  1883-4,  and 
all  acts  amendatory  thereof,  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  amended  by  striking  therefrom  and  repealing 
so  much  thereof  as  grants  to. the  said  company  per- 
petual exempticm  of  its  property,  stocks  and  bonds 
from  municipal  taxation  by  the  city  of  Covington ; 
the  part  thereof  hereby  repealed  being  section  13  of 
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Said  original  act,  and  section  17  of  an  act  amendatorr 
thereof,  approved  ninth  February,  1886. 

§  2.  It  is  hereby  further  enacted,  that  all  the  prop- 
erty of  said  company,  including  its  stock  and  bonds, 
be,  and  it  is  hereby,  exempted  from  municipal  taxation 
by  the  city  of  Covington  for  a  period  of  eight  years 
from  and  after  ninth  February,  1886. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1102. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Bond's  Mill  and  Lillard'8  Ferry  Turnpike 

Road  Company,  in  Anderson  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  a  company  may  be  formed  and  created  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of 
the  Bond's  Mill  and  Lillard's  Ferry  Turnpike  Road 
Company,  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  turnpike  road 
from  a  point  on  the  Louisville  and  Crab  Orchard  Turn- 
pike, between  the  residence  of  James  McCall  and  the 
Bond's  Mill  Pike,  by  the  most  practicable  route  by 
the  way  of  James  Hill's  residence  to  Gilbert's  creek; 
and  thence  down  the  same  to  the  Kentucky  river: 
and  thence  up  the  river  to  Lillard'  s  ferry  in  Anderson 
county.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock 
shall  be  opened  at  the  distillery  of  Hawkins  Brothers, 
in  Anderson  county,  under  the  direction  of  W.  D, 
Moore,  James  Hill,  Wiley  Searcey,  G.  B.  Hawkins, 
Jr.,  and  S.  V.  Hawkins.  The  capital  stock  of  said 
company  shall  not  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars,  to  be 
divided  into  shares  of  twentv-five  dollars  each. 

§  2.  That  the  county  judge  of  Anderson  county 
shall  be  authorized  to  subscribe  in  said  turnpike  com- 
pany, in  the  name  of  Anderson  county,  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  cue  thousand  dollars  for  each  mile  in 
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length  of  said  road,  and  shall  be  governed  in  making

Martin.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  nor 
exceed  ten  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares 
of  twenty-five  dollars  each.

§  1.  That  it  shall  not  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
pei'sons  to  catch  fish,  in  any  way  whatsoever,  except 
by  explosive  agents  or  poison,  in  any  of  the  waters  in 
Larue  county,  nor  in  any  stream  where  it  is  the  divid- 
ing line  between  Larue  county  and  any  other  county 
of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  2.  That  all  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed,  so  far  as  they  apply  to  Larue  county  and 
Calloway  county. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  3.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  are  hereby- 
empowered  to  levy  and  collect  a  poll-tax  of  not  ex 
ceeding  one  dollar  on  each  legal  voter  resident  in  said 
town. 

§  4.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  so  far  as  they  may  be 
in  conilict  herewith,  are  hereby  repealed.

at  its  last  May  term,  it  being  in  the  discretion  of 
said  county  court  as  to  any  turnpike  road  company 
a  portion  of  whose  road  only  is  in  said  county,  to  de- 
termine whether  it  will  pay  a  sum  of  money  in  lieu 
of  tolls  collected  at  any  toll-gate  thereon,  or  lease  it ; 
and  as  to  any  turnpike  road  company  whose  entire

§7.  That  in  case  the  county  cpurt  determines  to 
purchase  the  entire  stock  of  any  turnpike  road  com- 
pany under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  shall  not  pay 
for  same  more  than  that  on  the  basis  of  the  net  earn- 
ings  of  the  road  for  the  ten  years  previous  to  the  pur- 
chase would  make  the  stock  yield  six  per  cent,  interest 
per  annum  on  the  amount  paid  for  it. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  not  be  in  f uU  force  until  approved 
by  the  legal  voters  of  Mason  county.  The  county

§  1.  That  a  company  may  be  formed  and  creat-ed  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style 
of  the  Mt.  Vernon  Meeting- house  and  Harrison ville 
Turnpike  Road  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  build- 
ing a  turnpike  road  from  the  present  terminus  of  the 
Indian  Creek  and  Mt.  Vernon  Turnpike  Road,  near 
Mt.  Vernon  Meeting-house,  in  Anderson  county,  by 
the  most  practicable  route,  intersecting  the  Shelby- 
ville  Turnpike  at  or  near  •Harrison ville,  in  Shelby 
county ;  that  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  shall 
be  opened  at  the  store  of  John  J.  Sampson,  in  Har- 
risonville,  Kentucky,  under  the  direction  of  J  B. 
Hayden,  J.  R.  Catlett,  J.  C.  Rubell,  W.  R.  Ea^sley, 
John  J.  Sampson,  John  Easley  and  J.  W.  Stone.  The 
capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed  five 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty- 
live  dollars  each. 

§  2.  The  county  judge  of  Shelby  county  shall  be 
authorized  to  subscribe  in  said  turnpike  company,  in 
the  name  of  Shelby  county,  to  an  amount  not  exceed- 
ing seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  each  mile  in 
length  of  said  road,  upon  satisfactory  proof  that  said 
turnpike  company  has  good  and  solvent  subscriptions 
sufficient,  when  added  to  the  county  subscriptions  of 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  mile,  as  herein 
provided  for,  to  complete  said  road. 

§  3.  That  said  turnpike  company  shall  have  the 
right  to  establish  the  width  of  the  grade  and  depth  of 
the  metal  for  said  road. 

§  4,  That  when  said  road  is  completed  they  shall 
have  power  to  establish  a  toll-gate,  and  shall  charge 
toll  at  the  rate  now  provided  by  law,  in  that  pro|>or- 
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tion  per  mile  as  now  provided  by  law ;  and  no  law 
heretofore  enacted  shall   preclude  the  county  court 
from   taking  stock  in  said   road  on  account  of  the 
length  of  said  road  being  less  than  five  miles. 
§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Harrisonville  and  Greefenburg  Turnpike 

Company,  in  Shelby  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  OeneraZ  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  W.  R.  Easley,  W.  F.  Houchen,  I.  H.  Red- 
dish, I.  Hedden,  E.  Shouse  and  James  Williams,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  incorporated  as  a  body-corporate 
and  politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Harrison- 
ville and  Grsefenburg  Turnpike  Road  Company,  and 
are  hereby  invested  with  all  the  powers  incident  and 
usual  to  such  corporations,  for  the  purpose  of  build- 
ing and  making  a  turnpike  road  from  Harrisonville  to 
Grsefenburg,  in  Shelby  county. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  to  be  di- 
vided into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each  ;  and  the  corpo- 
ration above  named,  or  any  of  them,  may  open  books 
and  receive  subscriptions  to  the  stock  of  said  com- 
pany ;  and  said  stockholders  may  meet  at  any  time 
and  place  they  may  select,  and  proceed  to  the  election 
of  officers  of  said  company.  Said  officers  shall  consist 
of  a  president  and  four  directors,  who  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  a  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  com- 
pel the  treasurer  to  execute  a  bond,  with  good  secu- 
rity, for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as 
such. 

§  3.  That  the  provisions  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kentucky  concerning  turnpike  roads,  as  amended  by 
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an  act  to  prescribe  the  mode  of  condemning  land  for 
the  use  of  railroad  and  turnpike  companies,  approved 
April  1 1,  1882,  so  far  as  they  are  not  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby  made  a  part  of 
this  charter.

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale   of  vinous,  spirituous  and  malt  liquors 

in  Ohio  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentv-cky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  sell,  barter  or  traflBlc  in  spirituous,  vinous 
or  malt  liquors,  in  any  quantity  whatever,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  in  the  county  of  Ohio. 

§  2.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  the  pre- 
ceding section  shalL  upon  conviction,  be  fined  in  any 
sum  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars,  in  the  discretion  of  the  jury  trying, 
the  case. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  not  take  effect  or  be  in  force  until 
the  same  shall  be  ratified  and  approved  by  a  majority 
of  the  votes  cast  at  the  election  hereinafter  provided 
for  in  this  act. 

§  4.  Said  election  shall  be  held  at  the  regular  elec- 
tion on  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  November, 
1886  ;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  vote 
at  said  election  who  is  not  eligible  to  vote  for  Repre- 
sentative to  the  General  Assembly.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  Ohio  county  court,  in  pre- 
paring the  poll-books  for  said  election,  to  make  one 
column,  marked  at  the  head  thereof  on  each  page, 
'*  For  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  and  malt  liquors," 
and  another  column  marked  at  the  head  of  each  page, 
"Against  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  and  malt 
liquors." 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk,  judge  or 
sheriff  of  said  election  to  propound  to  each  indi- 
vidual who  offers  to  vote  at  said  election  the  ques- 
tion, '*Are  you  for  or  against  the  sale  of  whisky  in 
the  connty  of  Ohio?"  and  his  vote  shall  be  recorded 
according  to  his  answer.  The  oflBlcers  of  election  shall 
be  governed  by  the  laws  now  regulating  the  conduct 
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of  general  elections.  The  poll-books  shall  be  retnrned, 
compared  and  result  certified  as  now  required  by  law 
regulating  general  elections.  If  it  shall  appear  from  a 
comparison  of  the  polls  that  a  majority  of  the  votes 
cast  at  said  election  are  against  the  sale  of  said  liquois, 
then  the  board  to  examine  the  polls  shall  make  a 
certificate  of  that  fact,  which  shall  be  filed  with  the 
county  clerk,  who  shall  record  the  same  in  his  office, 
and  then  this  act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect 

§  6.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Ohio  county 
court  to  order  the  sheriff  of  said  county  to  give  at 
least  twenty  days'  notice  of  the  time  of  said  election, 
by  written  or  printed  notices  postea  in  each  of  the 
voting  places  of  said  county. 

§  7.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  inter- 
fere with  the  privilege  of  any  person  selling  liquoR, 
properly  granted,  till  the  expiration  of  said  license. 

§  8.  This  act,  in  so  far  as  it  authorizes  the  vote  to  be 
taken,  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

§  9.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  here 
with  are  hereby  repealed.

of  Louisville  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars,  but  to  no  other  person  or  corporation."

§  9.  That  the  directors  shall  settle  or  pay  all  losses 
within  three  months  after  thev  shall  have  been  notified 
as  aforesaid ;  but  no  allowance  shall  be  made  in  esti- 
mating the  damages  in  any  case  for  gilding,  historical 
or  landscape  painting,  stucco  or  carved  work. 

§  10.  That  when  any  house  or  building  shall  be 
alienated  by  sale  or  otherwise,  the  policy  shall  there- 
upon be  void,  and  be  surrendered  to  the  directors  of 
said  company  to  be  canceled ;  and  upon  such  surren- 
der, the  insured  shall  be  entitled  to  his,  her  or  their 
deposit  note  upon  the  payment  of  his,  her  or  their  pro- 
portion of  all  losses  or  expenses  that  have  accmed 
prior  to  such  surrender:  Providtd^  That  the  alienee 
or  grantee  having  the  policy  assigned  to  him  may  have 
the  same  satisfied  or  confirmed  to  him  for  his  own 
proper  use  and  benefit  upon  application  to  the  direct- 
ors, and  with  their  consent,  within  thirty  days  nert 
after  such  alienation,  on  giving  proper  security  to  the 
satisfaction  of  said  directors  for  such  portion  of  the 
deposit  or  premium  notes  as  remain  unpaid ;  and  by 
such  satisfaction  and  confirmation,  the  party  causing 
the  same  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges, and  subject  to  all  the  liabilities  to  which  the 
original  party  insured  was  entitled  and  subject  under 
this  act. 
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§11.    That  if  any  alteration  shall  be  made  in  any  Additional  nek. 
louse  or  building  by  the  proprietors  thereof  after  in- 
inrance  has  been  made  thereon  with  said  company, 
thereby  it  may  be  exposed  to  greater  risk  or  hazard 
Tom  fire  than  it  was  at  the  time  it  was  insured,  then, 
ind  in  every  such  case,  the  insurance  made  upon  such 
lionse  or  building  shall  be  void,  unless  an  additional 
premium  or  deposit  note,  after  such  alteration,  be 
settled  with  and  paid  to  the  said  directors  or  their 
agents ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  obligatory  upon  said 
directors    or  their   agents,  after  due  notice  of   said    • 
alteration  shall  have  been  given  by  said  proprietor, 
and  after  the  same  shall  have  been  accepted  by  the 
said  directors  or  their  agents,  to  fix,  without  delay, 
the  amount  of  said  additional  premium  and  deposit 
note ;  but  no  alteration  or  repairs  in  buildings,  not 
increasing  such  risk  or  hazard,  shall  in  anywise  affect 
insurance  previously  made  thereon. 

§12.  That  if  any  buildings  situated  upon  ^^^sed  Pwpferijy^on 
lands,  and  insured  by  said  company,  be  destroyed  by 
tire,  in  such  cases  the  directors  may  retain  the  amount 
of  the  premium  note  given  for  insurance  thereof  till 
the  time  for  which  insurance  was  made  shall  have  ex- 
pired ;  and  after  the  expiration  thereof,  the  insured 
shall  have  a  right  to  demand  [and]  receive  such  part 

of  said  retained  sum  or  sums  as  have  not  been  ex-

pended  in  losses  and  assessments. 

§  13.  That  if  insurance  on  any  house,  building,  or  Duplicate 
property,  shall  be  and  subsist  in  said  company,  and  in  "'"'^*° 
any  other  office,  or  from  or  by  any  other  person  or 
persons  at  the  same  time,  the  insurance  made  in  and 
by  said  company  shall  be  deemed  void,  unless  such 
double  insurance  subsist  with  the  consent  of  the  di- 
rectors or  agents,  signified  by  indorsement  on  the  back 
of  the  policy,  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary. 

§  14.  No  insurance  shall  take  effect  in  said  corpora- 
tion until  the  amount  covered  by  its  policies  of  insu- 
rance shall  exceed  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  the 
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corporation  shall  be  considered  insolvent  when  tlie 
amount  at  risk  shall  fall  below  that  amount. 
§  15.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  ss^id.  company  to  in- 

inTestmeotof  vest  its  Capital,  and  the  funds  accumulating  in  the 
course  of  its  business,  or  any  part  thereof,  in  lands 
and  mortgages  on  unincumbered  real  estate  in  the 
State  of  Kentucky,  worth  fifty  per  cent,  more  than 
the  sum  loaned  thereon,  exclusive  of  buildings,  unless 
such  buildings  are  insured,  and  thf*  policies  trans- 
ferred to  said  company,  and  also  in  bonds  of  the 
United  States,  or  of  any  county  or  incorporated  city 
of  this  State  authorized  to  be  issued  by  the  Legisla- 
ture, and  to  lend  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  and 
the  security  of  such  bonds,  or  upon  bonds  and  mort- 
gages as  aforesaid,  and  to  change  and  re-invest  the 
same  as  occasion  may,  from  time  to  time,  require. 
§  16.  That  the  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  man- 

BoBineM  Bow  to  aged  by  not  less  than  five  directors,  all  of  whom  shall 
manage .  ^^  members.  They  shall  choose  by  ballot  a  president 
and  vice-president  from  their  own  number  ;  and  shall 
fill  all  vacancies  that  may  arise  in  the  board,  or  in  the 
presidency  thereof.  They  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
a  treasurer  and  secretary,  and  other  oflicers  or  agents 
necessary  for  transacting  the  business  of  the  company, 
paying  such  salaries  and  taking  such  security  as  they 
may  think  reasonable.  They  may  establish,  ordain  and 
publish  such  by-laws  and  regulations  as  shall  appear 
necessary  to  them  for  conducting  the  business  of  the 
company  ;  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  keep  full  and 
correct  entries  of  their  transactions,  which  shall,  at  all 
reasonable  times,  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the 
members.

CHAPTER  1124. 

AK  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Adam  Bueling. 

Whereas,  Adam  Rueling  was,  on  the  twenty-first 
day  of  September,  1885,  granted,  by  the  Jefferson 
county  court,  license  to  run  a  tavern  in  Springdale 
precinct,  for  which  he  paid  to  the  clerk  of  said  court 
for  State  license  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars 
($100) ;  and  whereas,  by  a  decision  of  the  Court  of 
Appeals  rendered  on  the  tenth  day  of  December, 
1886,  the  sale  of  liquor  in  said  precinct  was  made  un- 
lawful, and  by  said  decision  his  license  became  void ; 
therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and 
he  is  hereby,  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the 
Treasurer  in  favor  of  Adam  Rueling  for  the  sum  of 
seventy-five  dollars  and  ninety-nine  cents  ($7o.99). 

§  2.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1125. 


AN  ACT,  entitled  "An  act  to  prevent  distillers  from  implying  tbeir 
slops  and  offal  into  Hickman  creek,  in  Jessamine  county,"  approved 
May  1,  1886. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kenttbcky  : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  prevent  distil- 
lers from  emptying  their  slops  and  oflfal  into  Hick- 
man creek,  in  Jessamine  county,"  approved  May  1, 
1886,  be  amended  as  follows :  That  it  shall  be  unlaw- 
ful* for  any  distiller,  or  any  other  persons  purchasing 
distillery  slop  from  a  distiller,  to  permit  such  slop  to 
flow  into  the  stream  known  as  Hickman  creek,  in  Jes- 
samine county,  between  the  first  day  of  April  and  first 
day  of  October  in  each  year,  or  any  distillery  offal 
between  the  first  day  of  May  and  first  day  of  October 
in  each  year,  or  any  slop  or  offal  at  any  time  during 
the  year  to  flow  into  said  creek  in  quantities  to  create 
a  nuisance. 

§  2.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  That  the  title  of  said  act  be,  and  the  same  is, 
amended  by  inserting  the  words  "other  pei-sons'- 
after  '*  distillers." 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  the  first  day  of  June,  1886.

CHAPTER  1128. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Owensboro  Safety  Vault  and  Trust  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
7aonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  George  V.  Triplett,  R.  S.   Triplett^  Jr., 
W.  P.  Kent,  and  such  other  persons  as  may  here- 
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after  become  stockholders  in  the  company  hereby  in- 
corporated, be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  created  a 
body  corporate,  under  the  name  of  ''The  Owensboro 
Safety  Vault  and  Trust  Company,"  of  Owensboro, 
Kentucky,  and  as  such  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion, and  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue 
and  be  sued,  bay,  sell,  mortgage,  hold,  and  otherwise 
acquire  and  dispose  of  real  and  personal  property ; 
have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  or  change  the 
same  at  pleasure,  and  be  invested  with  all  the  powers 
and  privileges  hereinafter  named  and  authorized. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  be 
less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000),  divided  into 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  each ;  but  said 
capital  stock  may  be  increased  from  time  to  time  to  a 
greater  amount. 

§  3.  The  incorporators  named  herein,  or  two  of 
them,  shall  constitute  a  board  of  commissioners, 
who  may  open  books  for  subscriptions  to  stock, 
and  when  one  hundred  shares  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed  for  and  ten  per  centum  thereon  paid  in,  the 
share-holders  may  proceed  to  elect  a  board  of  direct- 
ors, who  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  duly 
elected  and  qualified. 

§  4.  The  board  of  directors  shall  elect,  at  their  first 
meeting  after  being  chosen,  a  president  and  a  vice- 
president,  and  may  appoint  a  secretary  and  treasurer, 
and  such  other  officers,  aerents  and  employes  as  the 
business  of  the  company  may  demand. 

§  5.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  every 
stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each 
share  of  stock  held  by  him. 

§  6.  Said  company  may  proceed  to  business  as  soon 
as  organized  under  sections  3  and  4  of  this  act. 

§  7.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  the  power  to 
make,  alter  and  amend  by-laws  for  the  government  of 
said  company ;  to  regulate  the  number  and  pay  of 
officers  and  employes  ;  to  require  bonds  for  the  faith- 
ful discharge  of  their  duties,  and  to  make  and  pre- 
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scribe  sucli  rales  and  regulations  for  the  carrying  on 
of  the  business  of  said  company  as  they  may  deem 
proper. 

§  8.  The  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  transfer- 
able only  on  the  books  of  the  corporation. 

§  9.  The  private  property  of  thf  stockholders  shall 
be  exempt  from  the  debts  or  liabilities  of  said  com- 
pany. 

§  10.  xinnual  elections  of  officers  shall  take  place 
at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws  of 
said  company  may  direct. 

•  §  11.  The  said  company  may  be  appointed  and  may 
act  as  guardian  of  infants,  as  executors  or  adminis- 
trators, committee  of  lunatics,  receiver  or  assignee  or 
other  trustee,  whether  appointed  by  deed,  by  last  wiU 
And  testament,  or  by  court,  or  in  any  other  legal  man- 
ner. It  may  receive  and  hold  in  trust  real  and  per- 
sonal estate,  including  notes,  bonds,  obligations  and 
accounts  of  estates,  individuals,  companies  or  corpo- 
rations, private  or  public,  and  may,  in  its  fiduciary 
capacity,  purchase,  collect,  adjust,  sell,  settle  or  dis- 
pose  of  same  in  this  State  and  elsewhere.  It  may  act 
as  agent  or  attorney  in  the  leasing,  conveying  and 
managing  real  and  personal  estate,  and  collecting  rents 
and  other  moneys  on  account  or  by  note  or  bill;  in 
issuing  and  countersigning  certificates  of  stock,  bonds 
or  other  obligations  of  any  corporation,  association, 
municipality,  State  or  public  authority,  and  may  re- 
ceive and  manage  any  sinking  fund  therefor,  and  may 
accept  and  execute  all  such  trusts  of  every  description, 
become  bondsman  or  surety,  and  do  other  acts  incident 
to  its  business  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this 
State. 

§  12.  Said  company  is  empowered  to  receive  for  de- 
posit or  safe-keeping  any  valuables,  money  or  articles 
that  may  be  intrusted  to  it.  It  may,  by  a  vote  of  the 
directors,  loan  money,  discount  bills  of  exchange  and 
promissory  notes,  and  buy  and  sell,  for  compensation 
or  commission,  bonds,  stocks  and  all  commercial  com- 
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modi  ties  and  securities.  Nothing  herein  shall  be  con- 
strued to  authorize  this  corporation  to  engage  in  the 
business  of  banking. 

§  13.  In  the  exercise  by  said  company  of  the  powers 
herein  authorized  as  guardian,  executor,  administra- 
tor, assignee,  agent,  receiver,  committee,  or  of  any 
officse  or  duty  imposed  by  court,  said  company  shall 
have  the  same  powers  and  shall  receive  the  same  com- 
pensation as  may  be  fixed  by  law  with  relation  to  in- 
dividuals holding  similar  offices;  but  said  company 
shall  have  the  right  to  make  special  contracts  as  to 
compensation  and  other  matters  with  the  parties  in- 
terested. 

§  14.  Said  company  may,  until  it  secures  a  safety 
vault,  or  suitable  place  for  the  transaction  of  buvsiness, 
rent  or  hire  necessary  accommodations  from  any  other 
•company,  corporation  or  individual. 

§  15.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

ton,  Kentucky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gen^eral  AsseTribly  of  the  OoTn- 
fnonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  James  C.  Ernst,  E.    J.  Hickey,   Marion 

Grubbs,  James  Spilman,  Robert  Hamilton.  Geo.  W. 

.Hill,  Jno.  B.  Abemathy,  A.  R.  Mullins  and  W.  R. 

Dulaney,  and  the  subscribers  to  the  stock  of  this  asso- 

•  elation  and  their  successors,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby 
declared  to  be,  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Exchange  Insurance  Company, 
of  Covington,  Kentucky,  and  by  that  name  shall  be 
capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,   defend   and    be 

•  defended,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity  and  else- 
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where,  with  full  authority  to  acquire,  hold,  possess, 
use,  occupy  and  enjoy,  and  the  same  to  sell,  convey 
and  dispose  of  all  such  real  estate  and  personal  prop 
erty  as  shall  be  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  trans- 
action  of  its  business,  or  which  may  be  conveyed  unto 
said  company  for  the  security  or  in  payment  of  all 
debts  which  may  become  due  and  owing  to  the  same, 
or  in  satisfaction  of  any  judgment  of  a  court  of  law, 
or  any  order  or  decree  of  a  court  of  equity  in  their 
favor,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  regulating  the 
investments  oE  fire  insurance  companies  of  this  State  ; 
and  to  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to 
alter  and  renew  at  pleasure,  and  generally  to  do  and 
perform  all  things  relative  to  the  object  of  this  com- 
pany. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  this  company  shall  be 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  which  may  be  inci-eased 
at  the  will  of  the  stockholders  to  two  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  shall  be  composed  of  shares  of  lifty 
dollars.  At  the  time  of  subscribing  there  shall  be 
paid  on  each  share  live  dollars,  and  the  balance  on 
each  share  shall  be  subject  to  the  call  of  the  directors, 
and  shall  be  secured  by  notes  on  other  property  or 
stock,  to  be  approved  by  the  president  and  directors 
for  the  time  being.  The  said  security  shall- be  re- 
newed whenever  the  directors  may  consider  it  proper ; 
and  any  stockholder  neglecting  or  refusing  to  renew 
his  security,  or  neglecting  or  refusing  to  pay  any 
installment,  in  whole  or  in  part,  when  requested  by 
the  directors,  the  president  and  directors  may  sell  and 
dispose  of  such  stock,  and  after  deducting  the  ex- 
penses of  such  procedure,  shall  pay  over  to  such 
stockholder  any  excess  which  may  remain  ;  yet  such 
stockholder  shall  be  held  liable  for  his  proportion  of 
any  loss  which  may  have  occurred  previous  to  such 
•   neglect  or  refusal. 

§  3.  That  said  company  shall  not  be  authorized  to 
begin  business  until  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand 
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dollars  ($100,000)  in  cash  shall  be  pai«l  up  as  capital, 
and  the  fact  certified  as  now  required  by  law. 

§  4.  The  transfer  of  stock  may  be  made  by  any 
stockholder  or  his  le^al  representative,  subject  to  such 
restrictions  as  the  board  of  directors  shall  from  time 
to  time  make  and  establish. 

§  5.  The  affairs  of  the  company  shall  be  managed 
by  not  more  than  nine  (9),  nor  less  than  five  (5)  di- 
rectors, a  majority  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum, 
the  number  of  directors  to  be  determined  in  the  by- 
laws, after  the  first  election,  all  of  whom  shall  be 
stockholders,  to  be  elected  as  follows:  The  stock- 
holders composing  this  association  shall  have  a  meet- 
ing for  the  first  election  within  one  month  after  two 
hundred  shares  of  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed 
for,  and  on  the  second  Saturday  in  June  in  each  and 
every  year  thereafter,  and  choose  by  ballot  at  the  first 
election  nine  (9)  directors  from  among  the  stock- 
holders, at  the  first  election,  two  or  more  incorpo- 
rators herein  named  to  act  as  judges  of  election,  keep 
a  poll -book  and  declare  the  persons  elected  directors. 
Each  share  of  stock  subscribed,  and  upon  which  the 
payment  has  been  made,  as  required  in  the  second 
section,  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one  vote ;  and  the 
directors  so  chosen  shall  serve  until  the  second  Satur- 
day in  June  following,  and  until  others  are  chosen. 
At  the  first  meeting  after  each  election  said  directors 
shall  choose  by  ballot  a  president  from  among  them- 
selves, a  majority  of  all  being  necessary  to  constitute 
a  quorum  for  that  purpose ;  and  in  case  of  death  or 
disability  of  the  president,  the  directors  shall  fill  the 
vacancy  by  ballot  as  before ;  and  in  case  of  vacancy 
in  the  board  of  directors,  it  shall  be  filled  by  the  di- 
rectors from  the  stockholders  for  the  remainder  of 
the  year. 

§  6.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  in- 
sure houses  and  other  buildings  or  structures,  and 
personal  property  contained  in  any  houses,  buildings 
or  structures,  of  whatever  kind,  against  fire,  lightning 
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or  storm,  in  or  out  of  the  State ;  also  steam-boats  or 
other  vessels,  and  property  contained  therein,  against 
loss  or  damage  by  fire  or  otherwise ;  and  shall  be 
liable  to  make  good  all  losses  sustained  by  lire  or 
otherwise,  agreeably  to  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
shall  be  contained  in  the  policy  of  insurance. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  invest 
all  or  any  part  of  its  capital  stock,  money,  funds  or 
other  property  in  such  way  as  the  directors  shall 
deem  best  and  most  advantageous ;  and  may  acquire, 
hold  and  possess,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  any  insur- 
ance interest  or  business,  or  the  profits  thereof,  that 
the  directors  may  deem  advisable :  and  may  transfer, 
sell  and  dispose  of  any  or  all  interests  which  the 
said  company  may  have  acquired  by  said  investment 
or  otherwise:  Provided^  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for 
said  company  to  use  and  employ  any  part  of  said  cap- 
ital stock,  money,  or  other  funds  in  buying  and  selling 
goods,  wares  and  merchandise,  nor  in  the  purchase  of 
real  estate,  except  as  provided  in  the  first  section  of 
this  act;  nor  shall  the  said  company  trade  in  the 
business  of  exchange,  brokerage,  nor  issue  or  emit 
bills  of  credit  as  a  circulating  medium  of  trade  or  ex- 
change, nor  in  any  manner  engage  in  the  business  of 
banking. 

§  8.  The  president  and  direct»ors  shall  declare  such 
dividends  of  the  profits  of  the  business  of  the  com- 
pany as  shall  not  impair,  nor  in  any  way  lessen,  the 
capital  stock  of  the  same  ;  the  dividends  shall  be 
made  half  yearly  on  the  second  Saturday  in  June 
and  December,  and  shall  be  paid  to  the  stockholders 
ten  days  thereafter  ;  but  no  dividends  shall  be  paid 
to  any  stockholder  whose  stock  is  delinquent,  but 
shall  remain  to  the  credit  of  said  stockholder  on  the 
books  of  the  compauy,  until  said  delinquency  is  set- 
tled or  made  good  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  direct- 
ors. 

§  9.   That  the  president  and  directors  shall  have 
power  and  authority  to  appoint  a  secretary  and  other 
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officers  under  them,  as  shall  be  necessary  for  trans- 
acting the  business  of  said  company,  and  may  allow 
them  such  salaries  as  they  may  j  udge  reasonable ;  to 
ordain  and  establish  such  laws  and  regulations  as 
shall  appear  to  them  necessary  for  regulating  and 
conducting  the  concerns  of  said  company,  and  not 
being  contrary  to  or  inconsistent  with  this  act,  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  and  the  United 
States  ;  they  shall  keep  full,  fair  and  correct  entries 
of  their  transactions,  which  shall  be  at  all  times  open 
to  the  inspection  of  the  stockholders.

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CHAPTER  1143. 


AN  ACT  to  establish  a  school  at  Falmouth,  Kentucky,  with  graded 
classes,  employing:  the  property  and  revenue  of  common  school  dis- 
trict No.  1,  of  Pendleton  county,  and  of  the  Pendleton  Academy. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assenibly  of  the  Com- 
TjfuyftweoUh  of  Kerducky : 

§  1.  That  at  its  June  term  in  every  year  the  county 
court  of  Pendleton  county,  by  an  order  of  record,  shall 
appoint  two  of  the  trustees  of  the  Pendleton  Academy, 
who  shall  serve  for  one  year,  and  until  their  succes- 
sors are  appointed,  as  members  of  the  Pendleton 
county  school  board,  which  will  govern  the  Pendle- 
ton county  school  hereby  established,  and  the  Pen- 
dleton academy  board  will  continue  in  existence, 
meeting  in  every  May  to  furnish  the  appointees  of  the 
county  court. 

§  2.  The  election  of  trustees  of  the  common  school 
district  No,  1,  of  Pendleton  county,  will  take  place 
annually,  in  accordance  with  the  common  school  law 
contained  in  the  first  eleven  articles  of  chapter  1330, 
approved  May  12,  1884,  and  these  trustees  will  be 
members  of  the  Pendleton  county  school  board. 

§  3.  The  Pendleton  county  school  board  will  elect 
one  of  its  members  president  of  the  board  and  an- 
other secretary,  and  it  shall  hold  regular  monthly 
meetings,  and  keep  a  full  and  complete  record  of  its 
proceedings, 

§  4,  The  Pendleton  county  school  board  will  appoint 
a  treasurer,  and  from  him  take  a  bond  to  itself,  with 
good  security,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties 
as  treasurer;  and  the  treasurer  will  keep  the  money 
which  may  come  under  the  control  of  the  board,  and 
perform  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  for  him  by 
the  board,  and  pay  out  money  upon  its  order  attested 
by  the  secretary;  and  he  will  make  semi-annual  re- 
ports of  the  condition  of  his  office  to  the  May  and  No- 
vember regular  meetings  every  year. 
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§  /).  The  Pendleton  county  school  board,  as  consti- 
tuted by  this  act,  will  take  charge  and  full  control  of 
the  property  of  said  district  No.  1,  and  the  Pendleton 
academy  property,  and  of  all  of  the  revenues  of  said 
district  and  said  academy  board,  and  with  the  prop- 
erty and  revenues  it  shall  maintain  a  graded  school, 
employing  teachers,  prescribing  classes,  and  fixing 
rates  of  tuition  for  the  school. 

§  6.  The  law  to  govern  and  control  the  Pendleton 
county  school  board  consists  of  the  first  eleven  articles 
of  the  act,  chapter  1330,  approved  May  12,  1884,  and 
the  chapter  No.  498,  approved  March  28,  1884,  so  far 
as  these  are  consistent  with  this  act  and  by  this  act. 

§  7.  The  common  school  branches  of  education 
named  in  that  part  of  section  6  preceding  the  proviso 
of  article  4  of  said  chapter  1330,  will  be  the  common 
school  branches  of  the  Pendleton  county  school,  and 
mast  be  taught  in  classes  separate  from  the  other 
branches  of  education,  and  free  of  charge  for  children 
of  pupil  age  belonging  to  said  district  No.  1. 

§  8.  The  county  superintendent  of  public  schools  for 
Pendleton  county  shall  pay  to  the  Pendleton  county 
school  board  all  money  in  his  hands,  and  which  he 
may  receive  for  the  benefit  of  said  district  No.  1,  and 
he  will  take  the  receipt  of  the  treasurer,  counter- 
signed by  the  president  or  the  secretary  of  the  board, 
for  every  payment  he  may  make ;  and  he  shall  report 
to  the  board  at  every  regular  May  meeting  thereof 
the  amount  which  he  has  received  for  said  district  and 
not  theretofore  reported  by  him. 

§  9.  The  Pendleton  county  school  board  shall  take 
care  of  the  property  and  money  placed  under  its 
charge,  including  everything  of  value  it  may  receive 
under  the  law,  and  by  gift,  donation  or  otherwise; 
and  it  shall  pay  the  teachers  of  the  school,  and  shall 
collect  from  patrons  of  the  school,  by  its  agent  or 
agent-s,  tuition  fees  and  charges ;  and  it  may  fill  vacan- 
cies that  may  occur  in  the  board  between  the  time  of 
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regular  appointment  or  election  of  members  by  the 
conrt  or  people  of  said  district. 

§  10.  The  fund,  other  than  that  arising  from  tuition 
charges,  shall  be  paid  for  the  teaching  of  the  common 
school  branches  to  the  children  of  pupil  age  of  said 
district ;  and  if  there  be  more  than  enough  for  such 
claims,  the  balance  shall  go  in  reduction  of  the  tuition 
charges,  pro  rata^  for  pupils  of  the  district ;  and  if 
these  charges  are  satisfied  out  of  the  fund,  the  amount 
remaining  shall  be  used,  pro  rata,  in  reduction  of 
tuition  charges  for  pupils  of  Pendleton  county  who 
live  out  of  the  district. 

§  11.  Upon  the  motion  of  the  Pendleton  county 
school  board,  or  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  school 
district  of  Pendleton  county  other  than  district  No. 
1,  the  court  of  claims  of  the  county  shall  order  a  vote 
tQ  be  taken  at  the  August  election  next  ensuing,  in 
any  year,  for  a  county  tax  for  the  purposes  declared, 
and  after  the  manner  prescribed  in  articlce  3  -  of  said 
chapter  1330. 

§  12.  The  Pendleton  county  school  board  is  created 
a  corporation,  with  power  to  contract  and  to  sue,  and 
it  may  be  sued  as  a  natural  person ;  and  it  may  make 
all  rules,  by-laws  and  regulations  it  may  deem  proper 
for  the  government  and  benefit  of  the  Pendleton 
county  school,  which  may  not  be  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  of  Kentucky  and  this  act. 

§  13.  The  question  as  to  whether  this  act  shall  be 
enforced  shall  be  submitted  to  the  legal  voters  of  said 
common  school  district  No.  1,  and  if  a  majority  of  all 
the  votes  cast  the  twelfth  day  of  June,  1886,  after  ad- 
vertising the  election  at  least  ten  days  next  before 
said  election  by  posting  notices  of  said  election  in  at 
least  ten  public  places  in  said  district,  should  a  ma- 
jority of  those  voting  be  cast  in  favor  of  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  then  this  act  shall 
take  effect  as  herein  provided  ;  but  should  a  majority 
of  the  voters  voting  at  said  election  vote  against  the 
enforcement,  then  this  act  shall  not  be  enforced.    The' 
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trustees  of  each  school  shall  appoint  a  judge  of  elec- 
tion each  to  hold  said  election,  and  the  county  judge 
shall  appoint  the  sheriff  and  superintendent  of  tht* 
common  schools  in  said  county  shall  appoint  the  clerk 
thereof,  and  the  clerk  will  return  the  poll-book  to  the 
county  judge,  who,  together  with  the  common  school 
superintendent,  will  certify  the  result  of  the  election, 
and  the  said  schools  will  each  record  the  certificate 
in  the  records  of  their  respective  boards. 

§  14.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  1144. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Louis- 
ville Safety  Vault  and  Trust  Company." 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  t?ie  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Vacancies  how  Louisvjlle  Safety  Vault  and  Tnist  Company"  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  amended  as  follows :  That  the 
board  of  directors  of  said  company  shall  have  power 
to  fill  all  vacancies  occurring  in  the  membership 
thereof  during  the  time  intervening  between  the 
annual  elections. 

§  2.  That  section  7  of  the  original  charter  be,  and  is 
hereby,  amended  by  striking  out  the  following  words, 
viz:  ''by  its  president,  vice-president  or  secretary,'' 
and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following  words,  viz : 
"by  such  officer  as  may  be  designated  by  the  by-laws 
for  that  i)urpose." 

§  3.  That  section  4  of  said  charter  be  amended  bv 
striking  out  from  said  section  the  following  words, 
viz:  "except  the  annual  election  for  directors." 

§  4.  That  the  capital  stock  of  this  company  and 
gt^ardiJa*'      corpoiate  property  shall  be  taken  and  accepted  as  the 
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only  surety  or  security  required  by  law  on  any  bond 
or  bonds  required  or  necessary  to  be  executed  by  said 
company  as  guardian  or  committee  of  person  or  per- 
sons of  unsound  mind,  in  proceedings  to  sell  the  real 
property  of  i)ersons  under  disability,  as  provided  by 
the  Civil  Code  of  Practice,  chapter  14,  or  upon  any 
other  bond  or  bonds  required  or  necessary  to  be  exe- 
cuted by  said  company  as  guardian,  trustee,  commit- 
tee or  otherwise,  or  upon  any  bond  of  indemnity  or 
other  bond  or  bonds  that  may  be  required  of  said 
company  in  the  course  of  any  judicial  proceedings, 
or  in  the  prosecution  of  any  remedy  allowed  by  law 
to  it  in  any  of  its  fiducial  relations ;  and  these  pow- 
ers and  privileges  are  in  addition  to  the  powers  and 
privileges  conferred  on  said  company  in  its  original 
charter. 

§  5.  For  purposes  of  taxation,  this  company  shall  taxation, 
be  classed  and  treated  as  one  of  the  banks  of  this 
State,  and  shall  be  subject  to  and  pay  the  same  rate 
of  taxes,  to  same  parties,  at  same  time,  in  same  man- 
ner and  for  the  same  purposes  only,  as  may  be  pro- 
vided by  law  from  time  to  time  as  the  banks  doing 
business  in  this  State. 

§  6.  The  said  company,  in  the  prosecution  of  its  Banking 
business  as  provided  in  its  charter,  shall  have  power 
to  buy  and  sell  notes  secured  by  lien  on  real  estate, 
also  to  loan  money  and  take  such  notes  in  pledge  as 
security  for  such  loan  ;  and  all  such  notes  bought  by 
or  pledged  to  said  company  as  would  be  placed  on 
same  footing  as  foreign  bills  of  exchange  if  dis- 
counted by  any  of  the  banks  of  this  State,  shall  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  placed  on  same  footing  as  for- 
eign bills  of  exchange  :  Promded.,  Said  notes  are  given 
in  fulfillment  of  contracts  that  have  been  fully  exe- 
cuted at  the  time  of  such  purchase  or  pledge. 

§  7.  Said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  establish  savmgB 
a  savings  department  in  connection  with  its  business, 
and  carry  on  business  in  such  department  as  a  savings 
bank,  and  shall  receive  on  deposit  during  business 
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hours  any  sura  of  not  less  than  one  dollar,  and  shall 
allow  interest  on  same  at  such  rate  as  may  be  fixed 
by  the  by-laws,  not  exceeding  four  per  centum  per 
annum.  The  business  of  this  department  shall  be 
kept  distinct  and  separate  from  the  other  business  of 
the  company,  and  in  a  separate  set  of  books.  All 
sums  deposited  in  the  savings  department  by  a  work- 
ing man,  married  woman  or  infant  shall  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  exempted  from  taxation  of  any  kind  what- 
ever ;  but  the  sum  so  exempted  from  taxation  shall 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars.  Married 
women  and  infants  may  make  deposits  in  this  depart- 
ment in  their  own  names,  and  withdraw  same  as  if  of 
full  age  or  unmamed. 

§  8.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed  as  to  this  corporation. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  1146. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  799  of  the  Local  and  Private  Acts  1869-7a 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
Toonwealth  of  Kentucky  : 

%  1.  That  section  11  of  chapter  799  of  the  Local 
and  Private  Acts  of  1869-70  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  repealed,  and  in  lieu  thereof  to  be  here- 
after known  as  section  11  of  said  chapter,  the  fol- 
lowing is  adopted,  to  wit :  That  the  board  of  trustees 
of  said  town  shall  have  the  right  to  license  and  to 
provide  by  ordinance  for  licensing  and  taxing  bil- 
liard saloons,  bowling  alleys,  auctioneers,  peddlers, 
brokers  and  taverns,  and  any  show  or  exhibition 
in  said  town,  or  one-half  mile  thereof.  Upon  the 
production  of  a  certificate  from  the  clerk  of  the 
Larue     County    court    by  any   person    or   persons 
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showing  that  he  or  they  have  been  licensed  by  the 
county  authorities  to  keep  a  coflfee-house,  or  vend  in 
any  manner  and  in  any  quantity  allov^ed  by  law  spir- 
ituous, vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or  upon  the  production 
of  such  license  granted  by  the  proper  county  author- 
ities before  said  board  of  trustees,  they  shall  issue 
immediately  to  such  person  a  license  to  vend  in  the  cor- 
porate limits  of  said  town,  in  the  same  quantities  and 
manner,  the  same  kind  of  liquor  or  liquors  as  is  author- 
ized and  permitted  by  the  license  obtained  from  the 
aforesaid  county  authorities :  Provided^  however^  That 
said  town  license  shall  not  be  granted  by  board  of 
trustees  for  a  shorter  period  than  one  year,  nor  until 
the  applicant  or  applicants  therefor  has  paid  or  ten- 
dered to  said  board  of  trustees  or  the  treasurer  of  said 
tow  a  the  sum  fixed  by  them  as  the  price  of  said 
license,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  two  hundred  nor 
more  than  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  year, 
nor  until  said  applicant  or  applicants  has  executed 
bond  with  good  security,  conditioned  as  provided  by 
the  present  laws  of  this  State  in  such  cases.  ^Nothing 
in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  dispense  with  the 
State  tax  on  any  person  or  occupation  taxed  by  the 
laws  of  this  State ;  and  no  person  shall,  by  virtue  of 
State  license  granted  him  or  them,  be  entitled  to  sell 
any  article  or  follow  any  occupation  in  said  town  on 
which  there  is  a  tax,  or  for  which  the  trustees  of  said 
town  recjuire  a  license,  without  having  first  paid  the 
required  tax  to  the  tnistees  of  said  town  or  the  treas- 
urer thereof,  and  obtained  a  town  license  from  said 
board  of  trustees. 

^  2.  That  said  chapter  7i)9  of  the  Local  and  Private 
Acts  of  1800 -TO,"  he  further  amended  by  striking  out 
thereof  the  word  "exclii  i.»\*'  and  also  the  words 
''gift  enterprises''   wherever  (liey  occur  therein. 

§  3.  Tliis  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  i)assage.

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CHAPTER  1147. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  precinct  No.  1,  in   Larue  county,  to  subscrib* 
for  stock  in  the  Hodgenville  and  Elizabethtown  Railway  ConipaDV. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  OeneraZ  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Larue  county  shall 
subscribe  for  stock  in  the  Hodgenville  and  Elizabeth- 
town  Railway  Company  for  voting  precinct  No.  1 
(Hodgenville  precinct),  in  said  county,  upon  the 
following  terms  and  conditions,  upon  the  w-ritten 
application  of  the  president  and  directors  of  the 
Hodgenville  and  Elizabethtown  Railway  Company 
and  twenty  housekeepers,  tax-payers  residing  in  elec- 
tion precinct  No.  1  in  said  county,  commonly  known 
and  called  the  Hodgenville  precinct,  stating  their  de- 
sire that  the  said  subscription  shall  be  made  and  the 
number  of  shares  they  desire  said  precinct  to  sub- 
scribe for,  not  exceeding  five  hundred  in  number  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars  in  amount,  and  requesting  that 
the  question  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  voters  of 
said  election  or  voting  precinct. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court,  the 
judge  thereof  alone  presiding,  to  enter  said  written 
application  at  length  upon  the  records  of  his  court, 
and  thereupon  forthwith  make  an  order  command- 
ing the  sheriff  of  the  county,  on  a  day  to  be  named 
in  said  order,  to  open  the  polls  at  the  place  of  voting 
in  said  precinct  for  State  oflicers,  and  to  take  the 
vote  of  the  qualified  voters  in  said  precinct  upon 
the  question,  *' Shall  the  county  court  subscribe  for 
and  on  behalf  of  precinct  No.  1,  in  Larue  county, 
the  number  of  shares  named  in  the  said  written  ap- 
plication?" It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court 
to  appoint  the  judges  and  clerk  of  said  election  as  is 
now  required  by  law  in  cases  of  elections  for  State 
officers,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  said 
county,  either  in  person  or  by  deputy,  as  he   may 
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prefer,  to  superintend  and  hold  said  election  as  is 
required  by  law  in  cases  of  elections  for  State  offi- 
cers ;  on  the  failure  of  any  officer  appointed  to  hold 
and  conduct  said  election  to  attend  and  perform  the 
daties  required  herein,  those  who  do  attend  shall 
appoint  and  qualify  others  in  the  place  of  those  non- 
attending;  at  least  twenty  days'  previous  notice  in 
writing,  posted  at  the  place  of  voting  and  three  other 
public  places  in  said  precinct,  shall  be  given  by  the 
sheriflf  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  said  election. 

§  3.  The  poll-books  shall  be  kept  open  as  is  now  re- 
quired by  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State,  and 
the  book  shall  be  certified  by  the  officers  of  the  elec- 
tion and  returned  to  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
Larae  county  court  on  the  next  day  after  the  election. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge,  coun- 
ty court  clerk  and  sheriff  of  said  county,  on  the  day 
of  the  return  of  said  boobs  to  the  office  of  the  county 
court  clerk,  as  herein  required,  to  count  the  votes  for 
and  against  said  subscription ;  and  if  a  majority  of 
all  the  votes  cast  shall  be  in  favor  of  the  subscription 
of  the  stock,  they  shall  make  out  and  sign  a  written 
certificate  tx>  that  effect,  which  shall  be  entered  upon 
the  records  of  said  county  court.  In  the  absence  of 
either  of  the  foregoing  officers  the  duties  enjoined  in 
this  section  shall  be  performed  by  the  other  two. 

§5.  If  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  at  said  elec- 
tion in  said  precinct  shall  be  cast  in  favor  of  said  sub- 
scription of  stock  to  said  railway  company's  stock,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  judge  of  the  Larue 
county  court,  either  at  the  next  regular  term  of  the 
Larue  county  court  or  at  a  special  called  term  thereof, 
if  the  president  and  directors  shall  desire  it,  to  sub- 
scribe for  and  on  behalf  of  the  voters  and  tax-payers 
in  election  precinct  No.  1  (known  as  the  Hodgenville 
precinct),  in  Larue  county,  the  number  of  shares  of 
stock  recited  in  the  written  application  mentioned  in 
the  first  section  of  this  act  to  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Hodgenville  and  Elizabethtown  Railway  Company.

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  dutj'-  of  the  presiding  judge  of 
the  Larue  county  court  to  issue  bonds  for  the  voters 
and  tax-payers  of  said  election  precinct,  payable  to 
the  Hodgenville  and  Elizabeth  to  wn  Rail  way  Company 
in  twenty  years,  reserving  the  right  to  pay  off  said 
bonds  at  any  time  after  three  years,  bearing  six  per 
oentum  interest  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually, 
for  the  amount  of  said  subscription,  which  said  bonds 
are  to  be  taken  and  received  by  the  president  and 
directors  of  said  company  in  satisfaction  of  said  snb- 
scription.  They  shall  be  signed  by  said  judge  and 
countersigned  by  the  clerk  of  the  Larue  county  court: 
shall  have  coupons  attached  for  the  payment  of  in- 
terest ;  shall  be  made  payable  at  such  place  within 
the  United  States  as  the  president  and  directors  may 
designate,  and  may  be  negotiated  by  the  president 
and  directors  by  their  written  indorsement  thereon. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Larue  county  court, 
through  its  presiding  judge,  from  time  to  time,  to  pro- 
vide for  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  said  bonds  by 
the  imposition  and  levy  of  an  ad  calareTn  tax  upon 
all  the  real  and  personal  estate  (including  the  amount 
of  each  tax  payer's  worth  under  the  equalization  lawj 
within  said  election  precinct  subject  to  taxation  for 
revenue  purposes ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  ascertain- 
ing the  property  subject  to  taxation  recourse  may  be 
had  to  the  assessor's  tax- book  for  said  precinct  in 
said  county.  Said  tax  shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff 
of  Larue  county  or  other  collector  of  the  public  rer- 
enues  as  other  public  dues,  under  the  same  responsi- 
bilities as  for  collecting  and  accounting  for  other  pub- 
lic dues,  and  shall  be  paid  over  by  him  to  the  treas- 
urer of  said  company,  to  be  by  him  applied  to  tie 
payment  of  the  interest  on  said  bonds. 

§  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  collecting  oflBcer  to 
give  to  the  persons  from  whom  he  may  collect  said 
tax  a  receipt  specifying  the  amount  paid  and  the  time 
of  payment. 
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§  9.  Whenever  the  amount  of  such  receipts  to  any 
3ne  person  shall  equal  in  the  aggregate  one  hundred 
iollars,  and  shall  be  presented  to  the  president  and 
iirectors  of  said  company,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to 
issue  to  the  holder  thereof  a  certificate  of  stock  equal 
to  the  amount  of  receipts  surrendered ;  said  receipts 
are  and  shall  be  assignable.  The  person  receiving 
said  certificate  shall  thenceforth  be  a  stockholder  in 
said  company,  and  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of 
other  stockholders. 

§  10.  Said  county  court  may  at  any  time,  if  it 
deems  it  proper,  impose  a  tax  upon  real  and  personal 
estate  in  said  election  precinct,  not  exceeding  fifty 
cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property 
in  any  one  year,  to  create  a  sinking  fund  for  the  ex- 
tinguishment of  the  principal  of  said  bonds,  and  may 
make  all  needful  orders,  rules  and  regulations  for 
that  purpose  and  to  accomplish  that  object ;  the 
amount  so  paid  shall  in  like  manner  be  treated  as 
stock  as  provided  in  section  9  hereof. 

§  11.  The  county  judge,  county  clerk  and  treasurer 
of  said  railway  company  shall  ex  officio  constitute  a 
board  of  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  manage  the  fund  for  the  payment 
of  the  principal  of  said  bonds. 

§  12.  That  all  the  proceedings  hereby  authorizing 
a  subscription  of  said  stock  to  the  Hodgenville  and 
Elizabethtown  Railway  Company,  and  all  the  pro- 
ceedings herein  provided  for  the  carrying  into  execu- 
tion the  same,  may  be  had  for  the  purpose  of  making 
the  same  subscription  to  the  successors,  alienees  or 
vendees  of  the  Hodgenville  and  Elizabethtown  Rail- 
way Company,  should  said  company  hereafter  in  any 
manner  part  with  its  claim  to  said  road. 

§  13.  That  said  bonds  shall  not  be  issued  by  said 
county  judge  until  he  is  satisfied,  from  evidence  ad- 
duced before  him,  that  the  said  line  of  railroad  has 
actually  been  built  and  equipped,  and  is  in  running 
order  from  Hodgenville  to  Elizabethtown,  Kentucky. 
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§  14.  That  the  subscription  of  stock  for  and  in  be- 
half of  the  tax-payers  of  said  election  precinct,  and 
all  other  subscriptions  hereafter  made  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company  or  its  successors,  shall  be  sa- 
credly set  apart  and  appropriated  to  the  building, 
constructing  and  completing  said  railroad,  and  not  a 
dollar  shall  be  used  for  any  other  purpose. 

§  15.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1148. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Atlanta 
Agricultural  and  Stock  Display  Association." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  passed 
at  the  session  of  1883  and  1884,  entitled  "An  act  to 
incorporate  the  Atlanta  Agricultural  and  Stock  Dis- 
play Association,"  be  amended  so  as  to  provide  that 
the  following  persons  shall  be  incorporators  in  ad- 
dition to  those  named  in  said  act,  to- wit :  Sidney  Un- 
derwood, R.  McDonald,  L.  GF.  Quigley  and  W.  R. 
Campbell. 

§  2.  That  said  association,  for  the  purpose  of  carry- 
ing out  its  objects,  may  increase  its  capital  stock  to 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars  when  deemed  necessary 
to  do  so ;  and  said  act  shall  be  and  remain  effective  for 
all  the  purposes  thereof. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

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CHAPTER  1161. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  sale  of  the  infirmary  farm  and  buildings  in 

Lewis  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  judge  of  the  Lewis  county  court  be, 
and  lie  is  hereby,  authorized,  empowered  and  directed 
to  appoint  from  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  Lewis 
county  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  four  of  said 
officers,  all  four  or  any  two  of  whom,  when  thus  ap- 
pointed, shall,  together  wi^h  the  county  attorney  of 
said  county,  constitute  and  compose  a  board  or  com- 
mittee, and  fully  empowered  to  sell  and  dispose  of 
all  or  any  part  of  the  farm,  lands  or  improvements 
thereon,  lately  purchased  by  said  county  from  George 
W.  Bruce,  Sr.,  and  same  place  whereat  the  county 
paupers  are  now  kept  and  maintained. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  committee  to  sell 
and  convey  said  property  in  parcels  or  an  entirety, 
at  private  or  public  sale,  and  on  such  terms  as  they, 
in  their  judgment,  may  deem  to  be  for  the  best  inter- 
ests  of  the  county,  they  having  first  taken  an  oath  and 
executed  bond  to  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  de- 
volving upon  them  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  judg- 
ment. A  deed  or  deeds  of  conveyance  for  any  or  aU 
of  said  property,  signed  and  acknowledged  by  the 
members  of  said  committee,  shall  fully  invest  the  pur- 
chaser with  title  in  so  far  as  the  county  has  any  inter- 
est in  or  to  such  part  of  said  premises  as  may  be 
sought  to  be  conveyed. 

§  3.  All  moneys  realized  by  the  sale  of  said  property 
shall  be  paid  to  a  receiver,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Lewis  county  court,  or  to  such  other  person  as  said 
court  may  direct,  in  case,  in  the  judgment  of  said 
court,  it  may  become  necessary  to  directly  reinvest 
same  in  the  purchase  of  another  infirmary  farm,  and 
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in  the  payment  for  snch  improvements  thereon  as  may 
be  deemed  expedient. 

§  4.  The  entire  proceeds  of  the  sale  or  sales  hereby 
authorized  shalJ,  by  said  committee,  or  by  one  like- 
wise constituted,  be  reinvested  in  other  premises  and 
property,  to  be  held,  used  and  enjoyed  for  county  in- 
firmary purposes  by  said  county  and  its  authorized 
officers  and  agen  ts  as  heretofore  in  said  matters  ;  and 
the  Lewis  county  court,  by  appropriate  order,  shall 
direct  the  receiver  or  other  person  in  whose  charge  any 
money  thus  realized  may  be,  to  pay  over  the  same  to 
whomsoever  the  said  committee  may  direct,  for  the 
purposes  herein  set  forth.  • 

§  5.  Said  committee,  before  acting,  shall  execute  be- 
fore the  judge  of  the  Lewis  county  court  a  bond, 
with  good  and  sufficient  surety,  to  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky,  for  the  benefit  of  Lewis  county,  in  a 
sum  to  be  fixed  by  said  judge,  sufficient  to  cover  the 
interests  of  the  county  involved,  conditioned  that  they 
will  fully  and  faithfully  discharge  their  duties  as  such 
incumbent  upon  them. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1152. 

AN  ACT  10  incorporate  the  German  Catholic  Casino  Association  ot  St. 
Martin's  congregation,  of  Louisville,  Kentucky. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Carl  Bogi,  J.  Fred  Schneider,  Jos.  Fante, 
Frank  Speckert,  George  Steurle,  Constantin  Koliross, 
Joseph  V.  Bauer,  Adam  Genole,  Jacob  Werner,  M. 
Dinkel,  Jos.  Cassabella,  and  their  successors,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate, 
by  the  name  of  the  German  Catholic  Casino  Associa- 
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tion  of  St.  Martin's  congregation  of  Louisville,  Ken- 
tucky ;  and  they  and  their  associates  and  successors 
shall  so  continue,  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  in  that  name  are  made  capable  in  law  as  natural 
persons  to  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  and  shall  have  the  right  to  sue  and  be  sn'^d  in 
all  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth ;  to  have  and 
to  use  a  common  seal.  Said  association  may  niake 
re^^ulations  and  by  laws,  such  as  are  not  inconsistent 
with  the  laws  of  the  United  States  and  this  State,  and 
may  alter  the  same  if  it  sees  proper  to  do  so. 

§  2.  Said  association  shall  have  power  to  acquire  by 
purchase,  gift,  or  donation  real  and  personal  estate 
as  may  be  necessary  for  carrying  out  the  purposes 
herein  set  forth. 

§  3.  The  object  of  said  association  shall  be  the 
assistance  of  its  members  in  the  cultivation  of  music, 
social  intercourse,  morality  and  literary  purposes. 
Said  association  shall  be  composed  of  male  members 
only,  who  are  members  of  the  aforesaid  St.  Martin's 
congregation. 

§  4.  Said  association  shall  have  a  spiritual  director, 
president,  vice-president,  secretary,  treasurer,  music 
director  and  stage  manager,  who  shall  be  chosen  or 
elected  by  its  members  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  De- 
cember, annually,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one 
year,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

§  5.  The  pastor  of  the  aforesaid  St.  Martin's  con- 
gregation shall  always  be  spiritual  director  of  said 
association,  and  shall  have  the  veto  power  of  said 
association ;  and  this  paragraph  shall  not  be  subject 
to  any  change  by  any  subsequent  amendment  of  this 
charter. 

§  6.  All  purchases  or  sales  of  real  or  personal  estates 
of  the  value  of  one  hundred  dollars  or  over  shall  be 
approved  in  writing  by  said  spiritual  director. 

§  7.  Said  association  may  be  dissolved  by  the  unani- 
mous vote  of  its  members  ;  but  after  such  dissolution 
all  its  property  and  funds  shall  be  first  applied  to  the 
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payment  of  its  debts  and  liabilities.  If  there  are  any 
funds  or  property  left,  it  shall  be  transferred  to  the 
pastor  of  St.  Martin's  Church  aforesaid  for  the  sole 
use  of  said  church. 

§  8.  All  contracts  heretofore  made  by  said  associa- 
tion, and  all  agreements  made  by  others  with  her,  are 
by  this  act  legalized  and  made  binding  on  aU  parties, 
and  said  acts  are  to  have  the  same  validity  and  be 
enforced  in  the  same  manner  they  would  if  done  or 
made  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 

§  9.  The  private  property  or  assets  of  the  members 
of 'said  association  shall  be  exempt  from  the  corporate 
debts. 

§  10.  This  act  to  take  eflfect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

§  1.  That  the  lines  between  school  districts  Nos.  47 
and  50,  in  Clark  county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  so 
changed  as  to  transfer  from  district  No.  50,  and  add 
to  district  No.  47,  the  farms  of  Fielding  Watts 
and  James  Flynn,  in  said  county,  and  said  Watts  and 
Flynn  shall  hereafter  have  and  enjoy  all  the  rights 
and  privileges,  and  subject  to  the  same  burdens, 
within  the  provisions  of  the  transfer  hereby  made,  that 
are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  enjoyed  or  borne  by 
residents  of  said  district  No.  47. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  1.  That  chapter  1363  of  Local  and  Private  Acts,  en- 
titled ''An  act  to  incorporate  the  Cascade  Camp-meet- 
ing Ground  Association,  in  Webster  county,"  approved

to  wit :  "  Nothing  in  said  act  shall  be  held  or  construed 
to  authorize  said  company  or  association  to  forbid  or 
prohibit  any  person  from  erecting  booths  and  selling 
provisions,  confectioneries,  tobacco  or  ciga^rs,  or  any- 
thing that  he  or  she  may  lawfully  sell  on  any  lands 
belonging  to  such  person,  or  on  which  such  person 
may  hold  a  lease  for  one  year,  notwithstanding  said 
land  may  lie  within  one  fourth  of  a  mile  of  said  camp- 
ground." Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  so 
as  to  authorize  the  sale  of  either  spirituous,  vinous  or 
malt  liquors,  or  the  mixture  of  either,  while  any  meet- 
ing is  going  on. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

TnonweaUh  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  all  graduates  at  West  Kentucky  College 
at  Mayfield,  Kentucky,  and  at  Paducah  high  school, 
and  holding  diplomas  granted  by  said  college  or  high 
school  to  its  graduates,  shall,  by  virtue  of  such  di- 
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ploma,  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  qualification 
of  persons  holding  a  certificate  of  qualification  to 
teach  school  from  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  teach  any  common  school  in  this 
State  without  further  examination  from  any  examin- 
ing board  in  the  State  of  Kentucky. 
^  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  aci,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  benefit  of  common 

school  district  No.  48,  in  Graves  county." 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
manwealth  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  benefit  of 
common  school  district  No.  43,  in  Graves  county," 
approved  May  12,  1884,  be,  and  is  hereby,  amended 
by  striking  out  the  following  words,  which  occur 
in  the  fifth  section  of  said  act,  viz:  ''And  in  no  case 
whatever  shall  any  other  than  a  graduate  of  some 
college  or  university,  of  good  reputation,  be  appointed 
as  superintendent  or  principal  of  said  school  ;."  which 
words  include  a  part  of  the  sixth  line  and  all  of  the 
seventh  and  eighth,  and  to  school  in  the  ninth  line. 
And  that  the  eleventh  section  of  said  act  is  hereby 
repealed,  and  the  following  substituted  in  lieu  of 
same,  viz:  "The  trustees  of  said  school  shall  have 
power  to  assess  two  dollars,  and  no  more,  against 
each  of  the  patrons  of  said  school,  for  the  purpose 
of  furnishing  fuel  for  said  school  and  repairing  the 
school-house  and  other  school  property.

§  1.  That  the  Boonesboro  and  Combs  Ferry  Turn- 
pike Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  authorized  to 
charge  the  same  rates  of  toll  as  is  provided  by  the 
general  laws,  except  that  for  such  travel  as  crosses 
the  bridge  on  said  road  they  may  charge,  in  addition 
thereto,  a  toll  equivalent  to  the  toll  for  two  miles  of 
travel. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  eflfect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

§  1.  That  hereafter  the  landlords  of  Simpson  county 
shall  have  a  lien  upon  all  the  produce  raised  upon  the 
leased  premises  for  the  payment  of  the  rent  due  for 
the  leased  premises. 

§  2.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed,  so  far  as  Simpson  county  is 
concerned.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  county  of  Mercer  to  subscribe  aid  to  the 

Louisville  Southern  Railroad  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Asseiribly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  the  county  of  Mercer  may  subscribe  to  the 
capital  stock  of  the  Louisville  Southern  Railroad 
Company  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  may  pay  there- 
for in  the  negotiable  coupon  bonds  of  said  county, 
payable  not  more  than  thirty  years  af t/er  date,  and 
bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  six  per  centum 
per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  and  vs^hich  bonds 
and  interest  shall  be  payable  at  a  place  designated 
therein. 

§  2.  Whenever  application  shall   be  made  to  the 
judge  of  the  county  court  of  said  county  by  a  petition 
of  twenty -five  resident  tax-payers  therein,  requesting 
that  the  question  of  subscribing  to  the  capital  stock  of 
the  said  railroad  company,  upon  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions set  forth  in  said  petition,  be  submitted  to  a  vote  of 
the  legal  voters  of  such  county,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  county  judge  to  order  an  election  to  be  held  in  such 
county  on  a  day  named  therein  to  ascertain  the  sense 
of  the  legal  voters  thereof  upon  the  question  of  mak- 
ing such  subscription,  and  to  cause  notice  thereof  to 
be  published  in  such  county  in  a  newspaper  published 
therein  not  less  than  ten  (10)  days,  and  to  be  posted 
at  the  court-house  door  in  such  county,  and  at  such 
other  public  places  therein  as  he  may  by  order  direct ; 
and  at  such  election  votes  shall  be  received  ''For  the 
railroad  subscription,"  and  "Against  the  railroad  sub- 
scription."    Officers  of  such  election  shall  be  appoint- 
ed and  hold  such  election,  and  make  return  thereof  to 
the  county  judge  thereof  in  the  manner  provided  in 
ordinary  county  elections. 

§  3.  As  soon  as  may  be  thereafter  the  county  judge 
of  such  county  shall  determine  if  a  majority  of  the 
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legal  votes  cast  at  such  election  were  in  favor  of  such 
subscriptioUj^  and  if  they  were,  he  shall  thereupon  enter 
an  order  subscribing  in  behalf  of  such  county  to  the 
capital  stock  of  the  said  railroad  company  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  of  the  proposition  voted  on,  and 
he  shall  thereupon  cause  to  be  proposed  and  execute 
the  negotiable  bonds  of  such  county  as  before  men- 
tioned, which  shall  be  signed  by  him  as  county  judge 
and  attested  by  the  county  clerk,  with  his  ofBcial  seal 
affixed  thereto,  and  the  company  shall  be  signed  by 
said  clerks. 

§  4.  The  said  bonds  shall  not  be  binding  or  valid 
obligation  until  the  railway  of  the  said  company  shall 
have  been  so  completed  through  such  county  that  a 
train  of  cars  shall  have  passed  over  the  same,  at  which 
time  they  shall  be  delivered  to  said  railroad  company 
in  payment  of  the  subscription  of  such  county,  and 
the  county  shall  thereupon  be  entitled  to  receive  cer- 
tificates for  the  stock  subscribed,  and  the  county  judge 
of  such  county  shall  order  that  such  bonds  shall  be 
deposited  with  a  trustee  or  trust  company,  to  be  held 
in  escrow,  and  delivered  to  the  said  railroad  company 
when  it  shall  become  entitled  to  the  same  by  the  con- 
struction of  its  road  through  such  county :  Provided^ 
however^  That  such  trust  company  or  trustee  shall,  be- 
fore receiving  such  bonds,  give  bond,  with  good  surety, 
approved  by  the  county  judge,  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  or  its  duty  in  the  premises :  And  pro- 
vided further^  That  no  such  subscription  shall  be 
binding  unless  such  railroad  shall  pass  to  or  through 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Harrodsburg. 

§  5.  An  annual  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on 
such  bonds,  and  the  principal  when  it  shall  become 
due,  shall  be  levied  and  collected  and  paid  out  by  the 
officers  of  such  county,  as  provided  in  the  case  of  other 
county  taxes. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

§  7.  The  Cincinnati,  Cumberland  Valley  and  Nash- 
ville Railway  Company  shall  have  the  right  to  com- 
plete and  construct  branches  and  extensions  from  the 
main  line  of  its  railroad  into  and  through  any  of  the 
counties,  hereinbefore  named  ;  or,  may  acquire  by 
purchase  any  railroad  or  railroads  now  constructed,  or 
hereafter  constructed  in  said  counties,  or  any  of  them ;

compos  mentis  the  said  railroad  company  may  pro- 
ceed to  condemn  the  same  in  the  manner  provided  by 
an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  prescribe  a  mode  of  con- 
demning lands  for  the  use  of  railway  and  turnpike 
companies,"  approved  April  11,  1882. 

§  9.  That  upon  the  aflSidavit  of  the  engineer  of  the 
said  railway  company,  made  and  filed  befo?:e  the 
county  judge  of  any  county  through  which  the  pro- 
posed  railroad  may  pass,  that  more  than  one  hundred 
feet  is  necessary  to  properly  construct  and  operate 
said  railroad,  the  said  Cincinnati,  Cumberland  Valley 
and  Nashville  Railway  Company  may  acquire  the 
right  to  use  such  land  as  may  be  necessary  for  that 
purpose  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  preceding^ 
section. 

§  10.  The  said  Cincinnati,  Cumberland  Valley  and 
Nashville  Railway  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing and  maintaining  said  line  of  railroad,  may 
occupy  or  use  any  turnpike,  plank  road,  street  or 
other  public  way  or  ground  in  any  part  thereof  upon 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
between  said  company  and  the  municipal  or  other 
corporations,  persons  or  public  authorities  owning  or 
having  charge  thereof. 

§  11.  The  principal  office  of  the  said  company  shall  Principal  omce 
be  within  the  State  of  Kentucky,  at  such  place  as  the 
board  of  directors  may  from  time  to  time  designate 
and  approve. 

§  12.  Neither  the  incorporators  nor  the  stockhold- 
ers of  the  company  shall  be  personally  liable  for  the 
debts  of  the  corporation.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Covington. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
TnonweaMJi  of  Kefniucky : 

%  1.  The  regular  annual  charter  elections  to  fiU  ward 
City  eiertionfl.  and  clty  offices  in  the  city  of  Covington  shall,  in  the 
future,  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  in  October  in 
each  year,  beginning  with  the  first  Saturday  in  Octo- 
ber, 1886 ;  but  the  commencement  of  the  terms  of 
each  of  said  offices  shall  be  as  now  fixed  bv  law, 
except  as  to  the  city  assessor,  who  shall  qualify  and 
enter  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties  not  laier  than 
the  third  Monday  succeeding  his  election,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  city  council  of  Covington, 
and  shall  hold  his  office  until  his  successor  is  duly 
elected  and  qualified. 

§  2.  The  city  council  of  Covington  shall,  at  its  first 
meeting  in  March  in  each  year,  elect  a  board  of  equali- 
zation, to  consist  of  not  more  than  one  member  from 
each  ward,  to  equalize  the  assessments  and  assess 
property  that  has  been  omitted  from  assessment  by 
the  assessor,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  the 
city  council  may  by  ordinance  prescribe.  After  the 
books  of  assessment  have  remained  open  to  public 
inspection  the  length  of  time  required  by  law,  they 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  board  of  equalization,  which 
shall  hold  daily  sessions  to  consider  the  same,  and 
complaints  made  to  it,  for  at  least  two  weeks,  and  may 
by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  all  their  members,  if  the 
public  business  demand  it,  extend  its  session  not  ex- 
ceeding six  days  longer.  The  members  of  the  board 
shall  receive  as  compensation  for  their  services  not 
less  than  three  dollars  each  per  diem,  to  be  paid  out 
the  city  treasure.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to 
serve  as  a  member  of  said  board  unless  he  be  a  free- 
holder in  said  city.     The  city  council  shall  provide  by 
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ordinance  for  advertisiag  the  time  and  place  of  meet- 
ing of  said  board. 

§  3.  The  city  assessor  shall  make  return  of  his  books  Aswasor. 
of  assessment  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March  in 
each  year ;  said  books  shall  then  be,  by  the  city  coun- 
cil, placed  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk  of  said  city, 
or  other  public  office  easily  accessible  to  the  public, 
where  they  shall  remain  open  to  public  inspection  for 
at  least  twenty  days,  when  they  shall  be  delivered  to 
the  board  of  equalization. 

§  4.  The  lien  of  the  city  of  Covington  upon  all  as-  Tax  iien. 
sessed  real,  personal  or  other  property  for  its  taxes 
shall  attach  and  eicist  from  and  after  the  fifteenth  day 
of  September  in  each  year,  instead  of  the  first  day  of 
January  as  now  provided. 

§  5.  The  city  council  of  said  city  shall,  not  later  than  Bonndanee  of 
sixty  days  prior  to  the  next  charter  election  for  city 
officers  in  said  city,  re-arrange  the  wards  in  said  city 
and  the  boundaries  thereof,  so  as  to  make  them  as 
nearly  equal  in  number  of  voters  as  possible,  and  so 
that  no  ward  in  said  city  shall  contain  to  exceed  one 
hundred  more  voters  than  the  highest  number  of  vot- 
ers in  any  other  ward.     And  said  council  shall,  within  voting  pr©- 
the  same  time,  divide  each  ward  into  at  least  two  vot- 
ing precincts,  and  shall  prescribe  the  boundaries  of 
each  precinct,  and  any  person  who  shall  vote  in  any 
other  precinct  than  that  of  his  residence  shall  be  deem- 
ed guilty  of  illegal  voting  and  punished  as  prescribed 
by  law.     And  the  said  council  may,  at  any  time  in  the 
future,  not  later  than  sixty  days  before  any  election, 
re-arrange  and  re-divide  said  wards  or  precincts,  or 
both,   having    in  view  always   the    equality  of    the 
voting  population  in  same,  but  shall  always  adver- 
tise  such   changes  as  herein  provided.     And  when 
the  number  of  votes  in  any  ward  in  said  city  shall  ex- 
ceed the  number  in  any  other  ward  as  many  as  one 
hundred,  the  council  shall  proceed  to  re-arrange  same 
as  herein  provided.     The  city  council  shall  cause  tochangeBin 
be  advertised,  in  at  least  one  paper  of  general  circu-  advertiTed! 
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lation  in  said  city,  for  at  least  fifteen  days  preceding 
any  election,  all  changes  in  the  boundaries  of  the 
wards  of  said  city,  and  the  boundaries  of  |he  voting 
precincts  made  as  herein  provided,  and  shall  cause 
same  to  be  printed  and  advertised  with  the  election 

Penalty.  proclamatiou.  For  any  failure  or  neglect  on  the  part 
of  the  city  council  or  its  members  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  each  member  so  failing  or  n^- 
lecting  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty  dollars  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars,  in  the  mayor's  court  of  said 
city,  or  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  said  city, 
and,  in  addition,  shall  forfeit  his  seat  as  a  member 
of  said  body;  and  each  day's  failure  to  so  act  after 
the  time  hereinbefore  limited  and  prescribed  for  that 
purpose,  shall  be  deemed  a  separate  offense,  and  shall 
be  punished  accordingly. 
§  6.  The  city  clerk  of  the  city  of  Covington  shall 

otj  clerk.  record,  in  an  appropriately  ruled  book,  to  be  fur- 
nished by  the  city  council  for  that  purpose,  all  ordi- 
nances levying  and  assessing  a  tax  on  property  in 
said  city  for  improvements  made  by  order  of  the  city 
council  on  the  streets,  alleys  or  sidewalks,  or  for  the 
construction  of  new  streets,  alleys  or  sidewalks,  or  for 
the  construction  of  sewers,  and  all  other  ordinances 
levying  and  assessing  a  tax  on  real  estate  in  said  city 
for  such  improvements,  for  the  collection  of  which 
tax  a  special  collector  shall  be  appointed.     A  space 

^  shall  be  left  in  said  book  after  the  name  of  each 

owner  of  assessed  property,  wherein  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  special  collector  to  write  the  word  "paid,'' 
followed  by  the  collector's  name,  within  five  (5)  days 
after  the  tax  assessed  against  the  property  of  said 
person  shall  have  been  paid.  Any  collector  failing  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  fined 
in  the  mayor' s  court  of  Covington  not  less  than  twen- 
ty-five dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars ;  and  each 
day  that  such  collector  shall  fail  to  so  enter  payment 
shall  be  deemed  a  separate  offense ;  and  such  col- 
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lector  shall,  in  addition,  be  liable  to  any  person  suf- 
fering damage  by  reason  of  such  failure. 

§  7.  The  city  council  shall  have  authority  to  seU  cSarter^aSJT*  °^ 
and  charge  therefor  not  exceeding  one  dollar  per  copy  <>o«"™ent«. 
for  any  compilation  of  the  charter,  amendments  and 
ordinances  of  said  city  now  or*  hereafter  issued.     The 
proceeds  of  such  sales  shall  be  paid  into  the  city 
treasury  of  said  city. 

§  8.  The  city  collector  of  the  city  of  Covington  shall  city  collector. 
be  entitled  to  receive,  after  the  expiration  of  his  term 
of  office,  the  commission  or  compensation  allowed  him 
by  law  upon  all  tax-bills  placed  in  his  hands  for  col- 
lection upon  which  suit  has  been  flled  to  enforce  the 
same  during  his  t^rm  of  office,  and  upon  which  he 
would  be  entitled  to  receive  such  commission  or  com- 
pensation had  the  same  been  collected  during  his  term 
of  office. 

§  9.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  cow,  bull,  calf, 
horse,  mule,  mare,  colt,  sheep,  goat  or  other  stock  of 
any  kind  to  run  at  large  within  that  part  of  the  city 
of  Covington  lying  north  of  Seventeenth  street  and 
east  of  Philadelphia  and  Lee  streets ;  and  the  city 
council  may,  by  ordinance,  prohibit  the  same  from 
running  at  large  in  the  entire  city,  or  any  part  thereof 
not  included  in  the  boundaries  above  set  out ;  and  any 
person  or  persons  being  the  owner  or  owners  of,  or 
having  the  custody  or  control  of  any  such  stock,  who 
shall  suffer  or  permit  the  same  to  run  at  large  within 
said  territory,  shall  be  fined,  in  the  mayor's  court  of 
said  city,  for  each  offense,  not  less  than  three  dollars 
nor  more  than  twenty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  the 
mayor's  court  of  said  city,  and  such  stock  may  be 
taken  up  and  held  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  until 
called  for,  and  the  persons  taking  and  holding  same 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  lien  thereon  for  the  reasonable 
charges  and  expenses  thereof.  The  person  holding 
such  stock  shall  advertise  same  at  least  twice  in  some 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  said  city,  giving 
description  of  stock,  when  taken  and  where  held.  ,

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Gudgell  and  McClure  Turnpike  Road  0»a- 

pany,  in  Anderson  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
Tnonmealth  of  Kerducky : 

%  1.  That  a  company  may  be  formed  and  created  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of 
the  Gudgell  and  McClure  Turnpike  Road  Company, 
for  the  purpose  of  building  a  turnpike  road  from  a 
point  on  the  Alton  and  CamdenvUle  Turnpike,  on  the 
line  between  W.  W.  Satterwhite  and  Jacob  Gudgell, 
by  the  most  practicable  route  to  .the  Lawrenceburg 
and  Camdenville  Turnpike,  at  or  near  the  residence 
of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  McClure,  in  Anderson  county.  That 
books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  shall  be  opened  in 
the  town  of  Alton,  in  Anderson  county,  under  the 
direction  of  Jacob  Gudgell,  T.  D.  Herndon,  Elijah 
Catlett  and  R.  C.  Littlepage.  The  capital  stock  of 
said  company  shall  not  exceed  ei.^ht  thousand  dol- 
lars, to  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars 
each. 

§  2.  That  the  county  judge  of  Anderson  county 
shall  be  authorized  to  subscribe  in  said  turnpike 
company,  in  the  name  of  Anderson  county,  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  one  thousand  doDars  for  each 
mile  in  length  of  said  road,  and  shall  be  governed  in 
making  said  subscriptions  and  levying  and  collecting 
the  tax  to  pay  the  same  by  the  provisions  of  an  act 
authorizing  the  county  of  Anderson  to  take  and  hold 
stock  in  certain  roads  in  said  county,  approved  March 
10,  1864 ;  and  said  act,  so  far  as  the  same  is  applicable 
to,  and  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  is  made  part 
hereof. 

§  3.  That  sections  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  11,  12, 13  and 
14  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Cam- 
denville, Johnsonville  and  Burnt  Church  Turnpike 
Road  Company,"  approved  February  24,  1870,  as  far 
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as  they  are  applicable  to  and  not  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  made  and  enacted  as 
part  hereof. 

§  4.  That  when  said  road  is  completed  they  shall 
have  power  to  establish  a  toU-gate,  and  shall  toll  at  • 
the  rate  now  provided  by  law  in  that  proportion  per 
mile  as  provided  by  law  ;  and  no  law  heretofore  en- 
acted shall  preclude  the  county  court  from  taking 
stock  in  said  road  on  account  of  the  length  of  said 
road  being  lejss  than  five  miles. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1164. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  incor- 
porating Eminence  College  and  other  schools  in  Henry  county, 
passed  at  'this  present  session  of  the  Legislature." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
Toonwealth  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act 
incorporating  Emineiice  College,  in  Henry  county," 
passed  at  this  session,  be,  and  the  same  is,  so  amended 
that  the  graduates  of  Eminence  College  holding  di- 
plomas shall  be  entitled  to  teach  in  any  of  the  common 
schools  of  this  State,  and  the  diplomas  issued  by  said 
college  shall  be  equivalent  to  any  certificate  issued  by 
either  the  State  Board  of  Education  or  county  exam- 
ining board  of  any  county  in  the  State,  and  will 
authorize  the  holder  to  teach  without  the  formality  of 
an  examination. 

§  2.  That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to 
the  Normal  and  Business  College  of  Central  Kentucky 
and  St.  Vincent  Academy,  in  Union  county,  incor- 
porated at  this  session  of  the  Legislature. 

§  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  incorporating  the  Bichmond  Cemetery  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
TnonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  trustees  of  said  company  shall  be 
elected  by  a  majority  of  the  share -holders  who  shall 
vot«  on  it  in  any  year;  and  the  trustees  bo  elected 
shall  remain  inoflBice  for  one  year,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  qualified. 

§  2.  That  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  August  next  an 
election  shall  be  held  for  trustees  of  said  company, 
and  notice  of  said  election  shall  be  given  as  required 
by  the  charter,  and  the  officers  of  said  elections  shall 
be  appointed  as  now  required  by  original  charter. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1166. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Boston  and  Antioch '  Turnpike   Company 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentv/iky : 

§  1.  That  the  Boston  and  Antioch  Turnpike  Com- 
pany be  incorporated,  for  the  purpose  of  construct- 
ing and  operating  a  turnpike  or 'gravel  road  from 
Boston,  in  Jefferson  county,  Kentucky,  to  or  near 
Antioch  Church,  in  Shelby  county,  Kentucky.  Said 
road  shall  begin  on  or  near  Long  Run,  and  run  thence 
to  or  near  Old  Long  Run  Church ;  and  thence  with 
the  course  of  the  central  branch  of  said  creek,  de- 
bouching near  said  church,  to  the  Simpsonville  and 
Antioch  pike,  on  or  near  the  line  between  the  lands 
of  Calcon   Crosby  and  J.   W.   Davis.    The  location 
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of  said  road  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board  of  directors  of 
said  company  in  accordance  with  the  above  descrip- 
tion. • 

§  2.  Said  company  shall  be  known  as  the  Boston 
and  Antioch  Turnpike  Company,  and  in  that  name 
may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  and  buy,  sell,  hold  and  convey  any  real  estate 
needed  for  the  building  or  operation  of  its  road,  and 
do  all  lawful  acts  in  the  i)remises. 

§  3.  Eichard  Pearce,  Taylor  Pearce,  Leonidas  Webb, 
Colby  Cowherd,  Stephen  Lowry,  Andrew  Campbell, 
E.  Shong  and  J.  W.  Davis  are  hereby  appointed  com- 
missioners, and  they,  or  any  three  of  them,  may 
open  books  and  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company  at  such  times  and  places  as 
they  may  choose.  The  capital  stock  shall  be  ten 
thousand  dollars^  and  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dol- 
lars, and  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  may,  from 
time  to  time,  be  increased  to  not  exceeding  fifteen 
thousand  dollars.  The  corporate  indebtedness  shall 
at  no  time  exceed  two-thirds  of  the  capital  stock ; 
and  the  private  property  of  the  stockholders  shall  be 
exempt  from  its  corporate  liabilities. 

§  4.  When  three  thousand  dollars  of  capital  stock 
shall  have  been  subscribed,  a  majority  of  said  com- 
missioners shall,  after  ten  days'  notice  in  writing  of 
time  and  place,  hold  an  election  of  a  board  of  five 
directors.  The  directors  shall  hold  office  for  one  year 
and  till  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 
Said  directors  shall  annually  name  one  of  their  num- 
ber president,  and  also  appoint  a  secretary  and  treas- 
urer from  among  the  stockholders.  A  majority  of  the 
directors  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any 
business  of  the  company  ;  and  said  board  of  directors 
shall  control  the  affairs  of  the  company. 

§  5.  The  principal  place  of  business  shall  be  at  or 
near  Long  Run  Church ;  and  its  elections  and  other 
meetings  shall  be  held  on  notice  given  by  the  board  of 
directors ;   and  the  voting  shall  be  in '  person  or  by

written  proxy,  and  each  share  of  stock  shall  be  en- 
titled to  one  vote. 

§  6.  Said  road  shall  be  ten  feet  wide ;  and  said  com- 
panj'^  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  be  subject  to  all  the 
liabilities  now  granted  and  imposed  by  the  General 
Statutes  of  Kentucky;  and  its  corporate  existence 
shall  run  fifty  years  from  its  incorporation. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1168. 

A  N  ACT  to  incorporate  the  M  idland  Kentucky  Railroad  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
vionweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  I.  Knox  Frazier,  Henry  L.  Phillips  and 
W.  J .  Kendrick,  of  the  county  of  Wayne ;  and  Wil- 
liam Curd,  Thomas  Z.  Morrow  and  James  Denton,  of 
the  county  of  Pulaski ;  and  Thomas  P.  Hughes,  of 
New  York  City ;  and  William  B.  Hoke,  Lucien  G. 
Quigley  and  Fontaine  T.  Fox,  Jr.,  of  the  city  of 
Louisville,  are  hereby  incorporated  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Kentucky  Midland  Railroad  Com- 
pany, to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  contract  ^nd  be  con- 
tracted with,  and  shall  have  all  powers  usual  and  inci- 
dent  to  corporations  or  which  may  be  necessary  and 
requisite  to  carry  out  the  purposes  and  objects  for  which 
it  is  created,  or  such  of  them  as  may  choose  to  act,  \o 
construct,  build,  equip  and  operate  a  railroad  from 
the  city  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  to  the  town  of  Som- 
erset, in  said  State,  and  thence  to  the  town  of  Monti- 
cello,  in  said  county  of  Wayne,  on  an  air-line,  or  as 
near  as  the  same  can  be  constructed. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  of  shall 
consist  of  three  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars 
($3,500,000),  to  be  increased  if   the  necessities  and

business  of  said  company  shall  demand  by  a  majority 
of    said  incorporators,  or  of  such  of    them  as  may 
choose  to  act,  or  by  the  board  of  directors  when  the 
same  shall  have  been  hereunder  elected,  and  to  be 
divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each ;  and 
the  same  may  be  transferred  in  the  manner  and  form 
to  be  hereafter  fixed  by  said  incorporators,  or  by  said 
board  when  the  same  shall  have  been  elected.     Stock 
may  be  subscribed  for  by  individuals  in  or  out  of  this 
State,  or  by  other  corporations  out  of    this  State, 
whenever  the  books  therefor  shall  be  opened  by  the 
present  incorporators,  which  may  be  done  by  them  or 
by  said  board  upon  notice  thereof  as  to  the  time  and 
place    by  advertisement   in    the  Louisville  Courier- 
Journal  or  Louisville  Post.     Whenever  stock  to  the 
amount  of  one  million  dollars  shall  be  subscribed  for, 
the  incorporators,  or  a  majority  of  such  as  choose  to 
act,  may  proceed  to  elect  a  board  of  directors  to  serve 
one  vear  from  said  date  or  until  their  successors  are 
elected.     Said  incorporators,  or  such  of  them  a^  may 
choose  to  act,  may  elect  a  temporary  president,  vice- 
president,  secretary  and  treasurer  to  serve  until  said 
board  shall  have  been  elected,  when  said  board  shall 
elect  these  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  needful 
for  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  said  company  in 
all  their  details,  and  when  so  elected  the  same  shall 
serve  for  one  year.     Said  company  by  its  incorporators, 
or  such  of  them  as  may  choose  to  act  in  the  organiza- 
tion hereof,   may  have  the  right  and  the  same  are 
authorized  to  issue  non-assessable  paid-up  stock  in 
payment  of  any  service  rendered  to  or  for  work  done 
to  or  for,  or  for  any  property,  real  or  personal,  bought 
by  said  company ;  and  such  said  stock  may  be  issued 
by  said  board  for  the  same  purposes,  service,  work  or 
property  whenever  the  said  board  shall  take  charge  of 
the  affairs  of   said  company.     Said  board  shall  not 
elect  any  person  to  any  office  herein  mentioned,  or 
necessary  to  or  for  the  management  of  said  company, 
unless  he  shall  own  at  the  date  of  his  election  at  least 
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five  shares  of  said  stock,  and  of  which  at  least  one- 
fourth  shall  have  been  paid  up  on  or  before  his  elec- 
tion. 

§  3.  The  said  board  of  directors  and  the  president 
may  appoint  such  agents,  employes,  etc.,  as  may  be 
by  them  deemed  necessary  to  construct,  maintain, 
control  and  direct  the  affairs  of  said  company,  and 
fix  the  salary  of  its  various  officers,  agents,  employes, 
etc.  The  president  and  said  directors  may  pass  such, 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  for  the  management,  control,  conduct  and 
government  of  the  aifairs  and  property  of  said  com- 
pany. 

§  4.  That  said  corporation,  or  such  of  them  as  may 
choose  to  act  in  the  organization  hereof,  or  the  presi- 
dent and  the  board  of  directors,  when  the  same  shall 
have  been  elected,  shall  have,  and  are  hereby  invested 
with,  all  the  powers,  rights  and  franchises  and  author- 
ity requisite  to  construct  and  operate  a  railroad  be- 
tween the  points  hereinbefore  mentioned,  with  a  single 
or  double  track  and  line  of  telegraph,  together  with 
all  and  every  the  switches,  round-houses,  shops,  etc., 
as  may  be  required  to  equip,  run  and  operate  said 
road  for  the  transportation  of  freight  or  passen- 
gers, and  to  that  end  the  said  incorporators,  or  such 
of  them  as  may  choose  to  act,  or  said  board  of  direct- 
ors, when  the  same  shall  be  elected,  shall  have  the 
power  to  issue  its  mortgage  bonds  sustained  by  the 
pledge  of  the  real  or  personal  property  belonging 
thereto,  and  including  therein  the  powers,  rights, 
franchises  and  privileges  hereby  granted. 

§  5.  That  whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  to  acquire 
the  right  of  way  for  said  road  by  condemnation,  the 
proceedings  therefor  shall  be  under  and  in  accord- 
ance with  chapter  94,  article  1,  General  Statutes,  en- 
titled "Public  Roads,"  as  far  as  the  same  is  or  can 
be  made  applicable  thereto. 

§  6.  The  said  company  is  hereby  granted  the  right 
and  power  to  lease  from  other  similar  corporations  the 
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cise  of  their  said  track  or  tracks,  or  to  consolidate 
therewith  in  the  use  of,  construction  by,  or  lease  of 
its  lines,  track  or  tracks  by  said  company,  to  enable 
this  said  company  to  insure  the  completion  and  con- 
struction of  its  track  or  tracks,  and  the  equipment  of 
Its  road  for  carrying  freight  and  passengers,  either 
by  mortgage  or  lease. 

§  7.  That  the  said  company  shall  commence  work 
on  said  road  within  three  years  from  the  passage  of 
this  bill,  and  upon  failure  to  do  so  this  charter  shall 
be  null  and  void. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1169. 

AN  ACT  for  the  continuation  of  the  Geological  Survey  and  fixing  the 

salary  of  the  State  Geologist. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  for  the  continnation  of  the  Geological, 
Topographical  and  Agricultural  Survey  of  the  State, 
the  chemical  analysis  of  soils  and  other  substances, 
the  collecting  of  and  testing  of  coals,  iron  ores,  build- 
ing stones,  clays  and  other  substances,  there  is  hereby 
appropriated,  from  any  money  in  the  State  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars  per  annum,  to  be  expended  in  the  same  way 
and  manner  as  provided  in  chapter  877  of  the  Session 
Acts  of  1883  and  1884:  Provided,  That  the  State 
Geologist  shall  make  an  itemized  statement  of  all 
expenditures  made  by  him  to  each  session  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly.  Before  any  of  the  money  herein  ap- 
propriated is  paid  to  the  State  Geologist,  or  upon  his 
order,  said  Geologist  shall  execute  bond  in  the  sum 
of  twenty  thousand  dollars  to  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky,  and  good  and  sufficient  surety,  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Governor,  for  the  lawful  discharge  of 
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his  duties,  which  bond  shall  be  attested  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  and  filed  in,  his  office. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and.  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage ;  but  the  foregoing  appropriation 
shall  only  be  for  two  years :  Provided^  That  all  ex- 
penses of  printing  and  lithographing,  and  all  other 
expense  connected  with  the  Geological  Survey,  shall 
be  paid  out  of  this  appropriation:  But  providei 
further^  That  all  moneys  received  from  the  sale  of 
publications  of  the  bureau  shall  be  placed  by  the 
Auditor  to  the  credit  of  the  Geological  Survey. 

§  3.  That  the  salary  of  the  State  Geologist,  from 
and  after  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall 
be  two  thousand  dollars.

CHAPTER  1172. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  James  B.  Martin,  clerk  of  the  Barren  cir- 
cuit court. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Asseiribly  of  the  Com- 
TTKrawealth  of  Kentyxiky : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  upon  tie 
Treasurer  of  this  Commonwealth  in  favor  of  James  B. 
Martin  for  the  sum  of  live  hundred  dollars,  as  com- 
pensation to  said  Martin  for  services  rendered  by  him 
as  clerk  of  the  Barren  circuit  court,  in  the  prosecu- 
tions in  said  court  against  James  B.  Clark  for  forgery, 
in  the  years  1876,  1877, 1878, 1879, 1880,  1881  and  1882. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1173. 

A.N  ACT  to  oonsolidate  common  school  districts  numbered  eighty- 
three  (83),  eighty-four  (84)  and  eighty-six  (86),  for  white  children,  in 
Harren  county,  Kentucky. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
^nvorvweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  common  school  districts  numbered  eigh- 
ty-three, eighty-four  and  eighty-six,  for  white  chil- 
dren, in  Barren  county,  Kentucky,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  consolidated  and  made  one  common  school 
district,  in  which  is  to  be  taught  a  common  school 
for  all  white  children  within  pupil  age,  living  within 
tlie  limits  of  said  consolidated  districts. 

§  2.  That  said  district  so  formed  shall  be  known  as 
common  school  district  No.  83,  and  shall  be  under  the 
control  of  three  trustees,  who  shall  be  chosen  at  the 
next  regular  election  for  common  school  trustees,  in 
the  manner  now  provided  by  law ;  but  said  election 
shall  be  held  at  the  court-house  in  Glasgow,  instead  of 
at  the  school-house  or  any  other  place.  Said  trus- 
tees so  elected  shall  hold  office,  one  for  one  year,  one 
for  two  years,  ^nd  one  for  three  years,  and  they  shall 
decide  bv  lot  which  one  of  them  shall  serve  for  the 
shortest  term,  which  for  the  next,  and  which  for  the 
longest  term  ;  and,  thereafter,  the  election  of  trustees 
for  said  district  shall  be  as  prescribed  in  the  existing 
common  school  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  with  the 
foregoing  exceptions  as  to  the  place  of  holding  elec- 
tion. 

§  3.  The  common  school  laws  of  this  Commonwealth 
shall  in  all  respects,  except  as  is  herein  otherwise 
provided,  be  applicable  to  and  regulate  the  common 
school  of  this  consolidated  district. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  not  interfere  with  the  teaching  of 
the  common  schools  in  the  said  districts  numbered 
eighty-three,  eighty-four  and  eighty-six,  for  the  school 
^G — Local  Laws^  vol.  ^. 
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year  of  1886,  but  they  shall,  for  this  year,  be  taught 
in  said  districts,  and  under  the  control  and  direction 
of  the  trustees  of  said  districts  for  this  year,  as  if  this 
act  had  not  been  passed,  and  it  shall  not  interfere  with 
the  election  of  a  trustee  for  this  year  in  each  of  those 
districts. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  Jan- 
uary, 1887:  Provided^  That  between  the  passage  of 
this  act  and  then  a  school-house  shall  have  been  erect- 
ed or  provided  of  suflJcient  capacity  to  hold  all  the 
children  within  the  bounds  of  said  consolidated  dis- 
trict entitled  to  attend  the  said  common  school ;  oth- 
erwise said  school  districts  numbered  eighty- three, 
eighty-four  and  eighty-six  shall  remain  as  they  now 
are.

CHAPTER  1174. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  and  empower  the  city  of  Louisville,  by  its  mayor 
and  general  council,  to  complete  its  title,  by  purchase  or  condemnatiun, 
to  Payne  street,  in  said  city,  for  the  purpose  of  improving  same  at  the 
cost  in  whole  or  in  part  of  said  city. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  city  of  Louisville,  by  its  mayor  and 
general  council,  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  complete  its  title  to,  and  acquire  by  purchase  or 
condemnation,  under  the  provisions  of  its  charter,  a 
parcel  of  land  in  said  city  now  known  as  Payne  street, 
and  to  improve  the  said  street  at  the  cost  in  whole  or 
part  of  said  city. 

§  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage. 

Approved  May  16,  1886. 
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CHAPTER  1175. 


AN   ACT  to  incorporate   the  Consumers'  Gkw-light   Company  of  Cov- 
ington. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  L.  E.  Casey,  P.  P.  Helm,  P.  G.  Oxley,  H, 
B.  Wells  and  Alexander  Davezac,  and  their  associates^ 
successors  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  in- 
corporated and  created  a  body-politic,  by  the  name  of 
the  Consumers'  Gas-light  Company  of  Covington,  and 
shall,  by  snch  name,  have  perpetual  succession,  with 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  including  the  right  to  purchase,  hold,  sell  and 
convey  real  estate ;  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  change  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure,  and  gener- 
ally to  do  and  perform  all  things  necessary  to  be  done 
and  performed  in  the  conduct  of  its  business  herein-^ 
after  set  forth ;  to  ordain  and  put  in  execution  such 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of 
its  affairs  as  may  be  deemed  expedient  and  proper ; 
and  the  same  may  be  amended  or  altered  at  any  reg- 
ular or  called  meeting  by  a  majority  of  the  stock,  after 
a  motion  to  that  end  shall  have  been  entered  at  any 
regular  or  called  meeting  held  not  less  than  thirty  days 
previous :  Provided^  Such  by-laws,  rules  and  regula- 
tions shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  the  company  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  corporation,  but  shall  not  exceed  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares 
of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  each,  nor  less 
than  five  dollars  each,  in  the  discretion  of  the  corpo- 
ration, and  part  thereof  may  be  made  of  one  denomi- 
nation and  part  of  other  denominations.  The  stock 
shall  be  transferable  on  the  books  of  the  company 
according  to  the  by-laws  ;  but  the  company  shall  hold 
a  lien  upon  the  shares  of  any  stockholder  who  may  be 
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indebted  to  it ;  and  such  shares  shall  not  be  transfera- 
ble without  the  consent  of  the  president  and  directors 
first  had,  or  until  said  debt  shall  have  been  first  paid 
and  discharged. 

§  3.  The  corporation  shall  be  governed  by  a  board 
of  five  directors,  which  number  may  be  increased  to 
not  exceeding  nine.  The  directors  shall  be  elected 
annually  by  the  stockholders  from  their  number,  on 
the  first  Monday  in  January  of  each  year,  and  shaU 
hold  their  office  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected 
and  qualified.  The  directors  shall  elect  from  their 
number  a  president  and  vice-president,  and  may  elect 
a  secretary  and  treasurer,  who  shall  be  a  stockholder 
in  said  company,  and  may  appoint  such  other  officers 
and  agents  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  conduct 
of  the  business  and  afl'airs  of  the  company,  and  may 
fix  their  compensation,  and  may  receive  bond  of  any 
or  all  of  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
respective  duties.  The  incorporators  above  named 
shall  act  as  directors  until  a  board  shall  be  regularly 
elected  and  qualified. 

§  4.  Each  one  hundred  dollars  of  stock  in  said  com- 
pany, whether  in  one  or  more  shares,  shall  entitle  the 
holder  or  holders  thereof  to  one  vote,  in  person  or  by 
written  proxy,  in  all  elections  for  officers  and  at  all 
meetings  of  said  company  for  any  purpose. 

§  5.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  create 
an  indebtedness  in  such  amount  as  the  stockholders 
may  order,  and  may  issue  its  bonds  therefor,  secured 
by  lien  or  mortgage  upon  its  property,  rights  and 
franchises. 

§  6.  The  business  of  said  company  is  limited  to 
manufacturing,  furnishing  and  supplying  the  city  of 
Covington  and  its  inhabitants,  and  persons  and  cor- 
porations located  in  or  near  said  city,  with  coal,  water, 
or  other  gas  for  lighting,  heating  and  other  purposes, 
and  may  charge  therefor  such  price  and  comi)ensation 
as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  said  company  and  the 
individuals  or  corporations  contracting  with  it.    It 
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may  supply  such  gas  to  its  stockholders  alone,  if  it 
sball  so  desire;  at  cost,  or  at  such  price  as  may  be 
decided  upon  by  its  board  of  directors,  or  may  so  fur- 
nish and  supply  the  same  to  either  or  all. 

§  7.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  and  author- 
ity, subject  to  the  same  regulations  and  restrictions 
imposed  by  the  city  authorities  of  Covington  upon 
other  similar  companies  in  said  city,  to  lay  its  pipes, 
mains  and  conduits  under  the  streets,  alleys  and  hip;h- 
i^rays  of  said  city,  and  adjacent  thereto :  Provided^  It 
shall  in  no  way  permanently  obstruct  the  use  of  the 
same  to  the  public  or  any  individual ;  and  it  is  hereby 
required  to  place  in  repair  any  street  or  highway 
under  which  it  may  lay  its  lines  of  pipes  or  mains, 
but  it  may  temporarily  obstruct  same  in  laying  or 
repairing  its  pipes. 

§  8.  Before  said  corporation  shall  use  any  of  the 
streets,  alleys  or  other  highways  in  said  city,  by  lay- 
ing its  pipes,  mains  and  conduits  under  or  upon  said 
streets,  alleys  or  highways,  first  obtain  from  the  city 
council  of  said  city  of  Covington  permission  so  to  do. 

§  9.  A  non-user  of  this  charter  for  five  years  shall 
work  a  forfeiture  thereof. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1176. 

AN   ACT  to  incorporate  the  Charleston,  Kentucky  and  Western  Rail- 
way Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com-- 
Tnonwealth  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  W.  Gaylord,  E.  A.  Reser,  H.  A.  Milford, 
J.  S.  Spaulding,  W.  W.  Cox,  W.  T.  Fitzpatrick,  M. 
M.  Cassidy,  C.  R.  Withers,  or  as  many  of  them  aa 
may  become  stockholders  in  the  company  hereby 
incorporated,  and  all  such  persons  as  shall  hereafter 
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become  stockholders,  are  hereby  created  a  body-politic 
and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Charles- 
ton, Kentucky  and  Western  Railway  Company,  and 
under  that  name  and  style  shall  be  capable  of  suing 
and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  either 
in  law  or  equity,  in  like  manner  as  a  natural  person  ; 
to  make,  use,  and  have  a  common  seal,  and  renew  or 
alter  the  same  at  pleasure,  and  by  and  under  its  cor- 
porate name  and  style  may  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  and  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  invested  with  all 
the  immunities  and  franchises  of  acquiring,  by  pur- 
<5hase  or  otherwise,  and  of  holding,  conveying  or 
otherwise  disposing  of  property,  real  and  personal, 
necessary,  desirable,  or  needful  to  carry  into  effect 
fully  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

§  2.  The  said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  and 
•empowered  to  survey,  locate,  construct,  equip,  main- 
tain and  operate  a  railroad,  with  such  number  of  tracks 
and  lines  of  telegraph  and  telephone  as  said  corpora- 
tion may  desire,  and  for  that  purpose  shall  be  entitled 
to  acquire  title  to  a  continuous  line  of  one  hundred 
feet  in  width  of  land,  with  such  additional  ground  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  use  of  said  railroad  from  a 
point  on  the  Kentucky  side  of  the  Ohio  river,  at  or 
near  the  cities  of  Covington  and  Newport,  or  at  some 
point  near  or  opposite  the  city  of  Portsmouth ;  thence 
by  such  route  as  said  company  may  select  through  the 
counties  of  Campbell,    Pendleton,  Bracken,   Robert- 
son, Harrison,  Bourbon,  Clark,  Estill,  Nicholas,  Flem- 
ing,   Bath,    Montgomery,    Menifee,    Powell,    Wolfe, 
Greenup,  Carter,  Elliott,  Morgan,  Magoffin,  Johnson, 
Floyd,  Breathitt,  Lee,  Owsley,  Clay,   Perry,   Knott, 
Letcher,  Leslie,  Harlan,  Knox  and  Bell  to  any  point 
on   the  southeastern  boundary  line  of  the  State  of 
Kentucky,  Virginia  or  Tennessee  at  such  point  as  to 
give^the  best  passage  for  said  road  through  the  Cum- 
berland mountains,  and  to  construct,  build  and  furnish 
said  railroad  with  all  the  necessary  side-tracks,  turn- 
outs, switches,  depots,  stations,  and  all  necessary  and 
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desirable  buildings,  erections  and  structures  for  the 
convenient  working  of  said  railroad  and  carrying  on 
its  business,  and  with  all  the  rolling  stock  of  every 
sort  and  kind,  and  all  other  machinery,  implements 
a.iid  property  the  company  deem  desirable  and  neces- 
sary and  proper  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  its  busi- 
ness ;  and  said  company  shall  have  power  to  operate 
and  maintain  the  same,  and  in  its  corporate  capacity 
is  hereby  vested  with  all  the  powers  necessary  for  pur- 
chasing, acquiring  title  to,  holding,  selling  and  con- 
veying and  transferring  all  real,  personal  and  mixed 
property  which  may  be  necessary  to  the  carrying  out 
the  objects  of  this  act. 

§  3.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized,  by  its 
agents,  surveyors  and  engineers,  to  cause  such  exam- 
inations and  surveys  to  be  made  of  the  different  routes 
as  are  necessary  to  determine  which  is  most  suitable 
for  the  construction  of  said  railroad  ;  and  the  president 
and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them  or  their  author- 
ized agents,  may  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of 
any  land,  earth,  stone,  gravel,  timber,  or  other  mate- 
rials or  improvements  which  may  be  wanted  for  the 
construction,  operating  and  maintenance  of  said  rail- 
road, for  the  purchase  in  fee-simple,  or  the  use  and 
occupation  of  the  same,  and  if  they  can  not  agree,  the 
said  company  may  proceed  to  condemn  the  same  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  *'An 
act  to  prescribe  the  mode  of  condemning  land  for  the 
use  of  railroad  and  turnpike  companies,"  approved 
April  11,  1882. 

§  4.  That  the  corporation  herein  named,  or  as  many 
of  them  as  may  assemble  after  a  written  notice  of  ten 
days  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting,  may  meet  for 
the  purpose  of  and  effect  a  temporary  organization  by 
the  selection  of  an  executive  committee  of  three  or 
more  of  their  number  or  others.  Said  committee  shall 
perform  all  the  duties  and  have  all  the  powers  of  a 
regular  board  until  a  permanent  organization  is  effect- 
ed.    That  after  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  shall 
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have  been  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  com- 
pany a  pennanent  organization  may  be  effected  by  giv- 
ing ten  days'  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
meeting  to  each  subscriber,  and  by  the  election  by  said 
subscribers  of  a  president,  a  vice-president  and  five 
directors,  which  may  include  the  president  and  vice- 
president,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  and  essential.  That  no  person  shall  be 
elected  to  the  office  of  president,  vice-president  or 
director  who  does  not  ovrn  at  least  twentv  shares  of 
the  capital  stock  of  said  company ;  and  in  all  meetings 
of  said  company  each  share  of  stock  shall  entitle  the 
owner  or  his  proxy  to  one  vote  thereon,  and  the  p>er- 
sonal  liability  of  any  and  every  share-holder  shall  in 
no  case  extend  beyond  the  amount  due  and  unpaid  by 
such  share-holders :  Provided,  however^  That  no  stock- 
holder shall  be  entitled  to  vote  on  any  share  or  shares 
upon  which  there  is  any  assessment  unpaid. 

§  5.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
five  million  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each,  and  may  be  increased  from  time  to  time 
to  Such  an  amount  as  it  may  deem  proper  and  neces- 
sary. Said  stock  shall  be  deemed  as  personal  property, 
and  may  be  issued  and  transferred  in  such  a  man- 
ner and  at  such  places  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  board 
of  directors,  who  shall  have  power  to  require  the  pay- 
ment of  sums  subscribed  by  stockholders  in  such  man- 
ner and  on  such  terms  as  they  deem  proper.  The 
executive  committee  may  at  any  time,  after  a  tem- 
porary organization,  open  books  of  subscription  at 
such  places  and  under  such  directions  as  they  may 
choose. 

§  6.  That  after  the  organization  of  said  company 
the  management  and  control  of  the  property,  busi- 
ness and  affairs  of  said  company  shall  pass  to  and  be 
committed  to  the  president  and  directors  of  said  com- 
pany and  their  successors  in  office.  The  president 
and  directors  of  said  company  may  from  time  to  time 
enact  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  conduct 
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ing,  managing  and  governing  its  business  as  they  may 
deeni  proper,  and  not  inconsistent  with  this  act  or 
with  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  the  State 
of  Kentucky,  and  alter,  amend  and  repeal  the  same  at 
pleasure  ;  and  they  may  prescribe  therein  the  number 
of  directors  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business.  They  may  appoint  an  execu- 
tive committee  to  consist  of  such  members  of  the 
board  and  officers  of  said  company  as  they  may  deem 
proper,  and  said  committee  may  exercise  all  the  powers 
vested  in  the  president  and  directors,  except  where  it 
has  been  otherwise  provided  for  by  the  by-laws. 

§  7.  That  said  company  shall  keep  open  books  for 
subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  un- 
til the  whole  of  the  capital  stock  is  subscribed ;  and 
they  may  receive  subscriptions  to  said  capital  stock, 
payable  in  lands  or  other  property,  or  in  contracts  to 
build  any  part  of  said  road  or  its  branches,  or  any 
bridge  or  bridges  on  same,  or  perform  work  or  furnish 
material  necessary  for  the  construction  or  equipment 
of  said  road  or  any  of  its  branches,  or  for  creating  or 
maintaining  any  enterprise  for  the  building,  equipping 
and  operating  and  maintaining  its  road  or  branches. 
That  if  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
deemed  insufficient  for  the  purposes  of  building, 
equipping,  operating  and  maintaining  •  said  road  and 
its  branches,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and 
directors  of  said  company  to  increase  the  same  from 
time  to  time  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

§  8.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  com- 
pany may  elect  or  appoint  such  agents,  officers  and 
employes  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  proper  for 
the  construction  of  said  railroad  or  any  of  its  branches, 
and  for  caiTying  on,  managing  and  conducting  its 
property,  business  and  affairs,  and  remove  them  at 
pleasure.  They  may  prescribe  the  qualifications, 
powers  and  duties  of  all  of  its  officers,  agents  and 
employes,  and  may  require  of  any  or  all  of  them 
bond  in  such  penalties  as  they  may  deem  proper  to 
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secure  the  faithful  and  honest  performance  of  their 
respective  duties ;  and  upon  any  bond  or  bonds  taken, 
recovery  may  be  had  for  the  breaches  of  the  cov^ 
nants  thereof  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in 
this  Commonwealth.  The  president  and  directors,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  or  general  manager,  may  deter- 
mine by  contract  the  pay  of  such  agents,  officers,  ser- 
vants and  employes. 

§  9.  That  said  railroad  company,  a  majority  of 
stockholders  therein  in  value  consenting  thereto,  may 
connect  with,  purchase,  or  lease  and  operate,  for  any 
number  of  years,  any  railroad  connecting  with  the 
line  or  lines  of  said  Charleston,  Kentucky  and  Wesi- 
ern  Railroad,  and  may  sell,  lease  or  consolidate  with 
any  railroad  connecting  with  its  line  of  road  or 
branches. 

§  10.  That  providing  said  company  shall  be  unable 
to  make  just  and  satisfactory  terms  with  any  bridge 
company  for  the  use  of  its  bridge  for  their  trains,  or 
with  any  ferry  company  for  the  transferring  of  freight 
or  cars,  said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  have 
condemned  the  lands  on  the  Ohio  river  at  or  near  the 
northern  terminus  of  its  railroad,  and  establish  and 
run  a  steam  ferry  boat  for  the  purpose  of  transferring 
its  freight  or  trains.  The  lands  condemned  by  this 
act  shall  be  condemned  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now 
provided  by  law  in  establishing  ferries  in  this  Com- 
monwealth. Said  company  shall  have  the  right  to 
erect  bridges  for  the  use  of  its  road  or  branches,  pro- 
vided the  same'  shall  not  interfere  with  navigation, 
and  may  establish  an  express  company  over  its  line 
of  road  and  branches  and  connections,  and  may  con- 
struct, equip,  operate  and  maintain  branch  railways 
from  its  main  line  to  any  point  that  will  aid  in  the 
construction,  equipping,  maintaining  and  increasing 
the  tonnage  of  its  road,  and  the  right  of  way  shall  be 
condemned  therefor  as  for  the  main  line. 

§  11.  That  said  company  shall  have  power  to  borrow 
money  to  such  an  amount  as  it  may  deem  proper  and 
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necessary  for  the  construction  of  its  line  and  branches, 
and  fully  equipping,  maintaining  and  operating  the 
same,  and  for  working  and  developing  its  interests  on 
the  line  of  the  road  and  its  branches,  and  to  issue  for 
any  loan  bonds  of  the  company  bearing  interest  at 
such  rate  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  or  as  the  company 
may  determine  by  resolution  or  establish  in  its  by- 
laws. To  secure  the  payment  of  such  loan  or  loans 
and  principal  and  interest,  said  company  may  execute 
one  or  more  mortgages  or  deeds  of  trust  on  the  whole 
or  any  part  of  its  property,  real,  personal  or  mixed, 
its  charter,  rights  and  franchises,  and  may  include  in 
such  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust  the  whole  or  any  part 
of  its  land  or  leases,  or  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
corporation,  city,  county  or  town  bonds  held  and 
owned  by  it;  and  if  so  included,  the  mortgage  or 
deed  of  trust  shall  invest  the  trustee  or  trustees 
therein  named  with  the  full,  complete  and  perfect 
leg:al  title  to  said  lands,  leases  and  bonds,  rights, 
franchises  and  estate  for  the  purposes  of  the  trust 
created  by  such  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust ;  and  said 
trustee  or  trustees  shall  have  the  power  to  convey  to 
any  purchaser  or  purchaser  of  the  whole  or  any  part 
of  the  mortgaged  property,  assets  and  franchises  as 
full,  complete  and  perfect  title  thereto  as  was  held 
and  possessed  by  said  company,  should  any  sale 
thereof  be  made  as  provided  for  in  such  mortgage 
or  deed  of  trust :  Provided^  Jiowever,  That  such  sale 
shall  not  be  made  save  by  process  of  law  in  a  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction. 

§  12.  That  said  company  may  acquire  and  hold  real 
estate  or  other  property,  by  gift,  devise,  lease,  pur- 
chase, or  as  subscription  of  stock,  or  purchased  in 
payment  of  any  debt  due  it,  and  may  sell  and  convey 
the  same  at  pleasure,  and  shall  have  the  right  to  re- 
ceive subscriptions  to  its  capital  stock  and  donations 
to  aid  in  the  construction  of  its  road  or  any  of  its 
branches,  from  any  State,  county,  town,  city,  or  cor- 
poration in  or  out  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  from 
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any  citizen  or  other  person  residing  in  or  out  of  the 
United  States,  payable  in  bonds,  money,  labor,  real  or 
personal  property:  The  terms  of  such  subscriptions 
or  donat'ons  shall  be  fixed  by  agreement  between 
said  company  and  those  making  said  subscrip*ii<ms  or 
donations,  and  all  such  subscriptions  and  donations 
made  in  aid  of  the  construction  of  said  road  are  to  be 
conveyed  by  proper  deed  to  and  vest  in  said  company. 
Subscriptions  or  donations  in  lands,  right  of  way, 
.timber,  materials,  minerals,  or  other  property,  may 
be  absolute  or  conditional,  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  by 
said  company  and  the  subscriber  and  donor,  and  the 
deed  shall  be  made  to  conform  to  the  contract :  Pro- 
vided^ Jiowever^  That  no  county  bonds  shall  in  any 
event  be  delivered  to  said  railroad  company  until  it 
shall  have  constructed  and  equipped  its  road  one-half 
the  distance  of  its  surveyed  line  through  the  county, 
and  then  said  county  shall  only  deliver  one-half  of  the 
amount  subscribed  by  such  county,  nor  the  residue 
thereof  until  the  road  is  completed  and  equipped 
through  such  county ;  and  no  bonds  of  any  city  or 
town  shall  be  delivered  to  said  company  in  payment 
of  subscriptions  until  said  company  shall  have  con- 
structed and  equipped  said  road  to  said  town  or  ciry; 
and  no  deed  for  land  subscribed  or  donated  by  indi- 
viduals  or  private  corporations  in  aid  of  the  con- 
struction of  said  road  shall  be  valid  until  the  terms 
recited  in  such  deed  as  to  the  construction  of  said 
road  has  been  fully  complied  with. 

§  13.  That  any  county  through  its  judge,  or  city 
through  its  mayor,  or  incorporated  town  through  the 
chairman  of  its  board  of  trustees,  may  subscribe  to 
the  capital  stock  of  said  company  to  aid  the  constmc- 
tion  of  said  road ;  but  no  such  subscription  shall  be 
valid  and  binding  until  approved  by  a  majority  of 
those  voting  at  an  election  held  for  that  purpose,  after 
not  less  than  thirty  days'  notice,  given  as  provided  by 
the  laws  of  this  State  for  notices  of  elections  to  fill 
vacancies  in  county,  city  or  town  oflBces ;  and  if,  when 
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the  vote  be  thus  taken,  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority 
of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  in  favor  of  such  subscription, 
it  shall  thereupon  be  lawful  for  such  county,  city  or 
town  authorities  to  issue  the  bonds  of  such  city,  county 
or  town,  payable  with  interest  not  exceeding  six  per 
cent,  per  annum,  at  such  time  and  places  and  upon 
such  terms  as  they  may  deem  proper.  On  petition  of 
a  majority  of  the  justices  of  a  county,  or  of  fifty  own- 
ers of  real  estate  therein,  or  on  a  petition  of  a  major- 
ity of  the  members  of  a  city  council  or  board  of 
trustees  of  a  town,  or  ten  owners  of  real  estate  in  a 
city  or  town,  the  mayor  of  said  city,  or  chairman  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town,  or  county  judge  of 
said  county,  shall  submit  to  popular  vote,  as  hereto- 
fore provided,  the  propositions  set  forth  in  said  peti- 
tion, and  the  proposition  so  accepted  shall  constitute 
the  obligation  of  such  county,  city  or  town,  the  full 
performance  of  which  may  be  enforced  as  other  con- 
tracts ;  and  upon  the  compliance  of  said  railroad 
company  with  the  stipulations  of  the  respective  prop- 
ositions so  ratified,  the  mayor  of  said  cities,  the 
county  judge  of  said  counties,  the  chairman  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  said  town,  respectively,  are  here- 
by fully  empowered  and  authorized,  and  shall  do  all 
things  necessary  to  carry  out  all  contracts  between 
their  several  cities,  counties,  towns,  and  the  railroad 
company  maie  in  pursuance  of  this  section:  Pro- 
Hded^  That  no  part  of  this  act  shall  be  construed  so 
as  to  confer  any  power  upon  the  city  of  Covington  or 
the  counties  of  Greenup,  Elliott,  Carter,  Rowan,  John- 
son, Floyd,  Bath,  Bourbon,  Clark,  Bracken,  Pike, 
Letcher,  Martin,  Knott,  Pendleton,  Harlan,  Perry, 
Leslie,  Anderson,  Mercer,  Boyd,  Lawrence,  Clay, 
Knox,  Bell  and  Lewis,  to  levy  or  collect  any  tax 
to  assist  or  aid  in  the  construction  of  this  road 
or  any  of  the  branches  thereof,  or  pertaining  in 
any  way 'thereto,  excepting  the  city  of  Winches- 
ter, in  Clark   county ;   and  any  vote  taken  in   the 
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said  city  of  Winchester  to  aid  the  construction  of 
said  road  shall  be  governed  and  decided  by  the  lo- 
cal laws  now  in  force  in  said  city  or  county  ;  and  the 
amount  so  subscribed  by  said  city  shall  not  exceed 
fifty  thousand  dollars;  and  no  county  other  than 
those  mentioned  in  section  2  of  this  act,  in  thfe 
State,  and  not  excepted  in  this  section,  and  no  dty 
or  town  in  this  State  other  than  those  situated  in  said 
counties,  shall  vote  any  subscription  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company  ;  and  no  city  or  county  in  this 
State  shall  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  com- 
pany any  amount  exceeding  two  hundred  thousind 
dollars :  Provided^  That  work  shall  be  begun  on  said 
road  within  two  years,  and  the  main  line  thereof  com- 
pleted within  eight  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act, 
and  upon  failure  to  do  so  said  charter  shall  be  void 
and  of  no  force  :  Provided  further^  That  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  empower  any 
county,  city  or  town  in  this  State  to  make  any  dona- 
tion to  said  railway  companj^  to  aid  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  same :  Provided,  however^  That  no  person 
shall  be  a  legal  voter  at  any  election  under  this  act 
unless  he  shall  have  been  a  resident  of  the  county 
in  which  he  offers  to  vote  live  years  next  preceding 
the  election. 

§  14.  No  question  of  taxation  shall  be  submitted 
in  Montgomery  county  unless  it  be  submitted  to  the 
voters  of  the  whole  county,  and  not  then,  unless  ^ 
majority  of  the  justices  be  present  and  concur  therein; 
and  the  amount  so  proposed  shall  not  exceed  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

§  15.  No  question  of  taxation  under  this  act  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  either  the  counties  of 
Harrison,  Nicholas,  Robertson,  Johnson,  Magoffin, 
Breathitt,  Owsley,  Lee,  Powell,  Menifee,  Wolfe  and 
Morgan,  except  it  be  submitted  to  the  entire  county, 
and  not  then,  unless  a  majority  of  the  justices  be 
present  and  concur  therein ;  and  the  amount  of  the 
same  so  proposed  to  be  subscribed  shall  not  exceed 
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ten  (10)  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  assessed 
taxable  property  in  said  counties  respectively. 

§  16.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  1178. 

AN   ACT  to  incorporate  the  Clarksville   and    Ohio    Kiver    Kailroad 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  OeneraZ  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  W.  L.  Edmunds,  F.  W.  Darby,  H.  F. 
Mcl^'ary,  W.  S.  Powell,  R.  B.  Ratliff,  Z.  J.  Crider, 
J.  K.  McGoodwin,  H.  M.  Jones,  J.  A.  Garner,  and 
their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  here- 
by, created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the 
name  of  the  Clarksville  and  Ohio  River  Railroad 
Company  ;  and  by  that  name  shall  have  the  power  to 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded;  and  shall  have  power  ta 
construct  and  operate  a  railroad  from  any  point  on 
the  line  between  the  States  of  Tennessee  and  Ken- 
tacky,  in  Christian  or  Trigg  county,  by  way  of  Prince- 
ton, in  Caldwell  county,  to  any  point  on  the  Ohio 
river  above  Carrsville  and  below  the  mouth  of  Green 
river. 

§  2.  The  business  of  said  company  shall  be  con- 
ducted under  the  immediate  direction  of  a  board  of 
directors,  consisting  of  seven  members,  to  be  selected 
by  the  stockholders  of  said  company  from  among 
themselves ;  and  at  least  four  of  said  directors  shall 
be  citizens  of  Kentucky;  and  said  board  shall  elect 
>ne  of  their  number  to  be  president  of  the  board,  and 
mch  person  so  selected  shall  be  president  of  the  said 
railroad  company.

§  3.  The  board  of  directors  may  frame  and  adopt 
by-laws  for  the  regulation  of  the  business  of  the  com- 
pany, which  by-laws  shall  contain  nothing  incon- 
sistent with  the  laws  ot  Kentucky  or  of  the  United 
States,  and  shall  be  subject  to  revision  and  amendment 
by  a  vote  of  a  majority  in  value  of  the  capital  stock 
of  the  company. 

§  4.  The  corporators  hereinbefore  named,  or  any  of 
them,  are  authorized  to  receive  subscriptions  to  tbe 
capital  stock  of  said  comi^any  ;  and  when  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars  of  bona  jide  subscriptions  of  stock 
to  said  company  are  made,  then  the  said  company  is 
authorized  to  organize  and  proceed  to  business  in  \^ 
corporate  capacity. 

§  5.  The  said  company  may  receive,  by  donation  or 
purr^hase,  all  lands  necessary  for  its  road-beds,  side- 
tracks, depot  and  warehouse  grounds  and  other  legiti- 
mate purposes ;  and  also  material  necessary  for  the 
construction  and  maintenance  of  the  railroad  and  its 
appurtenances  ;  and  if  such  lands  or  materials  cannot 
be  procured  through  voluntary  agreement  by  and  bt^ 
tween  the  owners  thereof,  and  the  board  of  director 
may  have  the  same  condemned  and  pay  therefor  in 
the  manner  prescribed  and  directed  in  act  entitled  to 
prescribe  mode  of  condemning  land  for  the  use  of 
railroad  and  turnpike  companies,  approved  April  11. 
1882. 

§  6  Said  company  shall  adopt  and  use  a  seal,  bear- 
ing the  name  of  the  company,  with  any  accompanying, 
device  considered  suitable,  which  shall  be  affixed  by 
the  secretary  of  the  company  to  all  documents  requir- 
ing the  signature  of  the  president  of  the  company 
or  of  the  officers  acting  in  place  of  the  president. 

§  7.  The  officers  of  said  railroad  company  shall  con- 
sist of  a  president,  vice  president,  secretary  and  treas- 
urer. These  officers  shall  be  selected  by  the  board  of 
directors.  The  president  and  vice-president  shall  each 
be  a  stockholder  in  said  company.  The  secretary  and 
treasurer  may  or  may  not  be  a  stockholder,  at  the 
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pleasure  of  the  board  of  dir/Bctors.  The  secretary 
shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  account  of  the  transac- 
tions of  the  board  of  directors.  The  treasurer  shall 
safely  keep  and  account  for  the  funds  of  the  company, 
and,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  he 
shall  give  bond  and  good  security  to  said  company, 
conditioned  that  he  will  faithfully  and  honestly  per- 
form his  duties  as  treasurer  of  said  railroad  company, 
and  account  for  in  full  and  accurately  all  money  or 
other  thing  or  things  of  value  which  may  come  into 
his  hands  during  his  term  of  office,  which  bond  shall 
be  approved  by  the  board  of  directors,  and  by  the 
president  safely  kept. 

§  8.  The  first  election  of  officers  of  said  company 
shall  take  place  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  bona 
fide  subscription  of  stock  to  the  amount  of  ($25,000) 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars  has  been  obtained  ;  and 
afterwards  the  election  of  a  board  of  directors  and 
officers  shall  take  place  every  two  years,  and  at  such 
place  and  time  as  the  board  of  directors  may  desig- 
nate. 

§  9.  Said  company  may,  in  its  corporate  capacity,  do 
and  perform  all  such  acts  as  a  natural  person  might 
legally  perform  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  herein 
declared  and  powers  herein  conferred. 

§  10.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not 
exceed  one  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to 
be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each. 

§  11.  When  authorized  so  to  do  by  a  vote  of  two-  ^

write  intelligently,  who  is  not  and  has  not  been  for  at 
least  one  year  prior  to  his  election  the  owner  of  rejil 
estate  situated  in  said  city  of  the  value  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars,  unencumbered  by  lien  or  mortgage 
beyond  one- third  of  its  value,  or  who  is  interested, 
directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  contract  with  said  city, 
the  terms,  rates  or  prices  thereof  being  subject  to 
modification  or  enforcement  by  said  board  of  council- 
men  ;  and  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  said  office 
who,  at  the  time  of  his  election,  is  indebted  to  said  ciry.

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  appointing  and  electing  commissioners  for  the 
county  ot  Boone,  and  defining  their  duties  and  the  duties  of  other 
county  officers  whose^uties  are  connected  with  the  duties  of  said  com- 
missioners. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky :

§  2.  Upon  making  said  appointment  said  judge  shall  ^^^j°»^«*J{;^f* 
cause  said  commissioners  to  be  notified  of  their  ap- 
pointment, and  require  them  to  meet  at  the  court- 
house at  the  earliest  practicable  time  on  a  day  fixed 
by  him,  when  they  shall  be  sworn  to  perform  the 
duties  of  said  ofiice  as  herein  set  forth.     Unless  tLere  county 

treasurer. 

is  a  county  treasurer  they  shall  immediately  elect  one 
of  their  number  treasurer,  and  thereafter  annually 
elect  at  the  first  meeting  after  the  August  election. 

§  3.  The  treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  and  hold 
all  money  belonging  to  said  county,  subject  to  dis- 
bursement as  herein  set  forth,  and  shall  execute 
bond  to  the  county  in  a  sum  not  less  than  three  thou- 
sand dollars,  with  two  sureties,  each  worth  in  real 
estate  the  full  amount  of  said  bond  over  and  above 
all  indebtedness  and  exemptions  from  executions  for 
the  safe-keeping  of  said  money  and  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties.  Said  bond  shall  be  witnessed 
by  the  county  clerk,  and  by  him  recorded  with  the 
proceedings  of  the  board  of  commissioners,  and  safely 
kept  in  the  county  clerk's  ofiice.

ing, bridge,  road  or  other  public  improvement  of  which 
they  have  charge  in  this  act,  meet  when  and  where  cir- 
cumstances may  require ;  but  when  they  make  any

and  having  a  general  circulation  in  Boone  county,  or 
by  printed  posters.  It  sha\l  state  where  the  plans  and 
specifications  may  be  seen,  and  the  time  in  which  bid- 
ders have  to  file  their  bids  with  the  county  clerk,  and 
the  time  when  said  bids  will  be  opened,  which  shaU 
be  done  by  the  clerk  in  the  presence  of  not  less  than 
two  of  the  commissioners.  They  may  accept  the  low- 
est and  best  bid,  or  reject  all,  and  re-advertise  as  be- 
fore. In  advertising  for  the  building  of  a  bridge,  they 
may  receive  and  take  into  consideration  and  adopt 
any  other  plan  than  the  one  on  file  in  making  their 
award.

CHAPTER  1185. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  J.  C.  Smock,  of  Mercer  county. 

Whereas,  J.  C.  Smock,  deputy  sheriff  of  Mercer 
county,  was,  June  20,  1885,  named  as  agent  in  a  requi- 
sition issued  by  the  Governor  of  Kentucky  upon  the 
Governor  of  Texas  for  the  person  of  J.  B.  Davidson, 
indicted  for  felony  in  the  Mercer  circuit  court  and  a 
fugitive  from  justice  in  the  State  of  Texas ;  that  said 
Smock,  as^  such  agent,  paid  the  Secretary  of  State  of 
Kentucky  the  sum  of  nine  dollars  as  fees  for  requi- 
sition; that  he  paid  the  Secretary  of  State  of  Texas 
the  sum  of  four  dollars  for  warrant  of  arrest;  that  he 
arrested  said  Davidson,  and  w^hile  en  route  with  the 
prisoner,  Davidson,  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  was  served 
upon  him,  issued  by  the  proper  authorities  of  Abilene, 
Texas,  to  show  cause  why  he  detained  said  prisoner, 
Davidson ;  that  upon  a  trial  he  hired  counsel  and  paid 
officers'  fees  to  the  amount  of  fifty  dollars ;  that  he  was 
successful  in  his  resistance  of  said  action,  but  that  the 
Governor  of  Texas  revoked  his  order  and  he  was  com- 
pelled to  return  without  the  fugitive,  Davidson  ;  that 
his  expenses  were  two  dollars  per  day  for  thirty-three 
days,  amounting  to  sixty-six  dollars ;  that  he  is  justly 
-entitled  to  one  hundred  and  ninety-five  dollars  as  mile- 
age for  traveling  three  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty 
.miles,  at  six  cents  per  mile ;  that  the  aggregate  amount 
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of  his  expenditures,  mileage  and  compensation,  is  three 
hundred  and  twenty -four  dollars ;  therefore. 

Be  it  encLcted  by  the  General  Asserribly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kerducky : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be  direct- 
ed to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  of  the  State 
for  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  twenty  four  dollars 
in  favor  of  J.  C.  Smock. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1187. 

AN    ACT   for  the  benefit  of  the  first  mae^isterial  district  of  Franklin 

county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  magistrates  in  the  first  magisterial 
district  of  Franklin  county  are  hereby  empowered  to 
hold  monthly  civil  courts,  at  the  court-house  in  said 
county ;  their  jurisdiction  of  said  courts  shall  be  for 
all  sums  of  one  hundred  dollars  or  less,  exclusive  of 
interest :  Provided,  That  upon  all  suits  brought  in 
said  courts  upon  sums  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  ex- 
clusive of  interest,  a  tax  of  fifty  cents  shall  be  paid 
by  the  plaintiff  and  accounted  for  as  now  provided 
by  law. 

§  2.  The  county  judge  is  also  empowered  to  hold 
monthly  civil  courts  under  such  authority  as  is  now 
granted  for  holding  quarterly  courts,  with  the  same 
jurisdiction  as  now  provided  by  law. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1188. 

AN    ACT  to  authorize  the  county   court  of  Allen  county  to  subsoribe 

stock  in  turnpike  roads  in  said  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AsseTobly  of  the  Com- 
monwecUth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Allen  county  be,  and 
it  is  hereby,  empowered  to  pay  to  any  turnpike  com- 
pany which  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  incorporated 
by  the  county  court  of  said  county,  or  by  the  Legis- 
lature of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars  towards  the  erection  and  completion 
of  every  mile  of  turnpike  which  may  be  made  in  said 
county,  in  manner  and  form  and  upon  the  condition 
and  subject  to  the  limitations  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  2.  Said  county  court  shall  not  pay  or  advance  any 
money  until  the  company  making  application  therefor 
shall  have  completed  one  mile  of  well-constructed  and 
durable  turnpike  road  of  gravel  or  stone,  as  required 
by  their  respective  charters,  nor  until  said  company 
shall  have  given,  in  writing,  a  statement  showing  that 
said  company  has  ample  means  or  private  subscription 
on  hand  with  which,  and  the  one.  thousand  dollars  per 
mile  to  be  drawn  from  the  county,  to  construct  and 
put  in  operation  at  least  three  miles  of  turnpike  road. 
Before  paying  said  subscription  the  said  court  shall 
cause  said  road  to  be  carefullj'  examined. 

^  3.  Upon  the  payment  of  each  one  thousand  dollars 
by  the  county  court,  the  company  to  which  it  is  paid 
shall  issue  a  certificate  of  stock  to  the  county  of  Allen 
for  the  amount  so  paid  by  her,  and  said  county,  act- 
ing through  the  county  court,  shall  participate  in  the 
control  and  management,  and  share  in  the  dividends 
of  any  such  road  as  any  other  stockholder. 

§  4.  Said  county  court,  in  making  payments  and 
taking  stock  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  not  give 
preference  to  any  road  over  any  other  road  which  is  in 
process  of  construction,  or  is  in  good  faith  proposed 
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to  be  built;  but  in  taking  such  stock  shall  be  as 
nearly  just  to  every  portion  of  the  county  as  possi- 
ble ;  but  in  no  event  shall  said  county  court  pay  to- 
wards, or  said  county  be  a  stockholder  in,  the  roads  of 
said  county  beyond  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

§  5.  All  proceedings  touching  subscription  of  stock 
by  said  county  shall  be  kept  of  record  in  the  county 
court  clerk's  oflSce,  and  the  county  court  clerk  shall 
keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  recorded  the  date  aad 
amount  of  each  subscription  of  stock  by  the  county  of 
Allen,  in  what  company,  and  when  said  subscription 
was  made. 

§  6.  All  dividends  received  by  the  county  of  Allen 
on  the  stock  held  by  her  in  any  turnpike  company 
shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  as  of  the  coun- 
ty named. 

§  7.  Before  said  county  court  shall  make  any  sub- 
scription of  stock  to  any  turnpike  road  company  as 
authorized  bv  this  act,  said  court  shall  submit  to  the 
qualified  voters  of  Allen  county  the  question  whether 
or  not  the  county  of  Allen  shall  subscribe  stock  in  the 
turnpike  companies  in  said  county.  Said  question 
may  be  submitted  as  aforesaid  at  any  time  after  at 
least  twenty  days'  notice  shall  be  given  of  said  elec- 
tion ;  said  notice  to  be  given  by  publication,  for  at 
least  twenty  days,  by  printed  posters,  displayed  con- 
spicuously in  each  of  the  voting  precincts  in  Allen 
county.  Said  election  shall  be  held  in  the  same  man- 
ner and  by  the  same  parties  now  authorized  to  conduct 
a  general  election  in  Allen  county  ;  and  if  a  majority 
of  those  voting  shall  vote  in  favor  of  such  subscrip- 
tion, then  the  county  court  shall  make  the  pajrments 
and  take  the  stock  as  herein  provided.  For  the  pur- 
pose of  ascertaining  the  will  of  the  people  on  said 
questions,  two  columns  shall  be  opened  in  each  pK)ll- 
book  for  each  precinct  in  said  county,  at  said  election, 
one  headed,  ''For  turnpikes,"  and  the  other  headed, 
' 'Against  turnpikes."     Before  such  question  is  voted 
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upon,  said  county  court  shall  cause  notices  of  the  fact 
of  such  submission  to  the  voters  of  Allen  county,  for 
at  least  twenty  days  before  said  election;  such  no- 
tices to  be  published  in  posters. 

§  8.  If  the  county  court  deem  it  best  it  may,  in- 
stead of  paying  the  subscription  herein  authorized  in 
money,  pay  the  same  in  bonds  or  the  county,  to  be 
issued  in  denominations  of  fifty,  one  hundred  and 
five  hundred  dollars,  payable  to  bearer  twenty  years 
after  date,  redeemable  at  any  time  after  five  years 
from  date,  bearing  six  'per  cent,  interest  from  date 
and  payable  semi-annually,  January  1st  and  July  1st 
of  each  year,  with  coupons  attached ;  said  bonds,  if 
so  issued,  shall  be  sold  at  not  less  than  par,  nor  paid 
to  the  company  in  which  the  stock  is  taken  at  their 
face  value ;  said  bonds  or  their  proceeds  shall  be  used 
in  paying  subscription  to  stock  as  herein  provided, 
and  for  no  other  purpose.  Said  bonds  shall  show  on 
their  face  that  they  are  in  aid  of  turnpikes,  and  the 
clerk  of  the  county  court  shall  keep  a  full  register  of 
all  bonds  sold  under  this  act,  date  of  sale,  number 
and  denomination  of  bond,  by  whom  bought  and 
when. 

§  9.  The  interest  of  the  county  in  any  road,  to  the 
extent  of  its  stock  in  such  road,  shall  at  no  time  be 
liable  for  any  debt  or  debts  contracted  by  such,  or 
any  debt  or  debts  owed  by  said  county  at  present. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Louisville  Southern  Railroad  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  I.  That  the  county  of  Anderson  may  subscribe  to 
the  capital  stock  of  the  Louisville  Southern  Railroad 
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• 

Company  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  may  pay  there- 
for in  the  negotiable  coupon  bonds  of  such  county, 
payable  not  more  than  thirty  years  after  date,  and 
bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  six  per  centniii 
per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  and  which  bonds 
and  interest  shall  be  payable  at  a  place  designated 
therein. 

§  2.  Whenever  application  Shalt  be  made  to  the 
judge  of  the  county  court  of  said  county,  by  a  petition 
of  twenty-five  resident  tax-payers  therein,  requesting 
that  the  question  of  subscribing  to  the  capital  stock  of 
the  said  railroad  company,  upon  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions set  forth  in  said  petition,  be  submitted  to  a  vote 
of  the  legal  voters  of  such  county,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  county  judge  to  order  an  election  to  be  held  in 
such  county,  on  a  day  named  therein,  to  ascertain  the

And  the  county  judge  of  such  county  shall  order  that 
such  bonds  shall  be  deposited  with  a  trustee  or  trust 
company,  to  be  held  in  escrow,  and  delivered  to  the 
said  railroad  company  when  it  shall  become  entitled 
to  the  same  by  the  construction  of  its  road  through 
such  county :  Provided^  however^  That  puch  trust 
company  or  trustee  shall,  before  receiving  such  bonds, 
give  bond,  with  good  surety,  approved  by  the  county 
judge,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  or  its  duty 
in  the  premises.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  **An  act  to  reduce  into  one  viA 
repeal  the  present  charter  of  the  town  of  Nicholasville,  and  t* 
several  acts  amendatory  thereof,"  approved  February  29,  1884.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monivealih  of  Kentuclxy : 

%  1.  That  the  recorder,  whose  office  is  created  under 
section  16  of  ihe  above  styled  act,  shall  t;ix  and  allow 
as  cost,  an  attorney's  fee  of  two  dollars  and  Jiftv  cents 
to  the  successful  party,  in  all  cases  wheie  the  amount 
in  controversy,  exclusive  of  interest  and  cost,  exceeds 
fifty  dollars. 

§  2.  That  so  much  of  the  said  act,  ''to  reduce  into 
one  and  repeal  the  present  charter  of  the  town  of 
Nicholasville  and  the  several  acts  anjendatory  th»*rt*- 
of,"  approved  February  29,  1884,  as  is  included  in 
the  thirteenth  section  thereof,  relating  to  the  duties 
of  the  marshal  of  said  town,  in  the  words,  *Mie  shall 
collect  the  taxes  and  revenue  of  said  town,  and  shall 
give  bond,  with  security  to  be  approved  by  the  boani, 
for  the  faithful  discharuv  of  his  dutv,  in  addition  to 
the  bond  sriven  for  the  discharc:e  of  the  other  duties 
of  his  office  ;  and  he  shall  account  for  and  pay  over 
the  same,  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations  n* 
quired  of  sheriffs  in  the  collection  of  State  taxes:

§  4.  That  the  mayor  of  said  town  shall  not  vote  in 
the  election  of  town  officers,  or  upon  any  question 
submitted  to  the  board  of  council,  excei)t  in  case  of  a 
tie ;  but  in  such  cases  he  shall  have  the  casting  vote. 

^  o.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith 
are  hereby  repealed. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

IN    ACT    for   the    benefit  of   U.   L.   Pullen,  marslml    of  the   citv  of 

Clinton. 

Whereas,  On  the  night  of  February  6,  1886,  J.  H. 
Rose  and  Marion  McBride,  charged  with  horse-steal- 
ng  and  robbery,  respectively,  did,  with  the  aid  of 
outside  help,  break  jail  in  Clinton,  in  Hickman  coun- 
y,  and  made  that  escape  ;  said  jail  is  new  and  out 
il  the  latest  pattern  and  considered  pe^'fectly  secure ; 
he  escaped  prisoners  were  apprehended  in  Oceola, 
Arkansas,  by  parties  from  Memphis  and  arrested ;  U. 
i.  Pullen,  town  marshal  of  Clinton,  was  notified  by 
slegraph  of  their  arrest,  and  requested  and  did  go  at 
nee  to  Arkansas,  identify,  take  charge  of  and  return 
ith  the  prisoners  to  Clinton,  and  deliver  them  to  the

jailer ;  and  whereas,  the  statutes  do  not  provide  anj- 
compensation  for  either  services  or  actual  expense 
to  oflScers  rendering  such  services  outside  the  State, 
except  upon  a  requisition  issued  by  the  Governor, 
which  was  wholly  impracticable  in  this  case ;  and 
whereas,  the  said  PuUen  paid  out  thirty -nine  dollars 
and  sixty-cents  actual  expenses  in  railroad  and  st-eam- 
boat  fare  and  hotel  bills,  which  in  justice  should  be 
returped  to  him  ;  now,  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oerieral  Assembly  of  ITie  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kejducky : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  is  hereby 
directed  to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  in 
favor  of  U.  L.  PuUen  for  the  sum  of  thirty-nine  dol- 
lars and  sixty  cents,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in 
the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1193. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Joseph  Crabtree,  of  Daviess  county. 

Whereas,  G.  T.  Denhart  was  charged  with  the 
crime  of  horse-stealing  in  the  county  of  Daviess,  and 
fled  to  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  was  pursued  by  Joseph 
Crabtree  and  arrested  and  brought  back  to  Daviess 
county,  Kentucky,  and  delivered  to  the  jailer  of 
Daviess  county,  Kentucky ;  and  the  said  Crabtree 
having  expended  of  his  own  funds  the  sum  of  eighty- 
seven  dollars  in  the  pursuit  and  capture  of  said  Den- 
hart, which  has  never  been  paid  back  to  him  ;  there- 
fore, 

be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

i  I.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and 
he  is  hereby,  directed  to  draw  his  warrant   on  the 
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Treasury  in  favor  of  Joseph  Crab  tree  for  the  sum 
of  fifty  dollars,  payable  out  of  any  money  in  the 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1194. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  E.  H.  Mottley,  of  Warren  county. 

Whereas,  At  a  late  terra  of  the  Warren  circuit 
court  one  F.  M.  Ramsey,  who  was  at  that  time  acting 
as  special  bailiflf  in  the  employ  of  R.  H.  Crittenden, 
United  States   Marshal  for  the  State  of  Kentucky, 
was  indicted  by  the  grand  jury  of  Warren  county, 
charging  him  therein  with  the  murder  of  one  Joseph 
liightfoot  in  Warren  county;  and  whereas,  a  bench 
warrant,  by  order  of  the  court,  was  issued  and  placed 
in  the  hands  of  E.  H.    Mottley,   the  then  sheriff  of 
Warren  county,  and  was  by  him  executed  by  arresting 
said  Ramsey  ;  and  whereas,  while  said  Ramsey  was  in 
confinement  under  said  arrest  and  bench  warrant,  the 
Hon.  Bland  Ballard,  judge  of  the  circuit  court  of  the 
United  States  for  the  district  of  Kentucky,  upon  the 
petition  of  said   Ramsey,   caused  a   writ  of  hoiyeas 
corpus  to  issue,  upon  which  the  body  of  said  Ramsey 
was  taken  from  the  said  E.  H.  Mottley,  sheriff,  and 
carried  before  the  United  States  Court,  and  was  by 
said  court  released  from  custody,  Ramsey  claiming 
that  inasmuch  as  he  was  an   officer  of  said  United 
States  Court,  and  was  acting  within  the  line  and  scope 
of  his  duties  as  United  States  bailiff  when  he  killed 
Lightfoot,  that  he  was  only  amenable  to  the  United 
States  Court,  and  that  a  State  court  had  no  juris- 
diction of  him.     Said  Ramsey  being  released  from 
custody   by    said    court,    came    again    into    Warren 
county,  and  the  judge  of  the   Warren  circuit  court 
ordered  another  bench  warrant  to  issue  upon  said 
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indictment,  which  bench  warrant  was  placed  in  thir 
hands  of  the  said  E.  H.  Mottle v,  and  was  bA'  hini 
executed  by  again  arresting  said  Ramsey,  and  said 
Ramsey,  again  making  his  petition  to  the  said  United 
States  Court,  was  by  that  court  again  released  from 
custody,  and  the  costs  in  the  said  United  States 
Court,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  orie  hundreii  and 
eighty-six  dollars  and  sixty-eight  cents,  was  adjudged 
against  the  said  sheriff  of  Warren,  the  said  E.  H. 
Mottley  personally,  and  execution  was  issued  thereon 
for  the  above  sum  against  said  Mottley  personally: 
now,  therefore, 

Be  It  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cam" 
monweaUh  of  Kerdn-c'ky : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  for  th**

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate 
the  town  of  Fredonia,"  ai)proved  March  16,  1869,  be, 
and  is  so  amended,  that  the  said  town  of  Fredonia.  in 
Caldwell  county,  shall  hereafter  be  entitled  to  and 
have  for  her  own  benefit,  to  be  used  as  the  trustees  of 
said  town  mav  direct,  all  fines  and  forfeitures  for  vio- 
lations  of  the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  said  town,  and 
for  all  penal  offenses  committed  within  the  corporate 
lipiits  of  said  town  of  Fredonia. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  1197. 

AN    ACT  for  the   benefit  of   Mrs.  E.  E.  Bone,   of  Hickman  county. 

WiiEKEAS,  F.  O.  Bone,  of  Hickman  count5%  has,  by 
the  circuit  court  of  said  county,  been  adjudged  an 
idiot  without  estate  for  his  support,  etc.,  and  placed 
in  the  charge  of  Mrs.  E.  E.  Bone,  his  committee,  and 
an  allowance  of  seventy-five  dollars  jDer  annum  to  be 
paid  her  out  of  the  State  Treasury  for  the  support  of 
said  idiot.  The  five  years  from  the  time  of  holding 
th«  last  inquest  i^xpired  at  the  March  term,  1885,  of 
the  Hickman  circuit  court,  and  said  committee  having 
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failed  to  have  a  new  inquest  held,  the  Auditor  of  Pub- 
lic Accounts  refused  to  pay  the  allowance  of  thirty- 
seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents  made  at  the  September 
term,  1885,  of  said  court,  and  on  the  fourth  day  of 
February,  1886,  said  idiot  departed  this  life,  and  the 
said  E.  E.  Bone,  committee,  having  contracted  debts 
for  the  support  and  burial  of  said  idiot  for  as  much 
or  more  than  the  seventy-five  dollars  i>er  annam,  with 
the  expectation  of  receiving  said  allowance  from  the 
third  Monday  in  March,  1885,  to  the  fourth  day  of 
February,  1886 : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  tJie  Ctm- 
monweaUh  of  KerUtLcky  : 

f?'  §  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  draw  his 
warrant  on  the  State  Treasury  in  favor  of  Mrs.  E.  E 
Bone  for  the  sum  of  sixty-two  dollars  and  fifty  cents, 
being  at  the  rate  of  seventy -five  dollars  per  annum 
from  the  date  of  the  last  payment  to  the  date  of  the 
death  of  said  idiot,  out  of  any  money  in  the  State 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 
§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he 
is  hereby,  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treas- 
urer  in  favor  of  James  H.  Young  for  one  hundred 
dollars. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

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CHAPTER  1199. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Buffalo,  in  Larue  county. 

Be  it  efiaded  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com" 
monuoeaUh  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Buffalo,  in  Larue  county,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  incorporated,  with  such  bound 
aries,  streets,  alleys,  and  such  other  public  grounds  as 
are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  laid  off  by  the  trustees 
of  said  town  as  hereinafter  provided  for.  Said  bound- 
ary shall  not  include  more  than  two  hundred  acres, 
and  said  trustees  shall  make,  or  cau^e  to  be  made,  a 
plat  of  said  town  as  it  is  now  or  may  be  hereafter 
laid  off,  which  plat  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Larue 
county  clerk's  office. 

§  2.  That  the  fiscal,  prudential,  municipal  concerns 
of  said  town,  with  the  government  and  control  thereof, 
shall  be  vested  in  five  trustees,  three  of  whom  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  business,  and  all  of 
whom  shall  have  resided  in  said  town  at  least  six 
months  next  preceding  their  election. 

§  3.  That  said  trustees  and  their  successors  shall  be 
a  body-politic  and  corporate,  and  shall  be  known  by 
the  name  and  title  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Town  of  Buffalo,  and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable 
in  law  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of 
saing  and  being  sued,  of  pleading  and  being  im- 
pleaded, of  answering  and  being  answered,  and  of 
defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  and 
places ;  and  may  use  a  common  or  private  seal,  and 
do  all  other  acts,  matter  and  things  which  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate  having  perpetual  succession  can 
lawfully  and  rightfully  do  and  perform. 

§  4.  There  shall  be,  on  the  third  Saturday  in  May, 
1886,  and  every  year  thereafter,  an  election  held  by 
the  persons  qualified  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  for 
five  trustees,  who  shall  be  residents  of  the  town  and 
qualified  voters  thereof,  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  and 
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shall  hold  their  of^jses  for  one  year  and  until  their 
successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified  ;  any  va- 
cancy which  may  occur  in  the  board  of  trustees  njay 
be  filled  by  the  board  until  the  next  regular  election. 
The  trustees,  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of 
their  office,  shall  take  an  oath  before  the  county  judge, 
or  some  justice  of  the  peace  of  Larue  county,  faith- 
fully to  discharge  their  duties. 

^  5.  No  person  shall  vote  at  an  election  for  trusts 
unless  he  be  a  citizen  of  the  State,  twenty-one  years 
of  a^e,  and  shall  have  been  a  resident  of  the  town  six 
months  before  the  election  at  which  he  offers  to  vote. 

i^  6.  Said  election  shall  be  held  after  ten  days'  no 
tice,  posted  up  by  the  clerk  in  three  conspicn(m> 
places  in  said  town,  at  such  accessible  place  as  may  be 
appointed  by  the  board  of  trustees ;  and  the  chairman 
of  the  board,  together  with  the  nearest  magistrate  of 
the  county,  shall  constitute  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  said  election,  together  with  the  clerk  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  who  shall  be  clerk  of  the  election,  and  these 
three  shall  hear  and  determine  the  qualificatioa  of 
voters ;  the  five  eligible  persons  voted  for  receiving 
the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  constitute  the  boani 
of  trustees  for  the  ensuing  term  ;  the  poll -books  shall 
be  signed  by  the  supervisors  and  delivered  to  the 
clerk,  who  shall  file  them  with  the  archives  of  the 
town.  The  clerk  shall  notify  in  writing  the  persons 
elected  as  trustees,  and  they  shall  qualify  within 
twenty  days  after  their  election. 

§  7.  Any  three  of  said  trustees  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  business.  They  shall  elect  one  of  their 
number  chairman,  who  shall  preside  over  their  delib- 
eiations  when  convened,  and  shall  call  meetings  of  the 
board  whenever  he  may  deem  it  necessary ;  there 
shall  be  regular  monthly  meetings  of  the  board  at 
such  times  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws. 

§  8.  The  said  trustees  shall  have  full  power  to  make 
all  by-laws  necessary  and  pass  ordinances  for  the  good 
of  said  town  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  and  Con- 
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stitution  of  this  State,  and  may  fix  adequate  penalties 
for  the  violation  of  such  ordinances,  not  exceeding  a 
tine  of  twenty-five  dollars  and  imprisonment  for  fif-' 
teen  days  for  the  viohition  of  any  one  ordinance: 
Provided,  No  ordinance  sliall  take  effect  until  a  copy 
thereof  shall  hav^e  been  posted  up  by  the  clerk  for  ten 
days  in  three  conspicuous  places  in  the  town.  Said 
trustees  shall  have  power  to  license  and  to  tax  all 
shows,  exhibitions,  circuses,  menageries,  conceits, 
fairs,  festivals  or  other  entertainments,  and  auction 
sales  held  in  said  town  (except  by  schools^or  churches) 
for  money  or  profit,  such  reasonable  rates  as  they  fix 
by  ordinance,  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  any  one 
exhibition,  auction  or  entertainment  for  any  one  day 
or  night,  to  be  paid  by  the  proprietor,  salesman, 
manager  or  getter- up  thereof. 

§  0.  They  shall  have  power  to  levy  and  collect,  upon 
the  real  and  personal  property  in  said  town  subject  to 
taxation  under  the  laws  of  the  State,  not  exceeding 
fifty  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  prop- 
erty annually,  and  may  assess  a  poll-tax  not  exceeding 
one  dollar  and  tif tj'  cents  annually  upon  each  tithe  in 
the  town,  which  taxes  shall  be  applied  to  the  improve- 
ment of  the  streets,  alleys,  road  and  drainage  of  the 
town,  and  to  its  other  usual  and  necessary  expenses : 
Provided^  That  such  lands  within  the  corporation  lim- 
its as  are  used  for  agricultural  purposes  shall  not  be 
taxed  for  general  town  purposes,  but  they  may  be 
taxed  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  ten  cents  on  the  hun- 
dred dollars  for  the  improvement  of  roads,  walks  and 
improvements  of  the  town.  Said  trustees  shall,  for 
the  use  of  said  town,  take  possession  of  all  buildings 
or  property  now  owned  by  said  town  or  held  in  trust 
by  it ;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  purchase,  acquire 
and  hold,  by  deed,  gift  or  lease,  any  lot  or  lots  or  par- 
cel of  land,  building  or  buildings  necessary  for  the  use 
of  the  town ;  and  may  lease  or  erect  a  good  and  suf- 
ficient building  to  be  used  as  a  lock  up  for  said  town 
for  the  confinement  of  persons  convicted  in  the  police 
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court  of  said  town  for  the  violation  of  the  ordinances 
or  by-laws  of  said  town,  or  for  the  temporary  keeping 
for  other  lawful  prisoners  until  they  can  be  removed 
to  the  county  jail  or  to  any  other  county  jail  that  they 
may  lawfully  belong. 

§  10.  The  said  trustees  shall  appoint  a  town  clerk, 
who  may  be  one  of  their  number,  who  shall  have 
charge  of  all  the  books,  bonds  and  papers  belonging 
to  the  town,  and  shall  safely  keep  them ;  who  shall 
attend  the  meetings  of  the  board,  record  all  their  pro- 
ceedings, and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
enjoined  upon  him  by  the  by-laws.  They  shall  ap- 
point a  treasurer,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive, 
receipt  for  and  take  charge  of  all  moneys  belonging 
to  the  town,  and  pay  them  out  upon  the  order  of  the 
board  ;  he  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  his  receipts 
and  disbursements,  and  shall  report  once  a  month  to 
the  board  the  condition  of  the  finances  of  the  corpo- 
ration. The  clerk  and  treasurer  shall  give  bond  with 
sufficient  security,  to  be  approved  by  the  board,  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  respective  duties, 
and  upon  default  or  violation  of  said  bond,  suit  may 
be  brought  against  the  officer  and  his  sureties  in  any 
court  having  jurisdiction  thereof;  said  officers  shall 
hold  their  offices  one  year  from  the  time  they  are  ap- 
pointed, but  may  be  removed  for  cause  at  any  time 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  board,  and  others  appointed  in 
their  places ;  and  they  shall,  upon  the  expiration  of 
their  term  of  office,  or  upon  the  appointment  of  their 
successors,  deliver  to  them  all  the  books,  papers  and 
property  of  the  corporation,  of  any  kind  whatever, 
that  may  be  in  their  possession. 

§  11.  On  the  third  Saturday  in  May,  1886,  and  every 
two  years  thereafter,  at  the  same  time  and  place,  and 
under  the  same  regulations  that  the  trustees  are  to  be 
elected,  there  shall  be  elected  by  the  same  voters  of 
said  town  a  police  judge,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for 
two  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  Commissioned 
and  qualified ;  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall 
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give  a  certificate  to  the  person  receiving  the  highest 
number  of  votes  for  police  judge,  and  upon  the  pre- 
sentation of  the  same  to  the  Governor  of  Kentucky, 
he  shall  issue  a  commission  to  said  officer.     He  shall, 
by  virtue  of  his  office,  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace, 
and  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  discharge  of  his 
duties,  be  commissioned  and  sworn  to  faithfullv  and 
impartially  execute  all  the  duties  of  police  judge  of 
said  town,  and  also  such  other  oaths  as  are  adminis- 
tered to  justices  of  the  peace.     He  shall   have  the 
same  powers,  authority  and  jurisdiction  in  civil,  penal 
and  criminal  cases,  and  in  addition,  except  when  there 
is  a  vacancy  in  his  office,  he  shall  have  exclusive  juris- 
diction within  the  limits  of  said  town  of  all  the  in- 
fractions of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town, 
and  of  riots,  affrays  and  breaches  of  the  peace  com- 
mitted within  the  limits  thereof ;  and  he  shall  have 
power  to   administer  oaths,  render  judgments,  issue 
executions  and  collect  fees,  the  same  as  now  belongs 
to  justices.     He  shall  also  have  power  to  fine  for  con- 
tempt any  sum  not  exceeding  five  dollars,  and  Xo  im- 
prison not  exceeding  ten  hours.     He  shall  have  all 
necessary  power  for  issuing  compulsory  process  against 
parties  and  witnesses,  and  he  may  order  a  jury  to 
try  any  civil  case  before  him  at  the  request  of  the 
parties  when  the  amount  in  controversy  is  over  ten 
dollars.     He  shall  order  the  arrest  of   any  drunken 
or  disorderly  person  within  the  limits  of  said  town, 
and  upon  such  person  being  brought  before  him  he 
may  order  him  to  be  confined  until  he  is  sober,  and 
may  require  a  disorderly  person  to  give  security  to  be 
of  good  behavior  for  any  period  not  exceeding  one 
year ;    the  bond  shall  be  to  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  in  any  reasonable  sum  of  not  more  than 
one  thousand  dollars,  and  his  court  shall  be  a  court  of 
record.     When  a  peace  bond  is  violated,  the  trustees 
of  said  town  may  institute  proceedings  for  the  breach 
thereof  before  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the 
amount  in  their  corporate  capacity,  and  the  fine,  if  any 
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assessed,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said 
town  for  the  benefit  of  the  town.     A  vacancy  in  the 
oflSce  of  police  judge  shall  be  filled  by  the  trustees  of 
said  town  until  the  succeeding  annual  election  for 
trustees,  when  the  voters  of   said  town  shall  elect  a 
police  judge  to  fill  out  the  unexpired   term,   whose 
qualifications  shall  be  the  same  as  that  required  for 
the  first  officer  herein  for  said  office.     The  succeeding 
police  judge,  as  soon  as  elected,  commissioned  and 
sworn  in,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  books  and  records 
of  his  predecessor.     No  appeal  in  civil,  penal  or  crim- 
inal cases,  where  the  amount  involved  does  not  exceed 
ten  dollars,  besides  interest  and  costs,  shall  be  taken 
from  the  decisions  of  said  judge.     The  fees  of   said 
judge  shall  be  as  follows,  to  wit :  For  a  warrant  for  a 
riot,  affray  or  breach  of   the  peace,  fifty  cents  ;   for 
a  warrant  for  a  breach  of  any  of  the  by-laws  or  ordi- 
nances of  said  town,  fifty  cents ;  for  swearing  a  jury 
and  presiding  at  the  trial  in  a  penal  case,  or  for  tryin<^ 
same  without  a  jury,  one  dollar;   for  taking  recog- 
nizance, fifty  cents ;    entering  judgment,  twenty-five 
cents  ;  for  each  subpoena,   twenty-five  cents,  and  for 
all  other  fees  same  as  now  allowed  justices.     He  shall 
hold  his  courts  quarterly  for  the  trial  of  all  civil  cases 
pending  before  him  on  the  first  Mondays  in  March, 
June,  September  and   December,  and   may  continue 
each  term  from  day  to  day  until  completed  ;  and  he 
may  try   all    penal  and    criminal    cases  as  soon  as 
brought  before  him,  giving  parties  a  reasonable  time 
to  prepare  for  trial. 

§  12.  The  board  of  trustees  may,  until  the  election 
for  town  officers,  on  the  third  Saturday  in  May,  1886. 
appoint  a  marshal  for  said  town,  whose  appointment 
shall  be  entered  of  record,  and  upon  a  certified  copy 
thereof  being  produced  to  the  clerk  of  the  Larue 
county  court,  he  shall,  at  a  regular  or  special  teim  of 
said  court,  administer  to  said  marshal  the  same  oaths 
taken  by  constables,  and  that  he  will  faithfully  per- 
form all  the  duties  of  marshal  of  said  town  according 
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to  law  ;  and  said  marshal  shall  execute  bond,  with  good 
security,  in  said  court,  as  constables  are  required  to 
do,  with  the  further  covenant  that  he  will  perform  all 
the  duties  of  marshal  of  said  town  according  to  law ; 
the  bond  shall  be  attested  by  the  clerk,  approved  by 
the  court,  and  riled  in  the  clerk's  office.     The  marshal 
shall  pay  the  clerk  a  fee  of  one  dollar  for  his  trouble. 
The  marshal  and  securities  on  his  bond  shall  be  liable 
thereon  to  the  trustees  of  said  town  and  to  any  and 
all  i)ersons,  as  constables  are  liable  on  their  bonds, 
and  the  like  penalties  and  actions  may  be  had  thereon. 
The  marshal  first  appointed  by  the  board  shall  hold 
his  office  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 
The  first  election  for  marshal  of  said  town  shall  take 
place  on  the  third  Saturday  in  May,.  1886,  and  at  the 
same   time  and   place   and  in  the  same  manner   as 
directed  in  the  election  of  trustees  for  said  town  ;  and 
every  two  years  thereafter,  on  the  same  day  of  the 
inonth  that  the  trustees  are  elected  ;  and  his  time  of 
office  shall  be  two  years  and  until  his  successor  is 
elected  and  qualified.     The  person  voted  for  at  such 
election  for  marshal,  and  receiving  the  highest  number 
of  votes  cast,  shall  receive  from  the  clerk  a  certificate 
of  his  election,  and  execute  bond  and  qualify  in  the 
same  manner  as  herein  directed  when  the  board  ap- 
I)oints,   before  entering  upon    the    discharge  of  his 
duties  ;  and  the  marshal  of  said  town  shall  have  the 
same  powers,  authorities  and  jurisdiction  that  is  given 
to  constables,  and  shall  be  under  the  same  responsi- 
bility and  liabilities  for  his  acts. 

§  13,  The  marshal  shall,  have  and  receive  for  his 
services  the  same  fees  and  commissions  allowed  by 
law  to  constables  for  like  service ;  and  for  collecting 
taxes  and  performing  service  for  said  town,  such  com- 
mission and  fees  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  him  and 
the  board  of  trustees.  It  shall  be  the  special  duty  of 
said  marshal  to  execute  all  process  issued  for  an 
alleged  violation  of  the  by  laws  and  ordinances  of 
said  town,  and  to  receive  and  execute  all  process  and 
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(collect)  all  executions  issued  by  the  police  judge  of 
said  town,  in  doing  which  he  may  go  to  any  part  of 
Larue  county,  or  by  or  at  the  instance  of  the  chair- 
man or  board  of  trustees,  and  to  return  the  same,  and 
to  arrest  all  drunken  and  disorderly  persons  in  said 
town,  and  to  take  them  before  the  prpper  officer  for 
trial.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  to  collect 
all  taxes  due  said  town,  executions  and  other  demands 
which  may  be  put  into  his  hands  to  collect  or  execute, 
and  account  for  and  pay  over  the  same  to  whosoever 
may  be  entitled  thereto. 

§  14.  Whenever  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
marshal  the  same  may  be  filled  by  appointment  of  the 
board  oJ  trustees  until  the  succeeding  general  elec- 
tion, and  said  appointee  shall  execute  bond  and 
qualify  and  be  responsible  for  his  acts  in  the  same 
manner,  and  to  the  same  extent,  as  herein  required 
for  the  first  appointment. 

§  16.  The  board  of  trustees  may  at  any  time,  when 
they  deem  it  expedient  or  necessary  for  the  public 
good,  appoint  any  necessary  number  of  policemen  to 
assist  in  suppressing  riots  and  disorderly  conduct^  and 
in  keeping  the  peace,  and  pay  such  policemen  such 
sum  as  may  be  agreed  upon  for  their  services. 

§  16.  All  officers  of  said  town  shall  be  residents  of 
said  town,  and  at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

§  17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees,  at  the 
first  meeting  after  the  annual  election,' or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  possible,  to  appoint  an  assessor,  who, 
after .  being  first  sworn  faithfully  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  his  office,  shall  call  upon  the  owner  of  tax- 
able propel  ty- in  said  town,  or  their  agents,  and  make 
out  a  true  list  of  their  taxable  estate,  real  and  per- 
sonal, with  the  value  thereof,  and  this  shall  be  made 
upon  the  oath  of  the  tax-payer  or  his  agent ;  in  the 
absence  of  either,  the  said  assessor  shall  give  a  notice 
as  now  required  by  law  for  assessors  of  this  Common- 
wealth, and  be  subject  to  like  penalities,  if,  after  no- 
tice, shall  fail  to  appear  and  give  his  or  her  tax- 
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able  list.     If  the  property  owned  in  said  town  by 
non-residents  thereof,  the  said  assessor  shall  cause 
the   same  to  be   valued  by   two    housekeepers  and 
citizens    of    said    town,    who    shall    be    legal  voters 
of  said  town  and  competent  to  fix  the  value  and 
return  the  valuation  thereof.     If  the  assessor  should 
not  be  satisfied  with  value  fixed  by  the  tax-payer, 
he  -may    call    upon    two  or  more    persons    to    give 
their    estimate    of  the   value  thereof,    who  shall  be 
sworn  by  said  assessor,  and  said  assessor  shall  affix 
the  true  value  from  all  the  evidence,  and  return  the 
same.     Said  list  shall  embrace  all  the  real  estate  in 
said   town  laid  off  in  town  lots,  all  the  males  over 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  with  all  other  species  of  prop- 
erty, money,  notes  and  choses  in  action  now  taxable 
for  State  revenue,  exclusive  of  the  ordinary  house- 
hold f'lrnitiire;  and  if  any  one  shall  refuse  to  give 
in  siK'U  JNt,  he  or  she  hluiW  be  double  taxed  on  the 
value  of  their  property,  to  be  ascertained  by  the  val- 
uation of    two  disinterested    citizens  and  voteis    of 
said  town,  to  be  appointed  by  the  assessor  and  sworn 
by  him  to  give  a  true  value  of  the  property  to  be 
valued  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  the  double  tax  to 
be  recovered  with  costs  by  warrant  before  the  police 
judge  of  the  town  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  for  the  trustees  for  the  use  of  said  town. 
The   said  assessor  shall  return   his  list  within    one 
month  after  his  appointment,  and  may  be  fined  for 
failure  to  do  so  upon  motion  of  the  trustees,  upon 
five  days'  notice,  before  the  police  judge,  in  a  sum 
not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars.     Said 
assessor  shall  be  paid  by  said  trustees  out  of  the  rev- 
enues of  the  town  for  his  services  such  sum  as  ma^^ 
be  deemed  by  them  reasonable. 

§  18.  If  any  person  against  whom  a  penalty  or  fine 

is  assessed  in  said  police  court  (hereinbefore  provided 

for)  for  a  violation  of  the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of 

said   town,   shall  fail  to  pay  the  same,   said  police

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judge  shall  have  authority  to  direct  the  confinement 
of  such  peraon  in  the  town  prison-house  or  lock-up, 
or  work  him  upon  the  streets  until  said  fine  be  jyaid 
at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per  day  for  each  day  confined 
or  workeii ;  said  person,  while  confined  or  worked, 
shall  be  under  the  direction,  control  and  care  of  the 
marshal,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  see  that  the  person 
so  imprisoned  or  worked  is  properly  cared  for  wKile 
so  confined  or  worked. 

§  19.  All  money  obtained  for  licenses,  fines,  and 
forfeitures  authorized  by  this  charter,  ajid  for  fines 
and  forfeitures  imposed  by  the  by-laws  and  ordi- 
nances of  said  town,  shall  be  paid  into  the  town 
treasury  for  the  benefit  of  said  town. 

§  20.  For  the  non-payment  of  taxes  due  said  town 
upon  any  real  estate,  the  marshal  is  hereby  vested 
with  power  and  authority  to  sell  such  real  estate  for 
the  amount  of  taxes  and  cost  of  sale  on  the  premises, 
for  cash,  at  such  time  and  after  such  notice  as  is  re- 
quired of  sheriffs  in  sales  of  real  estate ;  and  when 
sold  and  not  redeemed  within  two  years  from  the 
date  of  sale,  by  paying  over  the  price  bid  and  ten 
per  cent,  per  annum  thereon,  said  marshal  or  his  suc- 
cessor in  office  shall  convey  the  same  by  deed  to  tlie 
purchaser  or  his  assies. 

§  21.  That  Thomas  Samuels  shall  be  police  jud^ 
until  the  first  annual  election  herein  provided  for, 
and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

§  22.  That  E.  S.  Ferrill,  S.  L.  Johnson,  J.  W. 
Creal,  William  Keadman  and  R.  H.  Moss  are  hereby 
appointed  trustees  of  said  town,  and  are  to  hold  their 
office  until  the  first  annual  election  herein  provided 
for  for  town  officers,  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified.

§  2.  That  George  W.  Smith,  A.  J.  Thompson  and 
Singleton  Brown  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed 
trustees  of  said  district.

§  2.  That  said  trustees  shall  take  the  assessments  of 
real  and  personal  property  within  said  district,  as 
listed  for  taxation  by  the  county  assessor  for  the 
year  1866  and  1887,  as  returned  to  the  county  court  of 
Mason  county,  and  assess  thereon  such  a  percentag?^ 
against  each  tax-payer  as  will  be  required,  but  not  to 
exceed  twenty-five  cents  on  each  hundred  dollars  of 
taxable  property,  and  collect  the  same  for  the  pur- 
poses stated  in  the  first  section  of  this  act ;  and  in 
case  of  the  refusal  to  pay  their  taxes  so  assessed,  the 
trustees  of  said  common  school  district  No.  50  shall 
have  the  right,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  sue  for 
same  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  or  any  court  of 
said  county  having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount  of 
said  taxes,  and  may  have  judgment  and  execution  for 
said  amount  as  of  a  debt  due  to  said  trustees.

associates  and  successors  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are 
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hereby,  created  and  made  a  corporation  and  body- 
politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Central  Ken- 
tucky Mutual  Insurance  Company,  and  by  that  name 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  capable  in  law  to 
have,  purchase  or  receive,  possess,  enjoy  and  retain,

Said  road  shall 
begin  on  the  Shelby  ville  and  Louisville  Pike  at  or  near 
one  of  the  following  points,  viz  :  Where  a  public  road 
now  intersects  the  Shelbvville  and  Louisville  Pike  on 
the  line  between  the  lands  of  Henry  Jones  and  J.  (t. 
Byars,  or  where  the  private  passway  of  Sarah  Ed- 
wards intersects  said  pike  on  the  line  between  the 
lands  of  J.  Gr.  Byars  and  L.  Connor.  Said  road  shall 
end  on  the  Beard's  Station  Pike  at  or  near  one  of  the 
following  points,  viz  :  Where  a  public  road  now  inter- 
sects said  pike  at  the  north-east  corner  of  the  lands  of 
George  Collins,  or  a  point  opposite  the  residence  of 
James  Collins.  The  points  of  beginning  and  ending 
within  the  limits  named,  and  the  route  for  said  road, 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  directors  of  said  company. 
§  2.  Said  company  shall  be  known  as  the  Simpson- 
Name  and  ville  and  Long  Run  Turnpike  Company  ;  and  in  that 
name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  and  buy,  sell,  hold  and  convey  any  real  estate 
necessary  for  the  construction  and  operation  of  its 
road,  and  may  do  anj'  lawful  acts  necessary  in  the 
premises.

it  shall  then  be  lawful  for  the  county  court,  a  maj^ 
ity  of  the  justices  in  commission  being  present 
concurring,  at  any  regular  or  called  term  of 
court,  to  make  subscriptions  to  stock  in  such  roj 
and  levy  a  tax  to  pay  for  the  same  as  hereinbeft 
provided.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  be  against  sw 
subscriptions  at  the  first  or  any  subsequent  eleoti^ 
similar  elections  may  be  thereafter  held  at  intervals 
not  less  than  one  year ;  and  when  a  majority  at  any 
such  election  be  cast  in  favor  of  the  subscription,  it 
shall  be  lawful  to  make  the  same  and  levy  the  tax  as 
aforesaid. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  county  court,  a  rai- 
Bonds.  jority  of  the  justices  concurring,  from  time  to  time  to 

issue  and  sell  the  bonds  of  Union  county  to  rai« 
money  to  pay  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  d 
turnpike  or  gravel  road  companies ;  said  bonds  to  be 
of  denominations  of  not  more  than  one  thousand  Dor 
less  than  five  hundred  dollars,  to  become  due  in  ten 
years  after  date,  bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not  to 
exceed  six  per  centum  per  annum,  with  coupons  at- 
tached, payable  at  the  National  Bank  of  Union 
county,  and  providing  on  the  face  of  the  bonds  that 
they  shall  be  redeemable  at  the  option  of  the  countr 
court  at  any  time  after  one  year  from  date.  Said 
bonds  to  be  sold  at  not  less  than  their  par  face  valne. 
and  the  money  arising  from  the  sale  to  be  paid  to  the 
treasurer  or  collecting  officer  of  Union  county,  and  by 
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Mm  paid  over  to  the  oflScers  of  the  road  company  as 
directed  by  the  county  court.  In  case  of  the  issual  of 
bonds  as  herein  provided,  the  money  arising  from  the 
tax  aforesaid  is  to  be  applied  to  paying  the  interest  on 
the  bonds  first,  and  the  residue  of  the  money  is  to  go 
to  redeeming  the  bonds. 

§  8.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  county  court  of  Union  Purchawof 
county,  a  majority  of  the  justices  concurring,  to  pur- 
chase, own  and  operate  any  turnpike  or  gravel  road 
that  may  hereafter  be  constructed  in  Union  county, 
together  with  all  the  property,  rights,  privileges  and 
franchises  belonging  or  appertaining  to  such  road ; 
and  said  court  may  govern  and  operate  such  road 
under  the  charter  of  the  company  that  constructs  it ; 
the  contract  of  purchase  to  be  upon  terms  and  stip- 
ulations authorized  by  the  charter  of  such  company, 
or  agreed  upon  by  the  parties. 

§9.  The  county  court  aforesaid,  to  raise  money  tOMayusue 

IT  •  I.         J     bonds  to  pay  for 

pay  for  such  roads  so  purcljased,  may  issue  bonds  purchased 
with  interest  coupons  attached,  not  exceeding  six  per 
centum  per  annum,  of  denominations  from  five  hun- 
dred to  one  thousand  dollars,  payable  in  ten  years 
after  date,  but  redeemable  after  one  year  from  date, 
at  the  option  of  the  county  court,  the  bonds  and  cou- 
pons t  be  payable  at  the  National  Bank  of  Union 
county  ;  and  the  said  court  shall  levy  a  tax  of  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of 
taxable  property  in  said  county  to  pay  the  said  bonds 
and  interest. 

§  10.  Before  any  such  purchase  shall  be  made,  or  vote  to  be 

taken  on 

such  bonds  issued  or  tax  levied,  the  question  shall  t)e  p^»jJ»»»«  <>' 
submitted  to  the  qualified  voters  of  Union  county,  at 
an  election  for  State  or  county  officers,  as  to  whether 
they  are  "for  or  against  the  purchase  of  turnpike  or 
gravel  roads."  Such  election  to  be  on  thirty  days' 
notice,  and  conducted  by  the  same  officers  as  the 
general  election,  who  shall  certify  the  result  of  such 
vote.  If  a  majority  favor  the  purchase,  the  officers 
who  compare  the  polls  shall  certify  the  fact,  and  the 
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county  judge  shall  have  the  same  noted  of  record, 
and  it  shall  then  be  lawful  to  purchase  the  roads, 
issue  bonds,  and  levy  the  tax  as  aforesaid.  The  money 
arising  from  the  tax  to  be  applied,  first,  to  paying 
the  interest  on  the  bonds,  and  the  residue  to  paying 
oflf  the  bonds ;  and  the  dividends  arising  from  said 
road  (if  any)  are  to  be  applied  in  payment  of  bonds. 
The  proceeds  of  the  bonds,  which  shall  not  be  sold 
for  less  than  par,  to  be  paid  to  the  county  treasurer 
or  collector,  to  be  applied  as  aforesaid. 

§  11.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  incorporate  the 
trustees  of  the  Kentucky  Baptist  Education  Society.'- 
approved  January  15,  1829,  which  was  approved  No- 
vember 25,  1851,  be  amended  by  inserting  after  the 
word  ''aforesaid,"  in  the  sixth  line  of  section  1  of 
said  act,  the  words,  *'or  into  the  treasury  of  the  Stu- 
dents' Association  of  Georgetown  College." 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTEB  1220. 

AN  ACT  to  legalize  seining  and  trapping  fish  in  Simpson,  Bullitt  and 

Hart  counties. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  so  much  of  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  for 
the  propagation  and  protection  of  food-fishes  in  the 
waters  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,"  approved  March  £0, 
1876,  as  forbid  and  punish  seining,  netting  and  trap- 
ping for  lish,  or  taking  same  thereby,  in  Simpson, 
Hart  and  Bullitt  counties,  be,  and  the  same  is  here- 
by, repealed,  and  seining  and  trapping  for  fish  shall 
be  legal  in  said  counties. 

§  2.  All  laws  which  authorize  the  destruction  or 
forfeiture  of  seines,  nets  or  traps  used  in  said  counties 
are  repealed. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  eflEect  and  be  in  force  from 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  1222. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Cumberland  Gap  and  Eastern  Kentucky 

Railway  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  Jno.  Dishman,  of  Knox  county;  William 
Bingham,  Bell  county;  J.  K.  Bailey,  Harlan  county ; 
J.  S.  Walker,  W.  W.  Watts,  Samuel  Stone,  T.  J. 
Smith,  S.  S.  Parkes,  of  Madison  county,  Kentucky, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  commissioners, 
under  the  direction  of  any  three  of  whom  subscrip- 
tions may  be  received  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Cum- 
berland Gap  and  Eastern  Kentucky  Railway  Company 
hereby  incorporated ;  and  they  may  cause  books  to  be 
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opened  at  such  times  and  places  of  opening  the  same 
as  they  may  direct,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  such 
subscriptions,  after  having  given  such  notice  of  the 
times  and  places  of  opening  the  same  as  they  may  ap- 
point; and  after  opening  said  books  they  may  con- 
tinue them  open,  or  from  time  to  time,  for  such  time 
as  they  may  deem  expedient.  And  if  any  of  said  com- 
missioners shall  die  or  resign,  refuse  or  neglect  to  act, 
another  may  be  appointed  in  his  stead  by  the  remain- 
ing commissioner  or  commissioners  of  the  county  or 
city  for  which  said  commissioner  was  appointed. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  railway  company 
shall  be  ten  million  dollars,  in  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each,  which  may  be  subscribed  for  by  any  in- 
dividual or  corporation  ;  and  as  soon  as  five  thousand 
shares  of  said  capital  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed 
the  subscribers  of  said  stock,  their  successors  and  as- 
signs, shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be. 
incorporated  into  a  company,  by  the  name  of  the 
"Cumberland  Gap  and  Eastern  Kentucky  Rail^ray 
Company  ; "  and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  in  law 
of  purchasing,  selling,  holding,  leasing,  conveying, 
receiving  by  gift  or  devise,  and  disposing  of  all  real 
and  personal  estate,  making  alL  contracts  and  by-laws, 
and  doing  all  lawful  acts  necessary  and  proper  for  the 
business  and  powers  hereby  conferred  upon  them,  or 
properly  incident  thereto,  and  of  suing  and  being 
sued ;  and  to  have  a  common  seal,  which  they  may 
alter,  abolish  or  renew  at  pleasure ;  and  the  said  Cum- 
berland and  Eastern  Kentucky  Railway  Company,  as 
such,  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  have,  en- 
joy and  exercise  all  the  rights,  powers  and  privil^s 
which  corporations  may  lawfully  have. 

§  3.  That  each  subscriber  to  the  stock  shall  jxay  to 
the  commissioners  the  sum  of  one  dollar  on  every  share 
subscribed,  and  the  residue  thereof  shall  be  paid  in 
^uch  installments,  and  at  such  times  and  places  as 
may  be  required  by  the  board  of  directors  of  said 
company :  Provided^   That  no  payment  shall  be  de- 
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manded  until  at  least  thirty  days'  notice  of  such 
demand  shall  have  been  given  in  one  or  more  of  the 
newspapers  published  and  of  general  circulation  in 
the  counties  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act ;  nor 
shall' any  subscriber  be  required  to  pay  more  than 
fifty  per  cent,  of  his  stock  in  any  one  year ;  and  if 
any  subscriber  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  pay- 
ment according  to  the  requirements  of  the  directors, 
the  stock  of  such  delinquent  subscriber  may  be  sold 
at  public  auction  by  the  directors  any  time  after  the 
lapse  of  ninety  days  from  the  time  such  payment  be- 
came due,  and  the  surplus,  if  any,  after  deducting  the 
payments  due,  with  interest  and  expenses  of  sale, 
shall  be  paid  over  to  such  delinquent  subscriber ;  but 
if  there  be  a  deficiency,  such  subscribers  shall  be  liable 
to  the  company  therefor ;  and  said  directors,  for  the 
purpose  of  equalizing  stockholders,  may  allow  and 
pay  interest  on  payments  upon  stock  on  just  and 
equitable  principles ;  but  if  the  exigencies  of  said 
company  should  require  the  payment  of  the  stock 
to  be  made  more  rapidly  than  is  herein  provided,  or 
should  the  stockholders  of  the  said  company  holding 
a  majority  of  the  stock  at  any  time  consider  it  ex- 
pedient for  the  purpose  of  completing  or  furnishing 
the  works  hereby  contemplated,  and  authorize  the 
president  and  directors  of  said  company,  by  vote, 
so  to  do,  the  president  and  directors  of  said  com- 
pany may  borrow  on  the  credit  of  said  company 
any  sum  or  sums  of  money  not  exceeding  in  all 
the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  and  may  and 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  issue  and 
sell  the  bonds  of  said  company  in  such  form  and  to 
such  amounts,  and  payable  at  such  times  and  places, 
with  interest  yearly  or  half  yearly  as  they  may  deem 
proper  and  convenient,  and  at  such  rate  of  discount 
as  they  may  deem  expedient ;  and  also,  if  they  deem 
it  proper,  to  secure  the  same  by  mortgage  or  deed  of 
trust  upon  said  road  and  its  machinery,  and  all  of  the 
property  and  assets  of  said  company,   real  and  per- 
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sonal,  conditioned  for  the  punctual  payment  of  the 
interest  on  said  bonds  as  the  same  may  become  due^ 
and  the  principal  when  due,  with  authority  for  the 
trustee  or  trustees  to  sell  said  road ;  and  all  of  the 
property  or  assets  so  mortgaged  or  conveyed  for  the 
purpose  of  raising  the  amount  due  for  such  interest 
or  principal,  if  not  punctually  paid  upon  suchf  terms 
and  notice  as  shall  be  declared  in  the  deed  without 
suit,  foreclosure  or  decree ;  and  in  order  to  enable 
said  company  to  guarantee  the  punctual  payment  of 
the  interest  and  principal  of  such  bonds,  it  is  hereby 
declared  that  the  guarantors  of  such  bonds  shall  be 
entitled  to  all  the  benefits  of  such  mortgage  or  deed 
of  trust  made  to  secure  such  bonds  to  the  same  bene 
ficial  extent  that  the  holders  of  said  bonds  may  be 
entitled :  Provided^  That  should  said  road  be  sold 
under  said  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust,  the  purchaser 
shall  be  entitled  to  all  of  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
this  charter,  and  of  any  amendments  to  the  same,  and 
subject  to  all  of  the  obligations  and  restrictions  of  the 
same. 

§  4.  That  if  any  of  the  stock  created  by  this  act 
shall  remain  unsubscribed  after  the  election  of  the 
president  and  directors  of  said  company,  the  president 
and  directors  may  open  books  and  receive  subscrip- 
tions by  themselves  or  such  agents  as  they  may  ap- 
point ;  and  should  the  stockholders  of  said  company 
holding  a  majority  of  the  capital  stock  thereof  deem 
it  expedient  for  the  purposes  of  this  iucorporation  to 
increase  the  capital  stock,  the  president  and  directors 
of  said  company  may,  upon  the  vote  of  such  stock- 
holders, increase  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  to 
any  sum  not  exceeding  double  the  amount  prescribed 
in  the  second  section  of  this  act ;  and  the  subscribers 
of  this  increased  stock  shall  have  and  enjoy  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  any  original  subscribers  to  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company. 

§  6.  That  the  said  Cumberland  Gap  and  Eastern 
Kentucky  Railway    Company  shall  have   the  same

right  and  privileges  of  prosecution ;  and  any  person 
or  persons  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  penalties  or  for- 
feitures for  injuries,  intrusions,  obstructions  and  hin- 
derances  done  and  committed  upon  the  road  or  other 
property  of  said  company,  or  otherwise  to  the  preju- 
dice of  said  company,  as  are  provided  in  the  lavrs  in- 
corporating the  Louisville  and  Frankfort  Railroad 
Company  and  amendatory  thereto,  or  any  and  all 
other  railroad  companies  incorporated  in  this  Com- 
monwealth. 

§  6.  That  when  five  thousand  or  more  shares  of  the 
capital  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed,  such  commis- 
sioners, or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  call  a  general 
meeting  of  the  subscribers  at  such  time  and  place  as 
they  may  appoint,  and  give  twenty  days'  notice 
thereof  in  some  one  or  more  newspapers  published, 
and  of  general  circulation,  in  the  counties  named  in 
the  first  section  of  this  act ;  and  at  such  meeting  the 
commissioners  shall  lay  the  subscription  books  before 
the  subscribers  then  and  there  present,  and  if  there  be 
a  majority  in  value  of  all  the  subscribers  present  or 
represented,  such  subscribers,  or  a  majority  of  them 
in  value,  shall  have  the  power  to  elect  from  the  stock- 
holders seven  directors  to  manage  the  aifairs  of  said 
company  ;  and  those  seven  directors,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  have  the  power  to  elect  a  president  of  said 
company  from  among  the  directors,  and  in  such  elec- 
tion, and  in  all  other  elections  or  proceedings  by  stock- 
holders, every  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
vote  for  each  share  of  stock  owned  and  held  by  him, 
her  or  it ;  and  every  stockholder  may  depute  by  writ- 
ing any  other  j)erson  to  vote  and  act  as  his,  her  or  its 
proxy ;  and  the  commissioners  present  shall  appoint 
the  judges  of  the  first  election  of  directors,  and  the 
president  and  directors  shall  hold  their  offices  until 
their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified,  subject 
to  the  by-laws  of  said  company. 

§  7.  That  the  directors  shall  be  chosen  annually  by 
the  stockholders  of  said  company,  at  such  place  as  the 
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president  and  directors  may  designate,  on  the  first 
Wednesday  in  June  in  every  year,  and  the  president 
and  directors  may  fill  any  vacancy  in  their  board: 
Promded^  That  all  elections  which  are  to  be  made 
may  be  made  thereafter  upon  thirty  days'  notice  being 
gi^^en  to  the  stockholders. 

§  8.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  com- 
pany shall  have  power  to  elect  a  treasurer  or  any  other 
officers  or  agents  that  they  may  deem  proper  and 
necessary,  and  may  require  of  their  treasurer,  or  any 
other  agent  or  officers,  such  bond  and  security  under 
such  penalties  as  they  may  deem  proper,  upon  which 
recovery  may  be  had  for  a  breach  of  the  conditions 
thereof. 

§  9.  That  the  said  Cumberland  Gap  and  Eastern 
Kentucky  Railway  Company,  their  president,  direct- 
ors and  agents,  are  hereby  vested  with  all  the  powers 
and  rights  necessary  for  surveying,  locating  and  con- 
structing a  railway,  from  any  point  on  the  Knoxville 
branch  of  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad,  be- 
tween London,  Laurel  county,  Kentucky,  and  Wil- 
liamsburg, in  Whitley  county,  Kentucky,  to  a  i)oint 
at  or  near  Barboursville,  Kentucky;  thence  on  to 
Cumberland  Gap  and  to  Pound  Gap;  also  to  con- 
struct any  branch  or  branches  from  the  main  line  to 
any  point  or  points  in  the  State  of  Kentucky  as  the 
trustees  may  desire ;  and  the  said  company,  through 
its  officers  and  agents,  may,  subject  to  provisions  of 
sections  10  and  11,  enter  upon,  survey,  locate,  use 
and  excavate  any  land  for  the  site  of  said  road  or 
branches,  or  to  be  used  for  depots,  warehouses,  ma- 
chine shops,  turn-outs,  etc.;  and  they  may  take  and 
use  any  earth,  timber,  stone  or  gravel,  or  any  material 
to  be  used  in  the  construction  of  said  road  or  its 
branches,  or  to  be  used  in  repairing  same.  The  road- 
bed of  said  road  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  feet  in 
width. 

§  10.  That  upon  the  application  of  said  company  or 
its  agents  to  the  county  courts  of  the  several  counties 
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througli  which  the  road  or  its  branches  may  be  sur- 
veyed, such  court  shall  appoint  a  civil  engineer  and 
two  impartial  commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
take  from  the  owners  and  proprietors  of  land,   or 
those  having  an  interest  therein,  and  through  which 
it  is  proposed  that  said  road  or  any  part  thereof  shall 
pass,  a  grant  of  the  use  and  right  of  way  through  the 
same,  and  of  grounds  for  depots,  warehouses,  machine 
shops  and  buildings  ;  and  said  engineers  and  commis- 
sioners, or  either  of  them,  shall  have  the  same  power 
to  take  acknowledgments  of  the  grantors  that  clerks 
of  the  county  court  now  have ;  also  to  take  privy 
examinations    of  married  women    and    certify  such 
acknowledgments ;   and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
county  clerk  to  receive  and  record  the  said  grants  and 
certificates  the  same  as  other  deeds ;   and  grants  so 
certified  and  recorded  shall  vest  in  said  company  all 
the  rights  thereby  intended  or  expressed  ;  and  any  or 
all  of  the  grants  to  said  company  may  be  for  the  fee 
of  the  lands  granted,  any  lesser  estate,  and  may  be 
include  the  full  and  absolute  right  and  disposal  of  all 
the  stone,  earth,  gravel,  timber,  fuel  and  materials  so 
granted  to  said  company :  Provided^  That  said  com- 
pany may  acquire  said  grants  by  contract  or  purchase 
on  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  proprie- 
tors :  Promded^  That  the  county  court  clerk  or  his 
deputy  shall  be  one  of  the  commissioners  appointed 
by  the  court :  And  provided  further^  That  the  com- 
missioners shall  receive  five  dollars  pf»r  day  for  their 
services,  in  addition  to  the  legal  fees  of  the  clerk,  for 
taking  acknowledgments  of  sale,  rights  of  way,  etc., 
all  of  which  fees  shall  be  paid  by  the  officers  or  agenta 
of  said  company ;  and  the  money  to  pay  the  commis- 
sioners and  clerk  shall  be  deposited  with  the  court,  if 
demanded  by  the  commissioners,  before  they  act  or 
serve  as  herein  provided ;  and  no  one  but  the  clerk  or 
his  deputy  shall  have  authority  to  take  acknowledg- 
ments or  conduct  privy  examinations. 
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§  11.  That  in  all  cases  where  the  owners  and  pro- 
prietors of  lands  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  grant  or  sell 
the  right  of  way  or  grounds  for  the  depots,  ware- 
houses, workshops,  side-tracks,  bridges,  tum-onts,  etc., 
required  for  said  road,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  en- 
gineer and  commissioners,  or  any  two  of  them,  and 
it  shall  be  their  duty,  from  their  own  views,  and 
from  such  proof  as  shall  be  presented,  to  value  the  land 
required  for  the  road  separately,  and  the  advantage 
the  road  will  be  to  the  adjoining  lands  of  t*je  pro- 
prietor separately,  and  the  disadvantage  to  the  adjoin- 
ing lands  separately,  and  make  a  report  of  the  same, 
together  with  a  description  of  the  land  so  required. 
and  a  map  of  the  road  through  such  county  to  the 
clerk  of  the  county  court  of  such  county,  with  the 
names  of  the  owners  of  such  land  and  their  residence, 
if  known,  and  whether  they  are  adults  or  infants; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  such  county 
court,  to  issue  a  summons  against  all  such  owners  to 
show  cause  why  the  grant  of  the  right  of  way  or  use 
of  such  lands  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  shall  not  be 
made  on  the  payment  of  the  balance,  if  any,  of  the 
value  of  the  land  so  reported ;  and  upon  the  service  of 
such  summons  upon  the  owner,  if  in  the  county,  and 
if  not,  upon  the  agent  in  the  county,  if  such  owner 
has  any,  ten  days,  the  county  court  shall  have  juris- 
diction on  said  report  to  order  the  balance,  if  any,  of 
the  assessed  value  of  the  land  to  be  paid,  and  a  grant 
of  the  right  of  way  to  the  use  of  the  land  for  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid,  to  be  executed  to  the  company  by  a 
commissioner  to  be  appointed  by  the  court  for  that 
purpose:  Providedy  That  if  the  owner  is  out  of  the 
county,  and  have  no  known  agent  in  it,  the  court  shall 
make  an  order  of  appearance  by  a  day  named,  not 
less  than  four  weeks,  and  appoint  an  attorney  to  cor- 
respond with  the  owner  and  defend  for  him ;  and 
when  the  owner  is  an  infant  or  lunatic  the  court  shall 
appoint  a  guardian  ad  litem  to  appear  for  such  infant

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  clerk  to  keep 
a  separate  book  in  which  he  shall  enter,  when  request- 
ed as  aforesaid,  the  name  of  the  person  listing  a  dog, 
the  name  and  an  accurate  description  of  the  dog  listed, 
and  the  date  of  the  payment  of  the  tax  thereon  :  Pro- 
vided^ That  it  shall  not  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  list 
any  dog  until  he  shall  have  received  the  tax  therefor. 
It  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  said  clerk  to  give  to  any 
person  listing  a  dog  and  paying  the  tax  thereon  a  re- 
ceipt therefor.

If  such  dog  have  the  disease  known  as  *' rabies/' 
or  if  there  be  reasonable  grounds  to  believe  that  it  has 
said  disease. 

2d.  If  such  dog  be  a  bitch  ^'in  season'.'  and  found 
off  the  premises  of  the  owner  or  person  having  her  in 
custody,  and  not  accompanied  by  some  one  having  her 
in  charge.

AN  ACT  to  punish  and  make  seduction  a  felony  in  this  Commonwealth.

§  1.  T]iat  whoever  shall,  under  promise  of  marriage, 
seduce  and  have  carnal  knowledge  of  any  female  un- 
der sixteen  years  of  age,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  felony, 
and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  confined  in  the 
penitentiary  not  less  than  one  year  nor  more  than  five 
years  ;  and  in  all  prosecutions  under  this  act  the 
defendant  shall  have  the  right  to  testify  in  his  own 
behalf  :  Provided^  however.  That  no  prosecutions  shall 
be  instituted  when  the  person  charged  shall  have  mar- 
ried the  girl  seduced :  Arid  provided  further^  That 
any  prosecution  instituted  under  this  act  shall  be  dis- 
continued if  the  party  accused  marry  the  girl  seduced 
before  final  judgment. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  circuit  judges 
and  judges  of  the  criminal  courts  in  this  Common- 
wealth to  give  this  act  in  charge  to  the  grand  juries  of 
their  respective  courts.  All  prosecutions  under  this 
act  shall  be  instituted  within  twelve  months  after  the 
commission  of  the  offense.

be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style 
of  the  Russellville  Bank,  and  shall  so  continue  for 
thirty  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  shall 
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have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  natural  person 
in  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  in  suing  and 
being  sued,  and  of  impleading,  answering  and  defend- 
ing, in  and  by  the  name  of  the  Russellville  Bank,  in 
all  courts  and  places  whatever.  Said  bank  may  have 
and  use  a  common  seal  and  change  the  same  at  pleas- 
ure. 

§  2.  Said  bank  shall  be  undier  the  control  and  man-  wrectow  and

§  1.  W.  F.  Howe,  P.  T.  Barker,  J.  A.  Donaldson,  J.  E.  incorporating. 
Grobmeyer,  T.  J.  McElrath,  M.  I.  Barker,  F.  A.  Adams, 
J.C.  Bell,  Joseph  HuflFaker,  and  their  associates,  succes- 
sors and  assigns,  be,  and  are  hereby,  created  a  body- 
corporate  and  politic,  under  the  name  of  the  Carrollton 
and  Louisville  Railroad  Company,  with  perpetual  suc- 
cession, and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  be  capable 
of  taking,  purchasing,  holding,  leasing,  selling,  and 
conveying  real  and  personal  estate,  so  far  as  may  be 
necessary  or  expedient  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  in 
their  corporate  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract 
and  be  contracted  with ;  have  a  common  seal,  which 
they  may  renew  or  alter  at  pleasure,  and  may  have 
and  exercise  all  rights,  powers,  privileges  and  immu- 
nities necessary  or  proper  to  be  exercised  in  order  to 
carry  into  effect  the  objects  and  purposes  of  this  act. 
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§  2.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  con- 
struct and  operate  a  line  of  railway  of  standard  gange, 
with  all  the  necessary  and  proper  sidings,  switches 
and  branches,  extending  from  the  city  of  Louisviila 
in  Jefferson  county,  to  the  town  of  CarroUton,  in  Car- 
roll county,  on  such  line  as  may  be  deemed  by  said 
company  the  most  eligible  and  practicable  route  be- 
tween the  said  terminal  points,  and  with  ri^ht  and 
power  to  construct  and  operate  branch  lines  to  such 
points  as  the  said  company  may  from  time  deem 
proper  and  advisable. 

§  3.  For  the  purpose  of  making  the  surveys  neces- 
sary to  enable  the  said  company  to  locate  its  line  of 
railway,  or  any  branch  or  branches  thereof,  the  agents, 
servants  and  employes  of  said  company  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  enter  upon  and  make 
surveys  over  any  lands  between  said  terminal  points 
or  on  the  line  of  any  proposed  branch  railway  in 
either  of  the  counties  of  Jefferson,  Oldham,  Trimble 
or  Carroll,  and  to  set  off  and  mark  out  on  said  lands 
the  proposed  line  of  said  railway  and  branches. 

§  4.  The  said  company  may  acquire  by  gift,  pur- 
chase or  condemnation,  by  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum^ 
as  is  now  provided  by  law,  a  perpetual  right  of  way 
as  may  be  selected  by  it  for  its  said  railway  and 
branches,  not  exceeding  sixty  feet  in  width,  except 
where  a  greater  width  is  required  by  reason  of  natural 
formations  or  obstructions,  or  by  reason  of  the  neces- 
sity for  side-tracks,  stations,  water-tanks  or  other 
necessary  appurtenances ;  but  in  no  case  shall  it 
acquire  by  condemnation  a  greater  right  of  way  than 
is  reasonably  necessary  for  the  convenient  transaction 
of  its  business. 

§  5.  The  said  company  may  purchase  or  le^ise  and 
operate  other  railways  in  this  State  connected  with  its 
railway,  or  may  lease  its  own  line  of  railway  and 
other  property  to  any  connecting  railway  in  this  State. 

§  6.  The  authorized  capital  stock  of  said  company 
Capital  stock,   shall  be  two  million  dollars  ($2,000,000),  divided  into

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shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  so  much 
thereof  as  the  directors  of  said  company  may  agree, 
may  be  issued  in  payment  for  property,  rights  of  way, 
material  and  equipment  furnished,  or  work  and  labor 
done  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  said  rail- 
way and  branches.  The  incorporators,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  may,  at  any  time  after  one  week's  previous 
notice,  by  publication  in  a  newspaper  of  general  cir- 
culation  in  Carrollton  or  in  the  city  of  Louisville, 
open  books  for  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  op«n  books  for 
said  company,  which  subscriptions  shall  be  made  on 
such  terms  as  to  payment  as  may  be  previously  pre- 
scribed by  the  said  incorporators  or  a  majority  of 
them.  Shares  of  stock  in  said  company  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  personal  property,  transferable  on  the 
books  of  the  company  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
by-laws.  At  all  meetings  of  stockholders  each  share 
of  stock  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  stockhold- 
ers may  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy. 

§  7.  The  said  company  may  execute  its  bonds  to  an  Execute  bonds. 
amount  not  exceeding  thirty  thousand  dollars  ($30,- 
000)  for  each  mile  in  length  of  its  proposed  railway 
and  branches  as  surveyed  and  located,  payable  at  such 
time  and  place  as  may  be  provided  by  the  board  of 
directors,  and  bearing  interest  payable  semi-annually, 
at  a  rate  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum, 
and  may  secure  the  payment  of  the  same  by  a  mort- 
gage or  mortgages  on  the  property,  franchises,  priv- 
ileges, immunities  and  income  of  said  company,  with 
such  stipulations  and  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  board  of  directors ;  and  said  bonds  aforesaid, 
when  issued,  may  be  disposed  of  as  directed  by  the 
board  of  directors.

sary rights  of  ingress  and  egress  to  and  from  the  same 
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in  order  to  make  the  same  available  to  said  company 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

§  9.  The  said  company  shall  have  the  right  and 
power  to  erect  and  maintain,  in  connection  with  its 
said  railway,  a  line  or  lines  of  telegraph  along  and  over 
its  said  railway  and  branches,  so  far  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  transaction  of  its  business  and  the  busi- 
ness of  the  public. 

§  10.  The  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  conducted 
by  a  board  of  directors^  composed  of  not  less  than 
seven  or  more  than  thirteen  stockholders,  as  the  stock- 
holders may  from  time  to  time  provide,  who  shall  be 
elected  annually  at  such  time  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  by-laws  of  the  company.  The  said  directors 
shall  elect  from  their  number  a  president  and  vice- 
president,  and  shall  also  appoint  a  secretary  and  treas- 
urer, and  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  they  may 
deem  necessary.  The  duties  of  such  officers  and  agentis 
shall  be  prescribed  by  the  bj^-laws  of  the  company.

§  12.  Said  company  is  authorized  to  render  aid  and 
assistance  to  any  company  now  or  hereafter  created 
for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  bridge  over  the  Ohio 
river,  at  or  near  CarroUton,  Kentucky,  either  by  sub- 
scribing to  the  stock  or  purchasing  the  bonds  of  such 
company,  or  in  any  other  manner  and  to  such  an  ex- 
tent as  its  directors  may  deem  proper. 
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§  13.  The  directors  of  said  company  may  enact  and  GoTommeDt.

§  15.  Said  company  shall  have  the  right  and  power  power  to  run

to  construct  and  operate  its  road  upon  and  over  the 
streets  and  highways  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  from 
its  station  or  stations  in  said  city  to  the  corporate 
limits  thereof ;  but  the  said  company  shall  not  use  or 
occupy  any  of  the  streets,  alleys  or  highways- of  the 
city  of  Louisville,  or  enter  said  city  with  its  railroad 
except  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  common  coun- 
cil of  said  city  to  be  first  obtained,  and  only  in  ac- 
cordance with  such  ordinance  as  the  common  council 
of  said  city  may  enact  for  that  purpose.  Said  com- 
pany shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to  subscribe

actions  or  proceedings  for  condemnation  by  writ  of 
ad  quod  damnum. 
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§  17.  Said  company  may  further  acquire  and  faold« 
Hold  a4}ac«nt  by  gift,  puFchase  or  condemnation,  such  land  adjacent 
to  its  line  of  railway  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
construction  of  machine  and  repair  shops,  and  may 
construct  and  operate  thereon  shops  and  other  belong- 
ings necessary  to  be  used  by  it  Jn  constructing  and 
repairing  its  cars  and  other  equipments. 

§  18.  That  the  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  con- 
ferred on  said  company  to  build  a  bridge  across  Ken- 
tucky river  where  said  road  crosses  the  same,  which 
shall  be  for  the  use  of  said  road :  Provided^  however^ 
It  shall  be,  when  built,  as  high  above  low- water 
mark  as  the  bridge  built  by  the  Louisville,  Lexing- 
ton and  Cincinnati  Railroad  near  Worthville,  in  Car- 
roll county,  is. 

§  19.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  1240. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  and  malt  liquors  in 

the  county  of  Muhlenberg. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cotw- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  sell,  barter  or  traffic  in  spirituous,  vinous 
or  malt  liquors,  in  any  quantity  whatever,  and  for  any 
purpose  whatever,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  in  the 
county  of  Muhlenberg. 

§  2.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  the  pre- 
ceding section  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  in  any 
sum  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than   five 
hundred  dollars,  in  the  discretion  of  the  jury  try 
ing  the  case. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  not  take  effect  or  be  in  force 
until  the  same  shall  be  ratified  and  approved  by  a 
majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  the  election  hereinafter 
provided  for  in  this  act. 
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§  4.  Said  election  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Satur- 
day in  October,  1886,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  to  vote  at  said  election  who  is  not  eligible 
to  vote  for  Representative  to  the  General  Assembly. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  Muhlenberg 
county  court,  in  preparing  the  poll -books  for  said 
election,  to  make  one  column  marked  at  the  head 
thereof  on  each  page,  "For  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vin- 
ous and  malt  liquors,"  and  another  column  marked 
at  the  head  of  each  page,  "Against  the  sale  of  spirit- 
uous, vinous  and  malt  liquors." 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  said  elec- 
tion to  propound  to  each  individual  who  9ffers  to 
vote  at  said  election  the  question,  "Are  you  for  or 
against  the  sale  of  whisky  in  the  county  of  Muhlen- 
berg?" and  his  vote  shall  be  recorded  according  to  his 
answer.  The  officers  of  said  election  shall  be  governed 
by  the  laws  now  regulating  the  conduct  of  officers 
of  general  election.  The  poll-books  shall  be  returned, 
compared  and  result  certified  as  now  required  by  law 
regulating  general  elections.  If  it  shall  appear  from 
a  comparison  of  the  polls  that  a  majority  of  the  votes 
cast  at  said  election  are  against  the  said  liquors,  then 
the  board  to  examine  the  poll  shall  make  a  certificate 
of  that  fact,  which  shall  be  filed  with  the  county 
clerk,  who  shall  record  the  same  in  his  office,  and  then  • 
this  act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect. 

§  6.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Muhlenberg 
county  court  to  order  the  sheriff  to  give  twenty  days' 
notice  of  the  said  election  by  written  or  printed  post- 
ers in  each  of  the  voting  places  of  said  county. 

§  7.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  in- 
terfere with  the  privilege  of  persons  who  are  selling 
liquors  under  a  license  properly  granted  till  the  expi- 
ration of  such  license. 

§  8.  This  act,  in  so  far  as  it  authorizes  the  vote  to  be 
taken,  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1241. 

AN  ACT  to  establish  an  additional  magisterial  district  in  Wayne  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  OeneraZ  Asserribly  of  the  Gamr 
monwealth  of  KentucJcy : 

§  1.  That  an  additional  magisterial  district  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  created  and  established  in  the 
county  of  Wayne,  bounded  as  follows,  viz:  Begin- 
ning at  the  forks  of  Beaver  and  Otter  creeks,  ruiming 
thence  in  a  straight  line  to  J.  L.  Higginbottom's; 
thence  to  AVilliam  Guffey's  ;  thence  to  S.  M.  CJoop- 
er's;  thence  to  E.  W.  Daflun's,  and  including  said 
Daflun's;  thence  to  Cleveland  Coffey's;  thence  to 
Ephraim  Pierce's ;  thence  in  a  straight  line  to  the 
nearest  point  at  the  Russell  county  line  ;  thence  with 
the  same  to  Beaver  creek,  and  up  the  same  to  the 
beginning. 

§  2.  That  a  voting  precinct  is  hereby  created  and 
established  co-extensive  with  the  boundary  aforesaid, 
and  the  vote  therein  shall  be  held  and  taken  at  Pre- 
nell  therein. 

§  8.  The  magistrates  in  said  district  shall  be  elected 
at  the  regular  election  for  magistrates,  as  now  pro- 
vided by  law,  and  the  terms  of  their  courts  shall  be 
fixed  and  established  as  now  provided  by  law. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1242. 

AN  ACT  to  encourage  the  raising  of  sheep  and  to  provide  a  fund  for 
payment  to  owners  of  sheep  killed  or  injured  by  dogs  in  Ander&oc 
county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Asserribly  of  the  Chm- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Anderson  county,  at 

Authority  and  * 

power.  its term,  1887,  and  annually  thereafter,  a  majority 
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of  the  ju8tices  of  the  j)eace  being  present  and  concur- 
ring therein,  sitting  as  a  court  for  the  purpose,  shall 
have  authority  and  power  to  levy  and  cause  to  be  col- 
lected a  tax  on  all  dogs  in  said  county,  which  tax  shall 
be  paid  by  the  owners  of  said  dogs,  of  not  more  than 
one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  each  dog  so  owned  in  said 
county  in  any  one  year.  Said  tax  shall  be  collected  Tax  collected. 
by  the  sheriff  of  said  county  at  the  same  time,  by  the 
same  proceedings,  and  under  the  same  penalties  under 
which  said  sheriff  collects  the  county  levy  of  said  coun- 
ty. Said  tax,  when  levied,  shall  be  a  lien  on  the  prop- 
erty of  the  owners  of  such  dogs  for  its  payment  as  other 
taxes  are.  The  sheriff,  together  with  his  sureties,  shall 
be  responsible  on  his  official  bond  for  the  collection  of 
said  taxes  and  the  payment  over  of  same  as  herein  pro- 
vided for.     The  said  And,erson  county  court  shall  ap-  Appoint  a

point  a  treasurer,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  and 
receipt  for  said  taxes  and  safely  keep  the  same.  Said 
treasurer  shall  pay  out  the  money  so  received  under 
the  orders  of  said  court  as  hereinafter  provided,  and 
settle  his  accounts  when  required  by  said  court.  Said 
treasurer  shall,  before  he  shall  receive  any  of  said 
money,  give  in  said  court  a  good  and  sufficient  bond 
for  the  safe-keeping  and  disbursement  of  the  same. 
The  said  fund  raised  by  said  tax  shall  be  called  the 
sheep  fund.  The  sheriff  as  collector  of  said  tax  shall 
have  as  compensation  the  same  rate  per  cent,  as  for 
collecting  the  county  levy,  and  the  treasurer  shall 
have  as  compensation  for  all  services  eight  per  cent. 
on  amount  received. 

§  2.  The  assessor  of  said  county  shall,  after  the  levy  Lut  of  doge. 
of  said  tax,  annually,  at  the  same  time  he  assesses  the 
property  in  said  county  for  State  revenue,  take  a  list 
of  the  number  of  dogs  within  said  county,  with  the 
name  of  the  owner  or  owners,  which  list  he  shall  enter 
on  his  books  of  assessment  and  make  a  return  of 
same  when  he  makes  his  return  of  assessments  of 
property  for  the  purposes  of  State  revenue.  Said 
assessor  shall  have  the  same  authority  to  administer

oaths  to  persons  to  ascertain  the  number  and  owner- 
ship of  dogs  in  said  county  as  he  has  under  the  law  in 
assessing  property  for  general  revenue  purposes.  For 
taking  each  list,  the  name  of  the  owner  and  number  of 
dogs  being  considered  one  list,  he  shall  have  three 
cents,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  sheep  fund. 

§  8.  Any  resident  of  said  county  who  may  suflfer 
loss  or  damage  by  having  his  or  her  sheep  killed  or 
injured  by  dogs,  shall,  if  he  ascertain  the  owner  or 
owners  of  said  dog  or  dogs  that  did  said  killing  dam- 
age, shall  use  due  diligence  to  secure  compensation 
from  the  owners  of  such  dog  or  dogs  for  the  damage 
sustained ;  and  if  not  otherwise  paid,  shall  by  law 
pursue  such  persons  until  payment  shall  be  made  or 
until  return  of  no  property  shall  be  had  on  the  process 
by  the  officer. 

§  4.  If  such  person  so  suffering  loss  or  damage,  and 
failing  to  recover  the  same  from  the  owners  of  such 
dogs,  and  all  persons  in  said  county  suffering  loss  or 
damage  by  the  killing  or  injuring  of  his  or  her  sheep 
by  dogs,  whose  owner  or  owners  such  persons  so  losing 
shall,  after  due  diligence,  fail  to  ascertain  or  identify, 
shall  have  the  right  to  recover  and  receive  out  of  the 
sheep  fund  herein  provided  for  the  damage  sustained 
by  injury  to  sheep  wounded,  and  the  value  of  such  as 
may  have  been  killed,  and  pro  rata.  If  the  fund 
should  be  insufficient  to  pay  in  full,  upon  proof  of 
such  loss  as  herein  provided  for,  and  such  persons  who 
may  have  failed  by  suit  to  recover  shall  be  allowed 
the  fees  actually  paid  out  in  such  suit  as  part  of  his 
claim :  Promded,  That  no  attorney's  fee  shall  form 
part  of  said  claim. 

§  5.  All  claims  for  loss  under  this  act  shall  be  sworn 
to  by  the  person  suffering  the  loss  or  damage,  who,  in 
such  claim,  must  set  out  the  circumstances  and  brin^ 
his  right  to  receive  pay  within  the  provisions  of  this 
act ;  and  such  person  must  satisfy  the  county  court  by 
satisfactory  evidence  of  the  value  of  the  sheep  lost  or 
damages  sustained,  if  the  claim  be  for  damage  alone ; 
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and  upon  allowance  of  any  such  claim,  the  said  court 
shall  ^ve  the  claimant  an  order  on  the  treasurer  for 
the  amount,  who  shall  pay  the  same  out  of  said  sheep 
fund,  takino:  his  receipt  therefor. 

§  6.  This  act,  in  order  to  become  a  law  after  its  pas- 
sage, must  be  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters 
of  Anderson  county,  and  the  officers  of  the  regular 
election,  to  be  held  the  first  Monday  of  August,  1887, 
are  hereby  authorized  to  take  the  vote  at  the  regular 
voting  places  in  Anderson  county  and  certify  the 
same. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1243. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Thompson,  Wilson  and  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
^monwealth  of  Kerducky : 

§  1.  Tliat  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  is  hereby 
appropriated,  out  of  any  money  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated, to  Thompson,  Wilson  and  Company,  of  Pa- 
ducah,  Kentucky,  to  reimburse  them  for  the  sum  ot 
one  hundred  dollars  paid  by  them  to  the  clerk  of  the 
McCracken  county  court  as  State  tax  for  a  license  to 
sell  spirituous  and  vinous  liquors  in  quantities  of  not 
less  than  a  quart,  at  their  wholesale  and  retail  store  in 
Paducah,  Kentucky,  for  twelve  months  from  the  six- 
teenth day  of  May,  1885,  and  coveied  into  the  Treas- 
ury by  said  county  clerk. 

§  2.  That  the  Auditor  is  hereby  directed  to  draw  his 
warrant  on  the  Treasury  in  favor  of  said  Thompson, 
Wilson  and  Company  for  said  sum,  to  be  paid  out  of 
any  money  not  othei'wise  appropriated. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

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CHAPTER  1244. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Home  School  for  Girls  in  the  city  of  Hen- 
derson. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  Miss  Sarah  A.  Pringle  and  Miss  Mary 
Stewart  Bunch,  and  their  successors  in  office,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  constituted  a  body-politic,  under  the 
style  and  name  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Home  School 
for  Girls,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession ;  may  adopt  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the 
same  alter  and  change  at  pleasure.  Said  Sarah  A 
Pringle  and  Mary  Stewart  Bunch,  and  their  succes- 
sors, shall  have  power  to  confer  any  diploma  or  token 
of  merit  which  is  now  by  law  allowed  to  be  conferred 
by  the  best  chartered  colleges  and  seminaries  of  learn- 
ing in  the  land. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1245. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Ludlow,  Kenton  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tJie  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Ludlow, 
<^*"adcd  and  Kcutou  couuty,  Kcutucky,  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  cause  and  procure  all  the  streets  and 
alleys,  market  spaces  and  lanes,  and  all  public  squares 
or  grounds,  wharves  and  levees  to  be  graded,  paved, 
macadamized,  turnpiked,  or  in  any  manner  improved 
at  the  expense  and  cost  of  the  owners  of  lots  and 
parts  of  lots  fronting  or  abutting  or  bordering  upon 
the  ground  so  improved,  without  petition  from  the 
.•        owners  of  any  abutting  lots:  Provided^  That  seven- 
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eighths  of  all  the  members  elect  of  said  city  council,  at 
a  regular  meeting  thereof,  shall  concur  therein.  The  city  civn  eogineer. 
civil  engineer,  upon  receiving  notice  from  the  contract- 
or that  he  has  completed  the  work,  shall  report  to  the 
city  council  whether  said  work  has  been  done  accord- 
ing to  the  contract  or  not.  When  completed  in  accord- 
ance with  the  contract,  the  work  shall  be  received  by 
the  said  city  council,  and  said  council  shall  order  pay- 
ment for  same  made  to  the  contractor  by  issuing  an 
order  upon  the  city  treasurer  to  pay  same  in  full  out 
of  the  "  Public  Improvement  Fund."  When  the  said 
city  council  orders  payment  of  the  same,  the  costs  and 
expenses  of  any  improvements  herein  provided  for 
shall  be  apportioned  upon  the  lots  and  parts  of  lots 
fronting  or  abutting  or  bordering  upon  such  improve- 
ment, which  costs  and  expenses  shall  be  paid  as  here- 
inafter provided,  and  which  shall  be  payable  in  one  or 
more  installments  at  such  times  as  the  said  city  coun- 
cil may  prescribe ;  but  there  shall  not  be  collected 
in  any  one  year  more  than  one-eighth  part  of  the 
total  assessment  against  the  property  for  the  improve- 
ment. When  an  improvement  shall  be  ordered  made,  Puwic  notice. 
public  notice  of  the  same  shall  be  given  by  notice 
posted  at  the  mayor's  office,  at  the  post-office  and  at 
the  council  chamber.  If  such  improvement  is  not 
begun  by  the  owners  of  abutting  land  within  fifteen 
(15)  days  after  said  notice,  or  if  so  begun,  then,  if 
work  shall  cease  to  be  performed,  the  said  city  council 
shall  then  proceed  to  contract  for  making  said  im- 
provement.    The  said  city  council  shall  require  thecouncu

accepted  bidder  to  execute  a  bond,  to  the  city,  with 
good  and  sufficient  surety,  to  be  approved  by  the  said 
council,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  contract, 
and  the  contractor  shall  within  ten  days  begin  his 
work  under  said  contract,  and  shall  complete  same 
without  delay. 

§  2.  Within  fifteen  (15)  days  after  the  execution  and  Duty  of 
completion  of  the  work  under  the  contract  by  the 
contractor,   satisfactory  to   the  said  city  council,  it         • 
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shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  of  the  city  council 
to  issue  bonds  of  the  city  in  such  sums  as  council 
may  order,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  the  contract 
price  for  the  work  and  the  incidental  expenses  at- 
tending the  issuing  of  said  bonds,  which  bonds  shall 
bear  the  name  of  the  street,  alley,  market  space,  ave- 
nue, public  square  or  other  place  improved ;  and  the 
said  president  of  the  city  council  is  hereby  authorized 
City  conncii      to  Issue  all  bouds  for  such  improvements.     The  presi- 

flign  said  bonds. 

dent  of  the  city  council  shall  sign  said  bonds  offi- 
cially, and  said  bonds  shall  bear  the  seal  of  the  city 
of  Ludlow,  and  shall  bear  the  same  date,  and  shall 
be  payable  eight  (8)  years  after  date,  and  shall  be 
redeemable  by  the  city  at  any  time  after  being  issued, 
at  the  option  of  the  city,  in  whole  or  in  part.  Said 
bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  greater  than 
six  (6)  per  cent,  per  annum  from  the  date  of  same, 
payable  seini-annually  ;  and  the  principal  and  inter- 
est, as  it  matures,  shall  be  payable  at  the  oflSce  of  the 
city  treasurer.  Said  bonds,  when  issued  as  aforesaid 
by  the  president  of  the  city  council  and  sealed 
with  the  corporate  seal,  shall  be  delivered  by  the 
said  president  of  the  city  council  to  the  city 
Register  bonds  clerk,  who  shall  countersign  them,  and  shall  regis-

ter  them  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  the 
said  city  clerk  shall  then  immediately  deliver  all 
of  said  bonds  to  the  city  treasurer  and  take  his 
receipt  for  them.  The  city  treasurer  shall  negoti- 
ate the  sale  of  said  bonds  in  such  manner  as  the  citv 
council  may,  by  ordinance,  direct,  and  for  such  prices 
as  may  be  obtained  for  them,  but  not  less  than  par 
and  accrued  interest.  In  case  of  the  redemption  of 
any  bonds  issued  before  the  same  matures,  the  city 
shall  be  charged  with  interest  on  the  same  from  the 
date  of  said  bond  or  bonds  to  the  time  they  are  re- 
deemed only.  If  the  owner  of  any  bond  or  bonds 
which  the  city  desires  to  redeem  be  unknown,  the  city 
council,  in  the  name  of  the  city,  shall,  by  advertise- 
ment in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  said 
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city,  once  per  week  for  one  month,  give  public  notice 
of  the  number  of  said  bond,  its  amount,  its  date  of 
issue,  for  what  improvement  issued,  and  ite  desire  to 
redeem  the  same,  and  the  said  city  shall  not  be 
charged  with  any  interest  on  such  bond  or  bonds 
accruing  after  one  month  from  the  first  publication  of 
such  notice. 

§  3.   All  moneys  arising  from  the  sale  of  bonds  MoneT  from 
herein  provided  for  shall  be  kept  by  the  city  treas- 
urer in  a  separate  fund,  to  be  known  as  the  '*  Street 
Improvement  Fund,"  and  the  said  city  treasurer  shall 
pay  out  of  said  fund  all  orders  which  the  city  council 
shall  direct  paid  for  any  street  improvements  herein 
provided  for,  and  he  shall  keep  all  moneys  accruing 
or  arising  out  of  this  amendment  in  the  same  manner 
and  subject  to  all  of  the  regulations  regarding  other 
moneys  of  the  city,  except  that  he  will  keep  a  sepa- 
rate account  of  same,  and  credit  all  interest  arising 
herefrom  to  .the  said  *' Street  Improvement  Fund;" 
and  the  said  city  treasurer  shall  be  responsible  under  oity  twMnwr. 
his  official  bond  as  city  treasurer  for  the  moneys 
accruing  and   received   by  him   under   this   amend- 
ment, and  lor  the  faithful  performance  of  the  du- 
ties herein  required  of  him ;  the  amount  of  the  bonds 
issued  for  any  one  improvement,  together  with  the 
interest  thereon   for  the   time   intervening  between 
the  date  of   said   bonds  and   the  reception  of    the 
work  by  council,  shall  be  taken  to  be  the  cost  of 
the  improvement,   and  this    cost,    as  soon    as    said 
bonds  are  issued  for  any  one  improvement,  shall  be 
assessed  equally  by  the  feet  front  upon  the  property 
fronting  or  abutting  or  bordering  upon  said  improve- 
ment; and  for  the  purposes  of  this  amendment  the 
intersections  of  streets,  and  all  other  property  front- 
ing or  abutting  or  bordering  upon  said  improvement 
belonging  to    the  city,   shall  be  considered  and  as- 
sessed as  property  belonging  to  individuals,  and  the 
assessments  thereon  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  out  of

the  ''General  Fund,"  and  charged  to  the  ''  Street 
Improvement  Fund."  The  assessment  shall  be  made 
as  soon  as  the  contract  to  make  the  improvement 
shall  be  fully  excuted,  and  the  sum  assessed  a^rainst 
each  piece  of  property,  and  also  against  the  owners 
thereof,  shall  be  placed  upon  the  tax  list  of  the  city, 
and  shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  city  treasurer 
in  sixteen  (16)  equal  installments,  with  interest  at  six 
(6)  per  cent,  per  annum  upon  the  unpaid  portion  there- 
of. The  first  installment,  together  with  interest  on  the 
whole  amount  at  six  (6)  per  cent,  per  annum,  shall  be 
payable  at  the  first  semi-annual  payment  of  taxes  next 
succeeding  the  time  the  assessment  is  placed  upon  the 
tax  list,  and  the  other  installments  semi-annnally 
thereafter,  and  always  at  the  time  of  the  payment  of 
the  other  city  taxes,  with  interest  on  the  installments 
not  due  at  the  time,  until  all  the  installments  are  paid. 
The  assessment  may  be  collected  like  other  taxes,  or 
the  city  may  at  any  time,  after  one  installment  remains 
delinquent  for  thirty  (30)  days,  by  action  in  the  Ken- 
ton chancery  court  at  Covington,  enforce  its  lien  for 
all  of  the  unpaid  installments,  with  interest  thereon  to 
date  of  satisfaction  of  same  and  its  costs  expended. 
The  city  treasurer  and  the  city  collector  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  receive  any  compensation  whatever  for 
their  services  in  collecting  taxes  provided  for  in  thu< 
amendment,  nor  for  any  other  service  performed  under 
this  amendment,  unless  the  city  council  see  proper,  by 
ordinance,  to  make  them  or  either  of  them  a  specific 
allowance  therefor,  which  shall  only  be  done  by  a 
seven-eighths  vote  of  all  the  members  elect  of  said 
council. 

§  4,  The  assessments  herein  provided  for,  together 
Asseesmenu.  with  the  iuterest  accruing  thereon,  ^hall  be  a  Ilea 
upon  the  property  fronting  or  abutting  or  borderin«j 
upon  the  street  or  other  improvement,  from  the  dale 
of  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  ordering  the  in)  prove- 
ment  made,  and  shall  remain  a  lien  until  fully  paid 
oflf,  including  interest  and  costs,  having  precedence 
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over  all  other  liens  ;  and  said  lien  shall  not  be  defeated 
or  postponed  by  any  judicial  sale,  or  by  any  mistake 
in  the  description  of  the  property,  or  in  the  naraes  of 
the  owner  or  owners  thereof.  The  owner  or  owners 
may  at  any  time  pay  off  said  lien  in  full  by  paying 
the  amount  of  said  assessment  against  his  or  their 
lot  or  lots  or  parts  of  lots,  with  interest  at  six  per 
cent,  per  annum,  and  costs  up  to  ihe  date  upon 
which  he  makes  said  payment  in  full ;  or,  after  hav- 
ing paid  one  or  more  of  said  installments,  he  or 
they  shall  have  the  privilege  of  paying  off  the 
remainder,  with  interest  at  six  (6)  per  cent,  per  annum, 
at  any  time  ;  and  the  interest  shall  be  collected  only 
to  the  date  of  the  payment  in  full,  and  the  lien  herein 
established  shall  be  satisfied  by  such  payment.  If 
any  owner  shall  divide  his  property  so  that  the  num- 
ber of  feet  fronting  the  improvement  is  separated  into 
smaller  lots  or  tracts,  the  lien  may  be  discharged  in 
like  manner  upon  any  one  or  more  of  the  separate  lots 
or  tracts  by  the  payment  of  the  amount  thereon,  cal- 
culated by  the  ratio  of  the  feet  front  of  such  lot  or 
lots  or  parcels  to  the  feet  front  of  the  original  tract. 

§  5.  All  moneys  received  from  the  assessments^here-  Payment  of 
in  provided  for  shall  be  appropriated,  upon  the  order 
of  the  city  council  upon  the  city  treasurer,  to  the 
payment  of  the  interest  and  to  the  rede^lptiQn  of  the 
bonds  which  may  be  issued  for  the  improvements 
herein  provided  for. 

§  6.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
or  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

§  7.  That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  take 
effect  until  this  bill  shall  have  been  duly  submitted  to 
the. freehold  tax-payers  of  the  said  city  of!,Ludlow 
residing  therein,  and  a  majority  of  the  said  freehold 
tax-payers  who  shall  vote  at  the  election  held  for  the 
adopting  of  this  amendment  shall  decide  whether  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  take  effect  or  not.

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CHAPTER  1246. 

AN  AOT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  South   Louisville,   in  Jeffenot 

county. 

I 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CSmh- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  the  town  of  Soath  Louisville,  in  flie 
Boundafy.  county  of  JeflfersoD,  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
incorporated  within  the  following  limits,  to  wit:  Be- 
ginning at  a  point  on  the  westwardly  line  of  tk 
National  Turnpike  Road,  at  the  intersection  with  the 
southern  boundary  line  of  the  city  of  Louisrille; 
thence  along  the  north  line  of  the  land  bought  by 
Schwartz,  Wedekemper,  etc,  from  Churchill,  to  the 
western  line  of  said  land ;  thence  along  said  line 
southwardly  to  the  south  line  of  what  is  known  as  P 
street ;  thence  with  said  line  east  to  the  westward  line 
of  the  National  Turnpike  Boad ;  thence  along  said 
line  to  the  southwardly  line  of  the  twenty-six  acre 
tract  bought  by  Jones  and  Ward  from  Standifoid; 
thence  along  said  line  eastwardly  to  and  across  the 
Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  right  of  way  to  the 
northeastern  line  of  the  fifty-acre  tract  bought  by 
the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Company  from 
Jones ;  thence  along  said  line  to  where  it  is  seTcn 
hundred  and  two  feet  and  three  inches  from  the  Loa- 
isville  Transfer  Company's  centre  line ;  thence  on  a 
prolongation  of  said  northeastern  line,  in  same  direc- 
tion, northwardly,  to  where  it  would  intersect  the 
northward  line  of  the  Lilly  land ;  thence  along  said 
line  westwardly  to  what  would  be  the  western  line 
of  Brook  street  if  extended ;  thence  south  on  said 
line  to  where  it  intersects  the  north  line  of  the  Jones 
and  Ward  land ;  thence  along  said  line  westwardly 
to  the  point  of  beginning. 
§  2.  That  Jacob  Miller,  Cushman  Qnariier,  John 
Incorporating.  H.  Ward,  Richard  J.  Browne  and  Peter  Leseh  are 
hereby  appointed  to  act  as  the  first  board  of  trastees 
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of  said  town,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  with  power  to 
fill  any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in  their  number. 
Said  town  of  South  Louisville  shall  be  a  body-cor- 
porate and  politic,  and  in  its  name  may  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, and  have  all  the  rights  and  powers  necessary 
to  execute  the  purposes  for  which  this  corporation  is 
created. 

§  3.  An  election  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  Election. 
of  April,  1887,  and  on  the  same  day  every  year  there- 
after, at  some  convenient  place  in  said  town,  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  five  trustees  of  said  town,  who 
shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified ;  and  at  said  elec- 
tion the  qualified  voters  of  said  town  are  entitled  to 
vote,  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations 
now  existing  or  hereafter  made  by  law.  The  trus- 
tees so  elected  shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  their  offices,  take  an  oath  truly  and 
faithfully  to  perform  their  duties  as  trustees.  Said 
trustees  and  their  successors  in  office  shall  have 
the  power  to  enact  all  by-laws  and  ordinances  neces- 
sary to  the  improvement,  regulation,  well-being  and 
advancement  of  the  interests  of  said  town :  Provided, 
The  same  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  or 
laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State.  They  may 
elect  a  president  of  the  board  of  trustees.  He  shall 
have  jurisdiction  concurrent  with  justices  of  the  peace 
of  Jefferson  county,  and  to  try  all  misdemeanors  com- 
mitted in  the  town  or  violations  of  town  ordinances  or 
by-laws.  Practice  in  his  court  and  process  therefrpm 
shall  be  controlled  by  the  law  applicable  to  justices  of 
the  peace  of  Jeflferson  county,  and  he  may  charge  the 
same  fees  and  have  the  same  rights  and  be  under  the 
same  liabilities  of  such  justices.  They  may  appoint 
or  elect  a  secretary  and  appoint  or  elect  an  assessor,  a 
collector,  and  such  other  officers  or  agents  as  they  deem 
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Levy  and 
collect  annual 
tax. 


necessary  to  carry  out  the  powers  and  duties  imposed 
on  them  by  law,  and  require  of  them  such  bonds  as 
they  see  fit. 

§  4.  They  are  hereby  empowered  and  authorized  to 
Empowered  and  receive  by  gift,  donation,  or  to  acquire  by  purchase 
or  condemnation,  any  lot  or  lots  of  ground  in  said 
town  for  school  purposes  or  making  streets  or  side- 
walks, and  may  contract  for  the  building  or  purchase 
of  school-houses,  making  roads,  streets,  sidewalks, 
alleys,  digging  and  walling  and  making  wells  or 
pumps,  buildings,  sewers  and  cisterns,  laying  gas  or 
water  pipes,  and  contracting  for  a  supply  of  water  or 
gas,  and  for  buying  proper  fire  engines,  and  keeping 
in  repair  all  the  town's  improvements  and  property. 

§  5.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  levy  and  collect 
an  annual  tax  upon  all  the  land  in  said  towTi,  not  to 
exceed  fifty  cents  upon  the  one  hundred  dollars  of  the 
cash  value  of  the  said  land,  for  the  uses  and  purposes 
of  said  town.  And  said  town  shall  not  levy  or  collect 
any  other  tax,  but  may  charge  for  the  purposes  herein- 
above stated  a  license  upon  any  grocer}^  store,  or  other 
place  of  sale  of  any  articles  by  retail,  not  to  exceed 
fifty  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  on  the  gross 
amount  of  sales  of  such  grocery,  store  or  other  place 
of  sale  by  the  year ;  and  may  fine  or  prohibit  any  such 
place  not  licensed  by  them. 

§  6.  The  collector  shall  have  the  power  to  collect,  by 
distress  or  otherwise,  the  taxes  or  license  levied  or 
fixed  on  the  property  or  business  within  said  town. 
Before  entering  upon  his  duties  said  collector  shall 
execute  a  bond  to  said  trustees,  i^  such  penalty  as 
they  shall  direct,  with  surety  to  be  approved  by  them 
and  payable  to  them,  for  the  faithful  collection  of  said 
taxes  and  the  payment  of  same  to  said  trustees  or 
their  agent ;  and  for  any  breach  of  the  conditions  of 
said  bond  said  trustees  shall  have  power  and  authority 
to  sue  said  collector  and  his  sureties  and  enforce  pay- 
ment thereof. 
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§  7.  Every  inhabitant  of  said  ]bown  over  twenty  one  voter. 
years  of  age  who  shall  have  resided  two  years  in  the 
State  or  one  year  in  Jefferson  county,  and  sixty  days 
in  this  town  next  preceding  the  election,  may  be  a 
voter  at  any  town  election.  The  trustees  shall  ap- 
point judges,  sheriffs  and  clerks  of  elections  in  said 
town,  and  be  governed  therein  by  the  laws  in  regard 
to  such  duties  when  imposed  upon  the  county  court 
by  law  in  regard  to  elections  in  the  county. 

§  8.  Nothing  herein  shall  authorize  said  town  to 
regulate  the  speed  of  railway  trains  within  its  limits, 
or  in  any  way  to  interfere  with  the  proper  conduct 
and  management  of  said  trains,  or  with  work  done  or 
repairs  made  on  the  track  or  road-bed  of  any  railroad 
in  said  town  at  any  time  or  upon  any  day  when  the 
work  may  be  necessary  in  the  discretion  of  the  par- 
ties charged  with  said  work. 

§  9.  Provided^  That  if  the  boundary  of  the  city  of 
Louisville  should  be  extended  so  as  to  include  said 
town  of  South  Louisville,  or  any  part  thereof,  then, 
and  in  that  event,  the  chartered  privileges  in  this  act 
shall  become  null  and  void,  and  the  said  town  of 
South  Louisville  and  its  inhabitants  shall  be  under 
the  same  control  in  every  respect  of  the  authority  of 
the  city  of  Louisville  as  other  inhabitants  within  said 
city. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1247. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Central  Elevator  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Asserribly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  U.  Keenon,  Pat  McDonald,  Sr.,  Jno.  T.  incorporating. 
Buckley,  Pat  McDonald,   Jr.,  and  Jno.  W.   Praett, 
and  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby 
created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  and  by 
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the  name  of  the  Central  Elevator  Company,  and 
by  that  name  shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  to  acquire  and  hold  property,  real  and 
personal,  and  the  same  to  convey  ;  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  and  places  as  a 
natural  person  forever ;  to  have  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure;  to  make  all 
necessary  by-laws  and  regulations  for  the  government 
of  the  company  and  the  conduct  of  its  business,  not 
inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this 
State  and  the  United  States. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  may  be  any 
capiuntock.  amount  fixed  by  the  corporators  herein  named  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided 
into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each  ;  but  said 
capital  stock  may,  by  a  unanimous  vote  by  the  first 
board  of  directors  to  be  elected  as  herein  provided, 
be  increased  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars ;  and  said  capital  stock  may,  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  its  stockholders,  voting  one 
vote  for  each  share,  be  at  any  time  thereafter  increased 
to  any  amount  not  exceeding  three  hundred  thousand 
dollars. 

§  3.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  purchase, 
acquire  and  hold  such  real  estate,  in  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky and  elsewhere,  by  gift,  lease  or  purchase,  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  conduct  of  its  business,  in 
fee-simple  or  otherwise,  not  exceeding  in  amount  one- 
half  of  its  capital  stock ;  to  buy,  erect,  conduct  and 
control  any  or  all  buildings  and  warehouses  for  man- 
ufacturing or  depot  purposes,  and  all  machinery,  fix- 
tures and  personal  property  deemed  necessarv  or 
proper  in  carrying  on  its  business ;  to  sell,  convey  or 
transfer,  by  deed  or  mortgage,  any  part  of  or  any  in- 
terest in  its  estate,  real  and  personal,  corporeal  or 
incorporeal.  It  shall  have  power  to  locate,  construct 
and  operate  any  railway  track,  not  exceeding  one 
mile  in  length,  or  any  or  either  of  them,  necessary  to 
connect  any  storehouse,  warehouse  or  elevator  build- 
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ing  which  said  company  may  erect  to  and  with  the 
track  or  line  of  highway  or  any  railway  company  now 
bailt  or  hereafter  constructed. 

§  4,  The  shares  of  capital  stock  shall  be  personal 
property,  and  evidenced  and  transferred  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  by-laws.  The  persons  named  in  the 
first  section  of  this  act,  or  any  five  of  them,  shall  con- 
stitute the  first  board  of  directors ;  and  they  shall 
have  power  to  open  books  for  the  subscription  of 
stock,  and  prescribe  the  terms  of  subscription,  the 
time  and  manner  of  payment,  and  the  time,  manner 
and  ground  of  forfeiture  of  stock  subscribed  but  not 
paid  for,  as  required  by  call,  and  may  either  forfeit 
the  stock  of  the  defaulting  stockholder,  or  collect  the 
installments  by  suit,  as  they  may  elect;  but  the 
grounds  of  forfeiture,  if  any  be  provided,  must  be 
made  known  to  each  stockholder  at  the  time  the  sub- 
scription is  made.  When  the  minimum  amount  of 
capital  stock  shall  have  been  fixed  by  the  first  board 
of  directors  and  shall  be  subscribed,  and  such  portion 
thereof  paid  in  cash  as  the  said  board  of  directors 
may  require,  the  company  shall  be  deemed  fully  or- 
ganized and  may  proceed  with  its  business ;  and  the 
said  board,  and  each  board  thereafter,  shall  elect  one 
of  their  number  to  be  president  and  may  employ  a 
cashier,  manager,  or  such  other  servants  as  they  may 
deem  proper,  all  of  whom,  however,  shall  be  stock- 
holders in  the  company  ;  and  they  may  take  from  any 
and  all  of  its  officers  and  servants  such  bonds  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties  as  they  may  deem 
necessary. 

§  6.  Said  company  may  erect  elevators  near  any  of 
the  rivers  in  this  Commonwealth  for  the  purpose  of 
elevating  timber,  coal  and  any  and  all  sorts  of  mer- 
chandise, and  transferring  same  to  any  raikoad  cross- 
ing any  of  said  streams. 

§  6.  Said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  erect  and 
maintain,  upon  any  real  estate  it  may  acquire,  such 
warehouses,  store- houses  and  elevators  as  it  may  deem 
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proper;  it  may  receive  cereal  grains  and  other  per- 
sonal property  on  storage,  consignmeiit,  ill  pledge  for 
advances  made  or  credit  loaned,  or  otherwise,  for  a 
compensation  to  be  fixed  by  agreement,  or,  in  the  ab- 
sence of  agreement,  at  the  current  rates ;  it  may  boy 
and  sell  for  its  own  purposes  or  as  agent,  for  a  com- 
mission to  be  agreed  upon  between  said  company  and 
such  persons  as  may  deal  with  it,  grain,  timber,  logs, 
grain,  railroad  ties  or  other  personal  property  and  se- 
curities of  all  kinds ;  it  may  make  advances  on  grain 
and  perspnal  property,  and  may  issue  warehouse  re- 
ceipts on  grain  and  property  stored  within  its  store- 
house or  storehouses,  in  all  respects  as  now  regulated 
by  law  in  the  course  of  its  business ;  and  said  com- 
pany shall  have  a  lien  upon  all  grain  or  other  prop- 
erty stored  with  it  for  the  amount  of  any  commission 
of  storage  due  upon  the  same,  or  for  the  amount  of 
advances  of  money  or  credit  made  by  said  company 
upon  any  particular  quantity  of  grain  or  ;)ersonal 
property ;  but  this  lien  shall  only  exist  so  long  as 
such  grain  or  personal  property  shall  remain  on  the 
premises  of  said  company. 
§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1249. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  City  Passenger  Railway  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
rnonweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  William  M.  Duncan,  W.  L.  Bransford, 
Incorporating.  H.  T.  Duncan  and  Louis  Strauss,  and  their  succes- 
ors,  associates  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
created  a  body-corporate  and  politic,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  "  City  Passenger  Railway  Company/' 
and  under  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  saccession, 
with  all  the  powers  incident  to  xorpoiatioiis  for  the 
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purposes  hereinafter  mentioned  ;  and  may  acquire  and 
hold  such  real  and  personal  estate  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  in  the  prosecution  of  their  business,  and 
sell  and  convey  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§2.  In  the  transportation  of  passengers,  baggage  Traniportation. 
and  freight  on  their  roads,  said  corporation  shall  have 
all  the  rights  and  be  subject  to  all  the  legal  duties  and 
resi)onsibilities  of  common  carriers,  and  the  same  an- 
thoritv  as  such  carriers  in  the  collection  of  fares  and 
enforcement  of  order  in  their  cars ;  but  shall  not  be 
liable  for  any  baggage  carried  on  said  roads  kept  in 
and  under  the  care  of  its  owner,  his  servant  or  his 
assent. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  capital  Btock. 
not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  not  more 
than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  as  may  be  fixed 
by  the  first  board  of  directors,  and  may  be  in- 
creased from  time  to  time,  by  the  vote  of  a  major- 
ity of  the  stockholders,  to  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars.  It  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  issued  and  trans- 
ferred in  stich  manner  and  upon  such  conditions  as 
the  board  of  directors  of  said  corporation  may  by 
by-law  prescribe. 

g  4.  The  business  of  said  corporation  shall  be  con-  BusineM. 
ducted  and  managed  by  a  board  of  five  directwa,  who 
shall  elect  from  their  number  a  president,  and  may 
appoint  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  business, 
with  power  to  remove  the  same  at  pleasure.  The  cor- 
porators named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  be 
and  constitute  the  first  board  of  directors,  and  may  at 
any  time  meet  and  organize  as  such  and  elect  their 
president ;  an  fin  case  of  death,  resignation,  or  refusal 
to  act  of  any  of  said  corporators,  such  vacancy  shall  be 
filled  by  the  remaining  corporators,  and  hereafter  all 
vacancies  in  the  board  shall  be  thus  filled,  and  the  per- 
sons thus  appointed  shall  continue  in  oflice.  until  the 
next  general  election.

Open  books. 


§  6.  Said  corpcffators,  or  any  three  of  them,  may,  at 
any  time,  open  books  for  subscriptions  of  stock  in 
said  corporation ;  and  when  as  much  as  three  hundred 
shares  of  said  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed,  and 
five  per  cent,  of  the  amount  so  subscribed  shall  have 
been  paid  in  to  said  corporators,  or  any  agent  ap- 
pointed by  them,  said  corporators  shall  organize  and 
proceed  to  business,  and  shall  give  notice  by  publica- 
tion in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  published  in 
the  city  of  Lexington,  for  at  least  ten  days  prior 
thereto,  and  at  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
corporation,  to  be  held  in  said  city  for  the  election  of 
a  board  of  five  directors,  who  shall  hold  their  office 
for  the  term  of  one  year  and  until  their  successors  shall 
be  elected ;  and  on  the  same  day  as  that  on  which  the 
first  election  is  held  the  annual  election  in  each  suc- 
ceeding year  shall  be  held ;  but  if  not  so  held  from 
any  cause,  the  board  of  directors  shall,  as  soon  as 
practicable,  call  another  meeting,  of  which  due  notice 
as  above  shall  be  given.  At  all  elections  of  said  cor- 
poration each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote 
for  each  share  of  stock  he  holds,  upon  which  all  calls 
have  been  paid.  The  vote  shall  be  cast  in  person  or 
by  written  proxy. 

§  6.  Said  board  of  directors  may  adopt  all  needful 
by-laws  and  regulations  for  the  conduct  of  the  busi- 
ness of  the  corporation,  not  in  conflict  with  the  Con- 
stitution or  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  or  of  the 
United  States,  and  may  alter  and  amend  the  same  at 
will,  prescribing  the  duties,  compensation  and  tenure 
of  office  of  such  agents,  officers  or  employes  as  they 
may  from  time  to  time  select ;  and  shall  make  calls  for 
the  payment  of  the  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock 
in  such  amounts  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  deem 
necessary. 

§  7.  The  said  corporation  may  borrow  money  to  an 

Borrow  monej.  amouut  uot  cxceediug  two  thirds  of  its  capital  stock, 

and  issue  l^onds  in  sums  of  one  hundred,  five  hundred 

and  one  thousand  dollars  each,  and  may  pledge  and 
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mortgage  the  property  of  said  corporation,  and  its 
rights  and  franchises,  to  secure  the  same ;  but  in 
no  case  shall  the  debt  of  the  corporation  exceed  in 
amount  two- thirds  of  its  capital  stock. 

§  8.  The  cars  to  be  used  upon  said  railways  shall  ^^^  g^'^n^iSJ^'/*'* 
operated  by  animal,  electricity  or  other  ix)wer,  and 
the  streets  on  and  along  which  said  corporation  shall 
construct  its  tracks  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair  be- 
tween the  rails  during  such  use  by  said  corporation, 
under  such  regulations  as  the  mayor  and  board  of 
councilmen  of  said  city  shall  prescribe. 

§  9.  The  corporators  shall  organize  within  five 
years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  shall  com- 
mence the  construction  of  its  railways  within  five 
years  thereafter. 

§  10.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  purposes  pnrpoiee. 
of  this  act  and  the  powers  herein  granted,  said  railway 
company  is  hereby  authorized  to  construct  its  line  of 
railway,  with  all  necessary  turnouts  and  switches,  in, 
across  and  through  all  the  streets  and  alleys  of  the 
city  of  Lexington,  as  well  those  in  which  any  railway 
is  now  in  ox)eration  as  those  in  which  no  road  is  con- 
structed ;  and  the  corporation  hereby  created  is  granted 
the  privilege  and  franchise  for  fifteen  years  of  con- 
structing and  operating  its  line  or  lines  of  railway 
through  any  of  the  streets  of  said  city,  and  the  exclu- 
sive right  for  fifteen  years  to  construct  and  operate  its 
railway  through  Short  and  the  streets  parallel  there- 
with, north,  to  the  city  limits  except  Third  street ;  in 
and  through  Water  and  Vine,  and  the  streets  parallel 
therewith,  except  Maxwell;  south  to  the  city  limit 
west  of  Rose  street,  and  through  Dewees  street  and 
Cox  street,  and  the  streets  parallel  with  and  lyins: 
between  them,  with  the  exception  of  Broadway  and 
Mulberry  streets   and  Rose,   and   through  what   is 
known  as  Lottie  street,  to  the  south  or  west  of  the 
city  limits,  Winslow,  Drake,  Grant  and  Carroll  streets, 
subject  to  such  reasonable  regulations  as  the  general 
council  of  said  city  may  prescribe :   Provided^  Said

railway  company  shall  keep  in  repair  and  maintain 
that  part  of  the  streets  through  which  it  may  operate 
its  lines  between  the  rails,  and  for  one  and  one-half 
feet  on  the  outside  thereof. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1256. 

AN  ACT  to  define  tbe  responsibility  of  insurance  companies  for  the  acts 

of  their  agents. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  whoever  solicits  insurance  on  behalf  of 
any  fire  or  life  insurance  company,  or  transmits  for  a 
person  other  than  himself  an  application  for  or  a 
policy  of  insurance  to  or  from  such  company,  or 
advertises  that  he  will  receive  or  transmit  the  same, 
shall,  anything  in  the  application  or  policy  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding,  be  held  to  be  an  agent  of  such 
company  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  unless  it  appears 
that  he  receives  no  commission  or  other  compensation 
or  consideration  for  such  services  from  such  company 
or  its  accredited  agents,  or  that  he  is  the  duly  author- 
ized agent  of  the  pei-son  in  whose  behalf  such  applica- 
tion or  policy  is  made  or  issued. 

§  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1257. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Hawesville  and  Pellville  Mineral  Road. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  KeTitucJcy : 

§  1.  That  D.  L.  Adair,  W,  W.  Tabor,  S.  Powers,  incorporating. 
Jos.  F.  Bennett,  W.  S.  Roberts,  Grea  Wilson,  Thos. 
V.  Gt.  Baker,  Geo.  Smith  and  R.  E.  Duncan,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  appointed  commissioners,  under  whose 
direction,  after  organizing,  subscriptions  may  be  re- 
ceived to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Hawesville  and  Pell- 
ville Mineral  Road  hereby  incorporated ;  any  two  of 
whom  may,  at  any  time  after  tjie  passage  of  this  act, 
call  a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  organizing;  and, 
should  any  of  them  fail  to  attend,  those  present  shall 
have  full  power  to  appoint  others  in  their  stead  ;  and 
said  board  of  commissioners  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  do  all  and  every  thing  necessary  to  carry 
out  the  objects  and  intentions  of  this  act. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  comnany  shall  be  one  capital  utock.

ville, by  written  or  printed  notices  sent  by  mail  or 
otherwise ;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  stock  is  not  repre- 
sented in  person  or  by  proxy,  may  adjourn  from  time 
to  time  until  a  majority  shall  be  represented.

operate  a  macadamized  or  graveled  turnpike  road 
from  Hawesville  to  Pellville,  of  such  width  and  grade 
as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of 
travel  and  traffic ;  and  in  its  discretion  may  construct 
thereon  a  tramway  or  railroad,  of  such  a  gauge  and 
with  rails  so  constructed  as  to  fit  the  gauge  of 
ordinary  road-wagons  and  vehicles,  instead  of  the 
ordinary  metaling  and  graveling  required  for  turn- 
pikes, either  or  both ;  and  from  any  point  or  points 
on  said  route  may  construct  branch  roads,  switches 
and  side-tracks,  to  reach  any  coal  or  other  mines  in 
the  county  of  Hancock  or  the  adjoining  counties;

the  objects  of  this  charter ;  and  may  acquire  the  right 
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of  way  and  construct  and  operate  tramways  of  single 
or  double  track  through  or  over  any  of  the  streets  of 
the  city  of  Hawesville,  the  town  of  Pellville,  Lewis- 
port  or  other  incorporated  city  or  town  in  said  county 
of  Hancock  or  adjoining  county  into  or  through  which 
it  may  think  proper  to  construct  and  operate  any 
tramway,  on  such  terms  as  may  be  granted  said  cor- 
poration by  the  corporate  authorities  of  such  cities  6r 
towns  ;  and  may  acquire  the  right  of  way  over  any 
public  road  by  consent  of  the  county  court  having 
jurisdiction  over  the  same. 

§  13.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  construct  conitrnct  m* 

operattt. 

and  operate  telegraph  and  telephone  lines  on  any  of 
its  roads,  and  to  connect  with  any  other  telegraph 
or  telephone  lines  ofif  its  roads,  either  before  or  after 
completion  of  its  roads  and  to  charge  such  fees  for 
the  transmission  of  messages  as  may  be  deemed  rea- 
sonable. 

§.14.  It   shall    be    lawful  for    said  corporation  to  Acquire  by 

.  purchase,  grant 

acquire  by  purchase,  grant  or  lease,  m  perpetuity,  or  iea«e. 
or  for  a  term  of  years,  from  the  council  of  the  city  of 
Hawesville,  or  the  trustees  or  council  of  any  town 
or  city  on  the  Ohio  river  in  Hancock  countv  or 
adjoining  county  to  which  it  shall  extend  any  of  its^ 
roads,  wharf  privileges  and  the  right  to  erectthereon 
snch  depots,  warehouses,  inclines,  chutes,  tipples,. 
ways  or  other  structures,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  or 
consented  to  by  such  town  or  city  authorities,  and  to 
keep  at  such  wharf  or  wharves  such  boats,  floats,  flats, 
wharf-boats  and  docks  as  may  be  necessary  for  its 
purposes ;  and  to  operate  the  same  and  charge  such 
fees,  commissions  or  rates  for  transit  thereover,  stor- 
age therein,  or  for  shipping  therefrom,  as  are  reason- 
able and  just,  or  as  may  be  agreed  upon  with  said  city 
or  town  authorities ;  and  the  trustees  and  councils  of 
such  towns  and  cities  are  hereby  empowered  to  make 
such  terms  and  conditions  in  said  grants  and  leases 
with  said  corporation  as  are  deemed  advantageous  to 
the  public  and  not  contrary  to  public  policy.

houses, refineries,  machinery,  boats,  floats,  docks  and 
other  fixtures  and  personal  property  deemed  necessary 
in  carrying  out  its  business,  and  may  buy  and  sell  tim- 
ber and  manufacture  the  same  into  lumber,  staves, 
spokes,  tanbark,  barrels  or  any  other  article  or  thing 
and  sell  the  same. 
§  1(5.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  the  i)ower 
Tunnel.  to  excavate,  drive,  construct  and  complete  a  tunnel 

through  and  under  the  River  hill,  at  any  point  within 
or  near  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Hawesville,  sufficient 
for  the  passage  of  ordinary  road  wagons  and  loco- 
motives or  either;  and  the  said  tunnel  shall  not  be 
considered  a  part  of  its  roads  so  far  as  tolls  are  con- 
cerned, as  prescribed  in  section  11  of  this  act ;  but 
said  corporation  shall  be  empowered  to  collect  such 
fees  and  toll  for  the  passage  of  cars,  locomotives,  wag- 
ons and  other  vehicles  and  animals  passing  through 
the  same  as  they  may  think  proper,  not  to  exceed, 
however,  the  rates  authorized  by  law  for  any  five 
miles  of  turnpike  or  gravel  road  in  the  State:  And 
provided^  That  the  locomotives,  cars  and  all  kinds  of 
rolling  stock  of  any  other  corporation  or  railroad  shall 
pay  for  the  privilege  such  rates  as  the  Hawesville  and 
Pellville  Mineral  Road  may  prescribe,  or  as  may  be 
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agreed  upon  between  the  parties  ;  and  locomotives 
shall  only  pass  through  said  tunnel  at  such  times,  at 
such  speed,  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  the  Hawesville  and  Pellville  Mineral  Road. 

§  17.  Said    corporation    may    purchase,    construct,  conBtmot,  use 

and  operate  its- 

own,  use  and  operate,  on  any  or  its  roads,  such  cars,  roade. 
carriages,  coaches,  wagons  or  other  necessary  rolling 
stock,  and  use  such  horses,  males  or  other  motive

description,  or  upon  any  portion  thereof,  not  to  exceed 
in  any  event  the  aforesaid  sum  of  five  thousand  dol- 
lars per  mile  upon  its  roads  projected  and  completed 
and  the  added  value  of  its  other  property.  The  bonds 
may  be  of  such  denominations  and  maturing  in  such 
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time,  and  bearing  such  rate  of  interest,  as  ite  board  of 
directors  may  determine,  who  are  hereby  empowered 
to  arrange  and  determine  all  the  details  of  placing, 
issne  and  sale  of  said  bonds  and  the  execution  of  said 
mortgages. 
§  19.  The  county  of  Hancock,  or  any  adjoining 
Subscription  to  county,  or  any  precinct,  justices'  district,  or  incorpo- 
rated city  or  town  therein,  shall  be  empowered  and 
authorized  to  make  subscription  to  the  capital  stock 
of  said  corporation.  Upon  the  petition  of  not  less 
than  thirty  tax-payers  of  the  county,  or  not  less  than 
twenty  tax-payers  in  any  district,  precinct,  city  or 
town,  being  tiled  in  the  county  court  at  any  regular 
term  thereof,  designating  the  amount  of  subscription 
proposed,  the  number  and  denomination  of  bonds  pro- 
posed to  be  issued,  when  payable,  and  the  rate  of  in- 
terest the  bonds  shall  bear,  the  county  judge  may 
make  an  order  submitting  to  the  qualified  voters  of 
the  county,  district,  precinct,  city  or  town,  at  the  next 
regular  election  therein,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  prop- 
osition to  issue  bonds  to  pay  such  subscription ;  thirty 
days'  notice  of  said  election  shall  be  published  in  all 
newspapers  published  in  the  county  ;  and  printed  or 
written  notices  shall  be  posted  at  each  voting  place  at 
which  the  proposition  is  to  be  voted  on.

care  of  the  fund  and  having  the  same  properly  ap- 
plied :  Provided^  That  said  bonds  shall  not  be  deliv- 
ered to  the  president  of  said  corporation,  nor  any  tax 
authorized  by  this  section  levied,  until  a  sufficient 
amount  of  stock,  including  the  stock  herein  pro- 
vided for,  has  been  subscribed  and  secured  to  be 
paid,  to  complete  the  building  of  a  gravel  or  tram 
road  from  Hav^resville  to  Pellville.

Frankfort. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com-

§  1.  That  for  the  purpose  pf  enabling  the  board  of  i"«e  coupon 
councilmen  of  the  city  of  Frankfort  to  construct  and 
maintain  good  and  sufficient  sewers  for  the  better 
draining  of  said  city  of  Frankfort,  and  to  provide  for 
the  payment  of  same,  the  said  board  of  councilmen  of 
the  city  of  Frankfort  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  authorized 
and  empov^ered  to  issue  its  coupon  bonds  in  sums  not 
exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars  in  the  aggregate,  said 
bond  to  run  for  a  period  of  twenty  years  from  the  date 
thereof,  bearing  interest  not  exceeding  five  per  cent, 
per  annum,  payable  semi-annually ;  bonds  and  inter- 
est payable  at  such  place  as  said  board  of  councilmen 
of  the  city  of  Frankfort  may  by  ordinance  designate ; 
said  bonds  to  be  in  denominations  of  not  less  than  five 
hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  ; 
said  bonds  shall  be  issued  before  the  board  of  conn- 
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oilmen  of  the  city  of  Frankfort  in  open  session,  and  a 
register  of  such  issue  made  upon  its  journal ;  they 
shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  countersigned  by 
the  clerk  of  said  board,  and  bear  the  seal  of  said  city, 
and  the  coupons  shall  be  signed  by  the  clerk  alone. 
Said  bonds  may  be  sold  and  disposed  of  by  said  board 
upon  such  terms  and  in  such  manner  as  it  may  deem 
best  for  the  interest  of  said  city,  but  not  below  the 
par  value  thereof. 
§  2.  That  for  the  payment  of  the  interest,  as  well  as

visions  and  requirements  of  sections  2  and  3  of  an  act, 
entitled  "An  act  for  the  benefit  of  the  city  of  Frank- 
fort," approved  April  22,  1882,  establishing  "A  Sink- 
ing Fund  "  and  a  board  of  sinking  fund  commissioners, 
is  hereby  made  to  apply  to  the  bonds  hereby  author- 
ized to  be  issued  as  fully  as  the  same  applies  to  the 
present  bonded  indebtedness  of  said  city.

said  Fannie  Smith  was  admitted  to  bail  by  the  proper 
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court  inlthe  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  and  said  bail 
was  duly  given  and  forfeited  by  said  Fannie  Smith  ; 
now,  in  order  that  said  George- W.  Hunter  shall  receive 
the  fifty  dollars  allowed  by  law  for  the  apprehension 
of  a  horse-thief,  therefore,

§  1.  That  the  common  school  superintendent  of 
Larue  county  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and 
directed  to  pay  over  to  J.  C.  Friend,  teacher  of  tk 
common  school  in  district  No.  15,  in  Larue  county, 
the  per  capita  drawn  on  said  nineteen  pupils  reported 
in  district  No.  26 ;  likewise  said  superintendent  is  aa- 
thorized  and  directed  to  pay  over  to  Robert  Enlowes, 
teacher  of  the  common  school  in  district  No.  17,  the 
per  capita  drawn  on  said  eight  pupils  reported  in  dis- 
trict No.  22 ;  and  said  superintendent  is  authorized 
and  directed  to  pay  over  to  C.  H.  Dye,  teacher  of  the 
common  school  in  district  No.  48,  the  per  capita 
drawn  on  said  four  pupils  in  district  No.  6.

cost  of  all  grading  and  macadamizing  ordered  by  the 
general  council  shall  be  at  the  joint  expense  of  the 
ownerM  of  the  lots  fronting  such  street  or  alley  and 
the  city  of  Lexington. 

§  2.  The  general  council  shall  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment of  a  salary,  not  exceeding  six  hundred  dollars 
per  annum,  for  a  clerk  of  the  board  of  police  and  fire 
commissioners,  which  board  shall  select  its  own  clerk.

any  railroad  company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

g  J.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  judge  of  the  Mercer  subscribe  for 
coTinty  court,  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the  peace 
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for  said  county  in  common  being  present  and  concnr- 
ring  therein,  to  take  stock  and  subscribe  for  stock 
in  any  railroad  company  that  may  or  shall  propose  to 
build,  construct  and  operate  a  railroad  through  the 
county  of  Mercer. 
§  2.  Before  any  subscription  is  made,  it  shall  be  the 
Submit  to  vote,  ^iity  Qf  ^^q  couuty  judge  to  submit  to  the  qualified 

voters  of  said  county  the  question  whether  stock  shall 
or  shall  not  be  taken  and  subscribed  in  said  railroad 
company  by  the  county  of  Mercer.  He  shall  appoint 
by  order  of  record  the  time  of  holding  the  election  and 
taking  the  sense  of  the  voters  on  said  proposition. 
The  election  to  be  held  at  the  different  voting  places 
in  said  county,  and  by  officers  to  be  appointed  by  the 
judge  of  the  county  court.  Thirty  days'  notice  shall 
be  given  by  printed  posters  put  up  at  each  voting 
place  of  the  time  of  election  and  voting.  The  amount 
of  stock  proposed  to  be  taken  shall  be  stated  in  the 
order  of  submission  to  the  voters.  The  returns  of  the 
votes  and  election  to  be  made  and  compared  in  the 
same  way  and  manner  or  to  the  same  court  or  persons 
to  whom  similar  returns  are  required  to  be  made 
in  the  case  of  an  election  of  a  member  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky. 

§  3.  If  at  an  election  held  as  herein  authorized  a  ma- 
jority of  the  qualified  voters  who  vote  at  said  election 
shall  vote  in  favor  of  taking  and  subscribing  for  the 
amount  of  stock  specified  in  the  order,  then  the  judge 
of  the  county  court  shall  subscribe  for  and  take  on 
behalf  of  the  county  the  amount  of  stock  so  specified 
in  the  order. 

§  4.  The  county  judge  shall  issue  the  bonds  of  the 
Issue  bonds,  couuty  iu  the  sum  of  .  five  hundred  dollars  to  the 
amount  of  the  stock  voted.  The  bonds  issued  shall 
be  payable  to  bearer,  with  coupons  attached,  bearing 
any  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per 
annum,  payable  annually  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
and  payable  at  such  time  as  shall  be  designated  on  the 
face  of  the  bond,  not  exceeding  thirty  years.     Said 
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bonds  shall  on  their  face  state  that  the  money  secured 
from  the  sale  of  the  same  shall  be  expended  in  build- 
ing and  constructing  a  railroad  through  the  county  of 
Mercer,  and  said  railroad  to  run  and  be  constructed 
through  the  present  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of 
Harrodsburg.  The  money  realized  from  the  bonds  to 
be  paid  on  the  work  as  it  is  done  and  progresses  in  said 
county,  and  to  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  said  railroad 
company  by  check  on  one  of  the  national  banks  of 
Harrodsburg,  signed  by  the  county  judge  and  coun- 
tersigned by  the  county  attorney.  The  money  from 
the  sale  of  the  bonds,  or  any  of  them,  to  be  by  the 
purchase  of  the  bond  or  bonds  placed  to  the  credit  of 
the  county  judge  in  either  of  said  banks.  The  bonds 
shall  be  signed  by  the  county  judge  and  counter- 
signed by  the  county  attorney,  and  delivered  to  the 
purchasers  only  when  the  money  is  paid  in  bank  as 
above  stated.  The  county  judge  shall  sell  or  dispose 
of  said  bonds,  but  shall  not  sell  any  of  them  for  less 
than  ninety  cents  to  the  dollar. 

§5.  The  county  of  Mercer  shall  have  stock  in  said  Mercer  county

railroad  company  to  the  amount  realized  from  the  sale 
of  the  bonds,  and  paid  as  above  directed  to  the  rail- 
road company ;  and  for  said  stock  the  county  of  Mer- 
cer shall  have  a  superior  lien  over  all  other  creditors 
of  said  railroad  company  on  that  part  of  the  road 
built  and  constructed  in  Mercer  county.

interest  on  said  bonds  as  it  may  accrue,  and  the  costs 
of  collecting  said  tax. 

§  7.  The  county  judge  and  a  majority  of  the  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  in  commission  are  authorized  and

required  to  make  provision  for  the  payment  of  said 
bonds  at  maturity,  and  to  enable  them  to  do  this,  they 
may  establish  a  sinking  fund,  and  loan  out  the  money 
constituting  the  same  at  any  rate  of  interest  they  can 
obtain,  not  less  than  six  nor  more  than  eight  per  cent 
per  annum.  The  interest  on  said  money  shall  be  pay- 
able annually,  and  the  borrowers  may  required  to 
give  additional  security  at  any  time,  whether  the  note 
be  due  or  not  due ;  and  upon  failure  to  give  the  re- 
quired additional  security,  suit  may  be  instituted  for 
the  payment  of  the  same  in  the  name  of  the  county. 
The  notes  shall  be  made  payable  to  Mercer  county,  and 
mortgages  on  real  estate  to  secure  the  notes  may  be 
made  to  said  county.  The  county  judge  and  the  ma- 
jority of  the  justices  of  the  peace  shall  concur  in  mak- 
ing each  loan.  They  may  at  any  time,  when  there  is 
as  much  as  five  thousand  dollars  in  the  sinking  fund 
buy  in  the  bonds  of  the  county,  if  any  person  or  cor- 
poration owning  the  same  is  willing  to  have  the  same 
redeemed. 

§  8.  The  sheriff  shall  be  the  collector  of  said  tax, 
and  shall  for  his  services  receive  the  same  commis- 
sions as  he  secures  under  law  for  collecting  State 
revenue.  The  sheriff  and  his  sureties  on  his  official 
bond  as  collector  of  State  revenue  shall  be  responsible 
in  the  same  way  and  to  the  same  extent  that  they  are 
responsible  for  the  State  revenue,  and  the  same  pro- 
ceeding may  be  instituted  against  him  and  his  sureties 
that  can  or  may  be  instituted  to  enforce  the  payment 
of  the  State  revenue.

cate of  stock  for  the  same  ;  and  the  party  to  whom 
the  certificate  of  stock  is  thus  issued  shall  all  the 
rights  and  equities  the  county  of  Mercer  would  have 
if  said  stock  had  been  issued  to  said  county  under  the 
provisions .  of  this  act.  The  county  of  Mercer  shall 
have  a  vote  for  each  share  of  stock,  and  each  holder 
of  stock  acquired  under  this  act  shall  be  entitled 
to  a  vote  for  each  share ;  the  votes  may  be  cast  by 
proxy  in  any  meeting  of  the  company  to  elect  oflicers 
or  for  other  purposes.

%  1.  That  the  city  charter  of  the  city  of  Ludlow  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  as  follows:  The 
mayor's  court  shall  have  exclusive  original  jurisdic- 
tion of  all  cases  arising  from  violations  and  breaches 
of  the  ordinances  and  laws  of  the  said  city.  The 
jurisdiction  of  said  court  shall  extend  over  the  terri- 
tory of  the  city,  and  including  all  territory  a.djacent 
thereto  on  the  west  and  south,  to  the  extent  of  one 
quarter  of  a  mile  outside  of  the  corporation  ;  on  the 
north  to  the  northern  boundary  of  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky ;  and  on  the  east  to  the  west  line  of  the  corpo- 
rate limits  of  West  Covington  as  it  now  exists ;  said 
court  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  cases  of  vagrancy. 

§  2.  That  the  city  marshal,  if  required  by  the  city 
council,  shall  have  one  or  more  deputies,  resident  in 
said  city,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  marshal, 
whose  duties  and  powers  shall  be  the  same  as  those 
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of  the  city  marshal.     The  said  marshal  shall,  by  him- 
8<3lf   or  deputies,   attend  all  of  the  sessions  of  the 
council,  together  with  those  of    the  mayor's  court, 
preserve  and  enforce  order  under  their  and  his  direc- 
"tions;  he  shall,  by  himself  or  deputies,  execute  all 
processes  emanating  from  the  mayor's  court  or  from 
1  lie  mayor ;  he  shall  have  the  power  of  sheriffs  in 
levying  executions  and  executing  and  returning  pro- 
cesses within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  mayor's  court; 
lie    and   the   deputy  marshals  shall  have  the  same 
power  to  serve  notices  in  writing  that  constables  in 
the  county  of  Kenton  by  law  have,  and  for  any  pur- 
pose that  constables  have  authority  to  do,  and  his 
return  thereon  to  any  court  in  this  State  shall  be  suf- 
ficient evidence  of  such  service ;  he  shall  collect  the 
fees  of  the  mayor  and  city  clerk  if  required  by  them. 
He  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace  of  said  city 
and  outside  of  said  city,  as  far  as  the  mayor's  court 
has  jurisdiction,  as  enlarged  and  extended  by  sec- 
tion 1  of  the  amendment.     The  said  marshal  and  the 
deputy  marshals  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties 
of  their  oflBce,  execute  bond,  with  good  and  sufficient 
surety  approved  by  council,  to  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  to  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  his  or 
their  offices.     The  marshal  shall  also  execute  a  similar 
bond  to  collect  and  pay  over  to  the  persons  entitled 
thereto  all  sums  of  money   intrusted  to  him  or  for 
collection,  and  which  may  have  come  into  his  hands 
by  his  having  received  and  collected  the  same ;  a  lien 
shall  exist  and  is  hereby  granted  and  given  on  the 
said  estate  of  the  said   marshal  and   his  securities, 
from    the  time  of  executing   bond  as  aforesaid,   to 
secure  the  payment  of   all  moneys  that  shall  have 
been  received  and  collected  by  him  or  shall  have  been 
lost  through  his  neglect,   and  of  all  moneys  which 
shall  otherwise  come  to  his  hands  as  marshal  of  the 
said  city  or  by  virtue  of  his  office  ;  to  pay  and  account 
for  any  and  all  official  liabilities.     He  shall  be  entitled 
to  charge  and  receive  the  same  fees  for  his  like  serv-  ' 
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ices  as  marshal  which  sheriffs  are  by  law  entitled  to 
receive,   and  shall  have  the  same  power  within    the 
mayor's  jurisdiction  to  collect  the  same;  and  council 
may,  as  it  chooses,  pay  to  him,  in  addition  to  the  fees, 
a  salary  for  his  services  ;  but  in  no  case  shall  he  have 
a  claim  against  the  city  for  any  fees  unless  council  so 
directs  by  ordinance.     He  and  his  sureties  shall  be 
liable  to  judgment  on  motion  in  the  mayor's  court 
in  favor  of  any  person  entitled  to  money  and  collected 
by  him,  in  the  same  manner  and  subject  to  the  same 
costs  and  damages  that  sheriffs  are  liable  .for  by  exist- 
ing laws.     Five  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
making  such  motions  shall  be  sufficient,  and   there 
shall  be  no  replevin  or  valuation  of  property  on  execu- 
tions issuing  on  such  judgment. 
§  3.  The  city  marshal  shall  be  the  chief  of  the  police. 
Chief  of  police,  aud  there  shall  be  in  said  city  such  policemen  and 
watchmen    as    the    council  may  from   time   to    time 
ordain.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  of  police  and 
his  assistants,  and  of  said  policemen  and  watchmen,  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  mayor  or  the  president  of  the 
council,  and  in  conformity  with  the  ordinances  of  said 
city,  to  suppress  all  riots,  routs,  unlawful  assemblies, 
disturbers  and  breaches  of  the  peace.     It  shall  also  be 
their  duty,  and  they  shall  have  the  power,  to  appre- 
hend all  felons,  common  gamblers,  rioters,  breachers 
or  disturbers  of  the  peace,  night  walkers,  vagrants, 
persons  of  evil  fame  or  of  disorderly  or  riotous  con- 
duct.    Any  person  violating  the  city  ordinances  may 
be  apprehended  without  warrant  by  said  police  officers 
or  any  of  them,  or  any  officer  having  police  powers  in 
said  city  ;  and  such  person  so  arrested,  if  in  the  day 
time,  shall  be  taken  before  the  mayor  or  some  justice 
of  the  peace  in  said  city,  to  be  dealt  with  according  to 
law,  unless  the  mayor  and  justice  of  the  peac-e  be 
absent  from  the  city,  in  which  case  the  marshal  shall 
admit  the  person  so  arrested  to  bail  upon  the  execu- 
tion of  a  good  bond  to  the  Commonwealth  as  bail,  in  a 
'  sum  sufficient  to  insure  the  attendance  of  the  person 
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SO  arrested  at  the  trial  of  his  case,  which  shall  in  no 
case  be  postponed  by  said  marshal  longer  than  three 
days  ;  and  if  said  arrest  be  made  in  the  night,  the  per- 
son or  persons  so  arrested  shall  be  lodged  in  jail  for  safe- 
keeping, unless  they  give  bail  in  a  sum  sufficient  to 
insure  their  attendance  iipon  the  mayor's  court  at  its 
next  sitting ;  and  this  bail  bond  the  marshal  or  mayor 
shall  take  and  attest.     They  shall  also  have  the  power 
and  perform  all  the  duties  of  patrolers.     They  shall 
liave  authority  to  pursue  and  arrest,  with  proper  war- 
rant, any  person  or  persons  ileeing  from  justice  in  any 
part  of  Kenton  county  ;  to  apprehend  and  arrest,  with- 
out a  warrant,  all  persons  in  the  act  of  committing  any 
offense  agaipst  the  laws  of  the  State  within  the  limits 
of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  mayor  of  the  city  as  herein 
extended,  or  against  and  in  violation  of  any  ordinance 
of  the  city  within  the  corporate  limits  of   the  said 
city  of  Ludlow ;  and  such  person  or  persons  shall  be 
dealt  with  as  in  this  section  heretofore  provided,  un- 
less the  charge  against  such  person  or  persons  be  a 
felony,  in  which  case  they  must  remain  in  charge  of 
the  marshal  or  committed  to  jail  until  an  eicamining 
trial  had  or  disposition  made  of  the  accused  by  the 
mayor  or  justice  of  the  peace  within  the  said  city ; 
and  said  policemen  and  watchmen  shall  at  all  times 
diligently  and  faithfully  enforce  all  ordinances  and 
regulations  and  laws  for  the  preservation  of  the  peace, 
good  order  and  welfare  of  the  city ;  and  for  such  pur- 
pose they  shall  have  all  of  the  powers  of  constables. 
They  shall  be  paid  such  compensation  for  their  serv- 
ices as  such  officers  as  the  city  council  shall  from 
time  to  time  ordain. 

§  4.  That  all  claims  of  officers  of  elections  for  hold* 
ing  electicms  in  said  city  shall  hereafter  be  paid  by 
said  city,  when  satisfactorily  proven  to  the  city  coun- 
cil, and  shall  not  be  allowed  out  of  the  county  levy 
of  Kenton  county. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  collector  to  pay  Duty  of  city 
over  the  taxes  as  fast  as  collected  to  the  treasurer,  and  *'®"**^^^'" 
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to  make  a  full  return  of  said  taxes  to,  and  settlemeat 
thereof  with,  the  council,  on  or  before  the  first  Thurs- 
day night  in  November  of  each  year.  He  shall  make 
out  a  list  of  such  persons  and  property,  and  the 
amount  of  taxes  by  them  owing,  as  he  finds,  after 
due  eflfort  to  collect  said  taxes,  they  can  not  be  col- 
lected, and  return  the  same  upon  oath  to  the  council 
which  shall  exempt  him  from  all  liability  for  failing 
to  collect  the  same :  Provided^  The  said  delinquent 
list  shall  be  made  out  by  him  and  returned  to  the 
treasurer  after  the  first  Thursday  in  November,  and 
before  the  first  day  of  December,  in  each  year;  and 
all  delinquent  tax  bills  in  the  treasurer's  hands 
shall  be  turned  over  to  the  collector  the  f\rst  meeting 
of  the  city. council  in  December  of  each  year,  as  the 
council  may  by  ordinance  direct. 

§  6.  The  council  of  said  city  is  hereby  authorized  to 
pass  such  ordinances  as  shall  allow  fees  to  the  marshal 
and  jailer  in  the  said  city,  as  in  their  judgment  may 
be  deemed  proper :  Promded^  howeoer^  Nothing  here- 
in shall  be  construed  to  interfere  with  the  fees  now 
allowed  by  law  to  such  officers. 

§  7.  The  city  council  may,  by  ordinance,  appoint 
or  elect  one  of  its  citizens  as  jailer,  upon  such  terms, 
conditions,  for  such  length  of  time,  as  it  by  ordinance 
may  desire,  and  to  receive  such  pay  for  said  services 
as  council  may  by  ordinance  declare. 

§  8.  No  person  within  said  city  shall  hold  more 
than  one  office  at  the  same  time,  whether  the  same 
be  an  elective  oflSce  or  one  appointed  by  council,  ex- 
cept the  office  of  assessor  and  collector.  Any  one 
violating  this  section  shall  vacate  the  greater  office. 
.  §  9.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
or  contrary  to  the  provision  of  this  act,  shall  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
unonwealth  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  the  city  of  Newport  be,  and  is  hereby, 
vestM  with  authority,  by  a  proceeding  in  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  whether  that  proceeding  be 
now  pending  or  hereafter  may  be  instituted,  to  recover 
personal  judgment  against  any  individual  or  corpora- 
tion for  taxes  assessed,  in  the  same  manner  as  for  any 
other  debt  against  whom  the  court  may  find  such  in- 
dividual or  corporation  indebted  for  taxes ;  said  court 
is  hereby  vested  with  authority  to  render  such  judg- 
ment. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  and  take  effect  from 
its  passage.

AN    ACT  for  the  benefit  of  James  Williams,  of  Cumberland  county. 

Whereas,  At  the  April  term,  1879,  of  the  Cumber-

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Asseinbly  of  the  Com-

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be  di- 
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appliances  in  or  by  means  of  which  such  x>6troleiUD,

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uary,  1887,  appoint  three  commissioners,  residents  and 
property  owners  of  said  district,  sober  and  discreet 
citizens,  who  shall  be  known  as  the  commissioners  of 
the  Covington  police  district,  and  shall  designate  one 
of  them  to  hold  his  office  for  a  term  of  two  years  from 
the  first  Monday  in  January,  1887,  one  of  them  for  a 
term  of  three  years  from  said  date,  and  the  other  for  a 
term  of  four  years  from  said  date,  and  shall  thereafter, 
not  later  than  ten  days  before  the  first  day  of  Jan- 
nary  (expiration  of  the  terms  of  office  of  the  re- 
spective commissioners),  appoint  one  commissioner  ta 
serve  for  a  period  of  four  years,  and  shall  fill  all 
vacancies  occurring  in  said  board,  and  may,  upon 
complaint  made  to  him,  remove  either  of  said  com- 
missioners when  it  shall  be  deemed  to  the  best  inter- 
est of  the  district  so  to  do.  The  commissioners  shall,^ 
before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties, 
take  an  oath  before  the  said  jndge  to  faithfully  per- 
form their  duties,  and  shall  execute  bond  in  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  each,  to  be  approved  by 
the  clerk  of  said  court,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  their  duties.  The  commissioners  shall 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars, 
which  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  city  council  of 
Covington. 

§3.  The  said  commissioners  shall  have  full  control  Power  of  com- 

.  ,  missioners. 

over  the  police  department  of  the  city  of  Covington 
as  it  now  exists,  together  with  all  the  paraphernalia 
and  property  thereof  or  belonging  thereto,  and  may 
make,  ordain  and  put  into  execution  such  by-laws, 
rales  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  po- 
lice force  as  may  be  deemed  expedient,  and  may  pre- 
scribe qualifications  of  patrolmen  and  officers  of  the 
police  department.  They  may  elect  one  of  their 
number  chairman,  and  may  make  rules  for  their  own 
government. 

§  4.  The  number  of  patrolmen,  policemen  and  offl-  Ponce 
cars  of  the  police  department  shall  remain  as  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  1887;  but  the  city  council  of  Covington  may, 
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from  time  to  time,  increase  or  diminish  the  number  to 
be  employed,  as  now  provided  by  law,  npon  the  peti- 
tion of  the  commissioners  in  that  behalf ;  and  said 
council  shall,  by  ordinance,  provide  for  the  payment 
of  the  salaries  of  the  police  and  officers  of  the  depart- 
ment and  other  expenses  thereof.  The  appointment 
and  removal  of  policemen  and  officers  of  the  police  de- 
partment shall  be  under  the  exclusive  control  and 
authority  of  the  commissioners  ;  and  the  government 
management  and  discipline  of  the  police  shall  also 
be  under  their  control. 
§  5.  No  member  of  said  board  shall  hold  any  other 
Member  can  not  oflSce  of  trust  or  profit,  city,  couuty  or  State;  nor 

hold  office. 

shall  any  member  be  a  delegate  to,  or  otherwise  par- 
ticipate in,  any  primary  election  or  political  conven- 
tion or  election  except  to  vote. 

§  6.  That  portion  of  the  territory  within  said  dis- 
trict, not  included  in  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  of 
Covington,  may  arrange  with  said  board  of  commis- 
sioners for  sjj^cial  police  protection  for  its  benefit, 
upon  the  petition  of  the  owners  of  the  majority  of  the 
assessed  values  of  the  taxable  property  within  such 
territory.  To  carry  out  such  arrangement,  the  county 
court  of  Kenton  county  shall,  on  the  request  of  the 
commissioners,  levy  such  ad  valorem  tax  upon  the 
taxable  assessed  property  of  said  territory  as  the 
commissioners  may  require  to  pay  all  costs  and  ex- 
penses of  said  special  police  protection,  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  tax- 
able property  in  said  district.  Said  tax  shall  be  certi- 
fied to  and  collected  by  the  sheriff  of  Kenton  county, 
and  paid  out  on  the  order  of  the  commissioners.  The 
sheriff  shall  be  accountable  for  the  collection  and  dis- 
bursement of  all  such  taxes  upon  his  county  levy 
bond.  But  so  long  as  no  arrangement  is  made  between 
said  commissioners  and  the  property  owners  of  said 
territory  within  said  district,  and  without  the  corpo- 
rate limits  of  the  city  of  Covington,  no  tax  shall  be 
levied  on  the  property  in  said  suburban  district,  and 
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no  responsibility  or  liability  shall  attach  to  said  city 
for  any  failure  of  police  protection  therein. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage ;  and  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  ^re,  so  far  as  they  conflict  here- 
with, repealed.

CHAPTER  1282. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Maysville. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
maawealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  the 
charter  of  the  city  of  Maysville,"  approved  April  22, 
1886,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

§  2.  That  in  lieu  of  said  act  it  is  now  enacted : 

First,  That  there  shall  be  for  the  city  of  Maysville 
an  otticer  to  be  styled  the  city  prosecutor,  who  shall 
be  appointed  annually  by  the  mayor;  but  such  ap- 
pointment shall  be  subject  to  approval  by  the  board 
of  councilmen  of  said  city. 

Second,  That  the  city  prosecutor  shall  hold  his 
oflBce  for  the  term  of  one  year,  or  until  his  succes- 
sor shall  have  duly  qualified,  unless  sooner  removed 
by  the  board  of  councilmen  in  the  exercise  of  the 
right  hereby  granted  it  to  remove  him  for  lawful 
cause. 

Third.  That  the  city  prosecutor  shall  appear  at  the 
trial  of  and  prosecute  all  offenders  against  the  laws 
and  ordinances  of  the  city  of  Maysville. 

Fourth,  That  the  city  prosecutor  shall  receive  for 
such  services  a  just  compensation,  which  shall  be  a 
salary  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
per  annum,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  city  levy,  and  in 
addition  thereto  a  sum  equivalent  to  twenty  per  cent. 
of  the  amount  of  the  fine  assessed  in  cases  in  which 
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he  has  personally  appeared  and  prosecuted,  which 
said  sum  shall  be  taxed  as  costs  against  the  defend- 
ant therein. 

Fifth,  That  no  one  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of 
city  prosecutor  who  has  not  been  two  years  a  prac- 
ticing attorney  and  a  resident  citizen  of  Maysville. 

Sixth.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  sind  after 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  1283. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Frankfort  Heating  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  OeneraZ  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Jere  Brislan,  E.  P.  Bryan,  Jas.  Andrew 
Incorporating.  Scott,  S.  I.  M.  Major,  Jamcs  F.  Witherspoon,  Pat 
McDonald,  their  successors  and  assigns,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  created  a  body  corporate,  under  the  name 
of  the  Frankfort  Heating  Company,  and  by  that  name 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  the  power  to  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  implead 
and  be  impleaded  ;  to  take,  hold,  own  and  in  any  wise 
alien  propert\%  real,  personal  and  mixed ;  to  have  a 
common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure,  and  to 
establish  by-laws  and  make  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  management  of  the  affairs  of  said  company  not 
inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  this 
State  o  of  the  United  States. 
§  2.  The  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  con- 
Af&irs  ducted  by  a  board  of  directors  of  not  less  than  foiir

board  of         nor  more  than  nine  directors,  who  shall  be  elected  for

a  term  of  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are 
chosen  at  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said  cor- 
poration held  in  the  city  of  Frankfort  on  the  second 
Monday  in  January  of  each  year.  Said  directors 
shall  elect  a  president  and  vice-president,  who  shall 
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be,  and  a  secretary  and  treasurer  who  may  be,  mem- 
bers of  said  board.  The  meetings  of  said  board  shall 
be  called  by  the  president,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or 
inability  to  act,  by  the  vice-president,  or  in  case  of  his 
absence  also,  or  inability  to  act,  by  a  written  call  of 
not  less  than  one-half  of  the  directors.  The  powers, 
duties  and  compensation  of  the  president  and  other 
oflBrers  of  the  company  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
board  of  directors.  Ihe  corporators  hereinbefore 
named,  or  any  four  or  more  of  them,  may,  after  adver- 
tising the  time  and  place  therefor  in  the  manner  here- 
inafter required  for  notice  of  stockholders'  meetings, 
open  books  for  subscription  to  the  capital  stock,  and 
when  five  thousand  dollars  have  been  subscribed,  call 
a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  and  superintend  the 
same,  when  the  company  shall  be  organized  by  the 
election  of  the  directors  and  officers  of  the  company 
by  the  stockholders  to  serve  until  the  second  Monday 
in  January  next  thereafter,  and  until  their  successors 
are  chosen.  In  all  meetintjs  of  the  stockholders  they 
shall  vote  in  proportion  to  their  stock,  in  person  or  by 
proxy  duly  authorized  in  writing  signed  by  them.  Of 
all  meetings  of  stockholders  (whether  called  by  the 
board  of  directors,  as  they  may  be,  or  the  annual  meet- 
ings aforesaid),  five  days'  previous  notice  shall  be 
given  to  the  stockholders,  by  insertions  in  a  news- 
paper published  in  the  city  of  Frankfort. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  capiui  stock. 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each,  which  shall  be  deemed  per- 
sonal property,  and  subscribed  for  and  paid  in  at  the 
times  and  upon  the  terms,  and  transferable  in  the 
manner  to  be  prescribed  in  the  by-laws  of  said  com- 
pany. The  stockholders  of  said  company  may,  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  at  a  meeting  called  for  that  purpose, 
increase  said  stock  not  exceeding  five  hundred  thou-  . 
sand  dollars. 

§  4.  Said  company  is  empowered  to  develop,  pro-  Produce, 
duce,  utilize,  convey  and  sell,  or  in  any  otherwise  dis-  con4y*" 
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pose  of  petroleum,  natural  gas  and  salt  water,  or  any 
of  them,  which  may  be  upon  or  come  from  any  of  the 
lands  which  said  company  may  own,  lease  or  control, 
or  upon  which,  for  any  of  said  purposes,  or  to  any  of 
the  acts    in    this  section    mentioned,   it    may    have 
or  acquire  the  right.     And  to  these  ends  said  com- 
pany is  empowered    to   drill,    bore    or    in    anywise 
sink  and  maintain  wells  for  the  purpose  of  produc- 
ing   such    petroleum,   natural    gas   and    salt    wat^r, 
or  either,  and  construct,  lay,  maintain  and  operate 
derricks,  buildings,  machinery,  tanks,  pipes,  receiv- 
ers, gasometers,  warehouses,  manufactories  and  any 
other  improvements  or  appliances  in  or  by  means  of 
which  such  petroleum,  gas  and  salt  water,  or  either, 
may  be  produced,  distributed,  sold  or  utilized  ;  and 
to  construct,  lay  and  operate  conduit  pipes  of   any 
kind,  and  any  other  suitable  means  for  the  convey- 
ance, distribution,  storing,  sale  and  utilization  of  the 
same,  either  upon,  under,  to  or  from  any  of  said  lands 
or  other  places.     All  of  which  powers  and  rights,  as 
well  as  any  others  contained  in  or  granted  by  this 
act,   are  subject  to  the  restrictions  and  limitations 
contained  in  the  eighth  section  of  this  act.

ing, constructing  and  maintaining  such  wells  in  the 
county  of  Franklin,  in  this  State,  and  the  conveyance 
of  such  gas  to,  and  the  distribution  thereof  in,  the 
city  of  Frankfort ;  and  in  constructing,  laying,  main- 
taining and  operating  machinery,  pipes,  receivers  and 
any  and  all  other  appliances  it  may  fairly  deem  need- 
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f ul  for  such  conveyance  and  distribution ;  and  if  with- 
in said  five  years  said  company  shall  secure  from  such 
wells,  and  be  able  and  ready  to  supply  to  said  city  of 
Frankfort  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  upon  terms

fairly  connected  with  or  incident  to  the  use  of 
said  wells  and  pipes  leading  therefrom  to  said 
city ;  said  purchase  to  be  at  a  price  equal  to  the 
reasonable  value  of  said  property  and  rights  so 
to  be  sold,  which  value  shall  be  ascertained  by 
two  disinterested  parties,  one  elected  by  said  city 
and  one  by  said  company,  and  if  they  cannot  agree, 
they  to  select  a  third  person  as  umpire.     Said  price

§  11.  All  laws  and  acts,  or  parts  of  laws  and  acts,  in 
conflict  with  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  empower  Lo- 
gan county  to  retire  the  bonds  of  said  county,  to  create 
a  sinking  fund,  to  provide  for  commissioners  of  same, 
and  to  provide  for  the  collection  of  taxes  for  that  pur 
pose,  in  said  county,"  passed  at  the  present  session  of 
the  General  Assembly,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  by  inserting  next  before  the  word  ''col- 
lector." wherever  it  occurs  in  said  act,  the  words 
''sheriff  or." 

§  2.  That  section  3  of  said  act  be,  and  it  is  hereby, 
further  amended  as  follows :  By  striking  out  the 
words,  '^  Provided^  Said  collector  shall  not  collect  any 
taxes  due  by  corporations."  That  said  section  be 
further  amended  by  striking  out  the  following  words: 
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*' directly  to  said  commissioners,"  and  inserting  in 
lieu  thereof  the  following  words:  '*to  said  sheriff  or 
collector."

CHAPTER  1289. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  Trimhle 
county  court  to  take  stock  in  turnpike  roads  in  said  county." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky  : 

%  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  anthorize  the 
voters  of  Trimble  county,  Kentucky,  to  vote  a  tax  for 
turnpike  purposes,"  approved  May  6,  1880,  and  all 
amendments  thereto,  be  amended  as  follows:  That 
all  the  turnpikes  hereafter  builded  under  the  law  to 
which  this  is  an  amendment  shall  be  built  of  metal 
twelve  feet  wide  and  ten  inches  deep,  six  inches  of 
metal  to  be  so  macadamized  or  beaten  up  that  the 
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rock  will  pass  through  a  five-inch  ring,  to  be  covered 
with  gravel  four  inches  deep,  or  with  stone  four  inch^ 
deep,  so  macadamized  or  beaten  up  that  it  wiU  pass 
through  a  two  and  one-half  inch  ring,  the  whole  to  be 
put  upon  a  good  road-bed  properly  graded  so  as  to  not 
exceed  five  degrees.  The  sides  of  the  metal  to  be 
shouldered  two  feet  wide  on  each  side,  and  ditched  so 
as  to  turn  the  water  off  of  the  turnpike ;  and  when- 
ever wooden  bridges  or  culverts  are  used  in  the  con- 
struction of  turnpikes,  they  are  to  be  made  with  hewn 
or  sawed  white  oak,  walnut,  locust  or  cedar  timber. 

§  2.  That  no  county  bonds  shall  be  issued  to  pay  for 
the  building  of  turnpikes  until  one  mile  pike  has  been 
completed,  and  then  only  for  the  part  so  completed 
and  received  as  hereinafter  reviewed.  There  shall  not 
be  any  bond  issued  for  less  than  one  mile  of  turnpike 
unless  the  traction  of  a  mile  be  the  completion  of  same 
line  of  road. 

§  3.  The  county  judge,  by  and  with  the  approval  of 
the  board  of  justices  in  session  assembled,  shall  ap- 
point a  man  to  inspect  and  receive  the  tampikes 
builded  under  this  act;  said  receiver  shall  execute 
bond,  payable  to  Trimble  county  court,  with  approved 
security,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  ;  and 
he  shall  receive  as  compensation  for  his  services  five 
dollars  for  each  mile  of  turnpike  received  by  hira,  to 
be  paid  out  of  fund  raised  by  taxation  for  turnpike 
purposes ;  and  If  he  should  properly  reject  any  mile 
of  turnpike,  he  shall  receive  the  same  compensation, 
to  be  paid  by  the  builder  or  contractor  of  said  turn- 
pike. 

§  4.  No  turnpike  shall  be  builded  under  this  act, 
and  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  except 
upon  some  important  count j^  road  heretofore  estab- 
lished, 'or  upon  a  new  road,  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  county  court ;  and  all  turnpikes  now  under  con- 
tract for  building  shall  be  builded  as  herein  directed. 

§  5.  The  treasurer  of  all  turnpike  roads  in  Trimble, 
in  which  the  county  has  taken  stock,  shall,  on  the 
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xxst  day  of  July  and  the  first  day  of  December  in  each 
p^ear,  report  to  the  county  court  a  full  statement  of 
tlae  tolls  collected  and  the  amount  expended  for  their 
respective  roads. 

§  6.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
passage.

§  1.  That  R.  A.  Robinson,  John  T.  Moore,  Chas.  incorporating. 
Bremaker,  Greo.  W.  Wicks,  J.  J.  Harbison,  Samuel 
li.  Avery,  B.  F.  Camp,  J.  W.  Stine,  Wm.  Preston, 
S.  A.  Foss  and  W.  L.  Hardin,  W.  H.  McKni^ht,  J. 
Li.  Chilton,  H.  Verhoff,  L.  Hart,  A.  Brandeis,  W.  E. 
Grinstead  and  W.  P.  Adams,  Thos.  H.  Hays,  and 
their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  incorporated  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Louisville  Natural  Gas  and  Heating  Company,  and 
shall  by  such  name  have  perpetual  succession,  with  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  body-politic  and  corpo- 
rate, to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be 
sued  ;  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to 
alter  and  amend  at  pleasure ;  to  take,  hold,  own  and 
in  anywise  alien  property,  real,  personal  and  mixed, 
necessary  to  the  conducting  of  its  business ;  and  to 
establish  by-laws  and  make  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  management  of  the  affairs  of  said  company,  not 
inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  this  State 
or  of  the  United  States. 

§  2.  The  business  of  said  corporation  shall  be  con-  BuBiteBB. 
ducted  by  a  board  of  directors,  of  not  less  than  nine 
or  more  than  thirteen  directors,  who  shall  be  elected 
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for  a  term  of  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified.  At  a  meeting  of  the  stockhold- 
ers of  said  corporation,  to  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  May  next  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  in  the  city 
of  Louisville,  and  annually  thereafter  on  said  day. 
The  directors  so  chosen  shall  elect  a  president,  vice- 
president,  secretary  and  treasurer ;  the  president  and 
vice-president  to  be  chosen  from  their  number.  The 
meetings  of  said  board  shall  be  called  by  the  presi 
dent,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  by 
the  vice-president,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  also  or 
inability  to  act,  by  a  written  call  of  not  less  than  one- 
half  the  directors.  The  powers,  duties  and  compensa- 
tion of  the  president  and  other  officers  of  the  company 
shall  be  prescribed  by  the  board  of  directors.  In  all 
meetings  of  the  stockholders  they  shall  vote  in  pro- 
portion to  their  stock,  in  person  or  by  proxy,  duly 
authorized  in  writing  signed  by  them.  Of  all  meet- 
ings of  stockholders  (whether  called  by  the  board  of 
directors,  as  they  may  be,  or  the  annual  meetings 
aforesaid),  five  days'  previous  notice  shall  be  given  to 
the  stockholders,  by  insertions  in  a  daily  newspaper 
published  in  the  city  of  Louisville. 
§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
Capital  Htock.  ouc  milliou  fivc  huudrcd  thousand  dollars,  divided 
into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  which  shall 
be  deemed  personal  property,  and  subscribed,  paid 
for  and  paid  in,  and  transferable  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed in  the  by-laws  of  said  company.  The  stock- 
holders of  said  company  may,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  at 
a  meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  increase  said  stock 
not  exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

§  4.  Said  company  is  empowered  to  develop,  pro- 
duce, utilize,  convey  and  sell,  or  in  any  otherwise  dis- 
pose of  petroleum,  natural  gas  and  salt  water,  or  any 
of  them,  which  may  be  upon  or  come  from  any  of  the 
lands  which  said  company  may  own,  lease  or  control, 
in  the  counties  of  Jeffersgn,  Bullitt  and  Hardin,  in  this 
Commonwealth,  or  upon  which,  for  any  pf  said  pur- 
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poses,  or  to  do  any  of  the  acts  in  this  section  men- 
tioned, it  may  have  or  acquire  the  right.  And  to 
these  ends  said  company  is  empowered  to  drill,  bore, 
or  in  anywise  sink  and  maintain  wells  for  the  pnrpose 
of  producing  such  petroleum,  natural  gas,  and  salt 
water,  or  either,  and  construct^  lay,  maintain  and 
operate  derricks,  buildings,  machinery,  tanks,  pipes, 
receivers,  gasometers,  warehouses,  manufactories,  and 
any  other  improvements  or  appliances  in  or  by  means 
of  which  such  petroleum,  gas  and  salt  water,  or  either, 
may  be  produced,  stored,  distributed,  sold  or  utilized, 
and  to  construct,  lay  and  operate  conduit  pipes  of 
any  kind,  and  any  other  suitable  means  for  the  con- 
veyance, distribution,  storing,  sale  and  utilization  of 
the  same,  either  upon,  under,  to  or  from  any  of  said 
lands  or  other  places. 

§  6.  With  the  consent  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  by  Power. 
ordinance  or  resolution  of  its  general  council,  and 
subject  to  its  reasonable  regulations  aforesaid,  said 
company  shall  have  power  to  open  the  ground  in  any 
street,  alley,  park,  or  other  public  place  within  said 
city's  limits,  and  lay  therein,  remove,  alter  and  repair 
such  pipes  for  so  conducting  and  distributing  said 
natural  gas,  restoring  such  ground,  however,  and  any 
pavement  or  other  improvement  thereon,  to  as  good 
condition  as  before  within  a  reasonable  time  there- 
after ;  and  in  doing  the  acts  in  this  section  mentioned, 
said  company  shall  cause  no  injury  to  any  gas  or 
water  pipe  or  connection  or  sewer  laid  within  said 
ground,  and  shall  be  liable  in  damages  for  any  such 
injury  to  said  city,  or  any  other  corporation  or  person 
sustaining  the  same. 

§  6.  In  order  for  the  conveyance  of  such  natural  ^owerto 

convey, 

gas  to  said  city  of  Louisville,  or  to  the  manufactories 
aforesaid  in  said  counties  of  Hardin,  Jeflferson,  etc., 
or  either,  said  company  shall  have  power  to  acquire, 
by  purchase,  gift,  or  as  hereinafter  provided  by  ad 
q\iod  damnwm  proceedings,  the  use  of  any  land  along 
57 — Local  Laws,  vol,  2. 
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suclixoate  or  routes  in  Hardin  and  JejBferson  counties 
as  may  be.  selected  by  the  board  of  directors  of  said 
company;  to  lay,  maintain  and  repair  such  pipes  and 
any  buildings,  retorts  and  any  other  apparatus  needed 
to  be  used  in  order  to  the  proper  and  economical  con- 
veyance of  such  gas  as  aforesaid ;  and  in  order  to 
such  acquisition  by  such  ad  quod  damnum  proceed- 
ings of  such  use  of  land,  said  company  shall  cause 
such  use  of,  in,  over  and  under  only  so  much  land  as 
it  may  fairly  deem  necessary  therefor,  to  be  valued, 
condemned,  and  by  it  paid  for  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed in  chapter  96,  article  2,  of  the  General  Stat- 
utes of  this  State,  relating  to  "  Salt  and  Saltpetre 
Works  and  Water  Pipes." 

§  7.  Private  property  of  the  incorporators  and 
stockholders  of  said  company  shall  be  exempt  from 
its  corporate  debts  and  liabilities. 

§  8.  All  laws  and  acts  or  parts  of  laws  and  acts  in 
conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  Caldwell  county^ 

and  providing  for  a  vote  on  same. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assernbly  of  the  Com-^ 
Toanwealth  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  within  Caldwell  coun- 
ty  to  sell,  or  expose  to  sale,  any  intoxicating  liquors, 
and  whoever  shall  do  so,  or  shall  keep  or  have  in  said 
county  any  such  liquor  with  intenl  to  sell  the  same, 
or  with  the  intent  that  the  same  shall  be  sold  in  said 
county,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and,  upon  conviction,  shall  be  fined  three  hundred 
dollars  and  imprisoned  fifty  days  in  the  county  jail 
for  each  offense ;  and  each  selling,  and  .each  twenty- 
four  hours  such  liquor  is  exposed  to  sale  in  said 
county,  or  kept  with  intent  to  sell,  or  that  same  may 
be  sold  in  said  county,  shall  be  deemed  a  separate- 
oflfense.  Whoever  shall  sell,  or  expose  to  sale,  in  said 
county,  or  shall  have  or  keep  any  such  liquor  with 
any  of  the  intents  above-named,  under  pretense  of 
making  an  exhibition  or  sale  of  any  art,  article,  ani- 
mal or  thing  whatsoever,  or  under  pretense  of  making 
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a  gift,  or  of  selling  or  exhibiting  some  other  thing  ani 
giving  the  liquor,  or  by  the  use  of  any  trick,  trade, 
device,  pretense,  contrivance,  apparatus,  art,  artifice. 
game,  evasion  or  thing  whatsoever,  by  whatever  name 
called,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  under  this  section^  and 
be  punished  as  above  prescribed. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  import,  or  cai» 
another  ^  imi)ort,  into  Caldwell  county,  any  intozi- 
eating  liquor,  with  intent  to  violate  or  evade  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  whoever  does  so,  or 
whoever  imports  into  said  county  for  any  other  per- 
son any  such  liquor  when  he  knows,  or  has  reasonable 
ground  to  believe,  and  does  believe,  that  such  liqDor 
is  intended  to  be  used  to  violate  of  evade  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and,  upon  conviction,  shall  be  punished  as 
prescribed  in  the  first  section  for  violations  of  that 
section ;  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent 
the  importation  into  said  county  of  any  liquor  which 
is  not  intended  to  be  used  in  violating  or  evading  the 
provisions  of  this  act.     Under  this  section  proof  that 
any  one  has  possession,  in  said  county,  of  intoxica^ 
ing  liquor  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  such 
person  imported  said  liquor  into  said  county ;  but  the 
Commonwealth  shall  still  be  required  to  prove  that  it 
was  used,  or  was  Intended  to  be  used,  to  violate  or 
evade  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  3.  Whoever  shall  haul,  carry  or  transport  in  anr 
way,  any  intoxicating  liquor  in  said  county,  or  from 
one  place  or  house  in  said  county  to  another  place  or 
house  in  said  county,  when  he  knows,  or  when  he  has 
reason  to  believe  and  does  believe,  that  the  article 
which  he  is  hauling,  carrying  or  transporting  15  in- 
toxicating liquor,  and  that  the  same  is  intended  to  be 
used  in  violating  in  any  way  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  three  hundred  dol- 
lars and  imprisoned  fifty  days  in  the  county  jail ;  and 
proof  that  he  did  actually  so  haul,  carry  or  transport 
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r^a  any  way  any  such  liquor  in  said  county,  shall  be 

.  ^yrimcL  facie  evidence  that  he  knew  at  the  time  he 
ras  so  hauling,  carrying  or  transporting  the  same 

.  liat  it  was  intoxicating  liquor ;  but  the  Common- 
wealth shall  still  be  required  to  prove  that  such 
Iquor  so  hauled,  carried  or  transported  was  used,  or 

..ntended  to  be  used,  in  violating  or  evading  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act ;  but  nothing  herein  contained  sli  ill 
prevent  the  bringing  into  said  county  any  liquor  which 
is  not  intended  to  be  used  In  violating  or  evading  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  law. 

§  4.  That  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  words 
*^seir'  and  "sale,"  wherever  they  occur  in  this  act, 
shall  be  deemed  and  construed  to  mean  and  include 
vend,  sell,  barter,  traffic  in,  trade,  exchange,    loan 
procure  for,  and  every  disposition  which  is,  shall  or 
can  be  made  of  intoxicating  liquor  in  selling,  or  in  the 
attempt  to  sell  the  same,  or  in  the  attempt  to  violate 
or  evade  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  and  proof  of  ftie 
fact  that  any  person  while  in,  on,  or  passing  through 
any  house,  room,  tenement,  tent,  cave,  car,  boat,  or 
other  structure,  or  premises  adjacent  thereto,  in  said 
county,  owned,  occupied  or  controlled  by  another,  ob- 
tained any  intoxicating  liquor  in  any  of  the  ways 
named  in  section  1,  or  in  any  of  the  above-named 
ways,  or  in  any  way,  shall  be  deemed  prima  facie 
evidence  that  the  person  who  owns,  occupies  or  con- 
trols such  house,  room,  tenement,  tent,  cave,  car,  boat 
or  other  structure,  or  premises  adjacent  thereto,  sold 
said  liquor  so  obtained.     That  for  the  purposes  of  this 
act  the  word  "import,"  in  the  second  section,  and 
wherever  it  occurs  in  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  to  mean 
and   include  brought,   hauled,   transported,   carried, 
sent  and  introduced  into  Caldwell  county,  and  shall 
apply  to  every  person,  whether  he  be  the  owner  of  the 
liquor  or  not.     That  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  the 
words    "intoxicating  liquor"   and  "liquor,"    wher- 
ever they  occur  in  this  act,  shall  be  construed  to  mean 
whisky,  brandy,  rum,  gin,  wine,  ale,  lager  beer,  bock 
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beer  and  any  spirituous,  vinous,  malt  or  intoxicatlDg 
liquors,  or  any  mixture,  compound  or  combination 
thereof,  or  any  bitters,  tonics  or  drinks  made  there- 
from, by  whatever  name  called.  That  for  the  purposes 
of  this  act  the  word  "whoever"  and  the  word  "i)er- 
son,"  wherever  they  occur  in  this  act,  shall  be  deemed 
and  construed  to  mean  and  include  person,  persons, 
society,  club  or  combination  of  persons,  partnership, 
corporation  or  company,  by  whatev<»r  name  called. 

§  .1.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
prohibit  or  prevent  any  railroad  company  or  any  com- 
mon carrier  from  transporting,  in  good  faith,  any  in- 
•  toxicating  liquor  through  Caldwell  county  on  its  way 
to  other  counties,  States  or  countries  ;  nor  to  prevent 
the  importation  or  sale  of  wine  for  sacramental  par- 
poses. 

§  6.  That  the  judge  of  the  Caldwell  quarterly  court, 
and  the  police  court  of  any  incorporated  town  in  Cald- 
well county,  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with 
the  Caldwell  circuit  court  of  all  prosecutions  for  viola- 
tions of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  in  the  two 
courts  first  above  named,  no  examining  trial  or  indict- 
ment shall  be  had  before  proceeding  to  final  trial,  and 
prosecutions  shall  proceed  by  summoiis  or  warrant  in 
the  name  of  the  Commonwealth,  as  in  any  misde- 
meanor case.  All  fines  recovered  under  this  act  shall, 
except  the  portion  thereof  going  to  the  officers,  go  to 
the  county  of  Caldwell,  to  assist  in  paying  its  bonded 
debt. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  become  and  be  a  law  from  its 
passage,  but  none  of  |ts  provisions  (except  those  of  the 
section  which,  by  its  own  terms,  is  to  take  effect  from 
and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  without  regard  to 
vote  to  be  taken),  shall  take  effect  until  ratified  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  legal  voters  of  Caldwell  county,  who  shal 
vote  at  an  election  to  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  after  the 
first  Monday  in  November,  1886,  that  is  the  congres- 
sional election  day  in  said  year,  at  which  election  all 
the  legal  voters  of  said  county  who  would  on  that  day 
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toe  entitled  to  vote  for  a  member  of  the  Legislature,  if 
one  were  then  to  be  voted  for,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote. 
That  whenever  ten  or  more  citizens  of  Caldwell  county 
shall  deposit  with  the  county  judge  enough  money  to 
pay  the  costs  of  the  election  herein  provided  for,  and 
shall,  in  writing,  request  him  to  do  so,  the  judge  of 
"the  Caldwell  county  court  shall  make  an  order  on  the 
order  book  of  said  court  directing  the  sheriflE  of  said 
county,  or  other  officer  whose  duty  it  may  be,  to  open 
a  poll  at  each  and  every  voting  place  in  each  elec- 
tion precinct  in  Caldwell  county,  on  the  Tuesday 
next  after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  1886,  for 
the  purpose  of  taking  the  sense  of  the  legal  voters 
in  said  county  as  to  whether  or  not  the  provisions  of 
this  act  (the  section,  which,  as  above  stated,  is  to  take 
effect  from  the  passage  of  this  act  excepted),  shall  take 
effect.  Said  election  shall  be  held  between  the  same 
liours  of  the  day,  and  the  same  judges,  clerks  and 
sheriffs  of  election  as  act  at  the  regular  election  for 
congressmen,  which  is  to  be  held  on  that  day  last 
above-named,  shall  act  as  officers  of  this  election.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  clerk  of  said 
county  to  give  to  the  sheriff,  or  other  officer  whose 
duty  it  is  to  hold  said  election,  a  certified  copy  of  the 
order  of  the  judge  of  the  county  court  within  ten  days 
after  said  order  is  made.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
sheriflf,  or  other  officer  whose  duty  it  may  be  to  hold 
said  election,  to  have  the  order  of  the  judge  of  the 
county  court  published  in  some  weekly  paper  pub- 
lished in  said  county  for  at  least  two  weeks  before 
the  election  ;  and  also  to  advertise  the  same  by  printed 
or  written  hand-bills  posted  at  least  one  conspicuous 
place  in  each  voting  precinct  in  said  county  for  at 
least  ten  days  before  said  election.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  sheriflf,  or  other  officer  whose  duty  it 
may  be  to  hold  said  election,  to  notify  the  several 
judges  and  clerks  of  election  of  the  fact  that  they 
are  required  to  hold  said  election,  and  he  shall 
open  a  poll  at  each  voting  place  in  said  county  on  ' 
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said  day ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  jadges 
of  the  election  to  propound  lo  each  voter  the  ques- 
tion, '^Are  you  for  or  against  the  sale  of  intoxicat- 
ing liquors  in  Caldwell  county?"  and  his  vote  shall 
be  given  viva  voce^   and   shall    be  recorded    as   his 
answer  indicates.     The  poll  shall  be  returned  as  the 
polls  in  the  congressional  election  held  on  said  day, 
and  shall  be  examined  and  compared  by   the  same 
officers  of  the  county ;    and  if  it  be   found   that  a 
majority  of  the  iegal  votes  cast  at  said  election  were 
given  against  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  said 
county,  this  law  shall  then  be  in  full  force  and  effect ; 
and  thereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  judge  of 
the  Caldwell  county  court,  or  any   other   officer  of 
Caldwell  county  or  of  this  State,  or  the  trustees  or 
other  local  authorities  or  officers  of  any  incorporated 
town  in  said  county,  to  grant  license  to  any  person 
to  sell  in  said  county  any  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt 
liquors  in    any  quantity  or   for  any  purpose  or  in 
any  business,   no  matter  by  what  name  the  license 
may  be  called  ;  and  whoever  shall  giant  any  such 
license  shall  be  deemed  guilty   of  a  misdemeanor, 
and,    upon  conviction,  shall  be  lined  three  hundred 
dollars ;  and  any  license  so  granted  shall   be    void. 
^  The  examining  board  shall  certify  the  result  of  the 
election.     This  certificate  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
clerk  of  the  Caldwell  county  court,  and  he  shall  at 
once  record  the  same  in  the  order  book  of  said  courts 
and  an  attested  copy  thereof  shall  be  prima  facie 
evidence  in  all  proceedings   linder  this  act ;  but  the 
failure    to    make  or  record   said  certificate,  or  any 
irregularity  in  the  matter  of  making  the  orders  or 
publishing  the  notices  before  the  election,  shall  in  no- 
wise affect  the  going  into  operation  of  this  law,  pro- 
vided the  vote  was  taken  and  resulted  in  favor  of  this 
law.     If  the  said  election  result  in  favor  of  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquor  in  Caldwell  county,  such  result 
shall  not  legalize  the  sale  of   spirituous,    vinous  or 
malt  liquor  in  any  voting  precinct  or  portion  of  said 
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5ounty  where  the  sale  of  such  liquors  is  prohibited 
yy  any  law  in  force  on  the  day  the  election  is  held. 

§  8.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  of  this  State,  gen- 
3ral,  local  or  special,  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  9.   This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1296. 

Al?   ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  and  malt  liquors 

in   Meade  county. 

Zie  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Asserribly  of  the  Com- 
ononwealth  of  Kentvx^Jcy : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  sell,  barter  or  traffic  in  spirituous,  vinous 
or  malt  liquors,  in  any  quantity  whatever,  and  for  any 
purpose  whatever,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  in  the 
county  of  Meade. 

§  2.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  the  pre- 
ceding section  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  in  any 
sum  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  live 
hundred  dollars,  in  the  discretion  of  the  jury  trying 
the  case. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  not  take  effect  or  be  in  force  until 
the  same  shall  be  ratified  and  approved  by  a  majority 
of  the  votes  cast  at  the  election  hereinafter  provided 
for  in  this  act, 

§  4.  Said  election  shall  be  held  at  the  regular  elec- 
tion held  in  November,  1886,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  person  to  vote  at  said  election  who  is  not 
eligible  to  vote  for  Representative  to  the  General 
Assembly.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the 
Meade  county  court,  in  preparing  the  poll-books  for 
said  election,  to  make  one  column  marked  at  the  head 
thereof  on  each  page,  ''For  the  sale  of  spirituous, 
vinous  and  malt  liquors,"  and  another  column  marked 
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at  the  head  of  each  page,  ''  Against  the  sale  of  spirit- 
nous,  vinous  and  malt  liquors.  ^' 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  said 
election  to  propound  to  each  individual  who  offers 
to  vote  at  said  election  the  question,  "Are  yon  for 
or  against  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous  and  malt 
liquors  in  Meade  county?"  and  his  vote  shall  be 
recorded  according  to  his  answer.  The  officers  of 
the  election  shall  be  governed  by  the  laws  now 
regulating  the  conduct  of  officers  of  general  elec- 
tions. The  poll-books  shall  be  returned,  com])ared 
and  result  certified  as  now  required  by  law  r^:u- 
lating  general  elections.  If  it  shall  appear  from  a 
comparison  of  the  polls  that  a  majority  of  the  votes 
cast  at  said  election  are  against  the  sale  of  said  liq- 
uors, then  the  board  to  examine  the  polls  shall  make 
a  certificate  of  that  fact,  which  shall  be  filed  with 
the  county  clerk,  who  shall  record  the  same  in  his 
office,  and  then  this  act  shall  be  in  full  force  and 
effect. 

§  6.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Meade 
county  court  to  order  the  sheriff  to  give  twenty 
days'  notice  of  said  election,  by  printed  or  written 
posters,  in  each  of  the  voting  places  of  said  county. 

§  7.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  inter- 
fere with  the  privilege  of  any  person  who  is  selling 
liquors  under  a  license  properly  granted  till  the  ex- 
piration of  such  license. 

§  8.  This  act,  in  so  far  as  it  authorizes  the  vote  to 
be  taken,  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1298. 

AN  ACT  to  regulate  o£Sicial  advertiaing  in  Jefferson  county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
^manwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge  Doty  of  county 
of  Jefferson  county,  in  the  month  of  July  of  each 
year,  to  hear  such  competent  proof  as  may  be  of- 
fered by  affidavit  or  orally,  and  from  such  proof  to 
determine  which  newspapers,  one  English  and  one 
Grerman,  have  the  largest  bona  fide  circulation  within 
such  county ;  and  when  he  shall  have  heard  suffi- 
<?ient  evidence  to  determine  the  same,  he  shall  make 
an  order  on  the  records  of  his  court  designating  such 
newspapers  as  the  two  in  which  shall  be  published 
all  official  advertisements  now  required  by  law  to  be 
published. 

§2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  clerks,  constables,  Duty  or  cierkB. 
master  and  special  commissioners,  marshals,  sheriffs 
and  collectors,  and  all  other  officers  who,  by  law  or 
order  of  any  court  held  in  such  county,  may  be  re- 
quired (o  advertise  sales,  notices  and  other  matters, 
to  insert  and  publish  the  same  in  the  newspapers 
selected  in  accordance  with  the  first  section  of  this 
act ; .  and  no  advertisement  inserted  in  any  other 
paper  shall  be  taxed  as  costs  or  charged  for,  unless 
inserted  also  in  the  papers  so  selected  as  above,  and 
specially  ordered  to  be  published  in  such  other 
paper  by  the  court  or  the  proper  authority  hav- 
ing jurisdiction  over  such  proceeding:  Provided^ 
That  in  no  case  shall  the  amount  charged  or  paid 
for  said  advertising  exceed  the  regular  advertising 
rates  of  said  paper;  and  all  advertisement  specified 
in  this  act  shall  be  set  up  as  solid  matter,  printed 
without  unnecessary  display. 

§3.  In  determining  the  papers  having  the  largest  paper  haying 
circulation  in  said  county,  as  provided  in  the  first  Jircuutton. 
section  of  this  act,  the  county  judge  shall  take  the 
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average  hona  fide  circulation  of  such  papers  within 
such  county  for  a  period  of  six  months  preceding  the 
first  of  July  of  each  year,  not  including,  however,  any 
issue  or  edition  printed  or  dated  on  Sunday,  nor  the 
weekly  issue,  if  the  papers  be  both  daily  and  weekly. 
§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  A.  T.  Curry,  of  Green  county. 

Whereas,  Caroline  Curry,  of  Green  county,  Ken- 
tucky, adjudged  a  pauper  idiot  in  the  Green  circuit 
court,  live  years  before  the  July  term,  1885,  of  said 
court,  is  yet  alive,  as  appears  from  an  order  of  said 
court,  made  January  18,  1886,  and  was  unable  to 
labor  to  support  herself,  and  has  no  parents,  and 
no  estate  in  possession,  reversion  or  remainder; 
and  whereas,  her  committee,  A.  T.  Curry,  has  cared 
for  and  provided  for  said  idiot  since  the  eighteenth 
day  of  July,  1885,  to  January  18,  1886,  as  shown  by 
said  order  of  said  court,  and  was  made  an  allowance 
therefor  by  said  court,  but  which  amount  was  re- 
fused payment  by  the  Auditor,  on  account  of  an 
oversight  in  said  court  in  not  having  a  new  inquest 
as  required  by  law  ;  now,  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  OeneraZ  Assembly  of  tlie  Com- 
moTVwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and 
he  is  hereby,  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the 
Treasurer  in  favor  6f  A.  T.  Curry  for  thirty-seven 
dollars  and  fifty  cent«  for  keeping  said  idiot  six 
months,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  not  otherwise 
appropriated. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN    ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Dayton,  in  Gamphell

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Govh- 
monwealth  of,  Kentucky : 

%  1 .  That  the  corporate  limits  and  boundary  of  the  Boundary. 
city  of  Dayton  shall  be  as  follows :  Beginning  at  the 
southeasterly  corner  of  the  original  survey  of  the 
towQ  of  Jamestown,  Campbell  county,  Kentucky, 
(now  part  of  the  city  of  Dayton) ;  thence  northwardly 
with  the  eastern  boundary  of  said  survey  to  low  water- 
mark of  the  Ohio  river ;  thence  down  the  Ohio  as  it 
meanders  at  low  water-mark  to  the  easterly  line  of  the 
land  of  Mrs.  K.  L.  Harris'  heirs,  being  the  easterly 
line  of  the  town  of  Bellevue,  Kentucky ;  thence  with 
said  easterly  line  of  Bellevue,  southwardly,  to  the 
southerly  line  of  Poplar,  of  said  town  of  Bellevue  ;

to  subscribe  for  and  on  behalf  of  said  county  of  Nicho-

Whereas,  It  apx)ears  that  the  Madisonville  and 
Shawneetown  Straight  Line  Railroad  Company  was 
incorporated  by  an  act  of  this  General  Assembly, 
entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Madisonville  and 
Shawneetown  Straight  Line  Railroad  Company,"  ap- 
proved February  18,  1870,  and  that  said  comi>any, 
after  its  organization,  partially  constructed  a  road-bed 
and  other  works,  but  failed  to  complete  said  road  as 
contemplated  in  said  act  of  incorporation  ;  and  where- 
as, it  appears  from  section  40  of  said  act  that  the  same 
shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  until  completed ;  and 
whereas,  it  appears  that  said  corporation  has  long 
since  ceased  to  exist,  and  that  its  said  right  of  way, 
depot  grounds,  and  other  investments  for  the  use  of 
said  road,  have  become  the  property  of  the  Louisville 
and  Nashville  Railroad  Company,  and  now  known 
and  called  the  "Providence  Branch"  of  said  com- 
pany. That  in  the  year  1882  the  said  Louisville  and 
Nashville  Railroad  Company  completed  said  road  to 
Providence,  a  distance  of  seventeen  miles,  and  has 
failed  to  extend  the  same  any  further,  and  that  said 
company  has  failed  and  refused  to  list  or  pay  taxes  on 
said  road  on  the  ground  that  it  is  not  completed ; 
therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad 
Company  is  hereby  given  the  further  time  of  two 
years,  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  in  which  to  com- 
plete the  construction  of  the  road  mentioned  in  the 
act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Madisonville 
and  Shawneetown  Straight  Line  Railroad  Company," 
approved  February  18,  1870  ;  and  at  the  expiration  of 
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sa^id  time  the  said  road  shall  be  deemed  completed  so 
far  as  to  render  the  same  subject  to  taxation  under 
the  laws  of  this  State.  That  alter  the  expiration  of 
8a.id  time  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Louis- 
ville and  Nashville  Railroad  Company  shall  annually 
list  so  much  of  said  road  as  is  completed  and  in  oper-

CHAPTER  1303. 

A'N  ACT  for  the  henefit  of  J.   A.   Clark,   late  assessor  for   Marshall 

county. 

Whereas,  Errors  appear  to  have  been  made  by  J. 
A.  Clark  against  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  in 
Ills  accounts  for  services  rendered  by  him  as  assessor 
for  Marshall  county  for  the  years  1875,  1876,  1877, 
1878,  1879,  1880,  1881  and  1882,  amounting  in  the  ag- 
gregate to  about  four  hundred  dollars ;  and  whereas, 
said  errors  were  committed  through  innocent  mistake, 
under  the  advice  of  the  old  county  court  clerk,  and 
Tvith  no  intention  to  wrong  the  State,  which  money  so 
received  said  Clark  paid  on  his  debts  and  lived  upon, 
and  being  a  very  poor  man,  with  a  large  family  to  care 
for  and  support,  cannot  reimburse  the  State  without 
sacrificing  his  little  home ;  now,  therefore.

CHAPTER  1304. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  D.   B.  Edmonston,  committee  for  Geoi^ 

Delaney,  of  Lincoln  county. 

Whereas,  D.  B.  Edmonston,  of  Lincoln  coantr, 
Kentucky,  was  appointed,  by  an  order  of  the  Lincoln 
circuit  court,  a  committee  for  George  Delaney,  a  pan- 
per  idiot  of  said  county,  under  eight  years  of  a^e, 
and  was  acting  as  such  during  the  year  1884,  and  at 
the  time  when  the  law  went  into  effect  prohibiting 
any  allowance  by  the  State  for  the  support  of  a  pau- 
per idiot  under  eight  years  of  age ;  and  whereas,  said 
committee,  in  ignorance  of  said  law,  procured  the 
furnishing  of  necessary  articles  for  the  support,  and 
which,  under  the  Lincoln  circuit  court ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assenibly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and 
he  is  hereby,  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the 
Treasurer  for  the  sum  of  fifty-eight  dollars  and  sixtj- 
five  cents  in  favor  of  said  committee,  the  amount  of 
said  expense  incurred  for  the  support  of  said  idiot, 
to  be  by  him  used  in  payment  of  said  sum. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  A  ssemhly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  act  approved  May  12,  1884,  entitled 
"An  act  to  revise  and  amend  the  tax  laws  of  the  city 
of  Louisville,"  be,  and  its  provisions  other  than  those 
referring  to  the  sources  of  revenue  and  rates  of  tax- 
ation, amended  as  is  hereinafter  provided :  1.  The  sec- 
ond subdivision  of  section  1  of  an  act  to  amend  an 
act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  revise  and  amend  the  tax  law* 
of  the  city  of  Louisville,"  approved  May  8,  1884,  be, 
and  it  is  hereby,  re-enacted,  and  it  shall  be  taken  as 
an  amendment  to  the  lirst-named  act  as  fully  as  it  wa» 
to  the  act  approved  April  25,  1884,  therein  named. 

§  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  second  ar- 
ticle of  said  act  of  May  12,  1834.  be,  and  it  is  hereby, 
amended  as  folh*  n  section  1  thereof  strike  out 

the  word  "appoint"  and  insert  "nominate  and  rec- 
ommend," Strikeout  "and  their  appointment  must 
be  approved"  and  insert  "to  be  elected."  In  section 
4  insert  after  "borrowed  money  or  deposits"  the 
words  ''or  other  deductions  allowed  by  the  law." 
Strike  out  "and  shall  add  ten  per  cent,  to  the  value 
of  the  personal  property  and  investments ;"  and  the 
two  sentences  imposing  penalties,  which  begin  with 
the  words  ''a  person  failing"  and  "the  prosecution." 
In  section  6,  after  the  words  "to  the  owner  or  holder," 
insert  "at  the  time  of  the  notice."  Change  " next  ar 
tide"  into  "fourth  article."  At  the  end  of  this  sec- 
tion add:  "Any  person  thus  retrospectively  assessed 
may,  within  thirl y  days  after  the  mailing  of  a  notice 
thereof  to  him,  tile  in  the  assessor's  office  the  com- 
plaint provided  for  in  the  next  section ;  if  he  do  so, 
the  assessment  shall  not  become  binding,  nor  shall 
any  bill  be  issued  thereon  till  it  be  passed  on  as  in 
next  section  is    provided."

It  may  be  re-convened  by  the 
mayor  from  time  to  time  to  pass  on  the  complaints  of 
those  retrospectively  assessed."  At  the  end  of  sec- 
T4aL bills mu«t  ^ion  8  add  the  following :  "Each  bill  shall  be  authen- 
•utheuticated.  treated  by  the  assessor  by  his  signature  or  a  stamped 
fac  simile  thereof,  and  when  so  authenticated  it  shall 
he  prima  facie  proof  that  all  steps  have  been  taken 
to  make  it  a  binding  tax  bill  for  the  amounts  and  pur- 
poses and  against  the  person  and  property  therein 
named  or  described  ;  and  this  rule  of  evidence  shall 
apply  to  the  tax  bills  for  1885  and  1836  that  have  been 
so  authenticated  under  the  ordinance  of  the  general 
council." 

§  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  for  the  purpose  of 
curing  any  defects  in  the  bills  for  1884  and  prior 
years  that  may  exist,  notwithstanding  the  several 
curative  acts  and  the  steps  taken  in  pursuance  there- 
of :  1.  If  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  this  Commonwealth

After  the  first  of 
May,  1886,  no  act'on,  counter  claim  or  other  judicial 
demand  shall  be  begun  on  any  tax  bill  for  1880  or 
previous  years  ;  after  December  31,  1886,  none  on  any 
tax  bill  for  1881 ;  after  December  31, 1887,  none  for  any 
tax  bill  for  1882,  under  the  iirst  assessment  of  that 
year.  3.  That  all  actions  to  recover  from  said  city 
the  amount  of  any  taxes  or  assessments  which  have 
been  or  may  be  erroneously  or  illegally  collected, 
shall  be  prosecuted  within  two  years  after  the  canse 
of  action  arose,  and  not  afterwards  ;  but  this  act  shall 
not  apply  to  causes  of  action  now  existing  until  six 
months  from  the  passage  thereof.

tenant  so  served  shall  show  the  copy  delivered 
to  him  to  the  receiver  of  the  Louisville  chancery 
court,  and  pay  into  it  or  into  the  Louisville  law 
and  equity  court  any  rent  then  due  or  thereafter 
occurring  to  the  extent  of  garnishment.  Such  re- 
ceiver shall,  without  cost  to  the  tenant,  have  the 
proper  money  order  entered  in  one  of  the  said  courts 
and  open  an  account  on  his  books.  This  payment  into 
court  shall  be  deemed  a  suit  of  interpleader,  and  shall 
fully  discharge  the  tenant  pro  tanto  without  regard 
to  the  validity  of  the  garnishment  or  of  the  tax  bill 
on  which  it  was  issued.  The  city  and  landlord  may 
litigate  over  the  fund  in  a  summary  way,  under  rules 
which  said  courts  shall  make  for  that  purpose ;  but 
either  party  may  insist  upon  a  hearing  in  a  regular 
action  where  the  amount  involved  exceeds  fifty  dol- 
lars, exclusive  of  interest,  commission  and  costs.  A 
tenant  may  also,  after  garnishment,  pay  all  or  any

of  the  tax  bills  embraced  therein,  and  have  for  his 
indemnity  or  reimbursement  all  the  remedies  given 
him  by  section  72  of  the  charter  of  1870."  Add  to  sec- 
tion 7  of  this  article  :  "  Where  an  action  heretofore  or 
hereafter  brought  under  this  or  the  following  section 
is  still  pending  and  undetermined,  a  new  action  upon 
a  subsequently  accruing  taxes  may  be  broufi^ht,  and 
either  action  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court, 
be  carried  to  judgment  separately,  and  a  sale  may  be 
had  under  the  judgment  therein  of  sufficient  property 
to  satisfy  the  same,  giving  the  purchaser  a  title  free 
from  the  tax  liens  set  up  in  the  other  causes."  Add  to 
section  9  of  this  article :  "  The  lien  herein  given  shall 
attach,  though,  through  errors  in  the  proceedings  for 
any  year,  the  tax  bills  may  be  unenforceable  or  void ; 
in  which  case,  the  lien  reaching  back  to  the  date 
named  shall  support  the  city's  claim  for  the  taxes 
that  may  be  imposed  afterwards  for  the  year  in  ques- 
tion by  any  curative  act  or  acts  of  the  Legislature." 

§  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  following 
changes  be  made  in  article  5  of  the  act  first  herein 
named:  In  section  2  thereof  strike  out  the  clause: 
''He  shall,  with  the  approval  of  the  general  council, 
from  time  to  time,  appoint  an  assistant,  w^ho  shall  re- 
ceive a  salary,  fixed  by  ordinance,  of  not  over  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  a  year,  from  the  city  treasury,  to- 
gether with  all  docket  fees  actually  recovered,"  and 
insert  in  place  thereof:  "The  general  council,  from 
time  to  time,  shall  elect  an  assistant  city  attorney,  to 
serve  for  two  years,  and  who  shall  receive  a  salary,  to 
be  fixed  by  ordinance,  not  to  exceed  two  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly.  Such 
assistant  shall  execute  a  bond  to  the  city  of  Louisville 
for  the  honest  and  faithful  performance  of  his  duties, 
and  shall  take  the  oaths  required  of  other  city  officers 
before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office."  This 
change,  w^hen  it  comes  into  effect,  shall  not  impair  the 
right  to  docket  fees  in  suits  then  begun ;  and  in  suits 
for  taxes  begun  thereafter  no  docket  fee  shall  be  al- 
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lowed.  Add  the  following  to  section  5  of  this  article : 
'*The  receiver  of  city  taxes  may  nominate  not  exceed- 
ing live  deputies,  to  be  confirmed  and  elected  by  the 
general  council  in  joint  session,  and  who  may  be  re- 
moved like  other  city  oflSicers  ;  he  may  at  any  time,  by 
written  order,  withdraw  their  official  powers,  and  for 
their  acts  he  and  his  sureties  shall  be  responsible  on 
his  official  bond." 

§  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  the  demands  of  the  vaiiduy  of  tax 
city  for  any  tax  heretofore  or  hereafter  imposed  shall  by  mfauleS!'  ^ 
not  be  avoided  or  held  of  less  force,  or  be  in  anywise 
impaired  or  reduced  by  reason  of  the  general  council 
or  of  the  assessor  having,  by  mistake  of  law  or  fact, 
omitted,  exempted  or  relieved  any  class  or  parcel  of 
property  from  all  or  some  of  the  rates  lawfully 
chargeable  thereon  ;  but  the  property  thus  improperly 
omitted,  exempted  or  relieved  shall,  whenever  the 
mistake  is  discovered,  be  retrospectively  assessed  with- 
in five  years,  as  in  the  case  of  other  omissions  pro- 
vided for  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment, 
w^here  it  had  not  been  assessed  before  ;  or  additional 
tax  bills  for  the  omitted  rates  shall  be  issued  within 
five  years  under  the  direction  of  the  general  council, 
if  it  was  relieved  from  some  of  the  rates  properly 
chargeable  thereon.  All  ordinances  heretofore  passed 
by  the  general  council,  as  far  as  they  bear  on  the  levy, 
assessment,  collection  br  enforcement  of  taxes,  may  be 
enforced,  whether  they  were  published  properly, 
insufficiently,  or  not  at  all ;  any  act  bearing  on  the 
levy,  assessment,  collection  or  enforcement  of  taxes 
heretofore  done  under  or  by  color  of  any  ordinance, 
shall  be  as  valid"  as  if  such  ordinance  had  been  prop- 
erly published  before  the  doing  of  such  act.  Every 
ordinance  which  may  be  passed  hereafter  shall,  as  far 
as  it  bears  upon  the  levy,  assessment,  collection  or 
enforcement  of  taxes,  be  enforced  without  or  before 
publication  ;  but  it  shall  still  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk 
of   the  board  of  aldermen  to  have  such  ordinances 
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speedily  published,  and  any  person  in  interest  may 
demand  such  speedy  publication. 

§  7.  And  it  is  further  enacted,  the  changes  in  the 
election  or  appointment  of  officers  shall  take  effect  on 
the  expiration  of  their  present  terms.  The  amend- 
ments in  the  mode  of  collection  shall  take  effect  on 
the  first  of  May,  1886,  as  to  the  bills  then  in  the 
receivers  hands;  otherwise  this  act  shall  take  effect 
from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1306. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Newton  Craig,  of  Scott  county. 

Whebeas,  Certain  settlements  have  been  made  and 
suits  determined  between  the  State  and  Newton  Craig 
growing  out  of  the  claims  of  the  latter  as  agent  of 
the  State  and  keeper  of  the  penitentiary,  through 
commissioners  appointed  to  settle  and  adjust  the  ac- 
counts between  them,  and  in  said  settlements,  as  is 
alleged  by  Craig,  certain  mistakes  were  made  against 
him  in  giving  the  State  improper  credits  and  in  fail- 
ing to  allow  him  certain  claims  to  which  he  was  en- 
titled. Now,  in  order  to  a  final  adjustment  of  all  mat- 
ters between  the  State  and  said  Craig,  and  to  procure 
a  settlement  upon  the  principles  of  equity  and  justice, 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Asse^nMy  of  the  Coin- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  a  commission  consisting  of  three  persons, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  mimed  by  the  Governor,  one  by 
Newton  Craig,  and  the  third  by  the  two  thus  named, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered 
to  take  into  consideration  all  of  the  reports  of  former 
commissioners,  the  late  report  of  the  Governor,  and 
all  other  documents  connected  with  this  matter,  and 
make  a  full  and  final  settlement  of  this   long  and 
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exipensive  mjttter.  The  Attorney-General  is  hereby 
instructed  to  represent  the  State  before  this  board  of 
commissioners,  and  Newton  Craig  may  be  represented 
by  counsel  in  all  matters  before  said  board  of  com- 
missioners at  his  own  expense ;  and  no  person  hold- 
ing an  office  under  the  State  government  shall  act  as 
an  arbitrator  or  commissioner.  All  of  said  commis- 
sioners herein  authorized  to  be  selected  shall,  before 
acting  as  such,  take  an  oath  to  act  according  to  law 
and  evidence  and  the  equity  of  the  ease  to  the  best 
of  their  judgment  without  favor  or  affection.  When 
their  settlement  is  concluded,  and  a  majority  of  their 
signatures  appended  Jhereto,  they  shall  certify  to  the 
-A^uditor  of  Public  Accounts  the  result,  who  is  hereby 
■directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasury  for  the 
amount  of  their  award,  if  any  be  found  in  favor  of 
said  Craig. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1307. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  sureties  of  Wilson  Barnettj  late  sheriff 

of  Menifee  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
mwnwealth  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  upon  the  payment  into  the  Treasury  of 
this  State  of  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  by  the 
sureties  of  Wilson  Barnett,  late  sheriff  of  Menifee 
<X)unty,  they  are  hereby  released  from  all  further  lia- 
bility to  this  State  as  such  sureties  ;  but  this  act  is  not 
to  operate  so  as  to  release  said  Barnett  from  aiiy  lia- 
bility he  is  under  to  this  Commonwealth. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1308. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Owensboro  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Ck)in- 

pany. 

Be  it  eTiacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweallh  of  Kentucky : 

%  1.  That  R.  Mc Johnston,  L.  Grey,  T.  H.  Guthrie, 
J.  C.  Terrill,  J.  J.  Hill,  Harry  Guenther,  John  Thix- 
ton  and  D.  M.  Griffith,  and  others  who  may  hereafter 
become  members  of  said  company  in  the  manner  here- 
in prescribed,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  incorporated  a 
body -politic,  by  the  name  of  the  Owensboro  Mutual 
Fire  Insurance  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  insuring 
their  respective  dwelling-houses,  stores,  shops  and 
other  buildings,  together  with  their  household  furni- 
ture and  merchandise,  against  loss  by  fire,  whether  the 
same  shall  happen  by  accident,  lightning  or  any  other 
means  except  that  of  design  in  the  insured,  except  by 
invasion  of  an  enemy,  or  an  insurrection  of  the  citi- 
zens of  this  or  any  of  the  United  States ;  and  by  that 
name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  may  plead  and  be  implead- 
ed, appear  and  prosecute  and  defend  in  any  court  of 
record  or  other  place  whatever  ;  may  have  and  use  a 
common  seal ;  purchase  and  hold  such  real  and  per- 
sonal estate  as  may  be  necessary  to  effect  the  objects 
of  their  association,  and  the  same  may  sell  and  con- 
vey at  pleasure  ;  may  make,  establish  and  put  into  ex- 
ecution such  by-laws,  ordinances  and  resolutions,  not 
being  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the 
United  States,  as  may  seem  necessary  and  convenient 
for  their  government  and  for  the  management  of  their 
affairs ;  and  mav  do  and  execute  all  such  acts  and 
things  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  fall  effect 
the  purposes  of  this  charter. 

§  2.  That  all  and  every  person  or  persons  resident 
of  Daviess  county,  who  shall  at  any  time  become  in- 
terested in  said  company  by  insuring  therein,  and  also 
their  respective  executors,  administrators  and  assigns 
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continuing  to  be  insured  therein  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  members 
thereof  for  and  during  the  time  specified  in  their  re- 
si)ective  policies  and  no  longer,  and  shall  at  all  times 
be  included  and  bound  by  the  provisions  of  this 
charter. 

§  3.  There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  said  company  on 
the  first  Monday  in  January  annually,  said  meeting 
to  be  held  in  the  city  of  Owensboro,  at  which  meeting 
shall  be  chosen,  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present, 
and  by  proxy,  a  board  of  directors,  consisting  of  not 
more  than  nine  or  less  than  seven  members,  who  shall 
continue  in  oflBice  until  others  have  been  elected  and 
accepted  the  trust  in  their  stead  ;  and  in  all  vacancies 
happening  in  said  board  by  removal,  death  or  other- 
wise, or  for  refusing  or  neglecting  to  act  for  the  space 
of  three  months  successively,  then,  and  in  every  such 
case,  another  director  shall  be  chosen  by  a  majority  of 
the  directors  present  at  any  monthly  meeting,  which 
director  so  chosen  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  next 
general  election  of  directors ;  and  a  majority  of  the 
whole  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business.  Special  meetings  of  said  company 
may  be  called  by  order  of  the  directors,  or  whenever 
live  persons  owning  property  insured  in  said  company 
shall  apply  to  the  directors,  setting  forth  in  writing 
the  purpose  for  which  said  meeting  is  desired. 

§  4.  The  board  of  directors  shall  superintend  the 
business  of  said  company,  and  shall  have  the  manage- 
ment of  all  the  funds  and  property  of  said  company, 
and  all  matters  and  concerns  thereunto  relating  not 
otherwise  provided  for  by  said  company.  They  shall 
have  power  from  time  to  time  to  appoint  a  secretary, 
treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  and  assistants  as  to 
them  may  seem  necessary,  and  shall  prescribe  their 
duties  and  fix  their  salaries  and  take  such  security 
from  them  as  they  may  think  necessary  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  their  respective  duties.  They  shall 
determine  the  rates  of  insurance  and  the  sum  to  be 
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insured  on  any  property  not  exceeding  two-thirds  of 
its  cash  value,  and  the  sum  to  be  deposited  for  the 
insurance  thereof.  They  shall  order  and  direct  the 
making  and  issuing  of  all  policies  of  insurance,  the 
providing  of  books,  stationery  and  other  things  need- 
ful for  the  office  of  said  company  and  for  carrying  on 
the  affairs  thereof,  and  draw  on  the  Treasurer  for 
the  payment  of  all  losses  which  may  have  hap- 
pened, and  for  expenses  incurred  in  tr^nsactiDg 
the  business  of  said  company.  They  shall  elect 
one  of  their  own  number  to  act  as  president, 
and  may  hold  their  .meetings  monthly,  or  oftener,  if 
necessary,  for  transacting  the  business  of  said  com- 
pany, and  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings ; 
and  any  director  disagreeing  with  a  majority  of  the 
board  may,  at  any  meeting,  enter  his  dissent,  with  his 
reasons  therefor,  on  record. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  directors  to  procure 
a  suitable  building  in  which  to  transact  the  business  of 
the  company,  and  also  to  procure  a  suitable  fire-proof 
safe  as  a  depository  for  all  the  funds,  notes,  books 
and  records  belonging  to  said  company ;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  directors  to  renew  said  building,  in 
whole  or  part,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  or  expe- 
dient. 

§  6.  The  directors  may  insure  buildings  in  Daviess 
county,  and  personal  property  within  the  same,  with 
the  exceptions  and  provisions  hereinafter  enacted,  not 
exceeding  the  sum  of  iive  thousand  dollars  in  any  one 
risk,  at  such  rate  or  rates  as  said  directors  mav  in 
view  of  the  equity  of  the  case  and  the  interest  of  the 
company  determine.  Insurance  in  all  cases  shall  be 
made  upon  the  representation  of  the  assured  contained 
in  his  application  therefor,  and  signed  by  him  or  his 
attorney,  which  representation  shall,  in  fairness  and 
good  faith,  state  all  material  circumstances  within  his 
knowledge  which  may  affect  the  risk :  Provided^  That 
in  case  of  any  loss  or  damage  by  fire,  the  valuation  of 
the  property  at  the  time  of  such  loss  or  damage  shall 
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be  determined  by  the  award  of  impartial  men,  as  here- 
inafter provided  for. 

§  7.  Every  person  who  shall  become  a  member  of 
this  company  by  insuring  therein  shall,  before  he  re- 
ceives his  policy,  pay  in  cash  for  at  least  one  year's 
insurance,  and  may  deposit  his  promissory  note  as 
payment  for  the  amount  of  the  premium  unpaid.  The 
said  deposit  note  shall  be  payable  in  part  or  in  whole 
at  any  time  when  the  directors  shall  deem  it  neces- 
sary for  the  payment  of  losses  or  other  expenses,  and 
at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  insurance  the  said 
note,  or  such  part  of  the  same  as  shall  remain  unpaid 
after  deducting  all  losses  and  expenses  occurring  dur- 
ing said  term,  shall  be  relinquished  and  given  up  to 
the  signer  thereof. 

§  8.  Every  member  of  said  company  shall  be,  and 
hereby  is,  bound  to  pay  his  proportion  of  all  losses 
and  expenses  of  the  company  happening  and  occur- 
ring in  and  to  said  company ;  and  all  property  in- 
sured by  and  with  said  company,  together  with  the 
light,  title  and  interest  of  the  assured  to  the  same, 
shall  be  pledged  to  said  company ;  and  the  said  com- 
pany shall  have  a  lien  thereon  to  the  amount  of  the 
balance  unpaid  on  the  aforesaid  deposit  note  during 
the  continuance  of  his,  her  or  their  policies. 

§  9.  In  case  of  any  loss  or  damage  by  fire  happening 
to  any  member  upon  property  insured  in  and  with 
said  company,  said  member  shall  give  notice  in 
writing  to  the  directors,  or  some  of  them,  or  to  the 
secretary  of  the  said  company,  within  thirty  days 
from  the  time  of  such  loss  or  damage,  and  the  di- 
rectors, upon  a  view  of  the  same,  or  in  such  other 
way  as  they  may  deem  proper,  shall  ascertain  and 
determine  the  amount  of  such  loss  or  damage  ;  and 
if  the  party  suffering  is  not  satisfied  with  the  de- 
termination of  the  directors,  the  question  may  be 
submitted  to  referees,  or  the  said  party  may  bring 
action  against  said  company  for  said  loss  or  damage  at 
the  next  court  to  be  holden  in  and  for  the  circuit  of 
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Daviess,  and  not  afterward,  unless  the  court  should  be 
holden  within  sixty  days  of  the  said  determination ; 
but  if  holden  within  that  time,  then  at  the  next  court 
holden  in  said  county  thereafter ;  and  if,  upon  the  trial 
of  said  action,  a  greater  sum  shall  be  recovered  than 
the  amount  determined  upon  by  the  said  directors, 
the  party  suffering  shall  have  judgment  therefor 
against  said  company,  with  interest  thereon  from  the 
time  such  loss  or  damage  became  due,  and  costs  of 
suit.  But  if  no  more  shall  be  recovered  than  the 
amount  aforesaid,  the  party  shall  become  non-suit, 
and  the  said  company  shall  recover  costs :  Proelded. 
however^  That  the  judgment  last  mentioned  shall  in 
nowise  affect  the  claim  of  said  suffering  party  to  the 
whole  amount  of  loss  or  damage  as  determined  by  the 
directors  aforesaid. 

§  10.  The  directors  shall,  after  receiving  notice  of 
any  loss  or  damage  by  fire  sustained  by  any  member 
and  ascertaining  the  same,  or  after  the  rendition  of 
any  judgment  as  aforesaid  against  said  company  for 
such  loss  or  damage,  settle  and  determine  the  suras  to 
be  paid  by  the  several  members  thereof  as  their  i^ 
spective  portions  of  such  loss,  and  publish  the  same 
in  such  manner  as  they  may  see  fit  or  as  the  bj^-laws 
may  prescribe  ;  and  the  sum  to  be  paid  by  each  mem- 
ber shall  always  be  in  proportion  to  the  original 
amount  of  his  premium  note  or  notes,  and  shall  be 
paid  to  the  treasurer  within  thirty  days  after  the  pub- 
lication of  such  notice ;  and  if  any  member  shall,  fw 
the  space  of  thirty  days  after  such  notice,  neglect  or 
refuse  to  pay  the  sum  assessed  upon  him,  her  or  them, 
as  his,  her  or  their  proportion  of  any  loss  as  afore- 
said, in  such  cases  the  directors  may  sue  for  and  recover 
the  whole  amount  of  his,  her  or  their  deposit  note  or 
notes  with  costs  of  suit ;  and  the  money  thus  collected 
shall  remain  in  the  treasury  of  said  company,  subject 
to  the  payment  of  any  losses  or  expenses  as  have  or 
may  thereafter  accrue,  and  the  balance,  if  any  re- 
mains, shall  return  to  the  party  from  whom  it  wa* 
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collected,  on  demand,  after  thirty  days  from  the  ex- 
piration of  the  tenn  for  which  insurance  was  made. 

§  11.  The  said  company  may  take  insurance  for  any 
term  not  exceeding  five  years ;  and  any  policy  of  in- 
surance issued  by  said  company  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent, countersigned  by  the  secretary,  shall  be  deemed 
valid  and  binding  on  said  company  in  all  cases  where 
the  insured  has  a  title  in  fee-simple  unincumbered  to 
the  building  or  buildings,  and  to  the  land  covered  by  , 
the  same  ;  but  if  the  insured  have  a  less  estate  therein, 
or  if  the  premises  be  incumbered,  the  policy  shall  be 
void,  unless  the  true  title  of  the  insured  and  the  in- 
carabrances  on  the  premises  be  expressed  therein. 

§  12.  The  directors  shall  settle  and  pay  all  losses 
within  three  months  after  they  have  been  notified  as 
aforesaid,  unless  they  shall  judge  it  proper  within 
that  time  to  rebuild  the  house  or  houses  destroyed 
or  to  repair  the  damage  sustained,  which  they  are 
empowered  to  do  in  a  convenient  and  reasonable 
time. 

§  13.  Whenever  house  or  buildings,  or  other  prop- 
erty, shall  be  alienated,  by  sale  or  otherwise,  the 
policy  therein  shall  be  void,  and  be  surrendered  to 
the  directors  of  said  company  to  be  canceled,  and 
upon  such  surrender  the  assured  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  his,  her  or  their  deposit  note  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  his,  her  or  their  proportion  of  all  losses 
and  expenses  that  have  accrued  prior  to  such  sur- 
render: Provided,  however,  That  the  grantee  or 
alienee  having  the  policy  assigned  to  him,  may 
have  the  same  ratified  and  confirmed  for  him,  her 
or  them,  for  his,  her  or  their  own  proper  use  and 
benefit,  upon  application  to  the  directors  and  with 
their  consent,  within  thirty  days  after  such  aliena- 
tion, upon  giving  proper  security  to  the  satisfaction 
of  said  directors  for  such  proportion  of  the  deposit 
or  premium  note  as  shall  remain  unpaid ;  and  by 
such  ratification  and  confirmation,  the  party  causing 
69'^Local  Laws^  vol.  S. 
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the  same  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  priv- 
ileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  liabilities  to  which  the 
original  party  insured  was  entitled  and  subjected 
under  this  act. 

§14.  If  any  alteration  should  be  made  in  anv 
house  or  building  ])y  the  proprietor  thereof,  after 
insurance  has  been  made  thereon  with  said  com- 
pany, whereby  it  may  be  exposed  to  greater  risk  or 
hazard  from  tire  than  it  was  at  the  time  it  was  in- 
sured, then,  and  in  (^vin-y  such  case,  the  insurance 
made  npon  such  house  or  building  shall  be  ^oid,  un- 
less an  additional  pn^niuiu  and  deposit  be  settled 
and  paid  to  the  directors;  but  no  alteration  or  r**- 
pairs  in  the  buildings  not  incrensing  such  risk  or 
hazard,  shall  in  anywise  affect  the  insurance  pre- 
viously made  thereon. 

j$  15.  In  case  any  l)uilding  or  buil  lings  insured  by 
said  company  be  destroyed  b}'  fire  and  the  directors 
prefer  to  pay  the  amount  of  such  loss  in  money,  in 
such  case  the  directors  may  retain  the  amount  of  the 
premium  note  given  for  the  insurance  thereof  until 
the  time  for  wliich  insurance  was  made  shall  have  ex- 
pired :  and  at  the  ox])irati()n  thereof,  the  assured  shall 
have  the  riglit  to  demand  aud  lea.lve  such  part  of  said 
retained  sum  or  sums  as  have  not  been  expended  in 
losses  and  assessments. 

§  16.  If  insurance  shall  be  made  on  any  building  or 
personal  proi)erty  in  said  company  that  has  already 
been  and  is  then  insured  in  any  other  insurance  com- 
pany,  the  insurance  made  in  said  company  shall  be 
do(M^ied  and  become  void,  unless  such  double  ins.ir- 
ance  subsists  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  directois, 
signilied  l)y  indorsi^ment  on  the  back  of  the  |x)b>y 
signed  by  the  president  and  secretary. 

>$  17.  Each  and  every  member  of  said  company  shall 
be  entitled  to  an  examination  of  the  books,  papers  and 
general  transactions  of  said  company,  upon  applica- 
tion therefor  to  the  secretary. 
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§  18.  The  directors  shall  make  an  assessment  when- 
ever the  losses  or  expenses  of  said  company  amount  to 
as  much  as  ten  per  cent,  of  the  value  of  the  deposit 
notes  on  hand. 

§  19.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  directors  to  make 
an  annual  report  of  the  condition,  progress  and  affairs 
of  said  company,  a  copy  of  which  report  shall  be  fur- 
nished to  each  policy-holder  of  said  company. 

§  20.  The  Individ uls  named  in  the  first  section  of 
this  act  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  constituted  a  board  of 
directors  for  said  company,  to  serve  as  such  until  the 
first  annual  election  of  directors  herein  provided  for. 
They  shall  have  the  power,  if  they  see  fit,  to  increase 
their  number  to  nine,  as  allowed  by  the  third  section 
of  this  act,  from  among  the  members  of  said  company  ; 
and  all  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  said  board,  by 
death  or  otherwise,  may  be  filled  by  the  remaining 
members  of  said  board,  and  a  majority  of  their  number 
at  any  time  sliall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business.  They  may  call  the  first  meeting  of  the 
meml)ers  of  this  company  at  any  suitable  time  and 
place  in  the  city  of  Owensboro,  by  advertisement  in 
the  several  newspapers  printed  in  the  said  city,  giving 
at  least  one  week's  notice  of  the  time,  place  and  de- 
sign of  said  meeting.  They  may  make  and  establish 
by-laws  for  the  government  of  said  company  until  the 
first  annual  meeting  thereof,  and  may  transact  any 
business  necessary  and  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the 
provisions  and  intentions  of  this  act :  Provided^  how- 
ever. That  no  policy  shall  be  issued  by  said  company 
until  application  has  been  made  for  insurance  in  said 
company  on  fifty  thousand  dollars  at  least. 

§  21.  That  when  the  title  of  any  property  insured 
by  said  company  shall  turn  out  to  be  defective,  or 
when  the  security  on  any  premium  note  shall  turn  out 
to  be  insolvent,  or  when  any  call  on  a  premium  note 
shall  not  be  paid  when  legally  called  by  the  company, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors  to 
give  written  notice  of  the  defect  of  title  or  notice  of 
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the  insuflaoiency  of  security,  or  written  notice  of  the 
non-payment  of  the  call ;  and  if  the  defect  of  title  is 
not  remedied  by  the  production  of  a  good  title,  or  if 
a  note  for  the  amount  of  the  premium,  with  ample 
personal  security,  or  the  insuflSciency  of  the  security 
remedied  by  additional  security,  or  the  call  paid  with- 
in ten  days  after  the  notice  is  given,  the  president  and 
directors  may,  and  are  hereby  invested  with  fall 
power  and  authority  to  declare  the  policy  void,  by  an 
entry  to  that  effect  upon  their  records ;  and  hence- 
forth all  such  policies  shall  be  null  and  void:  Pro- 
•  vided,  If  the  persons  insuring  reside  out  of  the  State, 
or  be  absent  from  the  same  for  the  spLce  of  three 
months,  it  «hall  be  lawful  to  publish  the  notice  in  one 
of  the  papers  printed  in  Owensboro  for  three  weeks 
before  such  declaration  of  forfeiture  shall  be  made. 

§  22.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  and  take  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  130:). 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Daviess  county  court  to  purchase  and  con- 
struct gravel  or  turnpike  roads,  and  to  provide  means  for  payment  of 
same. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cam- 
Tnonwealth  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Daviess  county,  com- 
county court  posed  of  the  presiding  judge  of  said  court  and  the 
tbey»vS??3LiB  justices  of  said  county,  or  a  majority  of  them,  be,  and

it  is  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  purchase 
the  gravel  roads  constructed  in  said  county,  and  all 
the  rights  and  franchises  belonging  thereto,  from  the 
company,  companies  or  corporations  owning  the  same, 
whether  such  roads  be  now  constructed  or  may  be 
hereafter  constructed.

§  2.  Said  court,  in  making  purchases  of  the  gravel  Dayi«M  orore 

ftd  company. 

roads  constructed  by  the  Daviess  Gravel  Road  Com- 
pany, under  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate 
the  Daviess  Gravel  Road  Company,"  approved  April 
7,  1882,  shall  make  such  purchases  and  take  possession 
of  said  roads  on  the  terms  and  conditions  reserved  in 
said  act.  And  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining^  the 
cost  incurred  in  the  construction  and  improvements 
of  said  roads  the  said  court  shall  hav^  full  power  to 
cause  the  books  of  said  company  to  be  produced  be- 
fore it,  and  to  compel  the  attendance  of  any  officer, 
agent  or  employe  of  said  company  or  any  other  person 
to  appear  before  it  and  to  testify,  on  oath,  touching 
any  question  relating  to  such  cost  so  incurred  by  said 
company ;  and  the  said  company  may  also  introduce 
proof,  and  said  court  shall  fix  the  amount  so  to  be 
secured  or  paid  as  the  cost  incurred  in  the  construc- 
tion and  improvements  of  said  roads ;  and  from  the 
judgment  of  the  court  fixing  such  amount  either  the . 
said  company  or  the  county  court  may  appeal  to  the 
Daviess  circuit  court  in  the  same  manner  as  appeals 
are  prosecuted  from  the  court  of  claims  to  said  cir- 
cuit court:  Provided^  however y  Thsit  such  appeals 
shall  not  suspend  the  right  of  said  county  court  to 
take  possession  and  control  of  said  roads. 

§  3.  Said  court  is  also  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  purchase  and  take  control  of  any  other 
roads  in  said  county  now  graveled  or  impji'oved,  or 
which  may  be  hereafter  graveled  or  improved  by  any 
person,  company  or  corporation,  on  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  said  court 
and  the  person,  company  or  corporation  owning  the 
same. 

§  4.   Upon  taking  possession  and  control  of  said  connty  coart 
roads  or  any  of  them,  the  county  court  shall  have  J®*^J[J^^JJ*» 
power  to  appoint  and  employ  keepers  of  toll-gates, 
superintendents,  agents,  laborers  and  all  other  persons 
necessary  for  the  management,   control,   repair  and 
operation  of  said  roads ;  and  all  such  agents  or  em- 
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ployes  as  handle  or  control  any  money  or  projierty 
belonging  to  such  roads  or  to  said  county  shall  be

§  6.  Said  county  court  shall  cause  the  cost  of  each

be  kept.  tanes  or  branches,  and  all  repairs  or  expenditures 

thereon,  and  all  properly  belonging  thereto,  and  all 
tolls  or  other  funds  collected  therefrom,  to  be  kept 
separate  and  apart  from  the  cost,  expense  or  receipts 
of  any  other  road ;  and  no  part  of  the  receipts  real- 
ized from  any  such  road  shall  be  used  or  expended 
on  any  other  road  or  roads ;  but  after  the  receipts 
from  any  road  shall  have  liquidated  the  cost  of  it. 
such  fund  as  may  be  realized  from  it  shall  be  used 
in  extending  such  gravel  or  turnpike  road.

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  who  is 
not  at  the  time  a  bona  fide  resident  of  the  counties  of 
Ballard  or  Carlisle,  in  the  State  of  Kentucky,  to  hunt 
with  dogs,  guns  or  otherwise,  or  who  shall  kill  by 
shooting,  trapping,  or  by  any  means,  any  game  or 
fowls  good  for  food,  or  any  animals  whose  skins  or 
furs  are  of  value,  within  the  limits  of  said  counties. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  who  is 
not  at  the  time  a  bona  fide  resident  of  said  counties 
of  Ballard  or  Carlisle,  with  hook,  drag-net,  dip-net 
set-net,  seine,  or  by  any  other  means,  devices  or  con- 
trivances, to  catch,  kill,  destroy  or  take  out  of  or  from 
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the  waters  of  any  creek,  river,  lake,  pond,  bayou  or 
bod  V  of  water  situated  within  said  counties. 

§  3.  Any  person  violating  either  of  the  foregoing 
sections  of  this  act  shall  be  lined  in  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding thirty  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  recov- 
erable before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  conn- 
fies  upon  warrant  or  upon  an  indictment  in  the  cir 
euit  court  thereof.

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advice,  and  believing  that  he  could  thereby  obtaana 
license  to  vend  malt  liquors,  paid  to  the  clerk  of  the 
Boyd  county  court  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  and  ob- 
tained a  receipt  therefor,  which  has  been  paid  into 
the  State  Treasury  of  Kentucky;  and  whereas,  tiie 
said  Lowe,  after  obtaining  said  receipt,  sold  thereunder 
some  malt  liquor,  for  which  he  was  at  once  prose^ 
ecuted  and  fined  sixty  dollars,  and  he  appealed  to  the 
court  of  last  resort,  and  the  judgment  against  him 
was  affirmed  ;  and  whereas,  said  fifty  dollars  was  jjaid 
by  said  Lowe  for  obtaining  a  license  to  sell  laalt 
liquor,  which  was  received  by  the  State,  for  which  he 
received  nothing ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monweaUh  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  of  the 
State  of  Kentucky  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  of  this  State 
for  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  in  favor  of  Alexander  A. 
Lowe. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to    incorporate    the  Pendleton  Natural  Gas  and  Fuel  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeiieral  Assembly  of  the  Cam- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  W.  C.  Holt,  R.  W.  Holland,  Jesse  Col- 
bert,  Joshua  Woodhead,  C.  H.  Lee,  Sr.,  and  J.  K. 
Wandelohr,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  a 
body-corporate  and  politic,  under  the  name  of  the 
Pendleton  Natural  Gas  and  Fuel  Company,  with 
perpetual  succession ;  and  as  such  shall  have  the 
right  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
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in  all  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth;  to  acquire, 
hold,  dispose  of  real  and  personal  estate,  either  by 
lien  or  purchase ;  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with  ; 
to  have  a  common  seal  and  to  alter  at  pleasure ;  to 
make  and  enforce  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  conduct  of  its  affairs,  and  to  alter  and  amend 
the  same  at  pleasure ;  to  contract  with  any  person  or 
corporation,  either  in  or  out  of  this  State,  or  to  con- 
solidate with  same ;  and  for  that  purpose  such  person 
or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations,  are  hereby 
empowered  to  contract  or 'consolidate  with  said  com- 
pany, upon  such  terms  as  may  be  mutually  agreed 
upon  ;  to  issue  bonds,  securing  the  same  by  mortgage 
to  a  trustee  of  all  its  properties,  rights  and  fran- 
chises, including  its  corporate  privileges  and  name, 
not  exceeding  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars. 

§  2.  The  object  and  purpose  of  this  corporation 
shall  be  to  furnish  to  the  citizens  and  corporations 
of  this  and  other  States  natural  gas ;  and  for  the 
purpose  of  so  doing  the  capital  stock  of  same  shall  be 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  two  thou- 
sand shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each ;  and  the 
same  may  be  increased  at  pleasure  by  the  board  of  di- 
rectors. For  the  purpose  of  erecting  suitable  works, 
conducting  its  business,  laying  pipes,  etc.,  said  com- 
pany shall  have  the  right  of  eminent  domain  to  be 
exercised  by  proceedings  similar  to  those  provided 
by  chapter  94  of  the  General  Statutes,  and  to  these 
ende  full  power  is  hereby  conferred  upon  the  sev- 
eral county  courts  of  this  State :  And  promded  fur- 
ther^ That  if  it  shall  refuse  to  furnish  and  supply  to 
any  city  or  town,  or  to  the  citizens  thereof,  said  gas, 
where  the  same  can  be  so  furnished,  then  such  city 
or  town,  or  the  citizens  thereof,  may  do  so  themselves : 
ATid  provided  further^  That  out  of  the  net  income 
from  said  business,  after  the  payment  to  the  stock- 
holders of  a  dividend  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum, 
there  shall  be  paid  into  the  State  Treasury,  for  the 
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benefit  of  the  common  school  fund,  a  sum  eqnal  to  six 
per  cent,  of  the  remainder  for  each  year. 

§  3.  The  incorporators  above  named  shall  have  the 
right  to  open   books  of  subscription  to  the  capital 

stock  of  said  company,  and  when  § shall  hav*^ 

been  subscribed,  may  organize  said  company  by  the 
election  of  five  directors,  who  shall  be  elected  annually 
thereafter  bv  the  stockholders  on  the  first  Mondav  in 
January.  Said  board  of  directors  shall  elect  from  iU 
members  a  president,  vice-president  and  treasurer*  and 
may  elect  or  appoint  from  the  stockholders  such  oth»^r 
officers  as  may  be  provided  for  in  the  by-laws  of  said 
company  ;  and  the  number  of  directors  may  be  in 
creased  by  the  board  at  any  time  to  not  exceeding: 
nine. 

§  4.  Said  company  shall  annually  furnish  to  the 
Auditor  of  State  a  sworn  statement  of  its  net  earnings. 

§  /).  The  private  property  of  the  stockholders  shall 
be  exempt  from  liability  for  corporate  debts. 

§  6.  The  principal  place  of  business  of  said  conipauy 
shall  be  in  the  town  of  Falmouth  ;  but  it  may  have 
SDch  branch  offices  as  the  board  of  directors  mav  d*-- 
termine.

§  2.  That  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the 
power  to  exempt  from  taxation  for  a  term  of  years  all 
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mannfacturing    establishments    that   employ  ten    or 
more  workmen  in  their  business. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  on  and  from  its  pas- 
sage.

§  1.  That  the  county  court  judge  of  the  county  of 
Nicholas  is  authorized  and  directed  to  levy  an  ad 
valorem  tax  of  not  exceeding  three  cents  on  all  the 
taxable  property  of  the  county  of  Nicholas  that  is 
.subject  to  taxation  for  county  purposes,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  payinii'  off  the  indebtedness  of  said  company's 
briclirc  which  has  been  built  upon  said  road  across  tlie 
waters  of  Somerset. 

§  2.  That  the  county  court  shall  levy  or  cause  to  be 
levied  upon  one-half  of  the  aforesaid  amount  not 
sooner  than  the  year  1888,  and  the  other  half  of  said 
amount  of  three  cents  the  year  following  the  first 
levy. 

§  ;^.  That  the  sheriff  of  Nicholas  county  is  directed 
to  collect  the  said  amount  and  pay  over  to  the  presi- 
dent or  treasurer  of  said  road  ;  aiid  he  shall  be  paid 
the  same  for  collectinsj  this  tax  that  is  now  authorized 
bv  law.

§  1.  That  the  presiding  judge  of  the  ^Nicholas  coun- 
ty court  is  authorized  and  directed  to  be  caused  to  be 
made  a  levy  upon  all  of  the  taxable  property  in  Nich- 
olas county  an  ad  valorem  tax  of  two  cents  on  each 
one  hundred  dollars  of  said  property ;  when  collected, 
shall  be  paid  by  the  sheriff  to  the  president  of  said 
company  or  treasurer  of  said  company,  and  by  said 
company  the  said  money  shall  be  used  in  paying  off 
the  indebtedness  of  the  company.  The  said  levy  shall 
be  made  at  the  next  annual  levy  made  for  county  pur- 
poses. 

§  2.  The  sheriff  shall  collect  said  tax  in  the  same 
manner,  and  with  the  same  rights,  as  in  the  collec- 
tions of  the  State  revenue,  and  shall  be  liable  in  his 
bond  therefor.

AN  ACT  to  charter  the  Pleasant  Spring  and  Brushy  Fork  Turnpike 

Road  Company,  in  Nicholas  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
mo'nwealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  D.  B.  Judy,  J.  B.  Cray,  Wm.  Cray,  J.  H. 
Judy,  Y.  B.  Johnson,  and  their  successors,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  Pleasant  Spring?  and 
Brushy  Fork  Turnpike  Road  Company,  and  by  said 
name  and  style  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and 
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power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  the  courts  and 
places  in  this  Commonwealth ;  and  have  and  use  a 
common  seal,  with  power  to  change  or  alter  the  same 
at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  and  the 
entire  capital  stock  shall  not  exceed  ten  thousand 
dollars. 

§  3.  The  above  named  persons  are  hereby  empow- 
ered to  receive  subscriptions  of  stock  to  said  company, 
and  they  may  each  open  books  and  receive  subscrip- 
tions at  any  time  and  place  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  and  so  continue  until  a  sufficient  amount  of  sub- 
scription is  obtained  to  complete  said  road  ;  and  they 
may  take  subscriptions  on  any  conditions  expressed 
in  writings. 

§  4.  When  the  above-named  persons  think  a  suffi- 
cient quantity  of  stock  has  been  taken  to  justify  a 
commencement  of  work,  they  shall  call  a  meeting  of 
the  stockholders  and  hold  an  election  for  president 
and  five  directors  for  one  year,  or  until  their  succes- 
sors are  elected  and  qualified,  and  thereupon  work 
may  commence  upon  said  road  under  their  superin- 
tendence and  control. 

^  5.  The  president  and  directors  shall  elect  one  of 
their  number  treasurer,  who  shall  execute  bond,  with 
approved  security,  and  be  responsible  for  all  the 
money  received  by  him  for  said  road,  and  shall  pay 
out  the  same  as  directed  bj^  the  president  and  direct- 
ors, and  keep  a  record  of  all  his  transactions  as  said 
treasurer  of  said  company. 

§  6.  The  board  of  directors,  consisting  of  the  presi- 
dent and  five  directors,  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  their 
proceedings,  which  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of 
the  stockholders,  or  any  of  them,  at  all  times,  and  that 
treasurer  shall  act  as  secretarv  of  said  board. 

§  7.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  all  the  powers, 
60 — Local  Laios,  vol,  2, 
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rights  and  privileges,  and  may  do  all  things  and  acts 
necessary  for  letting,  constructing  and  completing 
•  said  turnpike  road,  and  locate  and  determine  its 
width  and  grade  on  such  route  as  they  deem  proper 
from  the  Maysville  and  Lexington  Turnpike  Road« 
near  Carpenter's,  running  south  towards  and  crossing 
Brushy  Fork  creek ;  and  thence  on  until  they  strike 
the  Carlisle  and  Pleasant  Spring  Turnpike  Road  ;  that 
the  said  company  have  a  right  to  locate  said  road 
running  so  as  to  come  out  anywhere  between  what  is 
called  the  cross-roads  and  Henry  Letton;  that  the 
said  company  shall  have  a  right,  after  crossing  Brushy 
Fork,  to  locate  their  road  anywhere  within  a  half  of 
a  mile  of  where  the  said  dirt  road  now  runs,  if  they 
deem  proper. 

§  8.  That  the  judge  of  the  Nicholas  county  court  be, 
and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  appi-o- 
priate  and  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  this  said 
company  the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  x)6r  mile, 
and  at  the  same  rate  for  a  fraction  of  a  mile. 

§  9.  That  the  judge  of  Nicholas  county  court  shall 
not  subscribe  the  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  mile 
before  the  year  1888. 

§  10.  The  stock  subscribed  shall  be  paid  at  such 
times  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  indicated  by  the 
board. 

§  11.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  directors  of  said 
road  to  charge  and  collect  full  rates  of  toll  for  travel 
on  its  line,  and  the  same  rate  in  proportion  for  a  less 
distance. 

§  1 2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  enforced  from 
and  after  the  year  1888.

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CHAPTER  1318. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Independence  and  Bank  Lick  Turnpike 

Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
Tnonwealth  of  Kerducky : 

§  1  That  Daniel  Folmer,  Jas.  H.  Poor,  Chas.  J. 
Williams,  Jerry  Carroll,  J.  E.  Bristow,  D.  Mason 
McCarty,  W.  H.  Metcalf  and  Orin  Percival,  or  such  of 
them  and  all  others  as  shall  become  stockholders  here- 
in, be,  and  they  are  herebj'-,  created  a  body-politic  and 
corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  under  the  name^ 
and  style  of  the  Independence  and  Bank  Lick  Turn- 
pike  Road  Company,  to  be  located  in  Kenton  county ; 
and  by  and  in  that  name  may  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  may  purchase  and 
hold  all  such  real  estate,  or  interests  in  real  estate,  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  objects  and  business  of  the 
company  only. 

§  2.  The  object  of  said  corporation  is  to  construct 
and  maintain  a  turnpike  road  in  Kenton  and  Boone 
counties  to  lead  from  Independence,  in  Kenton  coun- 
ty, to  the  Covington  and  Lexington  pike,  and  from 
Bank  Lick  Station,  on  the  Louisville  and  Nashville 
Railroad,  to  Bristow' s  crossing  at  Bank  Lick  creek, 
said  road  to  be  constructed  in  Kenton  county  as  pro- 
vided in  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  com- 
missioners of  Kenton  county  to  subscribe  for  stock  in 
turnpike  roads  in  said  county,  and  provide  means  for 
the  payment  thereof,"  or  in  conformity  to  any  act 
which  may  be  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
1885  and  1886,  in  relation  to  the  building  of  turnpike 
roads  in  Kenton  county. 

§  ^.  The  capital  shall  be  ten  thousand  dollars,  di- 
vided into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each  ;  and  subscrip- 
tions therefor  shall  be  payable  at  such  times  and  in 
such  proportions  as  the  board  of  directors  shall  direct. 
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§  4.  The  board  of  directors  shall  cause  the  road  to 
be  surveyed  and  located  between  the  points  named  in 
the  first  section  thereof.      After  the  location  of  said 
road  the  board  of  directors  shall  have  the  power  to 
lay  off  on  each  side  of  said  road  a  district  or  territory 
which  shaJl  not,  in  its  greatest  width,  exceed  one  mile, 
but  which  shall  not  include  any  land  nearer  another 
incorporated  road  actually  constructed  than  it  is  to 
the  road  of  this  company ;  and  the  two  districts  or 
territories,  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  shall  be  one 
district  or  territory  ;  and  all  the  land  within  said  dis- 
trict or  territory  which  is  benefited  by  the  construc- 
tion of  said  road  shall  be  taxed  to  build  the  said  road 
within  it  in  manner  hereinafter  provided,  if,  upon  a 
vote  to  be  ordered  at  the  request  of  the  board  of  man- 
agement by  the  judge  of  the  Kenton  county  courts  a 
majority  in  value  of  the  land  within  the  said  district 
shall  vote  therefor.     At  such  election  the  values  shall 
be  voted  by  the  owner  of  the  land,  and  the  values 
voted  shall  be  the  last  assessed  values  for  State  taxa- 
ation.     The  election  shall  be  held  by  such  oflBcers  at 
such  time  and  place,  and  upon  such  notice,  not  less 
than  ten  days,  by  hand-bills,   as  said  county   judge 
shall  direct.    The  polls  shall  be  returned  to  said  court, 
and  the  judge  thereof  shall  certify  the  result  to  said 
board  of  management ;  and  if  it  appear  from  said  cer- 
tificate that  a  majority  in  value  voted  for  the  tax,  then 
the  said  board  of  management  shall  have  power,  and 
it  shall  be  their  duty  each  year  for  three  years,  if  neces- 
sary, to  construct  said  road  ;  to  deliver  to  the  sheriff  of 
Kenton  county,  or  the  county  collector,  a  book  contain- 
ing a  list  of  the  land-owners  within  said  district,  show- 
ing the  number  of  acres  each  has  within  said  district, 
with  a  tax  to  be  fixed  by  said  board,  not  to  exceed 
eighty  (80)  cents  upon  each  (100)  hundred  dollars  in 
value  of  said  lands  within  a  half  mile  of  said  road,  and 
not  to  exceed  forty  (40)  cents  per  one  hundred  dollars 
on  the  rest  calculated  and  extended  ;  and  said  sheriff 
or  collector  shall  collect  the  same,  and  shall  pay  the

same  to  the  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  corporation 
within  sixty  days  from  the  receipt  of  said  book,  "  He 
shall  have  the  same  power  to  distrain  for  said  tax  as 
for  State  and  county  tax ;  and  he  shall  be  liable  on 
his  official  bond,  and  for  his  services  he  shall  receive 
six  per  cent,  upon  his  collections.  This  tax  shall  be  a 
lien  upon  the  lands  against  which  it  is  levied. 

§  5.  The  secretary  and  treasurer  of  this  company 
shall,  as  well  every  member  of  the  board  of  directors, 
shall  take  an  oath,  before  entering  upon  his  duties,  to 
faithfully  perform  all  duties  imposed  T<pon  him,  and 
give  such  bond  as  the  board  shall  require. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

T.  J.  Smith,  John  B.  Gaines,  James  C.  Sims,  J.  C. 
Adams,  C.  U.  McElroy,  B.  M.  Merideth,  E.  C.  Clay- 
I)ool,  C.  F.  Cox  and  O.  A.  Roup,  their  successors  and 
assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-cor- 
porate, under  the  name  of  the  Bowling  Green  Petro-

of  them,  which  may  b«  upon  or  come  from  any  of  the 
lands  which  said  company  may  own,  lease  or  control, 
or  which,  for  any  of  said  purposes,  or  to  do  any  of  the 
acts  in  this  section  mentioned,  it  may  have  or  acquire 
the  right.  And  to  these  ends  said  company  is  em- 
powered to  drill,  bore,  or  in  anywise  sink  or  maintain 
wells  for  the  purpose  of  producing  such  petroleum, 
natural  gas  and  salt  water,  or  either,  and  construct, 
lay,  maintain  and  operate  derricks,  buildings,  machin- 
ery, tanks,  pipes,  receivers,  gasometers,  warehouses, 
manufactories,  and  any  other  improvements  or  appli- 
ances in  or  by  means  of  which  such  petroleum,  gas 
and  salt  water,  or  either,  may  be  produced,  stored, 
distribu  ted,  sold  or  utilized ;  and  to  construct,  lay  and 
operate  conduit  pipes  of  any  kind,  and  any  other  suit- 
able means  for  the  conveyance,  distribution,  storing, 
sale  and  utilization  of  tlie  same,  either  upon,  under,  to 
or  from  any.  of  said  lands  or  other  places. 

§  5.  Said  company  is  also  empowered  to  acquire  by  May  «cquin> 
purchase,  lease,  donation  or  otherwise  such  lands  as 
they  may  desire  for  the  purpose  of  boring  or  drilling 
for  any  of  the  products  named  in  the  last  preceding 
section,  and  also  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  machin- 
ery, Warehouses  and  laying  pipes. 

§  6.  With  the  consent  of  the  city  of  Bowling  Green,  May  lay  pipea 
expressed  through  its, board  of  councilmen  and  subject  B^owiing  ^wn. 
to  its  reasonable  regulations,  said  company  shall  have 
power  to  open  the  ground  ia  any  street,  alley,  park  or 
other  public  place  within  said  city  limits,  and  lay 
therein,  remove,  alter  and  repair  such  pipes  for  so 
conducting  and  distributing  said  natural  gas,  restoring 
such  ground,  however,  and  any  pavement  or  other  im- 
provement,  to  as  good  condition  as  before  within  a

ing and  manufacturing  purposes  for  the  period  of 
thirty  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act :  ProvidecL, 
however^  That  the  exclusive  privilege  herein  granted 
shall  not  exist  and  continue  unless  said  company 
shall  organize  in  good  faith,  and  be  capable  c^  pro- 
ducing and  conveying  to  the  city  of  Bowling  Green  a 
daily  flow  of  said  natural  ga^  of  not  less  than  one 
hundred  thousand  cubic  feet :  And  provided  further^ 
That  such  daily  flow  shall  be  produced  within  five 
years  from  the  passage  of  this  act. 

§  8.  Said  company  shall  furnish  said  natural  gas 
as  named  in  the  last  section  to  the  city  of  Bowling 
Green,  for  the  purpose  of  heating  its  public  build- 
ings, at  the  net  cost  of  the  production  of  the  same, 
and  also  to  furnish  its  gas  to  said  city  for  operating 
its  water-works  engines  at  not  exceeding  six  per 
cent,  above  its  actual  cost. 

§  9.  In  order  to  the  conveyance  of  said  natural  gas 
to  or  in  the  vicinity  of  the  city  of  Bowling  Green, 
said  company  shall  have  power  to  acquire  by  pur- 
chase, lease,  gift,  or  as  hereinafter  provided  by  ad 
quod  damnum  proceedings,  the  use  of  any  lands 
that  may  be  necessary  to  lay,  maintain  and  repair 
such  pipes,  and  any  buildings,  retorts  and  other  ap- 
paratus needed  to  be  used  in  order  to  the  proper  and 
economical  conveyance  of  such  gas  as  aforesaid ;  and 
in  order  to  such  acquisition  by  such  ad  quod  damnum 
proceedings  of  such  use  of  lands,  said  company  shall 
cause  such  use  of  in,  over  and  under  only  so  much 
land  as  it  may  fairly  deem  necessary  therefor,  to  be 
valued,  condemned,  and  by  it  paid  for  in  the  manner 
prescribed  in  chapter  96,  article  2,   of  the  G^eneral 
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Statutes  of  this  State,  relating  to  ''Salt  and  Saltpetre 
Works  and  Water  Pipes," 

§  10.  Private  property  of  the  incorporators  and 
stockholders  of  said  company  shall  be  exempt  from 
its  corporate  debts  and  liabilities. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  1320. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Owensboro  Gas-light  Company. 

Whereas,  The  Owensboro  Gas-light  Company  was, 

on  the  day  of ,  1860,  duly  organized 

under  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  entitled  ''An 
act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  corporations  for 
manufacturing^,  mining,  transporting,  mechanical  or 
chemical  purposes,"  approved  March  10,  1854.  The 
object  of  the  formation  of  said  corporation  or  com- 
pany being,  as  stated  in  the  articles  of  incorporation 
thereof,  "the  manufacturing  and  vending  of  illumi- 
nating gas  and  gas  pipes  and  fixtures  "  in  the  town  of 
Owensboro,  Kentuck}^  the  term  of  the  duration  of 
said  company  being  fixed  at  fifty  years,  and  the  capi- 
tal stock  at  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  divided  into 
two  hundred  and  fifty  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each  in  the  organization  certificate  of  said  company, 
of  which  said  stock  the  sum  of  twenty-three  thousand 
six  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  was  paid  in  by  the 
stockholders.  And  the  said  company,  by  the  consent 
of  the  trustees  of  the  said  towa  of  Owensboro,  which 
was  itself  a  stockholder  (now  the  city  of  Owensboro), 
erected  gas  works  and  laid  its  mains  and  pipes  in  said 
town  of  Owensboro,  and  was  granted  the  right  of  way 
to  lay  its  pipes  along  the  streets,  alleys  and  under  the 
sidewalks  of  said  town  by  the  trustees  thereof,  and 
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has  supplied  gas  to  the  said  town  and  the  citizens 

thereof  from  the day  of ,  1861,  to  the 

present  time,  and  is  continuing  to  so  supply  said  gas ; 
therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  David  Hamilton,  Allen  Gilmour,  W.  N. 
Sweeney,  J.  L.  Neicam,  S.  M.  Deane,  P.  T.  Watkins, 
R.  H.  Taylor  and  M.  F.  Taylor  (the  present  owners  of 
the  stock  of  the  said  Owensboro  Gas-light  Company), 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-corporate 
under  the  corporate  name  of  the  Owensboro  Gras-light 
Company ;  and  by  that  name  and  style  they  and  their 
successors  and  assigns  shall  have  perpetual  sncoes 
sion,  and  the  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded ; 
to  take,  hold,  own  and  in  anywise  alien  property, 
real,  {)ersonal  and  mixed ;  to  have  a  common  seal,  and 
alter  the  same  at  pleasure ;  and  to  establish  by-laws 
and  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  management 
of  the  affairs  of  said  company,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  Constitution  or  laws  of  this  State  or  the  United 
Stateg. 

§  2.  The  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  con- 
ducted by  a  board  of  directors  of  not  less  than  live  nor 
more  than  nine  directors,  who  shall  be  stockholders, 
and  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year  and  until 
their  successors  are  chosen  at  a  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders of  said  corporation  ;  the  annual  election  of  di- 
rectors shall  be  held  in  Owensboro  on  the  first  Monday 
in  June  in  each  year,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  un- 
til their  successors  are  chosen  and  qualified  ;  the  pres- 
ent board  of  directors  shall  serve  until  their  succes 
sors  are  elected  and  qualied ;  the  directars  shall  elect 
a  president  and  vice-president,  who  shall  be  mem. 
bers  of  said  board,  a^d  shall  have  power  to  elect  a 
treasurer  and  secretary,  or  either,  and  such  other  of- 
ficers as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  appoint  such 
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agents  or  servants  as  the  basiness  of  said  oorporation 
may  require ;  and  said  board  of  directors  may  take 
from  any  of  the  officers  or  agents  of  such  corporation 
such  bond  as  they  may  require  for  the  performance 
of  the  duties  of  any  such  officers  or  agents.  The  meet- 
ings of  said  board  shall  be  called  by  the  president,  or, 
in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  by  the  vice- 
president,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act, 
by  a  written  call  of  not  less  than  one-half  the  direct- 
ors. In  cases  of  vacancy  in  the  board,  the  remaining 
members  shall  elect  from  the  stockholders  directors 
to  fill  such  vacancies.  The  powers^  duties  and  com- 
pensation of  the  president  and  other  officers  of  the 
company  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  board  of  di- 
rectors. In  all  meetings  of  the  stockholders  they 
shall  vote  in  proportion  to  their  stock  (one  vote  for 
each  share),  in  person  or  by  proxy  duly  authorized 
in  writing  signed  by  them.  The  directors  shall  have 
power  to  enact  all  by-laws  necessary  for  the  regula- 
tion and  management  of  the  affairs  and  business  of 
said  company. 

§  H.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be 
fifty  thousand  dollars  (of  which  the  paid-up  stock  of 
the  present  company  shall  be  a  part),  divided  into 
shares  of  oue  hundred  dollars  each,  which  shall  be 
-deemed^ personal  property,  and  subscribed  and  paid  in 
at  the  time  and  upon  the,  and  transferable  in  the  man- 
ner to  be  prescribed  in  the  by-laws  of  said  company : 
Provided^  That  the  stockholders  of  the  present  com- 
pany shall  have  issued  to  them  the  number  of  shares 
to  which  the  stock  now  held  by  them  respectively  may 
entitle  them,  upon  the  transfer  to  the  corporation 
hereby  created  of  the  property  and  franchises  now 
belonging  to  said  company.  And  its  board  of  direct- 
ors, with  the  consent  of  its  stockholders  (two- thirds  of 
said  stockholders  concurring),  to  make  such  transfer. 
The  stockholders  may,  by  a  two- thirds  vote  at  a  meet- 
ing called  for  that  purpose,  increase  said  stock  to  any 
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amount  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  thonsand 
dollars. 

§  4.  Said  company  is  empowered  to  acquire,  hold, 
occupy  and  enjoy  all  such  franchises,  estates,  property, 
and  interests,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  le^l  and 
equitable,  as  may  be  convenient  or  necessary  for  the 
construction  or  operation  of  gas  works,  works  for  gen- 
erating motive  power  or  heat,  and  shall  have  t'ae  right 
and  privilege  to  manufacture,  furnish  and  supply  to 
the  city  of  Owensboro  and  its  inhabitants,  and  j)€r80Ds 
and  corporations  near  said  city,  illuminating  gas, 
whether  the  same  be  made  of  coal,  petroleum,  water, 
or  other  substance  or  substances,  or  furnish  and 
supply  natural  gas  or  any  mixture  or  combination 
thereof,  and  to  manufacture,  vend  or  supply  to  the 
city  of  Owensboro  and  its  inhabitants,  and  persons 
and  corporations  near  said  city,  such  gas  for  illuminat- 
ing or  lighting  purposes,  or  for  motive  power  or  heat- 
ing purposes,  or  either,  and  may  charge  therefor  such 
price  or  compensation  as  maybe  agreed  upon  betwe^ 
the  said  company  and  the  individuals  or  corporations 
contracting  with  it.  Said  company  shall  have  the 
right  to  acquire,  hold  or  purchase  such  real  estate* 
within  or  in  the  vicinity  of  said  city  of  Owensboro  as 
may  be  necessary  or  convenient  to  carry  on  the  busi- 
ness or  operations  of  said  company. 

§  5.  Said  corporation  shall  have  the  'right  and  priv- 
ilege (subject  to  such  reasonable  regulations  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  municipal  authorities  of  the  city 
of  Owensboro)  to  use  the  streets,  alleys,  ways,  ave- 
nues and  public  roads  of  said  city  for  the  purpose 
of  erecting  gas-hotel's,  laying  down,  taking  up  and 
repairing  all  pipes,  conducting  mains,  service  pijies, 
conduits  and  all  other  apparatus  necessary  to  be  used 
in  conducting,  distributing  and  supplying  gas,  motive 
power,  heat  or  light  to  consumers,  or  that  may  be 
necessary  to  the  prosecution  of  the  business  of  said 
company  :  Provided^  Said  company  shall  not  perma- 
nently obstruct  the  use  of  any  street,  alley,  avenue. 
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highway  or  road,  but  may  temporarily  obstruct  same 
for  a  reasonable  time  in  laying  pipes  and  repairing 
same,  and  shall  restore  the  same  to  as  good  a  condi- 
tion as  thev  were  in  before. 

§  6.  Said  company  is  empowered  to  develop,  pro- 
duce, utilize,  convey  and  sell,  or  in  any  otherwise 
dispose  of  petroleum,  natural  gas  and  salt  water,  or 
any  of  them,  which  may  be  upon  or  come  from  any 
lands  which  said  company  may  own,  lease  or  control, 
or  upon  which,  for  any  of  said  purposes,  or  to  do 
any  of  the  acts  in  this  section  mentioned,  it  may 
have  or  acquire  the  right.  And  to  these  ends  said 
company  is  empowered  to  drill,  bore,  or  in  anywise 
sink  and  maintain  wells  for  the  purpose  of  producing 
such  petroleum,  natural  gas  and  salt  water,  or  either, 
and  construct,  lay,  maintain  and  operate  derricks, 
buildings  and  machinery,  tanks,  pipes,  receivers,  gas- 
ometers, warehouses,  manufactories,  and  any  other 
improvements  or  appliances  in  or  by  means  of  which 
such  petroleum,  gas  and  salt  water,  or  either,  may  be 
produced,  stored,  distributed,  sold  or  utilized,  and  to 
construct,  lay  and  operate  conduit  pipes  of  any  kind, 
and  any  other  suitable  means  for  the  conveyance,  dis- 
tribution, storing,  sale  and  utilization  of  the  same, 
either  upon,  under,  to  or  from  any  of  said  lands  or 
other  places. 

§  7.  In  order  to  the  conveyance  of  such  natural  gas 
to  said  city  of  Owensboro,  or  to  the  manufactories  in 
the  county  of  Daviess,  said  company  shall  have  power 
to  acquire  by  purchase,  gift,  or.  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, by  ad  quod  damnum^  the  use  of  any  land  which 
may  be  necessary  to  lay,  maintain  and  repair  such 
pipes,  and  any  buildings,  retorts  and  any  other  appara- 
tus needed  to  be  used  in  order  to  proper  and  economi- 
cal conveyance  of  such  gas  as  aforesaid ;  and  in  order 
to  such  acquisition  by  such  ad  quod  damnum  proceed- 
ings of  such  use  of  land,  said  company  shall  cause 
such  use  of  in,  over  and  under  only  so  much  land  as 
it  may  fairly  deem  necessary  therefor,  to  be  valued. 
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condemned  and  by  it  paid  for  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed in  chapter  96,  article  2,  of  the  General  Stat- 
utes of  this  State  relating  to  ''Salt  and  Saltpetre 
Works  and  Water  Pipes;"  and  said  company,  for 
the  purpose  of  developing,  jxroducing,  utilizing^  con- 
veying or  selling  such  petroleum,  natural  gas  or  salt 
water,  or  any  of  them,  is  hereby  empowered  to  pnr- 
cbase  or  lease  lands  in  the  counties  of  Daviess,  Han- 
cock and  McLean,  or  either  of  them. 

§  8.  Said  company  shall  have  power,  and  it  is  here- 
by authorized,  to  issue  bonds,  in  any  sum,  from  time 
to  time,  but  not  to  exceed  ($250,000)  two  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars  in  the  aggregate,  with  coupons 
or  interest  warrants  thereto  attached  for  the  interest 
on  such  bonds,  which  interest  may  be  annual  or  semi- 
annual, as  the  directors  of  the  company  may  deter- 
mine, and  said  bonds  to  run  such  length  of  rime  as  the 
said  directors  may  determine,  not  longer  than  thirty 
years,  and  at  any  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  eii;ht 
I^er  cent,  per  annum ;  and  to  secure  the  payment  of 
said  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon,  said  corporation 
may  mortgage  all  or  any  part  of  its  said  works,  fran- 
chises, lands,  machinery,  tools,  profits  or  other  prop- 
erty. The  said  mortgage  shall  be  executed  by  the 
president  only  upon  the  order  of  the  board  of  direct- 
ors, entered  on  the  books  of  said  company.  Tlie 
mortgage  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and 
attested  by  the  secretary,  with  the  seal  of  the  com- 
pany attached ;  and  the  coupons  or  interest  warrants 
attached  to  said  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  secre- 
tary ;  and  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  sell 
the  said  bonds  which  may  be  issued  by  it. 

§  9.  The  said  company  shall  keep  a  record  of  thwr 
procepdings,  and  shall  at  ea^h  annual  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  make  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the 
company,  and  may  declare  dividends  of  such  portions 
of  the  earnings  at  such  times  as  the  board  of  directors 
may  determine.  The  said  company  shall  have  a  lien 
upon  the  stock  of   any  subscriber  for  any  unpaid 
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balance  due  on  sach  stock.  And  said  company  may 
dispose  of  such  shares  of  its  unsold  stock  at  such 
prices  and  on  such  terms  as  the  directors  may  deter- 
mine. 

§  10.  Private  property  of  the  incorporators  and 
stockholders  of  said  company  shall  be  exempt  from 
its  corporate  debts  or  liabilities. 

§  11.  The  rights,  powers  and  franchises  herein 
granted  shall  continue  in  force  for  the  term  of  thirty 
years  from  the  passage  of  this  act.  And  all  the  rights 
and  franchises  that  may  have  been  granted  by  the 
town  or  city  of  Owensboro  to  the  present  corporation 
are  hereby  vested  in  the  corporation  created  by  this 
act  in  the  event  the  property,  franchises  and  rights 
thereof  are  transferred  to  the  corporation  hereby 
created.

§  1.  That  B.  W.  Burchett,  late  sheriff  of  Carter 
county,  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  list  any  and  all  fee  bills  and  taxes  due  and 
owing  to  him  as  sheriff  of  Carter  county,  with  any 
constable  or  constables  of  Carter  county,  or  any  other 
of  the  counties  in  this  Commonwealth  in  which  the 
payees  of  such  taxes  reside  or  may  have  property;
